Without  this  squadron  correspondence  the  historical  ^alue of  the  work 
would  nwessarily  be  impaired,  and  (hf  DepartnuMit  theivfoi-e  has 
spared  no  pains  to  secure  the  letter  Iwioks  and  papTsof  the  chief  actors 
on  l«>th  sides.  These  papers  havi'  for  the  nio-il  pitrt  ))cen  obljii[if<I,  and 
they  have  lieen  copiously  used  in  the  conipihition  of  the  work.  The 
reports  of  the  Union  comnianders  are  full  and  fairly  complete.  It  is  to 
Im!  regivtlcd.  howevci",  that  the  Confederate  lei-ords  arc  not  equally 
complete,  due  to  the  great  difficulty  found  in  collecting  them,  and  also 
to  (he  fact  that  a  large  imrt  of  the  archives  of  (he  Confederate  Navy 
DeiKiitment  was  burned  at  the  close  of  the  war.     Frequent  caivful 
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aearrh*^  thrcmghoiit  variouH  parte  of  the  counlry.  c-oiiductcd  by  a 
ttpc'cinl  RgL'iit  of  the  Depirtmcnt.  Imvo  hroujfhl  I"  lijjht  many  dupli- 
fftto!*  of  tlipi-e  imiXTs,  found  flinontr  tho  prri^oiml  tiU-n  of  ]uiitici]>nnU». 
It  is  hoped  that  the  publiculion  will  rt'vivci  tin*  interest  of  piiTti<;iiKuit8 
in  tlur  pvpiitK  rc'fori'ed  to.  und  lead  thfin  to  hriii>r  to  the  noticu  of  Uie 
DeiNtrttnt-nt  the  wbcri>about8  of  any  papers  beaving-  upon  naval  opera- 
tion^ in  tlio  civil  war  of  which  they  rniiy  Imvf  kuowlivi^e.

1  feel  It  my  duty  to  brine  to  your  notice  the  fact  that  tlie  Maria 
A.  IP'W  wft-s  (Mint  out  with  three  master's  mates,  neither  of  whom  can 
work  a  day's  work  or  take  a  meridian  observation  of  the  sun.  and 
ODCof  them  is  ignorant  of  the  multiplication  table.  Had  anything 
,ppened  to  the  acting  master  in  command  there  wa^  no  one  on  l>uard 
,pablo  of  navicating  the  vessel  into  port.  1  will  also  state  that  she 
s  nnprovideo  with  paa'^ing  fMJxes  for  powder,  that  her  magazine  la 
not  Hnnd,  and  that  the  cvlinders  are  put  np  in  rough  pine  boxes,  fas- 
lent'd  with  iron  nails.  Her  wunmamler  hIho  informs  mc!  that  he  was 
funiiwlied  at  the  navy  3'ard  with  one  old  ensign,  which,  hy  the  time  he 
reached  Key  We.st,  wa-s  cumplotely  worn-out,  and  he  wius  therefore 
nipelled  to  procure  one  u|x)n  rerpii.sltion.  which,  1  presume,  must 
ve  cost  double  what  it  would  in  Philadelphia.

expcctinjc  her  arrival.     She  has  been  dotaincHl  muL-h  l>inpf 
antif-'ipatcd. 

Tho  Wdtef  WiU'h  returned  from  Kov  West  on  tho  14th  insian'.Vr 
rcpiiirs  havinp  been  completed,  and  fs  now  employed  in  M' 
Sound.     She  may  prohabfy  run  for  two  or  three  months. 

The  exigencies  of  tho  blockade  and  a  fear  of  misappreh. 
motives  have  deterred  rae  from  alluding  since  my  report  ou  u» 
ject,  made  on  my  return  fi-om  Japan,  to  the  condition  of  the 
this  ship.     It  has  ))oen  with  prcat  difficulty  and  entirely  owing 
constant  vlg-ilance.  jjood  jndjjTiient.  and  enerjjv  displayed  by  V 
engineer  that  the  t*hip  hius  l>een  kept  thus  fur  in  an  available  o 
for  service,  iind  as  th<'  squadron  hns  Ih'ch  .somewhat:  rpiiiforced 
soon  to  1m'  further  inci-eascd  I  fcfl  it  my  im]H'mtive  duty  to  wtate 
the  ship  can  not  be  kept  longer  on  the  station  without  hazard.     Sb^ 
liable  to  be  disabled  at  any  moment,  her  tKiilers  being  now  enti 
unreliable,  and  without  steam  powei-  would  be  worse  than  usele.s.s 
a.s  she  can  not  bo  worked  nndci'  canvas  alone  but  in  an  ojicn  sea.

Japan.  I  pointed  nut  what  T  con.sidercd  her  greatest  defects  nud  * 
gestod  altemtioiis.

She  sails aii 
well.  a!ui  SI*  a  steiiitier  is  far  superior  to  any  of  them.  With  a  proper 
broadside  battery,  the  addition  of  n  spar  deck,  and  sonn^  alteration  in 
her  spars,  all  of  which  could.  I  think,  be  made  at  a  modi'rate  exp«'nsp, 
I  fecf  confident  that  she  would  be  »'(]ual  to  any  frigjite  alloiit.  She  has 
great  stability,  and  would  bear  any  weight  that  could  }>r  put  upon  her, 
and  is  deci<ledly  the  finest  sea  boat  I  have  ever  seen.  U  Ith  her  jires- 
ent  battery  she  cuiild  not  be  fought  under  canvas,  and  at  close  quar- 
ters would  not,  in  my  opinion,  be  equal  to  a. ship  mounting  u  broadside 
battery  of  twenty-four  {»-inch  gtms. 

I  am  not  alone,  sir,  in  the  opinion  1  have  thus  hastily  expressorf  in 
regard  to  tlie  J^'tmjam.  I  think  I  uiay  .safely  -say  that  every  ofIi<'er 
who  has  sailed  in  her  will  concur  with  mo.  She  is'far  too  noble  a  ship 
to  bo  kept  in  her  present  condition. 

Upon  reaching  Ship  Island  I  will  allow  the  fires  to  go  down,  and  will 
order  a  thorough  examination  of  the  Iwllers,  etc.,  and  will  forward  a 
report  by  the  steamer  Rhotle  Inland.

Sin:  In  romnliance  with  your  instructions  to  me,  dated  the  ^tth 
ultimo,  I  willed  the  same  eveninj*-  fm- (jalve-'^ton.  and  arrived  oft  that 
p<>rt  Riitl  timimuni fated  with  the  U.  S.  ship  Snntee on  the  evening  of 
the  4th  in>^tant,  and  sailed  again  on  the  morning  of  the  5tb.  running 
close  along  ihe  nmst  of  Texa.s  in  .'i,  6,  ami  7  fathoms  water.  1  diseov- 
ered  in  thi>?  i-oute  that  there  was  a  strong;  Imtlery  at  the  entrance  of 
Sail  Luis  I'ass.  a  hir^je  eneuiupinent  atid  Ijattery  at  V'elaseo,  and  a  bat- 
tery of  four  heavy  guns  near  the  lighthouse  at  l'a?vs  Cavallo.  Ou  the 
8th  instant  1  was  standing  in  toward  the  hnr  of  Pass  Cavallo.  with  a 
moderate  hrecze  from  the  S.  E.,  and  when  the  ship  was  within  nhont  2 
miles  of  the  ligiit  house  I  tacked  to  the  eastward.  The  tjiitterv  opened 
on  us  and  Hretl  nine  shots.  They  were  all  well  aimed,  and  the  nearest 
fell  about  20  yards  short  of  our  stern.  I  did  not  likp  to  throw  away 
our  shot  by  replying,  for  1  knew  our  32-poundci"8  of  42  cwt.  would 
not  roach  the  enemy.  Again,  on  the  IDth  instant.  1  was  standing  in 
toward  the  same  |>ass.  and  when  within  ahout  the  same  distance  as 
before,  tht*  light-house  liearing  W.  N.  W.,  it  fell  calm,  with  a  swell 
heaving  on  the  bar.  At  'J  p.  m.  I  discovered  a  large  steamer  coming 
down  ^latagorda  Hny  and  pointing  diret-tly  fnr  us.  When  she  got 
near  the  liar  she  hoisted  the  secession  Hag.  We  were  all  at  ((uaiters 
and  evervtliing  reaily  f<M'  action.  I  could  (h>  iiolbing  Iml  wait  for  his 
approach.  At  i:3)i  p.  m.  a  liyht  hreeze  sprung  up  from  the  S.  K.  1 
filled  away  on  the  starlK»ai*d  tjuk  and  stood  to  the  eastward,  in  order 
to  dniw  the  enemy  from  under  shelter  of  his  I)attenes.  Me  was  com- 
ing up  to  us  very  fast,  utid  could  have  cnijaged  iis  on  his  own  terms  in 
thirty  minutes,  for  the  wind  was  very  liglit  and  our  ship  had  scaix*ely 
steerajfeway.  hut  in  a  few  minulcs  after  the  light  breeze  ri'aehcd  us, 
about  3  p.  ni..  he  bore  up  and  run  into  the  bay  again.  The  steamer  is 
large  ana  capable  of  being  made  very  forniidal)Ee  by  merely  taking  off 
her  upper  or  promenade  deck.  At  Vcla-st-o  J  saw  two  such  steamers; 
the  three  together  would  constitute  n  formidable  force.  You  are  well 
awflR*  of  the  advantage  a  steunier  has  over  a  sailing  ship  in  a  calm,  and 
there  is  a  great  deal  of  cidm  weather  on  this  coast.

Having  sounded  and  buoyed  out  this  entrance.  I  stood  in  within 
giin.shot  of  the  sand  fort  on  St.  Vincent's  [Island]  itnd  la^'  overnight; 
hut  T  found  (ho  current  so  strong  and  the  holding  ground  so  poor  that 

have  preferred  remaining  outride  since. 

From  all  appearances  the  above  f(irt  ha**  been  diHmantled,  but  there 
Ipjiears  to  he  a  picket  guard  left  on  the  island,  l.'pon  two  occasions 
I  Iiave  hfrard  heavy  guns  firing  at  the  town  of  Apalachicola.  and  1  pm- 
£ume  that  these  are  the  same  that  formerly  occupied  this  fort. 

I  visited  the  light-house  on  8t.  (ieorgeV  Island  and  found  it  dcseiled 
and  roblHi-d  of  it.s  illuminating  apparatus,  oil,  etc.,  which  is  very  much 
in  character  with  sect'sslon  elsewbcre. 

From  the  top  of  this  lighthouse  (77  feet)  I  had  a  good  view  of  the 
Bound  and  of  the  town  of  Apalachicola.  Ilesides  a  few  small  sail, 
apnurently  tishing  smacks.  I  saw  nothing  afloat  inviting  attack  but  the 
bull  of  a  farge  ves.sel  that  appears  to  be  unlinished  -  and  intended  for 
A  propeller  laying  near  the  town,  and  I  presume  within  i-an^o  of 
~~ins  planted  there.    There  appears  to  be  a  shoal  outside  of  her  in  the 

,v,  and  I  find  no  soundings  placed  on  this  portion  of  my  chart.

I  judge  the  others  were  per- 
cussion. 

You  are  aware  that  1  nni  without  ii  rifled  gun.  My  pivot  is  so  badly 
niouutt'd  and  titled  that  to  run  it  in  and  out  requii-es  twice  the  lime 
that  it  would  if  Htted  pr-operly.  and  thai  by  a  ert^v  as  well  trained  as 
any  in  the  sttuadi-oii.  In  fact,  the  battery  of  this  ship  Is  entirely  too 
light  and  verv  defective,  and  ought  to  be  remedied.

After  I  bad  gone  on  board,  the  Wattr  Witch  took  up  her  f)05itionas 
nearly  as  possible  in  conformity  with  your  signal.  We  then  tired 
several  abut  and  shell  at  the  achooner,  but  not  seeing  what  damage  we 
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had  diuip  hnr,  wp  «toitnu'ti  iij)  iind  stnotl  fartltor  inHhoiT,  wliPti  Fort 
Mortjan  and  u  liriltprv  In  llm  i-jistward  <)|m'ih'iI  (m>  u|K)n  uh.  The  prft- 
rlsioii  with  wliirh  they  fired  i*oiii|H>II(>d  tis  to  hitiil  off  to  tho  southward 
imd  V'ii.stw:ird.  wlifii  ww  disti)\ crcd  ii  st4»ain('r  coniing  to  hor assistance 
We  iniiiiedifttely  hauled  up  to  tho  northward  and  fired  several  rharges 
at  the  stcimier;  (wo  and  prohably  more  Htruck  her,  when  she  hauled 
off  and  lun  toward  l*'ort  \loryari.  Wo  then,  finding  that  wc  could  do 
the  s*tennier  no  diiniafjfe  with  our  jjun.  t-ensed  )iriti(».  At  this  moment 
1  would  have  taken  to  my  boats  and  endeavored  to  pu?*h  my  way 
inshore,  but,  eonfcrrinjj  with  Lieutenant  Commanding  Ilujrhos,  we 
concluded  that  it  would  ho  too  imuh  Ijiltor  for  tlie  men  to  pull  nearly 
ft  njile  directly  in  the  wind's  eye  and  agninst  a  heavy  -^eu.  Had  not  thV 
weatlier  la'en  so  very  unfavoraMe,  1  feel  conlident  that  wc  should  have 
uiet  that  sueee-Ms  upon  whieh  our  hearts  were  set. 

The  men  under  my  command  behaved  well  under  fire,  and  I  feel  con- 
fident wouM  have  rendered  grjoil  service  in  ca«e  of  being  called  upon,

On  that  morning  a  small  vessel 
from  Havana  attempted  to  run  the  hlockadi'  with  supplies  for  us. 
Pressed  by  the  enemy,  she  w:ts  beadied  under  the  guns  of  Fort  Mor- 
gan. The  enemv  attempted  to  cut  her  out  or  destroy  her,  and  the 
guns  of  our  foH  had  dillietdty  in  keeping  them  oiF  until  a  >nmll  unarmed 
steamer  went  to  her  assistance,  and  under  the  tire  of  the  enemy's 
gunboats  relieved  and  brought  her  in.  She  brought  in  15*>  bags  of 
coffee,  with  some  sulphur  and  otht-r  small  stores.  During  all  this  time 
tho  ^lovUhi^  an  armed  steamer,  is  lying  at  the  moorings  of  tho  citv, 
unoccupied  and  independent.  An  armed  schooner  \a  nlw  lying  in  the 
harbor  nere  utU^rly  useless.  It  would  1h>  economy  to  give  hei-  away 
and  discharge  the  crew.

The  Fior'tiht  bus  recently  gone  tlicrc  fi*oni  the  iakr  after  an  cngajre- 
nieut  with  a  Federal  steanier.  and  on  obsening  her  arrival  in  the  pitblic 
'pipers,  I  directed  Flag  Officer  Iloltins  to  prevent  her  fmm  lying  at 
tlie  city  a  moment  beyond  what  her  necessities  miglit  re(|uire. 

fteneral  Hragg  complains  that  the  little  giiai'd  boat  did  not  go  out  to 
the  veswd's  assistance,  which  he  says  wns  pursued  by  the  enemy's  gun- 
hoatK.  This  is  a  small  .sailing  schooner,  mounting  one  gun.  commanded 
by  an  active  and  zealouH  young  naval  officer,  and  I  trust  that  he  would

leeds  lie  that  of  free  institutions  and  free  jjovernnient;  an^v  obstruc- 

ions  to  the  projjress  of  that  form  of  (fovernmont  in  the  Unfted  StAteei 

niiii^l.  inevitably  Iw  attended  with  discord  aiul  war. 

Slavery  from  the  condition  of  a  universally  recoffnizeid  social  and 
moral  evil  has  become  at  lenjfth  a  political  institution  demandinff 
political  recog^nition.  It  demands  rights  to  the  exclusion  and  annihi- 
lation of  those  rights  which  an^  insured  to  us  by  the  Constitntion,  and 
Iyrf  mu-^t  chixiMi  iK-twcen  theni  which  we  will  have,  inv  wn  can  not 
ave  btith.  The  Constitution  was  made  f<ir  frpcmen,  not  for  slaves. 
Slavery  as  a  S4)cial  evil  might  for  a  time  be  tolemled  and  endured, 
but  as  a  pililical  institution  it  becomes  imperious  and  exacting,  con- 
trolling, fikeadreiul  ne^c-s^itv,all  whomcircimistam-es  have  compelled 
to  live  under  its  sway,  humwring  their  action  and  thus  impeding  our 
national  proffixsss.  As  a  |»oliti<-aI  institution,  it  could  exist  as  a  coordi- 
nate jwirt  only  of  two  forms  of  government.  Viz,  the  destwtic  and  the 
free;  and  it  could  exist  under  a  free  government  only  where  public 
sentiment,  in  theinostunrestrictcd  exercise  of  a  robust  freedom  leading 
to  extravagance  nn<i  licentiousncjis,  had  swayed  tlie  thoughts  and  habits 
f  the  pcoplt"  Iteyond  the  bounds  and  limits  of  their  own  modcnito 
nstitutional  provisions.  It  could  exist  under  a  free  government 
only  whore  the  people  in  a  p'riod  of  unreasoning  cxtmvngance  had 
permiltc4l  twpular  clamor  to  overcome  ])U>ilic  R*ason  and  had  attempted 
the  impossibilitT,'  of  .setting  up  permanently,  as  a  jiolitical  institution, 
a  social  evil  which  is  onpose<l  to  moml  law. 

By  reverting  to  the  history  of  the  past,  we  liiid  that  one  of  the  moat 
do-slrnctivc  wars  on  record,  that  of  the  French  Revolution,  was  origi- 
nated by  the  allempl  to  give  political  ciuiracter  to  an  instit  ution  which 
was  not  susce]ttible  uf  ixditieal  ebaractcr.  The  church  by  being 
ndowed  withpolitiatl  power,  with  its  eon  vents,  its  sc1hm)Is,  itsiuimense 
iinded  wealth,  its  associations,  secitit  and  open,  became  the  ruling 
power  of  the  state,  and  thus  occasioned  a  war  of  more  stiife  and 
bloodebed  probably  than  any  other  war  which  has  desolated  the  oarth. 
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Slaiory  is  still  lost*  siiscoptiblo  of  politieiil  L-banictor  than  was  the 
I'hurih.  It  is  a-s  tit  at  this  niuiiicnt  for  the  lunibor  room  of  the  pnsta^ 
was,  ill  1793,  the  monastery,  tho  lunded  wealth,  the  exclusive  privi- 
lege, etc,  of  the  Catholic  Church  in  Fruncc. 

It  behooves  us  to  oonsidpr.  a.^  a  s.elf-govcrning  people,  hred  and 
reared,  and  pmclieed  in  the  lia}>it«  of  .self-government,  whether  we 
i-tin  not,  wlmther  we  ought  not  to  i-evnhitiimize  shivery  out  nf  exist- 
ence without  the  new^twily  of  a  t-onftict  of  arms  like  thatuf  the  French 
Re.vohition. 

Indeed,  we  frel  assured  that  the  moment  slavery  is  aholished.  f  n>ni 
itiiit  iiKUinMit  our  Situtlit-rii  l>rcthi-eii,  every  ten  of  whom  have  pitjlMiUly 
seven  relatives  in  the  North,  would  ^n'^in  to  emerjje  from  a  hateful 
delirium.  Krom  ihiit  moment,  relu'ved  froui  iniaifiiniry  ten-or.*'.  tluir 
days  bw^ome  happy  and  tlieii'  nights  ])eaeeahle  and  friH*  from  alarm. 
The  agg-regate  amount  oi  labor  under  the  new  stinmluH  of  fair  (hmujm.'- 
titiiuilteeouies  y^reatrr  tiny  hy  day;  prc>|)erty  risi-s  in  vahn^:  invigolBt- 
in^  influi^ucfs  sni-eiHid  to  sljij^rnalion,  deyenenicy,  and  decay;  and 
union,  harniunv,  and  |«'ai-e,  u>  whii-h  we  have  so  lony  heen  stranjjers. 
become  restored  and  bitul  us  uj^aln  in  the  bonds  of  friendship  nnd 
amity,  as  when  wo  tir^t  Ite^jau  oui'  national  career  under  our  yloriout* 
Government  of  1789. 

Why  do  the  leaders  of  the  rebellion  seek  to  chanjfc  the  form  of  your 
ancient  Uovernnient  i  Is  it  Ix'cause  the  growth  of  the  Af ricsin  element 
of  vtmr  iKipulation  has  come  at  length  to  rendk-r  u  change  neee-ssaryJ 
"Will  you  permit  the  free  Government  under  which  you  have  thus  far 
lived,  and  which  is  so  w^'ll  suited  to  tlie  devt'lupnient  of  trn«*  man- 
hood, to  be  altered  to  a  narrow  and  belittling  desp()tism  in  (U'der  to 
adapt  it  to  the  necessities  of  ignorant  slaves  and  the  rei]uiremcnt.s  of 
their  proud  and  anstoeratic  owners*  Will  tho  laboring  men  of  the 
S4)tilh  ImmhI  their  necks  to  tho  same  yoko  tluit  is  united  to  the  slave? 
We  think  not.  We  may  safely  answer  Thai  the  tiuu^  has  not  yet 
arrived  when  our  Suitherti  bri'thrrn.  for  the  nu-re  .sake  <if  keeping 
Africans  in  slaverv,  will  atwndou  their  Ion g-cheriy lied  free  institu- 
tions and  enslave  themselves. 

It  is  the  convii-tioTi  (»f  my  coituuand.  as  a  j)art  of  the  national  forces  of 
the  Tnited  States,  that  labor — manual  liit'or— is  inherrntlv  iiulih-:  that 
it  eun  not  be  systrnuitically  dvgnidrd  by  any  nation  without  ruining 
its  peace,  happttit's.s,  and  powi'r;  that  free  laNjr  is  the  granite  basis 
on  which  free  institutions  nuist  rest:  that  it  is  the  right,  the  capital, 
the  inherilance.  the  hope  of  the  poor  man  everywhere;  that  it  is  espe- 
cially the  right  of  five  millions  of  our  fellow-countrymen  in  the  slave 
States,  as  well  as  of  the  four  millions  of  Africans  there,  and  all  onr 
efforts,  therefore,  however  fsnuill  <tr  great,  whether  directed  against 
the  interference  uf  governmcntN  from  abroad  or  against  rebellious 
combination.s  at  hmni'.  shall  be  for  fri'i'  labor,  and  <iur  motto  and  our 
stjuidard  shall  Iw.  here  and  everywhere  and  on  all  occji-sions.  "Free 
L«l»or  and  Woikingmen's  Hights."  It  is  on  this  biusjs.  and  this  liasi^ 
alone,  that  our  rmmiticeTit  (loveniiiienl,  the  asylum  of  the  nations,  can 
be  ixM-petuated  and  pn's**rved.

11)  from  the  anchorage  off  Fort  IMckcns,  which  1  forwarded  by 
le  arroy  transport  steamer  Jialtic^  since  which  time  nothing  of  inipor- 
tnnce  has  occurred  at  that  place. 

Upon  re^-civing  information  that  the  Richmond  was  disabled,  1 
ordered  the  steamers  Sfuth  Otntli/m  and  CayUr  to  Fort  Pickens,  and 
Hpou  their  arrival  got  underway  in  this  ship  for  this  place,  where  I 
arrived  on  the  evening  of  the  21st  instant.  On  the  way  down  I 
itis|>tv-tcd  the  U,  S.  frigate  Ihtotnac,  now  blockading  Mobile,  assisted 
by  (ho  steamer  J/untsvilU. 

1  reeeive<l  from  Captiiin  Powell  a  communication  dated  December 
13.  a  tx)py  of  which  is  herewith  tninsmitled.  Tite  idntnilmnd  from 
whom  he  obtained  the  informaliou  therein  contained  is  very  intolligont. 
He  is  one  of  live  who  attem[>ted  to  esca|>e  from  the  vicinity  of  Fort 
Morgan,  They  started  in  u  boat,  were  pursued,  tired  upon,  two  of 
them  killed  aiifl  two  captured;  this  one  escaped  by  taking  to  the  water 
|And  conrealing  himself  upon  Sand  Inland  until  rescued  by  a  boat  from 
the  Pift/nnac. 

Having  notiticd  Brigadier-General  Phelps  that  I  was  instructed  by 
thv  Depftrtmcnt  to  turn  over  to  him  all  Ciovernment  properly  on  the 
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isliiml  not  nectlod  for  iho  E>KtabliKlmif  nt  of  ti  naval  depot.  1  rt-ceivod  a 
visit  from  hitii  on  I  he  "JiiU  instant  and  it  wa.H  dt'cided  ttiut  tlic  trun»fcr 
Hhould  ha  made  on  the  *2'Uh  instant  at  3  p.  in.,  at  which  time  the  naval 
force  was  withdrawn  from  the  ishtnd.  and  the  fort,  ordnanee,  and 
ordnance  »toi-eH  turned  over  to  the  officer  appointed  by  him  to  take 
charj^c  of  them.

Sir:  I  was  induced,  from  information  gleaned  by  thti  rebel  pilot 
now  held  a  prisoner  on  fK»ard  tiie  Kittatinny.  to  htnd  another  armed 
party  in  hoiws  of  capturing  Captain  Shepperd,  ennitiiaiuiiiicr  the  rebel 
Bteamer  M^tfnlf.  The  olfii-ers  in  chargt;  had  oniers,  in  C(i.seor  ntHressity, 
to  tire  the  pilot's  Iioum?  to  wain  us  of  approachinj*'  daitger,  in  order 
that  the  selioouer  cotild  stand  in  and  cover  their  retreat.  The  night

1  shall  do  all  I  can  to  repel  an  attack,  and  always  have  the  vessel 
ready  for  any  emergency,  hut  the  crippled  state  of  tlie  engines  prevents 
rapicl  movement,  and  in  the  event  of  an  engagement  would  embarrass 
me  very  much. 

Ssi  i  I  i  ng  vessels  ai*e  worse  than  useless  here,  except  for  offshore  i-ru  isi  ng. 
They  arc  utterly  helplcsH  in  a  calni,  as  was  the  case  last  night  when  I 
viBs  obliged  lu  take  the  Kingfishei'  hx  tow. 
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If  tbe  enemy  have  rams  and  ironclad  vosaels  wp  should  have  tliem 
too  in  order  to  cope  with  them  on  equal  terms.

The  next  morning  I  got  uinlerway  Iiefore  daylight  and  anchored  as 
near  as  possible  to  my  old  berth,  feeling  the  way  by  the  load. 

My  reasons  for  not  attacking  tln^  rum  were  tlmt  slic  was  beyond  the 
range  of  niy  guns,  and  it  was  iinuossibie  to  go  into  the  Pass.  To 
attack  the  ram  with  boat^  wliich  1  could  not  have  covered  with  my 
pms  would  have  l>een  extreme  temerity  on  my  i>nrt,  and  would  Imvc 
prtibably  resnlle(l  In  great  l<ts«  and  defeat. 

Sonic  time  during  .mnuarv  '2,  Iwith  stt^nmers  were  seen  hy  their  ttnioke 
from  aloft  (it  U'ing  foggy),  going  up  the  river. 

It  is  not  true  that  the  (.V>nfcdenite  steanter  was  thirty  hours  aground 
in  sight  of  this  vessel.  We  rsuw  her  lying  nntler  the  jioint  of  land 
referre<l  to  nine  hours  only,  and  her  being  aground  is  rnett*  suriuist*, 
aa  I  could  det<'ct  no  good  evidence  of  it. 

Some  of  thf!  rebels  tired  a  house  near  the  light-houne,  wliich,  I 
imagine,  was  done  lo  draw  this  vessePs  tire  to  di.^icover  our  caliber  and 
range,  but  I  did  not  think  it  proper  to  gratify  them.

After  tinitl  think 
Uiero  was  no  more  firing  from  Piekens  or  the  other  side  till  daylight, 
when  Colonel  Jli*own  throw  a  couple  of  shells  into  the  navy  yard,  which 
was  not  replied  to  till  about  J>  o'clock;  since  then  OL-casionally  we  hear 
a  gun.  W  0  are  unable  to  tell  what  danmgc  has  been  done  to  the  yai-d 
on  account  of  a  dense  fog,  which  is  now,  however  (10  o'clock  a.  m.), 
clearing  up.  and  I  hope  it  will  Ix*  sutliLiently  so  before  Cnptain  Stoll- 
wagenTeavc-ito  boabte  to  carry  you  some  infornuition  in  regard  to  it 

J  will  add.  l>eforc  closing,  that  Colonel  Brown  infoniis  me  that  they 
have  decided  to  evacuate  Galveston,  it  being  considi^red  untenable. 
Tlic  Sftf-fd/id  Ow,  alias  An/ui  Trnjlory  T  see  liy  the  pH[)ers,  was  wre^rked 
at  the  Sabine  PasH,  and  tlic  cn-w.  nine  in  numlH-r.  with  the  mate  In 
charge,  were  t^vken  prisoner^  by  Lieutenant  Slieiiperd,  rebel  Navy,  and 
cttrried  lo  New  Orleans.

ovoctcd.  I  sent  two  I)OhLs  on  t^horc,  une  under  command  of  Acting 
Master  Uyder  and  one  under  Midsbipnian  fE.  T.]  Woodwiu-d.  to  bring 
off  the  gunis  forming  the  batt4.'ry,  wiiich  was  done  a-s  expeditiously  as 
possible  and  without  niolestjition. 

Tho  guns  are  both  of  iron,  and  wore  mounted  on  rough  wooden 
carriages,  made  evidently  in  Uiloxi.  The  largest  gun  i.s  ft  i'-poundcr, 
weighing  l,oi-Hi  pounds,  and  tho  smaU<'r  one  u  il-pounder,  weighing 
about  S<Hj  pounds.     No  aannunitiou  wa.-*  found  with  them. 

In  the  meantime  I  had  sent  Acting  Master  Freeman  with  a  boat's 
crew  (tf  1^  men  (o  rapture  a  schooner  which  wiw  heating  up  Itehiud 
Deer  Island,  .\fter  a  pull  of  about  an  hour  and  a  half  he  succeeded 
in  iKmrding  her  and  brought  her  down  past  the  town  of  Riloxi,  when 
I  ordercil  hiui  to  [(roi-eed  to  Ship  Island.  I  then  got  underway  and 
rcjoiuwl  the  \Vab>r  W'ltvh  and  .Avw  Jjmthm^  wlio  were  unable  tii  romft 
inyide  on  aecoimt  of  their  draft  of  water,  when  we  all  returned  to  tliitj 
place. 

On  my  arrival  here  I  found  the  schooner  we  had  raptured  to  be  the 
C'a)'Ui!n  Sjfi'dd'-u^  of  New  Orleans.  Francisco  Martinez,  master  and 
sole  owner.  She  is  of  34  J  J  tons  burden,  and  has  on  Injard  27,5(H.»  feet 
of  hard-pine  lumber.  All  the  pajjcr-s  found  on  board  are  in  the  pos- 
session of  Acting  Master  Johnson,  of  the  .Wm  I.uinhm, 

Acting  Master  Wiggin  was  on  Infard  this  ship  and  pilotcnl  her  into 
Biioxi.

Sir:  On  the  Uh  of  Peceml»er  there  arrived  in  this  port  from 
Indianoltt.Ti'X.,  a  small  schooner  named  Matminirai<^  with  HM  Ijales  of 
cotton.  The  othcei-s.  not  finding-  ii  sjilc  here  for  their  cotton,  called 
ujwn  the  commandant  of  the  titj^Hirtmt:nO»  imirhio  M\d  requestetl  that 
the  schooner  receive  the  Mexican  Hag.  The  commandant  sent  to  this 
oHice  certain  pajH'rs,  purporting;  to  bo  the  ship's  papers.  They  wen? 
a  licens4»  whiefi  expiiTil  .luly  2.  I"**!!,  and  an  enrollment  with  the  name 
of  the  collccliu-  at  Uivaea.  torn  out.  I  immediately  inforaie<l  tlie 
commandant  that  the  papers  were  wholly  void,  and  protested  aguiu^*t 
his  changing  the  colors  of  the  8chooner.     1  also  sent  a  protest  to  the 
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flforemor.  who  was  thon  in  tho  city.  The  governor  replied  that  ho 
End  no  jurisdiction,  and  the  commaDdant  that  ho  should  send  a  state- 
ment of  the  cnso  to  the  government  at  the  City  of  Mexico,  with  a  copy 
of  my  protect,  which  was  based  upon  the  insuificicncy  of  tho  paporSj 
and  that  she  had  run  the  )>lockadc  which  tho  Unit»?d  Staten  Govern- 
menthad  established,  and  which  the  Mexican  Government  was  bound, 
in  good  faith,  to  ret^nrd.  The  cotton  was  latuled,  luit  ha^  not  been 
soUl.  The  iW'hoonpr  is  now  hen*  without  any  ttu^  or  imiimth,  and  with- 
out any  market  for  her  cotton.  The  ofKccrh  ure  very  iridi^'nant  at  my 
interference.  Sinre  DecenilHM- 4  unt>ther  Hehoont-r  from  Tp.xiim,  loiided 
with  altout  tho  same  umuiint  of  cotton,  ha.s  arrived,  but  has  not  yet 
diacharj^d  her  carjfo.  Coffee  ^oes  from  thiM  section  into  Texas  and 
cotton  conies  ouU  Hence  it  is  very  iuiportaTit  that  a  man-of-war  be 
sent  into  the^e  waters.  The  officers  of  fcnese  schooners  are  very  fear- 
ful that  a  L'nited  States  nian-of-wiir  trill  \h\  here  >>efore  they  are  able 
to  leave.  The  value  of  the  two  cargoes  of  cottx>n  is  Imt.  S-ii'.OiKl.  The 
sooond  M'-hfioner  lias  sent  no  pajM'rs  to  this  offici',  and  1  have  been 
uimble  Ut  leaiu  her  nanif,  llrD'afler  there  will  be  a  weeUly  mail 
Iictween  this  jilaee  and  Havana,  and  1  may  ho|>c  to  rw'eive  dispatches 
from  the  Government  with  more  frequency.

and  Sagamore^  on  the  5th  instant.  By  the  Mtrcedltn  1  received  vour 
communication  of  the  12th  ultimo  "imd  shall  dispatch  the  friKute 
PoUmiac,  Captain  Powell,  lo  Vera  Cniz.  lu  obedience  to  the  order 
contained  therein. 

ILiviiijir  hech  informed  that  a  rebel  steamer  was  at  anchor  near 
Biloxi  on  the  31st  ultimo,  1  Hispat«lie<i  Coinnmnder  Smith,  with  the 
steamers  Wattt-  Witch,  JSetc  Ijiinhn\,  and  [lnu-ij  Z<vi"/x,  t<»  cndeavtir 
to  captiiiv  her,  lint  n]MMi  reHchin«'  Hiloxi  it  wiw  founii  that  «he  hiid 
been  reinovwl.  ConjiinindtM"  .Smith  donnindt'd  the  surnMider  of  the 
town,  wliich  was  coinplic'd  wilh.  niui  a  detachment  of  seamen  and 
marim'.^  was  laiKled,  a  small  Kiind  Imttery  destroyed,  and  two  i;uns, 
(y]  and  0-poundrr.  Iiroujfht  off.  The  place  was  found  to  be  alniost 
deserted  by  the  male  population,  but  was  crowded  with  women  and 
children. 

The  schooner  Captahi  S/»tvM*.'n,  loaded  with  lumber,  was  also 
oiptured  and  l>rou^nt  out  liy  the  Ut'tivj  Lurix.  .She  is  very  uneful 
prize,  the  Iiiniher  beiiiy'  rnuc-h  neeiled  Iiv  the  army  (iniii-ti'mioHUir  for 
confiitruelioii  of  sloivhotiacn,  and  the  M-hooiiCr  niuking^  a  servieeable 
lighter. 

Both  have  I>een  transferred  to  the  qimrtermaster  at  the  valuation 
fixed  by  u  board  of  fsurvey.  The  qnai*termayter  made  ati  urj^iit 
application  for  the  prize  steamer  Atina,  and  finding  that  she  was  not 
needed  by  the  Navy  for  the  puipo^e  I  had  designed  (a  towboat),  1 
awthorizefl  her  transfer  to  htm  at  the  valuation  atlixed  by  sun*ey,  the 
report  of  which,  with  other  surveys,  I  forwarded  to  you  on  the  '27th 
ultimo. 

Feeling  justified  mider  the  circumKtaDces  (aa  stated  in  my  dispatch 
No.  12  by  the  It/tode  hUtmi)  in  allowing^  Captain  Clou*5,  commandin|' 
the  PVencli  brijf  of  war  MiUm^  to  communicate  with  New  Orleans,  1 
had  arranged  to  send  tlie  Water  M'itch^  under  a  tla^  of  truce,  to  convey 
him  to  the  vicinity  of  Fort  l-ike,  whence  he  could  obtain  a  conveyanco. 
Three  sucei-ssive  days,  however,  uf  very  dntife  fog  intervened,  n-nder- 
ing  it  inii«issible  to  luttve  until  SlukIuv,  the  oth  instuiit.  when  it  cleared 
on\  I  then  uifonned  ( 'iipljiin  <  'loue  thsit  on  the  following  moniirig  the 
H'rt^rr  UV/c/i,  under  a  (lug  of  truce,  would  I)o  at  bin  disp<wal.  I  was 
much  sui-prisetl,  therefore,  when.  al>out  1  o'clock,  1  received  a  visit 
from  a  French  officer, who  wtatixl  that  he  waw  directed  by  Captain 
CIouij  to  inform  mo  that  he  had  gone  in  in  his  own  boat.  His  boat 
returned  on  the  afternoon  of  the  7th  instant.  1  am  happy  to  inform 
vou  that  the  engineers  and  cai-i^iUers  from  thi^  ship  iiave  .succeeded 
m  partially  reptiiriiig  the  MHun,  and  that,  in  tlie  opinioii  of  Mr.  Long, 
our  chief  engmeer,  who  su)>erinlt*nded  the  repairs,  her  speed  will  not 
be  materially  diminished. 

On  the -tlK  instant  1  received  a  oomiminlcation  from  Captain  Self-

tons),  ironclad,  and  mounting  two  guns,  one  forward  and  another  aft. 

('aptjiin  Stdfridge  requested  a  r4'inforeiMnent,  anil  Lieutenant  Goni- 
nianuing  Couthoiiy,  coiuinanding  the  biirk  h'iiuiii'thi'i-,  by  which  vessel 
thu  communirution  of  (^aptuin  Selfridgt^  w:is  forwarded,  bavins;  also 
I-eixirled  lli:it  on  the  same  day  three  ndiel  steamers  were  seen  in  the 
North  East  I'a-s.  1  imim>diately  di}>]Hitehud  the  steaiuer  Mervedita  to 
aid  in  the  blockade. 
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Having  roceivpd  infni-iiiation  iha*  two  ii'Itel  goinboats  were  at  anchor 
back  of  Petit  Boi.-*  I,-<l;infl,  I  (lispatx'lu'cl  ('oniniHtHli'r  Smith  in  the 
Bteaiiicr  MuxmchuHtttH  uii  tlip  nij^ht  of  ihi'  (tth  iiiHtaiil,  ammipaniod  hy 
tho  Sr-ir  London,  Whumti^  and  Sti/iajinrri'^  to  ciideavor  to  cut  thern  off. 
Coniiiiandcr  Smith  also  took  witli  hint  foiirsoh(X)nerN  toadied  wJtb  ><ind, 
which  1  instructed  him  to  havt^  sunk  in  the  Petit  Uois  [Island]  Channel. 

The  Whuma  and  Smjaun'ir  rctuincd  la.-.t  nijjht,  the  rebel  vessels  not 
havini;  been  seen.  Ilcinff  of  liffht  draft.  I  presume  they  had  returned 
to  Mobile  Bay  by  way  of  (irant's  Pass, 

This  morning  i  dispatched  the  Wiuonn  to  the  Pass  A.  I'Outre  to  relieve 
the  M!«''ijviJ}tpi„  and  bvherseiitiiif«tructionf*  toContmandorStolIwugen, 
couimandiii^  the  3/trctt/i/<t,  to  have  the  l»ar  can-fully  simndcd  iind 
buoyed,  so  that,  in  tiio  event  of  the  ivl"cl  steanH-r-*  aj^iin  appearing-  in 
the  river,  he  might  cross  with  botli  gunboats  and  attack  theui. 

The  Mtm'stippi  I  have  ordered  to  the  anohorag*"  off  Fort  Pickens 
for  llip  purpose  of  protecting  th«  island  of  Santa  Uosa,  which  will 
enable  ine  to  withdraw  tho  .Sou/h  Oaroiinaund  Cu^l<'/\  and  will  also 
nffonl  opportunity,  by  the  use  of  the  forgt^  belongnig  to  the  fort,  to 
bnnd  the  crosslieada  of  her  engines  with  iron,  which  I  hope  may  render 
them  Merviceable  until  new  oties  i-an  be  wnt  out.

At  daybreak  the  Poiomof'  was  <lixcover4'd  \\\.  uru'lu>r  inslnu'c,  distance, 
5  niile>i. 

At  h  p.  ni.  a  light  air  Hpning  up.  Hovf  up  anchor  ai»l  proc;ooded 
towani  Ship  Island.  Shortly  aflcr  Imrc  up  lor  the  PoUmme,  she  hav- 
ing lired  two  guns.  \Va.H  iRjardi-il  and  ordered  to  report  to  Captain 
INiwell.  \^'hile  on  board  t'aptain  rowell  .stated  to  me  that  he  was 
etmiewhat  anxious  regarding  the  /A^/*/>'^vV/<',  she  mt  having  lieen  in 
sight  for  several  days,  and  as  he  had  heard  tirinir  to  the  westward  he 
was  apprehensive  tliat  she  may  have  Iteen  bnardi'd  and  carried  at  night 
While  lying  inshore,  after  having  got  in  my  gig.  he  went  an  oflicer  to 
say  tliat  he  was  still  anxious  as  to  (he  llring  t*t  the  westwar<l  and 
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enjoined  ufum  iiii\  if  1  prtM't'cilfd.  i«  knop  a  bright  lookout,  steer  for 
the  t 'bundelfur  li>?Iit,  avuid  tlio  insluno  |mv»siij;c.  ur  I  would  inevitably 
catoL  t\  tartar.  On  ^ettin;^  ahouid.  it  being  calm  and  a  dense  toe,  I 
a^in  nncbored  with  springb  on  my  cable  and  remained  at  anchor  tuat 
nipht  and  part  of  next  day.  On  tho  fog  clearing  off  I  discovered  the 
stwinn?r  t^trtitft  CaroUno^  which  I  supposed  to  be  tho  HHuUiuiU.  steer- 
ing for  thf  f  rigato,  and  at  the  sumo  time  Kaw  a  rplwl  stoanior  inside  the 
liay  making  for  (Irant'w  Pns«.  A  light  lireeze  springing  up,  got  und(*r- 
way.  and  whil*'  still  in  piiglil  of  thi^  l^iUnnai\  a  large  «t»'anipr  was 
rt"|>orli'd  HttHTing  towani  ii>  from  iurthore.  She  wa«  woon  in  night  from 
Lht^  (Icrk  and  soon  coninteni-iHl  firing  to  bring  xx-a  to.  Taking  hiui  ti>  bn 
tho  rebel  steamer  1  bud  seen  inniile.  the  breeze  inci-eawing.  and  believ- 
ing hint  to  be  too  heavy  for  the  K'Utatiuny^  I  made  all  nail  in  the 
direction  of  my  courw  with  fair  prospect  of  escaping  him.  No  flag 
was  8(*<'n  tlying  from  any  part  of  her,  but  shortly  after  an  officer 
rcpnrlixi  lo  me  that  hIic  had  hui^t^-d  the  United  SUtles  ensign.  Not 
knowing  of  any  }«t<*amcr  of  licr  rlasn  in  the  relM-l  service,  I  hove  lo 
and  she  came  mpidly  in  range.  She  t<^Mjk  «  broad,  sheer  to  port.  I 
could  se<r  no  tlag.  but  could  distinetiv  see  her  peak  as  well  a-s  her-broad- 
side  guns  IniiU^d  for  firing.  1  had  no  other  alternative  hut  to  look 
upon  him  a.s  an  enemy  and  fight  my  ship  as  well  as  circumstances 
wouJd  admit.  I  clapped  tho  helm  hard  aweathcrand  hove  a  32-pound 
shot  athwart  his  l>ow  and  followed  up  by  another,  which  dropped  a 
few  feet  short  of  him. 

It  was  followed  on  his  part  \iy  u  discharge  of  five  or  six  shell,  one 
exphkiing  to  windward  of  tis.  and  all  |i«ssing  between  our  maHts.  I 
now  onlercil  the  port  battcrv  t<>  be  .shifle<l  to  starlHifird,  and  Intended 
to  wear  and  engage  him  at  close  quarters,  when  ho  hoisted  tho  United 
States  ensign  nnd  dipped  it  in  answer  (o  ours.  Was  VMiarded  shortly 
after  and  rcjjorted  to  be  the  UuntttviUf'.  The  nffieors  and  men  behaveu 
like  men  throughout,  and  bid  fair  to  mak(^  the  KUtatinny^  after  a  liUle 
more  jiractiee,  a  most  servi<-4'«lile  ve^sHel.

She  proved  to  lie  tJie  schooner  Kitiatinny,  from  Philadelphia,  bound 
to  Ship  Island. 

Report  of  Actimj  Matter  Rogers^  U.  S.  yavy^  commanding  U.  S, 
vchooricr  ii*fmwf  Rotan^  regarding  a  raooTmotimitce  in  We«t  Bay^ 
Teicas. 

V.  S.  Schooner  Samuel  Rotan,  January  7i?,  186$. 
Stb:  I  sailed  Thursday  evening,  according  to  your  orders,  and  at 

half  post  7  come  to  anchor  in  15  feet  of  water  off  toe  entrance  of  West 


Bay.  Fridfly  morninp,  very  fog-try  until  10  o'clock;  the  foj?  then 
raised;  hoisted  mainsail  and  jib  atuT stood  to  the  eastward  until  1  found 
8  feet  of  water.  I  then  came  to  anchor.  Ordered  7  men  in  the  boat, 
armed  with  rifles,  and,  with  Arting  Miwtor  T.  Stecce,  I  sUirted  for 
land,  distant  5  miles.  In  nmiiino'  along  I  found  the  entrance  tn  a  kiuhII 
creek  or  hayou,  with  from  4  to  fi  fi^ul  wat(*r  at  it^  Tuouth  and  2  to  3 
ftilhnnis  all  the  way  tlirough  to  the  Mississippi.  On  the  hank  we 
found  Icli^gniph  polt>s  an<l  wiiv.  These  were  cut  :ind  cjitried  away 
some  2<*(!  feel.  The  dinbince  through  the  hayou  is  [^  miles.  The 
fog  !jetcig  very  hwivy  on  the  river,  we  could  not  diwovor  the  enemy 
or  their  works.  Wo  tiierv  returned  to  our  vessel.  Saturday  morning, 
foggv  and  liglit  wind  and  n4>t  the  weather  1  had  wished  fi)r.  But  after 
providing  two  Iwats  with  a  cnnipass  ww^h  and  two  days'  jn-ovisionH  for 
16  men  we  started,  .\cting  Master  T.  Steece  in  cotnniand  of  one  lK>at 
and  niytidf  in  the  other,  lK>tli  Iniats  armed  with  rifles.  At  10  o'clock 
luiidc  the  hind.  Kolluwiug  along  we  found  a  nuiuf^t'r  of  small  creeks 
or  Imyour?  with  8  or  10  feet  of  water  in  them,  but  very  shallow  at  the 
moull]     only  2  and  3  feet. 

Tde  hank  then  widening  to  the  northwest  and  the  bay  very  shallow 
and  full  of  small  islands,  stumps,  and  logs.  Still  pulling  to  the  north- 
wi'.st.  we  could  sec  nothing  different  with  the  glass.  It  Iwine  near 
night,  and  our  veasel  la  or  15  miles  distant,  wo  entered  a  amallcreok 
and  encHin|)ed  for  the  night,  with  nothing  to  hreak  our  re^t  but  the 
whistling  wing?-  of  wild  ducks  and  gi^csc.  wiiich  were  continually  flying 
ov(M'  our  hpaoH.  They  were  in  gival  abundance.  At  daylight  started 
again  in  a  westerly  dnvctioii,  or  as  near  that  as  our  draft  of  water 
would  permit.  Found  small  island-s  to  extend  all  thedistiinrc  acro»ut 
the  Imy  and  the  water  vcrv  shallow.  With  my  glass  I  eniild  see 
stumj)s,  logs,  and  small  islands  all  the  way  to  the  wt-stern  siitirc.  After 
Hjilisfymg  myself  that  there  wa-*  no  more  information  to  Ui  g:iined  we 
returned  to  the  vessel,  arriving  there  at  11:30.  I  immediately  got 
underway  to  return  to  the  Cohradu. 

The  Iwyou  we  found  the  first  day  is  the  only  passage  the  enemy  can 
use.  and  that  must  be  with  very  tight-draft  vessels.  We  saw  a  small 
sail  thirt  morning  to  the  northward,  prolmhly  gimners,  but  could  not 
get  to  them,

The  Flond^i^  n'l»el  gunboat,  has  returned  to  her  place  under  Fort 
Morgan  this  morning. 

The  sfhoorier  KUfutlmnj  pa-sscd  here  on  her  way  to  Ship  Island,  iind, 
having  no  signals,  has  been  run  like  a  fox  by  the  bkxikading  rtcet. 
Price,  of  the  HnntinnU,:,  fell  in  with  him.  and  thus  rtdicved  us  both  of 
my  feary  for  his  safety. 

The  commander  of  the  CnyUr  dcIivci"od  vour  orders,  and  they  were 
acted  upon  instantly.  I  shall  .send  the  J\%/hfitujtiU  off  this  evening,

1  have  put  in  here  for  the  piir[}uHe  of  repairing  the  engines,  which 
have  Ijeen  reported  to  me  as  l)ei  ng  too  carelessly  or  nastily  put  together, 
and  to  fill  up  our  coal,  which  will  reipiirc;  probably  three  days. 

I  hope  to  be  able  to  rejKjrt  to  the  fiag-olliccr  in  command  of  the  (iulf 
Sciuadix>n  by  the  24th  or  2otb  of  this  month. 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  ca.se.s  of  chronic  diseases  and  several 
cases  of  nieasleri,  1  have  the  pleasure  to  inform  you  that  officers  and 
crew  are  in  tine  health.

Key,  with  their  citrriagt's  and  MJine  iimniuuition  and  Inirntck^,  a 
<}-pounder  ticldpiece  in  Uepot  Key.  with  the  rnilrnad  depot  and  wharf, 
several  can>.  tolegniph  otHce,  and  a  turpentine  stoiebouse,  besides  four 
8chooners  and  three  sloops,  one  ferry  scow,  sailboat,  and  launch. 

Two  of  the  former  Wirt!  laden  with  turpcutino.  roijiu,  and  cotton, 
and  nearly  ready  for  mc«,  and  the  lirtit,  the  schooner  *SV«r<'/,  was  run  ua 
shore  and  fired  while  our  boata  were  approaching  her  and  after  I  had 
tired  two  shells  to  prevent  her  c^scape. 

The  only  other  vessel  in  port  was  the  schooner  Fnnnii.  lOi)  tons, 
partially  loaded  with  turpentine.  Thi.-^  i»  the  same  vessel  that  was 
captured  with  Lieutenant  Sdden  on  lioard  f^everal  months  since,  and 
she  succeeded  in  escaping  over  the  reefs  to  the  southward  and  east- 
niird  during  the  night. 

The  ferr^HJoat  was  captured  on  it-s  way  between  the  railroad  depot 
to  Depot  Key,  having  on  lK)ard,  among  othera,  a  lieuteaaut  and  13 
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nrmerl  aoldirrs   holon^nj^   to  the  Fourth   Florida  Regiment,  all  of 
whom  wnr*'  tiikcn  jtrisonerg. 

The  hoiilw  (.liiit  wtTP.  wnt  on  this  duty  wore  in  tho  chnr^e  of  Acting 
MrtKter  HotTiitM%  aided  hy  Mastrr'rt  Mates  McGrath  and  Hftzlitt,  aao, 
with  the  I'l-ews,  w(*n^  employed  nt'urly  uU  of  the  first  night. 

All  were  zealniw  luul  j)crforme<i  liifir  duty  luost  faithfully,  and 
deserve  more  thiiii  iiiv  luiinble  tiunik-s. 

I  enclose  n  list  of  the  prisoners  Uiken  and  a  more  detailed  titntement 
of  property  captured  and  destroyed.

1  have  therefore  released  them  upon  their  parole  and  signing  an 
oath  not  to  scitc  against  the  Government  of  tno  United  States,  until 
officially  notified  of  their  excliango  for  other  prisooers.

Caitatn:  On  the  Ifith  instant  the  enemy,  in  a  steamer  armed  with 
fire  jjuns,  made  a  descent  upon  (he  harltar  and  villMge  nf  (Vdiir  Keys. 
ilaving- burned  seven  siniill  vpss<ds  in  tlm  harbor,  wEieb  wi're  hmding- 
with  cotton  and  turpentines  witli  the  intentimi  (information  of  whicli 
had  doubtless  been  conveye*!  to  the  etn'tuy)  of  runninj^  the  blockade, 
and  also  the  wharf  of  the 'Florida  Railruud,  which  ha,sil.s(iulf  ternnniis 
at  that  p()int,  and  several  tlal  cars  iH'lini^inii  to  the  wanie  road,  he 
withdrew  and  went  lo  sea.  There  was  posted  at  this  place  a  small 
force,  consisting  of  a  lieutenant  and  2^  men.  belonging  to  the  Fourth 
Regiment  Florida  Voluiit^'tii's,  ptaced  there  as  a  sort  of  police  force, 
lo  protect  the  inhalntanls  of  the  key  (some  80  or  loU  persons)  a^minst 
any  disturbance  from  I>ands  tif  luanmders.  The  lieutenant  and  14 
privates  were  lakm  prisoners,  but  i.  of  the  latter  wore.  subse(|uently 
released  for  reasons  set  forth  in  one  of  the  papers  which  I  ha\  ;;■  the 
honor  to  forward  herewith  (as  infonnation)  to  the  commanding  gen- 
eral. The  rest  of  the  men  made  their  escape.  There  were  three  old 
gun.-^  which  had  been  in  batti.'ry  on  one  of  the  kevs  of  tlio  group,  but 
whirli  had  Iieen  condcnmcd  after  inspection  by  Major  •!.  G.  Barnwell, 
insiH'ctor-genenil  of  Ibis  itiililary  deitartinent,  a.s  unservi(^ea,bli\  They 
were  never  removed,  however,  a.-!  not  being  worth  the  removal,  neither 
the  guns  nor  their  carriages.  These  guns  the  enemy,  ncverUieloss,  is 
said  to  have  spiked. 

It  is  said  that  some  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  key  were  rerjuired  to 
sign  nn  cmth  not  to  tJiki^  up  arms  against  the  Government  of  the 
(so-called)  I'nited  States  diirmg  the  pre.sent  war. 

I  nmst  not  omit  to  mention  a  circumstance  which  reflect't  high  credit 
upon  Commander  Kmmons.     Three  negroes  escajH'd  from  the  key  and 
went  out  to  his  steamer;  Uiey  were  all  ordered  back  forthwith, 
lam,  very  respectfully,  your  obedient  servant.

Referriug  to  the  luto  iitTair  at  Cedar  Keys,  tlio  gen- 
eral says; 

It  M«mH  that  the  coinmtuidinK  officer  and  almoet  his  cDlire  furcc  wore  (akeu 
piisonere  in  <layljgtit  hy  the  crow  of  a  maii-of-war.  [  desire  to  know  the  circuin- 
■taiKtK  uttendiiig  the  capture.  Was  uiiy  rcfntdaiK-u  Uiudt'Y  If  nut,  wlij'  dM  nut  th« 
gnanl  McsjKt? 

In  reply  to  alt  which  I  have  the  honor  ii^siMictfulIy  to  .submit  the 
following  statement:  No  ofScial  io|K)rtof  the  affair  has  reached  me,  of 
roursc,  the  only  eonimissioncd  oflieer  of  the  guard  haviiij;  hc^en  taken 
prisoner.  I  leam,  however,  through  sources  entitled  to  credence,  that 
no  rc.'*istance  whatever  wa.s  ftttciiipted,  and  for  the  rea.son  that  protest 
against  it  wa-s  made  by  a  portion  of  the  fitizen^  of  the  kev,  u^ion  the 
jjTound  that  it  would  bo  hoiKdes.-*  and  could  only  rt'srilt.  by  druwiii^  the 
tire  of  the  war  vfHsel.  in  a  tisidess  destruction  of  pr<>i»erty  and  ^hi'ddiiijf 
of  blood — (wrliaps  th*'  bl(K>d  of  women  and  ehildren.  Tlii'  guard  did 
attempt  to  rscapc  and  was  ('aptui'e(i  iei  the  act.  Thev  <'iiibarked  on 
ImmhI  of  11  (htltHjat.  willi  no  other  ineaiis  of  pro|)idsu)[)  lliaTi  poles. 
When  (hcv  had  rcjiclied  niid*<'hHnntl,  Iheir  poUw  being  (oo  sliort  to 
reach  tlM!^K>tt4}in,  they  were  left  ut  the  nieriry  of  tlic  tide,  liy  which 
they  were  .-iwepl  out  and  fell  eiu^^y  victims  inl-o  the  hands  of  the  enemy. 

If  it  is  said  that  I.M-tlerand  surer  nu^nsof  escape  ought  tc»  have  been 
furninhed  them  in  the  event  (tf  an  atdiek  from  an  irrt'sistible  force,  I 
answer  that  my  letter  txink  containKaii  onier,  dated  Dfcember  23, 18ril, 
to  (In;  brigade  (jnarternuisler,  to  churt-er  a  steamer  of  125  tons  bunleti 
for  pur|>oses  of  tmnstiortation  iM-tween  the  key  and  tlie  mainland,  and 
the  records  of  tliis  olliee  show  that  this  ollic-er  did  his  duty  and  that 
the  l>oat  was  chartered.  Why  she  was  not  in  plnee  I  know  not.  If  it 
be  a-iked  why  so  small  a  force  wiu*  left  upon  tnc  key.  I  answer  that  it 
was  all  that  could  bespaiTd  from  moiv  imporlard  puinU.and  that  even 
this  was  in  contraveiLtinn.  to  soine  extent,  of  the  in>tnietii>«s  (by  tele- 
graph) from  the  comnnuiding  general.  Uy  these  instruclions  I  was 
directed  toorder  all  the  l-lorida  troops  t^>  Fernandina.  Irt  compliance 
with  them,  given  when  attJick  w  as  hourly  expected  at  the  latti'r  point,  I 
ordercil  the  two  compimies  then  stntioiied  at  Cedar  Kevs  to  Fernandina. 

In  a  few  days  after  their  rem(tval,  and  wlien  i(  hail  become  obvious 
that  I'Vrnandina  was  not  then  to  be  the  objiut  of  attack.  I  rec-eived  a 
piiper  from  Cedar  Keys, signed  by  a  numtjer  of  its  inhabiUtnls,  setting 
forth  their  feiirs  that  certain  persons  who  had  been  ai  rested  there  lus 
traitor'*,ttnd  relefused  aflerwaras  for  want  of  sutficient  testimony  to  con- 
vict, woidd,  prompted  by  motives  of  revenge,  now  that  the  troojis  were 
withdrawn. avail  themselves  of  tlie  opi)6rtunity  thus  aflorded  to  wi-eak 
their  vengt>aneo  upon  their  accusers,  and  retpiestiiig.  tliereforc,  that  a 
(ruai-d  of  *H>  or  3it  men  ?uight  be  sent  for  their  protection,  I  took  the 
rcsiMMisibility  of  pronu>tly  complying  with  the  jtetition.

Sir:  Od  the  afternoon  of  Friday,  January  17.  1S62,  ahout  i  p.  m^ 
a  euspicioius  sail  was  rpportod  in  sifjht  some  5  miles  distant.  We  gave 
inmiediate  chase,  and  at  lilic  came  up  with  her.  On  getting along-sidc 
English  colors  wore  hoij^ted  liy  the  fschnoner.  In  answer  to  onr  hail  it 
w«s  stated  that  siiewiLs  thcKnglish  sthooiicr /:'(/;//!'/,  last  fiimi  ITiiVHiia, 
bound  to  8t.  John,  New  linmswitk.  1  had  hfr  iHmrded  and  all  her 
papers  brought  to  luo  for  e.\nn]inHti<in.  The  churneter  of  Ihi-.-sc  pafxTH 
was  such,  coupled  with  the  peculiarity  that  all  the  persons  (with  one 
exception)  on  board  were  Americans  of  Southern  birth  or  proclivity, 
with  other  suspicious  facts,  determined  me  to  tiring  her  in  as  a  prizo 
to  the  Connectu'ut ^  and  so  announced  it  to  her  captain.  1  Favingarrived 
at  tliis  conclusion,  I  sent  on  board  a  prixe  master  and  crew,  also  removed 
all  the  persons  belonging  to  tlie  schooner  on  board  my  ship,  then  look 
her  in  tow  and  pnn-i'fih'd  on  my  voyage  to  Key  West,  with  tht*  view 
of  ptussiiig  hi-r  tivrr  foi-  adjiidiiTUtion  Uj  (he  ITnited  Slates  tillicial.s  having 
autliorily  in  the  prenilxis. 

By  tlic  paiMTs  cncUiscil  louwill  se*;  that  slu'  was  an  American  vessel 
up  to  or  about  the  20th  LX-i-endH-r  last;  also,  that  .^he  hud  only  a  few  days 
previous  succewifully  run  the  blockade  off  A|>ah»chic(da  with  a  \aluablc 
cargo  of  tar,  turpentine,  etc..  which  was  disposed  of  at  Havana.  Her 
present  cargo  consists  of  materials  nece.-ssny  to  the  cncoiv,  also  a  por- 
tion is  of  that  species  not  likely  to  be  exported  from  iTavana  to  any 
port  in  tlu^  Britusli  i50.-*sessions — for  example,  slioc  thread,  f-poctl  cotton, 
soap.  loun)i<]Ui't.  Uirrels  of  oriuigos.  and  .stjme  40  Imni-hes  of  bananas- — 
besides  the  amount  of  provisions  on  board  was  tnsulticient  for  so  long 
a  voyage,  especially  at  this  season  of  the  year.  I  would  also  drawyour 
attention  to  the  large  number  of  articles  among  the  oilicers'  ctTecte, 
claimed  to  be  for  the  use  of  their  families — such  as  hwlies'  shoes,  fans, 
hats,  pjtm&oU,  cloaks,  childror's  dolls,  picture  books,  etc.,  speaking 
as  jilainly  as  possible  the  animus  ils  to  her  destination. 

Tier  papers,  though  few.  clearly  provi-  her  lali'  rhanirter  and  her 
lati?  inti-ntions.  A  n]iMiionindu]ii  bonk  found  among  tli«>  elff^rts  of 
Mr.  Birch  <!onlains  a  clear,  sni-ciiicl,  and  gr.iphif  iu:<:ount  of  the  voyage 
from  St.  (Jeorgc's  to  Havana,  including  the  evasion  of  the  hlockadi', 
ctl.^,  also  a  telegraphic  disiHitch  announcing  to  the  said  Mr.  Jiirch 
(8uppoi*ed  supt^ifargo  of  part  owner  of  the  cargo)  telling  him  the 
blockade  is  i-emovea  and  he  can  return  by  the  Hrst  conveyance. 

Aniong  tlie  ijersons  on  Iniard  is  a  Air.  R.  Kllison,  who  a<-ted  ns  cap- 
tain of  the  schoonitr  on  her  succe.'^>*ful  vc)yagi'!  from  ApaUu-hicotii  to 
Havana.  He  is  representi^l  to  be  a  wfaltJiy  merchant  at  tlm  fonner 
place  and  an  old  resitlent  of  that. part  of  tin'  i-tnnilry.  Mr.  John  N. 
Birch  is  a  citizen  uf  t'ohimlms,  (ia..  a  uuM't-hant  of  considi^rahU'  means, 
and  bis  family  reside  at  that  pla<-e.  Captain  Marks,  though  duiuiing 
to  be  a  Connecticut-horn  man,  is  nevertheless  a  Southern  man  hv  adop- 
tion, his  domicile  being  in  Apalachicola.  where  his  wife  and  children 
arc  now  residing.  The  cook,  a  coloi-ed  man  |a  light  mulatto),  claiuiing 
to  be  Captain  Ellison's  servant,  is  doubtless  a  .slave,  and  says  he  is  a 
South  Carolinian.  This  man  I  desin*  imrticularly  to  call  to  your 
notice.  On  the  (piestion  being  asked  him  what  use  the  oranges  and 
bananas  were  to  l>e  put  to,  and  whether  they  were  for  the  crew,  he 
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answered,  ^''No.  we  hiive  liml  nothing  to  do  with  thcnt.     Claptaiii  Alli- 
son laid  them  in  as  jin^sciiLs  to  hj«  fnonds."    Commont  is  u(ine<-essnry. 

I  fof'l  fully  justilied  in  tht*  coiirso  I  huve  pursued  as  roj^ards  this 
capture,  and  ivlMt  tbo  fullest  euiitideiico  in  the  lioiior  and  justice  of  the 
law  authorities  of  Key  ^^■  est.  Under  thciic  cii'uumstaDCes,  I  rest  my 
t-ause  without  further  comments.

I  ^iet)t  word  to  him  to  heave  in  upon 
the  haws«r  by  his  i-a{>stan  that  led  to  the  sehooner,  which  he  did  and 
g^ot  her  afloat. 

The  steamer's  stern  was  toward  the  Iwach  and  she  was  not  able  to 
brin^  a  jfun  to  liear  in  that  direction,  whilst  siuall-aruis  men  were 
tirinjf  upon  him  and  his  IkmiIs  from  the  btisbes. 

]  at  once  broiijjht  my  brcMicIsiilc  to  bear  upon  the  shore  and  fired 
eight  or  ten  shells  int4]  the  l»ushes,  which  effectually  cleared  them  out 
and  Rtoppt-^l  thifir  lirinfj. 

Afpiiii,  afU>r  some  time,  a  few  nhots  were  tired  from  the  bushes, 
upon  which  1  ^nt  un<lerwHv  to  bring  my  guns  to  bear  and  a  few  shells 
and  shnipnel  silenced  the  firing  on  shore. 

The  steamer  Cuyfer'n  marines  and  other  snmll-arms  men  returned 
rapidly  tlie  fire  from  the  bushes,  as  also  did  your  Iwats.  Both  of  the 
latter  I  dispatelnnl  to  the  Cui/hr,  with  orders  to  report  to  the  com- 
manding ollieer  for  sm^h  aid  lu*  they  could  render.

■  Sir:  In  accordiince  with  ihw  instructions  of  CnpUin  PowpII,  of  the 
PbiomaCy  iJie  following  r('2Hirt  of  th«  rirciimstant-^s  ftttondine  the 
ca[>tui'e  of  the  nt'hooner  J.  W.  W'ihh'r^  tnkwn  in  iho  act  of  viomting 
the  hloi-kade  Hlnjut  15  iiiiled  east  of  Mobile  Iwr,  is  most  i-eHpectfully 
submitUHl: 

On  llie  morning  of  the  20th  instant,  whilii  the  Cuyler  whh  employed 
wat<'hin»f  the  easlorn  [wssage  over  MohiU^  Iwir,  a  .-^ehooner  was  aiscov- 
erp<i  lit  unchor  8on)r  S  or  10  niih'f<  to  the  eastward,  near  the  shore,  and 
no  time  was  last  in  i)ror»M'din^''  to  examine  her.  So  soon  as  the  Cityhi' 
WRH  olwen  eil  to  lie  upproarhin*^,  the  .schooner  mlipped.  made  sail,  and 
steered  for  the  l>each,  and,  on  g-roundin^,  wjih  immediately  ahandoned 
liy  the  captain  ami  rii-w,  tlic  steamer  under  my  cnnmiand  lieing  at 
that  Lime  some  4  or  5  miles  di.stant. 

As  we  gradually  Urcw  nt'tufr  in  a  cont-iderahle  party  uf  jwi-sons  waw 
observed  on  the  l«;ttcb,  uppurently  ciif^ajred  in  eirectiii^r  commurdca- 
tion  with  the  schooner,  and  apprehenr^ive  of  iin  attempt  to  destroy  hiT 
1  directed  a  ahell  or  two  l^i  he  thrown  in  that  direction  from  our 
Pftri-ott  g-un.  one  of  which  fell  quite  near,  and  the  party  rapidly  disap- 
peared behind  the  adjacojit  .sand  IuIIk  The  executive  olticer  (Lieu- 
tenant Philip)  waf*  tl'.en  dispatched  with  an  armed  Uoat  to  take  posses- 
sion, who  IxMirded  the  schooner  and  hauled  down  her  sails,  as  well  hh 
BH  Eug-lisb  ensipii  which  had  l>een  left  tlyinjr  at  tlie  mastlieafi. 

The  Ouy/r/;  meantime.  steuiniiifT  cautiously  in  by  the  lead,  dropped 
an  anchor  in  5  fathoms  (»f  water  at  a  cunveuient  distance  from  tlie 
lieach  and  in  position  to  cover  and  secure  the  j)rize.  on  which  a  sharp 
lire  of  musketry  was  now  opened  from  a  niiij^o  of  low  sand  hills  neai' 
the  schooner,  which  wius  pi-omplly  returned  liy  the  boardhtjf  party  and 
(he  niarincH  drawn  uj)  <in  the  ('ui//f*r\  quarter  deck,  while  a  riMV  shells 
from  the  two  after  )^uiis  on  the  main  deck  assiMt4Hl  in  ch'arinjr  the 
beacli.  Our  etiorts  were  next  directed  t<i  jjelting  the  schi(M)tii'r  alloat 
and  to  cover  the  wtn-kiiitj  pjirties  eii(^";e<l  runnin<;  out  hawsers,  u't<;. 
The  lijjht  lil-poiinder  howitzer  wils  placed  in  our  lar^st  surfboat.  No 
annoyance  from  the  enemy  was  experienced  for  several  hours,  hut  our 
faawKcrs  were  twice  parted  by  tlio  strain,  the  last  time  accidentally 
foulinK  Ihi'  propeller. 

A)>out  a  o'clock  p.  m..  Imving- succeeded  in  muklnjjf  fast  oui*  largest 
hawser  to  the  foremast  of  the  schooner,  orders  were  issued  for  all 
bandd  to  return  on  Ixiard;  but  the  boat  sent  to  withdraw  the  working* 
party  from  the  prize  unfortunately  bilj^ed  aud  was  swamped  along- 
side, and  while  the  other  tivo  boats  were  engaged  rescuing  the  men 
who  were  in  the  water  and  towing  otf  the  dingey  a  destructive  fire  was 
reoix-ned  by  the  cojist  guard  (evidently  reinforced)  from  their  shel- 
tere<l  position  behind  the  sand  hills,  four  of  the  eight  persons  in  the 
howitzer  boat,  including  the  ofhcer  in  charge,  being  disatdiyi  by  the 
first  tire.  The  gim  couM  not  be  used,  luid  the  CVy//r'«  stem  lieing 
secured  to  the  s<*hooner  by  a  hawser,  and  lier  propeller  still  clogged 
and  temporarilv  inoperative,  the  iiro&dside  battery  wan  also  unavail- 
able, but  a  rapid  and  continuous  fire  of  small  arms  wils  maintained 
from  the  quarter-deck.  The  op|H)rtune  arrival  of  the  steamer  HunU- 
vUU  at  this  time,  with  two  of  the  Pidotiuy^tt  cuttera  iu  tow,  affonied 
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material  and  welcome  aid.  Commander  Price  immedialely  oppned 
with  bis  Imttpry  on  tJip  sand  hills,  whilo  Mr.  Schlov,  (he  master  of  the 
Pofomm^,  piwhwl  gallantly  in  tnivard  the  Im'iu-Ii  with  the.  cutt^'r.-*  of 
that  ship  and  rescued  out  crippled  hoHl,  which,  with  the  wounded 
men,  Mas  fa-st  drifting^  intxt  the  wurf,  our  jjip  and  second  cutter  at  the 
same  time  pickinj;  up  the  men  who  were  swiiimiin}r  towaixl  tbeni. 
The  fire  of  the  enemy  ^^'a-s  soon  silenced  and  the  wounded  men  remcjved 
from  the  .surfhoat,  which  wad  j)r<>mptly  I'eniatincd  Uy  a  fresh  «'rew 
and  resumed  its  position  near  our  stern,  where  our  men  were  still  at 
work  clearing  the  pi-opcller.  The  hawser,  fast  to  the  prize,  had  lioen 
previously  taken  to  our  forward  capstan  and  a  portinn  nf  our  erew 
ept  steadily  iit  the  bars,  iirnl  iihout  4  p.  m.  the  M<'h«M>ner  flnated  and 
was  safely  hsiuled  out  under  our  stern.  At  5:30  p.  m.,  haviuf^  suc- 
ceedwl  in  cleariny  our  [)ro[>eller.  tin)  anchor  was  weij'hed.  and  in 
e-ompany  with  the  IIuntM-rilh'.  the  Cmjftr  steered  for  the  I'otofna<yyi'\{h 
the  prize  in  tow. 

Aftera  careful  search  neither  register,  manifest,  nor  clearaueo  could 
be  found,  and  these  papers  were  probably  cither  removed  or  destroyed 
by  the  master  on  beaching  the  vessel,  but  the  documenttiry  evidence 
inadvertently  left  on  iHmrd  is  believed  to  be  sufficient  to  prove  that 
the  schooner  eluded  the  hlockiwlc  early  in  r)ecember  last,  proceedinc" 
from  Mobile  to  Havana,  which  jrort  she  left  early  in  .lanuary  hound 
to  Mobile.  All  the  books  and  papers  found  on  board  have  been  duly 
enclosed  under  seal  to  the  U.  S.  district  judge  at  Philadelphia, 

The  name  on  the  **tern  of  the  .schtKiner  wn.s  ptrtially  blacked  over, 
but  tlie  initials  '*.T.  W."  were  still  iM'rceptible,  and  iiiiiong  the  papera 
a  certitieate  of  inspection  d»ie<l  at  New  Orlwins  in  March.  1861,  iden 
titied  the  V4>ssel  lus  the  .A  If.  Wt'/der,  of  lland^iboro,  Miss.  The  usual 
<]uarter  hoards  with  that  name  in  jjilt  Icttei-s  were  ftmnd  earefully  con- 
e.eale*l  in  her  hold,  and  ji  wlute  burjj-tH'  w  ith  '\/.  IT  Wi/^tt-r'"  in  red  letters 
wius  also  found  alxjard,  with  two  AnuM-iian  ensij;ns.  A  lartfe  Confed- 
erate Sljites  flag  (evidently  not  etiti  rely  new)  was  subsequently  detected 
ingeniously  st*cretcd  in  a  Img  of  colfee.  An  illegal  and  unauthorized 
use  of  the  Knglish  ensign  is  presumed  to  have  l>een  niaile  on  this  occa- 
sion. 1  regret  to  l>e  under  the  necessity  of  reporting  ftuir  persons 
wounded  (two  of  them  seriously)  bv  the  enemy's  hro  John  Hloom  and 
Daniel  J.  Evans,  seamen;  Edward  Dorsey  and  Thomas  \V.  .lobiisuu. 
landsmen.  Mr.  Atorse,  acting  master's  mate,  while  in  charge  of  the 
howitzer  boat,  wr.s  also  strut  k  and  partially  stunned  by  a  ball  that 
gnized  his  head  while  in  the  aet  of  dischiitglng  the  gnn.  His  promo- 
tion to  the  grade  of  acting  tnasttM-  is  re.«iM'etfuIly  sugge.ste<r.  'ITio 
CuyUr'if  stern  Iwing  less  than  3U(>  yarcL-^  from  the  beach  and  her 
quarter-deck  awning  ami  stanchions  cut  hy  ride  iMilb,  it  is  somewhat 
remarkable  there  are  not  more  ca-sualtie-s  to  report.  Acting  Ma.stcr 
Henrv  K.  LaphaTu  rendered  etficient  serviccb  m  securing  the  pi-izi-. 
and  iilsc)  in  clearing  the  i'nyfer'x  propeller,  and  ha.s  suhsetitienlly  been 
phiced  in  charge  of  the  schooner.  Midshipnn'n  Adams  and  Alexander 
with  tlie  lK)at-s  iindei*  their  charge  aidecl  in  rescuing  our  nu'n  froni  the 
water  nigardless  of  the  etiemy's  lire,  and  exhibited  prnnii.se  of  niiirh 
tuturc  usefulness  to  the  naval  service,  and  the  oHic4'i-s  not  individually 
named  aided  me  most  zealoiuily  and  effectively  in  their  respective 
departments. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Cuyh'rti  crow  were  under  fire  for  the 
first  time  u  commendable  degree  o^  steadines^j  and  spirit  was  evinced. 
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In  (-onrluHion,  I  am  (lesiron«  of  exjirossing^  my  sense  of  indebtedness 
to  the  vHlimlile  as-nislance  afforded  me  throughout  the  day  hy  the  exec- 
utive offieer  of  the  Vnylr^r,  Acting"  Lleutentint  »!.  Van  Noss  Philip, 
uboise  |)et-iuanent  reatitratitin  to  hi^i  originsil  jxj.-jition  on  the  naval  reg- 
ister would  l»e  uii  aiijiropriate  und  mH*eptal)le  recognition  of  hie  pres- 
ent sciTices,  a8  well  as  an  un<iuerttionahle  advantage  to  the  pnblic 
iuten^tK

y/i/;//«r/VA-with  Acting  Midshipmen  Charles  II.  Iluiuphrev  and  John  J. 
itcH<l  and  a  foi-ce  of  'J*i  men.  »i  marines,  and  a  eoi"i)oral,  and  reported  to 
Commander  Pri<'o  the  ohji'it  of  the  exjwditiijn  unrlr^r  my  coniniaiid. 
An  soon  a-s  vVe  had  secuivd  otii-  Injats  for  towing,  the  f f un  fMiu'/ / tf  atcamQd 
rapidly  to  the  eastward.  After  the  lapse  of  about  an  hour  and  a  half, 
we  di-ieovered  the  steamer  /?.  /?.  0/,v^<'/' close  in  to  the  beach  and  a 
schooner  a.  Hhort  distance  it-ilern,  still  nearer  t«  the  l>each. 

As  we  drew  nearer  to  the  Cmjler^  we  oliservod  that  the  enemy  were, 
tiriwg  heavilv  upon  her  and  the  schooner  with  musketry;  but  on  near-i 
ing  Tier  still  more,  we  observed  a  boat  disiilik'd  near  the  beach,  and 
ftlwut  tiO  or  7u  yaniy  from  the  spot  where  the  enemy  lay  concealed 
iH'hiitd  »iand  hills  uimI  such  other  secure  plar4\-i  as  the  elevated  land 
lx*y<»iid  the  bt-ach  alfonh-il,  and  tiring  quit«  heavily  uiwn  the  disabli  d 
boat. 

With  all  possible  diripatch  I  left  the  TTnnittvilh  in  uiy  Iwiats  und 
hiiHti^ned  tt)  tlui  (hiyf*r  to  render  her  any  u-ssistance  in  my  power.  A-* 
I  drew  alongside  I  hailed  and  asked  for  orders.  Ijieuteniint  Com- 
tnanditig  Win-low  dirert**d  tne  to  go  in  to  thereseueof  hi?-  boat,  which 
bad  becfi  disabled  under  tlie  tiro  of  tb<'  cncmv,  wbich  I  did.  The  con- 
cealed enemy  clioosing  his  time,  waited  until  lie  liad  my  boats  fairly 
under  his  lire,  welcomed  iis  with  a  volley,  followed  Ijy  iinttther  und 
tttill  another.  I  utonce  directe<l  the  niiirines  of  niy  bouts  to  return  the 
lire  as  mjiidly  as  was  consistent  with  good  effect^  but  not  to  waste  a 
single  shot. 

SituatiMl  as  the  enemy  were,  I  could  not  see  what  the  otfeet  of  our 
fire  wa*,  but  I  could  plainly  see  that  their  lire  JH^cunie  less  accurate 
and  more  irregular,  and  »o  continued  until  my  boat^  had  succeeded  in 
reaihin"-  and  taking  in  low  the  disabled  boat  upon  which  they  had 
directorf  their  tire  ])nor  to  my  arnval  upon  tlic  spot. 

.hist  as  my  l»oats  hnd  fairly  8ecur<Hi  the  di.sabled  boat,  necessarily 
tlirowing  the  r-ntire  party  in  line  ahead,  they  again  opened  (piito 
spirrtedfv  upon  us,  and  so  kept  it  up  until  1  biul  reached  the  (Vy/cr, 
where  1  towed  the  disable<l  boat contftining an  otficer,  ahoy,  3  wounded 
men,  a  Hmall  howitzer,  and  a  box  of  utuiiumition. 
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I  am  rejoiced  to  n'lxut  that  wo  rsiaipf d  this  (jiillint,'-  firo of  musketry 
with  no  injury  to  tlie  porwHinel  of  the  expedition,  my  houl,  howt-vcr, 
Iwiinj;  once  struck,  Uio  shot  carrying:  away  u  portion  of  the  brass  of  one 
of  the  rowlocks. 

1  can  not  praise  too  hijjhly  ihc  linnn^^.  t-oolnosH,  and  dotcrminfttion 
of  the  officor,  marines,  and  men,  under  ray  corauiand  in  rescuing-thelr 
wounded  countrymen,  who  so  nobly  fell  upon  this  sad  occasion.

As  the  AndriHft  is  a  British  vessel, owned  by  a  Hrttisb  subject.and, 
ttccordiu^  to  fier  panel's  tiled  in  this  offi<'e,  was  on  a  ijeaeeful  voyaj^e 
from  Havana  to  Matamoras  ami  not  liable  to  bo  disturbed  on  such 
vovaer. 

1  ttiereforc,  in   the  muue  of  the  Govermiiient  which   I   represent, 
demand  the  restituticju  of  sjiicl  wIukjiht  Andntfu  and  iiirgo  and  that 
she  nmv  be  permitted  to  pi'oceed  on  lier  intended  ami  hiwful  v<ivajife.

in  a  calnirtonie  distiunc  near  liiiscoHst;  that  the  master  of  t!iescho<»ner 
and  crew,  for  the  safety  of  their  lives,  wew  compelled  to  iilmndon 
their  vessel  and  ronie  on  short!:  that  subsoiiuently  the  said  gunboote 
took  possession  of  tbe  Andn'ttu,  etc. 
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I  um  happy  t*">  assiiro  y*ni  tluit;  nt»  such  act  or  act**  a«  st«t«l  Imvo 
occurred  within  the  liniii.s  of  my  i*()iiiiiiiiii<l.  Tiic  facts,  so  fur  as  I  um 
apprised  of  thera,  are  as  fitllows; 

A  vessel  wft.s  observed  nt  author  near  the  coast,  about  15  niilcs  to 
the  eastward  of  Mobile  lirtr,  oti  the  morning"  of  January  2<>,  and  a»  the 
gunhont  JR.  Ji.  Vnyh-r  drew  in  sijrlit,  but  at  a  lone  distance,  she  (the 
schooner)  hoisted  soil  and  ran  upon  the  shore  with  a  moderate  wind 
blowinE"  at  the  lime,  and  the  maHtcr,  witli  every  living  soul,  deserted 
her,  takini;  most  of  thoir  ctTecU  witli  tlipm. 

When  the  Cuyh-r  viu\\ij>  tiear  slie  senl  u  small  armed  boat  on  lioard, 
which  was  fired  upon  from  (lie  shoiv.  Siibscfiuently,  a  boat  sent  to 
withdraw  the  workinjf  (mrty  from  tin-  si-liooner  bl!^r(_>(l  jind  (tiled  alonjf- 
side,  and  the  ^Miats  cnjfujjed  in  re-<f'uintf  the  men  fiom  the  water  were 
fired  upon  h\  a  iwirty  of  armed  men  iH-hind  the  sand  hill,  and  notrecov- 
ernd  until  two  other  boatti  hud  pushed  in  under  a  he»\y  lire  clnse  to 
the  beach  to  their  assistance.  All  the  boats  were  tired  upon,  and  the 
Cui/hr  covered  with  ritln  shot,  whilst  she  wa.s  enpiped  in  diiij.'-yin^  liW 
the  schooner,  which  was  not  effected  for  sevend  hours. 

If  thif  be  the  vessel  voii  i"cfer  to,  she  d<ies  not  answer  to  the  facts  as 
stated  in  your  letter,  the  only  evidence  <»f  name  licinir  the  printed  let- 
ter boards  of  J.  ]V.  Wiltitfr^  found  in  her  hold  with  a  Targe  biuyee  flag 
bearing  that  name. 

The  certificate  of  the  inspector  for  the  sonlhern  district  of  Louisi- 
anUf  identifying  the  cmmo  name,  dated  March  15,  IHtJl,  was  abo  among 
the  p*i>cir8  recovered.  A  Confederate  States  ent^ign  was  also  found 
sftcreted  in  a  bjig  of  coffee,  from  which  it  is  prej^uinod  that  the  vessel 
was  making  sm  unauthorized  and  illegal  use  of  her  Majesty's  flag, 
which  was  only  hoisted  after  tbo  schooner  had  been  beached  and  was 
about  to  be  almndoned. 

The  aise  has  been  referred  by  the  flag-otficer  commanding  this 
squadron,  with  all  the  documentary  evidence  attainable,  to  the  honor- 
uble  jndjje  of  the  U.  S.  district  court  at  Philadelphia.  Pa.,  for 
udjudiration.

Sir:  Being  apprised  that  un<lcr  a  recent  act  of  Congress  a  number 
of  medals  arc  to  be  prepared  for  distribution  among  the  jw-tty  officers, 
seamen,  and  others  of  tlio  naval  service,  I  am  desirous  of-commending 
to  the  favorable  notice  of  the  Department  the  mime  of  Edward  Dorsey, 
a  voung  landsman,  serving  on  board  the  R.  R.  Ouyler,  whose  conduct, 
when  unfortunately  wounded  by  t!ie  tire  of  the  enemy  during  our 
recent  skinnish  with  the  coast  guard,  near  Mobile  Bar,  justly  entitles 
him  to  this  mark  of  honorable  (fistinetion.  He  was  one  of  the  crew  of 
the  howitzer  boat,  on  which  the  tiro  of  the  enemy  was  first  directed, 
and  though  wo\indcd  severely  in  the  right  arm,  continued  to  pull  his 
oar  steadily  with  the  other,  observing  coolly  to  the  officer  in  charge  of 
the  boat  tHat  he  had  one  arm  left  atid  would  pull  as  long  as  he  could 
use  that. 

The  wound  has  nearly  healed  up,  but  as  the  missile  could  not  be 
extracted,  his  right  arm  will  never  lie  as  useful  as  before.

Every  facility  has  been  extended  to  the  British  consul  in  prosecuting 
the  case,  and  1  ho|x*  he  has  succeeded,  as  he  desired,  in  complicating 
affairs  between  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain.     A  copy  of  an 
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article  from  a  Mobile  paper,  enclosed,*  gives  a  very  correct  biaiory  of 
the  ve^sol  und  hor  movcmont.s.

Caitain:  I  avail  mysplf  of  llio  l)oat  from  tfiJH  \ttm\t  to-day  to  iiiport 
that  a  sharp  contest  took  plac<'  at  tlin  uiuiith  of  tln^  lajfoon  [Alalmiria] 
yrstf-rday  hotwetMi  two  uf  the  enumy's  stcarnorN,  with  their  Uwits,  and 
Captain  [ William |  Cottriir.s  command,  for  the  |xviH0.s.siou  of  the 
schooner  Aiidrict<(.  I'onnorly  J.  W.  Wilder,  which  laid  been  run  on 
shore  at  that  plate  with  tlie  tiope  of  savinic"  her  cargo.  All  the  |)artic-

Adjutant-fienonil  Jones. 

Ijxm  my  "rotting  on  this  .side  of  the  l^foon  to  put  Captain  Cottrill'3 
coniimnv  in  iifti(ui,  lliiit  othcer  hsid  jilready  nun'rd  his  iivitlhihlc  force 
lUToMs  tilt'  la«ii>i>ti  to  within  a  fihort  diytntice  of  the  :<chooiicr,  arnl  there 
he  kept  up  so  sharp  and  well  dinx^ted  a  fire  upon  the  whooner  and  the 
boatri  iif  tliB  utteauierrt  iw  to  drive  th<iHe  of  tlie  enemy  who  litid  pre- 
viously rea<-hed  her  helow,  and  ]>revpnted  the  hoat^  from  getting  to 
their  abtilKtance,  while  he  nhtdtered  hin  men  so  nec-urely  Iwhind  the 
sand  liiMs  as  to  tnaintain  hin  [>o:sition.  though  it  wa.s  only  ahout  Id) 
yards  from  the  beach  iind  not  more  than  6OO  or  800  yards  from  the 
fetcamers.  without  losinu-  a  life. 

Captain  CottriU  «nd  \\\s  c-ominand  deserve  great  credit  for  the  skill- 
ful and  daring  nianner  in  whith  they  perujrmed  their  parts  in  n 
defense  wrhicb,  judging  from  the  clTect  of  their  tire  while;  continued, 
must  have  been  successful,  if  it  bad  not  been  the  case  that  the  schooner 
was  nin  on  shore  at  low  tide,  and  that  the  enemy  succeeded  in  making 
a  hinvscr  fast  to  her  before  he  got  his  men  into  position,  by  which  she 
wa.s  haultnl  out  of  range  after  the  tide,  in  rising,  hail  caused  her  to 
lloat. 

What  low  the  enemy  met  with  1  will  not  protend  to  state,  ks  I  was 
not  fortunate  enough  to  nrnch  the  scone  of  action;  hut  it  must  have 
been  considenible.  as  two  of  their  Iwats,  one  of  which  is  now  reported 
as  on  the  hi'stch  and  in  the  possession  of  our  men,  were  sunk  or  turned 
over,  and  Hnother  had  everv  o:irsman  shot  or  driven  olf  their  seats, 
and  was  towed  out  of  range  liy  another  sent  to  her  iLssistance. 

As  1  mentioned  al»ove.  there  wils  no  loss  <if  life  from  this  connnand

On  llitM-vening  of  the  sth,  1>  niilt's  N.  F..  of  Clmndeleiir  lijrht,  we 
brought  to  the  V.  S.  seliooiier  Mortti  .1.  HVwf/  by  bring  ii  shut  :icross 
her  Ihjws,  in  constMiuence  of  her  ^Hiinif  unable  to  answer  our  i^ignals  or 
show  any  by  which  she  could  Ixi  recognized,  when  she  sent  n  l>oat  with 
an  officer,  wliu  rejJttrttrd  that  (Jiey  htul  no  night  Kigim1»  on  hoard. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  llith,  on  imr  pu^sjigc  hitlier  from  the  Passed, 
wo  made  a  large  steamer  to  Uui  S.  K.  standing  t<»wMrd  us,  nnd.  bicking 
ship,  gave  cha«c  to  windward,  and.  the  breeze  favoring,  we  brought  her 
under  our  loc.  the  shi])  l>cing  cleared  for  action,  and  ordered  her  to 
stop  the  engine.  On  sending  a  U«it  on  board  she  proved  to  be  the  trans- 
port J'/iiladJiihitt,  from  New  York,  30th  ultimo,  \  ia  Key  West  and 
Tortugas,  witli  army  officers  and  supplier  for  Fort  Pickens,  having  uo 
signaw  on  board. 


On  the  uftcrnoon  of  15th.  otf  Cedur  Keys,  fell  in  with  U.  S.  S. 
Floriihi,  C'uuiniuiidur  J.  U.  Uoldsboroutfh.  who  sent  for  mo  on  hoHi'4 
to  notif V  mc  of  the  raisin^r  of  the  blockade  of  Nassau,  New  Providenco,! 
by  the  rlfiiHheau''H  having  to  leave  for  a  supply  of  coal  and  the  proba-' 
ble  escape  of  the  Confederate  steamer  Gl^iaiaior^  having  arms  for  the 
rebels,  with  destination  for  Cedar  Keys,  off  which  it  wiis  Commandor 
(ioldsliorough's  tntontlon  t/i  cfuisf*  for  woine  time  in  hopes  of  meeting 
her.  At  n(K>n  of  'JOth  the  liH>kont  at  the,  lighthouce  on  Kgniont  Key, 
at  which  a  vij^ilant  watch  is  kept  by  the  Ktrmn  AlLm^  signalizeii  a  s«il 
in  the  ofEng  to  the  H.  K.  some  3  leagues  disUiiit,  on  wliicli  Captain 
Knton  iiiiniediately  scut  two  of  his  boats  in  pursuit,  and  as  early  as 

}>racticBbIe  notiHednieof  the  fact^  re*piostingniy  <K>operation.  i  there- 
ore  lost  no  time  in  dispatching  two  of  our  boats,  one  with  an  officer 
and  t>,  the  other  with  an  officer  and  11  men,  all  well  armed,  to  assiHt. 
The  iKMitw  of  tlie  fCtfuin  AUen^  Iniving  nearly  an  hour's  rttart,  ivached 
the  chase  siune  ten  to  tifUM-n  nnjiulcs  In-fore  our»  and  boarded  her,  but, 
witliout  waiting  fi)rour  boats  (wliich  hud  pulled  ^nl^  fi  lejigucs)  to  come 
u]),  the  otiicer  Inmrding  gave  rh-Asii  [<i  a  Ixml  contjiining  the  s^uimt- 
cairgo  and  Uv<-'  Uiun  fi-oni  the  itrizc,  which  was  making  I'ur  and  suci'(;eded 
in  es4-aping  to  the  shore,  wlien  our  Ifoats,  beiug  uualtle  to  hokl  way 
with  her.  put  al>out  and  returned  to  this  vessel.  1  enclose  copy  of  a 
note*  fixtin  me  to  Acting  Master  Henry  Allen,  in  charge  of  the  expedi- 
tion, calling  for  his  report  of  the  circutDstanccs.  and  also  copy  *  of  his 
reply. 

The  prize  was  brought  in  this  tnoniing  by  Acting  Master  Stephenson 
of  the  Ethftn  AUen^  and  proved  to  1m'  tne  Confedenite  sfhooner  OUve 
Briinch^  of  Jacksonville,  burden  4:i}|  tons,  from  (,!<jd»r  Keys  flth 
iustuiit,  for  Nassau,  New  I'rovidence.  with  cargo  of  liio  barrels  (5,44l.> 
gallons)  spirits  turpentine,  valued  at  about  1^,700,  and  the  vessel  at 
*1,'JCM>  to  Sl.5<XMnoi-e. 

The  captain  reports  that  at  the  date  of  his  leaving  there  wore  three 
other  vewHcIs  ready  to  sail,  all  hiden  with  spirits  turpentine  and  Imind 
for  Xassiiu,  tbi'ir  aggregate  cargoe.s  amounting  to  alwiut  mM>  iMiri-elH. 
Hn  repDrtx  thf  whole  (H)untrv  as  greatly  cli.-itri',-isei!i  by  the,  blockade; 
coffee,  ^1;  teji,  S^  jM-r  pound;  pnrk.  l^dO  per  barrel,  and  other  articles 
in  propin-tion.  and  extiriiielv  uiflicult  tit  procure  at  even  these  prices. 
The  fortifications  on  Scu  llorsc  Key  he  report-i  alianiloned,  and  all 
persons  capable  of  bearing  arms  iicnt  off  to  KiM-nan«liiia.  Ills  crew 
were  shimx^d  at  $50  i>or  month,  and  his  mates  at  %~b  and  $7n.  Alto- 
gether the  country  is,  by  his  representationM,  in  u  deplorable  condition. 
January  if7,  H  a.  «(.— iVs  we  wei*c  preparing  to  get  underway  iit 
noon  of  25th,  after  being  windbound  for  tno  previous  three  days  i>y  n 
hard  westerly  gule  (which  loft  the  Iwr  so  rough  as  to  bo  iniMussable  for 
twenty-four  Imuis  after  it  died  out),  the  Ethan  AlU-n  signaled  two 
strange  sail  in  sight  to  the  8.  K..  coming  down  from  Tampa,  and  also 
for  me  to  rejmir  on  board  for  consultation.  On  my  doing  so,  Captain 
Eaton  informed  me  that  he  had  Intelligence  warranting  the  l>elief  that 
the  ve».sets  formed  part  of  an  expedition  fitting  (»ut  at  Tanipa  as  a 
coast  guaixl,  and  requested  my  cooperation  in  cutting  them  out,  and 
also  in  making  a  reconnoissance  of  a  fortification  said  to  have  Imh-u 
erecteil  near  the  mouth  of  the  Manatee  River,  about  2  leagues  from 
the  ship  to  the  S.  V..  irnder  the  circumstances  I  considered  it  luy 
duty  to  accede  t<j  his  wishes,  and  n^turning  on  l»oard  my  own  vessel.

threw  up  his  hand,  and  three  sueh  cheers  were  jjivcn  a.s  satisfied  inc 
that  the  heiirLs  of  my  crew  were  all  riK"ht,  and  they  fully  responded,  to 
tlio  eoiitidenee  1  had  alvvays  felt  iu  their  nbility  and  readiness  to  meet 
any  »'inerj;ciicy.  At  8  p.  in.  I  dispat^'hed  the  tirst.  >sec<:)tid,  and  third 
eiitters.  in  chaitfc  of  Aetinff  Master  J.  IT.  Ilnllct  and  ^fiister's  Mates 
J.  E.  AVhite.'-idc  and  C  E.  ^toun,  with  35  nten,  fully  armed,  the  whole 
under  charge  of  Mr,  Ilalli't.  with  writt^'ii  instructions  to  act  in  eoneert 
with  an  eqnal  nuinl>er  of  IkkiIs  aiitt  men  frnm  the  Ethan  AHeit^  in 
charj^e  of  Aelin^  MiLslcr  Stepbenson.  Acting  A.sHi.stant  Paymaster 
Blakeman,  at  his  urjjent  reipiOHt,  accompanied  the  expedition  and 
would.  I  urn  contident.  with  his  eoolness  and  knowIedjri>  of  military 
tncties,  have  rendered  vahialtle  assistance  in  orjjjinizint^  the  men  hud 
it  proved  neeessury  to  hind  in  presence  of  an  enemy.  Masti-r's  Mate 
.lames  S.  ^^"illiItrns.  tlioiij^li  under  suspension  for  having  iK'en  found 
a*iU'ep  on  ids  wiitcli  while  in  charges  (as  duly  reported  t4(you),  was  also 
allowed,  on  his  pressing  i-eijuest,  to  j(>in  tlw  cxpi-dition. 

I  am  eonstniined  to  express  my  rrgn-t  that  ifie  iinniediiite  results  nf 
the  expedition  were  hy  no  means  cuinmejisurate  with  the  scale  on  which 
it  was  oi-ganized.  The  hoats  returned  last  eveninj;,  having  found  no 
aruied  vcsstd  nor  anv  enemy  on  shore,  after  capturing  the  sloop  JAz/y 
JTti'i^.  of  Tampa,  of  about  l*f  tons  Imrden,  engaged  in  currying  the 
mails,  fi-eight,  and  passengers  lM»tween  Ft>rt  Brooke.  Mimatec  lliver, 
and  the  intermediate  points,  willi  a  woman  and  i-hild  nidy  on  board, 
the' one  nmn  fomilng  rn-r  crew  having  run  her  ashore  and  taken  to  the 
hush.  They  also  lairned  the  temporary  harnicks  erected  on  a  ni(»und 
nciir  the  hearh.  lately  occupied,  according  to  parties  on  shore,  hy  a 
troop  of  115  or  !20  cttvalir,  with  one  gun  mounted  on  wheels.  I  can 
not  hut  reirnrd  the  expedition,  however,  as  likely  to  have  a  useful 
result,  both  in  familiarizing  the  men  with  such  service  nnd  hy  impress- 
ing the  enemy  with  a  sense  <if  the  efficiency  of  the  blockade  and 
th(troughni'ss  of  (he  prepjinition  on  our  part,  to  meet  and  repel  any 
atUu-k  tliey  may  htwf  llie  means  of  uiaking. 

That  sucli  a  nio\cmerd  as  Inis  been  reiHtrtcd  has  been,  and  may  yet 
be  in  conlenijilntlon.  I  think  evident.  iri>m  one  of  tlu^  persons  con- 
versed with  at  the  Manatee  landing,  having  emjuired  whether  tho 
vessels  had  been  attacked  the  night  prcvimis,  and  gi\en  as  a  ivason 
tliat  those  inshore  thought  they  had  heard  tiring  in  our  direction, 
remarks  that  would  haixlly  have  l>oen  made  hut  for  a  knowledge  of  the 
exidteuce  of  some  purpose  and  means  of  making  an  attack. 

1  enclose  copy  of  my  in-^tructioiis  to  Acting  blaster  I  lailet  (of  which 
a  counterpart  wa.s  furnished  to  Acting  Master  Steplicnson)  and  his 
report  to  me  of  his  action  theix'UjxMi. 

1  leave  this  morning  for  tho  cruising  ground  designated  in  your 
orders  of  (Ith  instant,  and  hoping  ore  long  to  he  able  to  forward  a  nuu'c 
gratifying  report  from  the  AinyJisU'r  than  the  present,  have  the  honor 
to  remain.

Sir:  1  have  the  honor  to  reiwrt  the  ninture  of  the  wteamer  Caihoun^ 
or  Cuha.  from  Havana.  b<rtnia  to  New  Orleans,  loaded  with  powder, 
coffee,  chcmioal»i,  etc. 

She  was  first  seen  on  \\\*\  innrning:  of  the  *i3<l  iurttjint.  from  the  niH-st- 
head  of  this  sliip  to  the  eastward,  stiuulinj^  inshore.  I  imrnediabely 
ordered  the  schooner  Sntnurl  Hnt^tn  (a  t<'nder  to  the  ve-ssel  under  my 
command)  to  jjo  in  dmse.  Having  a  stronj^  breeze,  the  tender  drove 
the  steamer  into  shoal  water  in  Kast  IJay.  distant  af>ont  10  miles  from 
this  anchom^c,  but  lieforc  slie  could  reach  the  nt«imer.  tin'  olticers, 
crew,  and  |>as.sengci*s  escaped  by  their  Ijoats.  On  boarding  her,  she 
was  found  on  tiro  in  two  placos.  Tar  and  nil  bad  lieen  poured  on  the 
coal  and  the  furnace  tire^  raked  out  over  the  coal.  By  the  elforts  of 
our  crew  the  tire  was  extinfruishcd  with  little  damage  to  the  vessel  and 
t«.rfifo. 

T.  Butler  King,  rommissimn'r  for  the  so-called  Confederate  Statea 
of  America,  was  a  {Mwsonger  in  the  Valhtun.  I  collncted  all  bis  pri- 
vate pauei-H  found  on  tward,  whicli  1  forwaiil  to  you  through  Flag- 
Officer  SlcKean.  A  careful  perusal  of  them  will  give  you  an  idea  of 
what  he  has  iM-en  doing  abmad  and  may  prove  of  importance. 

On  learning  the  escape  r)f  the  oflicers.  crew,  and  ]iasscngers  of  thOi 
steamer  (in  all  about  thirty  persons),  I  dispatcliiMi  ihe  teiKJer  AVrtft' 
and  Hteamer  Culhuun  up  the  river  in  search  of  them  without  avail. 

The  stnuner  I  have  had  wurveyetl.  She  is  not  fitted  to  make  a  winter 
passage  nortli.  I  transferred  fier  cargo  in  charge  of  Acting  Master 
Tuck  to  the  s4*hooner  S,tmur(  Il'/ton,  which  I  shall  send  to  Klag-Oflicer 
William  W.  McKean  for  disposition. 

A  few  amis  only  were  found  on  her,  although  when  she  left  Havana 
she  bad  a  quantity  on  freight.     From  reliable  information  1  loarn  they 


were  ihruwii  overlmard,  t^ifjothor  with  one  or  two  hundred  bag^  of 
foffec.  She  way  foniirrlv  the  (liursbipof  the  rebel  navy.  i.j.  Js.  llol- 
lins,  flag-orticcr,  (Mminiundiiij',  una  tlie  same  vessel  which  attacked  the 
Hichinonii^  Vmr>itm-i<^  and  Jw^U  at  the  Uead  of  the  Passes  of  this 
river. 

I  have  already  manned  and  anuod  her  and  placed  a  lieiitfinant  tem- 
porarily ill  ehar^.  Heiag  swift  and  of  light  dnift,  who  in  of  great 
service  to  this  ship  as  a  tender. 

Tliis  again  leaves  the  ship  under  my  command  with  but  one  lieu- 
tenant and  a  deticiency  of  .sf^rvicealili^  oJ!i»iM?i  itf  the  lower  gnulen.

She  was  first  seen  on  the  morning;  of  the  23d  instant,  Iwarinjr  E.  by 
N.,  distant  at>out  fj  niilf>,  and  on  her  seeing  this  ship  she  stood  rapidly 
in^  the  shoal  water  of  Kaist  Hay. 

Keing  unable  to  pursue  her  in  shoal  water  with  this  ship,  I  dis- 
patched the  H<'hf)Oncr  Sninud  liofan  with  an  olficer  and  reinforcement 
fnmi  this  ship  af  tor  h<>r,  !ind  also  signale<l  thf>  schoon^n- ^(7^7't/  >kttnui?i^ 
to  ffive  chasp. 

They  found  IIip  stiMiin<?r  at  anciior  in  Ka«t  Bay  abiindoncd  and  Hct 
on  lire  in  two  places  ))y  her  crew.  Acting  MaHtcrs  Roger.H  and  Tuck 
hoardeit  her  in  the  Hotuii^tt  boaC^aud  soon  cxtitiguishpd  the  lircs  wirh- 
out  injury  to  the  ve,s8cl  4(r  augo  and  brnnglit  Imr  to  this  anchomge. 
By  the  log  hook  iind  piipei-s  found  on  Ixiard  slie  proved  to  be  tiie. 
Confedcmto  Stiitcs  sh-anicr  ('nJhtnm,  having  clcarwl  at  New  Orleaua' 
for  Havana  on  the  2d  instant  with  f»i»l  tmlcH  of  cotton:  she  had  two 
clearances  from  the  New  Orleans  eustoni-housc  of  that  date,  one  lu* 
the  steamer  CalJiouuy  McConnell,  master,  and  another  as  the  steamer 
Culm.  McConrel,  utiwter.  She  suhwtMinently  sailed  from  Havana  for 
KingMton,  Jamaica,  steering  N.  W.  by  W.,  and  wbj<  found  (df  this 
Pa>«  on  the  'I'Mi  Insttint  with  |H>wder  in  cjisew,  eipial  t(»  r>0(»  barrels,  on 
board,  a  few  rifle.'*,  and  a  valuable  as-soiled  cargo.  The  Imggiige  of 
T.  Butler  King,  commissioner  from  Georgia,  was  found  on  bnaru. 

I  hiive  had  the  steamer  surveyed,  the  report  of  the  surveying  otfi- 
cent  corroborating  mv  own  opmion — that  she  being  a  barlxu'  and 
river  8t«anier,  it  will  fie  unsrifc  to  send  liea-  north  at  this  -spiiMon  of  the 
year  for  a<i;udic:ition.  I  theiefore  transferred  her  cargo  t«  the  RoUm 
and  placed  Acting  Miwter  J.  W.  Tuck,  as  prize  masb'r,  to  convey  the 
Hamc  and  all  papers  fuund  on  lM)ard  to  the  iJnited  States  district  court 
ut  New  York.  He  has  urdeis  to  rejKjrt  to  you  at  Ship  Island  for  fur- 
ther instructions. 

la  case  you  deem  it  expedient  to  resbip  the  goods  in  another  vessel, 
I  reqaest  that  you  will  order  David  Welsh,  captain  [of  thej  hold,  aua 
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L.  S.  Vickery*  ordinary  s(>ainan,  of  the  Samuel  Hotun^  to  accompany 
Mr.  Turk  as  witncsscK  of  tho  capture.  T  have  manned  and  armed  the 
prize  and  placfnl  a  lieutimMni  in  charg^e.  I  required  of  Commander 
VV<KMlhuli  a  20-pounder  Parrott  g-un  for  an  efficient  armaiueDt  for  her, 
which  I  o)>tuin<Hl.

Orleans,  with  my  answer*  to  thit  same.  The  two  pertioiis  mentioned 
were  jMsst-ugers  In  the  rrln-l  steamer  ^W/w^m.  which  was  hidcn  in  part 
witlj  powder,  arms,  Imll  cartridges,  pcrcuysiou  caps,  bar  steel,  quick- 
silver, etc. 

The  crew  and  passengers  of  said  vessel,  on  the  approach  of  our  ten- 
der, the  Samnel  Rotou.  delilicrately  set  tire  to  and  abandoned  her, 
including  their  jwrsoual  effects,  with  tlio  hope  of  destroving  the  same. 
They  therefore  can  not  legally  make  reclamation.  W.  V.  ^cott.  men- 
tioned in  the  acting  consnrs  note  a^  a  Rntish  subject,  informed  me 
that  he  had  done  businew*  in  New  Orleans  for  nine  ycnr^,  and  \\i\»  n 
British  subjeit.  He  came  with  a  Mag  of  truce  to  ask  foi-  his  f>wn  and 
wife's  liaggage,  which  he  wa-s  allowed  to  Uike,  and  Icfi  with  several 
large  trunks  and  two  valises.     He  claiuied  and  was  allowed  to  take 

Bome  private  cigars  whieli  he  descnltetl  as  niarke<i\8y.     After  he  left 

1  learned  that  the  cargo  was  nearly  all  marked  ^_)  and  that   he  was 

cither  the  agent  or  r>wner  of  the  vessel  and  cargo. 

On  his  way  up  tho  river  he  stoi)ped  at  Pilot  '1  own  and  left  word  with 
the  people  that  if  they  supplied  the  Yankees  with  oysters,  ''We  will 
bang  you." 

The  ladv  mentioned  \»  the  wife  of  an  American  shipmaster,  who,  I 
presume,  is  acting  with  ttie  rebels.  I  have  sent  all  the  personal  effects 
which  I  (*ould  tind  to  the  court  of  admiralty  for  adjudication. 
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The  trunks  were  all  fouud  broken  open,  but  whether  by  the  ei-ew 

aiu!  jm-sM^tifjeM  <»f  tlie  w\wi\  ve.ss»»l  or  by  the  Jiarty  from  the  Rutan  that 

put  the  tii-e  out  I  have  not  lieeii  abh^  to  a^iceilniu.

Slit;  1  have  to  report  that  on  tho  morning'  of  the  24th  inBtnnt  two 
vessels  lilt^'mpt^'il  to  run  (ho  lilorkiidc,  and  l>oth  g«t  aground  and  worei 
net  on  tin*  and  hurnod,  with  viiluahlt*  cartroeH  of  cotton. 

On  tlm  2;id  and  diiring  thii  night  it  iilew  a  bcavv  norther  and  wc, 
being  (:lo,-iH  in.>*hore,  wcip  lying  with  two  anchors  d((wn,  with  52  fath- 
oms and  If)  fathoms  nbain,  rc^pertivelv.  At  W.'Jih  a.  m.  diMt'overed  a 
fin»,  which  woon  presented  the  appenrance  of  a  vewwi-l  hurnirig.  At  4 
commenced  bearing  up,  and  at  4:50  a.  ni.  stood  toward  the  light, 

Ahmit  (i  spoke  tlie  Vijie^fin^M.  She  had  jitst  sent  in  a  boat  to  thr 
vcHHcl,  whieh  wo  c<)uld  perceive  to  Iw  a  liark.  burning  fiirioiiHly  at  the 
month  of  South  Kawt  Vu^.  Stood  abreast  of  it  until  in  3J  fathoms, 
and  Hcnt  in  two  urmed  boat*  to  reconnoiter.  A  large  steamer  uppeai*ea 
in  the  Pass.  Kecalh'd  liie  bouts  at  8:30,  which  reported  the  vessel  a 
hark,  apporently  alwut  400  Ioiks,  loaded  with  cotton.  Her  storu  wa^; 
hurned  so  her  name  could  not  ho  made  out,  and  only  the  linal  letters 
"  ans"  of  her  pliire  of  registry  (evidently  New  Orleans). 

Tier  masts  fell  al>ont  7;M<i  and  nothing  of  account  could  l)e  saved 
from  her,  and  as  the  steamer  did  not  come  within  reach,  but  turniKi 
and  mn  up  the  river,  I  hoisted  in  }>oats  and  stood  for  a  st-liooner  near 
the  South  Pass,  apparently  with  a  towlioat  nlongHide.  Shortly  after- 
wards sj(w  towboat  going-  up  the  Pa^s  and  the  schooner  on  tire  and 
agrountl. 

Ran  down  and  spoke  the  Prf^th,  which  ship  had  started  for  the  fire, 
thirikiiig  it  was  the  Viininfit's^  but  on  making  out  the  schooner  and 
seeing  us  running  for  tlic  spot  she  stoicKl  Iwu-k  for  the  schooner.  This 
latter  vessel  provi-d  U>  be  the  srlnjoin'r  ./^I'/Vf.  of  New  Orleans,  also 
loaded  with  cotton.  Slie  wan  hooii  enveloped  with  flames  and  hurned 
rapidly. 

Took  the  JWhl,  in  tow  and  awsistcd  her  to  i*ceovor  her  slipped  chain, 
and  at  2:;J(i  stood  back  fctrourstation.  Communicated  with  VmoMmeH 
and  ttseeitaiiHxl  that  Lieutenant  (.'ommandiiig  Marcy  had  been  severely 
wounded  in  his  launch  hy  the  lii-eaking  of  pivot  bolt  of  the  boat  gun, 
which,  in  recoiling,  liad  brukcn  his  leg.  'look  Dr.  Mason  on  boai-d, 
who  assisted  in  dressing  his  wounds. 

I  should  judge  the  bark  had  from  l,:J0O  to  [,500  hah's  and  tho

1  at  once  eoniiuenced  iiciviii;.'  in  my  cable,  it 
beinj*-  the '' fa{5  end '' of  a  norther,  dunn^' which  1  had  been  laying- 
witli  two  anchors  ahead.  1);">  fathoms  on  one  anil  4.')  (»n  the  other,  ana 
Ht  Icn^jth  beroininj,'  convinced  it  nnist  be  the  \''i'/i€-rnti fit  on  fire,  with 
tlic  ho|Hi  of  being  able  to  render  her  asf^i^lnnci^  ami  tindin^  I  shduld  be 
very  nuich  delayed  by  wailitjjj  to  heave  up  uiv  anchor,  a  free  witid 
tiiorc  and  back  a^in  (the  distance  11  miles),  1  slipped  iiiy  chain  at  40 
fathoms  and  made  sail  toward  her,  keeping^  a  very  briffht  lookout  for 
any  boats  or  drift  articles  from  the  ship.  At  early  daylight  a  fore-ancl- 
Aft  schooner  was  discovered  ashore  inside  the  l*jir  at  South  Pass,  hav- 
ing evidently  attempted  to  crrjH.s  the  fmr  an<l  run  the  blockade.  At 
that  time.  iK'injf  suthciently  near  to  see  tho  burninH-  vessel  and  that  it 
was  not  the  Vinfrnm^^  I  ininiediately  tacked  and  stood  Imrk  a<jaiti  fur 
the  schooner.  The  tire  which  I  iiaa  supposed  tlic  \\'nc4riin'.«  proved 
to  Ik'  a  vessel,  cotton  loaded,  which  had  urounded  while  attemptinff  to 
run  tlic  blockade  at  South  Ea~-it  I'ass  and  was  set  on  tire  by  her  crew 
and  aUindoned.  I  soon  j^ot  near  enough  to  arm  and  man  two  cutters 
from  thia  shin  and  dispat<-h  them  to  the  schooner,  then  evidently  on 
tire.  A  rebel  steamer  beinjjseen  rapi<ilv  coming  down  the  river  und 
rppoi-U'd  by  the  kM>kouI  aloft  h.<  btdnj^  about  4  miles  distant  frona  our 
hoHtri.  I  made  sii^'nul  recjilhii^'-  thcni,  and  lired  ffuns  for  that  purjMise. 
After  wmie  time  liud  idiipsctLanddurintr  which  time  1  felt  ex<-ceduij;lv 
anxious,  feariufj;  they  would  be  cut  off  hy  the  steamer,  they  at  Icn^^tli 
shoved  otT  from  the  schooner  and  return(ul  to  the  ship.  The  giuis 
were  heard  on  board  the  Jfcm^ita,  which  was  lyinj;  near  tlie  r<W(-««*», 
when  she  sleuined  down  for  us,  and,  it  boin^  tlien  calm,  took  us  in  tow 
to  our  foraicr  anchorac-e.  where  1  picked  up  and  secured  my  chain, 

The  schooner  proven  to  be  the  Jt/h'ti,  where  from  unknown,  as  the 
place  of  ownership  was  not  on  her  Htern,  hut  undoubtedly  from  New 
Orleans.  She  was  apparently  alxjut  130  tons,  loaded  with  cotton,  and 
was  then  thumping  on  the  Iwttom.  She  had  Iiecn  set  on  tiro  forward 
and  aft  hv  her  crew  and  then  ubnndoncd.  IJer  nmsts  havincf  been 
burned  olV  and  fallen  overboard,  and  the  ve.ssel  bcin^  thoroughly 
tired,  I  deemed  it  useless  to  make  any  further  etTorts  to  save  anytninj^ 
from  her.  in  wliich  opinion  Commander  Stellwaifen,  of  the  Afcrvdita^ 
unhej^itatingly  coincided.  The  vessel  is  now  thoroug^lily  burned  to  the 
water'sedj^e.aml  her  remains  are  grounded  inside  the  bsir.  After  dark, 
the  wind  lieing  favorable.  I  lhon«»'ht  1  could  equally  well  conmtand 
iKjth  the  .South  and  South  Kast  jms^es  by  chantfinfT  niy  position  a  short 
ditttanco  to  the  eastward.     I  gut  underway  auu  changed  uiy  pobitiou  to 
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whei'fl  I  am  now  anelioivd.     Tli4>  Hnrliori^re  aliuut  this  ^huh  i»  an  uncer- 
tain onu,  being  very  unevmi  and  Iiiiiipv.

Sm:  I  bftvo  to  inform  yoii  that  Lieutenant  Samuel  Marcy,  eom- 
mandin};  this  nhip,  was,  on  the  ^-ith  instant  very  diingcrously  injured 
under  the  followinir  circumstancos;  A  harkontino,  attempting  to  run 
out  of  the  South  Kast  Piwti  on  the  nipfht  of  the  'J,'6i\  insttint,  jfot  on  shore 
on  the  iMir,  unci  wius  ahandoned  and  burned.  The  next  nioming  Cttp- 
tain  Marry  sent  tlie  laun<-ii,  arini'd  with  a  I'J-iKmnder  h<iwitzer,  to  the 
wreck,  (folniy  himself  in  his  ijig.  Keachinjj  ttie  wrtH-k,  he  ordered  the 
launch  to  lire  shrapnel  inUi  Iter.  After  a  couple  of  disthaipes  he  got 
into  liie  launeh  and  sighted  and  lired  the  Itowitzer  himself  (wo  or  throe 
times.  At  the  last  dif^eharge  the  lH>lt  swuring  thf  pivol  rljinip  to  the 
Ikjws  of  the  launrh  di-ew  out,  in  (:on.'*e<nn!iM!C  of  iHUng  insulh<-iently 
rivett'd  at  tbi*  navy  yard,  and  the  howitzer,  wilh  il.s  ln-d  and  slide, 
niuoiled  with  rnueh  force  upon  C'aptain  Marcy.  breaking  his  right  log 
aljove  and  Uilow  tbe  knee.

I  disjmtebcd 
our  tir.st  lutter  to  the  South  Wc«t  Tahs  with  tho  letter  to  Captain 
Bailey,  whicli  he  lias  forwarded  to  you  by  the  Santimju  tU  Culft. 
Cuptuin  Marey,  before  he  became  uncoutjcious,  ordered  mc  to  consult 
our  coa*tt  pilot,  Henry  O.  Stone,  acting  raa«tt'r.  and  anchor  this  ship 
off  the  South  FjLst  Pa.ss,  which  1  did  on  the  :i'dh  instant. 

I  yesterday  had  the  ehannid  sounded  and  found  S  feet  of  water  on 
the  liar,  the  cliiumcl  iH-Ing  al>out  IiH>  fi'ct  wide. 

It  i-onld  very  fusily  \h\  l)locked  by  sinking  a  hulk  in  it.  As  Hoon  \vs 
Iht!  wind  anil  tidt-  si-rve  I  shall  Ih'  af»U',  I  tinnk,  to  suichoi  thu'  ship  so 
as  to  rounnund  the  channel  t>till  more  efreclually  than  we  now  ilo. 

We  have  on  JHiard  .s,2(^i«t  gallons  of  water,  .sutliclent  for  lifty-tive 
days,  and  KrewotHi  sutKeient  for  four  weeks,  having  secui-ed  two  of 
the  ma^ts  of  the  wreck  and  cut  them  up.

and  under  my  ordery  the  U.  S.  schooner  gunboat  iiuchel  Seduuin, 
We  proceedcfi  along  the  coast  bf  Texas.  The  next  morning  tJie 
weather  became  thick  and  hazy  and  continued  unpropitious  for  carry- 
ing out  your  instrurtinns  to  iittack  some  of  the  batteric-t  on  the  c<w«t.,.' 
and  jmrlicvdarly  the  one  ul  I'ass  C'-avallo.  wlitch  had  Hn'd  on  the.  }fid- 
nlijhl  on  a  former  Oi-c«sion,  tiie  object  bfing  t<i  force  the  enemy  to 
exiMind  hi>i  uiiununilioii.  In  piirwuunce  i>f  vour  ordei-j*,  on  tlie  I  Uh 
in:^tjuit,  1  sto*Ml  in  for  Ihr  land,  the  liarhA  SfU/fuin  l)eing  in  coni- 
panv,  and  at  9:3(_»  ii.  ui.  sjiw  the  light-lioutse  at  Pass  <_!avallo  bi-aring 
N.  Uy  K.  Stood  ill  until  we  were  in  2^  fathoms  wiiler.  We  could 
then  see  a  buttery  of  four  heavy  guns  near  the  Im^o  of  the  ligbt-houi^e. 
surrounded  by  a  large  military  force.  At  III  a.  m,  I  made  the  signal 
for  the  liachJ  SnJimuf  to  commence  tiring,  which  was  promptly  replied 
to,  and  with  good  ctfect.  I  also  (tpein'<l  hre  immediatL-ly  from  this  ship 
with  shell  with  llt-seronil  and  ITf-sccond  fuzes.  The  soldiers  on  shore 
aeemed  to  retire  a  litth^  from  the  butteries,  but  did  not  tire  a  shot  in 
return.  After  about  thirty  minutes' pmctice,  with  what  effect  1  can 
not  s«y.  1  made  signal  to  cease  tiring,  and  l>oth  vessels  hauled  otfshoro. 
During  the  whole  of  the  morning  the  wind  was  south,  with  a  heavy 
surf  on  the  beach.  On  the  18th  instant,  the  liadui  Seaman  being 
still  in  company,  we  stood  iu  toward  the  town  of  Velasco,  At  Kt:ilU 
a.  m.  we  wei-e  in  2i  fathoms  water,  the  onti-ance  of  the  river  bearing 
N.  N.  W-  Two  Ittitteries,  alxiut  1.70U  yards  distant,  oi>ened  fire  on 
us  with  ]-ound  shot,  to  which  lH)th  vessels  proni]>tly  replied  with  mIioI!, 
Hcvcral  of  whicli  were  seen  to  explode  iinmedintely  over  the  buttiTie-s.

Oue  ufnect  hiid  huen  jriLiiied  in  thi.s  itistauce,  mak- 
ing' the  Bneiiiy  expend  hi.s  aiiiiniinition.  The  twu  :^2-puunderti  of  57 
fwt.,  loaned  to  this  ship  by  your  order  fruni  the  V.  ti.  ship  Santee^ 
and  the  20-pouiKlcr  l*arrott  ritled  jjiui  put  on  hoard  "tT  Fort  X'ickens 
by  order  of  the  llag-ofticer,  were  the  only  guns  I  had  tlmt  reached  the 
cneuiy'.s  balteries.  The  ftiur  S'i-poundei-rt  cf  4'i  cwt.,  i>ut  on  U)ard  ut 
New  York,  fell  far  shurt  at  the  hi)|j;iie-st  eh^viition.  The  enemy 'a 
works  at  Pas-s  Cavallo,  1  think,  i.s  a  siind  batt^iry  of  four  lon^f  32- 
pounders.  The  batteries  at  Velasco  have  heavy  K^ns,  with  cue  or 
more  ritJed.

Sm:  I  would  rpspoctfully  report  to  you  that,  in  accordancfi  witfi^ 
your  orders,  I  procecde<.l  to  the  South  \Ve.^t  Pa.Hs  of  the  Mis,si8.si])pi 
liiver  and  proceeded  to  t«ke  In  water  and  fill  all  our  ca.-*k.s,  amounting 
or  making  a  little  over  7jh«)  gallons  water  in  all  on  board.  I  was 
under  the  necessity  of  provuritig  it  by  >iendin|'  my  boats  in  over  the 
bar,  and,  owiiijf  to  the  detise  fojj,  I  was  detained  longer  than  I  expected. 

I  arrived  off  Matajjorda  Island  yesterdav  morninjr.  January  25,  and 
proc'-eded  to  run  down  along  the  land,  and  when  about  17  niile>*  to  the 
northward  of  Puss  C'avallo  Jiar  discovered  a  schooner  standing  inshore 
upon  a  wind.  I  imiuediatcly  called  crew  to  <|uarterri,  manned  and 
lowere<i  first  and  Hpcond  cntterw,  under  charge  of  Acting  Msif^ter  E.  J. 
Jones  and  Acting  Master's  Mate  T.  N.  Meyer,  rcHix'ctiveTv,  witlmnlers 
to  cut  luT  off  from  the  shore,  Iward,  and  exiunme  her,  and  as  tlmre 
aplH-ared  to  Iw  an  intention  on  tiie  jMirt  of  tlione  on  board  the  .-^i-hooner 
to  run  her  ashore,  I  fired  a  shot  which  riroehetted  and  passe<l  betwecTi 
his  mahi  and  fore  miLst  through  his  fori'saii).  which  caused  her  to  imme- 
diately run  ui)  the  so-called  Confederale  (lag  and  heave  to.  Mr.  Jones 
inimediatolv  boanied  her.  and  finding  her  l>ound  from  Vera  Cniz  to 
Indianola,  loadt^d  with  coffee  and  t-olmcco,  and  endeavoring  to  run  the 
Itlockade,  inuucdialely  t<K>k  possession  of  her  as  a  priz)\  This  will  be 
handed  you  by  Mr.  Meyer,  acting  masU!r\s  inati;,  in  charge  of  the 
schooner  as  prize  master. 

Tlie  schooner  Indng  unfit  to  send  directly  to  New  York  on  account 
of  the  poorness  of  her  canvas,  I  send  her  to  Ship  Island  to  receive 
your  oi-ders,  and  1  have  fxirnishcd  him  with  letter.s  of  instructions  in 
case  he  is  sent  on  to  New  York  with  either  vessel  or  cargo,  and  have 
sealed  up  the  schooner's  papers,  with  in  voice  of  cargo,  letters,  etc..  and 
banded  them  over  to  him;  there  was  not  any  log  book  on  board.     The 
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person  named  in  the  .schooner's  papers  as  mptain  i.-s  jKut  owner,  and 
transferred  the  charfje  or  eomniancf  of  the  scnooner  to  Alfred  Coffin, 
who  was  in  (rharj^*  of  her  when  captured;  this  transfer  took  place  in 
Vera  Cniz.  Mr.  Hoppei-.  ^wirt  owner,  former  captain,  is  not  a  scafar- 
intf  man;  he  has  his  wife  with  him,  who  is  an  invalid,  and  so  ill  tlmt 
1  nave  thought  it  an  act  of  hnuiiinity  to  transfer  her  from  the  schooner 
to  this  ship  to  he  forwarded  hy  the  C'onnecficut  to  Ship  Island,  and  art 
*»hi<  rpfpiii-ey  the  constant  care  of  her  husband.  I  have  alwn  taken  him 
on  Inmrd  to  he  forwarded.  A  judge,  .Martin  TallMit.  part  owner  of 
tiie  cargo^  al«o  found  on  hoitrd,  [  liave  taken  on  iKjard  to  he  forwarded 
by  the  CoTineclicitt^  and  George  Stow  and  Jerome  Michalensi,  jmrt  of 
the  crew;  these  I  have  taken  out  of  the  schooner  to  weaken  her  crow 
and  prevent  recapture.

Sm:  For  oeveral  weck.s  jm-st  the  wejither  ha-s  boon  very  tbiek  and 
hazy  and  we  have  boon  unable  to  distinguish  objects  on  shore.  The 
atmosphere  yesterday  and  this  luurning  being  clear,  we  notice  tliat  tlie 
troojM  on  Khore>  are  apparently  adding  to  and  strengthening  their 
batteries. 

In  mj'  judgment  it  is  not  expedient  to  notify  the  military  r<»tn 
niandant  to  ceiise  wtrongthening  his  works.  He  nil^ht  cfimniy  with 
the  demand  and  still  nmtinue  strengthening  liis  jiosition  witniiut  my 
knowledge!.  When  it  is  desirable  to  take  pus.Mi-ssitui  of  the  island,  I 
think  it  ean  Ik;  accouipli.'^hed  by  landing  troops  at  a  place  about  15 
mile8  ii\  the  southward  and  westward  of  the  town,  whei-e  there  is  a 
little  indentation  in  the  eoasl.  and  the  water  is  perfectly  niuooth  at 
times  when  the  wind  Is  offshore. 

Steam  gunlioaU  of  light  ili-aft  of  water  eould  run  in  within  throe- 
c|uarttM-H  (»f  a  mile  of  the  shorr,  and.  (-{Mnjeniling  with  this  ship,  rould 
cover  the  landing  of  trtHUis  and  (!ould  run  in  past  Ikilivtir  Point  and 
cut  off  all  sui)plies  from  the  interior  and  soon  starve  the  relicls  out.

She 
I^nunided  on  the  .shoal  out.-^ide  which  iniLKCf*  out  from  Emnont  Key  for 
a  di-stiiiiee  of  !J  niilc^  or  more  and  reniainiil  on  shoiv  for  tiMi  hours. 
1  rendered  him  alt  the  a8>iistam-e  in  my  jKJwer,  seiidiiigr  all  my  Ix>ata 
out  to  him.  and  afterward.^,  at  luw  retjue.st.  jjot  underway  and  pro- 
ceeded out  to  within  a  mile  of  where  he  wiw  and  took  on  board  a  iiuan- 
tity  of  his  shot.

I  notice  that  lie  is  supplied  with 
the  navy  code  of  HignaU  himilar  to  those  winch  were  taken  from  me  at 
the  South  West  Pa.s«, 

Jftnuari/  SI.  -  \  have  just  taken  the  schooner  (}!!re  Brrrnrh,  of  and 
from  C*fiar  Keys,  bound  for  Nassau,  New  Provi<lence,  with  a  Con- 
fedemte  reg'ist.er,  tlajr,  etc.  His  cargfl  consist.s  of  UtO  barrels  spirits 
turpentine,  and,  witn  the  vewel.  will  be  valued  at  about  ^11,000. 
From  the  captjiin  I  have  obliiincH  the  fuUowinjf  informatiori:  The 
wlnH)nt'rs  /'h/Hit/,  .SV(/f/,  an*!  A  imit  Sintf/t  were  loaded  with  spirits  tur- 
pentine and  ready  to  sail.  The  Sff/tj  i.s  a  vessel  of  'iUO  tons  and  carries 
60(1  bunels.  There  are  five  fishing  smacks  still  at  Cedar  Kevs.  two  of 
which  are  schooners  and  three  sloops.  The  battery  on  Sea  ITonse  Key 
cousists  of  two  Kuns;  the  gurrison  was  removed  thence  some  time 
-since  to  Fernandina,  but  a  portion  of  it  has  siree  returneil.  I  learn 
also  that  the  cxpedidon,  of  which  yon  notified  me  by  the  Kingjisfur  aa 


fittinp-  out  at  Cedar  Keys  aod  TampR,  is  not  in  n  forward  state  of  com- 
pletion, and  it  is  Tory  (^oiihtfiil  if  it  is  to  lunount  to  anything?  at  all. 

The  supercargo  and  three  men  l«?Ion^injf  toth<*  st-liooner  escaped  on 
shore  as  soon  as  ho  saw  our  boats  coniing-  iind  toi»k  away  with  nim  all 
lelters. 

The  f']ii)tain  of  the  schooner  informs  me  tb:it  on  the  day  I  took  him 
he  wiu*  chased  for  .several  hours  by  a  lirij^nliiie,  wliich  went  aluut  the 
moment  he  sighted  land.  1  was  not  iiwure  that  there  was  a  United 
State.s  ve,ssel  in  the  (xulf  answering  that  dcMcription,  an<I  think  nhe 
must  have  Iwen  a  reliel  armed  vessel.  The  captain  repivsentn  her  to 
have  Ijeen  of  abtnit  RIO  to  ISO  t<ins,  but  says  she  wtts  not  ncur  enough 
to  him  to  give  a  iMirticidar  dewe liption  of  her. 

The  JuiDitoti^  whi^'h  I  look  off  here,  whk  daily  I'xpenteU  liiu-k  at  Cedar 
Keys,  and  this  provi's  tlmt  lie  was  not  bound  tti  Key  Wtist,  as  he  sliited. 
In  contnH-t'»m  with  the  h'iiujjtfht'r  J  sent  an  armed  exjM'dilJon  to  the 
town  of  Manatee  to  capture  any  vessels  there  might  be  at  thiLt  idace 
and  to  reeoiuioiter  the  ix>.sitioii  of  the  fort  or  haltery  said  to  be  there. 
I  hatl  uudei-stood  that  tnis  town  was  the  rendezvous  of  the  coast  guard 
which  was  lifting  out,  and  was  desirous  of  breaking  it  up  by  taking 
nwav  from  them  the  material  for  carrying  on  »tucb  au  enterprise. 

They  succeeded  in  capturing  only  one  ve.ssel,  the  Mary  Nci'is^  a  sloop 
of  12  or  15  tons,  the  mad  and  piu-^senger  boat  hetween  Tampa  and  Man- 
atee; and  Iteing  fast  and  of  good  cuiuu-ity,  1  intend  t^>  retain  her  for  a 
dispatch  and  wooding  boiU.  The  captain  and  owner  of  her  ran  ar^hore 
ana  tna<ie  liis  oscaiw  with  the  Tnail.  The  exiwdition  tlien  landed  at 
Manatee,  but  found  no  one  there  but  the  usual  iidiabilanls. 

Fthruary  13. — The  steamer  ConmftU-ut  arrived  here  the  9th  instant, 
and  sailed  immediatelv  after  supplying  me  with  fresh  provisions.  1 
hare  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  by  her  of  your  favor  covering  circu- 
lars, etc. 

Mr.  .1,  K.  Whlthurst  c^ame  off  t-o  this  ship  on  tbfi  fith  Instant,  <daim- 
ing  iirotiH-tion  from  the  (Tovernment,  and  stating  that  he  was  in  fear  ft»r 
his  life  from  the  Mfcessionists  nt  Tamj)a,  for  the  rea.Mon  that  he  refused 
to  join  the  Anny  and  hatl  cxiiressed  his  intiMitiou  of  lightinj^  for  no 
flag  but  the  oiiene  wa.s  brought  up  and  had  always  lived  under. 

His  statement  is  verv  intercepting  and  is  to  the  following  effect:  Ho 
retudes  some  8  or  10  uiiles  from  Oid  Tampa  on  the  shores  of  the  liay. 
Some  tliirty-cight  of  his  nciphl)ors  and  friends  who  reside  within  a 
circuit  of  0  mues  around  hmi  arc  Union  men,  and  have  positively 
refuseil  to  render  any  aid  to  the  scc-ession  cause,  for  which  reason  they 
have  sutfered  every  possible  pereccutiou  and  have  lost  much  of  their 
property. 

He  has  tiiki'n  much  paius  when  at  Tampa  to  ascertain  everything 
that  would,  ill  his  opinion,  be  of  any  value  or  service  to  mo.  Aeeoi'd- 
ing  to  his  statement,  there  ai-c  two  liJ-pounders  and  two  0-poundcrs 
mounted  in  battery  there,  and  a  force  of  200  or  300  men.     Tie  knows 

i'ust  where  to  lay  his  hands  upon  the  hint**rns,  machinery,  and  500  gal- 
onsoil,  which  were  taken  there  from  the  light-house. 

The  shipping  liey  about  1  mile  above  the  town,  and  consists  of  .neven 
or  eight  scnooners  and  sloops  and  one  stejtmer.  It  would  l>e  a  very 
easy  mattL-r  to  capture  the  town  of  T'ampa.  destroy  their  liattery,  and 
retake  the  Key  \Vt*st  fishing  ve-ssels,  as  well  as  tljo  material  Iieloriging 
to  the  light-house.  The  greatest  hardship  ])revails  there,  and  the 
troops  are  very  cowardly,  running  at  the  slightest  provocation,  and  all 


of  them  are  no  thoroiijfhlv  »liimip(l  »l.  thf  taking  of  Ccdur  Ko\m  that 
the  ftppojimncfi  of  a  vewKpI  off  tlicro  would  Iw  fttllowed  by  tho  entire 
desPTtion  (if  thtr  town.  A  veHset  drawing  12  feet  nt  water  c-Jin  lay  up 
quite  c}imi  to  the  U>wn.  I  should  Iw  very  jjlatl  if  you  would  take  into 
ronHidemtion  the  aliove  fact«,  as  it  would  orrupy  hut  a  sliort  litne  with 
a  Hteani«!i'  of  inoiii'mte  draft  to  tow  inc  up  into  [x>iiition.  which  would 
not  Iki  so  easy  of  iiecompliHhincnt  without.  Hut  in  i-a.-^  it  if*  not  (."on- 
venient  to  rtpave  a  steamer  to  assist  me.  I  would  he  very  fjiad  of  per- 
mission  to  do  the  beiit  I  could  nivsclf,  and  ha\e  no. doubt  ]  could  effect 
considemUle.  ProvisionK  of  all  kinds  are  .scarce  and  hijjh  in  Tanijia 
and  throuijhout  Florida,  and  larjfo  nuuihcis  of  the  people  ari^  bejrinnmg 
to  l}e<;om(^  disgusted  with  no  bopelews  u  struy^jle.  1  Mhuuhl  Imve  i*aid 
that  Mr.  Whitliurwt  guve  me  some  very  timely  information  in  regard  to 
a  trap  that  tbey  intended  at  Tampa  to  lay  for  my  Itoats  by  inean*^  of  a 
sloop  and  several  tx)at«. 

rvh'totry  1-i. — I  yesterday  dispatohod  a  boat  with  an  officer  and  ten 
men  to  the  dwollinfj  of  a  Mr.  Glrard,  who  lives  on  the  seashore  outside 
of  the  l»av.  and  at  a  distance  bv  land  of  S  miles  from  the  house  of  Mr. 
WhithurHt. 

Thi^man  iHthe  former  pilot  at  this  place  and  hoi^  resided  here  for  some 
twenty-five  years  aM4l  niri  a  »teanier  from  here  to  Indian  River  and 
Key  West  in  the  Indian  War,  «o  that  he  ha.-<  an  iiitiniat<>  knowledge  of 
all  the  channelH  and  of  the  whole  buv,  and  stales  that  he  t  an  take  tbiu 
ship  with  ea«e  within  i\  miles  of  the  town,  whith  he  rejidily  volun- 
ttfered  to  do  at  any  time  that  I  .should  send  for  him. 

Actinff  Miuster  Georffo  W .  Frost,  who  was  the  officer  1  .sent  in  charge 
of  the  boat,  witnessed  himself  the  utter  destitution  which  prevaiUj 
uinonfr  the  people  in  the  country.

On  landing  thciit 
we  met  with  an  armed  iwrty.  consisting  of  IS  men  in  Ihrce  buats,  suc- 
ceeded in  making;  them  prisoners,  released  them  on  paroh-,  ix'tainiiig' 
theii"  arms.     1  was  induced  to  do  so  owing  to  the  limited  space  in  my

boats,  havinjf  hardly  accommodRtions  for  my  own  men,  and  my  pro- 
visions being  reduced  to  five  days'  rations;  furthermore,  it  appeared 
to  mo  that  the  retention  of  these  men  was  of  very  little  moment,  eom- 
pared  with  the  capture  of  any  of  tlic  vessels  hourly  expected.

We  next  n^tunied  to  the  wt^st  end  of  thw  IhIc  Derniwre,  and 
on  the  3Sth  instant,  while  lyinj^  tit  anrhor  inside  of  Haccoon  Point,  at 
1  p.  ui.,  made  a  schooner  tu  the  northwest;  remained  concealed  under 
the  point  until  we  had  her  safe  inside  of  Oyster  Baj'ou  Bar,  where, 
with  the  Ujgi^M'  in  company,  made  all  Hail  after  her;  she  having^ 
EToundeii  on  (irand  Caillou  liur,  >Hmi-ded  her,  the  lugger,  Acting 
Msisler  Ward,  on  the  port  side,  and  the  s!(H>p  on  the  starboard;  t<>ok 
possession  of  the  .•schooner,  which  prnvi'd  to  Ih'  tin;  somewhat  famous 
Major  /iarfM'itr,  from  Hiivima,  with  an  assorted  cargo,  inchiding  gun- 
j>owder.  sul[}hur,  nitratt-  of  wodji,  percusjiiim  caps,  lead,  and  other  con- 
tmlnind  of  war,  as  a  prixi;  to  the  hoats  of  tlie  U.  S.  H.  /)t  SrUoj 
immediately  proceeded  to  get  her  off,  the  tide  rising  all  the  time. 
After  shifting  some  cargo  and  throwing  some  few  sacLs  of  sidt  over- 
hoard,  at  h  p.  m.,  the  schooner  floated;  proceeded  witJ)  the  sloop  and 
lugger  in  tow  to  pasa  outside  of  Raccoon  Shoal. 

Next  morning  at  daylight,  Itaccoon  Point  hearing  N.,  distant  8 
miles,  sliw  a  schooner  inside  of  u^.  and  endeavored  with  the  sloop  and 
lugger  to  intercept  her,  leaving  Master's  Mat**  Starr  in  charge  of  the 
prize,  hut,  it  fulling  calm,  could  not  reach  her.

Sra:  I  have  tho  honor  to  inform  you  that  on  the  morning  of  the  3i)th 
ultimo,  while  cruising  to  the  noitb  of  the  Yucatan  Hank,  we  made, 
at  8  a.  m.,  a  sjiil  to  the  S.  S.  W.,  al'wut  4  league  dif^tnnt,  st^u'ring  to 
the  WKst,  the  wind  being  fn^sh  fi-oin  S.  K.,  ami  giving  rliase  imme-. 
diat**lv.  ramo  up  within  a  mih'  <)f  her  at  1 1,  wlien  I  ihrrw  a  t^hell  fi-om 
our  rfllfi  a<-n)SH  licr  htcrn.  Slie  lioisltKl  the  Spanish  Hag.,  but  held  on 
hiM-  cuiirwe  without  shortening  nail,  having  all  ytuilding  sails  set  below 
and  aloft.  At  thePX])irationof  ten  minutes  a  secouil  shell  w!is  thrown 
Borofis  lier  Imws.  which  exploded  in  tin*  air  a  half  niili'  or  ukur*'  beyond 
her,  when  nhe  took  in  her  light  wiiU  and  hove  to  with  tln'  itiainlop- 
rtai]  to  the  mast. 

Being  perfectly  familiar  with  thn  Spanish  liutguage,  1  boarded  her 
myself,  and  found  her  to  l)e  \\m\  bark  'IWfuita,  of  Havana,  OaptAin 
Fernando  Diaz,  owned  in  Ilu\'ana.  aecoi-ding  to  the  eaptain'r^  state- 
ment, by  Gaspar  Madmzo.  who  is  alfio  her  agent  there:  siiid  by  tho 
captain  to  be  registered  in  IIa\ana;  burden.  iSo  tons;  sailed  from 
IJavana  on  *J7th  .January:  eleared  for  Mutiuuoras.  Iler  cargo,  as 
^>pear8  by  the  manifest,  eon?;rst.s  of  the  following  articles,*  whioh 


wore  shippe<l  in  IIiiVRiia,  iis  por  manifest,  hy  Rafael  iloTin-ji,  and  con- 
signed to  JtwM^  San  Roman,  at  Miitiunomii,  who  U  j>or«onally  known 
to  nie  a«  onp  of  the  wpjilthiest  nierchjintn  on  thi'  Uto  Gi-anU*',  and  hs 
having- for  at  leant  a  (h>zen  years  carrieil  on  an  exU-nsive  biisinesH  in 
Bmwn.sville,  on  the  Texan  side  of  the  liver,  and  imvintj  a  hmnrb  of 
hlti  houKe  and  a  ^-tore  esfjihlished  thett\  in  view  of  which  facts  1  caji 
not  doiiiit  that  this  carjjo  waw  really  deHtined  for  Texjw. 

The  c-aptain  was  unal»le,  or  at  leawt  ho  stated,  to  piiKluec  any 
invoices,  Iiiils  of  ladinf;  of  hiM  cargo,  or  lettorfi  of  advice  to  his  con- 
signee, lie  exhibited  no  register  or  other  evidence  of  nationality, 
but  handed  me  a  document  under  sealed  envek)po,  addressed  to  parties 
in  MatanioriLs,  which  he  stated  wan  the  register  <tf  his  vewwel,  hut  of 
which  he  refuw-d  p<witively  to  liroak  the  Heal  and  enable  nio  to  verify 
the  chanuter  of  the  enclosu!^^. 

There  were  two  largo  Ixiilers  (ov  fdeain  engines  on  deck,  stiltablc, 
B8  it  appears  to  nie,  for  a  small  steamboat,  which  the  capUiiti  «iid 
were  a  portion  of  the  148  packages  of  machinery  speciticd  in  the  man- 
ifeat.  Thinking  it  possible  that  the  47  l>oxes  steel  might  be  arms  of 
wme  kind,  agiTeably  to  my  instnictionis  from  Flag-Otticer  William 
W.  McKean,  1  hud  a  ^niple  taken  from  one  of  them,  and  found  it  to- 
be  of  the  he.st  quality,  sucli  as  comes  f i*om  Trieste  in  Ijars  of  aj  to  3  feet 
long  and  half  an  incli  wpuirc^  well  suited  for  the,  nianufiictiire  of 
swords  ami  bayonets. 

1  had  endorseil  tit  Hrst  ttis  nnisl^r  roll  anil  the  cnvi'loiM^  said  to 
contain  the  rt'gister,  wiirnirig  the  vessel  o(T  the  whole  soulliern  ctwust 
of  Uio  United  Staters  of  America,  being  in  doulit  its  to  how  far  the 
cargo  could  bo  regarded  a.s  ifmliiibajid  nf  war  oi'  of  my  right  to  cap- 
ture it  if  it  were  such,  Iwing  under  a  neutnil  Hag  pro<reeding  f i-oiii  and 
too  neutral  iK>rl^  but  it  having  1>een  sLibse^iuently  udmittcil  by  the 
captain  and  a  |Mis.senger  (who  m  designated  in  a  piussjxirt  from  the 
Spanish  vico•eon^ul  at  Matjunoras  as  R.  Smith,  a  nati\'e  of  the  United 
Statesof  North  America,  represents  himselfasarc-sidcnt  of  Mulamoras, 
but  belongs.  I  suspect,  to  Jtrownsville,  and  evidently  knows  more  con- 
corning  the  lading  than  he  is  willing  to  admit)  that  a  considcmble  |xir- 
tion,  iierhajis  all.  of  the  i-jirgo  wa-*  originallv  sent  on  a  schooner  from 
New  York  to  Havana,  and  pa.ssing  through  the  eutstom- house  there, 
was  inmssliipped  (hi  lioard  the  'Ir-nxtfa^  and  finding  that  the  captain 
eillier  could  or  would  not  I'xhibitany  l)i31s  lading,  invoic-es,  or  letters 
of  advice  by  which  it^  real  rhanwrter  and  dextination  e<)ula  Iw  aaeer- 
tained.  I  eonsideied  it  my  duty,  in  olx'dienee  to  the  instructionn  in 
Flag-Ollicer  McKean's  circular  No.  7,  (hited  DeceuiU^r  14,  IHtH  (''to 
capture  without  hesitation  any  vessel  having  arms,  ammunitions,  or 
articles  coiitnibaTid  of  war  that  ynni  {I)  have  goiid  reason  to  sup{K>f<e 
are  intended  ftir  those  waging  war  agjiinsl  the  (Jovernment  of  the 
United  States"),  to  place  a  iniw;  muster  and  crew  of  I'lgbt  men  on 
board  the  'I'mMifa  and  order  lier  to  accompany  nie  t<>  tbl-s  statitni.  that 
tbo  commanding  officer  here  might  take  such  further  action  in  her 
caac  as  he  should  deem  expedient. 

I  anivcd  with  her  hist  evening  and  reported  immediately  on  board 
the  U.  S.  S.  Ntagtn-ii  to  Flag-Omcer  MrKean,  who.  on  the  fact^  being 
snibniitte<l  to  him,  dwided  that  the  ve-ssel  should  tie  sent  to  Key  West 
for  adjudication,  and  she  will  acconiinglv  proceed  on  her  vo3'age 
thither  in  charge  of  Master's  Mate  .Tames  !■!.  Whiteside  its  soon  as  pro- 
viuioua  for  the  same  can  bo  put  on  buaitl  and  her  puperh  made  ready.

Tf  may  !>»'  pnj|M»r  to  iidd  that  on  my  Hr^t:  i-nniing  on  Imanl  llio  Tere- 
itiUt  I  heard  llio  uLptiiin  I'xchtim  in  Siwnlsh  (o  Iuk  intitf%  "Who  would 
uvnrbavelhoiij^htof  our  ralHt)}^  in  witiian  A  niftricaii  cruiser  ho  far  down 
aH  tiiis!''  Also,  that  on  ^oitifr  into  Iho  niliiii,  ]  ft>iind  thp  Hour  Mirewn 
wrtli  f mginenl.^  of  h'tl»'rs  apparently  just  lorn  up.  Thi-so  1  picked  up, 
and  on  asking  the  captain  what  thoy  wero  ho  stilted  that  they  wei^e  old 
letters  from  a  female  friend  whi<-h  he  had  destroyed  that  day.  I  found, 
however,  that  nt  hrast  one  letter  had  evidently  been  copied  in  a  press, 
was  of  a  business  character,  and  i<igned  <i.  Madrazo,  tno  name  of  the 
alle^d  owner.  Those  fragment**  have  been  preserved  and  enclosed  to 
the  jud(?e  of  the  United  States  district  court  at  New  York,  with  all  the 
other  papers  and  ducuuients  found  on  Injard. 

There  nas  stncii  been  found  on  board  the  prize  ft  ntiraber  of  the  F*ort 
Urown  Flaj;.  puV>lished  in  Brownsville,  dated  Thursiday,  Deooniber  5, 
IStJl.  eontaininj^  an  advertisement  in  SpaniBh  bv  her  eonsii^^nee,  Joh6 
San  Uoman,  which  states  that  he  ha?;  on  hand  in  lirownsvillo  an  exten- 
sive and  complete  assortment  of  ready-made  elothinf?.  and  1  think 
establishes  Iwyond  a  (piestion  the  fact  that  he  isi  a  merchant  of  that 
pla<*e,  and  renJiers  it  almost  e<jujdly  <*ertain  that  the  carjj^o  of  the  Tei'e- 
Bitn  was  roalh*  destined  to  the  use  of  tiiotw  waging  war  against  the 
Government  of  the  United  State-s. 

There  are  now  two  pei-Hons  on  board  this  ship  who  called  themselves' 
pawsenjfem  only  on  the  Tri\'j<ito.  Both  chum  to  have  considerable 
merchandiMc  on  bojml,  not  in  thn  manifeHt,  as  a  ijnvat4»  adventure. 
This  will  ^'c>  forward  in  llii-  prize,  oi*  Ik-,  sent  with  the  imrlics  claimin^^ 
to  own  it,  as  the  tlap-olliccr  may  direct.  One  of  them  is  a  I'oH.sh  Jew, 
Kdward  Tuck  l)y  name,  iv.sidinir  in  New  York,  hius  ii  Ihiited  States 
pst<HlK>rl.  and  was  Unmd,  as  he  alleEre.f,  for  Monterey,  in  Mexi(x>,  \o 
collect  debts  due  hitn  there.  The  other  has  been  already  referred  to, 
and  I  have  stronjj  rea.son  for  »us|«'c^ting  is,  in  some  way,  eoacerned  in 
the  car^o,  either  as  part  owner  or  supeiTaryo,  his  statements  iu  rej,'ftrd 
to  his  knowli.'di'C  of  it  at  dilTerent  times  conflicting  very  much. 

He  has  stilted  to  me  that  he  knows  the  yer^-^Z/rt  was  chartered  fop 
$3,700  the  round  \oyaj;e,  jiiiyablc  on  hcr  return  to  Havana, and  that  the 
captain  received  but  $*!0  jwr  month  for  his  serviceti;  also  that  he,  him- 
self, had  run  the  blockade  not  long  since  from  Brazos  Santiago  on  the 
Mexican  schooner  Zorrt>  Colorado  with  sorae  #150,000  in  silver  which 
was  landed  in  Havana. 

The  Havana  Mercantile  Weekly  Report,  of  January  11,  18fi2,  men- 
tions the  Zarro  Colin-afio  an  having  sailed  thence  I'Jtli  NovemluT,  and 
nm  the  bliM-kade.  and  arriving  Imck  from  Bnizos  Santiago  on  iJTth 
December,  la-^t.  The  'IWt^xita  is  in  the  same  joui'iml  set  down  as  having 
run  the  blockade  of  New  Orleans  with  an  assorted  cargo  and  arrived 
in  Havana  on  Sth  January. 

The  Fort  Brown  Klag,  containing  the  advertisement  of  Jose  San 
Roman,  and  the  passport  of  R.  .Smith,  will  Ik-  seale<l  np  and  wddrcssed 
to  tlie  jiidgn  of  the  United  Stales  district  court  of  Key  \N'i'st,  anil 
pla<^ed  m  cliarge  of  the  prize  master  for  delivery,  with  the  i)ther  |>apers 
found  on  boam  thi;  iirize.

Sih:  I  haro  the  honor  to  report  that  yesterday,  the  :i<Kh  iiHtanU  the 
French  corvette  of  war  Ltn'oUier,  foiiinuindctf  hy  M.  UtlKHjrt.  rapi- 
taino  tie  fr<^jj;ate,  lurivoil  liern  in  a  Ihii'k  pile  from  lh«^  northward  an*! 
caslwaiil.  I  sent  a  Imat  wilh  (hf  liist  litnileimnt  lo  otFer  (uvilitiewaiid 
obtain  infonimtion,  whace.  retui'n  vv.i.s  followed  by  the  French  t-om- 
mander  comiiijj  in  person,  wlio  inforuieil  nte  he  was  dispati!hed  to 
this  point  in  phu-e  of  the  corvette  M>'/iin,  whioh  vessel  hiul  bepri  injured 
by  collision  with  the  De  Soto.  That  he  de.-iired  ti»  aMcond  to  th*'  Vla-id 
of  the  Passes  with  his  vessel,  and  tin-nee  inoci-ed  himself  to  New 
OHe«ns,  in  reference  to  ohtnininej  iiioin^y  iirui  inforniatitm  frcnn  French 
consul  for  the  juirinw*!  of  cngii^'inj;:  a  ncnlral  tncrchant  vcs.m'1  lo  con- 
vey certain  KrcMch  subjfMts  from  New  Orleans  to  a  ncntnil  purt. 

lie  i^xhibited  to  me  an  auto{fniph  It'tler  from  Hon.  William  U. 
8eward,  Secrt^tarv  of  State,  and  an  original  letter  from  vouisoLf,  and 
stated  that  he  had  been  authorized  by  you  to  go  up  this  I'ass  last  Scp- 
teml>er,  and  that  vou  had  then  expressed  prent  approlwition  of  tho 
manner  in  which  lie  had  conducted  the  alfair,  and  that  ynii  would  bo 
pleased  to  facililale  him  should  a  future  visit  be  nccessarj'.

Sm:  I  arrived  on  this  station  the  third  day  after  lenvinL'  you  at  Ship 
Island,  and  su?  1  have  not  yet  liecn  able  to  Hud  the  vessel  T  was  ordered' 
to  relieve,  I  concKulo  she  has  left  the  station  and  jjone  cast. 

I  eommunicate<l  with  the  C»h'r(t.d^>  at  the  South  Wc^iit  Pasrt,  and 
Icnrnint;  that  they  had  captured  tiie  ]'el>el  i^teamer  i'idhoun^  out  of 
thiH  plaee,  I  remaitied  sevend  hours  in  hoites  of  obtaininfiT  from  her 
iwpers  or  charts  better  information  of  this  place,  but  1  found  uothiuj^ 
sjitisfnctory. 

Ttio  paiticulars  of  capture  you  will  leurn  from  other  sources.  She 
waif  chascci  into  the  Passdiirinj^  the  ni<;ltt  f\v  the  schooner /w/A/^/hhi/, 
which  vcK-icl  f  found  on  tlie  ^econil  nijjht  anchored  ImiIwccm  Ship  If<land 
Shoal  and  I-sh'  Ocrniere,  aiul  from  her  comiimndcr  h-ai'iied  that  he  li;id 
captured  the  rebel  pilot  that  llxcd  here,  and  whom  I  was  after. 

Continuing  on,  I  discovercil  a  small  schooner  standing  to  the  north- 
ward and  eiwtward.  which  I  chased  in  toward  li^iceoon  I'oint,  where 
there  weiv  two  armed  boat.--  lyiug.

In  ai-coi-danoe 
with  the  instructions  contained  in  your  eoniniunit^ation  of  tlie  ri-Hh  of 
November,  IStil,  in  ivlation  to  ucuU'hI  vessels  Itound  Lo  Muliiinui'as. 

By  reference  In  the  oi-dens  of  Commander  Swartwout  you  will  imt- 
ceivc  that  tlie  Uio  tininde  is  not  hlockaded,  as  I  observe  in  stated  in 
some  of  the  New  Orleanfs  papers. 

After  leavinf(  the  Suitli  \\  est  Pass  of  Mississippi  on  the  13th  instant. 
I  conuinirueated  with  tlie  vessels  stationed  off  tbe  other  passes  and 
learned  from  <  aptain  C'niven,  of  the  IlnHilUju  (otf  the  I'ass  il  I'CHitre), 
that  on  the  .')th  inslant  Captain  Hihourt.  coiutnandinj,''  tho  French  war 
steamer  Lnv'ilxin\  returned  from  New  Orleans  an<l  stated  to  him  tt« 
follows:  That  there  were  alnjut  ^ot>  French  stibjeeUs  at  tlnit  plaeo  who 
were  in  a  very  destitute  condition  and  were  anxious  to  j^et  away  and 
return  home;  that  they  ctnild  mi.sc  amon>;  them  but40,f>(H)  francs,  and 
that  100.000  were  necessarv  to  enable  them  to  charter  a  suitable  \-u.s.soI 
for  their  transportation;  t^at  he  should  sail  imniediatelv  for  Havana 
and  eommuuieate  with  his  (.Jovernment  to  ascertain  if  it  would  con- 
tribute the  00,000  I' nines  necessary  to  make  up  the  deticicncy,  ami  that 
ho  should  probablv  return  in  about  a  month  or  six  weeks  for  the  pur- 
pasc  of  removing  ^is  destitute  countrymen.

Ilie  relM-ls  will  probably 
endeavor  to  land  the  nrius  by  nuniing  llie  ve<.-els  iwliore,  and  it  will* 
therefore,  be  neeessarv  Ibiit  you  keep  your  IhiuIs  in  perfeeL  order  for 
service,  yeleeting  for  tlieir  erews  your  ljef*t  iin'n,  that  you  iiiay  be  able 
to  cut  off  any  vessel  that  may  attempt  to  esL-apc  by  running  ashore  or 
infcti  water  too  sboni  for  your  ship. 

If  not  already  done,  von  will  hn\e  iioardiug  nettings  fitted  as  soon 
as  poBsible;  and  shonlo  it  become  necessary  to  anchor  at  night,  keep 
(hem  triced  up;  not  less  thiui  ii  f[uarter  watch  on  deck,  or  should  the 
night  Im'  dark,  a  full  ^vateh;  h^okouts  stationed  in  various  jmrls  of  the 
ship,  batteries  ca^t  loose,  and  everything  in  readiness  for  immcdiato 
action. 

I  have  infoniiation  that  arras  have  been  packed  in  orates  to  resemble 
earthenware  and  in  paekagej*  marked  hardware,  and  that  many  devices 
have  been  resorted  to  bv  the  relicl  agent.s  abroad  for  the;  purpose  of 
conewiling  them.  It  will,  then'foiv,  be  necessary  U>  caiffully  examine 
tlie  airgoes  of  any  vessels  you  may  meet  with  approaching  our  emtst. 
In  easit  of  .sentling  in  prizes  for  adjudication,  yon  will  distribute  theni 
etjually  between  the  pi)rts  of  Ptitladelphia.  New  York,  and  Hoston, 
being  |>ai'ti4-uhir  to  eonfi^rni  lo  the  iiislruetions  coiktained  in  circular 
No.  1  lien>uitli  tran.^^mitu^d. 

Should  you  capture  any  small  ves.-^cls  not  lit  to  make  u  pas-sago  to  the 
North  you  will  send  them  to  thic*  place,  that  the  <>argoi^ti  may  bo  trans- 
ferred to  .some  s\iitablc  vessel  for  ti-anspc«rtatiou. 

You  will  keep  me  informe<l  by  every  opportunity  of  all  transactions 
of  iin|K)rtatiee.

I  regret  exceedingly  the  course  yon  have  pursued  in  regard  to  the 
Lahmn.     Vou  should  have  conformed  strictly  to  the  rulen  laid  down 
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in  reenrd  to  prizes.  The  ijapcru  sht>iil(l  Itavo  lieeii  sralpd  up  and  for- 
wartftri  to  thejiiH^of  the  l'.  S.  tlistriftcoiii-l  and  the  vq^sc]  himiI  Ui 
lino  of  the  ports  nuniod  in  vour  iristriK^lioris,  iis  thi^  onjrinof  r  urid  linv 
tncn  wiTo  Willi)));  to  pi«K'oed  upuu  tho  aauna  terms  as  tbo»o  uj^recd 
u|M)n  tn  work  hiT  to  tliis  plaic. 

You  d*»  not  (itnl*'  t'xpli»'it.ly  thnt  she  was  captured  in  our  wntors.  If 
takon  in  our  wiitf'is, nnd  it  ntn  hi>  proved,  she  is.  I  think,  a  lo^ul  nri/o, 
hut  if  in  ^I^'xit^ln  \vati!r.s.  ynu  were  wronjf  in  rapturing  her.  Wh»^n 
you  w^nd  in  u  pri/.(<  you  should  Hdiin-sp.  ii  IctfiT  to  the  district  judjfo, 
{riving  all  Ihi-  inforniiition  witli  r»'j,'Tird  to  her  riipluri'. 

Vou  request  nu'  to  send  ba^'k  your  oilieei-n  and  rrew  sent  in  charg"e 
of  the  Lttbuan.  If  I  were  to  do  so,  what  evidenee  could  he  produced 
twfoi-e  a  eourt ;  I  have  i\n  authority  to  decide  in  tho  ctUie.  ami  there 
is  hut  one  pro|M>r  eourxe  to  pursue.  Aa  nhe  lias  heeii  seized  and  sent 
here,  >*lie  iuuf*t  he  jidiudii-jited  litrforea  proper  trihunal.  I  have  there- 
fon^  oi-dered  her  to  Ne*v  York.

The  l)alann;  of  the 
cargoes  you  will  send  to  New  York  hy  the  tiist  supply  »U^ttUnu\  to  b« 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  thejtid^e  of  the  V.  S.  aiwtriut  eourt.  ttcin^ 
particular  to  write  ti>  the  judf^c  and  to  forward  proper  evideuee  that 
tho  articles  went  constituted  ixirtions  of  the  curjfocs  of  tho  (Joufcdcrato 
Hchooner  Wut-'-  and  the  Hritish  steuruer  hihniin.

Sik:  Your  commurication  of  the  18th  instant  by  the  bai'k  Midnifjht 
ha^  iH-en  received,  iu  which  von  tind  fault  with  my  «iending  the  prize 
steamer  Lahuon  to  Ship  Island.      As  my  I'eadon  for  pur»umg  iXm 
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coui'tiD  docs  not  appear  stitisfactorv  to  you.  I  will  udd  tliut  1  did  not 
fool  biiificieiit  lOiitiileiK'o  in  the  cnjrinoois,  lirt'nioii,  and  rtnil  Iiciiver:*  of 
the  L'lhuau  to  trust  tlioin  to  work  h<^r  to  Ntnv  York,  piirtirularlv  fts 
Prize  Master  HictniifiTiil  ovt'rhcjird  a  ((rnvt'Twitinn  hetween  the  cnief 
mate  and  (•hii»f  (•ii«:iiHTr,  pn-vlinis  to  ihe  Htcaiin-r.s  li'iiving'  here,  from 
whicli  he  was  satisfied  thcv  were  foniiin»j  some  phin  for  (U-ninj^rinj*-  the 
uiarhincrv  and  re<ai>turinj^  the  vi'ssi-l.  In  conswjuenct^  of  thin  dis- 
closure, f  determined  to  reUiin  the  chief  eiiy-inoor  on  Iward  of  this 
^bipand  dispatch  the  .st^'amer  to  Shij)  Island,  where  nhe  eouhl  ohtHin 
tru.st\v<;rthy  enj;incer>,  lirenicn.  and  <'oal  hea\  ers  to  work  her  to  New 
York  or  some  other  Northei-n  ]jort.  I  ^vc  verlml  orders  to  Prizo 
Master  HichrnomI,  in  case  the  inachlncry  should  he  di'ranycd.  and  he 
hhould  retpiire-  a^sisUince  on  his  |Kissa}^e  to  Slii[>  Ishmd.  to  t<Mich  at 
Galveston  or  the  month  of  llir  Mississippi,  where  tin*  ships  of  war 
iitjitioned  them  would  allord  liini  relief.  In  .seiidinj^  the  iMbnmi  to 
Ship  Island,  I  was  governed  solely  by  a  sctise  of  duty  aud  from 
motives  of  prudence. 

You  have  strangely  misunderstood  my  letter  of  the  3d  of  February 
in  several  pftrtieiilars.  In  the  lirr-t  place  yon  say  1  do  not  utato 
oxplicitiv  that  the  Lahmm  was  captured  in  our  waters.  I  am  at  a  Iosk 
to  |M'rccivc  how  1  could  express  myself  untre  clearly.  Mvlctt**ri8 
dated  olV  Roca  C'hica.  which  is  in  Texas,  us  the  chart  will  show  you. 
1  say,  "  I  found  ten  vessels  at  anchor  hero  (that  is,  olf  I^ica  Chica), 
nine  small  sailing  vessels,  and  otic  sleam  propeIh*r,  with  flu*  Kni^Hsb 
rtaj'  luiisti'd.  On  hoardiiij^  her,  she  provt^d  U\  he  the  sti':imer  L<iomm, 
which  vessel  is  nienlioned  ainon^  the  suspicious  vessels  in  tlie  list  you 
furnished  me  with."  In  the  second  pirtco.  you  say  *'  Ytm  (I)  have  erred 
m  ivtaiiiln^  any  ]Hirt  of  the  (!ari;oi's  of  the  steamer  or  schooner;  the 
whole  should  have  Im-ch  scut."  I  have  not  transferred  any  jMirt  of  tho 
cargo  of  the  /.<//>»/</«  to  this  ship,  nor  can  I  lind  it  so  stated  in  my 
letter  to  yuLi  of  the  3d  of  Kehruary.  I  informed  yon  that  I  tmns- 
ferred  some  liijuors,  tirearnis.  and  ammunition  to  this  \cssel  from  the 
eteamer.  The.se  articles  licloni^eil  to  the  olKecrs  and  the  vessel,  but 
were  no  part  of  her  earjjo.  .\s  the  ntatet  and  the  steamer'.s  crew  were 
intoxicated  and  riotous  Kcveral  times  previous  to  her  Btiiling-.  1  did  not 
Con.sider  it  i)rudent  to  leave  IhcHC  articles  on  honrii  of  her,  and  nnder 
theHp  circunistances  I  considered  mvKclf  ju.stitied  in  the  oairsc  I  pnr- 
sued.  The  .-chooner  Warf  hein^  in  u  leaky  condition,  and  iis  it  was; 
nece.ssjiry  for  thL'  jjreservation  or  her  cargo  that  it  should  he  removed 
as  soon  as  ])racticable,  1  did  not  consider  it  of  unj'  importance  where 
it  wa.s  deposited  for  safe-keeping,  so  that  it  eventually  reached  tlie 
custody  of  the  district  judge  where  the  .sehooni-r  wilt  he  tried.  I 
stjited'to  you  in  my  letter  of  the  :id  of  Fehniary  that  a  heavy  swell 
prevented Vnc  from  tnmsferring  the  whoUw)f  the  eargo  Vrelouging  to 
tlie  ir«;v  on  hoard  of  the  iMhiiati,  and  that  the  halance  I  would  take 
on  board  of  this  vessel.  I  shall  send  the  remainder  of  tlie  schouiiers 
cargo,  together  with  the  cargo  of  the  rebel  sloop  I'Mmret;  which  1 
tiiptured  off  this  anclionige  ou  the  2(Hh  instjint.  consisting  of  i;.:^  hides 
of  tohacco,  hy  the  supply  steamer  to  tlie  district  judge  at  New  York, 
and  also  the  otKcei-s  and  men  lielonging  to  the  Lmii,in^  llfuv,  and 
Ptom-ir,  as  well  jus  the  liquors,  tin^anus,  and  anunnnition  taken  from 
the  steamer  for  s:ifc-keepii)g.  In  the  third  place  you  sjiy,  *•  You  (I) 
do  not  white  in  your  (my)  communication  whether  the  small  stenmer 
referi-ed  to  wa*"  coming*  out  of  the  Kio  Orunde  or  out  of  the  Boca 


Chk«.*'  My  lettor  "w  ^nt4>d  oif  IV>ca  Chica,  and  1  siiy  as  follows: 
**A.s  wii  tt('i"(»  .•4tuiidin<j-  in  for  tliis  anchonijfi.'  (thiit  i.s  iln>  aiu'linnip'  nlT 
IVxiiC'liica)  wi^  (iiMcoviTcd  ii  miuill  wtcunHTcnming  down  t<>  the  cntniin-o 
(of  rourno  (if  \Umii  Cliit-a)  ami  lippiircntly  hoiiml  ou(  t()  llic  HtfiinuT 
Ltibtjitn,''''  As  J  iii:i(l(>  rnentiui)  <>!'  liocii  C'liifii,  and  did  Udt  allude  in 
jiny  way  to  tho  Kio  (iriindc,  I  ran  not  concvivi'  It4)\v  there  can  he  anv 
atiiliiguity  nliout  my  moaning.  However,  should  there  be  any  duubt 
in  the  mind  of  the  di,striet  judjfc  with  ivference  to  the  enti-anee  I 
alluded  to,  it  can  easily  be  dispt^lled  by  i-efcrring  to  the  ehart  and 
takitii^  the  tostimoiiy  of  the  prize  ottieers  and  crew,  Tho  ivbel  flag 
was  distinctly  seen  from  this  Htiip.  hoibted  on  dhore,  close  to  where 
tho  wmall  Hteaiiier  was. 

1  reijuested  I'rize  Ma-ster  Kiehmund  to  cull  your  attention  t»j  llu;  loj; 
iKKik  iM'luiij^inj;  t«  tho  steamer  Ltihanu,  whieli  if*  headed  "Olf  Barrn 
Santiago,"  another  iiitnie  for  iJmzos  St.  lugo  [Simtiago].  a  port  in 
Texuf!.  'I'be  log^  book  of  the  steamer,  therefore,  enDdenin>t  her,  as  sbe 
wa«  lying  oil  the  Texan  territoiy  when  who  roccived  the  cotton  on 
Itoard  and  which  came  from  a  Texan  ]K)rt.  I  am  |H'rfeetly  satlslied 
tliut  .she  violated  thB  blockade  and  in  u  lepil  prize;  but  should  it  Iw 
d«!ided  otherwise  by  the  diwtriet  court,  then  the  bloekading  nf  this 
part  of  the  co)i.st  of  'I  exas  is  a  mere  farce,  and  the  sooner  it  is  atiandoned 
the  better  for  the  ere<iitof  the  Ciovenunrnt.  I  say  In  nty  letter  of  the 
:jd  <>f  Februiirv,  "  I  Hhall  be  gbul  t<i  h:iye  the  otijeer.-*  :ind  prize  crew 
hent  Iwek  to  this  ship  a.**  ^^mw  as  iinicticablc.  us  ibe  loss  of  tbeni 
weakens  my  i-rew  very  inuelr.''  I  ditL  not  mean  by  this  request  that  1 
cx|M'eted  you  to  .send  Imek  all  the  oUJcers  and  ci"ow  from  Ship  Island. 
hut  I  was  ill  h<»jM>M  tliatMr.  Wichmond  and  a  large  portion  of  the  erew 
would  have  Iwen  returnt'd  to  me,  as  Master's  Jiute  Heck  and  three  or 
four  of  the  prize  crew  would  have  been  witnesses  enough,  and  more 
than  tlie  law  n^quires,  to  give  testimony  in  the  ease  of  the  Lalnutn. 
On  the  sth  instant,  during  a  norther,  tlie  prize  schoonor  \\\t»'f  got 
adrift  and  ran  intoour  tirst  eutter,  knoekiiiga  hole  into  her  and  swamp- 
ing her.  On  the  IHh  instiuit.  in  the  midst  of  the  gale,  the  launch 
returned  from  iin  expedition  to  the  northward,  where  !<ho  hud  been  dis- 
patched previous  to  the  commeuceaicnt  of  tho  norther,  and  anchored 
ast^'ru  of  thif}  ship. 

There  was  such  a  heavy  sea  on  that  wo  were  obliged  to  haul  the  crew 
on  l>oiird  over  the  stern  ni  l)owline«.  I  micceeded,  after  a  great  deal 
of  difliculty,  in  getting  a  hawser  attached  to  the  launch  as  a  tow  line, 
but  l>et"ore  the  gale  subsided,  which  was  a  very  severe  one,  she  broke 
loose  and  capsized,  drifting  out  to  hcji.  A  few  day.s  after  she  wiia 
towed  into  this  anchorage  i)y  a  mei-chunt  ve**el  and  restored  to  this 
ship,  although  I  regret  to  state  that  tho  Itoat  howitzer,  auuuunitlcm, 
ana  some  twenty  pistols  and  cutlasses  were  lost  wht'ii  the  lauin-h  cap- 
riiztnl.  The  luuiurh  was  eonsldcrabiy  injun^d  during  the  gale  and  will 
require  extensive  repaiis,  which  it  will  take  some  time  to  accompli.sh, 
a.s  I  have  but  two  oirpentei's  on  board,  and  they  aix?  constantly  at  work 
repairing  defects  ahout  the  ship  which  should  have  been  attencled  to 
(jofore  sIio  left  the  IVrtsmouth  yard.  The  i-ommander  of  tho  bark 
Midiilifht  informs  me  that  vou  expect  me  to  till  up  with  water  from 
the  mouth  of  the  Uio  Grande.  This  is  not  practlcalde,  and  if  it  were 
1  filiould  have  a  large  T>ortion  of  my  crew  on  the  sick  list  from  dysen- 
tery and  diarrhica.  Captain  Kittredgt^  of  the  tiark  Arf/iro\  who  was 
for  Hevvral  years  trading  along  the  coast  uf  Texas,  in  coumiand  of  a 
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sk'ttiner  from  (ialvej*l«ii  to  tli4»  Uio  (iniiidc.  and  in  ixirfctrtlv  fainiliiir 
wilii  this  |Kiil  of  the  foiist,  iiifoniis  iiie  ttutt  it  i«  nn-ossurv  to  pro<-c<ed 
HOiiH'  (li>ljiiin'  up  liio  Kio  ( inLiidr  In-foro  f re».h  u;it<-r  tit  t*^  <ltiuK  «-an  l>e 
obtiiiih-d.  and  lliut  tlir  iim'  of  it  is  V(;rv  iiijuiinii.s  (o  tliuM'  iiol  arcusi- 
tonu'd  to  it.  Tlii»  wliip  can  not  with  NatVty  uiu-hor  iiuicli  iiwim*  limn 
4  iiiili'N  from  the  .sliorr,  and  to  ^piid  our  Ijnut^  up  the  river,  or  even 
over  the  Imr.  would  hv  rortulii  destruction  to  them,  as  there  arc  cannon 
mounted  hy  tlie  relwi-ls  at  the  mouth  of  the  Uio  G  nmtio  eapahle  of  sink- 
iii)f  any  Iwats  that  may  attempt  to  ci-ass  the  lw.r.  I  consider  it  my 
duty  to  inform  you  of  tneso  facts,  and  if  you  still  insist  uiMin  my  water- 
ing at  tho  Rio  Grande,  1  \v'ill,  of  course,  make  the  effort,  let  the  eon- 
sequenecs  bo  what  they  may.  I  have  water  enough  to  la'it  about  i*evoa 
weekt*.  and  in  the  couive  of  a  month  it  will  lie  neei\ssiiry  for  mc  to 
obtain  water  somewhere.  Will  you  ])Iease  inform  uio.  in  llu'  uimntime 
where  vou  int.end  1  shall  proeuri'  waii-rJ  The  rebi-ls  have  tHH^-n  seen 
from  ifiis  ship  tirinjif  sliell  from  the  [ucmtli  of  the  liio  tlr.inde,  appir- 
cntlv  Kt  a  tar;5et.  I  have  fteen  informed  recently  by  jt  y;entli'nmn  of 
inteni<riiii(-i>,  inut  who  a|]|>ears  to  l>e  familiar  with  tliis  fKirt  of  the  eoiist 
iiiul  the  northern  co:lsI  of  AU'xie*),  tliat  the  only  place  wlien*  we  e^n 
water  ship  with  safely  williin  a  convenient  distance  is  the  Kio  dc  San 
Fernando,  o  d'l  Ti^'re.  Tiiis  is  a  river  on  tiie  coa.st  oi  Mexico,  aUnit 
40milei<to  the  southward  of  our  present  anchorage,  lie  rcpresi-nls. 
the  water  ay  In-in^  jjood  and  the  ri\er  very  aeeej^sible.  Should  bis 
tftatemont  prove  to  be  correct  the  bark  Mldiu'ijht  and  this  vessel,  by 
relieving  each  other,  could  \(}y\  readily  wat^T  fmm  the  river  alluded 
to,  and  without  leavinp  this  ]iart  of  the  cosust  imblockadcil.  Enclosed 
you  will  lintl  niontlily  reports  fii)iii  the  surjieon,  master,  iind  a^ssistant 
{layuiaster.  in  compliance  with  your  peneral  instructionn.  You  will 
find  lierewith  enclosed  tabular  returns  of  veswids  boaixled  siuco  we 
Hailed  front  Shijv  Islan<l.  in  <'omplinnce  with  your  instructions.

rrt  of  Malauioi-us,  consipued  lo  Mejers.  Droijjfi:,  Oetling  (orOrtliiig] 
Co.,  of  this  plaCL'. 

The  Luhnnn  arrivt'd  here  aI*out  the  lt.t  of  .January,  aud  uot  lieiiig 
able  to  vYo^s  the  Uir  of  the  Kio  Grande,  which  affords  an  entry  only 
to  very  lijfht-draft  vcskoIs.  she  anchored  off  the  mouth  of  the  river  oil 
the  open  road.HU.iul  ivhicli  eonstiluteH  the  jwrt  of  Matainora-H. 

The  rejfisti»r  and  ship's  artir-Ies  wei-e  duly  ili'itosjted  in  this  vice- 
consulate  and  a  re<'eipi  ^nven  for  the  Kanie,  sent  on  l>oard. 

The  .ship  and  cargo  were  entered  and  diticharged  cornfonnable  lo  the 
regtiiationw  of  thii*  Mexican  port,  and  iieing  destined  lo  i-etura  to 
Ilaviuia,  the  veswd  wiks  deanyf  here  for  sniil  |H>rt  with  a  car^o  of  *-ot- 
ton  and  Hpreie,  with  the  usual  d<K-uinenLs  from  the  ciwlom-house,  the 
SjKiriish  vire-conKuhili',  und  of  this  office  on  the  :i4th  of  January. 

t'ai>tain  Hamnliaw  having  prorj*edwl  from  tliiM  place  to  the  mouth 
of  the  Kio  (irande.  with  nil  d(Kninienl.s  for  hiH  i^hip  and  eurgo.  and  a 
part  of  the  hiltcr  for  ^hipment  on  hoani  hi.s  ves.sel.  wasdetaiiu^d  there- 
witli  in^iide  the  river  Ijar  on  account  of  continu«Hl  Iciupetituous  wesither. 

Uurinc  thi.s  forced  delay  Captain  Haui^haw  and  the  sii|x?rcai^o. 
Mr.  J.  tookc,  who  likewise  wait  on  shore,  witne^^ed  the  arrival  of  a 
man-of-war.  liuppwted  to  he  the  I'.  S.  sloop  Purt^^mouth,  who eiu*l  anchor 
ata»hort  distance  from  the  Z^f//»«r/*,  alternattily  showing  French  and 
American  colors.  On  the  same  day  of  herarrival,  the  I'-t  of  Fehniary. 
»  crew  from  the  same  boarded  thi*  Lahuau^  lowered  lier  coloj-s,  which 
all  the  limi-  previtiiLs  had  Immmi  clisplaye<l,  reiin)ved  her  from  her 
uiiKirings  to  where  tlie  fonner  lay.  and  transshii)iK»d  the  cargo  of  a 
prize  Hchooner  on  Ixjard  tlie  iMhatin. 

On  the  morning  of  (he  4th  instant  the  L^mnn  had  disap|M^red. 

Captain  Ilamsliaw,  who  meatntinie  had  made  iuetfcctual  attempt.s  to 
reach  his  ve.ssel,  prevented  by  the  unremitting  stonny  weather  and 
later  by  the  imiwissibilily  to  prfKnii-e  anyUKly  to  accompany  him,  -im-e 
a  panic  hud  seizeil  the  ]>e<«)le  who  witne.ssed  the  scene,  infttrmed  uiu  on 
the  Jth  instant  <»f  v,  hut  Inid  biken  plure  and  solicitiKi  my  intervention. 

I  tliiit  siune  duv  went  to  the  mnutli  of  thi*  river  and.  the  sea  happily 
ha\  iiigealuicda  little,  after  nmcb  trouble  succeeded  in  obtuining  a  noat 
to  take  mti  over  the  river  bur.  On  the  morning  of  tlie  r>th  in>trtnt  1 
went  on  I»oai*d  the  nian-of>v!tr.  who.  on  nenring  ln-r.  hoi^tinl  French 
colors. 

I  introduriKl  myself  to  the  eonimaiid<T  a-*  her  Majesty's  vieo-consul 
from  MatamoniA,  and  being  infonned  by  him  thai  hi.^  mime  was  S. 


SwartwoHt  ami  tlisit  of  l^i^  vrssc]  tlif  I'.  S.  h1(K)J)  of  war  Porfm/t/mth, 
itM|iii'st<'<l  him  to  int'iirm  iiic  of  Ihr  icaMonK  that  iiiij.'-ht  have  motived 
the  cxtnior(iinaryi>r<H'i'tHliiie  which  had  boen  witnessed  from  tho  }*horc. 
Hi-*  answor  w:i.-i  that  he  had  no  oxijlanatioii  to  jrivo  me,  that  he  had 
seized  the  Liihuan  and  dispatched  her  with  a  prize  erew.  and  that  the 
iiMisoiiM  therefor  would  bo  made  known  before  tlieeoni|)Ot<'tit  tribunul. 
On  my  in.sisiirif|r  to  h'jini  the  eausc  therefor  1  was  informed  tliut  the 
Zi/fnto/i  had  violated  tlie  hh>ekade  by  loading  cotton  from  Texas, 
broufflit  un  board  by  a  reb<'i  st^^uuicr,  thereby  j^ivinj^  aid  and  eontfort 
to  the  enemy. 

On  my  exntainiii;.''  how  the  cotton  had  boen  dispntehed  from  MatJi- 
n)(M-)i>4  and  llial  (he  I^ahntin  lay  In  the  neutral  port  of  Matamonts,  tbo 
eommiuuhr  airsweri'd  that  he  did  not  earo,  tlmt  lie  knew  that  tho  cot- 
ton had  eome  from  Texa*.  that  Mataniom-s  had  no  port.  ()i»t  "  he 
would  not  be  fooled,"  but  neize  all  cotton  and  every  vessel  carrying- 
cotton  and  violatitijf  the  l)lo.ekado,  and  tliat  he  woulu  even  seize  a  ves- 
sel in  Tanipieo.  if  cotton  weiT  found  on  board,  and  ho  knew  it  to  be 
fiYJin  Texas. 

I  thereon  informed  tho  commander  (hat  I  most  forinallv  protested 
ajrainst  the  wlude  act,  ;is  an  outrage  to  the  British  \\:\.^  anil  on  British 
iirotH'rly^  wh<'reon  he  with  jfrent  mipatiencc  iiitiMTUpted  me,  -ayiny^ 
I  mijrht  protest  iis  nmch  as  I  chose,  that  he  had  n()tninj,''  more  to  do 
with  tlie  matter,  and  that  it  now  was  left  t"  llic  civil  authorities  to 
decide  whether  tho  vessel  had  been  rij^htlv  or  wronjrly  scizwl. 

l)urin}jr  the  f^ub^equont  oonversiLtion,  which  1  thoujrht  it  prudent  to 
carry  on  iti  the  interest  of  several  other  vessels  lyinj^  in  the  same  i>i»rt 
of  Matanionvs,  and  after  bL'inj^  invariably  refu.scd  an  explanatoiy 
answer  to  all  my  (p)i'><tions  in  the  Ite^inninj,'.  1  was  tohl  that  all  tho 
sftid  vc^^JeLs  would  be  seized  if  iJiey  attempted  t<j  violate  the  blockade 
or  carried  contraband  of  war.  that*  neither  the  ht^mnn  nor  any  of  the 
other  vessel!J  lay  in  Moxleau  waters,  that  no  papor«  whatt<oevor  had 
lioen  found  on  board  (he  LnhwDi^  which  aswurance  was,  however,  con- 
tnidieted  by  a  Tniled  States  otfiecr  who  was  ^iresent  and  admitted  tliat 
a  receipt  of  mine  for  the  shi])'s  papcris  depositi'd  at  my  otKco  liiid  Itcen 
found;  when-on  {\»>  (-tnnmandcr  aris\v{Mi'<i  thai  he  did  not  care  for 
my  rcceijit.  I  further  learned  thai  the  Luhmin  would  1«*  tried  either  at 
Now  York.  Boston,  or  Philadelphia.  aUhoii^jh  rtiy  iinpi-ession  is  that 
she  will  he  .scut  t«.»  Key  West,  that  he  liad  taken  out  her  i-rew  witli 
tho  exception  of  10  men.  which  he  had  sent  olf  on  her,  and  tliat  by  (trst 
opi)ortunity  he  would  dispatch  those  rcmaininj^,  and  that  had  he  found 
the  captain  and  superwiij^o  on  board  the.  Labium  ho  would  huvc  bikcn 
both  as  prisoners  of  war. 

Thus  it  happens  that  the  British  .•'teamer  Lnhuan  cominfjf  mm  Havana 
entered  atidcleai'ed  at  the  iKntof  IVlatuuioras.and  whilst  at  anchor  in  tho 
said  poll,  takit)};^  in  a  cargro  of  cotton,  duly  dispatclied  by  tlie  Mexican 
custom-hous*:',  which  cotton  had  l>een  bnupbt  of  Mexican  merchants  of 
this  jtlace  for  ae*'ount  of  British  and  .Spanish  subjects,  and  slsipped  as 
such  for  a  neutnil  port,  was  boarded  by  a  rnited  States  man-of-war, 
rentovcd  hv  the  same  from  her  moorinj^s,  and  placed  within  mngo  of 
her  puns,  that  the  cargo  of  a  prize  schooner  was  transshipped  on  Iioard 
the  l^thiiiiii,  iM*  was  acknowledj;ed  by  the  coiuniander.  and  that  without 
awaiting;  the  captain  and  the  documents  for  tlii>  ship  and  carjro.  and 
U-fore  the  latter  niuld  be  com[det4<{l,  tiie  hihunn  wits  dispatched  with 
a  [H'izi;  crew  under  the  plea  of  her  having'  viulatitd  the  bluckado. 
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Allow  nu'  tosuitc  timt  up  to  the  1st  of  this  month  uf  Febniaiy,  when 
tht'  I't^rtMuiouth  first  upiietirod  uff  the  mouth  of  the  Kio  (Jraudc,  noithor

J'ortifiii»*"th  arrived  olf  the  niondi  of  the  Uiu  (irundo  on  tlm  Istiif  Feb- 
ruary and  atpturetl  the  British  steamer  Lnhnan  of  Hull,  \s\x\\v  ut 
nnebor  ia  Mexican  waters,  taking  in  a  |>erfectly  legal  cargo. 


In  ciJn.stMiiHMire.  of  tin"  sl]iLlluwiii\s.s  of  tlieyiitii'in'i'  of  llic  Rio  (Jmiidc, 
only  vwHsels  of  vcrv  stnull  dniil  can  j)HM'ecd  up  tin-  rixxT  to  MatA- 
oruK.  The  port  i^  therefore  coiisidcrrd  to  extend  to  the  open  rood- 
sti'nd  off  tlic  inatith  of  the  riviM". 

It  doos  not  iip()Oftr  that  any  acvusntioii  ajfuintst  the  Lalmnn  of  an 
attompt  to  brortK  thi:  blockade  wit-s  nmdo  \*\  thi^  niptjun  fif  the  I\>rt*- 
vwutfi,  and  as  no  Tidted  States  vessel  war?  off  tho  Uio  finindoat  the 
timc  of  the  avnval  of  tho  LoboJiu  Ihci-f  W(»iil<l  anpnar  to  havn  Ixh'H  no 
Ipjockade,  even  had  .such  an  at-tiisalion  Ih-imi  rnade,  litii  as  I  h:ive  Miid 
alK>vo,tho  niptuii'HCMMiiH  not  tc>  iiji\c  tui-ncd  on  thi't[U('stk)nof  wlielher 
tho  vessel  was  jjuilty  "f  a  breaoh  of  lihRkiulc,  but  to  have  Iwen  tuade 
on  the  grounds„tirst,thttt  the  lAiinmn  was  loading  witii  eotton,  the  pro- 
duce of  a  Soutliern  State,  and  set^^tnd,  that  this  caiyo  had  been  takea 
aloiijf.side  in  a  vessel  carrviiig  (he  f*o-caUed  Confederate  tlayf. 

I  have  little  doi]}>t  that  y<»u  will  aj|;nH'  with  ine  lliat  if  the  Ijdnum 
iri  proved  to  Iiave  Imm-ii  in  ii  iiculral  piirt.  tbe  captJiiii  of  the  l*(rrtKiiumlh 
act<'d  iliej^iilly  ipi  b<)ardinj;  her,  or  interfering  wiltj  her  in  any  way 
whatever,  and  as  little  had  he  the  rij^lit  to  emiuin'  into  the  nature  of 
her  earj^o;  the  Ijif"ion  lay  in  the  territory  of  a  neiitnil  and  friendly 
nation,  subject  to  the  laws  of  that  nation,  and  no  United  States  officer 
or  other  forcig-ner  had  a  ri^ht  to  any  jurisdiction  whatever  within  the 
bounds  of  that  neutral  territory. 

If  the  vire-eonRurs  statement  he  correct,  tlie  captain  of  the  Jhrfn- 
m'mth  pi"ocoede*l  into  the  Mexican  port  of  Matanioras  and  there  caj)- 
tured  the  British  ship  Lahmm.,  \n  detianee  alike  of  Mexiwin  and 
inU:rnationiil  law. 

It  further  seems  from  the  t^tatemenl  contained  in  the  vire-consupH 
letter  that  the  »-!iptnin  of  the  /*i>/'('^;*('''/f/^/j  alli'fjed  that  t lip  I.'ihaun.  had 
violated  the  bloi:ka(le  l>y  luadinjj  <-olh)n  from 'IN'xas,  wlneli  cotton  was 
brouj^-ht  alongside  Iiy  a  vessel  under  the  so-called  t'onftKlemte  \\i\.^. 

It  seems  ahnost  superfluous  to  notice  this  aeens:itioii  tif  breach  of 
bltK-kadc.  A  neutral  vessel,  niakintj  a  lepal  voyu^je,  to  a  neutnil  (wrt, 
may  certjiinly  1m>  Iiulen  with  any  nirgo  that  can  be  proeured  at  that 
jiort.  and  if  she  is  cleared  for  iinotlier  neutral  jiort  no  Iicllipivrent  has 
a  rijfht  to  inlerl'ei-e  with  that  lepd  vova^fc  upon  tin-  pretense  that  her 
carjfo  is  the  produce  of  the  nation  witK  whien  he  is  at  war,  and  ivs  lit- 
tle ritjht  has  any  bellij^j'n'nt  to  niise  a  question  on  the  natioiiality  of 
the  vessel  employed  to  brinjj  tin?  ejir^'o  alon^iih-.  whiles  in  the  neutml 
port. 

I  Iie^  f.irther  to  brinjf  to  your  notice  that  even  supiMisinj,'  the  [.aJnuin 
to  have  lK*en  captured  at  si-a  u|K»n  a  pi-rfectly  Irjral  charge,  until  that 
charjro  wa^  proved  U'foi-e  a  competent  court,  tho  vessel  could  only  be 
considered  as  suspected,  not  condemned,  and  therefore  the  captain  of 
tlm  Ihrtmmmlh  had  no  rij^'ht  whatever  to  tmnsslnp  tho  car^o  of  any 
other  prize  vessel  on  board  this  British  ship,  or  to  make  use  of  her  in 
any  way  fi»r  his  behoof  or  convenieuee,  which  he  is  aecused  of  ha\  Ing 
done.  Supposing  the  statement  nut  before  nic  to  I>c  a  correct  one,  I 
think  there  can  not  be  a  doul>t  that  the  capture  was  entirely  illcjral. 
We  .■shall  however  prol>iil>!y  very  s^kmi  heai"  the  decision  come  t<t  on  it 
in  the  I'nited  .States  court,  and.  in  the  meantime.  I  trust  you  will  unite 
with  ine  in  irivinjr  nucIi  orders  to  the  rapbiins  and  coimitandprs  of  our 
r(W|jective  scpuulrons  as  will  as  fsir  :ls  jKJssihle  tend  to  suppress  all 
V(^xaliouH  and  irritatinir  questions  by  a  strict  adherence  on  both  sides 
to  international  law.

S.  sloop  of  war  PorfyjiUfutfi  ulT  the  Kin  (inLiide  and  your  gt.'neral 
ohticrvfttion.s  in  relutioii  to  the  Woekadi'  of  that  river  hy  4>ur  erui^ers, 
and  in  reply  1  have  lo  state  that  the  afore.saiil  isu*e  of  the  l/ii^tMii 
occurred  previous  to  m^'  assuming  command  of  this  squadron,  and 
had  Hcon  referred  to  my  prcdccesfior,  Flujr-Otiieer  MeKean,  and  to 
the  United  Statei*  eoiirtj;  for  decision.  What  that  dwision  has  hocn  I 
am  Htill  i^noiant.  hut  I  hii^e  ati  ahidini;  confideiiee  in  our  judiciary, 
and  helievc  that  it  will  ho  In  strict  uec«jrdance  with  the  law  of  nations. 
Vou,  commodore,  arc  as  well  aware  us  myself  that  it  is  extremely  difli- 
cult  to  prevent  the  abuse  of  the  national  flajf  by  those  whose  only  object 
is  (r»in. 

^\'c  have  from  time  to  time  well  authenticated  accounts  of  vessels 
Httinjjnut  in  F.urnjM^an  and  West  Indian  ports  for  the  express  puTpos© 
of  running' our  hloekaile.  WosonielinicM  vntvh  them;  sometimes  fail  to 
find  lej^il  evidence  of  their  fraud;  hut  ul  others  we  lind  it  (-onclusive. 
The  iiistruetioiiH  of  my  (Joverninetit,  and  eonsecjuently  mine  (o  the 
officers  under  my  comniund.  are  (o  iriterfere  as  little  tis  possible  with 
the  h'gitimatecoiuinerci^of  neutrals;  hiil,  wliere  there  is  so  ruueh  fraud, 
it  is  incumlieiit  upim  us  to  avail  ouiNclves  of  the  rii^hls  vouchsafed  to 
Us  by  the  law  of  nations  and  enforce  the  I»clli>,'erent  ri^litof  vi-*itntion 
and  search  for  the  purpose  of  nst-erlainin^  the  true  charai-ti*r  of  vessels 
and  tiieir  carj^'m's  when  found  under  suspicious  circinnstaiices  upon  oiir 
blockaded  coast.  This  is  all  we  intend  to  do,  ami  until  some  strong 
evidenco  of  fnmd  is  found  it  is  not  the  wish  of  either  the  (iovermiient 
or  myself  that  any  annoyances  or  iniHuiveniencea  should  1h^  felt  by  the 
neutral  from  our  exactions.  You  may  not  be  aware,  commodore,  of 
the  extent  of  those  fmuds;  they  are  not  us  a  j;oncral  thin*;  practiced 
in  Europe,  but  they  are  the  acts  of  citizens  of  the  Southern  States  id 
collusion  with  Uritish  subjects,  l»oth  in  the  Southern  States  and  in  the 
West  Indies,  bv  fraudulent  sales  and  tninsfers  of  |»ni]ierty  from  one 
pirly  to  the  other  to  avoid  seizure  when  attempting  to  r«n  the  block- 
lule,  and  by  taking  nut  fake  pa[)or8  professing  to  be  consular  certiticatea

'I'hc  Freuch  .ste^n  corvette  Lttvtnuirr,  Captain  Kibourt,  is  now 
anchored  off  the  Pass  a  FOutre.  her  commander  having  proceeded  to 
New  Orleans  for  the  purpose  of  making  the  prejjai-atorj' arrangements 
for  the  removal  of  his  countrymen  and  their  fanulies.  'l  ha\*e  informed 
Captain  Ribourt  that  the  proposed  arningenu'Tit  nnist  be  carried  into 
effect  at  this  Pas«,  and  Captain  I?aihn',  of  the  (\)lwadiu  has  iM'en 
instrtu'14'd  to  afford  him  c\  cry  fiu-.iUty  in  the  execution  of  his  niission, 
but  at  till-  sjinic  time  to  adlicrc  stru-tly  lo  the  instructions  cemtaincdin 
the  letter  of  the  honorable  St-cretaiy  of  SIjUo  as  to  the  manner  in 
which  the  removal  is  to  be  effected.

Sib:  In  olwdicnce  to  \'our  order  of  the  24th  ultimo  I  proeocdcd 
from  Ship  Island  to  the  auehorago  off  Mobile,  and  ou  the  'Ibih,  having 
received  from  i\iQ.  P'4otiuu\  Captain  Powell,  comnuuiding,  a  ao-iwunder 
rilled  fi-un,  relieved  that  vessel  in  the  blockade  of  Mobile,  when  Captaia 
Powell  sailed  for  Vera  Cruz. 

On  the  31st  ultimo  I  rct^eivod  your  order  to  proceed  to  this  station 
so  soon  att  the  Stmf.k  Varalina  and  Itaj^-tn  should  report  to  me.  The 
South  fMroUna  relieved  the  U.  It.  Vuyl*r  on  the  1st  instant. 

The  ft<iitca  arrived  off  Mobile  on  the  2d  instant,  and  ou  the  evening 
of  that  day  I  arrived  and  tinchored  off  the  Puss  ii  I'Outiw 

During  uiy  stay  off  Mobile  nfithing  woithy  of  note  occurred,  except 
that  one  or  two  rebel  Hteaniei^j  appeai-ed  to  be  quite  busy  at  times, 
paKsing  I)etween  forts  Morgan  and  (Jaines. 

On  my  arrival  at  this  place  I  found  the  U.  S.  steamers  Mercediia 
and  Wimmu  and  the  French  war  steauier  iMvolnhr  at  anchor.  On  the 
Sd  instant  I  sent  tlie  Wimma  down  to  the  South  Kast  Pass.  On  the  4th 
instant  the  I'.  S.  brig  Bnhio  passed  on  her  way  to  Galveston.  On  the 
fith  tbe  U.  S.  hark  J.  L.  JJuvIm,  ivtnii  Phihulelphiu,  and  the  steam 
transport  from  the  southward  arrived  and  anrhored  lirre.  Kn>m  the 
Comuidicui  I  received,  for  our  SO-pouuder  rifled  guu,  100  unloaded 
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nhells  without  Uizea.     Tlio  t&ttcr  \'ei49cl  left  un  the  mhuic  day  for  Ship 
lelajid. 

I  sent  hoiiii'  hy  the  Ckmntxttc^tt  three  invalids,  viz.  Alfred  Gatcht'll 
and  .lolin  Uowo,  sniimoii.  uiid  Duvid  Quinn,  marine. 

Oh  tlu'  7lh  thr  V .  ,S.  \n\vk  MUinu/ftt  passed  on  luT  way  up  to  Ship 
island  for  tlu'  purpose  of  rt'pairin^  her  foremast. 

On  tiie  13th  t)ie  I'.  JS.  jfunl^oat  K'tiuncha  arrive<l  here  and  reported 
that  she  was  in  senrch  of  the  Hiig-otiirpr  commanding  the  west^-rn  divi- 
sion of  the  Gulf  Simidron.  1  ordered  her  to  proceed  to  Ship  Inland 
as  >ieing  the  most  likely  i)Iuce  lo  fall  in  with  the  Ihirtffivd. 

On  the  5tli  instant  1  railed  on  hoard  the  French  }^unlK>at  lAii-^tixi^er 
and  Iciirned  from  her  conminnder,  who  hnd  jiwt  returned  from  New 
Orleans,  that  there  were  about  :i5('  French  !subje('ts  at  that,  placi-  who 
were  in  a  very  destitute  condit'um  and  wen^  anxious  to  jret  away  and 
return  home;  that  they  could  raise  amonjjst  [them]  but  40.niio  fmiu's. 
and  that  100,000  francs  were  nece^sar}'  to  enable  them]  to  i-hiirter  a 
Huitable  vessel  for  thetr  trans]K)rtation;  that  he  >«hnuld  sail  inimcdiiUcly 
for  Havana  and  rcamnunirate  with  his  (Jovernment  lo  ]L«r4'rtaiii  if  it 
would  contribute  the  (lo.Oi  KJ  francs  ueceHhary  to  make  u[9  the  de(:cieuey, 
and  that  he  should  p^o^>ably  return  liere,  or  off  the  South  West  Pass, 
in  about  a  month  or  six  weeks  for  the  purpose  of  removing  his  destitute 
oountrymen. 

The  only  other  information  that  1  could  gain  from  him  was  that 
prices  for  the  necessaries  of  life  at  New  Orleans  were  excessively  high.

Since  my  ''tay  at  thin  station  the  weather  has  been,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  one  or  two  days,  exceedingly  disagreeable  and  foggy.  We  have 
been  unable  to  discover  any  important  movements  on  the  part  of  the 
re  bells.

Sir:  On  onqtiiry  I  fiiul  there  w  notliinff  U>  lie  obtaitif*!  from  tlic  ves- 
sels now  b(*r»^  in(lud"'<l  in  th«  rc(|uisiticins  J  yOhU'iilay  Jiuhmittod  to  vou, 
neither  fluehoi'»,  huwsers,  jfunner'.s  stores,  sumll  unn^^.  nor  other  articles 
which  ai-o  imperatively  nei-essary  for  a  vessel  to  have  in  order  to  do 
good  sen-ice.  The  raajritzine  is  open,  and,  not  beiug  lined,  is  damp  and 
lull  of  rat  holes.  Of  belts  and  cartridgt^  Iwxcs  none  were  ever  fur- 
nished at  the  navy  yard,  and.  in  event  of  an  accident  to  the  vesHcl,  by 
runninij  ashore  or  being  wrecked  at  sea,  the  ship's  eoiupany  must  be 
in<'vitanlv  lost,  as  wo  have  no  boats  to  siivc  them.

I  would  not  have  the,  Hcn  ice,  the  Mhip.  or  myself  di.scrared  throuj^h 
the  ufL'lijren<t'  of  the  Ordnauce  Department  or  the  oluc-ers  bring-ing- 
the  whip  out. 

I  seud  eiurloM?:d  the  requisitions,  and  you  can  judge  of  the  ship's  wants 
and  her  capaVjilities  for  ser%'ice. 

No  officer  can  do  proper  service  with  a  vessel  in  the  condition  this 
one  i.s  at  pi-esent,  and  1  would  respectfully  urge  her  Iwing  sent  to  some 
port  whei"c  she  may  obtain  whatwdl  place  her  in  a  serviceable  t-ondition.

giving  tho  details  of  that  affiiir.  The  sloop  formerly  named  Atlanta

eharj;e  of  Actinjjr  Master  A.  Weston  for  the  reason  ttmt  the  ■weather 
thti  iwist  few  days  having  heen  very  stormy,  I  fear  tho  J?/ww/<f  iMfand 
ha.s  ffone  hy  this  port  without  <itf)pping.  in  which  case  there  would  be 
no  opportunitj'  ot  eonuimnii-atinp  with  you  for  nearly  a  month.

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  acoorHance  with  your  orders 
I  left  this  ve»6cl  on  Mouda;.'.  tho  ITtb  instant,  with  the  sloop  Jlary 


ir  >iecond  cuttor  in  tow,  and  the  following  persons:  Mr.  G( 
A.  Faxnn,  suivoon's  litowurd;  Mr.  J.  K.  Wliitohnrst,  tho  Union  refu- 
gee; and  10  acMitionul  picked  men,  well  iirniod.  My  intention  was  to 
finH-eed  innnediateh-  to  Clearwiiler  Way  fllarhor],  .stn]tpinjr  nt  Mr. 
Jirard's  Iioukp,  which  is  siiiiated  :i)iuut  one-half  tlie  distam  e  tliere.  to 
eGciire  his  rfcrvicej*  hh  a  jiiUit. 

At  6:30  1).  m.  1  reached  Hayes  PaMi,  near  the  hoiitic  of  Mr.  Girard, 
btil  on  atrount  of  the  heavy  surf,  which  prcventxHl  n  hindin^,  waH 
compelled  to  await  daylights. 

By  12  ni.  of  tho  folfowing  day  1  succeeded  in  obtaining  Mr.  (rirjird, 
ftnd  immediately  got  underway  for  Clearwater  Bay,  off  whif-li  I  arrived 
»t  about  5:4.5  p.  in.  and  hotxted  a  rphel  fliig,  that  my  object  in  eoniiug 
there  might  not  be  su.spected  hy  tb«  people  on  shore. 

In  standing  into  the  cliannel,  whidi  is  very  narrow  and  extn^moly 
difiicuU  of  access,  except  to  it  perst»n  who  is  well  lu-ijuaintcd  with  tho 
pai««igc,  the  mUkjo  grounded,  iixsd  it  being  ebb  lidc  and  nipidly  falling 
dark,  1  left  Mr.  Fuxou.  Mr.  Whitelau-st,  and  one  myu  in  her,  and  with 
the  remainder  in  the  second  cutter  pi-oeeeded  into  the  bay.  I  found 
there  at  anchor  the  schooner  Sj>itfrt,  of  Cloanvater;  tho  sloop  AtlmttUy 
of  Cedar  Keys,  and  cither  in  tte  employ  of  or  owned  by  the  rebel 
Government;  and  the  sloop  Carclhu,  of  fiayport.  There  was  no  per- 
son on  board  either  of  the  vessels,  and  I  captured  them  without  diffi- 
culty. A-K  soon  as  I  had  got  my  men  distributed  on  them,  T  got  them 
all  underway  and  proceeded  to  sea.  In  going  out  of  the  !my  tlio  .S^f*V- 
fire  aiul  Athtntu  grounded,  but  were  got  *til"  at  the  next  high  ti<le  with- 
out injury.  By  ti  a.  ul  all  the  vessels  were  out  clear  and  j>r(K'eeding 
down  the  coa^t  with  a  fair  wind,  the  Mary  JVevis  having  Ijccii  got  afloat 
by  those  I  left  on  her  the  previous  night. 

At  10  a.  m.  Wednesday  1  airived  at  Rayes  Pass,  and  the  wind  having 
increased  into  a  fresh  gale,  with  a  very  rough  sea,  T  took  the  vessels 
in  for  siifety. 

The  J/an/  Alw*  gi'onndwl  in  going  in,  which  nuised  her  to  leak 
badly.  After  anchoring  inside,  and  mooring  the.  x'essels  togetlior,  I 
landed  Mr.  ( iinird,  the  pilot,  and  at  -t  [>.  m.  t^iok  olT  Mr.  \Vhit«hurst's 
family  (consisting  of  K  ijersons).  one  Spaniard,  and  a  man  by  the  name 
of  Arnold,  a  violent  secessiorii.st.  whom  I  took  prisoner  while  he  was 
spying  round  Mr.  Ginird's  house.  During  all  of  Thursday  we  had 
strong  gales  from  the  soutliward.  with  a  very  heavy  sea,  rendering  it, 
dangerous  to  muko  the  attempt  to  reach  tho  ship,  as  all  the  vcssoU 
were  without  liallast. 

Al>out  noon  1  sent  three  men  with  Mr.  (iirard  in  the  sloop  Caroline 
inside  of  the  keys  to  the  ship  for  provisions,  and  at  5  p.  m.,  the  wind 
moderating,  got  all  underway  una  Mtt)od  out  of  the  jjass.  There  still 
)>cin^  a  heavy  surf  on  the  ftar,  the  Jlu/y  A't-rin  grounded,  striking 
heavily.  I  sent  men  to  her  assistance  and  ran  two  authors  out  into 
deep  water  to  attempt  to  haul  her  otf,  and  after  using  every  exertion 
to  save  her,  and  staying  there  until  the  next  high  tide,  she  bilged,  and 
finding  any  hirther  delay  useless,  I  took  from  her  everything  of  value 
and  then  set  tiro  to  her  that  she  might  not  fall  into  tEe  hands  of  the 
rebels. 

After  seeing  her  burned  to  tfie  water's  edge,  1  again  got  imderway 
and  stood  for  the  Northwest  Channel  with  a  fair  wind  Arrived  at 
the  ship  at  4  p.  ni.  and  landed  Mr.  Whitehurst  and  family  on  Kgmont 
Key,  with  their  baggage.

The  car^o  of  the  Cailhfnm  was  transferred  to  the  schooner  and  sent 
to  this  place  by  order  of  Captain  Bailey,  of  tbo  CWorw/o,  and  having 
no  place  in  which  to  8tore  it,  and  considering  it  too  valiiuhlc  to  bo 
risked  in  ii  small  umirmed  vcs.sel  (one  item  being  50,ihk)  jmunds  of 
powder),  1  have  deemed  it  I>est  to  dispatch  the  RoUtn  to  convey  it,  as 
she  can  retnrn  to  her  station  in  the  course  of  a  few  weeks.

U.  S.  Gunboat  Tahoma, 
Off  Sea  tUn'ne  Key,  Ffhruanj  — ,  1^^. 
Sik:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  r  ached  this  place  on  Friday 
aft*?rnoi)n,  .Tunuary  31.  and  anchored  below  the  bar.  On  Saturday 
suundexl  and  buoyeii  the  bar  and  croK-scd  it.  At  2  o'clock  p.  m.  came 
to  otf  Sea  lloive  Key.  redoubt  bejirin«j  north,  distart  1,4<>0  yards; 
shelled  the  redoubtand  (he  wfjodsjrenendly.  und  meeting  witii  no  return 
fire,  dispatched  Lieute^mut  (.'rosaiau  with  two  arnuul  lamlri  to  land  and 
recoDuoiter.  Lieutenant  Crosnian  rojiorted  the  islaud  abaudoned. 
He  saw  two  long  18-pounders,  vents  spiked,  trunnion:^  knocked  olT, 
carriages  destroyed.  The  lenses  liad  iieen  removed  frotu  the  light- 
house, and  nothing  portable  of  any  value  (the  IuuiImm-  excepted) 
remains  on  the  key.     On  Saturday  night  1  sent  an  armed  boat  in  chargo 
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of  rjcuti'naiit  (/itisnum  t<>  I><'iMit  Key.     Hr  THiAKml  cloMt  to  wnd  nearly 
aruuiitl  the  key.  liiil  saw  no  vesMels  of  any  i'Ibsh, 

Ou  the  evcninjj  t>f  iliii  4th  instant  h.  sail  was  tliwovei-ed  to  the  eant* 
ward,  and  Lieutenant  ('rosmiin.  in  t'barjje  of  two  anned  boat«,  was  sent 
aft**!*  her.  Shortly  iifti-r  the  boats  left  the  gunner's  mate  and  one  of 
th(;  nun  .stated  that  tliey  distinctly  i«iw  people  ()n  the  niniparts  of  the 
ri'doulit.  I  opened  tiro  upon  them  and  the  next  morning  landed,  hut 
discovered  no  one.  I  stron^^ly  sns|>uct  tluit  some  palmetto  sluiupM  iu 
ranjje  of  the  redoubt  were  mistaken  for  rebels. 

At  a  o'clock  p.  m.  Lieutenant  Crosman  returned,  havinij  captured 
a  small  lx>at  of  about  3  tons,  with  a  crew  of  one  man  and  three  boys, 
named  J.  A.  Edwards,  of  Crystal  Kiver,  farmer;  boys,  E.  J.  C»r- 
rigan,  Jos.  Cavafis,  Uobort  W.'Clark,  of  Cedar  Keys.

Ah  the  prisonei'H  were  unntlf4taka)>]y  noncomhatants,  tlie  oldest  I>oy 
bein;;  about  15.  ihc  you|i(^Crtt  about  11,  the  man  a  plain  farmer  of 
about  i*2,  with  a  wife  and  seven  children  de|ietident  on  his  exertions, 
1  detomiined,  aft-iM*  keepini^  them  about  oichteon  hour.s  and  treatinjf 
them  with  all  kindnc»A.  to  let  them  go,  a**  they  could  bo  of  no  possible 
use  to  UM  here,  and  might  Imj  of  service  to  u<  on  shore,  oven  if  they 
only  assist^'d  in  correcting  the  terrible  impres{*ion  they  have  of  us  in 
this  Ix-ni^httxl  portion  of  Florida,  which  the  boys  would  l>e  sure  to  do, 

I  wa^  also  iTttiuenced  by  the  fact  that  tlic  rebels  had  j»ermitted  the 
crews  of  several  tishing  smacks  which  they  had  taken  at  Tampa  to 
go  to  Key  West  as  nonconibatjints. 

1  addre.s.sed  I  he  acc<mipanyinfj'  nolo  U*  the  officer  in  comnninci  at  Way 
Key,  and  .sent  the  nicn  to  Pcpot  Key,  in  eliurj^e'  of  Lieutenant  Cros- 
man. The  boat  lande-d  uridcr  a  white  flag-  at  Depot  Key  and  Mr. 
Crosman  was  met  bv  Colonel  Hilton,  [(•]  who  treated  him  most  courte- 
ously and  infonned  liim  that  he  had  no  prisoners,  but  that  in  the  event 
of  his  tukinj^  any  my  request  would  certainly  be  att^ndtnl  to.  The 
mothers  of  the  l»oys  were  loufl  iu  jirotestations  of  good  fei-Iing,  ete. 

The  inhabitants  of  Hcpot  Key  Iiavo  nesirly  all  left.  ni>t  so  niueh  from 
fear  of  our  ships  or  troops,  so  the  man  Kawartls  infornnd  me.  as  of 
''nmrooninjj*'  parties  of  their  own  people.  I  desired  him  to  assure 
peaceable  Litizeus  of  the  key  that  so  long  as  no  overt  act  was  commit- 
ted  against  the  Government  of  the  United  States  iu  the^c  waters,  and 
so  long  as  the  people  contined  themselves  to  their  usual  (peaceable) 
avocations  and  took  no  part  in  the  war  now  raging,  they  could  live  in 
their  homes  in  all  security  so  far  as  vessels  of  war  of  the  United  States 
were  concerni'd. 

I  have  not  yet  seen  a  secession  flag  ]ioiste<l  here,  tliough  I  think 
there  may  be  about  liX)  men  on  Way  Key.  Etlwards  told  me  the 
inhabitants  of  Depot  Key  had  begge<l  the  soldiers  to  ''go  away,"  as  it 
only  expased  them  (of  Depot  Key)  to  attack.  They  say  no  vessel  has 
oome  in  here  for  some  two  montfis.     I  have  not  yet  seen  a  sail. 

1  should  l>e  obliged  for  some  detinite  instmctions  relative  to  prison- 
ers. Tiiose  tak(<n  with  arms  in  their  hands  or  in  tnuling  vo-ssels,  of 
course,  1  know  what  to  do  with.  I  4>nly  wish  to  kn()W  if  I  am  allowed 
any  disrivtion  sis  tolhedIsjK>sitioriof  lite  crews  of  sriiall  sailboats,  such 
aft  the  one  1  dcstrribcd,  where  the  <!rews  are  unmistakably  and  plainly 
quiet.  inoffeusi\e  people. 

Sea  Horse  Key  is  eraincntiv  cjiiwihle  of  )>eing  defended  against  a 
large  force.    The  middle  of  tdc  island  is  about  SiJ  feet  above  Uic  iovol 
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of  the  sea,  risking  in  a.  precipitous  IdiilT  from  the  SAiid  beach  of  tho 
southorii  shore  and  fullinj,--  iiwtiy  more  j^-radually  toward  tho  northern 
shore.  The  wnt^r  is  shoul  nil  around  it,  and  troops  iittjirkinjj  would 
be  II  loujf  while  under  tire,  licdouhtw  or  r>iutken  hattorien  van  )>c  liuilt 
in  a  very  short  time  on  the  southorrt  side.  You  liiive  only  to  diy  down, 
floor  the  lower  p«rt,  and  von  have  a  ciipitHi  oflenyive  battery,  while  on 
the  northern  siiie  tin-  soil  is  so  light  tiiat  a  redonbt  can  )h3  thrown  np 
in  II  sh<>rt  spaee  of  tinie.  There  ure  many  live-oak  trees  t>ri  the  key, 
and  nahiifttoH  abound.  On  llio  U)wer  [mrt  of  the  island  are  many 
small  trees  whit-h  wonUI  lust  a  lonj;  while  for  firewood.  The  light 
keeper's  house  would  atfoid  coiiifui-table  tpiartei-s  for  ollicers,  and 
there  is  lumber  enouj^h  for  cpiile  extensive  barmcks.  The  Iii,dit-lii»u.sc 
would  make  a  capital  loolsout  place  and  could  shelter  a  iinmlHT  of 
ritlenieu. 

Should  Colonel  Brown  not  occupy  the  key,  I  have  no  doubt  tliat  the 
commanding  oHitcr  al  Fort  Taylor,  Key  \\  e.si,  would  be  |rlad  to  send 
some  hundred  of  his  sui'plus  men  to  it.  There  should  be  at  least  two 
rifled  guns  and  a  Imttory  of  artillery. 

1  regret  to  inform  you  of  the  death  of  Assistant  Paymaster  Jamea 
S.  Turnbull,  who  died  February  (f  at  t>:10  o'clock  a.  ni.  1  sealed  up 
the  money  chest  without  opening  it,  abo  t-eaJcd  up  keys  with  my  seed 
and  gave  them  in  charge  to  executive  otHcer.

FSruary  75.— On  my  returu  from  a  boat  expeditiou  some  20  miles 
down  the  coast,  during  which  I  saw  nothing,  some  soldiers  were 
reported  on  Depot  Key,  and  large  fires  soon  appeared  from  various 

rarts  of  tho  island.  1  'trie4  the  Piirrott  gun  on  them,  )mt  it  fell  short, 
then  got  uudeiway  and  stood  up  the  channel  until  it  got  so  naiTow  I 
did  not  deem  it  prudent  to  go  farther.  Opened  with  tlio  Parrott  and 
X-inch,  and  soon  shelled  them  off  the  key.  1  think  they  arc  getting 
up  a  sunken  liuttcry  there,  and  if  the}'  have  rifled  guns  good  for  any- 
thing they  may  drive  us  farther  down  the  channel  We  are  now  If 
miles  from  center  of  Depot  Key.  "We  tried  our  Parrott  on  their  camp, 
distant  less  than  ii^  miles,  but  the  shot  fell  short,  and  1  do  not  wish 
and  can  not  afford  to  waste  any  in  ex[)eriments.  I  am  not  at  all  satis- 
fied with  the  usefulness  nor  range  of  the  i!U-pounder  Parrott;  so  far, 
with  all  our  care,  alx>ut  one  shot  in  threeor  four  will  turn  end  over  end. 

Ftbruartj  IJ^. — At  12:10  p.  m.  discovered  a  small  boat  pulling  for 
us;  sent  an  arnied  lx)at  and  broughtboatalongside.  Its  onlyoceupant 
wa«  a  black  man  named  (icorgc,oc longing  to  Kli  Kanisav,  a  planter, 
who  lives  about  70  miles  in  the  interior.  His  nauio  has  fjeen  entered 
on  the  ship's  books,  etc.,  according  to  directions.  The  negro  contni- 
band  reports  that  there  are  400  -awn  on  Way  Key.  A  train  arrived 
this  morning  witb,  appjueutly,  a  heavy  gun  on  it.  We  shall  probably 
know  more  alx)ut  it  in  a  day  or  two. 

Ft'hrtiarv  JO.  -  Some  vessel  out-side  has  just  fii-ed  a  gun,  but  I  can  not 
make  out  her  signals.     I  shall  board  her  ut  daylight. 

The  soldiers  have  all  left  Way  Key.     Nothing  new  to  communicate. 
We  have  on  Iward  (iW  tons  of  coal.     Nothing  yet  of  tho  Kuhn. 
I  am,  very  respectfully,  your  obedieut'servant,

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  jou  that  I  took  command  of  this 
reesel  by  order  of  Captain  Thomas  T.  Craven,  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Brooklyn^ 
to  bring  her  to  this  ])ort.  on  February  ly.  She  was  captured  by  the 
litwiklyn  and  the  U.  S.  S.  Soufk  Curf/h'/iu  on  that  day  while  endeavor- 
ing to  make  her  escape  from  Vaes  k  I'Outre,  bound  to  Havana.  She 
was  seen  from  the  Brooklyn  about  7  o'clock  a.  m.  while  we  were  envel- 
oped in  a  dense  fog.  We  could  see  onlv  the  upper  parts  of  her  miu*t*» 
and  HmokeHlack  from  aloft,  over  the  fo^.  We  iuunediat4»iy  slipiwd 
our  anchor  and  gave  (-lia.se  to  her.  i*hc  being  under  full  steam  at  the 
time.  Before  wo  could  get  up  full  wtcam  she  had  got  a  distance  of 
several  miles  from  us.  Wc  set  all  sail  and,  with  a  full  hi-ad  t>f  stoani, 
we  were  enabled  to  come  u]i  with  her,  ho  as  to  bring  our  guns  to  bear 


on  hiT.  Aboiil  II  f»\Oo<k  ii.  in.  we  fiivtl  ut  liini  j^fvcml  limes,  when 
he.  tinding'  thtit  he  <'<)iil(l  not  rsnipc  ii.s  by  luiuiiiig  tolh*i  caHtwiird (the 
roui-se  hf  wu«  then  ntt'<*rinjf),  hv  altered  Win  rourw*!  and  .ntood  to  the 
northward.  This  iii:uHM)V(>r  of  liis  U'cuhufd  our  siiiIh,  :w  it  broujiht 
ua  before  the  wind,  and  h«  increased  hi-^  diMtanci-  from  us,  and  at  the 
fainie  time  i-tminience*!  throwitifr  ovi-rlKKird  bales  of  cotton  (of  whieh 
.she  had  a  full  ciirgo)  to  lij^diten  the  vcssri.  We  eonliiuied  the  eha.-ie, 
and  aliout  :i;  JJO  p.  m.  the  U.  S.  S.  Scuth  VanfUnn  hove  in  ^ij^ht  aiul 
gave  chtwe  ulso.  Finding  that  be  could  not  escape,  tliey  next  uttompted 
to  destroy  the  vessel  t>y  explodin;/  the  hnilerH  and  destroy  inj^  the  entjinea, 
and  wet  tire  to  the  carj^o  in  severiil  pliu-es.  und  then  the  oflicers  and t-rew 
nhandonrd  her  and  attomptt'd  to  make  f(n*  the  shore,  hut  were  inter- 
eeptt^d  by  tlie  SoiUh  i.'iirifli}ui'i<  boutM  and  wi're  (t>iu[}elled  to  go  on 
lioard  of. her.  They  .suecwded  but  partially  in  their  elfort^  to  destroy 
the  vessel.  They  exploded  one  boiler  only,  and  the  meu  from  the 
Sovth  Carolina  (who  were  the  tirst  to  board  her)  extin^jjuishcd  the 
fires. 

When  this  ve-ssel  was  Ixiarded  by  the  South  C^i/W/na  they  found  one 
man  in  udyiny  stutt*;  he  bad  Iw^en  s(^ilded  bv  lhecx|ilosion  of  the  boiler. 
Tht'V  rtentiMimpiliHt»'Iy  for  th'-irsni-jjeon.  whoathnini^tered  all  the  relief 
tliat  hirt  circumstances  Hdniitted  of.  He  tiled  in  eourse  of  the  night. 
L'pon  inv  arrival  on  Iward  with  a  prize  crew  1  found  that  the  vessel 
was  not  111  a  lit  (-ondition  to  proee-ecl  to  Key  Wewt.  as  1  was  ordeivd  to 
do.  Therefoii^  the  South  ('unfUna  t<>ok  us  in  tow  to  Ship  I-sland, 
when*  we  arrivi'd  at  mmn  on  tJic!  2<ith.  The  lhi^-c)fiic«'r,  C^omniodorc 
MeKfjin,  Hi'ut  hirt  i'n>,nueerM  and  men  on  board  and  tliey  suti-ffdcd  in 
repairing  thr  engine  in  one  week.  We  .started  from  Ship  Island  jSlareh 
the  1st,  nnd<*r  convoy  of  the  \).  S.  S.  Sovth  farolrnti^  fi»r  tliis  }>ort, 
and  arrived  htMc  this  day  at  Kh  30  a.  ni.  and  eaine  to  an  anc-hor.  I 
have  fullilled  my  o.  ers  by  delivering  the  i>apei"H  and  vessel  to  the 
propor  aiithoritie-x.  and  now  await  an  opportunity  to  rejoin  my  ship 
with  the  men  under  my  eoniniand.

Sis:  Yesterday  morning,  at  about  6:45,  a  stranec  sail  waa  reported 
to  me,  lH>aring  to  the  northward  and  westward.  On  n-acbing  tbedeek 
1  diseovered.  through  the  very  deiisi*  fog,  that  it  wa.s  a  steanjcr,  burn- 
ing soft  <^oal  and  stt'amiug  out  rapidly  to  tbt;  eastward.  Our  ebain 
was  iiiiiiH'diati'ly  sli[)prd  and  we  ^lart^'d  in  eliase,  the  MrrcttHtit  in 
(HHUtJany.  Before  w**  could  get  upaproper  liead  of  steam  thestrangiir 
liad  ffotteii  some  3  or  4  miles  outi4ide  und  to  the  northward  and  east- 
wartTof  us.  There  wi:.s  a  nice  breeze  blowing  from  the  southward, 
and  a±)  I  made  sail  was  gratified  to  find  that  we  G:ained  on  her.  At 
aliout  10:15  a.  m.,  being  within  about  a  mile  of  Her,  we  hoisted  our 
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colon*,  :»»1  11  ffw  mimnMit.s  ;tft<T\v!inls  the  j*tninjj<T  Itoislcd  an  Aiiicri- 
caii  ria^  !it  Iht  iimiii  piff.  A  wliut  wits  tliPii  tired  mroan  her  fori-fcxit, 
which  nhe  lUsn-j^ai-ileti;  a  rtw-ond  was  then  linKi  at  her,  hut  without 
effect.  8he  Ktil)  kept  uii  her  way  under  all  sail  atid  made  every  etfort 
tu  i^vt  to  windward  <jf  us.  hut  failiiii;;  In  Ihifiand  finding  that  wo  were 
fast  closinj;  upon  her,  i^hv.  «iniileiiTy  kept  away  to  thi:  northward, 
liauled  down  the  Aiuerieaii  tla^;,  and  t-omniencod  throwing  overboard 
bales  of  cotton.  Krorn  II  u.  ni.  till  aUiut  2  p.  u>.  (she  wee>ned|  to  he 
iaercasing  her  distance  from  us,  hut  at  3  p.  ui.,  diiit-ovoriji;^  that  wo 
were  gaini[i^  upon  her  ui^ahi.  sho  suddenly  banted  hv  the  wind  and 
stood  to  the  westward.  At  this  moment  we  discovered  a  g-unhoat  to 
thfs  northward  and  e:L<4tward  as  v,a  hauUxl  up,  baviufr  her,  the  cbuHe, 
about  thrue-fonrths  of  a  mile  t"  leeward.  \Ve  ononcd  our  starboaiti 
battery  and  lired  some  twenty  blioU  at  her  until  ft  neavy  m|Uflll  of  wind 
and  rain  .shut  her  out  of  sight.  About  the  time  that  our  two  or  throe 
last  shots  were  tiivd  1  disojvered  that  an  explosion  took  place  on  Ijoard 
of  her,  just  forwani  of  her  wheclhouses;  that  she  was  blowing  off 
steam,  and  that  ^he  had  either  run  ashore  or  let  ^o  an  am-hor.  At 
atwut  ;!:2'>,  tho  scpiall  havinjj  pas!^pd  oviT,  discovenni  the  cha.se  alxiut 
half  a  mile  to  leeward  of  us  and  the  j^nl>o«t  S">ith  Ctirtj/Jn/i  clone 
alongside  of  her.  She  pitived  to  l>e  the  reltel  steamer  Mat/tifdia^  and 
bad  on  Iward  when  she  left  New  Orleans  (on  the  ir>th  instant)  over 
1,200  !)alp.s  of  c*)tton.  After  I  had  t:Lk<>n  i)os.-*t>Hsion  of  her  it  was  dis- 
covered tiiat  she  had  hurst  one  of  her  tK)ilei-s,  and  the  crew  had 
destroyiKl  as  nmrh  of  th«i  nniebinerv  as  ijossihle,  set  tire  to  the  cotton, 
alwindoncHl  her.  an<i  gone  on  hounl  ihe  South  ( ''utifhm. 

I  sent  u  piTze  ei-ew  on  hoard,  under  charge  of  Acting  Mu&ter  George 
Dewhurst,  with  onh^rs  to  take  her  to  Kvy  West,  hut  iifler  hearing  on 
her  disabled  condition  sent  verlwil  ordciV  to  Commander  Price  to  have 
her  sent  to  Ship  Island  lr>  reiKirt  to  you. 

When  I  first  eonimenced  chasing  this  vessel,  sir,  I  was  fully 
impressed  with  the  txilief  that  she  was  the  i*ehel  steamer  TmneASee^  and 
not  till  after  1  p.  m.  did  my  faith  waver  tliat  we  were  ahont  poiwcs-^ing 
ouraclves  of  one  of  the  rebels'  best  and  most  formidable  ves^sids.  If  1 
have  ern^d  in  chasing  ibis  vessel  so  far  from  my  station,  you  must 
attribute  it  to  this  fact  alone,  for,  with  the  misemblc  gliLsses  furnished 
to  this  ship,  and  owing  to  the  fog  and  hazo,  it  was  impo^^ible  to  dis- 
cover her  true  charai-ter. 

Whilst  effecting  the  tmnsfer  of  the  prize  crew  off  Mobile,  we  let  go 
our  port  anchor  in  7  fathoms  of  water  and  veered  to  20  fathoms  came 
in  ftlwut  fifteen  niinntes  afterwards.  Although  we  wore  riding 
between  wind  and  tide,  the  chain  partcHl  a^mut  '■1  fathoms  fnHn  the 
anchor,  which  wa-s  lost. 

1  returned  to  this  station  at  about  half  past  11  this  morning,  having 
shaped  such  a  course  as  ]  thought  would  be  most  certain  of  discover- 
ing any  other  vessels  should  they  attempt  to  run  the  ^>lo^.•kude,

Imrning  stift  roal  ami  standing  insuoi'c. 

We  at  ont-i!  got  underway  and  .«aon  .saw  that  «ho  was  a  ves-sel  trying 
to  run  till'  liloekadc. 

Within  a  few  niomeats  the  U.  S.  S.  Brfiokiyii  was  discovered  in 
eliiwp.  Tlieooursoof  this  vcahoI  was  shaped  so  as  to  cut  ot!  the  steamer. 
Wo  ln-at  to  quarters  and,  as  soon  as  we  j^ot  within  ran^^e,  hei^aii  to  tire 
at  her.  She  soon  stopped  her  tnitjinc  and  wa.s  olwcrvcd  to  be  on  fire. 
Her  crt'w  and  pa^seagers  had  left  her  at  this  time  and  wore  eomiug" 
alougtiide  this  smp.  I  at  once  dispatch&d  Lieutenant  James  Farkcr  to 
take  p08:sc^ion  of  her.  She  proved  to  he  the  steamer  Magnolia.  Wil- 
liam S.  Shannon,  nuistor.  loaded  prinetpally  with  cotton,  and  her 
papers  and  the  statement  of  her  offieers  show  that  she  had  escaped 
from  Pass  it  I'Outre  yesti^rday  morninjr.  Lii-ulenant  Parker  took  pos- 
session of  her,  and  after  he  had  rejmrted  her  condition^  C'aptain  C'raven 
sent  a  prize  nuister  and  crew,  with  an  order  to  me  to  deliver  her  in 
charjje  of  the  prize  master.  In  olM'dienee  to  hie  order  I  delivered  her 
to  Acting  Master  I^ewhunst. 

Under  a  .subsequent  order  from  Conimander  Priee,  I  took  the  prize 
in  tow  and  have  nrouglit  her  to  this  place. 

1  enclose  the  report  of  Lieuteunnl  Parker,  which  gives  details  of 
the  condition  of  the  vessel  at  the  time  he  took  |>i>Mses.sion. 

All  her  officers,  pmswengers,  and  crew  are  now  on  hoard  this  ve«Bel. 

A  list  of  them  i.s  enclosed.  I  forward  also  a  list  of  the  officers  and 
other  persons  on  hoard  this  ship  entitled  to  a  share  in  the  prize. 

I  regret  to  say  that  bv  the  explosion  of  one  of  her  t)odei"ji  one  of 
her  engincci-s  was  do  badly  scalded  tliat  he  has  since  died. 

I  take  this  opptjrtunity  earnestly  to  commend  the  executive  officer  of 
tbii*  shipt  Acting  Lieutenant  Jame.s  Parker.  I  imn  not  speak  too  highly 
of  Ms  enorgv  and  efficiency  in  securing  uud  saving  the  prize.  Of  Mr. 
Lftvery,  acting  chief  engineer,  1  foel  it  due  to  bay  that  he  also 
deserves  much  ci'cdit  for  his  exertions  in  closing  the  leaks  by  w^hich  it 
was  designed  to  sink  the  vessel.  These  exertions  [werej  matle  at  great 
personal  risk.

1  foimd  her  t<)  \w  tlie  .Sfiuju'tfta.,  of  New  Orleans  (Captiiin  William  S. 
Shannon).     She  was  loaded  with  cotUm,  and  her  papers  and  the  state- 
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monts  of  her  officPi>,  Hinco  ni»do  to  me,  show  that  she  had  run  the 
MockHdo  t.liron^li  l*afti  a  rOutir.  Mississippi  River,  yestordny  morn- 
ing' wirly.  Piipt'rs  found  on  lnmni  :ilso  snow  tliat  when  shn  started 
from  New  Orleunn  she  Iiad  l.tilO  Imh's  <-otton  on  >)0!ird,  hut  1  Umrn 
that  II  ('onaidiTa.l»Ie  iiunih<M'  of  Imles  had,  during;  Ihe  day,  lieen  thrown 
overboard;  1  should  think,  however,  that  fully  !,0IJ0  bitles  rt>tnain. 

1  Wtt8  the  tir^t  pi'rson  on  board,  and  found  that  all  her  people  had 
dcfierti'd.  her  ^'ut  one.  He,  the  first  iissistniit  enffineer,  wiis  fatally 
scalded,  delirtuus,  and  dying.  I  at  once  w^nt  for  our  surgron,  who 
canie  with  reiuedie>.  Imt  he  <^uld  not  do  mon'  than  alleviate  the  poor 
fellow's  pain.  He  died  la.>t  ni^lit  at  alKiut  11  o'clock  and  his  Ixwly 
roniainh  on  injard  the  prize. 

In  an  instant  I  saw  that  her  Injiler  had  »'.\pIoded,  and  so  anehorod 
her  and  sent  for  Mr.  Kiehard  Lavei'y,  our  iteting  cliief  engineer,  to 
examine  the  injury.  He  came,  and  K'^lujf  down  int^i  her  stoaminj?  tiro 
room,  found  heavy  fires  burning  in  her  furnaces,  the  doors  bcine- 
closca;  her  starboard  boiler  exploded;  both  injection  pi]>cs  cut,  and 
the  biljre  ijijeetions  broken  clear  off;  the  seacock  broken  off,  and  Cfjwn; 
alwtit  a  foot  of  water  on  the  tire-room  floor,  and  three  lar^i  streams 
of  water  Hovvinj?  in.  The  ve.'tsej  was  also  on  fire  in  the  lire  rooms,  and 
the  cotton  in  three  or  four  places.  I  found  >teveral  b:iies  had  been  cut 
oi)en  and  atternpt^s  made  to  fire  them,  and  a  can  (vf  spirits  turpentine 
ha<l  iM'en  jiartially  emptied  over  one.  Fortunately,  no  fire  had  Iwen 
applied  to  this  one.  in  two  places  in  tlie  Hre  room  the  fire  had  made 
such  Iwadway  that  I  wils  fearful  the  prize  would  be  det^ti'oyed.  By 
hard  work  the  fires  were  all  e.\tlni;uishi'd,  and  Mr.  La\ery  succeeded 
In  stopping  up  the  injections  and  seacock.  It  was  then  found  that  she 
did  not  leak  elsewhere. 

Tlie  starboard  lK)I!er  is  Imdiy  ripped:  the  jKirt  one  seems  good. 
Scvenil  ()lher  parts  of  the  nnwJnnery  ami  appliances  ha\c  been  broken 
and  duniaijed;  these  an*,  I  understJind,  of  minor  importance,  however. 

It  is  evident  that  everythinj;  that  the  Inirrv  of  the  M-casion  pcr- 
mitt<'d  had  l>een  done  to  daniagc  her  irrcmediahiy. 

About  sunset,  and  after  everythin*;:  had  Iicen  made  a.s  snug"  as  cir- 
cimistanccs  permitted,  a  prize  master  sent  by  Cjn>taiu  Craven,  of  the 
Stvtoi-lt/n-y  came  abrjurd  with  your  order  to  deliver  her  up  to  him, 
which  1  accordin>;ly  ilid. 

The  conduct  of  .Mr.  I>avery  was  pmiseworthy  In  the  hijfhest  degree. 
I  consider  it  wjis  at  the  risk  of  his  life  that  lie  entered  the  lire  room 
when  he,  did.  Had  he  not  Imhmi  there  the  prize  would  almost  <:erta.inly 
have  been  lost,  and  1  attribute  hi'r  pi-eservatiou  almost  entirely  to  his 
prompt  jjood  jiidjrnient  and  action.^. 

Master's  Mate  O.  U.  Warren  also  was  exceedingly  useful  and  prompt 
in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  1  assigned  him. 

Our  men  remained  on  Iward  untilour  arrival  here,  aiuiisting-  to  take 
care  of  the  prize. 

I   remained  up  until  +  o'clock  this  morning,  wheit,  witli  this  ship. 

with  the  prize  in  tow,  with  lull  .sail  andstronjf.  fair  wind,  making gond 

progress  toward  this  plare,  1  gave  the  master  charge.

He  then  ^ocs  on  to  ^tate  that  a  man  named  "  Lareduu,*'  sonui  six 
months  befoi-e.  went  to  MontjETomerv.  thou  the  seat  of  the  (.Vjtifi'denile 
Government,  to  prot>ose  to  timt  Government  a  coutract  to  furnish 
SO,(KK)  mufketis.  powder,  cannon,  equipmont,  etc.  The  situation  of  the 
Government  at  that  time  pi-evented  his  8uece,ss,  but  he  nevcithelesa 
contractfid  (l^>he  thinks  in  Spain),  in  anticipation  of  the  renewal  of 
neg'otiations.  and  now  expicLs  the  arrival  of  the  anns,  and  \h  proliably 
anxious  to  realize. 
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Tliroiitrh  ihti  inter\'ention  of  tho  SpaniHh  conHuI,  who  is  a  friend  of 
Ijtredaii,  Messrs.  Ari'iulani,  of  New  Orlcaiw,  Hent  an  aj^ent  to  Rich- 
iiKind.  wliii,  :ifl»'r  a  Itmjf  dfUy,  tr-turiH'd  tlieacL'  ye.sterday  with  a  con- 
tmct  for  thf  deliverv  uf  tlic^  Hbovc-imitutl  urtirlas  witiiiu  nix  months, 
until  the  ainoiiiit  of  their  tost  loat-hod  !J'2,0(H>,()OU. 

Tht'  buhuH'o  of  the  h'ttor  mostly  conisi.sU  of  instnictioiiM  to  l^e  C+vnc 
how  to  iipproiu-h  Lan*daii  {who  i.H  apparently  in  Havana)  and  the  tcniis 
to  offer  bin)  for  theron^lgiiinentof  the  arms  to  his  (lk)he^s)  houtio.  He 
mentions  that  he  has  rcfoived  the  assurance  of  the  jfovernor  of  Louisi- 
ana and  the  commandinj^  general  that  they  will  take  all  the  arms  he 
shall  import  on  the  same  terms  that  Laredau  may  have  ^.tipnlated  with 
the  (.'onfedci-ate  (juvernuu'nt,  whatever  that  price  may  be.

He  recommends  that  jpiod  arms  nnd  powder  be  sent,  for  unli*ss  thoy 
are  of  the  best  quality  he  will  Imve  nothing  to  do  with  thera.  He 
mentions  that  the  powder  "^of  the  Vanderbilt"  was  Iwd  and  had  to  be 
reM'orked. 

He  instruclii  hi»  eorrespondeiit  to  send  four  or  live  copies  of  the  bills 
of  hidiny  by  different  routes,  one  of  which  must  invariably  he  Tampitx) 
or  Matiiniiiras. 

He  refers  to  un  ofliciul  lettt-r  by  the  Trmj^fXi-i;  which  he  hopes  will 
he  able  to  |jass  the  blm-kade  during  a  battle  which  the  gunl>oats  will 
jfive. 

Laredau  expei'ts  to  receive  al»out  lo,0(H)  muskets  in  every  twenty- 
two  days,  and  Ii«jhe  instructs  his  agent  to  buy  them,  should  Laredau 
prefer  to  sell  in  Havana. 

It  secnis  that  the  Spanish  consul  in  New  Orleans  is  to  receive  6  per 
cent  of  the  proceeds.     Boho  enjoins  on  Lo  Cesne  secrecy  on  this  point.

When  I  clipped  my  cable  to  chase  the  Miujnol-i^,  the  3lcrcedii-a  was 
olwcuixxl  from  my  vision  by  the  dense  fog;  no  signal  was  made  to  her 
to^ct  underway,  althouph  1  did  hail,  giving  orders  to  chase.  After 
Iwing  in  ehaso  for  an  hour  or  two.  the  jKrc^dita  was  oecnsionally 
seen,  OS  the  fog  lifted,  but  at  no  time  could  a  f^ignal  have  been  seen 
from  one  vc.-wel  to  the  other:  at  1:3<>  \).  m.  wc  lost  night  of  the  Mi-r- 
ceditn  altogether. 

It  is  pxtrenicily  painful  to  me,  sir,  to  be  cenHured  by  the  Navy 
DeiMirtnicrit,  and  feeling  that  my  utmost  desire  has  always  Ijeen  to  do 
my  duty  in  the  In-st  manner  ptt.-*sib]e  for  the  benefit  of  my  country,  1 
hone  this  cxplatsution  may  prove  not  only  satiMfaetory,  but  that  thid 
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firwt  cpnsuro  I  havH  over  ret^ivctl  during'  a  twurso  of  forty  years  oi

The  majority  of  llie  prisoners  were  released  on  signing- a  parole, 
which  is  herfwith  tninsmittt'd,  but  seven  of  them,  though  expressing 
no  objection  to  hike  the  oath,  refused  to  return  to  New  Oricau^,  and 
are  still  on  board  tbi.s  ship.

Gkkrrai.:  In  nlitMlienro  to  3'our  ord^r  nf  the  (tth  inKtant,  roreived 
hy  me  .Ittnuarv  S,  lStJ2,  at  \*  ft.  m.  ut  Galvcwton,  Tex.,  I  Ifft  that  place 
at  1  i>.  III.,  in  thi>  HleamtT  Hai/mt  ('U>/^  and  rearhtnl  the  iiiuiith  of  the 
Trinity  Kiver,  at  tt  n.  in.  the  sauie  day.  There  aro  fniir  outlets  of  the 
Trinity  Kivf^r,  all  within  alH>ut  1  iuik>  of  tho  mainland  at  Analiuar, 
where  1  fttund  tlie  rfinaiiisof  two  military  positions  selected  hy  Major- 
General  Teran  (a  Mexiaiii  officer  of  dmtinction)  for  the  defense  of  the 
mouth  of  Trinity  River.  The  first  position  alluded  to  is  on  the 
the  remains  of  a  stockade  fort,  distant  about  one-half  mile  from  the 
wharf  at  Anahuac,  on  a  ])lain  elevated  alKiut  2(>  feet  alH>ve  the  Iwy. 
The  Hei-ond  [losition  is  about  one-half  mile  distant  from  the  first,  and, 
farther  from  the  entraiues  to  the  Trinity  River;  it  exhihiL"  the  hriek 
foumhition  of  a  rej^ularly  constructed  work,  wttji  biustinns,  etc.  There 
is  within  it  a  bricked  well.  The  charuiel  of  the  principal  and  now 
Used  entnincc  into  Trinity  Uivor  ruas  within  OiM>  yards  of  the  tii-st 
position,  and  is  more  distant  from  the  second.  The  other  three 
entrances  to  the  Trinity  River  are  very  shoal  and  much  obstructed  by 
loffs,  scarcely-  admitting  the  pa^ttage  of  bouts  dniwinjf  'Z^  feet  water. 
TCpsc  ean  he  etfectually  blocked  l)y  the  use  of  a  steamer  and  50  men 
in  two  days  liy  means  of  drift  lo^s  on  the  spot. 

A  battery  placed  at  the  tirst  position,  viz.  that  nearest  to  Anahuac, 
would  command  the  eritratiee  to  Trinity  River.  There  is  rood  dr^ 
land,  good  water,  grass,  and  Iieef  abundant  in  the  uBiffhlmrnood.  It 
is  distant  fi-om  Liberty  y*j  miles  by  land,  through  a  dry  cuuntiy  and 
no  streama  to  cross,  'lo  Ileauniont  45  miles,  good  tniveling,  one  water 
course  to  cross,  viz»  Taylor's  Bayou,  having  facility  for  crossing  it. 

From  the  first  position  the  nearest  pnicticAl  route  to  the  soacoast  is 
al>out  30  miles  and  that  to  a  TK>int  of  the  wiast  about  30  miles  eastward 
of  Galveston,  or  about  hallway  to  Sabine  Pass.  None  hut  per.>*ons 
very  well  iLC<tuainted  with  the  ItH-ality  could  conduct  a  force  from  the 
.seaboard  to  Anahuue.  Tbc  genenil  information  which  is  here  im|mrtcd 
1  have  derived  from  General  Chambers,  the  proprietor  and  present 
resident  of  Armhuui-.  with  whom  I  rode  over  the  ground  descri^>ed, 
Tiear  the  mouth  of  the  Trinity  River,  and  to  whom  I  am  indebted  for 
much  of  tbc  local  information  contained  in  tbc  foregoing  part  of  this 
report. 

I  left  Anahuac  at  1  p.  m.,  January  10,  and  proceeded  with  the  Bayou 
City  X/n  examine  the  pas-sages  of  tHe  Trinity  River  from  the  interior. 
I  am  satisfied  that  a  sti-amer  and  5n  men  in  two  days  can,  with  logs, 
obstruct  all  the  iias.snges  except  tlie  one  now  used,  whith  tatter  can  l>e 
etfcctually  defended  by  u  battery  placed  at  the  po^(ition  first  named — 
at  Analiuae. 

I  ascended  the  Trinity  River  to  Morse's  Bluff,  distant  by  water  22 
miles  and  by  land  '20  miles  from  Anahuac,  looking  to  the  selection  of 
an  effiinent  position  t^t  command  the  ascent  of  the  river.  That  first 
presenting  itself,  mid  w]ii«-h  I  Itelieve  to  be  the  most  eligible  to  that 
end,  is  MorseV  Blulf,  ott  thi-  ejist  Iwnk.  an  elevated  place  alHiut  20  feet 
above  tlie  river,  which  is  about  /!.'iU  yanis  wide  and  about  31)  feet  deep. 
The  blutf  has  good  grass  and  beef  for  the  supply  of  trcM)ps,  and  the 
river  afford:^  plenty  of  good  waLcr.     From  tlicnco  to  Liberty  there  is 


a  pood  roud,  distant  about  12  miles  hy  lnud.  over  a  j;fOod  country, 
suited  for  the  paj>sag«  of  artillery  and  wagons.  This  point  I  consider 
the  best  positiou  next  to  Anahuac  for  the  defense  of  the  Trinity  Kiver. 
The  bank  of  the  river  is  well  wooded  and  dry.  The  river  U  narrow, 
and  musketry  would  tell  well  from  eitlier  Imnk  on  an  t*neiiiy  ascending 
the  river. 

Shovild  it  1w  nocetwary  to  leave  Analiuar,  the  ti'ooiw  ruuld  conven- 
iently reach  Morsi-'n  liluff  and.  if  necessary,  soon  reach  Liberty, 
through  whicli  the  main  niilMiiv  parses  from  muiiimont  to  Houston.

Tnstntction*  of  the  Secretary  of  War  to  Major-  General  Zovell^  C.  S. 
Army  J  ret/ardintj  plan  of  defense  for  the  Western  rivers. 

War  Depaktment,  C.  S.  A., 

Sir:  A  few  days  ago  I  sent  you  a  telegram,  requesting  the  neizuro 
for  aiTOunt  of  the  Government  of  fourteen  steamshipH,  and  received 
your  reply  informing  me  that  the  request  had  been  complied  witli. 

These  instructions  wore  wnt  you  in  conKeipience  of  tne  pa.Hsage  hv 
CongreJUJH  of  two  laws  Noh.  344  and  I-i.'iO,  tipicwith  forwai-ded,  provid- 
ing ll,0<JO,lHHJ  for  application  to  floating  defenses  for  the  Western 
rivers,  to  be  expendtMJ  at  the  discri'tion  <if  the  Pre8ident  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  War  or  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  as  lie  shall  direct;  anci  author- 
izing a  corpH  of  not  more  than  rt,UOit  men  to  be  niised  for  temporary 
and  special  service  on  the  Westi^rn  water.4. 

The  tcnus  of  the  acts  will  at  once  suggest  to  you  that  the  force 
intended  is  a  peculiai'  one.  It  is  not  to  bo  part  of  the  Navy,  for  It  is 
intended  for  service  on  the  rivers,  and  will  be  composed  of  "the  steam- 
iKmtmen  of  the  Western  waters.  It  will  Ixi  Mubject  to  the  general  com- 
mand of  the  military  chief  of  the  department  where  it  may  be  ordered  to 
operate,  but  the  boats  will  l>o  connnandiHl  by  steamboat  captiiins.  manned 
Itysteamboat  ere  ws,  who  wi  11  tie  armed  with  such  woapoiis  as  the  captains 
may  choose;  and  the  boats  will  be  fitted  out  as  the  respective  captains 
nittv  desire.  The  intention  and  design  are  to  etren^hen  the  vessels 
witn  iron  casing  at  the  bows,  and  to  use  them  at  htgh  speed  to  nm 
down  or  run  over  and  sink,  if  jx)S.sible,  the  gunlwat.s  and  mortar  rafts 
prepared  by  the  enem3-  for  attack  on  our  river  defenses.  These  gim- 
boat.M  and  mortar  rafts  have  been  so  far  protected  i)y  iron  plates,  and 
by  their  peculiar  construction  as  to  ofTer,  in  tlie  judgment  of  the  Presi- 
dent and  of  Congre.Hs.  but  small  chance  of  our  l)eing  able  to  arrest 
their  drwrnt  of  tlie  river  by  nhot  or  shell,  while,  at  the  same  time, 
their  WL'igiit,  their  unwieldy  construction,  and  tlii'ir  slow  niovt-nient, 
together  with  tlie  fact  thai  thcv  show  M*rv  liltK-  surfare  above  tlie 
water  line,  render  them  peculiurlv  liable  to  the  mode  of  attack  devised 
by  the  enterprising  captains  wbo  have  undcrtJiken  to  effect  their 
dcBtruction  by  running  them  down,  if  pro\ided  with  swift  and  heavy 
stcamei's,  so  strongthcned  and  protected  at  the  bows  as  to  alhtw  them 
to  rush  on  the  dosccndiug  )>oat9  without  being  sunk  by  the  first  Urc. 
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Captains  Montgonjery  and  Townscnd  have  boon  seloctod  by  the 
Pi-eHident  as  two  t>f  those  who  are  to  command  theso  l>oats.  Twolro 
other  CHptains  will  Iw  found  by  thoni  and  reconiraonded  to  the  Presi- 
dent for  ai>iK>intim>nt.  t^uch  captain  will  rthip  \uh  own  rrew,  fit  up  hia 
own  iKiat,  and  jjBt  ready  with  tlie  sliortewt  poHnihle  delay.  It  i«  not 
proposed  to  roly  on  cannon,  whicli  these  men  are  not  skilled  in  ueiin^, 
nor  on  fire  arms.  The  men  will  bo  armed  with  cutlasHeM.  On  eadj 
boat,  however,  there  will  be  one  heavy  gun  to  be  used  in  cawe  tbe 
stern  of  any  of  the  jjunboatfi  e^bould  l«  exposed  to  tiro,  for  thev  aru 
entirelv  unprotectea  behind,  and  if  attempting  to  PNcapc  by  rfi^ht, 
would  )>e  very  vulnerable  by  shot  front  a  purr^um^  ves-*el. 

I  gfive  you  these  dctaiU  an  fumi«hingf  a  mere  outline  of  the  general 
plan  to  l>e  worked  out  by  the  brave  and  enni-gfltic  men  who  have 
undertaken  it,  Pi-ompt  and  viu:orous  preparation  U  indisj»ensable. 
The  Department  relies  eoutidentTy  on  your  coopei-ation  in  rendering 
effective  this  plan  of  defense,  which  may.  perhaps*,  not  only  be  of  vast 
importance  for  the  peculiar  service  now  hoped  for  on  the  upper  Mis- 
sbsippi,  but  may  prove  very  formidable  aids  to  your  future  operation 
in  tlie  lower  jwirt  of  the  valley. 

I  shall  at  once  place  to  your  credit  fc3<Xt,0i)0  to  Imj  expended  for  the 

Eurpose  of  pi'eparing  and  outfitting  these  vessels  as  rapidly  as  |)ossi- 
le,  and  .thall  renew  the  leinittances  as  fast  as  required  while  the 
appropriation  will  i>emiit.  It  is  expected  that  vou  will  allow  a  very 
wide  latitude  to  the  captains  in  the  jireparation  of  these  vessels,  merely 
exercising  such  genernl  suju'rvision  as  to  prevent  the  thniwing  away 
of  money  in  purely  i-liimeritail  experiments,  and  in  checking  any 
profligate  expenditure.  Your  chief  t|iiarterniftster  can  keep  the 
a^T^mntH  mo  as  to  relieve  you  of  the  responsibility  of  a  disbursing 
officer,  and  you  can  discharge  yourself  of  any  money  liiihility  by 
mmply  taking  his  receipt  as  your  voucher  for  turning  over  the  money. 
'uJ  a  connnander  of  your  intelligence  and  capacity  it  is  deemed  suf- 
ficient thus  genei-ally  to  sketch  the  outline  or  a  scheme  of  defense, 
without  attempting  to  lay  down  any  minute  rules  or  details  for  cany* 
ing  out  what  is  necessarily  a  novel  experiment,  yet  one  from  which 
much  is  hoped  by  the  Government. 

This  letter  will  be  delivered  to  vou  by  Captain  Townscnd  in  person, 
he  being  one  of  the  two  already  selected  by  tne  President  for  command 
of  boats.

Comiiodore:  The  enemy  has  evidently  discovcied  the  valuable  and 
daily  increasing  trade  patwing  by  our  inland  nangablo  route,  and  are 
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watcbinjf  u  chance  to  cut  it  off.  This  wns  the  object.  1  presume,  of 
the  tttteinpt  upon  Velasco,  as  well  a.s  the  object  of  the  vigiliince 
recently  shown  ahout  this  piiss.  whicli  give.-^  f\n\  view  (if  the  passing 
commerce  at  Saluriii  Iia3'ou. 

The  salt  from  tin-  lakes  Ixilow  Corpus  Christi  and  the  vast  lead 
impitrlalii)n  from  Mexico  and  tJse  r-nffee  and  »t.lier  articles  now  com- 
ing' fnun  MatamonLs  pa.H.s  up  this  route,  and  the  cotton  and  KUjjar 
^iii^r  aut  in  rotiini  pass  down  this  wa.v.  A  constant  run  of  small 
craft  is  visible  from  outside,  and  it  would  ]>e  easily  cut  uS  at  this 
point  hut  for  the  liatterics  here. 

These  have  recently  l>eon  removed  from  the  position  orijrinatiy 
assumed  iukI  established  opposite  Pelican  Island,  where  the  command 
of  the  pa-ss  ih  cotiiplete.  The  works  are  laid  out  and  are  hfing"  erected. 
The  Hiddworks  I  have  planned,  and  we  arr  begjrinf^  vi>]unteer  slave 
labor  to  construct  them.  The  place  then  wilt  Imj  impregnable  ajpiinst 
any  moderate  atttiuk. 

Two  large  vessels  have  been  dogging  the  pius»,  one  a  bark  and  the 
other  a  huge  fri^tc,  but  the  weather  has  been  so  misty  that  we  have 
only  seen  their  sails.  IJoth  are  gone  again,  but  the  bark  remained  sorao 
time  after  the  frigate's  departure,  cauie  and  went  and  came,  and  cap- 
tured the  MrA'i'if  on  one  of  her  trips,  then  tried  to  t^Mupt  us  ont  with 
a  French  flag,  wliich  she  used  all  the  time.  The  J/t'^V/// was  a  schooner, 
taking  cotton  out  from  Matagorda  Hay.  and  was  returning  from  Vera 
Cruz.  Doubtless  the  proper  officers  have  commnnicated  these  mat- 
ters to  General  Hubert,  but  if  not  he  may  lie  interested  to  know  the 
niovement.s  of  Lincoln  along  this  portion  of  bia  command,  and  you 
may  speak  of  my  letter  to  him. 

t'he  force  here  is  quit*  too  feeble  to  resist  a  land  force  of  any  mag- 
nitude, Major  Shell  naving  two  conijwnies  of  artiller}\  but  whVn  the 
line  of  fieldwork  slmll  be  erected  {'^A,"  "  B")  prrjbablv  Colonel  |K.  U.J 
(larland  will  place  a  few  compuniew  of  the  reserve  regiment  here,  when 
the  place  will  be  safe  against  any  force  likely  to  undei'take  the  mere 
destruction  of  this  line  of  conimerco.  There  is  a  poA'^ibh-  danger 
from  boats  carried  aei*0!^s  the  iiariow  penin.sula of  Matagorda,  ij*>  miles 
long  and  only  half  a  tnilc  wide,  intersected  by  scvcnd  bayous  nearly 
cutting  it  asunder.  It  is  too  narrow  for  land  scouts,  as  they  would  b© 
easily  captured  and  could  not  get  out  of  reach  of  fire  from  sea.  A 
boat  like  these  idle  pilot  boats  might  be  chartered  for  a  trifle  and 
kept  scouting  up  antl  down  the  Matagorda  Bay  in  sight  of  the  whole 
peninsula  at  all  times.     Major  Shea  is  much  concerned  on  this  score. 

The  vessels  I  reported  yon  at  Veljisco  soon  showed  their  object,  as 
you  have  heard.  This  Imrk  is  not  the.  same  as  that.  She  attacked  or 
tired  upon  our  pickets  here,  stntioncd  at  the  old  fort.  One  of  her 
shots  is  a  Parrott  shell,  not  charged,  which  wc  picked  up  a  day  or  two 
after  the  attempt.

The  dintance  from  us  to  the  i^'ninsulH  is  too  great  to  prevent  the  lant!- 
ing  of  troops,  and  the  extreme  narrowness  of  IL  renders  it  unteniible 
from  the  fact  that  it  run  lie  easily  coverctl  by  the  tire  of  a  vessel  from 
tlie  Gulf,  heuc:e  the  great  necessity  of  a  boat  properly  aniied  to  Iw 
kept  constantly  on  the  lookoxit  to  prevent  luai-audiiig  parties  from 
landing  and  committing  their  thieviug  depi^odations  on  citizens  living 
ou  the  peninsula.  Besides,  a  large  salt  trade  18  carried  on  between 
this  ana  adjacent  bays,  with  Laguna  Madve,  by  which  our  whole  State 
and  a  gre^lt  portion  of  ljouif>iuna  is  i^upplied.  Aiisfj  our  trade  with 
Mexico,  wbien  is  becoming  more  impoHunt  every  day,  consisting  of 
large  exports  of  cotton  and  the  importation  of  cotfec,  munitions  of 
war,  etc.,  all  of  which  is  entirely  unprotected  and  at  the  mercy  of 
Lincoln's  boats,  all  of  which  can  be  easily  obviated  by  haviugan  armed 
boat  in  our  bay. 

Our  portion  of  the  coast  has  been  much  neg-lected.  but  owing  to  the 
meager  means  ourGovernmcnt  ha-shadof  asj^istingus,  I  have  refniined 
from  asking  for  many  thines  deemed  almost  indispensable  for  our  own 
protection.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that^ewterday  at  4:3U  p.  ni.  a 
expedition,  conflicting  of  the  raiint/,  with  fi  men,  under  command  of 
Acting  Mastf.r  H.  A.  Hurley,  and  the  /)in'Mi/,  mywelf  in  charge,  of  both 
cmwrt,  nuinlfering  li  men,  armed  with  Sliaq>H  rille.-i,  4;utlas.HeH,  and 
piHtols,  stjirted  in  pursuit  of  a  sailboat  which  had  l>een  endeavoring 
to  communicate  with  Depit  Key  from  the  mainland,  with  the  \'iew 
also,  and  principilly.  to  cut  out  ii  schooner  which  wiw  lying  on  the, 
l><>Ht  channel  bctwoi'ii  Cedar  Ke3"s  and  the  niiiin.  We  parsed,  under 
Niil,  the  entrance  to  the  <*hannel.  roc  on  no  i  to  ring  closely  a  ^itockade  of 
palmetto  logs,  on  the  north  side,  profmV>ly  an  old  Indian  fort,  and  took 
pos8e86ion  of  the  boat  which  had  attracted  the  attention  of  our  look- 
outs. The  schooner,  one  with  white  mastheads,  was  then  in  sight,  but 
on  the  other  side  of  the  tn»stle  work,  upon  which  the  niilway  is  laid, 
connecting  Cedar  Keys  with  the  mainland. 

Darkne-ss  came  on,  and  I  had  oidy  time  to  whittle  a  skiff  which  wiw 
lying  at  the  salt  making  station  where  the  sailboat  was  anchored,  and 
to  remove  a  tpmntitv  of  cjiriienter's  tools  in  the  boat,  before  pulling' 
out  among  the  small  keys  oi  the  channels,  where,  choosing  a  position 
Iwyond  musket  ningc  of  any  clump.  I  anchored  for  the  nignt.  At 
daylight  the  tide  wbm  ebb.  and  it  was  utM^essary  (o  wait  nnlirHlK)ut  S 
o'clock  before  utoving.  Towing  the  prize  inU)  the  Ixnt  cltaiuicl,  I 
pulled  for  the  ojaMi  water.  The  schooner  had  slip}M'<l  her  chain  during 
the  night  as  she  was  nowhere  in  sight. 

As  we  came  opposite  the  stockade  nt  the  entrance  to  the  channel, 
movmg  very  slowly  nt  the  time,  against  the  stronpr  flood  tide  and  fresh 
wind,  a  body  of  infantry,  niunbcnngalxiut  30,  advanced  dclibenitely  to 
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the  wiih^r'rt  etijjii  and  liriMl  a  voile}'.  Thft  diKUinrii  wasaliont  1541  yanlw. 
Twpiity  mimiU'Mt'IjipKodhctwi'eii  Ilii'tii-st  ami  liwt  Khote, during  which 
wp  luanatrcd  ((i  U)\v  the  pri/.t'  c.lcai"  uf  tlie  ke}'s. 

Mr.  Hurlev  and  tuyspJf  were  the  oiilv  ones  who  returned  the  lire, 
Uie  men  iK'irig  Uk>  husy,  tieee,ssarily,  at  the  oars.  One  man,  supposed 
Uf  ln'  an  oftieer,  wa«  .seen  to  throw  up  bis  arm-s  and  full.  ,Vs  they  wei-e 
in  skinnii»liing  oixlor  it  would  have  been  u.s^fU^ss  for  my  men,  in  j^i-roupN, 
as  they  were,  to  Kiv,  and  be-sidcs  it  would  have  involved  the  loss  of 
the  sloop.  When  beyond  reaeb  sail  wa^  made,  but  the  sailhoateap- 
sized.  Efforts  were  mode,  under  the  fire  of  the  soldiers,  who  waded 
out  toward  us,  to  rijrht  her.  bwt  after  some  time  spent  ineffoetually  I 
scuttled  her  and  niwle  sail  for  the  wliip.  One  shot  went  throuf^h  the 
JJaifyH  ensijfii.  utic  struck  lier  on  the  counter,  and  two  forward.  .loiin 
U.  Patterson.  ^eaIunn.  while  pulling  hi?)  oar.  nft^^r  wo  had  ^ined  the 
open  water.  \va.s  struck  in  the  eye  by  a  ninsket  tiullet  and  instantly 
killeti.  Two  allots  struck  the  Fanni^.  No  one  else  was  hurt  in  either. 
the  shots  ^enerallv  i>eing  too  high.  All  did  their  duty.  Aetinjf  Ma-ster 
Ilurlev,  Arthur  Almor,  uaihuakor's  mate,  and  Ijewis  Chester  being^ 
conspicuous.

In  view  of  these  fact.s  1  took  possession  of  her  and  put  on  Imard 
Master's  Mat**  t'liarles  K.  Sloan  as  prize  master  with  a  crew  of  six 
men  and  orders  to  proceed  to  this  point  iind  await  my  arrival, 
there  Inking  at  the  time  another  sehooner  in  .sight  to  windward  wliich 
I  was  anxious  to  get  hold  of  if  iiossible,  but  eseapeil  during  the  night. 

I  ai"rived  here  at  tl  ]>.  m.  or  2d  instant  and  found  the  Lifn  sjife  at 
anchor.  Hut  dui'ing  a  very  severe  norther  which  set  in  three  hourj* 
later  .she  broke  froiti  her  mw:>ririgs,  wiw  driven  out  to  sea.  and  ha.s  not 
yet  returned,  though  the  wind  Iwing  now  favorable  I  look  for  fier 
contidentiv  by  nightfall  or  early  to-morrow  morning. 

She  will  on  her  return  proceed  without  delay  to  Key  West  for  adju- 
dication, her  buihl  lieing  such  as  to  render  fier  unseaworthy  for  tho 
ptWHHge  to  any  of  our  Northern  ports  at  this  f*(^ason  of  the  year.  I 
transmit  herewith  a  full  and  complete  list  of  the  officers  and  crew 
attftdiod  to  this  ve.sselatthe  date  of  the  capture  of  theZ/y/i.ns  required 
bv  article  7  of  the  act  for  the  better  government  of  the  Nuyy  of  tho 
I  nited  .'States.

Sir:  I  have  the  hi>nnr  to  inform  vou  that  on  the  Tttii  instant,  when 
off  St.  Andrew's  Bay,  west  coast  of  t'loridii,  1  seized  us  a  prize  to  thiw 
vessel  the  rebel  scHooner  WiUiam  MoKvry^  of  Mobile,  from  Havana 
February  28,  bound  wherever  she  could  nmke  a  port.  She  ran  the 
blockade  at  Mobile  on  January  30,  i^Q'i.  having  fioni  the  accmmt  of 
her  niast(^!r,  Colin  •!.  Caniplwll,  pa^w-d  out  of  t^e  main  lihip  channel 
ut  night. 

She  is  a  schooner  of  108  Ions  burden,  and  i.s  a  remarkably  fasc 
sailer.  We  chu-sed  her  for  five  hours  and  were  obliged  to  lire  at  her 
several  times  to  make  her  heave  to. 

Her  papers  had  all  been  destroyed  and  two  rcl>ol  flags  had  been 
thrown  overboard  before  we  took  ix)ssej*sion  of  the  prize.  She  had 
an  English  flag  at  her  peak  when  we  hoarded  her.  Her  cargo  i« 
an  asHorted  one.  I  have  sent  her  to  the  port  of  Key  West  for 
adjudication. 
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Enclosed  I  send  a  complotr  lint  of  tbo  officnrs  and  crew  att&ched  to 
this  vessel  at  the  tinn*  the  rapture  wiis  iimdc.

Sir:  1  have  to  reiRirt  the  capture  of  the  schooner  Anna  Bdh-  bjr 
this  vessel.  Wo  fell  in  with  her  at  -i  p.  m.  on  the  0th  instant  in  lati- 
tude 2H'^  20'  and  longitude  85  '  22'  under  clow  reefs.  When  within  a 
mile  of  her  I  ordered  a  shot  fired  across  her  how;  she  took  no  notiee 
of  it;  after  the  second  Mhot  she  ran  up  the  American  flag,  hut  a-*  she 
looked  HO  niueh  like  a  Southeni-huilt  vessel  1  ordered  the  third  shot 
to  Imi  tii-ed  ()\*-r  her.  when  she  hauled  down  the  Anieri<"an  Hajj  at  half- 
mast  Htid  wore  arouiid.  We  soon  had  her  within  liarl.  Ther«  Iwing 
a  very  heavy  si^a  on  and  unsafi;  io  lower  a  Iniat,  I  ordered  her  to  lay 
by  U.S  till  morning  with  ii  \\^\\l  up,  which  she  did;  this  tnornin^  hav- 
in^f  inoderaled  we  lowered  a  lioat  and  took  possession  at  once.  The 
papers  found  on  lioard  were  register  and  erew  hstdati^dat  Mobile  and 
headed  Confederate  States  of  America;  also  a  copy  of  an  insurance 
policy  dated  at  New  Orleans.  The  schooner  was  leaking,  and  a:^  she 
was  laboring'  heavilv  I  dispjitched  her  as  soon  as  possible  in  charjje  <,>f 
Charles  K.  Harris,  itni-^ters  mate,  as  prize  master  with  all  the  ijajx-rs. 
the  traphiin  and  two  of  tlu-  crew,  and  trust<^'d  to  the  mail  steamer  to 
forward  my  reports,  but  wc  have  seen  nothing  of  her.  I  therefore 
take  this  my  first  opportunity  to  forward  papers,  etc.

Sir:  Since  leaving  the  flagship  on  Tuesday  morning  the  4th  instant 
I  have  to  rcjM>rt  (hat  when  off  Santa.  Kosa  S<jmid,  on  accoimt  of  the 
violent  wind  and  heavy  sea.  1  was  obliged  to  cut  the  schooner  a<lrift 
which  vou  had  directed  mo  to  tow.  in  order  to  get  off  a  lee  shore,  the 
wind  blowing  a  gale  from  the  southward  and  westward. 

On  the  morning  of  the  5th,  the  wind  having  abated,  1  continued  on 
my  course  to  St.  Andrew's  Bay.  While  otf  that  point  1  gave  chas«i  to 
a  schooner,  which  I  eucccedod  in  capturing  after  a  pursuit  of  five  hours, 
iM'ing  obliged  to  tire  several  shot  to  make  her  heave  to.  Upon  laiard- 
ing  she  proved  to  be  the  rebel  schooner  William  Maliory^  of  J^loUlc, 
from  Havana,  2>>th  Fehruary,  with  an  assorted  cargo. 
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I  placed  Acting  Master  Juscpli  A.  Titconil}.  iiw.*)istpd  by  Mh-^Um-'m 
Mate  t'harlos  K.  Norhory.  tiiid  a  prize  inw  of  six  nu'ii  on  l>oard  of 
hor,  with  orders  to  keep  in  comptiny  with  us  durinjr  the  night. 

We  then  ^ha|>ed  our  course  for  Apalachee  Bay.  hoping  to  fall  in 
with  you  on  th«'  following  niomlDg.  At  noon  of  the  6th.  the  wind 
iM'iny  S.  S.  W'..  in  attemptinff  to  reach  the  anthomge  otF  St,  Marks, 
this  vej*wcl  loui:hi'd  on  a  shoal  to  the  eastward  of  the  Southwest  Qipe, 
front  whii'h  T  do  not  think  wn  liave  sustained  any  great  damage.  We 
succeeded  in  getting  off  without  difBniliv.  Siion  afl4>r  the  wind  fresh- 
enwl  into  u  gjiK'  from  S.  \V.,  wi]i(!li  obligi-d  nif  (^)  tuml  ntT  the  land. 
Duriiiii;  the  gal*-  w<-  lo>I  siglit  of  thu  si-hooner,  hut  iMifore  we  had 
luirteHfonipany  I  dirorted  Mr.  Titconili  U>  make  the  l>est  of  his  way 
to  Key  West  in  tlic  event  of  f<ueh  a  contingency. 

Thus  you  will  Me<'  that  we  had  encountered  two  gale^  since  parting 
fn>ni  tlie.  flagsfiip  at  Mobile.  Our  little  ve^^tel  labored  very  heavily, 
the  inarhiniTv  luiuli  strained,  the  iKjiler  not  being  tru.stwortiiy,  arjd 
the  senior  rngiiierr  reiM)rting  to  me  at  the  time  that  thi-re  was  not 
more  than  four  dayf'  coal  on  lK>ard,  iKiing  Imrely  sulltclent  to  take  uh 
to  Key  We^t.  1  deU-nniiied  to  proceed  to  that  port  without  delay. 

Truating  that  what  1  have  done  will  be  approved  by  you,  Lhave  the 
honor  to  w,  very  roapcctfully,  your  oixidient  sorvant.

Thi're  arc  several  fine  iiouse.s  and  a  depot  on  Depot 
Key,  whu-li  is  but  a  few  rotls  from  Way  Kcv  and  wils  coimected  to  it 
by  a  trestle  bridge,  which  was  de,stroyed  f»v  ihi*  U.  S.  H.  Hntt^'rtijs 
when  she  took  the  place.  On  it  we  can  sec  fargc  quantities  of  sawed 
lumber.  To  all  ani>eai-anccs  it  has  every  convenience  for  the  accom- 
modation of  a  large  nundwr  itf  I  rooj)s.     Wood  and  water  are  abundant. 

I  am  as  near  as  I  am  get  to  the  Key,  with  tint  ship  drawing  10^  feet 
water.  It  is  large,  2  niih^s  distant,  and  my  batU-ry  wilf  acarc^ly 
reach  it  to  do  any  cvecutlon.  I  can  see  the  railroad  cars  arrive  andl 
depart  to  and  from  \\».\  Key.  If  I  had  a  rifled  cannon  I  could  s(«m 
put  a  stop  to  that  busines.s.  I  am  so  shorthanded  1  dare  not  risk  a  Itoat 
expedition  iLshorc  on  Way  Key.

Previous  to  leaving  Sliip  Island  I  dispatched  thi^  cteainor  Ouj/ftT  to 
examine  St.  Andrew'n  and  St.  .losephV  bays,  and  a  llioroujjh  cxainina- 
tiun  of  both  harbors  was  made  by  Lieutenant  t'otmnandinjj  WinsJow. 
but  no  \>'Hsi'Is  werp  diMt'ovpred  in  either. 

Wheti  off  Mobile  I  di^ipatched  the  Wnfer  Wttch^  with  instructions  to 
her  commander  to  run  down  the  coattt  from  St.  Andrew's  and  join  me 
off  Amhichicohi,  and  1  am  happy  to  inform  you  that  near  St.  Andrew's 
Bay  fie  fidl  in  with  and  raplnred  thp  schooner  Wt/liai/i  Mit/hrt/,  of 
MoF>ilc,  from  Havana,  witii  an  assorted  carjjo.  iHiund  to  a  Confederate 
port.  Shortly  afterwar<lh  meotinj,'-  with  a  severe  pile,  she  parted  com- 
pany with  her  prize,  and  for  some  hours  was  in  jjreal  dang-er  of  [teinjj 
lost,  but  fortunately  sueeeedei]  in  rea<-hin(;  lids  place,  where  I  fttund 
her  on  my  arrival.     The  prize  .sehoomr  has  not  yet  arrl\ed. 

I  forward  by  tliis  mail  a  copy  of  a  rejiort  received  fi-om  Commander 
Walker,  containiujf  the  information  that  a  laden  steamer  succeeded  in 
escapin)(  from  his  vessel  and  entered  Ilarataria.  liftd  the  A-  Si>fo  been 
provided  with  a  large  boat  mauntin(f  a  howitzer  she  mi>;ht  have 
been  captured  or  destroyed. 

When  in  coiniminication  with  the  ^inboat  Sagamore^  off  Apalaebi- 
cola,  learning  from  Lieutenant  Coinnmndirig"  Drake  that  his  launch 
would  curry  it,  I  furnished  him  with  a  Impounder  boat  howitzer  from 
this  ship;  and  I  also  furnished  Lieutenant  Commanding  Howell,  of 
the  TaA'f/iui,  stationed  at  Cedar  Keys,  with  a  small  prize  schooner, 
mounting"  a  howitzer. 

J  have  received  communications  from  Lieutenant  Commnnding 
E^ton,  cominaiidine:  the  bark  KtUan  Allen  at  Tampa  liay,  from  whicn 
I  learn  that  severalrnion  men  residini^  in  (hat  vicinity  have  (."ome  off 
and  elaimt»d  tlie  jirctectiort  of  the  (rovf-rnnjent.  having  Ireen  driven 
fi-om  their  bfunes  and  families  by  the  n-bcls;  also  that  a  Ujat  expedi- 
tion from  his  ship,  t>eut  to  Clearwater  liui  Uir,  resutU^d  in  the  capture 
of  the  schooner  Sin^fn-'  and  the  >loops  Atlantn  and  CurtiHw.  The 
Spi^re  aud  Car^ytm*..,  lieing  old  and  leaky,  aud  uot  worth  uouding  in 
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forH(!judi<-alinn,  lie  protxisoH  to  sink  thcin  in  a  Hmoll  S-foot  cUannel, 
on  the  smith  sith-  of  the  bay.  The  AtUinhi  will  V>e  usoful  to  him  as  m 
tcodcr,  and  I  wliali  authtirizc  hin  kocpiiif;  her  for  that  purpose. 

The  steaiuers  South  Carviina^  Jlunfttt'iii'-,  and  WnUr  Witvh  are  now 
at  tiiib  plaec,  engaged  in  making  wach  rt'piirs  u.s  are  necessary  U> 
enable  them  to  make  the  passage  to  the  nurtb,  and  I  am  hourly 
expectiny-  the  arrival  of  the  Mohawk,  which  vessel  1  have  ordered  here 
for  a  similar  purpose.  I  deeply  retret  the  necessity  of  reducing  so 
largely  the  steam  force  of  this  squadron,  but  it  is  unavoidable,  as,  if 
these  vesfiols  arc  kept  lonjfer  on  the  station,  they  would  in  all  probu- 
bility,  in  a  short  linte,  }>e  unable  to  reach  a  Northern  port.  As  it  is, 
I  shall  detain  the  Ifv/Ar  Witch  until  alx>ut  the  1st  of  April,  a-s  I  do 
uot  ctni.sidor  her  lit  to  encounter  a  giilc  of  wind. 

The  .stt'nmer  C'uf/hr  is  now  here  making  some  slight  repairs  to  her 
engines,  but  will.  I  hope,  be  in  readiness  for  sea  to-morrow.  1  shall 
dispatfh  her  to  Havana,  to  take  in  a  supply  of  water,  as  there  is  n<me 
to  l»e  had  here.  Kixnn  thence  she  will  prot«ed  to  cruise  near  Cape  .San 
Antonio,  in  order  to  intercept  any  vessel  that  may  attempt  to  return 
f  rtmi  Ka^  ana  to  a  Conf^ederate  jK>rt,  or  that  may  have  run  the  blockade 
bountl  to  Havana. 

The  <rrrw  of  the  privateer  Htuur^anly  now  in  prison  at  this  plaro, 
I  shall  send  to  the  North  in  the  stcAmer  Rhitih  hUimL  The  crews  of 
the  various  prize  vessels  have  been  disposed  of  in  acroidance  with  the 
instnictions  cuntiitned  in  your  letter  of  tlaimary  15,  18*!^.

This  decree  was  made  at  my  suggestion,  a«  the  cargo  is  too  large  to 
sell  here  and  in  my  opinion  the  steiiracr  will  make  an  admirable  gun- 
lK)nt.  She  r(M|niri_'s  to  be  coppered  (a.-*  otherwise  the  worms  would 
soon  destroy  her)  and  one  new  (>oi|pr,  and  therefore  eoidd  not  be  fitt4wl 
at  this  plaei!.  She  is  remiirkubiy  fust,  iinvln^  run  lit  knots  on  one 
boiler;  draws  but  S  feet  water,  with  l.OOO  bales  of  cotton  and  1*0  tons 
of  coal  on  board;  is  well  found  in  every  lespcct.  and  our  chief  engi- 
nef'r  reports  her  engines  t<>  be  of  the  tirst  quahty.  1  slmll  dispatch 
her  as  soon  as  the  not'e--*sary  arrangements  are  completed,  in  charge  of 
Acting  Lie.utenant  Jaiin>K  "Piirker,  of  the  Si/uth  Caroliwi,  with  a  crew 
detailed  from  tliiit  vessf!.  The  U.  S.  marshal  will  takp.  pitssiige  in  hci 
to  nttend  to  the  sale. 

Sime  my  litst  report  throe  achoonei"s,  prizes  to  vessels  of  the  Kast- 
crn  Stjiiadron.  Iiave  arrived  at  this  place,  viz,  the  Lion,  captured  by 
U.  S.  (mik  l(!/»(iti»hi'r:  Antui  litJu;  eapturcd  by  the  iJ.  S.  bark 
Pursnif,  and  the  Flori'ln,  euiitui-ed  by  U.  8.  bark  J.  L.  lhivi«. 

The  schooner  WlfU'im  ,l/am*/y,  whose  cupture  by  the  Water  WUchl 
reported  m  my  coumnmication  of  the  11th  instant,  put  into  Tortu^faa 
in  distress.  I  have  dispatched  the  Wah-r  WUch  to  tow  her  up  inside 
of  the  reef. 

I  desire  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Department  the  necessity  of 
adopting  means  to  secure  a  supply  of  water  at  this  place,  as  owing  to 
the  large  nniriber  or  troops  upon  the  island  the  uonunanding  general 
has  laid  a  re-^triction  upon  the  water  tanks  and  what  little  the  naval 
sUnekeepei  is  able  to  prrn-ure  is  by  purchaf^e  from  privntr  citizens, 
and  at  considerable  exjiense,  a>  it  has  to  t)e  inrte<l  down  to  the  dock. 

Lieutenant  C'ommanding  Coulhouy.  conunarding  U.  S.  I«irk  fun/;- 
iinhfi^  having  stated  to  nn*  vertwilly  several  facts  which  1  deemed  it 
dcsirabli!  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Department,  I  dirrc-ted  him  to 
make  me  ii  written  reiK»rt.  a  copy  of  whiai  I  herewith  transiijit.

29  Hurling  ^jll*:  ^*'^'  ^'*^^^ij 
cleared  at  that  port  for  Matamoms  the  bark  Altc-  7<i!ute)-^  burden' 
alHuit  *i70  tons.  Huttoii.  master,  with  a  cargo  valued  at  $SO,000  and 
tipwanl,  eonsistinj^  of  Ti'ii  liags  coffee.  1.700  Imrrels  Hour.  4un  boxes 
crushed  Mugar,  4oo  barrel.-^  ship  bread,  u  largo  uLiautity  of  asfioit^d 
provisions,  and  seveml  thousand  gunny  bags.  She  took  out  as  pas- 
aenger  for  Matamoni.s,  nominally,  but  in  fact  as  supei-eargo  and  joint 
owner,  a  |HM-son  named  Jerry  tialvan.  of  Ilrownsvilie,  well  known  to 
me  as  a  partner  in  the  hou?!e  of  Jus.  H.  Phelps  &,  Co..  e^iljibllslieil  and 
doing  business  in  that  city.  \  Captain  John  Woodhou.se,  also  well 
known  to  me  ils  having  bei'n  long  th*^  eotiJidential  rlerk,  and  later  the 
iMirlnerof  Charles  Stilbuan,  merchant,  of  Hrownsvillc,  anil  now  doing 
business  there  and  in  Matanionis  on  his  own  account,  wa.-*,  at  the  tinio 
the  Ifonuifh  M.  Ji'lin»'>n  sailed,  loading  a  schooner  at  New  York  with 
pro\  isions.  etc.,  for  Matamoras.  The  .schooner  Myni'm  WilUy  also 
cleared  recxMitly  at  New  York  with  a  cargo  entirely  of  a*iaoitod  provi- 
sions by  King  Sc  Deviue,  who  have  a  house  in  Brownsville,  Mr.  Devino 
going  out  in  her  a.s  pasf^enger  and  supercargo.  Mr.  liebeau  had  no 
hesitnlion  in  expit'.-^sjng  his  eonxietion,  hasea  on  a  knowledge  ()f  the 
facts,  that  all  these  cargoes  are  destined  to  supplv  the  wants  of  Texa.s. 
He  uvowod  his  own  intention  to  dispose  of  the  II.  M.  Johuiffun  cargo 
to  the  best  otfererfor  it  in  Matamoms,  without  troubling  himself  what 
U'catne  of  it  afterward,-..  I  presume  there  can  I*  slight  doubt  that  the 
whole  of  her  cargo,  and  the  others  also,  will  be  sold  on  board  and 
landed  directly  on  the  levee  at  Brownsville-  inoi-der  to  save  theexpcnfle 
of  carta*:e  to  and  from  Matamoras. 

A  letter  to  Chsirles  Stillrnan,  of  Bniwn.sville,  found  on  lM>ard  the 
.schooner,  from  .hiim*s  Smith,  of  tb(*  firm  of  A.  &  N.  Smith,  alHive 
nientione<l,  «  ho  arc  the  :igetits  for  sai<l  Stillinmi  in  New  York,  dated 
the  21st  of  February,  had  this  jiassnge:  "I  hope  next  vessel  from  there 
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ou  will  send  uts  sales  of  tha  I\!hby  enrgc*.''  TJii'  KiUnj^  acrxirdinj;  to 
Ir.  Behmu,  wiLs  e'le»rt>d  at  New  York  two  or  three  uiuiitbh  ago  for 
Home  i>ort^  on  the  SpuiiiHli  Main,  tie  iliuti|rbt  ('arta^ua,  by  tbi:^  same 
t-<in(ern  of  .1.  &  N.  Smith,  cleai-ances  beidg  at  that  time  refused  for 
MHtHiiiura.s,  hut  from  this  letter  it  yeem.s  she  went  there  ncvcrtheloj-M, 
or  mther  to  Hrowiisville.  and  her  cargo.  eon>*igned  to  Stillman's  hou;<e, 
went  to  sti(>[)iy  Texiw.  1  do  not  nrc^umo  to  |>oiiit  out  how  sueh  jjrow* 
oXmw.  of  the  privilege  of  a  neutral  port,  and  that  by  vosaels  under  our 
own  flag,  sailing  with  regular  cleamiu-es  from  ourowu  cutitom-houses, 
can  bo  provpiited,  if  at  all;  but  in  submitting  these  facts  for  your  con- 
sideration, I  can  not  refrain,  even  at  the  hazard  of  being  regarded  as 
transcending  m  v  proper  sphere,  from  suggesting  that  the  most  absotut* 
blockade  and  elosurc  of  every  port  on  the  coast  of  Texas  must  be  a 
conipa!-ftti\ely  ineffectual  measure,  and  nil  hope  of  crushing  the  rebel- 
lion nv  cutting  oflf  the  i-esources  of  those  who  are  waging  war  apninst 
our  Cjovernment  and  country  be  utterly  vain,  so  long  aw  unbniittHl 
supplies  are  allowed  to  be  poured  from  our  Northern  polls  into  the 
heart  of  the  Stat<',  tbittngb  the  Rio  (Jlrande  and  Matamonis.  which  is 
hut  another  tmme  for  Brownsville,  there  Iwing  liardly  a  tirm  of  any 
note  in  the  first  eity  that  lias  not  a  branch  house  in  thi>  latti>r  also. 

It  mav  not  Iw  conMidertxl  out  of  place  to  add  that  in  the  lell^T  aliove 
referred  to  fmiu  .lames  Smith,  merchant,  of  New  York,  to  ('barles 
Stillman.  merchant,  of  IJrowusviUc.  and  who  idainis  to  own  tlie  fee 
of  the  land  on  which  it  is  built,  the  writer  expresses  his  eonvietion 
that  tbits  war  will  be  at  an  end  within  six  aionths.  and  in  view  of  it, 
proposes  to  >>tillnmn  to  join  with  him  in  building  a  >iteamer  to  ply 
iK^twccn  New  York,  Galveston,  and  other  j)ort.s  in  Texas,  which  could 
touch  at  Key  West.  Mr.  Smith  is  of  opinion  that  after  the  war  is 
over  there  will  be  a  great  deuiaud  in  Texas  for  goods  from  the  North, 
and  therefoie  such  a  steamer  could  not  fail  to  be  a  profitabh'  invest- 
ment. It  wouhi  take  fo\ir  months  to  get  bcr  ready,  and  in  ease  tiie 
war  should  not  be  over  within  six,  he,  Stillman,  would  bo  able  to  take 
her  (tfT  their  Imnd-i  (the  Smiths)  at  a  great  Imrgnin.  ]t  may  I>e  that  all 
this  corresiMinthMu-e  and  trading  with  and  consigning  cjirgfM's  to  so 
notorious  a  [ctrlisan  of  the  rebels  as  ('harlcs  Stillman  is  pci-fertly 
legitimate,  liorionibh',  and  eminently  patriotic,  but  it  still  suiuewliere 
conflicts  with  my  preconceived  ideas  of  what  should  Ihj  repirded  by 
every  loyal  citizen  and  bomrst  man  as  illegal,  dishonoi-abic,  »nd 
traitorous  t<)  the  last  dcgi-ee,  and  as  such  to  he  sternly  rebuked  by 
chose  who  have  the  power  to  enforce  reproof  by  punishment  at  need.

Sir:  T  have  to  report  tbal  iti  coiihcijueuce  of  iiiforiiifttion  from  two 
int«llj}^nt  contrabands  that  the  town  had  been  abandoned,  two  days 
after  our  coming  in,  by  all  the  soldiers  (Homc  (150),  followed  in  a  few 
davrt  by  nearly  all  the  inhabitants,  and  having  seen  the  stejimt^oat? 
busy  on  the  river,  cither  reinforcing  or  prewiring  to  evm-uutc,  I 
determine<l  to  send  to  the  citv  and  ascertain  the  true  state  of  the  cjise. 

Tlie  report  proves  strictly  correct:  not  a  soldier,  a  cannon,  or 
ai)|Kii-enth-  anv  weapon  of  whi"  reniiiins.  and  jmmsoiis  rliiiming  to  be 


thi!  intlueiiliut  men  ot  tho  place  say  e!iij)[LitiaiIly  that  everybody  has 
pereniptorily  ordered  away   Ity  Ooveruor  Milton,  ol'  Klorida; 
tlmt  the  city  is  entirely  at  our  mercy;  they  have  no  means  of  defi'nse 


and  r^n  not  resist  one  of  our  Iwats,  but  that  no  one  ivumins  having 
anv  authority  to  surreniier  the  city  or  to  ask  for  any  terms. 

There  are  still  left  parts  of  about  a  dozini  whit^^  families,  a  few 
slaves,  and  some  Spanish  fishermen,  altogether  uLirnl>ering  from  Tif^fl 
to  tiOo  souls,  many  of  whom  are  wonu'ii  and  ihildren.  The  prominent 
men  in  th(!  t-oiiftirence  were  strong  ^fcessioj lists,  petty  olhceholders; 
many  of  the  others  are  inclined  foi-  the  I'nion,  but  are  not  at  liberty 
to  s{>cak.  'rhreiil.>  have  often  U'cri  miuie  to  liang  or  to  starve  them  as 
damn  Yankees,  traitors  t<j  the  South.  In  this  category  stand  also 
many  of  the  lishermeu  who  have  not  enlisted  iu  their  army.  Threats 
are  also  made  to  burn  the  whole  town  if  they  bold  intercourse  with  us. 
For  these  considerations  1  have  abstained  from  hoir-ting  the  American 
flag,  or  giving  any  show  of  reason  for  them  to  destroy  the  houses  or 
maltreat  the  pei-sons  remaining  under  pretense  of  operating  against  us 
or  our  friends  until  1  shall  receive  your  instructions,  as  this  vessel 
cannot  lie  near  enough  to  prevent  tdcir  carrying  out  their  inhuman 
threats  by  stealth  at  night. 

The  exodus  of  the  poor  frightened  women  and  ehildi-en  is  repre- 
sented by  the  negroes  as  heartrending.  Taken  away  at  the  -ihortest 
notice,  in  a  storm,  thrown  ashoie  on  the  low  bluffs  many  nnles  up  the 
river,  with  their  household  goods,  furniture,  and  everything  they 
could  snatch  up  in  their  Hight,  and  left  nil  night  in  a  deluge  of  rain, 
tlie  river  rising  and  threnlening  to  cany  tliera  awuy.  with  M!arcelv 
uny  shelter  for  the  weak  and  sick,  ttiey  moi^t  of  tnem  laid  in  the  mud. 
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almoflt  iieriahing-  with  cold,  until  the  latter  part  of  tho  noxt  day.  when 
thev  were  taken  away  Hy  raftM  and  flats  over  the  dcluped  country. 

TtiH  hattorics  at  town  (ippear  to  be  entirely  of  sand,  not  linbhed 
with  soddirtg-.  except  a  sniutl  portion.  Tho  one  at  St.  Vincent's  I  have 
entirely  destroyed,  burning  the  platforms  for  the  (funs,  etc.  Some 
few  soldiers  are  at  Itickol  s  Blutf,  HO  miles  up  the  rirer,  tho  rest  at 
Johnson's,  24i>  mile&.  At  this  hitter  place  they  have  been  five  months 
building  n  tine  steam  pnnbont.  not  yet  planked  in.  The  soldiers  are 
disheartened  and  dissatisHoil;  some  300  will  Icavp  soon,  their  tinin 
heinjj  up.  Annexed  please  find  t^pv  of  orders  tn  Lieutenant  Abbot 
for  the  expedition,  mitrked  "A,"  ancf  his  report,  niarke<l  "R."

Sir;  Yoh  will  fit  out  an  expedition,  lo  proceed  ttt  <hiyli^ht  to  tho 
city  of  AjMilachicola,  consisting  of  the  firist  cutter  and  the  w!uilel>oat, 
their  crews  ami  niich  officei-s  as  ntav  be  sclc^'ted  t<]  Ue  all  well  amied. 
On  appnHichin^  th*-  place  you  will  (lisplny  the  flag;  of  truce,  and  on  its 
bein^  met  you  will  reijuest  t*>  see  the  military  conitniinder,  the  civil 
authorities  of  tht*  city,  or  the  leading  citizens,  some  nf  whotu  tiow  there 
are  Mr.  Dodge.  Mr.  Ui-ooks,  Thomas  Mitchell,  Mr.  liemun.  Mr.  Por- 
ter, Henry  H.  Taylor,  Dr.  Obapman,  Mr.  IJenezet,  Mr.  Hancock. 

Say  to  them  that,  understjindini^  the  soldiers  have  l>een  withdi-awn 
or  have  evacuated  the  place  since  we  caniH  in,  and  being  anxious  to 
soften  the  evils  of  war  as  nuich  as  its  due  prosiu'ution  will  j>ermit,  I 
have  sent  you  to  ask  if  the  city  capitulat^-d  without  beinu  subjected  to 
damage  from  the  fire  of  the  guns  of  the  large  inival  force  in  tlie  neigh- 
borhood, which  it  iti  only  reaHomiblo  it  should  do.  Also  .sjiy  that  any- 
one taking  the  oath  of  allcgianeo  to  the  V.  S.  Government,  and  binding 
himself  not  to  act  in  hostility  to  it  or  its  forces,  can  remain  securely  in 
the  town,  and  his  property  will  be  safe  as  long  as  he  remains  faithful 
to  the  oath.

Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  order  of  23d  instant,  I  proweded  on  the 
morning  of  the  24th  unaer  a  flag  of  truce  to  the  citv  ttf  Amhu-hicohi, 
Hccomi«inied  in  the  wbalebojit  by  Actinp  Master  C.  ij.  Wilder  and  Act- 
ing AKsistant  Surgeon  C.  H.  Mason,  with  the  first  cutter,  in  charge  of 
Acting  Master's  Mate  (i.  A.  Steins,  fwth  ho»t«  fully  anncd.  Arriving 
off  the  city,  I  directed  Mr.  Steins  to  keep  in  sight  of  the  whalehotit, 
about  500  yards  distant,  jirepared  to  come  up  at  (nice  should  J  dip  our 
coIorB  twice.     1  then  proceeded  to  within  150  yards  of  tho  lower 
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wharf  ami  <*amc  to  aiuhor,  tossed  my  oars,  keeping  thpm  up  as  a  sifrna) 
I  wished  to  communicate  with  the  authorities  of  the  place. 

After  reraaininjf  in  that  position  about  half  an  hour,  seeing  tfmt  no 
one  showed  any  disixjsition  to  come  off  to  u.s,  I  lifted  the  anchor  and 
pulled  in  toward  the  lower  wharf,  where  I  found  four  of  the  inhiihit- 
ants  waiting  to  meet  me— Mr.  Hancock  (mayor),  Mr.  Benczet,  Mr. 
Porter,  and  Mr.  Milter,  who  represented  themselves  as  the  principal 
eiti^en-s  of  the  place.  I  immediately  mjide  known  to  them  the  object 
of  my  nii-sfiion. 

Thej'  informed  ine  the  troops  had  l>een  withdrawn  from  the  city  and 
aent  up  the  river,  with  all  their  arms  and  aiiimunition,  by  the  order  of 
the  Government,  hut  whether  they  were  to  return  or  not  they  could 
not  say.  Also  all  the  inhaljitants  had  left,  excepting  themseiro*  and  a 
few  men,  women,  and  chiMren;  that  tiiey  theinsolves  httd  remained  to 
protect  their  own  proirerty  from  incendiarism  on  shore;  that  the  town 
waH  in  a  defenHeleK^  wtaite,  but  that  they  had  no  authority  to  act  in  any 
di8po<iitiun  of  it;  that  should  the  plHce  ever  he  altwked  and  any  of 
their  i)rnjwrty  de«tr»yi'd  tin-  Confederate  Goverument  would  make 
them  ample  remunemtion;  tbat  there  wa«  no  one  in  the  place  willing, 
under  any  circumstances,  to  take  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  U.  b. 
Government,  excepting  perhaps  (to  use  their  own  expression)  a  few 
miserable  foreigners,  j.  woula  here  state  that  the  incendiaries  spoken 
of  by  them,  in  mv  opinion,  arc  people  on  shore  of  doubtful  loyalty  to 
the  so-called  Conlederato  Govomment.  I  noticed  that  evervonc  in  the 
place  except  the  four  leading  citizens  stayed  back  a  con.si^erable  dis- 
tan<*e  from  the  wharf,  which  led  me  to  Irelieve  there  are  such  men  and 
that  they  are  closely  watched. 

Being  convinced  I  was  talking  to  rank  seeessionlstA,  and  believing 
any  p«ieeablc  attempt  on  mv  part  to  ascertain  the  true  sentiment  of 
the  people  in  the  place  woul(f  be  thwarted  by  their  leading  men,  1  con- 
cluded to  close  the  intei-riew  and  return  to  the  ship.  We  carried  T 
feet  of  water  in  the  channel  in  the  Htrength  of  the  stream.  The  forti- 
Bcations  are  made  of  sand,  extending  in  a  northen.st4'rly  dirci-tion  iind 
south wef*ter]y  about  5(Hl  yards,  at  e([ual  diMtances  from  I'aeb  other,  ihc 
one  in  the  ciniter  hcing  covei-ed  with  turf.  (Juns  to  be  mounted  "en 
barVjette;"  we  could  not  see  any  guns,  however.  1  think  a  few  heavy 
gimR,  mounted  on  these  fortifications,  would  effectually  g^uard  the 
cbannel  against  any  ordinary  licet.

Sir:  I  Hailed  from  Havana  on  the  13th  instant  in  pursuit  of  steinners 
Vanderhilt  and  Whiiitt^y^  which  I  had  rejisf)n  to  Uelievo  from  inforinu- 
tion  received  at  Havana  wore  brnuid  to  Galveston.  Tex.,  or  the  Sidiine 
Uivcr. 

I  went  to  (ialve.ston  in  HL\ty-fivc  houis,  and  (!<)iiiiim!iicu(ed  with  (he 
Sajift.ti  to  put  them  on  their  guai-d,  and  arri\cd  olT  llii;  SaUinc  in  five 
hours  after  leaving  Galveston.     An  wo  came  in  sight  of  the  river  we 
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made  a  river  stoamer  coming  out  of  the  harbor  loaHod  with  cotton 
and  made  chase,  but  f^he  was  so  near  tlio  river  that  she  nmdo  her 
escape.  I  remaiucd  off  the  river  four  days,  and  treeing-  nntiiing  of  the 
ateaniei*s  I  was  looking  for,  was  satistied  thej'  had  gone  to  some  other 
place. 

Slnndiiiy;  <iir  the  huid  in  a  snuthi'riy  dimction,  wlieii  out  of  f*ijjlit  of 
the  land  1  changtMi  i]in  cuurse  aion^j  ihv.  t-oast  <(f  Louisiana  toward 
(^lr)Lsii;u.  In  four  liotiis  wb  anw  tbi?  Hinokt;  of  a  steamer  ftmiing  to 
the  ea.stward  from  the  Sabine  River.  Wo  uiadc  chase  uflcr  her  aud 
in  thnte  tiour^  cauio  up  with  a  hirge  river  steamer  loaded  with  cottou. 
We  opcnid  on  her  with  the  rifle  and  32-poundcr.s,  when  .she  ran  in 
shoal  water,  was  tired  and  abandoned.  In  a  few  niiniites  she  was 
envehiiM-ci  in  flames  and  burned  for  twelve  hijui-M. 

I  saw  in  IlieSiibiiie  UivtT  fonr  srhooiii^rs  und  several  river  steauiers, 
arriving  and  de(Hirting  np  und  down  the  river.  At  ('ulcasieu  I  saw 
three  schooners  and  one  nver  .steamer. 

On  my  return  eruise  1  touehed  at  Ship  Island  to  communicato  with 
Flag-Officer  Tarra^ut  the  result  of  my  observations  at  Sabine  and 
CaU-H-sicu. 

I  think  it  proper  to  state  that  eighteen  hours  ont  from  Havana  this 
ship  entountei*ea  a  heavy  gale  from  S.  and  8.  S.  W.  and  the  steamers 
I  was  looking  after  coultl  seiircelv  have  weathered  the  gale.

Sm:  From  information  received  by  the  papers,  I  am  disposed  to 
think  it  possible  that  a  jwrtion  of  tfic  rebel  forces  uuiy  retire  upon 
AiKilachicola.  and  am  of  opinion  (hat  it  would  be  well  for  us  to  occupy 
that  place.  Should  you  ajjree  with  me,  I  shall  be  most  happy  to 
cooperate  with  the  naval  force  under  my  command  in  taking  posses- 
sion of  it. 

If  yon  can  spare  6(H)  or  800  men  to  he  landed  at  St.  Joseph's  Bay,  so 
as  to  lake  the  town  in  the  rear,  I  think  that  force,  in  eonncction  with 
the  hoRlt*  of  the  sijuadron,  operating  in  the  Bay  of  Apalachicola,  would 
be  Hufficieul. 

Should  you  concur  in  my  suggestion.  I  shall  be  pleased  to  hear  fi-om 
you  as  early  as  possible,  that  I  may  make  the  necessary  arrungements, 
I  am,  respectfully,  your  obedient  servant.

Her  prize  officer  and  crew  1  broup-bt  to  this  port,  and  tnrough  the 
ttdviceof  the  senior  officer  coinnianding  I  sc^nci  thoni  hm-k  to  Kev  West 
in  the  ship  Pamift-nf,  rather  thtin  keeping  them  with  me  all  the  way 
to  Texas.  At  Key  West  there  may  he  an  earlier  opportunity  to  send 
them  to  their  ship  than  through  the  means  of  the  Cmmtcticiit. 

All  the  places  of  importance  in  west  Florida  are  evacuated.  St. 
Marks,  Apalachicola,  and  ISt,  Joseph's  are  without  the  presence  of 
hostile  troops.  Captain  Stellwagen  has  vicsited  Apalachicolaand  found 
the  town  deserted  .save  by  a  few  noncomhataTit  citizens.  The  rebels 
have  also  almost  abandoned  Pensatxihi,  and  have  carried  away  the 
CTeater  portion  of  the  guns.  It  Is  supposed  tlmrc  can  not  be  over 
§00  men  left.  The  Barrancas  luul  Fort  McKt^"  iirc  iil.>*o  almndoned. 
(reneral  AmoliI  pr<)[H>ses  making  this  we^k  a  grand  attack,  wliich  all 
believe  will  hv.  succi^ssful. 

It  is  understoixl  that  all  the  vesselt)  of  Flag-Officer  Farragut  have 
passed  the  bur  of  the  Mississippi,  save  the  thhrofUt^  her  draft,  not- 
withstanding the  lightening  process  she  has  gone  through,  being  too 
great  to  venture  it. 

I  believe  this  is  all  the  news  reliable,  sifted  from  an  immense  quantity 
of  flying  rumoi-s. 

I  am  using  great  dispatch.,  as  Flag-Officcr  Farnigut's  operations,  I 
understand,  depend  up<m  the  dispfltcnes  intrusted  to  my  care.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt,  this  day,  of  your 
communication  of  the  12th  ultimo. 

No  one  can  share  nutri'  dee[>ly  than  mvnelf  in  the  regret  expi-essed 
by  the  DejMirtuuint,  but  1  can  not  .suy  that  1  am  surprised,  as  at  the 
Imie  of  the  oscajie  of  tlu;  Jfuyno/ia  from  tliL'  river  the  fog  wjw  so 
dense  that  she,  though  obliged  to  pa«s  close  to  the  bloi-kading  vessels, 
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^JMiB  only  discovered  by  her  mastheads  showing  above  the  fog.  I  am 
by  ni)  inotins  sure,  however,  that  the  other  steamers  cumo  out  through 
tfie  Vnss  a  I'Dutro.  though  it  vms  certainly  a  gnive  error  for  Iwth 
bliK'kading  st<»ainpi's  to  ioiive  in  chji-^o  of  tho  ^f<uf^t^,}!ll. 

Hinr<'  tity  arrival  liere  I  have  het'n  infontusl  l!iat  a  kiiijiII  pa-ssngi^  ne^r 
the  fort,  opening  into  Oyster  liny,  bus  been  drt'dgcd  out  sulficieutly 
to  allow  the  pastiiige  of  u  vt^ssel  of  t>  or  1  ft-ct  dnift,  unci  from  tele- 
graphic di.spatche»  captured  in  the  A/iUftwh'/t  1  learn  that  a  tiew  8-foot 
channel  \m»  been  discovered  at  I^n-wick,  whicb  it  was  in)]>osi7ibie  for 
the  IlatUrat  to  guard.  Even  bad  I  known  of  these  channels  at  the 
time.  I  had  no  .steamurs  of  Huffit-iently  light  dmft  to  blockade  them; 
and  it  is  to  the  want  of  Htcaini-rs  drawing  not  over  (i  feet  that  the 
escape  of  ho  many  vessels  is  (rhiclly  to  liti  attributed,  .hulgirig  by  the 
draft,  of  the  Calhmau  whose  outwHrcl  cargo  from  Uerwii-k  \  am 
informed  was  <)t.i»)  bales  of  cotttm,  it  is  more  than  probufde  that  the 
majority  of  these  steamers  escaped  through  one  of  the  cbauuels  1  have 
mentioned,  while  the  M'ujuolia,  drawing  8  feet  of  water,  was  com- 
pelled to  try  the  Pass  a  rOutre. 

In  Mississippi  Sound  and  Mobile  Harbor  the  reljcls  had  several  gun- 
boats, some  of  which  I  know  to  be  heavily  armed,  and  I  had  infomia- 
tton  of  others  building,  said  to  be  ironclad,  and  almost  rcadv  for 
aervice;  this  rendered  i\  necossary  to  keep  a  forcn  of  gunboats  in  the 
Sound  and  olT  Mobile,  nnd  in  connection  with  the  fiiet  that  JMiveral  of 
the  new  bouts  arrived  in  a  crippled  condition  placed  it  out  of  luv  jwwer 
to  coturentratt*  u  untlieient  sl^'aui  force  l(t  reoceupy  the  Head  of  the 
PaiiWis.  My  arrangeuienLs  for  that  purjKiso  bad  just  hecii  completed, 
and  I  was  abtmt  to  send  the  HrtHtktyn  and  several  gQnl>oat«  up  the 
river  when  the  arrival  of  Fljig-Officer  Farragut  relieved  me  from  the 
control  of  that  part  of  the  blockade. 

I  will  bt^re  mention  that  1  would  take,  possession  of  Tampa,  Cedar 
Keys,  and  Apalacbicola  (which  can  be  done  at  any  nioment)  were  it 
not  that  I  think  it  would  be  impolitie  to  do  so,  unle»>s  a  force  suthcient 
to  prot<*<t  the  Union  people  is  left  to  hold  i>osseshion,  mid  (ieueral 
Bmnnan  informs  me  that  Lc  has  not  men  to  spare  for  that  pui-pose. 

In  conclusion.  1  can  only  say  that  no  exertion  has  been  wanting  on 
my  part  to  make  the  blockade  as  etfective  as  possible  with  the  force  at 
my  disposal,  but  1  have  never  had  a  sufficient  force  of  suitable  vcssrIs — 
willing  vessels  being  of  little  value  to  blockiide  steimu'rs,  eswcially 
when  their  dnift  of  water  is  such  iis  to  j)revent  their  lying  elose  in, 
and  in  pliiees  where  the  current  runs  at  the  mUi  of  three  or  four  knots 
au  hour,  us  it  does  otT  Mobile  and  the  Mississippi  Kiver.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  i-eport  tlie  capture,  witlmut  resistance,  of 
the  city  of  Apalachicof-i  itiul  afl  the  vesHtds  in  the  vicinity  by  an  ex^je- 
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dition  of  eig'ht  armed  t>o&t.s  from  this  .ship  and  the  U.  S.  gunboat 
Saj/ainf/Tf^  liieutL-iiiint  Commanding'  A.  J.  Drake,  on  tlie  3d  instant. 

On  thp  30th  ultimo  I  hnird  tlmt  the  sloop  (Mnvia  hod  run  into 
St  Joseph'^  Bay  from  llavunu  and  .^cnt  a  sail  boat,  under  Acting 
Master  Wilder,  to  that  plate.  JSu  miles  via  the  Haul  Over,  or  rortaee, 
across  the  narrow  strip  of  land  i-oMueeting  C«pe  tiau  Bias  with  nie 
mainland.  It  was  found  that  she  had  left,  but  indicutioiis  from  wheel 
tracks,  gmins  of  bpilled  cotfee,  et«.,  showed  she  had  landed  her  freight 
and  c-arted  it  away. 

On  the  same  day  my  l>oatis  chased  a  small  sloop  from  Indian  Pass  to^ 
thp  city,  and  at  night  I  went  the  gig  down  30  miles  to  Ea«t  Patw  direct- 
ing the  Sa<jitv<<»r  to  join  me  at  tlio  earliest  convenience.  She  arrived 
on  the  1st  and  the  next  day  the  boats  were  fully  prepared  for  an 
aniied  fxnedition  to  the  city  and  Old  Woman's  Blufl',  V  mile.s  up  the 
river.  Tiie  six  boats  started  at  S)  p.  m.  under  command  of  Lieutenant 
Abbot,of  this  ship,  and  Lieutenant  Bigelow,  of  the  Stti/timorr',  intending 
to  pass  the  town  in  the  night,  and  IvIeutenantCummaiiding  Drake  and 
iny»(?lf  followed  In  our  gigs  to  support  Ihem.  On  arriving  at  the  city 
early  in  the  morning  we  found  the  (hlamo  and  all  llui  small  vcj^mcIs  In 
possr.ssion  of  our  men,  and  in  due  time  tin'  |Birty  came  down  the  river 
tt)wing  the  pilot  boats  i'ljijntt  and  Mary  Olifut,  Hchooners*  Xi'w  Inlund^ 
J''ivj/(7,  and  Ji*m/:,  the  latter  loaded  with  cotton.  A  eonsideruble  time 
was  sjx'ut  in  trying  to  get  the  two  pilot  Umts  and  AVvc  hlund  over  the 
bar,  but  without  success:  they  grounded  in  7  feet  water. 

Jjjite  in  the  nfte'rnoon  I  pufled  in  with  all  the  boats  to  the  lauding 
place  and  had  an  interview  with  the  people  of  the  town,  the  details  ot 
which  Hccoinimiiy  this.  1  gave  tbem  up  their  fish  boats  and  two  or 
tbrt?c  !*choonei"s.  very  old  and  only  fit  tor  lighters.  Told  them  theyl 
could  ti-*h  and  oyster  so  long  as  tney  were  friendly,  as  ]  knew  there 
was  great  distres-s  for  the  necessaries  of  life. 

After  trying  again  to  get  ofl'  the  thix-e  schooners  without  success,  I 
ordered  them  to  be  nH  atire,  which  was  effectually  done.  The  sloop 
Octfin'a  and  th*'  sclnMiner  /^mt\  with  her  cotton,  I  cleterniined  to  send 
to  Key  West  for  ttdiudi{:ati<in. 

I  think  the  demoustnition  will  lie  very  salutary  to  the*  jwoplo  and 
will  be  of  .service  to  the  cause.  I  ho|M_'  you  will  approve  the  roiirse 
pursued.  The  men  deserve  great  credit;  the  bouts  were  gone  from 
twenty-four  to  thirty-six  hours,  with  almost  constant  heavy  work, 
which*  was  Ixjrne  very  cheerfully.

Late  in  the  afternoon  1  pulled  into  the  landing  place  with  all  the 
eight  boats  ready  for  action,  and  wiw  met  by  nearly  all  tin;  pui>u]:Ltion. 
Jt  was  really  aflocting  to  see  the  crowd,  principally  women  and  chil- 
dren, who  had  been  told  we  wore  ruthless  Ile-ssians  bent  on  burning, 
pillage,  and  destruction,  pressing  down  to  see  our  large  and  well-anuwi 
force,  without  any  fear  of  maltreatment:  on  the  contrary,  with  every 
confidence  in  our  humanity  and  discipline. 


J  look  on  it  a.**  one  of  th«  j;reat*'st  (*oiiiplimcnt.s  that  i  imld  Iw  mid 
to  ourrivili^utioiif  to  our  honored  Nav_v,«nd  to  oursarriHt  cauHH.  The 
men  uesirly  all  took  olT  their  huLs  and  I  lulth'itsHUil  them  lus  foUowH: 
"My  countrymen,  for  even  yoii  who  arc  ei)|faji>ti  in  thiw  unholy, 
unnatuml  war  upiin.-it  our  Gnvenirnent  are  luy  fi^Uow-fouritryuicu, 
we  eonie  not  to  injure  the  tlefens<!h'j*.H,  or  women  luicl  cliildn-n;  I  like 
the  pf^uple  of  the  >kiuth.  tliough  I  Unto  seeossion  and  rebclii(m.  whieh 
have  bi-oug-ht  »uch  calamities  and  miHcry  upon  all  part^  of  our  late 
happy  land."  (Cric-*  of  "  We  ha^e  had  no  part  in  it.'  *'"The  innocent 
Buffer  with  the  guilty.")  "That  in  true,"  I  replied,  "here  and  eveiT- 
where;  it  U  the  rtvjult  always  of  civil  war  and  your  leaders  should 
Imre  thoug'ht  of  it. 

*■'  I  sent  up  some  days  ago  to  demand  the  surrender  of  the  town,  and 
to  say  that  a1t  pei"sons  who  would  tivke  the  oatli  of  olleginnco  or  bind 
theuijiclves  not  to  enjfajfe  in  any  act  of  hostility  apainst  the  I'nitod 
States  could  reuiuin  here  wcuretj-,  and  that  their  pm|)erty  would  be 
safe  ati  hm^  uh  they  would  keep  faithfully  their  ositlis, 

'*Thi.'*  kindness  wa.-*  met  by  your  self-constituted  authorities,  Meuars. 
Hancock,  Ifenezet,  Porter,  arnl  Father  Miller,  by  sayinfj.  *The  city  is 
defeii.'fclet^.s;  then?  are  no  HoldierH  or  any  annt^.  hut  there  is  no  one  hav- 
ing authority  to  nurrender  il.     That  there  waw  no  one  here  who  would 

take  any  oath  to  the  Unitod  Stattw  except  it  mi(,'ht  be  some 

foi-eijjjnei-s.  And  ay  to  projwrt^ ,  if  destroyi*d.  the  Southern  Confed- 
eracy would  pay  all  lo-sjt.'  Since  then  they  have  allowed  the  sloop 
OcUivHi  to  come  in  and  aided  her  cvadinj^  the  blockade.  Wo  have 
come  hero  to  show  you  how  easily  wc  enn  retaliate,  but  that  wo  wish 
to  bo  merciful;  I  know  there  is  y:i-cat  distress  bore."  ("Wearc  almost 
starving,"  from  some  of  the  women.)  "Well,  now,  listen  to  what  I 
have  t<i  say.  1  will  span;  all  the  &)hinff  and  ovbtcr  ^waU  ('Thankiit 
Thanks!')  and  you  may  li^h  and  oyster  in  the  bay  in  safety,  tu^  ton),; 
as  110  hostile  act  is  comjiiittod  by  the  town,  but  any  dirot't  or  indirci-t 
act,  such  a-s  firinj^  ou  our  iKiat^i,  helpiii;^  a  vesdo]  to  nm  tho  blockade, 
briutjing:  soldiers  to  town,  or  anything  of  the  i*ort  will  be  severely 
punished. 

If  3*our  boats  ^'o  near  the  men-of-war,  they  nui.st  ^o  alongside  and 
report  theinsi'lves  and  meet  any  iKial  sent  to  examine  them. 
(Answern,  ''Yen,  sir;  we  will.") 

Pointing  to  their  batteries,  1  Haid:  **See  what  proteetora  your 
8oldiei-«  are;  look  ut  the  fort  built  in  the  midst  of  your  bouses,  so  that 
a  few  shells  even  fi"om  bo:it  guns  at  them  would  be  sure  to  burn  your 
town.  (Laughter  and  cries,  "Oh,  they're  no  great  soldiers;  thei*c*8 
no  engincei-s  umongNt  thcml")  Well,  I  suppose  you  have  heard  Peu- 
sHcola  is  evacuated  ("  YesI'");  Fernandhta  taki'n  t  (*•  Ye;*.'*)  You  know 
of  our  victories  at  Roanoke,  Spring  Mills  [Ky.l.  Fort  Ilinirv.  Donel- 
son;  and  (.'oluniims  fallen  without  a  blow  ("Yes,  yeJ^^');  Manassas 
taken  without  firing  a  gun  (tliis  appeared  to  surprise  them);  Nash- 
ville taken  ("Ye^,"  from  crowd),  and  Florence,  Ala.  (  Well,  1  think 
secession  is  nearly  played  out  {Great  clapping  of  hands  and  cries  of 
"God  send  peace  may  come  soon.*')  Now,  remember,  do  not  be  led 
or  forced  into  hostilities  against  us,  unless  you  de.sire  to  be  soveroly 
dealt  with,  We  don't  require  your  help,  if  it  will  get  you  into 
trouble;  but  do  not  act  against  us.  Wo  are  stmng  enough;  keep 
quieL'' 

I  then  gave  them  up  the  old  lighters,  Floyd  and  the  others  untit  for 
use,  and  rejieated  |>ei'niisRion  to  cat-cb  fish,  etc,     A  man  came  forward.

Thev  Hsid  no.  but  they  wislit-d  to  hear  niy  conunands.  I  told  them  I 
winild  hold  no  secret  (•onfer^-nce;  I  hud  jusl  told  tlui  jHJople  what  I 
had  to  -fuy.  and  they  could  heair  it  all  from  tlnMii. 

We  then  pulUxl  in  Hue  past  them,  turned,  and  stood  out  the  river, 
tirinjj  a  shriipuel  from  the  boat  jfun  of  the  jSmffn/tort'n  launch  away 
from  the  people,  to  show  them  its  effect.  Tfie  populace  were  evi- 
dently pleayed  w  ith  the  interview,  and,  if  free  from  compulsion,  I  am 
sure  would  be  in  favor  of  the  Union. 

We  found  it  impracticable  to  ^et  the  grounded  vosnels  off.  and  I 
ordci-ed  the  Cyjvoi^  Mury  Olivut^  and  the  New  hhmd  net  on  tire, 
which  was  effectually  done,  and  the  Rme  and  Octavia  taken  t-o  our 
anchoraj^. 

The  boats  were  gone  from  twenty-four  to  thirt^'-six  hours.  The 
men  behaved  admirablv.

Sib:  1  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  in  obedience  to  an  order 
from  Commander  11.  S.  Stollwuj^en,  of  the  Meneilita.  received  March 
81  and  dated  March  ;^(i,  I  jr<)t  underway  at  8  n.  ui.  April  1,  and,  aft^r 
having  ttiwini  ihi-  h'uhn  unlside  tLe  bar,  steamed  up  to  West  Pa**,  and 
arrived  insidr  of  Sand  I>ihind  at  -1  p.  in. 

On  Wednesday,  the  2d.  1  got  out  my  launch,  with  the  la-pouudor 
howitzer,  and  my  first  and  second  cutters,  and  sent  them,  imder  com- 
mand of  Lieutenant  George  A.  Bigclow,  on  an  expedition  to  Apala- 
ehicolft.  in  connection  with  three  boat*  from  the  Mcrwdlta^  the  whole 
party  being  under  conmiand  of  Lieutenant  Abbot  of  that  ship.  The 
results  of  tlie  exp<'(iition  you  have  no  doubt  learned  from  the  report  of 
Commander  Steflwagen. 

On  Saturdav.  the  .'•th  in.^tant,  I  got  underway  at  il  a.  in.,  and  after 
buoying  out  tlie  channel  took  the  l>ark  •/.  /,.  Dttetx  in  tow  and  brought 
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hfir  safely  in,  arriving  iiLsidc  Sand  Island  at  3  p.  m.  On  Sunday,  the 
6th.  <;<>t  uiidcTwuy  at  i(:30  u.  rn.  and  arrived  off  Marsli  Foitit  Buoy.  Kaat 
ffiss.  at ;")  p.  III. 

I  Imvo.  the  honor  to  enclose  to  you  the  report  of  Lieutenant  Gooi'go  A. 
Bigolow,  in  i-ommaad  of  the  b^ts  of  this  ship  and  the  exporlitton  to 
ApuIafliic-oh\.

Sir:  lu  obedience  to  your  orders  1  pi*occcded  in  charge  of  the  launch, 
first  and  siH'ond  eiittor-t.  in  compiny  with  Lieutenant  Ahbot,  of  the 
Merccdita^  to  A^wlachicolu  for  the  purpose  of  seizing  some  j^chooncrs 
said  to  V<?  anchored  .-jome  5  oiilos  up  the  river.  We  left  the  ship  at 
y  p.  in.  on  the  nij^lit  of  the  2d  instant,  but  losin]^  our  way,  owing  to 
the  Btronjr  current  and  darkne,-;sof  the  night,  we  were  old ig«>d  to  anchor 
ftnd  wait  for  duyliijht.  In  the  morning  we  found  ournel^ea  to  tbeeast^ 
ward  of  the  city,  ntit  suc<«eded  in  arnving-  there  almiit  sunrise. 

Acting;  Master  Kules  wils  d isjuiUdied  to  «<'ize  a  sloop  fastened  to  tho 
wharf,  which  duly  he  pcrfiirined  aiul  Jinchorcd  Iiit  in  liii;  stream. 

This  vefwel  provcil  to  he  the  Miiry  Of/rift,  whicli  had  run  the  block- 
ado.  A  relwf  flag  wa^-  found  on  board,  together  with  u  quantity  of 
storex. 

The  current  in  tho  river  was  so  stroni;  that  tho  single-hanked  boat*) 
4-oiild  not  stem  it,  so  that  Lieutenant  Abbot  remained  olT  the  city  whilst 
I  proceeded  up  the  river  in  tlic  luuiu-h,  accompanied  by  the  second  cutter 
oi  this  ship  and  one  of  the  Iwwts  of  the  Mvi'r&HUf.  At  a  disUmcc  of 
about  7  miles  we  discovered  the  schooner  Nno  Inland  lying  at  anchor 
in  a  suudi  crook.  This  vessel  was  at  once  gotten  underway  and  anchored 
in  the  stream.  Some  distance  beyond  we  found  tho  schooner  J^loyd^ 
together  with  the  schooner  Honf  and  two  pilot  bouts. 

These  vessels  were  gotten  out  juhI  towed  down  tho  river.  Thft] 
schooner  Bo^t^  wius  found  to  contain  a  <iuantity  of  cotton  on  1>oard.j 
Wo  met  with  no  opjMJsitton.

Siu:  Having  received  infininatiim  that  the  rebel  steamer  Florida 
had  run  our  blockade  and  was  lying  about  20  miles  alwve  St.  Andrew's 
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'town,  about  30  niili's  fnint  tin-  Imr,  I  ciotiTminrd  tn  make  thn  attempt 
to  cut  her  out.  Whpn  we  aj*kiMl  f()r  voliintfMT!*  all  wiintpd  to  i^-o,  Mt. 
EJnntlmn  Ijfiwis,  pxiwutive  odiccr,  .loliti  ('.  Ffiiiiiliii  atitl  .laint'ri  H. 
liiirry.ac^tinj;  imi.st<T*H  iitutf.s,  uli^o  Arttiig-AHMistjintSurj^oon  Jeffrey  T. 
AilaiDN,  toijctln'r  willi  27  nu-ii  mid  1  boy.  left  this  veswel  at  1  p.  m.  on 
Friday,  4lTi  iiirititnt.  On  their  way  up  tbo  bay  captured  trio  Kloop 
LfifaxfeiU .  with  15  tialrsof  cottonon  Iioard;  on  qiie,stionin};tlicenptain. 
fouiiA  he  was  a  pilut.  ami  volutit*"ere<l  his  servicer*.  On  tiuiiday,  [April 
(i|.  about  4  a.  ni..  they  boarded  the  rttwimer  FUrrUla  so  suddenly  tlmt 
those  oil  board  had  not  time  to  set  lire  to  her,  as  was  their  intention 
from  all  apj>euninees.  After  eapturinj;  the  steamer  Mr.  Lewis  diseov- 
orod  that  it  was  inii>ossiblo  to  bring*  her  out  without  the  assisitanee  of 
the  euL'ineen*.  |3ilol,  and  mat£,  f?o  rather  than  bum  lier  lie  considered 
it  prudeut  to  bargain  with  them,  and  gave  his  word  that  they  (enjjiueers, 
pilot,  and  mate)  would  receive  ^lOO  each.  They  were  faithful.  1  there- 
fore hop<?  tlie  Government  will  be  pleased  with  the  arrangement  and 
see  that  Mr.  Lewis's  word  is  made  good. 

Mr.  I>'wis  reeeive<l  a  wound  from  a  pistol  shot  while  boarding  on 
the  forehead,  hlowinjf  powder  into  his  ri<rliteye  and  upper  part  of  the 
face;  he  feels  anxinns  about  it.  and  wisJies  to  j^'t  somewlii-re  where  he 
can  p't  lu'tl^-r  attcndatn'c  than  It  is  jjossibb-  on  btmrd;  I  therefore 
Kt^nd  liiiii  an  prize  master  of  tlie  steamer.  I  also  send  .John  C.  Hamlin, 
a4-linjj  ma.st4':r's  mate,  jirize  master  nf  the  sloop  ].nfnyttt*\  to  \w.  taken 
in  tow  by  the  steamer. 

I  regret  to  state  that  on  the  way  from  the  bay  Mr.  Lewis  was  induced 
bv  a  flag  of  truce  to  .send  a  boat  on  shore  in  eharj^e  of  Mr.  Barry. 
^Vhen  within  gunshot  there  arose  from  the  bushes  a  party  of  about  8il 
or  40  men  and  lircd  on  tlie  Iwat.  killing  instantly  Samuel  Lawrp!ic4\ 
seamen,  wounding  Mr.  Harry  in  the  wrist,  and  James  Finney  (seaman) 
receivetl  two  w<mnd.s,  in  the  thigh  and  calf  of  the  leg,  and  the  captain 
of  the  Bloop,  who  was  in  the  boat,  received  a  slight  wound  on  tlio  right 
band. 

0  rent  pmise  is  due  both  officers  and  men  for  the  manner  in  which 
thcv  carried  out  my  orders. 

Jacob  F.  Wcndt  (scanuiii)  was  arcidently  wounded  in  the  groin  by 
the  accidental  di.-icharge  <tf  his  own  imisket;  his  recovery  is  doubtful. 
Enclosed  please  find  a  copy  of  my  (ndcrs  to  Mr.  liowis,  who  com- 
manded the  expedition,  also  a  list  of  articles  taken  from  the  prize  for 
ship's  use.

Sie:  I  have  to  report  that,  In  obedience  to  ,vour  order  of  the  4th 

instant,  1  proceeded  with  the  tioats  under  my  comnumd  to  St.  Andrew's 

Bay  to  endeavor  to  cjijiIuit^  any  vessel  nr  vessels  that  might  be  found 

loading  or  lying  in  tliat  vicinity.     VVe  arrived  at  the  mouth  of  the  j««>» 
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and  latidcd  at  12:80  n.  in.  and  niiiijM'd  on  the  Im'hcIi.  Having  l>eon 
infoniiu'd  that  a  sloop  loadod  with  rottoii  liound  to  Hitvanii  waj*  lyin^ 
5  milos  up  Crooked  Llaiid  Sound  [St.  Andrew's  Soundij,  I  dispitchcd 
tbo  liiumrn,  with  12  men  in  <-liarg'e  of  Sailing  Ma.'^ter  Jomi  C.  Hamlin, 
with  orders  to  rapture  her  if  |)osf*ible.  Mr.  Ilumlin  prtx^jedcd  up  the 
sound  and  took  posse.-wiou  of  tho  sloop,  whlt-h  proved  to  be  the  sloop 
Zafai/ftU\  of  rerfsiieola,  whieh  ran  the  blockade  by  East  Pa»s,  Pensa- 
cow,  Maivh  1,  and  had  been  lying  there  since,  having  abandoned  his 
voy^c.  Found  the  captain  on  board,  who  expressed  strong  Union 
sentiments;  got  ?!loop  underwiiy  and  iirought  nor  to  (hn  pass,  and 
anchored  her.  We  found  Cuptain  IIsirrJKon,  of  the  rthiop,  was  lU'quaintcd 
with  Ijiiy  and  volunteered  his  services  to  pilot  us  tt)  the  t^leauier  Fhrida, 
then  loading  at  head  of  North  Bay,  mouth  of  liejir  Creek.  At  1  p.  m. 
started  sloop  with  boats  in  tow,  at  4  passed  St.  Andrew's  town  and  pro- 
ceeded up  North  Bay  until  !>  p.  m. ;  wind  di<'d  away,  when  we  anchored 
the  shKip  and  one  lioat.  leaving  h  men  in  clmrge.  under  the  eonunand  of 
James  Ii.  Rarry,  ma-^ter's  mate.  We  then  prtx-eedod  cjiiiti<nis!y  with 
launi'h  and  lii-Ht  euttei-and  '2.5  men;  also  Captain  Harrison  as  pilot.  At 
2  a.  m.  we  .sueceeded  in  pii-ssing  the  j»irket  guard  without  any  alarm 
being  given:  at  3  tliseornrd  *ln^  lii^ht.-f  of  the  stcjimer  in  the  distanee. 
Wf!  then  laid  on  nur  oar^,  and  dnftt'd  tip  with  Ihe  tide  unlll  we  (-Rme 
within  hail.  We  wen;  thtm  hailed  by  the  watch,  who  gave  thr  alarm. 
We  then  twarded  her  iu  Ixjth  Iwats,  on  both  sides.  We  met  with  hut 
little  resistance,  they  being  taken  completely  by  suiprise.  On  gaining 
the  deek  of  the  steamer  1  received  a  pistol  .shot  in  the  forehead.  We 
tlien  took  charge  of  the  .steamer,  putting  the  erew  under  guard.  She 
prorod  to  Iw  tne  steamship  Flortd'i^  loading  with  cotton  for  the  pur- 
pose of  running  the  blockade.  Found  the  l>oilers  empty,  and  imme- 
diately pumpeifthem  up,  and  proceeded  to  get  the  steamer  in  working 
oi'dor.  Fimling  thr  engineer*  to  be  Cnion  men,  we  prevailed  on  them 
to  assist  in  getting  the  ?.teamer  down.  At  11  ri.  m,  got  underway, 
and  steamed  slowly  down  the  bay.  After  proceeding  about  5  mile*j  wo 
grounded  on  au  oyster  bank  iu  mid-channct;  used  every  effort  to  get 
her  off  without  success;  laid  there  all  night.  At !'  a.  m.,  tide  veering, 
succeeded  in  getting  her  afloat,  and  had  scarcely  gone  a  mile  when  we 
groundexl  again  on  another  bar.  Finding  [wf^l  could  not  get  heraHoat 
and  provisions  getting  scarce,  held  a  consultation  with  liieotheers  and 
crew,  and  concluded  to  si>t  lhos<^  on  shorts  wh4>  did  not  wish  to  fake  the 
oath  of  allegiance  to  the  Cnitx-d  States,  whirli  \\\\  di<l.  sending  0  men 
and  chief  enj^ineiu*.  I  then  deemed  it  ndvisalde  to  lighten  the  .ship, 
which  1  did  t>y  throwing  overboard  30  bales  of  cotton.  Considering 
the  ship  in  a  criticat  .situation,  1  offered  to  the  pilot,  William  II.  Har- 
rison, Samuel  Dnyton.  chief  mate,  and  Kobert  Davison,  first  engineer, 
J.'i^K)  ciu'h,  likewise  t^i  Honrv  Jones,  second  engineer.  !(^2oO,  also  (o 
each  of  the  greasprs  %hK),  to  induce  them  to  nnike^  every  trffort  to  get 
Ihe  lM)at  to  .st'u.  Next  morning,  !t  a.  m..  got  the  steamer  alloat  and 
prcK;eeded  down  the  bay.  On  arri\  ing  abreast  of  St.  Andrew's  town 
we  found  it  im|M>ssible  to  cross  the  Imu,  owing  to  the  heavy  gale  then 
blowing  from  tlie  southwest;  came  to  an  anchor.  Finding  provisions 
getting  scarce,  and  having  previously  been  informed  by  the  pilot  tliat 
the  two  families  then  living  there  were  Unionists.  I  was  iiiducTd  to 
send  sloop  Za.f!/;/c^/<-,  in  ch.ai'gc  of  flames  H.  Harry,  with  fj  men  aud 
the  pilot,  with  flag  of  truce,  to  try  and  procure  some.  Seeing  a  Hag 
of  truce  on  shore.  Mr.  Bnrry  and  piU»t  landed,  and  were  met  Uy  a 
woman,  who  told  tbem  they  could  got  pi-ovisions  at  another  place.     As 
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they  wero  ffoitif*  to  the  boat  an  alarm  was  givoii  that  a  lx)dy  of  armed, 
intMi  lo  the  number  of  iO  or  5ii  wore  ninnint'  toward  them  from  the 
wood^j.  They  jumped  into  the  boat  and  niatie  for  the  ^loop,  but  had 
t*carccly  got  20  j^ard--  from  the  shore  when  they  were  fireid  at  by  tbo 
rol>elfi.  Thoy  siirceeded  in  getting'  on  board  the  ulinip,  and  in  getting- 
on  Ixmrd  ani>ther  %'olley  wiw  tired,  iriKtitntlv  killing  Sanuud  Ijiwri'tiec, 
luully  wounding  .TameH  Finney,  al«"  w<>un)ling  -lanies  II.  Harry  and  the 
pilot.  They  returned  the  tire,  and  Mue^t-eeded  in  driving  them  l>ack. 
got  sluDp  iintierway,  and  reached  tlni  sti-auier.  We  then  fired  6  shell 
into  the  town  from  our  --niall  riiU^d  1'2-poniider.  wliitli  we  Imd  takea. 
from  our  boat  and  utounted  on  the  .^teiuner.  The  gale  Inereaalng,  lot' 
go  the  other  atiebor  and  kept  shly  under  .steam  during  llio  night.  At 
\*  H.  ni.  .larob  F.  F.  Wencit  aeeideiitjilly  .sliot  liini.-^tnf  in  the  groin. 
At  1  p.  ni.  next  day,  wind  aliating.  got  underway  and  proceemKi  to 
Kattt  rass.  On  reaelnng  tb<!  na-sw,  and  finding  the  .sea  running  veiT 
heavy  on  the  bar  and  iniiJossible  to  fro-ss  without  great  ri.sk,  runic  to 
anchur  at  S  v..  m.     Next  morutng  got  underway,  crossed  the  bar,  and 

Imjeeeded  to  St.  Joseph's  Bay,  arriving  at  11  a.  m.     In  conclusion,  1 
lavc  to  express  my  entire  satisfaction  with  the  conduct  of  the  officers, 
and  men  it  was  my  good  fortune  to  eommand,  and  furthermoi*e  wish,' 
to  rtv'onmiend  to  your  notieo  the  gallant  conduct  of  Captain  Harrison, 
our  |>ilot.  in  bravely  nssisting  to  defend  our  men  in  the  ftiloop  against 
the  tremendous  odds  against  them;  and  fnrthennore  1  wish  to  express 
mv  heartfelt  thanks  to  Sailing  Masl«r  .Udui  C,  tiamliu  and  Master^s 
Mate  JameH  H.  Barry  for  their  ix>nduc-t  during  the  expedition.

]ii.VT.  SrraNO  Camp,  April  Jfj\  1^02. 
SfE:  In  compliance  with  a  telcgTanhic  nrder  (a  copy  of  which  is 
herewith  enclosed)  from  (Vjlom-I  Dilworth,  then  commanding,  and 
received  at  my  camp,  6  miles  cast  of  Marianna,  at  12  o'clock  m.  on  the 
1th  instant,  1  started  at  3  p.  m.  of  the  same  day  with  my  command, 
and  arrived  at  S:  03  p.  in.  the  next  day  at  Soiut  Andrew's  !Bay,  having 
been  in  the  saddle  twenty-four  hours,  with  only  a  rest  of  two  hours  to 
feed  our  horses.  I  found  that  the  enemy  had  succcodcd  in  getting  the 
steamer  Ftm-ida  from  her  anchomge  np  North  Bay,  ana  was  then 
oppohiite  the  town  of  Saint  Andrew'^.  When  alK>ut  fi  miles  from  the 
town  we  heard  a  jjun  from  the  steamer,  and  ridinj'  then  at  iialf  speed, 
1  met  one  of  my  advance  guard  just  In^fore  reaching  the  U>wn,  who 
informed  me  that  the  enemy  was  landing  from  a  Hinall  .s1<h>i»  about  a 
mile  from  us.  I  then  dismounted  my  conunand  and  ad\anced  rapidly 
through  the  woods,  houing  to  (.•apturo  them.  But  the  enemy  saw  ua 
when  2CK)  yards  off,  and  took  to  tlicir  hoatjs.  I  then  caused  my  com- 
mand to  open  fire  upon  theni.  They  were  nut  of  whot-gun  rcAch,  but 
a  |H>rtion  of  my  conunand,  who  were  armed  with  Maynard  rifles,  killed 
or  dJHjibled  four  or  tivi^  of  the  seven.  Having  only  live  cartridgej*  to 
the  ritle,  our  anuminition  was  soon  exhau.sten.  Had  I  had  sutncicnt 
t-arlridges  1  iim  .-^ure  that  I  could  have  tjiken  the  sloop,  and  probably 
have  retaken  llie  steamer,  or  at  least  burned  ht>r.  The  enemy  tii*cd  on 
us  with  a  long-range  gun,  carrying  round  tmlls.  which  passed  over  our 
heads  at  a  distance  of lialf  a  mile.  They  also  seat  a  few  shell  after  ub, 
but  no  one  was  hurt  on  our  side.  The  steumer  then  left  the  bay,  and 
after  remuinin^r  ^omo  days  I  returned  with  mj  command  to  camp.

Sir:  1  have  the  honor  to  re|M>it  that  on  the  24th  ultimo  a  sail  was 
reported  from  the  niuwthcad  ^tAiidin^jf  in.  I  wiLS  in  the  uiidst  of  haul- 
ing off  the  Ezilda^  fa>t  on  shoi-e  on  a  Mind  Imnk,  had  two  anchoi-s  abend, 
and  was  beavinj^  at  the  capstjin  and  making  110  i*cvoIutions  with  the 
cnjfines.  1  succeeded  in  getting  her  off,  and  alxnit  thirty  minutes  after 
the  sail  was  reported  commenced  getting  underway,  having  previously 
dispatched  a  boat  to  sound  the  }mr  between  tlie  buoys,  as  the  tides 
were  unusually  low.  Lipon  the  return  of  the  Imat,  sUtod  down  for  the 
Itar.  and  at  l:5ii  gr<nm<leil  in  'J  feet  '*  inches  water,  precisely  what 
the  ship  draws  according  to  her  nwirks.  J  immediately  fitted  out  the 
EzUd<t^  and  sent  her  with  seven  goi:>d  and  thoroughly  armed  men  and 
the  first  cutter  of  this  vessel,  in  charge  of  Acting  Master  Hurley,  to 
either  pilot  in  or  bring  in  the  strange  sail.  1  supposed  the  schooner 
was  eitlier  a  coal  or  provision  vessel  from  her  boMness  in  standing  In 
(she  was  never  in  wignt  from  deck,  however),  but  I  think  now  that  the 
captain  had  gotten  out  of  his  mckoning  and  wa-*  looking  for  snrne  land 
mark.

1:5(1  o'clock  p.  m.  of  the  2i)lh  ultimo  the  tender  retained.     I  unclose 


Mr.  Hiirloy's  reports  It  was  certainly  cxtraordiniirj'  thnt  Mr.  Hurley

From  the  reports  inside  hy 
l)Ot-u  ufHiHM*s,  I  havethoujfbt  it  my  duty  to  let  you  knowaaxoonas 
I>o.ssil)le  that  there  wa.s  a  place  where  vesseU  could  get  in  and  dl.s- 
cliai-ge,  unhlockadcd.  The  re}>ort  of  the  HL-hooner  or  schooners  aecu 
offthei-eon  the  Sdlh  ultimo,  of  course,  had  a  great  deal  to  do  with 
mv'  determination.

Srn:  In  cnnndiancn  with  your  order  of  the  '24th  instant,  I  stood  out 
to  sea  In  the  TithonuCH  tender  in  quest  of  a  suspicious  Muil  then  .seen  at 
8  p.  m.  otl  the  beacon  on  Sea  Horse  ll4^cf;  saw  lights  bearing  S.  E.; 
folhiwcd  them  until  midnight;  tinding  vessel  In  bboal  water,  came  to 
anchor,  vessel's  light  having  disappeared.  At  daylight  found  our- 
aelves  clost^  to  beacon  off  St.  Martin's  Reef.  Saw  the  schooner  inshore 
of  us  »(tunding  out  to  sea;  ran  down  for  her,  and  when  distant  about 
oDC-half  mile  tired  a  shell  athwart  her  bows  and  set  our  coloi>.,  where- 
upon she  wore  round  and  sto(«l  in  for  the  land;  followed  her  in  until, 
tinding  our  vessel  touching  bottom,  hove  to  and  commenced  to  shell 
her;  tinding  our  shell  falling  short  and  judging  her  to  bo  ashore,  we 
were  forced  to  haul  olf  in  deeper  water:  having  onlv  tJ  men  and  a  small 
boat,*  did  not  deem  it  judicious  to  board  her;  inaAe  all  hast©  back  to 
your  vessel  to  report  for  further  orders.

Sik:  In  ohedieiice  to  youroi-der,  on  thpaftd'noonof  the 351b  ultimo 
I  slaried  in  tlin  tviidcr,  taking  with  me  Acting;  Master  HurWy  anil  the 
Iniinc-h,  ill  piu'siiit  of  n  schooner  scon  thiit  niornirij^otr  Ht.  Martin's 
KovK.  I  mn  iluwn  Momo  H  niiU'H  E.  S.  K.  and  nnchorcd.  Al  day- 
light of  tlie  2t)tli  1  discovort'd  tlio  sail  on  shore  and.  goinj^f  as  n«ir  as 
the  teiider\s  draft  of  water  permitted,  put  the  howitzer  in  thi^  launch 
and  pulled  toward  her.  It  was  a  foi-c-and  aft  buhooner  with  topmasts 
down,  a  French  tiag  flving  at  the  foret^tay. 

One  man  wa?>  ween  leaving  over  the  bows,  and  a  eoUiron  of  black 
siiioko  rominenced  to  pour  up  from  her  stern.  1  {mlliid  in,  anxious  to 
put  out  the  tire,  pausing  from  the  chase  to  pursue  two  Mailix>]it.<<  which 
were  escaping  in  among  the  keys,  but  seeing  them  rapidly  leave  me, 
hastoued  toward  the  burning  sehooner.  When  within  about  S*XI 
yards  she  blew  up  with  a  loud,  heavy  report.  I  went  alongside  the 
wreck  and  saw,  from  what  remained,  that  it  had  been  of  some  130 
tons,  if  not  more,  built  <]f  pitfih  pine  entii*elv,  I  suppose  in  a  Southern 
port;  had  a  center  board,  and  a  very  flat  rfoor,  maKing  her  draft  of 
water  not  more  than  five  or  six  feet  when  deep. 

Tln^  trRUiendouH  force  of  the  explowion,  which  in  a  moment  reduced 
the  schooner  to  a  floating  inass  of  timber,  leaving  not  a  vestige  of  decks, 
up[H'r  works,  mainmast,  gulf,  m'  boom,  literally  t4'aring  the  bow  u{ntrt 
froin  the  stiTU,  leads  me  to  eoneludf,  tlmt  tlie  bulk  of  hi-r  cargo  was 
guniH>wder.  Smoking  ^titl  upon  tlie  wreck,  which  now  only  consisted 
of  knrghthcn<ls.  bowsprit,  counter,  and  a  few  lloor  timliers,  wore  sev- 
eral hundU'M  of  corn  brooms,  and  u^wn  opening  two  large  barrels  I 
discovered  in  each  two  kegs  of  c-annon  powder  carefully  packed  in 
oakum,  (juuntities  of  saltpeter,  pearl  ash,  sulphur,  still  lay  pirtiallv 
immersed  in  the  wat^r,  and  being  without  facilities  for  removing  all 
of  them  1  staved  the  barrels  una  emptied  them,  (iroat  numbers  of 
Itoxcs,  marked  ''■calidad  superine,"  contnining  soap,  were  among  the 
ruins,  and  for  an  area  of  200  yards  the  Ixjttom  is  paved  with  loose 
bars,  A  few  oranges  and  pinoupplcs  floating  alnnit,  and  the  f>paniiih 
labels  on  a  few  small  articles  lead  me  to  conclude  she  came  from  some 
S^xmish  p*jrt  in  the  West  Indies,  probably  Havana. 

On  the  morningof  the  STth  I  revisited  the  wreck,  [also]  on  the  28th, 
2!tth.  and  SOtli.  The  two  last  days  I  was  accompanied  by  the  U.  S. 
sclioon<'r  Jifauri^jtinl. 

The  aflern(H>n  of  the  .SOth,  at  alwul  3  o'clock,  I  to()k  the  lann<li  and 
gun,  one  boat  from  the  Heitureijard^  and  two  additional  men,  making 
m  all  19  men,  and  pulled  down  lietween  the  keys  to  the  southward. 
A  schoonei-  had  l>een  seen  that  morning  to  seaward,  standing  in,  and 
it  was  for  the  purpose  of  discovering  and  capturing  her,  vua  well  as  to 
rt>connoit*?r  and  observe  carefully  the  character  of  the  channel,  find 
out  if  possible  the  mouth  of  the  HomosiLssa  River,  examine  the  little 
keys  in  tlm  vicinity  of  the  wreck  for  portions  of  her  cargo  which 
might  linve  been  hurriedly  landed,  and  look  for  beai^ons,  that  I  oi*gan- 
ized  the  boat  expedition. 

1  found  iioliiing  landed  on  the  keys  i  visited,  and  upon  the  others, 
near  there,  none  iiut  a  very  small  lioat  of  light  draft  could  have  reached, 
convincing  mc  that  no  bulky  or  weighty  urticlt^s  had  been  taken  there 
nt  least.  IJcacorts,  large  stakes,  painted,  one  black  rock  with  a  white- 
washed top.  make  the  chauucl  of  the  easiest,  and  it  is  only  strange 
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how.  witli  lio  cnnspifUfiuti  timrks.  the  wrecked  stchoonor  could  have 
tniKlaki'ii  the  northern  side  of  the  kevs  for  the  aouthom  and  struck 
u]K>n  u  n'i'f,  dry  at  Utw  wiit<'r.  Can-fully  exHiiiining  everi'thinc-  like 
an  rntranee  deep  enough  aiiiimg  the  key?*  for  a  vo-sKel  I  met  with  no 
MUcccsH  (I  i4jK<ak  of  the  small  keys  next  tlie  mainland),  and  conjecture 
tlio  mouth  of  tliat  river  to  be.  more  to  the  northward  than  we  pulled, 
although  at  seveixl  places  openings  of  Home  aize  would  ocxrur.  After 
pulling  and  .sailing  alfout  14  miles  from  the  two  schooners  and  discover- 
ing nothing  of  the  chn-sc,  no  nlgns  of  a  iiahltation  or  human  hcing,  and 
daylight  hcing  exhuust*xl.  1  returned,  reaching  them  at  ut>out  9  p.  m. 
Then  I  leanied  thut  unothor  schooner  had  l>cen  seen  at  ftt^out  ten  min- 
utes Wfore  sundown  from  the  HMHriyaiiV«  masthead,  Iienrlng;  S.  W. 
by  \V.  and  Htamling  In  from  sea.  In  tlie  morning  at  davlight  l>oth 
vessels  pot  underway.  Wnit  down  to  the.  southwar'U  and  westward  and 
kept  a  careful  lookout  for  tlio  stranger  who,  1  thought,  ought  to  l»e 
just  about  that  time  running  in  toward  us,  as  I  did  not  think  be  could 
oavc  run  in  at  night. 

Bod  weather  coming  up,  and  the  sky  having;  every  appearance  of 
blowy,  thick  weather,  the  Inuncli  in  tow  pixn'enting  the  schooner  hcing 
a«  w:>a worthy  in  u  gale  us  she  might  be.  andj)lenty  of  rocks  being  about, 
I  concluded  to  return  to  Cedar  Ke^'s,  where  1  had  the  honor  to  report 
my  arrival  to-day  at  about  1:30  p.  nt. 

Kpon  the  next  piige  is  an  inventory  of  all  articles  saved  from  the 
wreck,  including  also  »ouic  which  were  picked  up  by  the  Beauregard 
on  the  2i»th. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  St.  Martin's  Keys  are  an  oft-visited  port,  easy 

of  entrance  to  just  such  vcssoU  as  that  wrecked,  and  that  facilities  are 

there  for  discharging,  though  t*»  tiie  Houtiiward  of  the  wreck.

When  first  di-scovered  the  schooner  was  steering  to  the  northward 
(toward  the  coast  of  Florithi)  with  the  wind  aljout  W.  N.  W.,  hut  on 
the  approach  of  the  ^.'Hy/rr  her  course  was  changed  to  the  southward 
and  westward  and  an  English  en.<)ign  hoisted.  On  examination,  an 
Knglish  register,  recently  i.'*s»ed  nt  Nassau,  was  produced  with  n 
dejirance  from  that  port  for  Matnnmras.  The  crew  list  de.scrihing 
the  nationality  of  the  party  on  hoard  was  not  ofTicially  authenticated 
hy  any  port  officer,  and  there  was  no  manifest  of  the  cargo.

Sib:  I  sailed  from  llavunu  on  the  5th  of  April  in  obodieiiee  to  your 
order  of  Marrh  28. 

I  cruised  between  Capo  Canayoral  and  N.  E.  Pixiyideooo  Channel, 
boarding  three  steamers,  five  bark>i,  eijjht  briK<,  «nd  five  sehoonen*, 
and,  seeing  only  vci^sels  enjrnged  in  honest  trade,  thouifht  I  would  fw 
justitied  in  cruising-  on  a  Inie  between  the  eastern  end  of  Abaeo  and 
Chiirlostoiu  S.  C,  alioiit  mo  miles  from  the  land  and  keeping;  the 
eastern  end  of  Abiu-o  iM-aring  from  S.  to  S.  S.  W. 

On  the  day  after  my  arrival  at  that  |X>sitioii,  the  23d  of  April,  wc 
saw  a  steamer  that  answered  the  description  of  the  A«^/<r/VA ,  liunting 
hard  coal  and  steering  north.  We  made  clmse  and  used  all  exertions 
to  overhaul  her,  but  she  ran  away  from  us  at  the  rate  of  2  miles  an 
hour  or  UKire.  and  after  five  hours'  chase  was  out  of  sight.

Faperrt,  or  flag,  tliri'e  days  from  (harli'ston  and  loaded  with  cotton,

On  UiG  25th  of  April,  12'l  miles  from  the  land,  we  miwie  a  steamer 
standing  to  the  N.  \\  .;  eha.sed  and  overhauled  her.  She  prove<l  to  l»e 
the  I''j7*i  W'arley  (formerly  Imhr}).  loaded  with  contralmnd  and  such 
articles  as  the  ivl»cl?*  are  mo>t  in  need  of.  1  put  on  board  a  jnize  crew 
of  'i  ofScers,  2  engineers.  J.'>  ujen,  and  S  murines,  and,  tin?  prize  want- 
ing coal  and  water  to  take  her  to  New  York,  I  stood  for  Port  lloyal, 
the  nwirest  place,  for  .supplie-s. 

On  the  2<{th  April  I  spoTte  a  .schooner  named  Mersey  (formerly  J'^IU- 
ahfith^  of  Charleston),  with  Knglish  tlag  and  register  just  issued  from 
Nassau,  bound  to  Baltimoi-e.  and  loadca  with  the  usual  blockade  cargo^ 
salt,  drugs,  leather,  cottec,  etc.— a  cargo  incompatible  with  her  ilcstina- 
tion.  \\  hen  1  made  her,  she  was  ^standing  N.  W.  with  a  S.  K.  wind, 
the  bearing  of  t.'h«rleston.  Wlien  I  was  clo-ne  enough  to  be  iimdeout, 
she  altered  her  cour.-^e  Xo  N.  E,  1  seized  her  as  a  prize,  and,  as  I  was 
convoying  the  Inahi'l^  took  the  schooner  in  tow  to  Port  Uoyal,  put  a 
prixe  crew  on  board,  antl  sent  her  to  New  York. 

On  my  arri\al  at  Port  Hoyal  I  found  the  cargo  of  the  hnh,l  was 
comiwM'd  in  great  part  of  rifhtA,  HWords,  and  other  nmnititnis  and 
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supplier  of  vital  imnortaiicc  to  tho  roWcls  Rt  this  tinio,  and  tbnt  she  had 
35  p*»rM>nK  on  hoani,  most  of  thotn  di'spcmt*^  htuI  wily  uharactore,  res- 
identH  <»f  Churk'stoii  iind  well-known  men  on  the  roa^t,  who  had 
eluded  tlie  vipilancK  of  th«  hlnckade  for  so  many  mnnths.

The  eharaeterof  herear^jo,  position,  and  suspieious  behavior  .seemed 
to  justify  seizure,  and  I  put  my  rouiuiuing  mabteL'''8  uiate  and  a  prize 
crew  on  l>oard  and  sent  her  to  New  York. 

I  hope  my  conduct,  under  the  circumstances  detailed,  will  nioct  your 
approbation,

Sir;  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  the  Department,  whilst  criiij*iug  off 
the  coast  of  (.'uba  (in  olx'dicuce  to  in^itructioiKs  from  Flag-Omcer 
William  \V.  McKeanl,  between  Matatizas  and  Havana,  distant  from 
the  coa-st  al»out  lo  miles,  1  dificovered  a  steamer,  which  proved  to  Iw 
the  Cirvafintitii,  standing  to  the  westward. 

I  stood  down  for  her,  crossed  her  bow.  rounded  to,  and  hailed,  Itanng 
hoi»-tcd  the  Aniericdn  ensign.     She  had  an  English  ensign  tlying. 

Ordered  her  tf>  lienve  to.  so  as  to  allow  mo  to  send  a  boat  alongside, 
to  which  he  made  no  audible  ivply.  but  proceeded  dire<-tlv  on  his 
course.  As  she  wiis  much  faster  than  this  vessel.  1  tired  a  blank  car- 
tridge, then  a  shell  to  the  right  of  her.  Still  he  continued  on  his  course, 
cvitir'titly  endeavoring  to  escape  me.  f  then  tired  a  shell  over,  which 
explodcil  beyond  him.

Sm:  1  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  acopv  of  a  connnunica,- 
tion  fi*om  CoMimander  Porter  which  T  i-eceived  on  t&e  af t4^rnoon  of  the 
Iwt  instjint. 

A  few  liourn  previously  1  htul  diftpsitched  the  Soniei'set  to  cruise  for  a 
short  time  near  Havana  previcnw  to  her  proeei'din^  to  St.  MsirkH. 
Im|K>rtant  as  her  services  are  to  me,  I  (•onsiihTitl  them  of  Mtill  more: 
importance  in  the  river,  and  therefore  jjot  uridfrwiiy  in  tins  A>i\t  and 
went  out  for  tiic  piuptjse  of  disputchini;  her  to  the  u.-<.si.HEuTire  of  Com- 
mander Porter;  hut  after  enuring'  four  day**  without  m<M»lmj;  with  her, 
and  three  of  our  boilers  having-  jfiven  out,  I  derided  to  return  t<i  this 
place,  where  on  niy  arrival  tliis  morinni^  I  found  the  S<tmer>tet  \t\  com- 
pany with  the  prize  .steamer  ('/'rt-ttjcda/i,  and  also  reieived  the  glorioiui 
mtelli^cnce  of  the  capture  of  New  Orleans,  which  obviates  the  neces- 
sity for  di.s|>ittchin^  iier  to  the  river. 

My  instructions  toLioutcnantCommandiny  Enfflish  were  to  ^endhis 
prizes,  if  seaworthy ,  to  the  port  of  Hoston  for  adjudieatiou  (if  steamers 
and  in  want  of  coal,  touchinjf  at  this  place  to  procure  it);  hut  the 
engineers  of  the  t'itvtJA^uni  having  refnriod  duty  immediately  upon  her 
(.■apture,  and  the  engineer  foiro  of  the  StmifTxct  heing  inrsurtitieiit  to 
work  both  steamci^s,  ho  was  obliged  to  tow  her  in.  As  she  would 
l-equire  a  Iarg«  engine*'r  f<)rc'e  to  work  her  lo  ((h^  North,  w  hich  can  not 
he  H]>ared  without  impairing  the  efliciencv  of  tlm  sijuadi'on,  and  it  is 
not  certain  that  she  lias  contralmnd  on  iioard,  although  I  have  little 
doubt  of  it,  1  have  deemed  it  br.st  to  have  her  adjudicated  in  this  port, 
and  .should  .she  be  condemned  will  recpiest  the  judge  to  make  a  decree 
that  she  be  w-nt  to  the  North  for  wale. 

On  the  evening  of  the  2d  instant  I  fell  in  with  the  Jfrrctdif^i  on  her 
way  to  Key  West  for  eoal.  C-ommander  Stellwagen  rciMjrted  having 
captured  tlu!  F^iglish  steamer  Jhrmnda  and  chased  two  others,  which 
escaped  by  their  superior  sj*ced.  Bermuda  is  loaded  with  arms,  oitl- 
nauce  stores,  and  munitions  of  war.  She  was  dispatched  to  the  port 
of  Philadelphia  for  adjudieation;  a  report  of  her  capture  was  made  to 
you  by  Commander  Stellwagen. 

Couunandcr  Stellwagen  also  reports  an  accidental  collision  between 
the  Mi-rctdiia  and  a  French  merchant  steamer  on  the  (evening  of  the  1st 
inxtant.

As  she  has  on  IkmiuI  a 
tfuaiitiCy  of  loaded  shells  for  Fhi^-(J(Hcer  Farnijfiit,  which  I  have  no 
means  of  seiicting,  and  can  not  store  here,  lain  compelled  todisi«it(li  her 
to  Ship  Island  to  deliver  them,  after  which  (not  being  (it  for  a  cnii>er) 
bhe  will  relieve  the  t;nnbciut  Snt/uumr':  in  the  blockade  of  AjHilaehicok, 
which  vessel  I  shall  ompluy  as  a  cruiser  iu  the  (iulf.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  reiwrt  that  the  U.  S.  sliip  Omtrd  arrived  at 
Cedar  Keys  on  the  loth  instant.  I  UKtk  from  lier  4:ii  tons  of  coal, 
rille<l  ujt  with  provisions,  anil  Mupplicd  her  with  MO  gallons  water. 

On  the  afternoon  of  ihe  I*»(h  instant  tin*  IJ.  S.  S.  Soiorrurf  arrived. 
After  consulting  with  Ijient4>nant  Conunanding  Knglish  (who  I  dis- 
covered had  a.s,siHtcd  in  Hurveving  tlie  channels  uf  Ck-dar  Kevs)  and

iduijr  that  the  Somcrfit  could  ^o  up  to  Wny  Key,  I  dctcrmiiiofl  to 
make  a  ix'connf>is.sanec  of  tho  kev  for  tho  purpose  of  atfordiitg^  you 
moi'o  exact  information  than  \  hati  heretofore  Jwoii  ahic  to  gain. 

Takinjj  3  (njut-s  and  rtoiuo  :iO  num  from  the  fiuurdy  under  rommand 
of  Acting-  Master  Hayn,  4  hoat^  and  40  men  from  IJhh  veswl,  in  charge 
of  liieiitenantC'nwman  and  AetingMast^^rs  Highee  and  HuHey,  we  got 
underway  in  the  S/nntrtu-t  and  Hurceeded  in  reuehing  (be  anchorage  off 
Way  Key,  having  toiielied  only  om-e.  ami  that  lightl>";  the  buatii  of  the 
Ttiif**n"  sounded  Ijie  ehunin;!  nt  atlvaneu. 

On  anrlioriiig  we  diMXJvercd  tlie  four  men  to  whom  I  have  alluded 
in  my  eoininunirations  t«  you  iw  heing  the  only  ]>ersoris  (with  the 
exeeption  of  two  women)  seen  i.in  Way  Yvey.  lounging  nneoineinedly 
in  fnmtof  a  dilapidated  houj^e.  Tlirough  our  glatK^e.-s  we  made  tiiree 
of  itiem  out  to  \w  negroes. 

It  was  determin^'d  tliat  a  Iniat  should  hv  ."ent  (o  the  jMii'ty  to  notify 
them  uf  our  int4-iition  to  land  and  U*  warn  Ibcm  that  any  shot  lired  at 
our  pefjph:  would  he  ftdlowed  h\  the  iuuucdiatc  destructiou  of  all  the. 
property  within  rearh  of  oui*  giuis. 

Lieutenant  (!rosnnni's  rejxjrt  of  hiy  eonversation  with  the  rehcl« 
(who  were  while  men)  aeeompanies  thirt.  To  onr  (more  parti^idarly 
to  iny)  a.-*toniNhinent.  as  »oot\  r8  the  flag  of  trueo  shoved  olT  atiout  HO 
arnnvl  mon  ajjix-arod  from  behind  the  hoUMj  and  I'ommeneed  walking 
up  the  railway  tnu-k.  The  usages  of  war  woidd  not  periuit  iis  to  fire 
until  the  Hag  of  truce  n'turned.  At  the  instant  8he  returned  tin*  was 
open^  on  tiie  ti-aek,  and  tho  chaparnd  and  lioUHt^  hehin<l  wliitdi  the 
relwU  were  hidden,  shelled.  We  (hen  litr]ded  al)oul  li'O  men,  threw 
out  tim  7J//i«//<'/V  erew  as  skirmishers,  :ind  niarelied  up  to  tho  village. 
On  -seai-ehing  the  house,  nothing  was  discovered  anil  no  evidenees  of 
the  eontiruied  occupation  of  the  house  were  seen.  \o  nn)visic)nH  wero 
found  and  I  inuneiiiately  i-amo  ((»  the  eonehision  that  trie  men  we  saw 
were  the  advanced  guard  of  the  relwd  regiment  which  the  ccintrahand 
Henderson  told  me  wa.s  ^tjitioned  about  3  uuIkh  Iwick  of  Way  Key.     , 

I  gave  oitler-s  that  neither  »kirmishei-s  nor  any  part  of  the  foi-co 
should  cross  the  tre-stlework.  We  had  como  .simply  to  make  a  rceon- 
noissjinee,  not  to  occupy  and  hold  the  key.  and  I  thouglit  it  would  be 
a  useless  expiMuliture  of  life  to  send  sailors  iu  pursuit  of  a  probably 
sujM^rior  force  of  soldiers  who  kn<'W  every  foot  of  the  ground,  and 
who.  prut*?cted  hv  dense  woods,  would  be  able  to  pick  our  people  off 
with  perhaps  no  li>ss  to  thenjholvos. 

Lieutenant  Commanding  English  and  myself,  aceompaTi icd  by  Lieu- 
tenant Crosman.  Mr.  Potter,  and  the  marines  of  the  Somer«et^  crossed 
the  trestlework  and  insrwetcd  it  thoroughly.  It  is  a  very  sulMtantial 
plocG  of  work,  and  .should  our  troops  at  Fernandlna  hold  military  pos- 
session of  all  Eiv*t  Florida  and  be  able  to  defend  the  line  of  road,  it 
might  i)rovc  very  useful  for  the  tmnspoitation  of  troops  and  muni- 
tions of  war.  but  if  a  military  force  should  occupy  Depot  and  Sea 
Horsf*  keys  lus  a  hospital  station  only  (and  they  would  be  invaluable 
for  such  a  purpose  should  the  war  contu)ue  during  the  summer),  then 
it  sitould  certiiinly  he  burned,  as  it  is  the  onlv  bridge  by  whicli  the 
rebels  could  transiK>rt  heavy  orduance  to  Way  Ivey.  Lieutenant  Com- 
manding Knglish  and  myself  detiM-mine<l  t<)  await  further  ord<irs  on 
the  Kuhjei't.  lie  can  siiell  tfie  kt^v  aiul  burn  the  work  at  any  time, 
under  twver  of  his  guns,  .\fler  remaining  an  hour  on  the  key  and 
examining  it  thoroughly  tlie  uieu  were  reemharked. 
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Ijatpf  in  the  iLftprnooii  wo  visited  DoiK>t  Kcvimd  found  every  houBe 
o]H'ii.  In  Olio,  (x'lotifrifijj;  iiinmrently  to  u  Mr.  (_'.  1'.  Chaives,  there 
WHS  11  (luuntity  wf  Immlsonic  furnitun'  and  some  books.  Everythirijf 
wnj*  topsy-turvy.  jJ^ivUiff  evidence  of  a  husty  flitting.  At  the  house  of 
a  Mr.  L'ottrcl  was  an  old  ncjjrro.  the  only  inhabitant  of  the  key.

Yoti  are  aware  that  Vi\sse!rf  In'aring  tht*  flag  of  the  (wo-cajled)  (Jon- 
federate  States,  ni>w  in  reUOIion  against  the  (Tovertunent  of  the  L'[nted 
States,  have  entered  the  port  of  Ilavana.  These  vessels,  when  from 
the  westwai*d,  generally  make  the  island  of  (.'uba  in  the  neighlx)rhood 
of  ilahia  Honda,  and  from  thence  keep  elo-se  in  with  the  coast  until 
they  re^ich  Havana,  thus  rendering  it  necessary  for  the  United  States 
cruisers  to  approach  nearer  than  tncy  otberwisc  woidd  do.

Sni;  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt,  at  the  hands  of 
Lieutenant  ('onunarHiing  Spotts,  of  the  schooner  ir/fj/A/v/',  of  your 
ooniumnication*  of  the  'JOth  instant.  accom]ninYing  a  copy  of  the 
answer  you  i"oturncd  to  a  letter  from  Captain  VinaU-I,  couunander  of 
her  Catholic  Majesty's  frigate  i^tnmliit^  in  respect  to  the  cruising 
grounil  you  have  estahlij^hed  in  the  vicinity  of  the  c*mst  of  Cu!)a. 

I  had  an  interview  to-fluy  with  Adminil  liubaUiiva.  c<»mnmnder  in 
chief  of  the  Spanish  station  and  naval  forces  here,  and  conuntmicated 
to  him  the  contents  of  your  letter  to  nie.  The  convei"sjition  which 
ensued  between  us  was  very  frank  and  friendly  in  it.s  character.  I 
found  that  in  the  absence  of  Ciiptain  Vinalet  he  had  ivad  your  lett<'r 
to  this  officer.     His  excellency   labors  under  no  misapprehension 
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respeoting  the  casoof  the  ferrybtMtt  stciinier  ;SV*m*'/-*Y,  His  objections 
arc  ult*)jfetlior  to  the  iimiiitoiiiiiicc  of  a  criiisiiij''  yroimd  hy  our  niiviil 
forces  iu  the  iioi>fbl>orhoocl  of  the  Cuhun  rousts,  whirh  the  niilhoritii.'.s 
look  upon  ill  the  li^tit  of  a  cntusi  blockade  of  their  c<u.stt<.  even  though 
the  sanio  bo  carried  on  wituout  the  territorial  watei-s.  lie  acknowl- 
edg'c<i  that  ho  had  found  nothinjf  in  books  on  intcrnationul  laws 
dclininif  the  extent  of  the  territorial  jurisdiction,  but  understood  that 
M(iv«Miil  treatii»s  uro  in  existence  recoguizinp  the  distance  of  U  geo- 
trrapliicHl  niilj's,  and  believed  that  in  time  of  wnr  this  distance  wiu* 
j^encmlly  adinittc<l.  Huwt'vcr,  he  cnnfcssc<l  tlmt  tht^  authorities  did 
not  ciiar^e  us  with  violating;  llicir  jurisdiction,  ncn-  with  the  intention 
of  otfenuinj^' them;  tluit  it  wa«  more  n  question  of  feclin^f,  for  the 
presence  of  foreijfn  cruisers  overhauling- vessels  in  such  clt»Ke  prox- 
miitv  to  their  waters  wa^  a  souix-e  of  annoyance,  and  other  nations 
would  tind  fault  with  tlio  S|»anish  (lovernitient  if  it  tolerated  it.  He 
exj)rerJsi'd  himxclf  pcrfe<!tly  cxjniitlcnt  that  when  this  iH^^anie  known 
our  (tovernnient  would  appreciate  their  feelinjrs,  meet  thcni  in  a  spirit 
of  fairnesrt  and  frii-n^lliness,  unci  causn  the  practic:c  to  ]yv  foi'thwith 
discontinued.  His  exeel!en(!V  also  spoke  of  wcvcnd  vessels  of  various 
nations  haviufj  been  overhauKd  by  (jur  itu:n-of-war,  two  of  wliich.  one 
a  SjMinish  schooner  and  the  other  the  French  steamer  Titf/c,  had  iTcei\  ed 
dama^',  and  one  vessel  had  been  detained  by  a  mau-of-war  at  night 
without  showing  lights. 

The  admiral  assured  me  tlnat  his  orders  to  the  commander  of  the 
P^ronUn^  in  whose  discrctimt  he  has  the  fullest  contidcnce.  are  to  be 
verv  i^arefut  to  do  nothinif  whidi  can  in  any  way  disturb  the  harmony 
»o  hapi>ily  subsistinf/  }>etween  the  two  cfunitries.  Tlte  mutter  has 
iK'en  referred  to  the  .supreme  (tovernmcnt.  ^»ctween  which  and  ours 
an  understundinj^  will  tloiibtless  be  had.  if  not  immediately,  at  a  day 
not  far  distant,  tit  settle  di'tinitoly  the  (piestion  of  the  extent  of  their 
resjH'ctive  territorial  waterM.  He  spoke  with  evident  isatisf action 
of  the  appre<-iation  exprejtHcd  by  our  Govemmenl  of  lite  coniluct  of 
the  superior  authority  of  the  island,  in  his  strict  oltservance  of  the 
ncutralitv  enjoined  by  her  (Catholic  Majesty'H  (loverruncnt.  and  whii-b 
he  himself  had  been  very  piirticular  to  observe,  and,  coiicludiuif,  said 
that,  to  j(id^;o  frtaii  pivsent  appcnninces,  the  whole  <-oastof  our  tiouth-j 
ern  Stiitcs  would  soon  be  in  possession  of  our  forci-s,  which,  by  puttiii^^ 
an  end  to  tho  contraband  tmde,  will  render  the  employment  of  men-^ 
of-war  in  ]>uttinf^  it  down  unnecessary. 

I  jissnred  his  excellency  that  onr  naval  officers  were  verv  anxious  to 
reH|KM-t  the  rights  of  Spain  and  to  g-ive  her  proofs  of  their  consideni- 
tion.  If  T  may  tako  the  lilxtrty  of  making  a  suggt'^iinn  upon  the 
matter,  I  shotd<l  way  thai  it  is  better  policy  to  remove  the  vessels  now 
enjployeil  on  this  coast  to  our  own  and  its  vicinity,  and  thus  avoid 
giving  otfense  Ut  the  authorities  here.  You  arc,  however,  more  com* 
petent  than  i  and  will  act  ncctirding  to  your  best  judgment.

Sik:  1  have  the  honor  to  eommunieute  for  your  Information  a  ropy 
of  a  note  which  has  been  received  at  thi.s  I)ei»irtuicnt  from  his  Excel- 
lency Senor  Don  (lahi'iel  Garcia  v  Tasjiara,  minister  pleni|x>tcntiary 
of  her  C-atlioIic  Majuatv,  on  the  sutijeetof  the  marine  dominion  appur- 
tenant to  the  Ltland  of  Cuba.  You  will  learn  from  this  paper  that 
Spain  claims  that  thin  dominion  covers  (;  miles  upon  the  open  sea, 
instead  of  '.i  miles  an  it  has  been  understood  by  this  Oovernuicnt.  The 
questions  niised  by  this  note  are  important  and  by  no  niean^  eiwy 
of  solution.  The  Spaniph  Government  sets  forth  a  time  principle  of 
international  law  when  it  states  that  the  marine  jurisdictitHi  of  everj' 
Hovendgn  extends  the  length  of  a  cammnsliot  from  the  sin>re.  It  has, 
however,  Iteen  generally  ajjreed  by  tlie  accpiiesiienee  rather  than  by  the 
foniial  consent  of  natntns  that  this  extent  is  a  marine  Iea{^ue  or  8 
miles.  S[Kiin  now  elaiins  that  the  limit  may  be  extended  beyond  the 
8  niileH  so  however  as  to  be  kept  within  the  length  of  a  <runshot  at^  it 
is  extended  by  modern  improvement,s  in  the  maehtnery  of  oi*dnancc, 
anti  that  each  nation  may  lix  tlie  limit  of  it-*  own  marine  dominion, 
with  that  reservation,  tor  itself,  without  making  general  <»r  sjH'eilic 
arrangeinenls  for  the  ptiriwise  with  other  states.  Sjmin  iiHireover 
claims  that  she  has  thus  lixed  the  limit  for  hei-self  at  tf  miles.  The 
Hubjeet  will  receive  due  examination  by  this  Dopartmeut.  .\9  u  pre- 
liminary to  that  examination  I  have  tHe  honor  to  a.'^k  you  how  the 
allowiuK^e  of  this  claim  would  practieally  affect  the  ctlieicncy  of  the 
Navy  in  the  exercise  of  such  belligerent  rights  as  the  Tnited  States 
have  occasion  to  maintain  and  exereirie  in  the  vicinity  of  Cuba.

TliP  uiuU'i-sifi^neil,  envoy  oxtraoixUnarv  and  niinistRr  plenipotentiary 
of  her  (latliolif  Majesty,  makes  known  U>  thf.  honorable  Secretary  of 
Slat<»  that,  on  lii.s  (iovernnienl  hcing-  informed  of  the  question  recently 
raised  between  the  commander  of  the  nhip  J*tttiMt7a  and  the  su|)erior 
oQieer  of  the  naval  forces  of  the  United  States  which  were  cniiHini^  In 
the  waters  of  C'ubii.  it  was  surprised  at  the  error  of  the  latter  in  iJairn- 
\ng  tliat  the  jurisdiction  belt  of  that  island  did  not  extend  biyund  H 
mill's.  The  Government  of  her  Majesty  has  Hxwl  it  at  *>  miles  on  the 
op(>n  sea.  and  in  doin^  so  has  conforini'd  to  all  the  ruh>H  of  the  law  of 
nations.  The  principle  generally  recog^nlzed  is  that  maritinie.  juris- 
dictiuu  ext^-nds  to  the  ran^'e  of  cannon  liull:  and  even  abiding^  by  thiu 
principle,  which  each  nation  liiis  uioditled  at  its  will,  the  lielt  fixed  by 
Spain  is  very  modei-atc'.  in  view  of  the  modern  inipTOvements  in  Artil- 
lery. Nor  is  any  international  compact  required  for  the  detemiina- 
tion  or  recog^nitlon  of  a  jurisdiction  which  is  not  at  all  excessive,  but 
a  (tpecial  tniity  might  be  ncccs.sory  for  making  an  exception  in  favor 
of  any  nation,  and  >H'tween  Spain  and  the  Intlod  States  nonesuch 
exists.  The  United  Slates  are  so  nnich  tiie  more  obliged  to  ivsiwct 
this  principle  since,  as  is  evident  to  the  honorable  Secretary  of  State, 
Uie  jurisdictioniil  belt  clainied  >)y  them  extends  many  mifes  farther 
than  those  (h'signated  by  S|>ain. 

The  (lovertiment  of  her  Catholic  AbijesTy  trusts,  therefore,  that 
tliat  of  the  ['nited  StaU's  will  cause  the  eonnuandbig  olUcerM  of  its 
naval  forces  in  the  Unlf  to  untleifntand  that  the  juri.sdictionul  belt  of 
the  isliind  of  Cuba  extends  to  (1  miles  on  the  open  sea,  and  that  only 
lieyond  that  limit  is  it  idlowed  to  them  to  exercisi'  any  act  wlneh  nniy 
lie  in  oi)j)OHltlon  Ut  the  rights  of  Spanish  authority.  In  this  way  all 
misunaerstanding  will  cease  and  the  gtMjd  iidatituis  of  the  two  coun- 
trii's  will  not  \iv  liabli'  to  be  disturl>ed  by  e»ua&i  which  ought  entirely 
to  disapi»ear.

Sib:  I  have  to  report  that  on  the  iid  instant  this  vessel  met  with  a 
jjnive  disaster  in  the  cHpture  of  (woof  her  !»oftt*i  while  wnteviujf  in  the 
Aueillu  Uivcr.  nndof  Actinjr  Ma-stor  Siimuel  Curtis,  with  the  fsurvivors 
of  his  party.  1 1  in  num))er  {•!  havinij  been  killed  in  the  skimiish),  all 
of  whom  are  now  pri-sonei-H  at  TRilanasscp. 

The  river,  whose  entrance  i.-^  nituated  jilK)ut  4  leaj;iie*i  N.  K.  by  K.  of 
our  am'h(>ruj,''e,  hiid  iH'cn  rt-eonnoilered  by  my  order  a  mortli  previous 
by  MastiU'V  Male  ('.  K.  Slimn,  in  conseqiienee  of  a  larg*-  ijiiantitv  of 
our  water  heinjf  found  to  Ite  very  otfeurtive  and  the  necef*sily  of  tiiuling^ 
NOUic  place  where  n  sjupply  could  be  procured  wHliout  dunj^er.     He 
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roported  it  a^  perfectly  secure,  showing-  no  token  of  harinp-  bcon  inhab- 
ited for  years.  It  was  long  ajfo  a  ros<»rt  of  livo-onk  »iU(*'i-s,  and  ((uan- 
titics  of  the  timber  were  yet  scattered  ulon^  tii«  Iwnks.  The  whole 
reg'ion  wa-s  covered  with  undergrowth  and  jungle,  and  the  pilot,  Wclltw, 
assured  me  the  place  had  bnen  deHtnled  hIucc  the  laijt  Indian  war,  and 
wa-*  inactM'Ksilile  by  any  land  route. 

On  the  strength  of  thesti  i-epresentationm  I  sent  a  wooding"  party  to 
the  river  on  ^Ib  Miiy,  which,  between  that  and  lOtli.  cutaml  brought  »ilT 
about  five  <'ords  without  having  seen  or  heard  the  least  indication  of 
danger.  Ou  the  ^7th  in^stant.  our  water  running  low  and  being  very 
impure.  1  consitlered  it  inijtortant  to  procure  iin  additional  supply  and 
Hent  in  twolaialx  whicli  returned  next  day  witb  4.SM  gallons  and  reptjrt*>d 
having  found  everything  us  hjft  by  the  wooding  ittirty.  Three  other 
trips  weri!  ruaile  tliat  week  in  all  security  and  witnout  anything  being 
observed  to  excite  the  lejust  apprchenHion.  The  boats  always  went 
armed,  and  all  were  charged  to  be  vigilant  iu  guarding  againut  the  yios- 
aibilitv  of  a  surprise. 

On  Monday,  'Id  instant,  the  fireit  and  second  cutters  with  a  party  of 
13  men  in  charge  of  Mr.  Curtis  loft  the  t^hip  about  10  a.  m.  for  the  river, 
accompanied  by  the  pilot  and  one  man  in  the  .^sailboat  in  which  our 
contmoandy  cjune  off. 

The  next  inoniing  the  pilot  returned  and  reported  having  run  down 
to  the  mouth  of  the  river  with  the  other  ^M>at.s  which  proceeded  inune- 
diatoly  to  the  landing  about  'J  miles  up,  while  hi^  reniairted  outside  for 
an  hour  or  more  to  tinh.  On  hits  following  tin- party  in,  iw  he  approached 
tlie  landing,  hewaw  a  number  nf  our  nisks  in  the  rivi'rand  cfos*?  Uy  the 
landing,  llu*  iiceond  cutter  capnized.  and  surmised  at  once  that  iiur  peo- 
ple had  lieen  surprised  bv  the  enemy.  Thelii*Ht  cutter  wa-s  nowhere  to 
be  seen.  .After  reconnoitering  <Tiutiou.sly,  Heeing  no  one,  he  ventured 
to  right  tlie  secnnd  riitter  and  make  her  fa.st  to  a  tree,  and  to  roll  the, 
casks  up  t)n  the  hank,  when  he  ol)served  .sevenil  hreiu^twork;-  of  heavy 
togs  that  had  been  erected  .since  Saturday,  and  fearing  the  eneiuy  might 
yet  be  in  the  vicinity,  prudently  made  the  U'st  of  hiH  way  biK'k  to  tlie 
shiiK  On  receiving  tbi8  information  I  det«rmine<l  to  send  a  l»oat  that 
nigbt  to  make  a  further  examination  and  if  pi-acticnble  bring  otf  the 
second  cutter  and  any  other  property  that  could  be  .secured  without 
risk  of  further  iot^s,  and  also  to  try  to  a.sccrtain  if  some  of  our  men 
might  not  have  escaped  and  bcon  concealed  in  the  vicinity  of  the  river. 

Master's  Mate  Charle.s  E.  Sloan,  in  whoso  judgmeot  and  prudence  1 
had  full  confidence,  having  l»en  restored  to  duty  in  view  of  the  emer- 
gency, was  accorciingly  dispat^-hed  with  the  third  cutter  for  this  pur- 
po^,  undiU'  written  instructions,  nf  which  a  copy  is  hereto  appended* 
together  with  one  of  his  reports  to  me  on  returning  next  day  (4th)  at 
noon,  which  confirmed  my  fears  that  some  of  our  party  might  have 
fallen  in  the  skirmish.  On  the  morning  of  the  5th  f  s'-nt  Mr.  Sloan 
in  under  a  llag  of  truce  to  the  light-house,  with  a  t-(Uiinuinication  to 
the  <;onmiHnding  ofKcer  at  St.  Marks,  requesting  a  i>ass  f))r  »  burying 
pirty  to  go  down  with  a  flag  of  truce  and  decently  niter  our  slain,  and 
permission  to  send  the  survivors  their  clothing  and  a  small  sum  of 
money,  o^sking  also  that  Mr.  Curtis  might  ho  permitted  to  communi- 
cate lirieQy  the  cin'umsUinces  of  his  ca])ture,  and  that  if  any  of  our 
men  were  wounded  and  he  could  not  extend  needful  surgicAl  aid,  they 
might  be  sent  to  me  on  thi-  pledge  of  my  honor  that  they  should,  cm 
their  recovery,  be  remanded  to  be  held  as  priso«ei*s  of  war  until 
cxchaugcd  or  released  on  parole.     X  append  a  copy  of  this  letter  and 
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of  one  to  Acting  MusU^r  C'urtis  enclo.scd  witli  it.  together  wi(h  a  U'tter 
in  reply  i<*ct*iveil  tint  day  following  from  Lieutoiiant  L>.  ^^^  Gwvnn, 
comniiiiKling  C'oMftnlfmU^  forces  ncttr  St.  Marks,  complying  in  tho 
nio,«t  fourloous  uiuniu'V  with  my  requests  and  enclosing  a  |)ass  for  a 
flag  of  truce  with  a  burying  pai-iv.  1  also  append  the  report  of  Mr. 
Sloan,  who  was  sent  la-st  night  in  charge  of  the  parly,  returned  at 
noon  today  hHpa'  having  properly  interred  our  tato  rthipuwtflj*,  by 
ivhit'li  it  appears  that  they  were  identified  by  their  clothing  as  Antoiue 
Faulkner,  seaman,  and  Antonio  Kuphratfis,  onlinary  seaman.  Their 
graves  wei't>  nmrket)  conformably  to  the  dlroctiouH  given  in  your 
stpuulron  orders. 

I  i'(MiMidered  it  proper  to  a<ldretvs  a  letter  of  acknowledgment  to 
Lieutenant  (iwynn  for  his  courtoj*y  in  gmnting  reipiest^,  a  cttpy  of 
which  will  he  found  annexed.  The  sum  of  !i(50  and  a  mipply  (»f  cloth- 
injj  for  Mr.  C'nrtis  accoinpniiied  (hift  letter,  and  the  liatumock^  and 
clothing  of  the  men  will  be  sent  up  on  Moiidav  (!*th).

ordinary  seaman;  George  F.  I'Mdy,  landsman;  Ncncniiah  Sherman, 
landsman:  Antoine  Fniilkner.  seaman,  kiUed;  Antonio  Kuphrales, 
Hcaman.  killed. 

Snitditf/,  Sl/i.  —\  Hag  of  truce  ciime  down  this  morning  with  a  com- 
munii-ution  from  LIcuteimnt  (iwynn,  replying  to  mine  thanking  him 
for  his  courtesy,  and  enclorting  <>ne  frnni  Hiigadier-tiencnil  FInegan, 
commanding  r>e[>artment  of  r'a-tt  and  Midtlle  Florida,  dated  Head- 
(luarlei's  I'mvisioinil  Forces.  Tallaliussec,  June  *!,  ronljiining  prop^tsuls 
for  exchange  of  prisoners,  both  which  are  herewith  tninsuiitled:  a'.so 
a  brief  note  from  Mr.  Curtis  giving  the  names  of  our  killed  and 
wounded  and  stating  that  himself  and  party  *■'  were  treated  with  every 
kindness  after  surrendeiing,  tuid  have  been  ever  since;  that  all  wore 
well  except  tho^fie  that  were  wounded,  and  tliose  are  getting  along 
finely." 

A  verbal  message  having  })een  sent  that  Ijieutenant  Gwynn  woiJd 
be  pleaded  to'hold  a  i>erwonal  confereiKC  with  nn-.  1  proceetled  to  meet 
him  al  thi-  inner  buoy,  about  midway  between  the  vessel  ainl  the  light- 
house, and  had  an  interview  of  some  iiftecu  ntinutes.     Our  conversa- 
tion was  exclusively  on  the  affair  at  the  Amilla  Kiver.     lie  testifiedin 
strong  tenns  t*>  the  gallantry  of  our  men,  w  ho  were,  nfi  \  apprehended, 
taken  by  surprise,  and  particularly  mentioned  the  conduct  of  Charleai 
Newton*,  who  fought  like  a  hero,  endeavoring  after  his  unn  was  difi- 
a!)letl  to  use  his  gun  with  only  one  hand.     He  expressed  his  regret  that' 
the  capture  had  cost  the  lives  of  (wo  of  our  men,  but  said  it  wa»; 
unavoidable    from  the  manner  in   which  our  whole  party  defended 
thf  inselve.-.  against  a  greatly  superior  force,  and  that  but  for  their 
being  taken  otl  their  guard  the  loss  of  life  would  have  been  much 
givfttcr,  without  changing  the  result. 

Lieutenant  Uwynn  stated  that  the  Confederates  reached  the  river 
by  following  an  old  tniil  through  the  woods  and  swatnps.  but  de<'lined 
stating  hftw  they  learned  that  our  men  were  there,  whether  the  troops 
came  from  St.  Marks  or  TallabuKsee.  From  some  irnidental  expres- 
fiioiiH  however,  I  am  led  to  twHeve  they  caim-froni  the  latter  jwst,  and 
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that  intolligpntc  wai<  conveyed  thither  from  St.  Marks  on  the  departure 
of  our  iH>atrt,  hnvin^  hern  scpn  from  the  lipht-houisc. 

This  cdilicp  and  ilic  point  of  land  in  wht«-h  it  stands  is  nt  present 
occupied  t>v  Hcdinpaii}'  ()r  iirtillt'iy  rojiirnanded  by  I^ietitenant Maxwell, 
whose  men  ami  lioi-hi's  apjM'iir  to  he  in  ^ikmI  condition  for  Horvico. 
^Ir.  SloUEi  \va.s  not  allouttd  tu  jgo  up  far  enough  to  eee  what  was  the 
!«lreni(th  of  lliL-ir  Imtlerv. 

Since  thi.H  f:nl  has  come  to  my  knowledge  n  full  watch  is  kept  at 
night  iti  ail  weathers,  tu  be  in  better  ivadincss  for  their  reception 
should  thoy  he  cuitwldened  by  our  recent  loss  to  run  down  with  a  large 
force  on  tiiv  .ttcamcr  Sj'tt'ij  and  attempt  to  surprise  and  carry  u.-*  by 
boarding. 

Should  it  meet  your  approval,  and  Ihe  intciTHt.^  of  the  service  will 
permit,  1  reHpectfully  ask  that  my  action  in  this  unfoi-tunate  iitTair 
may  be  duly  investigated  by  a  e<jurt  of  enquiry,  before  which  I  trust  to 
be  altle  to  make  it  appear  that  it  was  not  owing  to  want  of  reasonable 
and  prudent  care  on  my  part  for  the  safety  of  the  persons  and  property 
entruste<l  to  my  charge.

i.  Antonio  Euphrates,  nrdinarvaearaan,  born  in  the  Western  li^landij, 
killed. 

Two  other  seamen  (nameis  unknown)  attached  to  the  party  are 
reported  by  the  enenn"  as  slightly  wounded.  The  remains  of  the 
deceased,  under  your  dire<tionis,  liave  l>ee]i  carefully  interred  on  the 
left  ]>ank  of  the  Aucilla  River,  alwut  2 J  miles  from  iU  mouth.  50  yards 
htu-k  frnni  it>  margin,  and  some  20"  yards  (m'Iow  an  old  white-oak 
sottlement.  A  painted  headboard  marks  the  .site  of  their  graves. 
Faulkner  lying,  as  you  face  the  inscription^  to  the  left  of  the  ^^oard, 
Kuphrates  to  hie  right.

Sih:  1  presuiuc  that  it  was  by  a  portion  of  the  forces  under  your 
eoniniand.  ooo  of  my  officers.  Acting  Muster  Samuel  Curtis,  with  the 
survivors  of  the  waterinjif  ^wity  of  i:i  men  under  his  charge,  were 
captured  in  the  Aurilla  Hiver  on  the  ^d  instant,  and  lliat  they  arc  now 
hei<I  by  you  «.■»  prisoners  of  war. 

I  do  not  pcnuit  niy-^i'lf  to  douht  that  they  will  receive  at  your  hands 
«u<'h  tiTHtniiui!  lis  Intinanity  and  the  civilization  of  the  age  claim  for 

(>ei-son.s  in  their  .situation,  and  ay  your  prisoners  on  boara  this  vesacl 
lave  retreived  at  mine. 

As  they  arc  without  any  clothing,  I  have  to  requej^t  you  will  allow 
mc  to  send  them  their  haminockH  and  clotlias  hagH,  that  (h(>y  may 
he  made  comfortable  as  far  as  these  are  oomerncd,  without  taxing 
your  hospitality  for  the  puqio^c.  X  wish,  al^o,  to  enquire  if  there 
would  be  any  objection  on  your  part  to  my  placing  a  few  dollars  for 
each  in  the  haiids  of  Mr.  Ciirtis,  to  be  expended  by  him  at  his  disciv- 
tion  in  the  purcliu.sc  of  sueh  mirnjr  articles  as  they  may  need  for  their 
comfort,  I  have  asecrtnincd  that  ftumc  of  my  men  were  killed  in  the 
skirmish  and  buried  in  a  hasty  ntanner  nejir  tne  hunk  of  the  river,  the 
bodies  not  lieing  covered  by  more  than  a  foot  of  loose  earth,  and  ask 
that  you  will  bo  pleased  to  furnish  me  with  a  pitss  for  n  burying  party 
to  go  d()wn  with  a  flag  of  truce  and  pla<-o  the  reniainrt  of  our  late  ship- 
mateK  in  .nerurity  from  the  attacks  of  benstj^  of  prey  and  the  vultures, 
and  mark  thetr  gravt\s  .so  that  when  pcjK'C  in  God's  tnne  shall  vinit  oar 
unbap])y  country  again  their  friends  may  be  erahled.  if  they  wiish  it, 
to  remove  their  bones.  Should  any  of  oiir  iiii'n  in  ytiur  hamU  be 
wounded  and  i-et[uire  surgical  aid,  as  yuu  may  lie  without  the  means 
of  atfordiiig  it,  if  you  will  send  them  to  me  tliat  they  may  receive 
auitublc  care  and  attendance,  1  pledge  my  honor  as  an  ofliccr  and  a 
geptleman  that  as  soon  as  they  are  convalescent  they  shall  he  remanded 
to  you,  to  be  held  as  priaoners  of  war,  until  exchanged  or  released  on 
parole. 

I  enclose  a  letter  for  Acting  Master  Curtis,  which  1  trust  you  will 
not  deem  it  incxp^Hlient  to  deliver,  and  httjMt  further  that  >oti  will 
allow  hiui  to  forward  uie  an  open  report  of  the  circunistances  of  his 
captui-e  and  the  loss  we  have  uustoiued,  for  transmissiou  to  tho 
Department

Sir:  Your  communication  add)*GB.sed  to  the  cominandinj;^  officer  at 
St.  Murks,  ct<'.,  IN  at  hand.  You  ara  correct  in  vour  surmise  that 
Acting  Ma-st^T  Suiuuc!  Cuiti^;,  of  tho  IT.  S.  barlt  Jurm/ishfr^  with  the 
t-univons  of  his  party,  wero  captuntd  on  the  bank.-*  of  the  Aucilla  Kiver 
on  the  2d  instant  by  a  party  of  Coafederato  troops,  and  thoy  arc  now 
hold  as  prisoners  of  war. 

I  assure  you  that  so  long;  as  our  coimtrymon  who  hav«  been  80 
unfortuu&to  as  to  fall  into  your  hands  .shall  be  troatt^d  with  humanity 
and  kindness  voury  shall  fare  c<iuallv  well  in  our  custody. 

You  can  deliver  such  clothinj*'  antl  other  articles  (inchidin;/  the  few 
dollars  mentioned  in  your  communication)  which  you  may  dcsiiv  sent 
to  Mr.  Cui-tis  for  the  use  of  himself  and  party  to  Lieutenant  Maxwell 
at  St.  Marks  light-house,  and  1  will  have  them  safely  conveyed  to 
the  oouunaiider  of  the  Confedemtc  forces  at  TallabaAsec,  who  will,  I 
have  no  doubt,  dispose  of  tlieni  at  your  reijuest. 

Only  two  of  your  men  were  killed  in  rtie  skirmitih  at  Aucilla  River, 
and  our  troops  not  having  the  proper  appliances  at  hand  entrusted 
their  burial  to  some  citizens  in  the  vicinity.  I  cheerfully  grant  your 
requcHt  and  send  yijii  a  pBJ«8  for  a  burying  party  to  go  down  with  a 
flag  of  truce,  and  more  perfectly  secure  the  reniams  oi  yonr  lat*  nhip- 
mates.  Two  of  your  nu-n  wen*  wounded,  bnt  not  seriously.  They  are 
placed  in  the  hospital  at  Talluliu.ssee,  when*  they  have  the  iK'st  medical 
:ind  other  necer'sary  attt^ntion.  Tho  other  matters  ruontioned  in  vour 
c^inmunicjitinn  will  tie.  referrwl  to  the  (-oinmanding  officer  at  Talla- 
haMHee,  and  you  shall  i-w^eive  his  reply  at  an  early  day.

Sia:  1  am  instructed  bv  the  commandingj-  general  of  this  department 
to  say  that  your  eonununication  of  the  5th  instant,  under  a  flag  of  truce 
from  l".  S.  hark  lyiufjt'filier,  to  Lieutenant  Commanding  McGaiy,  C. 
S.  Navy,  received  by  Lieutenant  (iwynn.  commanding  forces  at  St. 
Marks  light,  and  the  reply  of  Lii'utenant  Gwynn,  together  with  your 
letter  !«  Acting  Master  Curtis,  now  prisoner  of  war  at  Tallahassee, 
have  been  submitted  to  hiin.    The  prisooeis  of  war  referred  to  io 
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your  comiiiunicfttion  will  In-  IrwiU'd  with  htiiiianity  and  tillowcd  such 
nrivilegf.s  a»  are  dcniiiiKk'd  hy  the  iisagt's  of  civilized  nutioiis.  Cloth- 
ing, nioiioy,  haiiinioek-s.  or  such  other  urticI»\N  us  umy  promote  the 
health  or  t-onifort  of  the  prisoners,  may  bi*  jMint  by  you  to  the  officer 
conitnaiuliujr  at  8t.  Marks  liKht,  und  shall  be  delivered  to  Acting 
Ma.'iter  Curtis  as  desired  in  your  couiniunication.  Your  wounded  men 
have  been  well  provided  with  medical  and  other  attention,  and  the 
dead  were  ordered  to  be  buried  by  the  ofHcer  commiindinp  in  the 
Aueilla.  Yet  you  can,  if  you  so  Hesn"c,  make  ti^Q  of  the  pass  g-ranted 
by  Lieutenant  Gwynn,  for  thepurpose  of  interring  Ibcni  more  se<-.urely 
and  of  luarking-  their  c-raves.  The  pomnmnding^  general  is  not  advise.d 
that  there  arc  any  prisoners  of  war,  rocognixed  as  such  by  the  usiige-s 
of  war  among  civilized  nations,  on  board  of  the  U.  S.  bark'  Kituif'ttatr. 
The  detention  of  Mr.  liutts.  a  citizen  of  the  Confederate  States,  a  non- 
combatant  and  not  in  the  inilitnry  service,  is  not  in  conformity  with 
such  Ufj^ages.  There  are  part8  of  your  letter  to  Acting  Mai^ter  Cnrt-in 
which  are  not  proper  to  be  submitted  to  him.  So  much  of  your  letter 
as  refeif*  to  the  maintenance  of  discipline  and  the  preservation  of  the 
men  in  an  efficient  condition  for  future  senice  and  Jn  lovalty  to  the 
Government  of  the  United  Jjtates,  is  not  such  a  communication  as  ih 
licenced  by  the  rules  of  war.  So  nmdi  of  your  letter  aa  contains 
assurances  of  a  pn>vision  for  their  necessities  will  be  cheerfully  com- 
municated to  the  men. 

There  are  two  or  three  prisoners  of  Florida,  enptured  by  the  United 
States  forces  on  Santa  Ko^  Island,  and  non*  on  parole,  for  whom  an 
exchange  of  a  like  nHml.>cr  of  your  men  of  t'qual  rank  will  t>e  made. 

There  arc  also  12  or  14  of  Confederate  States  soldiers  now  priw>ncri< 
of  war  at  Key  West,  for  the  exchange  of  whom  a  communication  ha^* 
been  sent  to  the  United  St»ttcs  officer  conmiandmg  Federal  vessels  un 
the  St.  .lohn's  River,  for  whom  an  exchange  of  an  equal  numljcr  of 
your  men  of  same  rank,  now  prisoners  in  our  hiinds.  will  be  made. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  usage  of  war  ret^uiring  flags  of  truco 
to  be  sent  in  charge  of  a  commissioned  officer.  Also  that  official 
reports  from  prisoners  to  the  late  commanding  offitei-s,  though  sub- 
nntted  to  the  inspection  of  officers  having  them  in  charge,  are  not 
allowed. 

The  commanding  general  of  llm  deimrtinent  de-sires  to  cornjily  with 
your  nMjuests  in  so  far  aii  be  iu  allowed  to  di>  so  by  the  usages  of  war 
anmng  civilized  nations.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  yesterday,  while  under 
orders  from  Flag-Officer  Jamen  L.  I^rdner  to  cruise  to  the  (yi.><tward, 
1  fell  in,  in  latitude  -W  31'  N.,  longitude  70^  4!>'  W..  with  the  Amer- 
ican brig  MiHlel^  of  Boston,  mastt'-r,  Dow,  hound  from  Matjinzas  to 
Nassau,  New  Providence,  having  on  iMiiud  as  cargo  250  tons  coal. 

Having  had  official  information  that  numerous  largo  rebel  Hteuniei'a 
were  in  that  port,  and  that  the  coal  might  be  destined  for  their  use,  I 
dctoraiincd  to  take  her  into  port  for  adjudication,  under  charge  of 
Acting  Ma.ster's  Mate  l>.  11.  Danicll,  and,  being  but  a  short  distance 
fi-om  Key  West,  and  the  wind  light,  with  a  strong  current  running  up 
the  Gulf,  I  took  the  brig  in  tow  and  stood  for  this  port,  off  which  I 
cast  her,  and  sent  her  in  a^cordinglv.

At  Sea,  offty.  Hole  in  tlie  Wall,  July  6, 1862. 

Sir:  1  had  the  honor  to  address  you  a  communication  on  the  3d 
instant,  which  wils  forwarded  by  Acting  Ma.ster  Durham,  informing 
you  of  my  having  captured  the  Enj;li.-«h  brig  Lilla.,  of  Liveipool,  on 
that  day  and  having  sent  her  to  Boston  for  adjudication  in  charge  of 
Mr.  Durham  and  a  prize  crew  of  H  men  and  2  maiines.  The  lateness 
of  the  hour  and  tbe  :^*tu!illy  appeamnce  of  the  weather  induced  me  to 
htjrry  her  departure  before  night  of  that  day.  and  my  comnmnication 
did  not,  therefore,  enter  into  as  full  statement  iw  the  circ-umstancea 
wiiich  tninnpired  demanded,  and  wliich  1  now  hapten  to  corre(^t. 

Or.  my  overhauling  Ihe  IJlla  I  fired  a  musket  ahea.d  of  her,  and  at 
the  same  time  hailed  her  t<]  heave  to.  but  to  which  summons  the 
master  of  said  brig  did  not  appear  inclined,  to  comply  with,  but  t^tood 
on,  until  I  calhd  the  gun's  crew  to  clear  away  the  IVrrott  giui  on  the 
forcca.*itle.     At  tliat  moment  my  attention  wa.s  i-alled  to  the  fact  of  a 

Jjackagc  liaving  Ijt^en  thrown  overbtmrd.  which  was  seen  by  Acting 
blaster  Durhani  and  gunner,  Mr.  Hamilton,  besidi-s  several  of  the 
crew,  which  convinc^-d  me  tliat  there  was  something  wrong  about  her.

Upon  this  Appleby  divw  n  pistol  fi-om  his  jwcket  and  threatened  the 
life  of  anyone  who  laid  hands  upon  him.  when  Lieutenant  Biee?<r 
directed  the  men  to  Ito  prepared  to  fire  on  him.  which,  however,  was 
not  carried  into  effect,  no  readily  assenting  to  repair  on  board  after

Sir:  It  is  my  duty  to  complain  to  you  of  &  most  vavwft.TTwcA:^'^^ 
attack  made  bj  one  of  the  United  States  cr\\\seTs^  \\MV\eW)ttfc  C^rwik*^ 
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ttVy,  on  an  unftrmod  IlritiNh  bhip,  naiiu-d  the  jUMa,  of  Dolfast^  while 
peaceably  pursuing  her  cuursc  between  Berinudti  and  Xiissau. 

It  appears  that  the  AiUfa  left  Uenimda  for  Nassau  on  the  4tli  of 
July.  On  the  morninj?  of  the  7th,  while  within  a  ninrino  league  of 
British  territorr,  she  w:ifl  iiiostoutmgw)usl}*  attacked  hy  n  steamer  tir- 
ing sliell  \\\Xf\  her  widioiit  showinjj  any  <'i)lorii  till  the  second  hhell  hiid 
been  tired,  uiid  then  the  lla^  of  the  I'nited  SUiU's  wii.-*  hoisted.  I'p  l^i 
that  time  the  captain  of  the  Adrhi  luilnnilly  concluded  he  wa**  Ixfing 
cbaxed  Uy  a  \eriKel  hent  on  plunder  hut  liii\  iiij^  no  niilionality. 

After  the  United  States  tlag  was  hoisted  three  more  shells  were  tired 
in  rjuiok  succeMsion  at  the  AdtUi.  She  wiis  struck  and  much  injured, 
thou}>h  fortunately  murder  was  not  committed.  The  Ad'fn  was  stopped 
and  hcMirded  by  an  officer  of  tlio  Quaker  (^ity^  the  captain  was  forcibly'' 
dragjjed  out  of  hin  whip,  und  the  whip  whs  seized  within  2  mile-s  of 
Almco. 

To  request  you  to  restoTO  the  ship,  I  know  from  the  ix}mnHini(:ation 
1  had  with  you  yesttirday,  would  be  uwoless,  as  whe  is  out  of  y»nir  hands 
and  ill  the  viee-achnirafty  court  for  adjudication.  In  cjilHnL''  your 
attention  to  the  faets^tirst,  that  the  Qwikfr  Cify  chased  an  Enj;lish 
ship  and  tired  fuze  shell  at  her  with  murdcix>HS  intent;  second,  never 
firing  a  blank  gun  or  hoisting  her  colors  as  a  signal  for  the  Adila  to 
stoj);  and  third^  most  illegally  detaining  her  in  British  watei-s  and 
towing  her  to  Key  West — ^1  am  convinced  you  will  give  such  orders  as 
will  prevent  the  recurrence  of  similar  acts  in  future. 

There  are  .several  of  your  cruisiTs  off  Alwco,  and  I  can  answer  for 
it  that  colors  will  always  t>c  hoisted  and  the  ship  stnpjied  if  the  same 
courtCffies  arb  »howii  to  British  v\yi\y»  which  arc  at  afl  times  accoixled 
to  Americans  by  English  men-of-war.

Snt:  I  have  had  the  honor  to  receive  your  letter  of  vesterday's  date, 
and  in  answer  thereto,  can  only  inform  you  that  the -Ir?*//*  whs  captured 
by  the  (^uaA'^r  Citif  and  Inought  into  thi.--  port  for  adiuditution  and 
her  case  is  now  jKridirig  before  the  admiralty  court  in  Key  West. 

1  understand  that  thnt  court  has  the  same  full  and  ample  jurisdic- 
tion that  the  high  court  of  adjiiimlty  of  England  ijossesses  to  enter- 
tain the  prize  pr<K*eedings,  to  condemn,  or  restore  the  property,  to 
aBsess  and  award  damages  iFor  the  capture,  and  to  punish  the  captors 
for  any  iri-eguluritics  or  misconduct.  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  court 
will  hear  both  sides,  and  will  patiently  investigalc  any  complaints  that 
may  Ik;  made  against  the  conduct  of  the  rornniander  of  the  Qu-rtJcfr 
Vity^  and  decide  ac<'otding  to  law.  If  i\\i\  captain  of  the  AJffa  or  the 
owners  of  the  property  should  be  dissatished,  they  are  entitled  to 
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appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  State8  sitting  at  Wash- 
ington.

Siu:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communi- 
cation of  the  loth  instant,  accompanied  by  one  from  the  honoi-ahle 
the  Secretary  of  State,  hearinjf  date  August  8.  i-cqucsting  iw3ditional 
information  relative  to  the  capture  of  the  British  steamer  ^^'/a  by 
the  U.  S.  S.  QmiA'tT  City  while  under  my  command. 

I  wotdd  rertj)ectfully  enter  this  mv  protest  and  positive  denial  to 
the  chaive  of  my  ha^intj  lired  at  the  Add'i  within  -2^  miles  of  the 
coast  and  near  the  Briti>n  ishmd  of  Abaco,  nnd  without  showing  any 
colors,  and  which  is  further  proved  by  the  aecornpauying  copicj*  of 
letters,  the  oripinnls  of  which  were  subscribed  and  sworn  to  before 
the  prize  commissioner,  George  D.  Allen,  of  Key  West.  Her  seizure 
was  made  bv  me  on  the  grounds  of  having  received  official  informatitgn 
from  FIng-Oflicers  McKean  and  Lardner  that  a  ve*^cl  of  her  descniv 
tion  an<l  name  had  sailed  from  Euroi»e,  having  on  l>oard  a  cargo  of 
cx>ntmTmnd  g<Jods  of  war  evidently  intemle*!  for  the  South,  among 
which  were  i>h  eascj*  of  shell  und  4  tauses  cannon;  and  the  evident 
attt^nipt  miule  by  her  master  to  escjipe  from  me  while  in  chase  gave  me 
additional  reasons  to  Huspect  her  character  Htid  detci'minoa  uie  to 
seize  her.  1  did  not  examine  her  hold,  being  under  the  impression  at 
that  time  that  1  had  no  authority  to  open  her  hatche-s  but  havuig  a 
suspicion  of  her  character  I  deemed  it  my  duty  to  send  her  Into  port 
ami  hand  her  over  to  judicial  authority  for  examination.

1  made  no 
claim  for  their  possejusion  other  than  a   necetwity  existmg  by  my 
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instructions  to  olituin  till  piiporn  in  writing  found  on  Iward,  and  on  the 
arrival  of  tho  prize  in  port  u>  deliver  sucn  to  the  district  judg'C. 
I  trust  the  unovc  statement  will  provt^  Matisfuotory.  and  am.

We,  the  underaifrned  oflicers  of  the  V.  S.  S.  Qijuth't  City^  do  sol- 
emnly dexrlure  that  while  cha^inij  an  EntijliMh  steiinter  on  the  forenoon 
of  .Inly  7,  IStJy,  while  in  Providence  Oiannel  and  dlistant  from  the 
lan<i  at  lejist  5  or  ti  niiles.  were  warned  to  heave  to  hy  the  tiring  from 
tlii-i  whip  of  iHi-|Knind  shell  across  the  Htpainer'H  Im>w,  antl  at  whicli  linio 
wiid  uteatner  (^unkf-r  City  wjw  Hying-  the  American  ennign  at  hv.r  peak. 
The  firing  of  .said  .sliell  nut  prodiH-.ing  the  clfwl  desired  in  heaving  her 
to,  a  soeond  wa.s  again  tired  in  tlie  same  direction,  yet  the  ute^iner 
proceeded  on  her  conrne,  evidently  making  every  exertion  to  avoid  us, 
when  a  third  and  fourth  were  tii-ed  acruss  her  stern.  These  not  pro- 
ducing the  etfcct  desired,  a  tifth  shell  was  dii*eeted  by  Compandor 
Frailey  to  bo  tired  directly  at  her.  which  appnrently  stnick  her,  as  in

Sir:  I  ImvL'  the  honor  to  xuhinit,  by  your  diret'tion,  a  brief  rttat^ment 
rclali\e  to  the  maiU  of  iht:  Ktigllsh  nt^-atiKT  Adela^  with  a  copy  of  a 
letter*  from  the  Lonmiuuderof  ll.  U.  M.  S.  /I^/jW,  complaining  uf  the 
capture  of  that  i*hip.  and  my  reply,  f 

Great  exertions  were  made  by  the  British  authorities  in  the  West 
Indies  to  obtain  the  mails  found  in  the  Adda.  Two  ships  of  war.  the 
liitudd"  and  I'l-trtf^  were  sent  to  Key  West  for  that  purpose.  Their 
commanders  were  not  satisfied  with  an  intiniiition  that  they  might  be 
delivered  to  them,  with  the  exception  of  such  pajx-rs  a.**  refatcd  to  the 
ship  and  cargo. 

During  the  night  subsequent  to  an  examination  of  the  captain  and 
officers  by  the  prize  commissioner,  the  United  States  ccmrt-house  at 
Key  West  was  entercHl  by  the  eafitain  of  the  Adtiu,  and  the  mail  in 
(piestion  abstracted  (in  an  unbroken  parcel)  and  destroyed  by  him. 

These  facts  were  ascertained  by  the  di-^trict  attorney  of  Key  West, 
from  an  accomplice,  who  was  one  of  the  principal  ofBcers  of  tne  ship. 

It  is.poriiaps»  needless  to  add  that  the  complaints  against  the  capt^ira 
were  not  proven  in  court.  The  ship  was  condemned,  and  is  now  living 
fitted  for  the  naval  servic*-.

1  beg  further  to 
state  that  the  said  steamer  A</</a  was  then  in  navipible  British  waters 
(English  colors  flying),  from  whence  I  was  forcibly  taken  on  tward, 
as  proved  to  be,  the  FedemI  vessel  of  war  Quaker  CUy^  and  by  her 
the  Ad4M  was  towed  into  the  port  of  Key  Wo«t,  where  1  now  am 
before  what  is  called  an  adniii-alty  court.

the  Adfla  was  Ixiuiid  from  one  English  port  to  another. 

To  your  request  that  the  letter  bags  be  restored  to  you  with  tho 
8etils  unbroken.  I  have  tho  honor  to  reply  that  the  Aih'Ui  having  been 
reported  as  a  prize  it  will  be  impo»t«iDlo  to  depart  from  the  regular 
coui'so  of  prize  proceedings  in  her  case.  All  possible  delicacy  will  be 
observed  in  regard  to  piu'kuges  which  shall  appear  tobepapei-s  in 
which  the  British  Government  have  an  interest.  You  are  surely 
awnre  that  the  letteit*.  documents,  paiiertii,  etc.,  found  on  lioard  a 
prize  vessel,  togetlier  with  the  dc|>Of-ition8  of  the  persona  on  board  at 
the  time  of  capture,  make  up  the  evidence  on  which  the  ease  \»  in  the 
first  instniice  to  \h\  heard  and  determined.  If  the  <ither  letters  prove 
clearly  that  the  A'/'/a  is  innwent  of  any  breach  of  iH^lHgi^rcnt  rights, 
then  her  absi*nt  owiu^rs  might,  it  seems  to  me,  justly  aciMiMu  tin-  fair- 
ness of  the  court,  if  thtxsfi  letltM's  were  pennitted  to  be  withdrawn  from 
the  C4)urtf  and  the  evidence  contaiued  in  them  stippresacd  without  their 
consent.

course,  and  further  in  the  Kanni  conntH'tion  you  state  juu  aiv  sun^ly 
aware  tliat  the  h'ttei-s.  docunifiits.  iwipers,  elrl,  found  on  houn!  a  piiz.e 
veKsel,  tuj^ether  with  the  dejjositioiis  uf  the  persons  un  [HHird  at  the 
time  of  capture,  nmke  up  the  evidence  on  which  the  caw  in  tiie  first 
instance  is  to  I  he]  heard  and  determined. 

Were  not  the  mica-nion  and  the  nature  of  the  request  made  iu  my 
note  of  the  21st  iust^mt  such  as  to  exact  and  demand  candor,  I  should 
Hnd  it  extremely  difficult  to  riyilizf*  that  your  statements  ahove  set 
forth  am  considered  l>v  v<'U  just,  leusonubh' — just  fjrounds  for  deten- 
tion of  her  Majesty's  maih<  and  for  your  refusal  to  comply  with  my 
iXHiuest. 

Allow  mc  in  reply  to  state  that  X  do  not  consider  the  reasons 
referred  to  as  the  least  possihio  justification  for  the  refusal  of  my 
request  and  the  detention  of  the  mails. 

I  ou  state  that  the  Atkhr  has  been  reported  as  a  prize,  and  that  it  is 
impossihio  to  depart  from  tlie  rog^ular  coui-se  of  prize  pi-ocoedings.  In 
the  case  of  the  Adehi  there  exists  no  power  in  court  nor  in  any  of  its 
officei-w  to  prevent  the  delay,  damage,  and  injury  that  must  iiievttiihly 
result  if  the  AdeUi  nmst,  as  a  mattei-  of  form,  await  the  adju<lication 
by  its  regultir  proccedinj^  and  dehiys.  In  other  words,  even  if  the 
eoncedeci  and  notorious  facts  cnnrected  with  the  capture  of  this  vessel 
are  such  w.'^  lo  show  the  captun*  t'f  the  vessel  to  have  bi^-n  an  outrage 
and  unjuslitiahle  infringement  <m  tlic  neutral  rights  of  Kngland,  you, 
as  Government  counsel,  ai-e  even  in  that  case  sltll  c  omiK-lled  to  exhibit 
and  tile  a  libel  ;igninst  the  vessel  and  urge  her  c<mdenmation,  when  the 
only  result  timt  could  b(5  ho{)ed  for  or  expeeted  by  you  or  the  (rovera- 
nient  of  the  I'nited  States  woidd  be  delay  aud  chianip;  to  the  vessel, 
herownci's.  and  those  intei-eatcd  in  her  freijjlil  aud  voyajre.  This  may 
be  true,  but  you  will  pardon  me  for  sjiying  that  it  is  at  least  stnmge; 
but  assuming  tliat  you  arc  correi-t  iu  your  statement  and  that  '"W.  is 
impossible  to  depart  from  the  regular  course  of  prize  proceedings,''  It 
ia  still  impossible  to  understand  how  the  United  States  (iovernmentor 
wurts  acquire  the  right  to  take  possession  or  detain  and  control  her 
Majesty's  mail  in  the  regular  course  of  prize  proceedings  or  how  the 
right  to  detain  an  English  vess4d  for  acfjudication  involves  the  light 
to  detain  her  Majest  v's  mails,  still  less  to  break  the  Government  seala 
on  the  bags  and  pai^kages  and  o[)en  all  the  letters  contained  in  thenif 
to  seek  for  evidence  to  no  used  in  the  adjudication  as  you  seem  to  con- 
template. 

You  claim  the  right  to  thus  desecrate  the  mails  of  a  neutral  nation, 
as  you  state  in  vour  note,  for  the  reasoTi  that  it  is  u  power  existing  in 
courts,  as  you  also  further  state  "you  are  surely  aware  that  tJie  letters, 
documents,  and  jmiMirv,  cti*.,  found  on  hoard  a  prize  vessel  are 
evidence^  etc." 

It  seems  almost  incredible  that  such  power  and  control  over  the 
mails  of  a  neutral  power  should  be  atie<nmcd  on  grounds  so  untenable 
and  unwarranted. 

I  am  nut  awnro,  ae  you  state  I  must  surely  be,  that  any  such  con- 
stniction  as  yon  claim  can  Ui  given  to  the  hiw  or  the  powers  of  any 
civilized  prize  court.    The  depositions  of  the  persons  found  on  l>oard

a  vessel  wh»n  uiptured,  also  the  l(*ttei"K,  etc.,  found  on  lioaitl  may  be 
iisod  bv  thi*  uupUn'M  as  ovidei»;«  in  the  adjudication  upon  the  quoation 
of  prize  or  no  prizr.  Init  tlm  letters  whit'li  the  captors  may  mi  use  can 
in  no  ca^v  Ik*  construed  to  be  other  than  the  jettei-s  which  are  found  in 
po.s^cs!jiou  of  the  captured  or  auioug*  tlie  impers  of  those  on  board,  and 
which  thereby  nmy  reasonably  be  supiK>.sea  to  relate  to  the  veuael  or 
her  c«rjfO,  but  it  is  nuthing^  short  of  absurdity  to  suppose  a  captors 
rijjht  to  tlie  pupej-s,  lettera,  etc.,  included  in  the  (fovernment  mails 
found  on  board  a  neutral  ship,  and  that  they  have  a  right  to  break 
Government  seals  on  the  packa^s  and  the  ])nvat«  seal)  of  letters,  and 
go  chanpfc  the  destination  of  such  letters  that  they  are  to  l»e  opened 
and  deposited  to  remaiu  on  the  files  of  the  court  insU-ad  of  n-aching 
the  individuals  to  whom  they  are  addres.^ed,  and  to  whom  the  public 
faith  of  Enghind  was  pledged  ''they  shall  Ixs  delivered  the  rooinent 
they  arc  received  in  her  post-otiicca  and  dispatched  in  her  nmiU." 

If  your  position  be  correct  and  an  American  cruii^cr  were  for  some 
pietendeii  re^ison  to  capture  an  Engli.sh  mail  steanier  from  Liverpool 
to  New  York,  the  United  States  (jfovcrnmcnt,  through  her  prize 
courts,  might  claim  and  potjHess  the  right  to  stop,  open,  and  read  all 
private  Government  dispatches  sent  by  the  nations  of  Europe  to  their 
representatives  in  the  United  State^i,  which  dispatchcj*  happened  to  be 
wnt  through  the  Kngiirnh  mail  without  regjira  to  tlio  legality  of  the 
capture.  I  hsivc  Iteen  thus  eljilK)rale  in  my  conunimications  as  I  f«?I 
(x)nviucfd  thiit  my  comnisindcr  in  chief  will  expect  of  me  that  I  shall 
use  my  In-jit  endeavors  to  jjnx'.ure,  the  relea-sn  of  the  mails  committed 
to  the  charge  of  tlie  AdAu^  and  which,  through  sonm  great  misiippro- 
hcDsion,  have  Iweii  detained  and  are  still  detained  at  Key  M'cut.

8ik:  I  have  the  honor  to  tu'knowledgi^  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
this  dax's  date  relating  Ui  lettei-n  found  on  the  Rntish  steamer  AtMa. 
I  h:ive  the  misfortune  still  to  differ  with  your  views  both  of  propriety 
and  law,  touching  the  matter  in  tjuestion.  To  avoid  misapprehension 
of  {acls  it  will  not  be  amiss  to  state  that  the  two  pai^kagi'-s  to  which 
you  give  the  designation  of  her  Majesty's  mails  ai-e  one  of  them  a 
small  Img  rej^emljling  a  common  ship's  bag  with  a  string  tied  round 
its  mouth  and  setileil  with  wax.  The  other,  a  bundle  in  iiaper  envel- 
ojK'  likewise  sealed  with  wiix;  neither  pa<*krtge  is  in  a  lockwl  iMig.  It 
seems  to  iiie  this  is  a  somewhat  lofise  and  infonnal  way  of  sending  out 
her  Majesty's  mails,  and  that  it  suggests  the  iiuestion  whether  such 
paekiiges  are  entitled  to  that  designation.  Hut  however  tliat  may  be, 
if  such  packages  are  entitled  to  tne  immunity  from  examination  that 
you  seem  to  supixwc.  it  would  be  the  simplest  tiling  in  the  world  for 
the  getterrj-up  of  an  illegal  voyage  to  put  the  correspondence,  invoices, 
and  papers,  showing  the  actual  facts  in  the  case,  in  every  iostanco 
under  an   impeDetrable   and   inviolable   shield  by  dropping  them 
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into  the  post-officp  on  the  day  thiit  a  iimil  wiw  t<i  >>o  iiiiidr  up  to  \k 
carried  in  tJtcir  own  vossd.  t!owpvpi%  I  jini  notiutinjj  in u (li])loiniitio 
capacity  and  must  rtprlinc  fiirtlior  to  arjfim  the  iinint**  inv<»Ivptl.  If 
yon  d(>«in^  to  t;iko  dispiiti-lH'^,  l(?tt4^rn,  etc.,  to  Nassiiu.

July  *!,  anchored  off  const  of  Yiietitan;  July  7,  g^t  underway  and 
ateanio<l  24  miles  to  the  westward  and  anchored  off  a  collection  of  hute 
in  4i  fathoms  water.  Latitude  21  -42'  30"  ^'.,  lou^fitudo  88^  12'  W., 
alwut't!  or  7  miles  from  the  shore. 

At  1 1).  m.  eseut  in  a  boat  in  charge  of  the  executive  officer  {one  of 
the  acting'  ma.sters  accompanying  him)  to  sec  if  any  fresh  provisions 
could  be  obtained.  T  regret  to  report  that  three  men,  viz,  F.  Garland, 
Robert  Weston,  and  Jame^  W.  Dimon  (all  seamen)  deserted  from  the 
boat,  carrying  with  them  the  revolverrt  of  the  executive  officer  and 
master  and  one  of  the  ship\  revolvers. 

At  2  p.  m.  of  the  7th  instant  a  small  schooner  wa«  dJBCovored  stand- 
ing toward  us.  I  did  not  get  undt;rway,  fearing  if  she  should  be  a 
rebel  vessel  she  mi^ht  '>e  run  ashore  and  burned.  At  6:30  p.  m.  she 
was  nearly  abreast  of  us  when  I  lired  a  shot  aci-oss  her  bows,  hoisted 
the  ensign,  and  sent  Acting  Jlaster  Hurley  to  board  her.  She  proved 
to  bt'  the  Coiifeiiemte  senooner  Uurlti  Mokh^  from  Matagorda,  Tex., 
lK>und  Ui  Belize,  Honduras,  or  a  market.  The  captain  ana  t*upeixargo 
were  so  overcome  with  ast-otiishmeiit  at  finding  a  nmn-of-war  where  wo 
were  anchored  that  they  did  not  destrov  their  panel's,  and  1  have  the 
register,  manifest,  clearance,  bill  of  saie,  etc.  Wo  were  about  (!  or  7 
miles  from  shore  and  the  schooner  mssed  within  a  third  of  a  mile  of  us. 
iler  cargo  ccusist8  of  115  bales  Texas  cotton,  and  she  was  manDcd, 
with  a  crew  of  four  nier,  a  captain  and  supercargo  (Edmd.  Van  York, 
a  New  Yorker).  The  I'nde  Mme  was  thirty  days  from  Indianola  (or 
Matagorda)  and  had  hoen  fourteen  days  endenvoring  to  get  around 
Cape  Catoche.  She  was  bucit  for  n  lighter,  draws  Imt  3  feet  water, 
ana  is  not  at  all  ca|Hible  of  making  a  inissiige  against  head  wind-. 
Under  the  circumstHnces  I  dcfennined  to  tow  ner  to  Ke}''  West, 
although  I  nnich  n^gretted  tb«  neressltv  of  leaving  my  station  to  do 
so.  It  would  not  have  been  humane  to  have  sent  her  off  with  a  prize 
crew;  she  could  never  have  reached  Key  West  during  the  prevalence 
of  the  trade  winds.  On  July  s  and  9  T  experienceoa  current  of  nj 
miles  to  the  northward  »n<l  westwani.  When  the  prize  was  captured 
she  was  running  "wing  and  wing"  for  Campeche  or  Laguna.

Sir:  1  have  the  honor  to  report  to  vou  the  arrival  of  the  V.  S.  S. 
R.  R.  Cityler  at  this  iK)rt.  \\  c  left  Key  West  on  the  ^I'th  instjint  in 
obedience  to  orders  from  FlagOlBcer  Larduer  and  prneeeded  to  Nassau 
with  dispntehcs  for  the  governor. 

On  the  21st.  our  sui^geon  l)eing  very  sick  and  also  sevi^ml  of  thr  wwrx, 
we  8teei*ed  for  the  N.  E.  L'hannct,  where  ive  thouglit  to  obtain  medical 
advice  from  the  i\ntjniu.  At  10  p.  m.  we  fell  in  with  thb  U.  S.  S. 
J/untneil/e  and  applied  to  him  for  assistance,  but  he  could  not  render 
us  anv  as  his  snrtfcon  had  died  that  morning  and  lie  was  on  his  way  to 
Key  West  for  advice,  a  nuntbcr  of  his  officers  and  men  lying  danger- 
ously ill.  Wi!  then  steered  for  Nassau,  and  on  the  night  of  i!2d  in(<tant 
Commander  F.  Winslow  was  taken  Hcriously  ill  witli  fever.  Wc 
arrived  at  Nassau  on  the  23d  at  10  p.  ni.,  where  we  obtained  medical 
advice  from  U.  B.  M.  S.  Mtdptrmene  and  alt^o  eonununieated  with  the 
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consul.  The  same  day  Lioutonant  J.  V.  N.  Philip  was  taken  down 
with  the  fever  iind  al*o  Mcvcral  men.  Tlie  .surgeon  advised  lying  off 
the  port  until  next  morning  as  he  eonsidercd  the  captain's  case  a  very 
danperous  one.  On  the  24th  the  surgeon  reported  all  the  sick  to  be 
much  won**?,  and  the  only  chance  left  for  Commander  Winslow  and  tho 
rest  of  the  sick  officers  was  to  proceed  north.  On  the  25th  a  consul- 
tation of  the  officers  was  held,  and  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
short^yt  and  nnly  way  tn  nmkc  the  ship  efficient  was  to  prfweed  to 
sotne  Norlht^rn  |K>rt  when?  Wf  could  get  the  sickness  nut  of  the  ship, 
aplKiint  new  otlicers  to  her  and  i)ut  to  sea  again,  A  Mr.  Kpp.  [Kpesf] 
Sarjfciit.  from  Nas}<au,  an  Aineriean  and  a  Tnion  man,  who  hiL"  had  somi^ 
practice  in  iiiedieine.  kindly  volunteered  his  services  and  accompanied 
us.     We  found  him  invalua)>le. 

On  the  a5th  we  steered  for  New*  York.  On  the  Si6th,  at  6:35  p.  nu, 
Commander  Francis  Winslow  deiiarted  this  life.  His  Ijody  lias  been 
prescrvwl  and  will  ]>p.  transmitten  to  his  friends. 

1  cjin  not  t<K)  liighlv  sjM-ak  of  the  captain  an<l  officers  of  H.  B.  M.  S. 
Mtipoin'iu.  for  their  kind  attentions,  and  CrtjM'cially  tiie  surg<x)n,  Mr. 
U.  Rullifftf,  who  was  uiireinitltng  in  his  profe-ssional  interest  for  the 
welfare  of  the  sick  officers  and  men. 

I  am  happy  to  be  ahle  to  inform  vou  that  Lieutenant  rhilij)  and  Dr. 
Wntsou  are  recovering,  and  that  tne  malignant  symptoms  that  were 
so  prevalent  among  the  offii-crs  and  men  have  already  disappeared.

Sir:  Your  U'tttr  of  the  23d  ultiiiiM,  with  enclosures,  was  duly 
rc^*eived.  It  is  evident  that  you  have  failed  to  iiit'oriu  yourself  of  the 
ri^jhl.-"  wliifh  uiiiHTtJiin  to,  and  duties  that  devolve  ujion,  an  otUcerof  a 
puhlie  ariried  -hip  dnritij,''  the  existence  of  hostititieK. 

In  a  jK-riod  of  ])e!ne  Ihc  rifjht  of  ^^earcdi  doea  not  prevail,  Imt  it  is  an 
iintjuestioncd  hi'lfij^TL'nt  nj^iit.  and  your  omi.ssion  to  extTcist'  it  in  the 
case  of  the  Mfmpkiji  wa*!  iin  error  unfortunate  for  yourself  and  for 
the  country.  This  jjrcat  ne^irleet  is  to  Iw  imputed,  I  apprehend,  to 
remisfiues'}  in  infonninjy^  your-solf  of  the  legal  rights  of  a  naval  com- 
manding; officer. 

AjE^in.  from  the  manner  in  which  you  spealc  of  your  instructions 
from  Fla^-Ollieer  I-nrdner,  *'ae<_-ompanied  by  two  ImtM  of  suspected 
vt'iweir*  liable  to  captnro,"  and  "that  tlie  Mtutphi»  i.s  not  mentioned 
therein,"  iind  I  hat.  you  had  no  "' information  iitmrerninjj  any  vessel 
anHwiTin>;  Imt  name  or  de-scrintion."  it  \a  Inferred  you  lal«)r  under 
11  m-ave  nii.sipprehension  of  the  object  in  furniNhin};  vou  with  the 
nanie^  of  su.spix'ted  vessels,  and  your  duty  in  repird  to  them. 

The  suspected  vesi^cl!*  were  named  to  you  for  the  purpose  of  indi- 
eating  their  .HU.spii'iouseharacter  and  slinuilatirj^  vigilanee  in  the  search 
which  it  would  In-  your  duty  to  make  on  failing  in  with  and  vi.sitingaiiy 
of  the  vessel.s  enuinc-nUed.  In  no  .«^ense.  was  the  li.-^t  furnished  you  to 
be  (^ou-strued  into  an  onler  to  fuptui-e  unli'.s,s  aft<'r  vi.sitation  an<l  .search 
Tou  found  snti>fa^l^»ry  evidence  that  there  were  ann.s  or  t'ontniJHind  on 
board,  or  that  tln-re  wa-s  an  intent  to  violate  the  blockade. 

While  eantion  and  prudence  are  to  be  observed,  it  is  no  less  essen- 
tial that  you  exercise  your  clear  and  unquestioned  rig-hts  a.s  a  bolliger- 
ont  conuimnder.  There  should  not  bo  timidity  on  the  one  hand  nor 
ra$bnes.s  on  the  othpr.  Avoid  pivinjr  offense.but  do  not  hesitate  to 
a>«ert  and  enfoiTe  your  undoulttod  riprht^  in  disehurg'in^  vuur  public 
duties.    An  officer  l-*  expected  to  and  raust  exercise  ju^gruent  and 
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dlscrimiualioii,   uud    not    shrink,   when  occasion  requires  it,  from 
resnonisibility. 

The  idea  of  capturing"  onlv  such  vessels  os  are  enumerated  to  you, 
or  of  capturing  them  without  a  seareh.  is  erroneous.  You  will,  when 
crHi!>ing.  visit,  without  regard  to  their  clearance  or  destination,  nil 
vessels  not  being  puhlic  armed  ships  of  war  of  foreign  powt'rrt.  In 
the  ra.se  of  veiwel.s  cHrrving  cargo,  or  engngnd  in  coniniercc,  and  not 
being  regular  mail  steam  pHc-ki'ts  I'ngagi'd  m  (he  regular  and  ^rated 
niuil  servi<;e  iif  foreign  g«verninerit.s.  you  will,  during  the  visit,  always 
exercise  tbe  uni|uewtiorif<i  iK'Iligerent  right  i»f  seurcli.  and  if  up^ni 
strict  t^earcli  it  sliiill  appear  that  urm^i  or  contruimnd  of  war  c*onstitu{.<i 
tbe  caivOf  or  such  i>art  thereof  sis  would  render  aid  to  the  enemy,  then 
you  will  exeix'ise  the  no  le-ssa  uuquestiuned  right  of  seizing  such'  vessel 
and  cargo  and  send  in  the  aanic  for  a<ijudicatinn. 

Tills  should  \tv  done  in  a  manner  us  little  offensive  as  |K»ssible. 
Seizure  does  not  n4'ccssarUy  involve  condemnation.  The  <-ourtj4  will 
adjudge  the  whole  tjuestioii  of  prize  or  no  prize. 

I  send  herewith  a  copy  of  printed  instructions  tbat  will  a.ssist  you, 
and  would  i-ceonnnend  that  you  fully  post  vourself  on  the  .subject  of 
maritime  and  belligerent  rig&ts,  with  which  1  apprehend  you  have  not 
made  yourself  as  familiar  as  you  should  bo  in  order  to  diselmrgc  your 
duties  correctly.

Sir:  I  have  l\iv  honor  to  rpport  that  on  tbo  3t>ih  August,  ultimo, 
while  thrue  of  the  refugoe.s  who  have  been  for  nomo  nioiUhs  ut  the 
li|^hthou**c  on  Kgiuont  Key  under  the  protection  of  the  I'nitctI  Sttites 
were  on  the  main  land  endpavoring-  to  procure  potatot-M,  beef,  etc., 
from  their  own  farms  near  Old  Tampa  for  the  support  of  thcniselves 
and  families,  two  of  thorn.  John  and  Scott  Whitenm^t.  while  shoving 
from  the  shore  in  their  t>oftt  were  ttarlmiously  M?t  ujion  by  j^uerrillaa, 
and  Scott  Whitehurst  was  inimediiitely  killed  and  riobn  WliUohurst 
mortally  wounded.  The  latter  had  stren^h  enoujfh  to  pull  the  boat 
out  of  hre,  then  fell  and  liiid  two  days  in  the  hoat  exposed  to  the  rays 
of  an  Aiijjust  sun.  and  was  at  last  discovered  liy  another  refujfce  named 
Clay  and  brought  to  this  place.  The  third  man,  named  Arnold,  is  sup- 
posed to  have  hcpn  murdered  duritig  the  day. 

All  thesp  nipu  were  Union  mpn,  and  only  a  short  time  ajro  ''ohn 
Whitehurst  olTcrpii  lo  raise  a  roinpany  of  loyal  Floridiana  if  he  cx)uld 
Iw  assured  it  woulii  he  arrej)l,ed. 

t  sent  a  boiit  and  reeovercd  the  lK>dy  of  Seott  Whitehurstand  htiried 
it.  tlohn  WhiU'hui-st  died  last  night,  and  was  decently  interrcfl  by  us 
tills  morniny-.  His  dying  request  was  that  his  three  little  sons  should 
Ih^  ivccivcd  mtf»  the  United  States  naval  service.  1  have  uo  vacancies 
for  them,  but  will  take  them  on  board  and  ration  them  (whieh  i  shall 
he-  obliged  to  do  under  any  cireumstanee>i)  until  1  receive  permission 
lo  sliip  tlieni,  which  I  am  contident  will  l»e  granted.  The  hoys  are 
quite  yoiinjj— tlie  eldest.  1  should  think,  about  12  years  of  age,  the 
youngest  about  7  or  8. 

These  guerrillas  are  scouring  the  woods,  looking  after  deserters  and 
conscripts;  they  rob.  umrder,  and  steal  indiscriminately,  if  thereporU 
of  the  refugees  are  to  be  credited;  Union  men  they  threaten  to  bauf;;. 
and  do  shoot,  as  we  have  lamentable  proof. 

It  Ls  said  that  every  man  cauable  of  hearing  arms  has  been  forced  to 
join  the  rebels  in  this  |^Mirt  of  Florida. 

No  vessel  has  attempted  to  run  the  lilcx-kade  at  this  port.

Having  received  reliable  iTiftn-iimtion  that  most  all  the  rebel  troopa 
Htationedat  No.  4  (the  piv.Ht-nL  lernkintis  of  t\io  Fernandlna  Haiti'OHd) 
had  l>een  sent  away,  and  knowinjj  they  Imd  verv  extensive  salt  workn 
there,  I  felt  it  my  dutv  to  destroy  them,  if  possible.  Accardinj^Iy,on 
the  mornini^  of  the  4tlj  tttstimt  I  touk  position  with  tliis  vessel  as  close 
ua  the  drait  of  water  would  udiiiit;  threw  some  dozen  :«hells,  when 
they  hoisted  the  white  llag^.  I  Ji;- pate  lied  the  boat.-,  in  charge  of  Actings 
Master  Denui.son  with  instructions  to  destroy  all  the  salt  works  that 
could  be  found.  He  had  succeeded  in  demolisbinj,'-  quite  a  number 
without  any  resistance.  Upon  arriving  at  the  plaee  where  the  white 
flag-  wnA  flying  he  found  the  works  to  Ire  very  large.  Seeing  several 
womt'ii  at  the  house,  lu*  ('r)uld  not  tire.  No  sooner,  however,  had  his 
men  gotten  out  of  the  bt)al«  to  destroy  the  works  than  they  were  lired 
upon  1>\^  some  25  persons  concealed  in  the  rear.  He  returned  the  fire, 
killing  and  woimding  several.  The  \m,ii.y  that  had  been  sent  with  the 
howitzer  not  being  able  to  get  uj),  the  tide  falling.  I  recalled  them. 
They  destroyed  sevenil  ban-els  of  i*alt,  n  number  of  bt-Hits;  captured 
one  launch  ami  a  large  lliit.  The  conduct  of  the  officers  and  <rew  was 
iill  (hat  could  be  dej*ii-ed.  On  tin;  nutrning  of  the  tith,  the  Tafunna 
having  arrived,  a  much  larger  expedition  was  fitted  out,  which  provetl 
|)erfectly  succest-ful,  without  meeting  with  much  resistance.  The 
whole  immber  of  salt  boilers  destroyed  in  the  two  days  bv  tlie  two 
parties  was  iMMween  50  and  0<t,  some  of  them  making  as  high  a.s  5

I  leHpi'ctfiilly  refer  vou  to  Lieutenant-Oonimandcr  Crosnian'a 
report  for  itartlcuhirs.  In  tho  two  expeditions  between  TiO  and  tJO 
Iwilerrf  were  destrovod.  The  house?*  were  burned  on  awount  of  the 
treacherous  use  made  of  tJteui  on  October  4.  Credit  1^  duo  Kieutenant- 
Ojuuuander  Crosuian,  in  charge  of  the  icHubined  expedition,  and  to 
Actuig  Master  and  Executive  Officer  D<uiui.son,  of  the  iSor/uTifti^  in 
charge  of  the  SomerHif h  boats,  and  to  tho  officers  and  men  of  both 
vessels  for  the  successful  issue.  A  large  amount  of  property  was 
doitroyed  and  not  a  man  was  injured  on  our  side.  It  is  said  that  tho 
salt  works  destroyed  were  capable  of  making  150  buHhola  of  salt  per 
diem.

Sm:  1  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  morning  of  tho  Htb 
instant,  an  ex|>edition  left  the  harbor  for  the  purpose  of  demolishing 
sonic  salt  works  of  the  refuels  upon  the  mainland.  The  exijedition 
consisted  of  four  boats  from  this  ship  and  four  from  the  U.  S.  S. 
Sovwritrt^  numbering  in  all  111  men.  Two  of  the  boats  had  howitzor«. 
Twenty  or  thirty  armed  guerrillas  wereputto  tlight  by  theshel^rihrap- 
nol,  and  ^-anister  with  wTiich  tin*  houses,  woods,  and  undertirush  were 
scan'hed;  then  the  small-amis  men  hiiided,  deployed  as  skiniiishers  on 
each  tlank  of  the  guns,  and  the  working  jmrties  destroyed  the  boilers, 
which  were  of  various  shapes  an<l  <'urious  construction.  The  houses 
in  tlie  innnediato  vicinity  were  fired  and  the  Iwats  proceeded  to  the 
next  station.  Here  the  ^xmta  covered  the  working  parties  and  no 
suiallarms  men  were  landed.  It  was  necessary  to  put  howitzer's  shell 
through  two  very  thick  cast-iron  and  two  strong  wrought-inm  boilers; 
the  buiklings  were  then  burned,  .lust  after  lejiving  this  latt-er  place 
tiie  caiv  came  in,  and  piolmbly  bnaiglil  a  reinforrenient,  a.s  people  on 
ahore  yelled  and  shouted,  and  liixil  some  -20  shots  at  the  t)oals.  From 
the  sound  I  judged  them  to  Ik'  Miiile  or  Kntield  rifle  bullets.  None  of 
theui.  however,  struck  any  of  The  men,  nor  would  they  have  done  any 
barm,  ab  the  distance  wad  too  great.

The  captain  of  the  C/'ti/'Un  J/efn/  ran  his  vessel  ashore  on  the  itfland, 
and  with  his  man  eseapcd  to  the  plaee  of  a  i)er{jon  by  the  name  of 
Hrown,  who  brought  them  to  this  vessel  on  the  afternoon  of  the  ^4th. 
I  iniinedialely  dispatched  twn  urrneil  bitats,  under  eharge  of  Acting 
M,if<ter  Durham,  acciintpurued  by  Acting  Master's  ^Fatf.s  Antlersiin  and 
Itandlett.  They  snw  the.  sloop  after  parsing  the  point  of  the  is]iin<l  and 
pursued  her  until  darkness  pi'e\erited  thctn  from  seeing  her.  Still  they 
continued  the  si'arch  for  her  among  the  intunntTahU*  small  ishmtf-s 
between  Pine  Ishuid  and  the  main.  They  anidiored  to  await  daylight, 
in  hopes  of  seeing  her  again,  as  it  was  calm  all  night,  hut  they  saw 
nothing  of  her.

Sia:  Having  earefuUy  enquired  {•oncerninc  the  topojrraphy  of  the 
country  to  the  northward  of  the  town  of  ApuTaehic-ohi,  ei>nversi'd  with 
prominent  citizens,  and  elicited  ndiable  informati»ni  t'jom  variou!^ 
(iourees,  which  1  think  may  ha  applied  most  fortunately  by  the  United 
States  (iovernmeut,  1  submit  it  helow. 

The  L'ity  of  Apalaehicola  is  an  important  strategic  point,  inasmuch 
as  its  possession  insures  a  ba-so  for  any  operations  upon  the  interior  of 
Georg-in  and  .Vlabanm.  A  sand  bar,  over  which  but  7  feet  water  eau 
he  carried  in  the  fulU^st  spring  tide,  and  generullv  but  i!,  rlo!<es  th« 
enlranrc  into  the  river  from  the  wound  ti)  any  but  light-draft  ve.ssels. 
Formerly  all  vessels  loatiin;^  at  Aimlaelili-ola  lay  outside  of  this  Imr, 
2}  miles  from  the  wharves,  m  \'2  feet  water,  and  were  laden  by  means 
of  lighters. 

A^)ala<hicola  River,  upon  which  the  town  is  situated,  is  navigable 
during  the  winter  nKhntns  urul  in  the  late  fail,  up  to  the  impt»rtjitit 
lown  of  Coiumbu-",  (ia.,  to  V('ss+>Is  diuwing  7  feet.  t_'oluinbu.s  in  one 
of  the  gran*!  dtipoL**  and  sourres  of  stnmgth  of  the.

They  luiidod  and 
found  tho  workii  fls  I  had  ht-cn  previously  iuforuu'd.  The  workman 
nsust  have  left  on  tho  apprctach  of  the  boats,  as  my  otiicers  informe^i 
nic  that  their  breakfasts  were  cooking  over  tho  tire,  and  the  salt  works 
in  fullopevation.

1  rei|uest  ponuission  of  tho  IVpflrtnient  to  substitute  one  of  tho 
numerous  prize  vessels  (now  lying  in  this  port)  in  her  |>lace  on  tho 
bloekade.  on  a  valuation  by  iroumiissioners  to  be  apiM>mt«d  by  the 
court,  and  1  further  dcsiro  that  a  general  iM'rmission  be  given  me  to 
take  from  among  the  vessels  that  have  been  or  may  be  hei^after  con- 
demned such  ono  or  more  us  I  niav  find  suiteii  tn  my  purposes,  ti>  lie 
used  in  enforcing  the  blockade  wit)iin  the  limits  of  my  citnunand.

This  i»  the  tenth  prize  captured  since  I  took  conunand  of 
the:  s<iuKdron,  to  wit:  Tlie  GihhI  Lucky  prize  to  the  tender  Arid;  the 
j-I//<vV/,  prize  tc^  the  Stif/nmorf/  the^  Aivny^r,  \n\7A' to  t\w.  Suf/ojuf/rr;  the 
r/tdia,  prize  to  the  Safjauufn.;  the  Ctytirir-r,  prize  to  the  lluutnvtfl^;  the 
K'lte^  prize  to  the  R'fffnuk;  the  Ihme,  prize  to  the  MiVjio^Vm;  the  Ihj  . 
Gi'tr/yc,  prize  to  the  Sai/amore;  the  Varniituy  prize  to  tho  Maynoliai 
the  iSVAm  Jlenry^  prize  to  the  Tahnnut. 

Besides  these  vessels  captured,  :t  nunjbrr  liave  from  time  to  time 
iM'cn  destroyed.  Tho  Tifhom'i  ll^ri^■c^^  with  her  nupply  of  coal  nearly 
exhausted;  she  at  once  commenced  coaling  at  the  whaTf,  and  will  return 
to  her  position  <m  the  hloi-kude  to-rtiorniw. 

The  Jiimirtffiirif,  having  ou  n  survey  Iwen  condenmed  its  unseawortJiy . 
1  have  obtained  froiu  the  United  State;*  court  pernjlssion  to  take  tho 
prize  schooner  JlurmoHa  in  her  pla<'c.  1  shall  tninsfcr  the  ofUcers,  crow, 
and  armament  of  tho  Btuunyird  to  the  JA'rifi'jyii.  and  put  her  upon  the 
bUukade,  first  sending  her  into  doL-k  for  some  needed  rcpaii-s. 

1  have  thought  that  the  Ikd'.<  could  be  made  more  useful  on  the 
blockade  than  slie  is  at  anchor  in  this  harbor  as  an  ordnance  ship,  esjw 
cially  as  her  ordnance  stores  are  oxceediiigly  limited  in  quantity  as  well 
Hs  variety,  consisting*  princii>ally  of  powder  and  of  projectiles  aad 
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appurtenances  for  IX  and  XI  inch  guns  only.  Her  commanding^  offioor 
is  desirous  altjo  of  assnuiiug  his  portion  of  tlie  duties  of  the  blockade, 
and  1  have  therefore  oi-dercd  him  to  prepare  his  vessel  nt  once  for  sea. 

The  Sagumor'.'  left  this  port  on  the  IHth  instant  for  the  purpose  of 
cmising  otT  Indinn  River.  She  roturned  uncxpectiHlly  lust  cvi-nin^^ 
havintr  on  her  way  up  the  roast  fallen  in  with  the  wrecked  lnin.siH)rt 
Sjtarh-lifKj  Sea  and  the  steamer  Siran^  sent  up  by  the  iumrternmst<'r  of 
the  Forty-Kevenlli  Pennsylvania  Volunteers  t^i  hrinj^  flown  the  hoi-ses 
of  the  Twenty-fifth  New  York  Artillery.  The  pile  (still  blowing)  was 
very  severe  at  this  point,  and  Captain  Ktig-lish,  of  the  Smjavt'^r^y  thought 
it  unsafe  to  proceed  farther.  'J'he  wreck  hud  gone  to  piece**,  and 
evervtliinj;  remaining  on  hoard  was  lost,  horses  included.  The  Stran 
wtw  also  short  of  provisions,  her  <-rew,  indeed,  in  nearly  a  starving 
conditi(jn.  Under  these  circunistiinres,  the  Stujmnon^  returni'd  last 
evening,  bringing  on  boanl  the  captain  of  thir  Twrnty-tifth  New  York 
liattery  and  his  men.  The  Sm/mmTt  will  return  to  Indian  Kiver  as 
soon  as  the  gale  iibates. 

The  court  niis  allowed  me  to  take  intothe  son-ice  the  Two  ^'^Wr^i*  (prize) 
at  a  valuation;  she  was  a  Galveston  pilot  boat  of  53  tons;  I  shall  attach 
herasa  tender  to  this  ship,  l^hc  Ilftifumi  I  shall,  in  like  manner,  attach 
a*i  tender  to  one  of  the  otner  vessels  of  the  squadron.  I  have  ap)K>in1ed 
Coast  Pilot  Courtland  P.  Wtllianis,  whoso  application  I  forwardetJ  to 
vou  on  the  i2tli  instant,  a.s  acting  ensign,  pending  (he  action  of  the 
l>epartment,  and  have  put  him  in  charge  or  tin-  7'/v*  Slnfern.  I  have 
sent  the  Vunmhrt'r  to  Cluirlott4i  I  liirlM>r  to  take  tli«!  place  of  the  Pfuz/nin^ 
now  }un'(^  undergoing  repairs.  I  trust  that  nty  action  in  regard  to  theaOj 
mattcrti  will  meet  your  approval.

8ib:  I  liave  the  honor  to  report  that  the  Smi  Jacinto  arrived  at  this 
port  yesterday  forenoon;  she  (-auie  in  to  eoal  and  repair  machinery, 
intending,  that  done,  to  return  to  Hampton  Koads.  1  have  thought  it 
most  prudent  to  retain  her  for  the  present,  for  the  following  reasons: 

The  corre»pondence  between  the  Sei^rotary  of  the  Navy  and  my 
pi-edecessor.  Acting  Hear- Admiral  Lardncr.  ?jhows  that  it  lia-s  always 
been  tho  intention  of  the  Department  to  reattach  the  San  Jacinto  to 
this  squadron,  she  having  left  the  squadron  tcuiporarily  on  account  of 
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yellow  fever  on  board  (sec  letters  from  Department  of  September  3, 
September  2H,  and  October  -1).  There  has  Hever  been  any  written 
iutnuation  of  any  kind  from  the  Deparhnent  to  contmdict  the  oxprw- 
sions  of  an  intention  that  she  should  rejoin  tliis  squadron,  contained 
in  the  letters  ahovo  referred  to.  On  the  cnntrarv,  T  was  si>pcially 
instructed  by  the  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  in  conversations 
had  with  him  at  Washing-ton,  that  the  Saii  Jacinto  would  lie  sent  down 
to  join  this  Htmadron  iniiiiediately  on  her  retiirn  to  the  North  from  her 
then  rniiH«  after  the  Afalmina.

The  boat.s  ha<i  tjeen  goinj'  during  tbe  dav,  and  a  voluntefir  crew  waH 
sent  upon  h<'r  last  trip.  I  nave  forwnrdea  to  the  honorable  Secretar3' 
of  the  Navy  the  account  of  these  men,  and  have  al^*o  written  to  the 
onlv  relatives  of  whose  existence  I  nni  aware,  the  mother  of  Martin 
and  tin?  wife  of  Bartlctt.  This  sad  loss  brin(jrs  my  nuuiU'r  of  vacancica 
up  l()  the  fnlUjwinjj,  viz,  5  seamen,  S  ()rdiniiry  Hcanicn,  3  landsmen,  2 
coal  iieavei"s,  and  1  nnirinc,  making  a  totjil  of  14  men.  or  a  full  gun's 
crew.     I  eaniet^tlv  retjuest  that  these  vacancien  be  Itlled. 

1  have  on  bourcl  two  monthH'"  provi^ion-s  and  10  tons  of  eoal.  Upt^n 
the  beaoh  of  Sandy  [SandJ  Island,  at  We^t  i'a^*,  are  about  80  tons,  the 
Port  KoyaL  having  coaled  there  since  mv  last  visit. 

The  mail  steamer  C'irfo«simi  stopped  off  the  bar  at  West  Pass  on 
the  2yth  of  r>eceml»cr  (last  month).  1  have  the  honor  to  achnowledfife 
the  iwMjipt  of  the  circular  issued  by  you.  assuming  the  command  of 
this  f^iuadron,  of  general  instructions  to  commanding  officers  upon  the 
station,  and  of  a  circular  calling  attention  to  the  direction  of  the 
Bureau  of  Ordnance  in  relation  to  10<>-pounder  rilled  guns.  I 
atiknowled«^p  also  genenil  orders  from  the  Uepartmenl.  diitcd  one  on 
the  3d  and  three  on  the  12th  Decemlw^r,  1862,  toy-etlicr  with  a  lint  of 
the  vc.smcIh  fitting  out  to  nm  the  blockade  from  Na.ssau  iiinl  Havana. 
Bv  the  JJnvifi  I  bCnt  through  vou  to  the  Seuretarics  of  the  Navy  and 
^Var  information  reganlin^  tno  navigability  of  the  Apalachicohi  and 
Cliattjihoocliee  riverf*.  This  is  reliable,  and  I  l>eg  you  to  con^^ider  tht^ 
im|K>rtance  of  this  town  a.s  a  buse  for  offensive  operations  upon  tbe 
interior. 

The  Confederates  are  now  busily  employed  fortifying  the  banks, 
and  show,  by  tbe  efforts  they  arc  makini^  to  oUstnict  the  chimnel  of 
the  wtream,  how  valuable  they  consider  tnc  city  of  Columbus  and  the 
whole  interior  by  itfl  means.  Two  other  fitcam  gunboats  are  building 
at  Chattahoochee;  two,  the  C'kattah(}och€^  and  Kate  Jiruec^  oi-e  now 
ready  for  the  ocean,  and  if  no  measures  are  taken  to  prevent  their 
(^ress.  though  the  force  at  present  here,  consisting  of  two  steamers, 
may  sink  two  of  them,  yet  the  others  may  elude  us  and  gt^t  to  sea.  It 
18  rumored  that  these  gunboats  are  being  protccleil  with  tmles  of 
cotton  liLshed  to  their  sides,  a  reinforcement  of  strength  almost  equiva- 
lent to  iron  plating.  At  this  seiison  the  river  can  be  traversed  l»v 
gunboats  drawing  from  3  to  5  feet  water  up  to  Columbus,  thence  rail- 
i>3ttds  connect  with  Macon,  Augusta.  Milledgeville.  and  Savaiinah.  in 
Georgia,  and  with  Montgomery  and  Tombiglwe  River,  who-ic  mouth  is 
at  Mobile.  A  glance  at  the  map,  or  at  the  enclosed  tracing,*  will  show 
the  immense  advantage  of  an  expedition  sent  imnte<liately,  consisting 
of  six  or  sevpn  iron-i>1ated  river  guniwats  and  iri,(HiO  troops. 

At  least  1.(HM'>licad  of  fat  cattle  roam  about  the  islantl  of  St.  VnieentV, 
which  is  in  our  iindi.sturbf>d  jiosscssion,  and  tln-se  will  help  furnish 
suljsistence  ti>  the  forces.  It  is  under  the  convidion  that  you  are  not 
possessed  of  tbetie  details  that  I  send  them,  smce  the  advantage  to  l«j 
derived  seems  to  me  so  apparent;  and  though  I  may  be  considered 

*J7ot  neceeaary  to  ptkbUflih. 
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pre!4umptuoutj'iii  offering  my  opinion  to  those  of  long  experience,  yet 
I  am  prompted  by  the  feeling  that  it  is  the  dtity  of  all  offieore  to  do 
their  utmost  in  all  legitimate  ways  to  further  the  eriwhing  of  this 
rebellion. 

CoDHcript  olHeers  are  impressing  all  men  Ixttwcca  the  ages  of  IGand 
CtO  on  the  river,  and,  it  is  rumored,  will  visit  the  city  of  Apalai-hicola 
for  that  object.  The  people  here  are  staning  and,  even  if  authorized, 
1  have  not  provisions  enough  to  make  reguiiir  issues  of  mtions;  even 
if  food  were  sent  rushorc,  it  would  perhaps  lie  confiscated  and  be  sent 
up  the  river,  as  they  are  nearly  all  women  and  childi-en,  and  among 
the  citizens  several  Union  men.  The  entire  population  Iwing  stigma- 
tized as  traitors  by  the  Confederates,  it  seems  hard  to  witness  and 
not  alleviate  their  sufferings. 

The  presence  in  the  town  of  an  urmcd  force  of  Union  troops,  taking 
the  town  under  the  protection  of  the  Government,  would  be  sufficient 
to  bring  down  numbers  of  while  refugees  to  swell  the  number  under 
arms. 

January  IJ^. — Yesterday  I  received  a  conmuinieation  from  Brigadier- 
Genera!  Joseph  Finegan,  of  the  (Jonfedemto  forces,  in  answer  to  mine 
of  the  SOtli  of  last  Ocloher.  I  encloHo  a  copy.  A.s  mentiuufHl  in  a 
communlculion  to  Rear-Admirul  Lardner,  I  released  the  prisouei's 
spoken  of,  after  they  had  Uiketi  tlie  oaths  of  allegiance  to  the  U.  S. 
(lovernment. 

The  bodies  of  John  Martin,  Angus  Sinclair,  and  George  Farrel  have 
been  discovered  upon  the  beach  of  sand  and  St.  George  s  Island;  they 
have  all  been  interred,  and  saitablo  headboards  are  in  process  of 
construction. 

Up  to  this  dat<.'  1  have  68  tons  of  coal  and,  excepting  bread,  of  which 
I  have  but  tiftcon  days,  one  and  one-half  months'  provisions;  there 
remain  upon  Sand  Island  but  five  or  six  tons  of  coal.  I  again  call  your 
attention  to  the  bod  condition  of  the  bread  sent  from  the  storehouse 
in  Ke3^  West.

She  has  a  coat  of  lead-color  paint  on  her,  much  defaced,  and  she  will 
proltahly  repaint  in  Havana. 

The  anovc  infonnation  does  not  come  from  Consul  Shufoldt,  but  is 
what  the  ciiptain  of  the  R>'1}h-ij  saw  and  learned  while  in  Havana.

After 
destroying  47  sacks  (188  bu-ubcls),  we  returned  to  the  inlet  with  the 
boflt  and  pri.soners,  and  turned  them  over  to  Captain  Haxter,  com- 
manding l)ark  fli'm  ofth*i  St.n.  The  niedi<-al  orticerof  that  ship  reported 
Mr.  Thompson  as  seriously  ill  and  unlit  for  duty,  which  dutcrmiaed 
mc  to  report  my  command  to  (Japtain  Ba.\ler  for  service.

As  soon  iw  I  could  perceive  that  she  did 
not  intend  to  approach  nearer,  I  bejjan  shelling"  her  with  our  rifle  g\in, 
our  shells  htirsling  ovt-r  and  around  thcra  in  f<uch  a  manner  as  cause<j 
me  to  think  !*hewaa  hit.  However,  hitornot,  they  turneil  and ctleamed 
up  a^in  as  far  as  they  could  beyond  the  fort.  1  have  steamed  down 
a.**  far  a.-*  Econfenee  Uivrr  on  one  occa-sion,  but  saw  no  vessel  of  any 
kind.  >»ut  I  think  a  small  vessel  off  the  mouth  of  the  abovc-nained  river 
Would  bi»  t)f  service. 

I  atn  informed  by  the!  pilot  that  the  rebels  liave  now  in  operation  at 
Newport,  5  miles  above  M.  Marks,  a  foundry  and  machine  shop,  where 
thev  are  casting  wliot  and  Hhellf*  for  the  rcbelH.

I  encloso  an  interesting  report  of  an  expedition  inude  l>y  the  hoats 
of  the  Sammore  to  the  town  of  [NewJ  Smyrna  for  the  purpose  of  lap- 
turin^  or  dpstroying'  a  vessel  {Fh^ri-nce.  Ni/jhtinfjalf]  loaded  with  cotton, 
in  whK'h  a  brisk  t?ngagement  of  twenty  niinuti'.M'  dtimtinn  occurred, 
resulting  in  the  destruction  of  the  vi'.-*rtt'I  and,  nnforturmhdy  alno.  in 
a  lo.-i8  on  our  side  of  I  killi'd  and  ft  woundrd.  'I'ho  ottiecrp!  and  men  of 
the  expedition  appear  to  huvt;  behaved  with  grtiit  spirit  and  judgment, 
and,  in  my  opinion,  tlie  iironiotion  of  Acting  Miwti'r's  Male  ^b'fl".  A. 
Slamni,  who  comnmndecf  the  party,  to  Ihf  gradt*  of  a<'ting  ensign, 
would  be  not  only  a  proper  aeknowledguu'iit  of  his  (tinduct  on  the 
occasion,  and  a  step  warranted  by  his  gcnciul  depurtoiimt  and  ability, 
but  would  al-so  incite  others  to  emuluto  bus  exaaiDle. 

1  enclose  also  a  report  from  Volunteer  Acting  blaster's  Mate  Henry 
A.  Crane,  of  the  Sayamare,  whose  history  and  services  merit  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Department.  lie  came  otf  to  one  of  our  vessels  from  Indian 
Kiver  fiome  time  in  December  luijt  and  offered  his  own  services,  together 
with  those  of  seven  other  residents,  in  l>ehalf  of  the  Govcrnrficnt,  prom- 
iflin^  to  furnish  their  own  arms  and  bouts.  By  my  directions  they  were 
received  as  suiMMnunieraries*  on  thn  hooks  of  the  Saaanwri',  in  order  to 
confer  a  legality  upon  their  lumtile  proceedings  agamst  the  rebels,  Mr.

Having  undoratwMl  that  tht'i-e  was  no  hhxUadin^  vcs-sd 
Htationecl  off  there,  I  proceeded  to  that  place,  leaving  the  U.  S.  hark 
Gem  offhf  iSVfi  at  this.  Arriving  there  on  the  2Sth  day  of  February,  the 
schooner  could  be  seen  inside.  Not  wishing  to  expose  my  crew  when 
I  w*as  under  the  impression  they  had  a  gim  planted  in  such  a  position 
as  to  rake  any  boats  that  might  attempt  to  pn>.-s  up  the  naiTow  river, 
I  therefore  threw  a  few  shells  over  in  hope.s  1  might  force  theni  to  fire 
her.  Failing  to  accomplish  this,  on  the  morning  of  the  2d  instant  I 
started  an  exiHidititm  in  to  cut  her  out  or  Imrn  her,  imder  charge  of 
A<'ting  Master's  Mat«  ,).  A.  tSlaniui.  Enclosed  1  send  a  copy  of  Act- 
ing Alastcr's  Mate  Slaram's  report  of  the  result  of  the  expedition;  also 
the  medical  olHeers  report.  I  regret  to  report  the  death  of  Ilugh 
Maguir-o  (seaman)  and  other  casualties.  The  result  of  the  expedition 
and  the  manner  in  which  it  wiw  conducted  under  so  ^'ouug  au  oUicer 
dc-serve*  commendation.  1  had  every  i^eason  to  believe  tboy  would 
have  met  with  firm  resistance  from  the  time  of  entering  the  river  until 
getting  out.

Sib:  In  obedience  to  your  orders,  dated  Man-b  1.  dii-eeling  me  to 
proceed  with  a  IxMit  cximdition  for  the  iwrpose  of  cutting  out  or  hum- 
mg  a  sch(K»ner  [Fformicn  Nig ht ingulf-  \,  supiMised  t*>  be  laden  witli 
cotton,  near  thi'  town  of  Smynia,  1  left  the  i-hip  at  5  o'<-lork  a.  ui. 
with  the  following  boats  and  voluntcci-s.  viz:  Ship's  Iiiunch,  with 
myself,  ossijitcd  by  Third  Assistant  Kugiuecr  F.  U.  Coggiu  and  a  crew 
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of  13  men;  first  cutter,  in  charge  of  Acting  MaMlwr'n  Mate  Franklin 
E.  Fcird  with  7  nion;  wwond  t'iitt<;r,  in  clmrjjw  of  Actinjj  MiiMt^r's  ^fule 
C'harU'.s  R.  FU*iijin^  with  11  iik'ii;  "^ig-,  in  chargr  of  Aitting-  Madtor's 
Mato  (ioor^f  IS.  SidoH  with  5  nii-ii. 

The  boats  proceodtnl  up  the  rivor  and  i^i^htcd  the  mthooner  without 
meeting  tmy  resistance,  when  I  suddenly  dwcovored  she  had  Im>cii  tired 
by  H  party  that  wad  seen  to  run  on  boai-d.  The  cutters  were  then 
ordered  to  board  and  bring  her  out  if  possible,  while  I  Nhellcd  the 
banks  and  bushes.  In  boarding  the^'  wore  tired  upon  by  whatttpi>eared 
to  1m'  a  (Mirty  of  some  25  or  H(>  men  concealed  in  the  biwhes  behind  an 
enitianknient  rlose  by  her.  Finding  it  impoi^sible  to  extiriifuish  the 
tire,  the  vessel  hard  and  fasit  on  the  bottom,  the  tide  still  fulling,  and 
the  ot)jc.M.t  of  the  expedition  being  accomplished,  1  deemed  it  folly  to 
expose  my  men  longer^  so  oi-doroa  a  return  to  the  ship. 

I  nsgri't  to  stttte,  while  in  the  act  of  Awarding,  Hugh  Maguiro 
(Keaman)  was  sliot  dead,  and  the  majority  of  the  first  cutter  were 
wounded.  Acting  MasterH  Mate  Franklin  E.  Ford,  of  the  tirstcutter, 
although  wounded  himself,  shot  one  of  the  enemy  dead  while  in  the 
act  of  tiring  on  the  iMMirding  party,  and  his  coolness  during  the  whole 
affair  deserves  eMi>e**ial  pmise.  'I  he  engagement  lasted  about  twenty 
minutes;  from  apjM'arancrs  the  enemy  must  have  mitlci'ed  tmdly.  with 
the  continual  discharges  of  <-juiistcr  !tt  sbtut  riinp'.  On  our  return 
the  l>oats  were  iin-d  U|K}n  for  alRUit  half  a  mile  by  scalterexl  partieji 
concealed  along  the  banks,  which  was  well  replied  to. 

The  officers  and  men  conducted  themselves  and  p<Tformed  their 
duties  with  entire  gatisfactiou.  and  proved  themselves  to  l>e  composed 
of  the  right  material. 

The  Hchi>oner  vvas  aliout  150  tons  Imrden,  laden  with  cotton,  and 
appftrently  nndy  to  sail,  only  waiting,  I  should  judge,  for  the  spring 
tiffes  to  cross  the  Iwir. 

There  appeared  to  be  *]uite  a  considcmble  amount  of  rotUtn  in  a 
storehouse  a  short  distance  from  whenr  tlie  sclioon.-r  was  iu*K>rc<i. 
Not  deeming  it  safe  to  land  my  small  party,  1  could  nut  destroy  it. 

1  expended  in  ammunition  the  following,  viz:  Eight  caui.ster,  four 
shrapnel,  two  shells,  and  six  round.s  for  the  rifles. 

In  conclusion,  [  regret  to  submit  the  following  list  of  casualticfi, 
viz:  Killed,  Hutdi  Magnire  (seaman);  wounded.  Acting  Master's 
Mate  Franklin  L.  Ford,  J^vi  K.  Green  (captain  of  forecastle),  Kos- 
well  C  Lewis  (seaman),  John  McCami  (i)rdinary  seaman),  Neil 
McDtmald  (seaman).

Orr  Indian  Kivek,  FLoun>A,  March  J,  1SG3, 
Sir:  Sinii*  my  Ia.st  from  .Jujiiter  lulet,  dated  February  8. 1  Iwy  leave 
to  report  that  on  tiie  12tii  ultimo  1  succeeded  in  Hndii*^  u  lot  of  articles 
pertaiiiiH^;  to  the  lijjht-house  at  that  place,  together  with  58  sacks  of 
salt,  i'ho*t  of  tools,  sails,  etc. 

In  obcdicuco  to  your  instruetions,  datc<l  January  4.  I  proceeded  up 
the  river  on  the  yi>th  February.  I  decuicH  it  pnidt'nt  lo  niovc  at  night 
cxclusivclv,  to  prevent  obscn'ation  and  alarm.  On  the  moming-  of 
tlie  22d  laid  by  in  the  narrows  of  Indian  River,  and  explored  a  lagoon 
ea.'slward,  discovering  several  places  where  cotton  ha<l  Iwpn  stowed, 
and  at  the  ea.stern  end  al^o  a  perfect  ship  yard,  with  a  trail  leading 
to  the  beach.  From  this  point  we  !md  a  fidl  view  of  the  bloetoiding 
bark,  3'onr  steamer,  et<\;  could  easily  see  boats  leaWng  either  vessoL 
This  point  ha-s  licen  nspd  jls  one  of  observation. 

On  the  morning  of  tlie  'ZM  reached  a  cove  sonic  5  niilfts  above  the 
mouth  of  8t.  ScUmtian  River,  <m  the  eastern  side,  imd  about  !i  o'clon'k 
1>.  m.  discoveriMl  a  schooniM*  })ejiring  down  and  aiUKircnlly  filU'd  with 
m«n.  From  their  niunlM'rs  andgf  ncntl  (■arflc.'*s  miiiiner  upon  tlit^  deck 
I  at  once  arrivpil  at  the  conclusion  that  they  were  rct^els  designing  to 
act  on  tlie  olfensive.  Allowing  them  to  run  well  down,  and  stripping 
the  di.sguiso  from  my  boat,  determined  to  attack  them,  whatever  their 
nimibers,  at  my  own  time  and  place,  running  under  foresail,  keep- 
ing tlic  eastern  side,  and  at  sunset  reaching  the  narrows,  whero  I  knew 
they  nmst  bring  up,  and  loweriug  all  sail,  having  quite  a  current  in 
our  favor.  The  moon  was  high  and  shone  very  clear.  Keeping  out 
of  view  as  nmch  as  pos>ible  until  she  set  was  important,  as  tne  dark- 
ues.s  would  favor  our  disparity  of  numbers.  At  or  near  midnight  the 
masts  of  the  schooner  were  visible,  and  could  easily  hear  the  crew 
hauling  her  over  the  oyster  l>ars.  At  this  juncture  I  placed  a  man  Iti 
our  stem,  with  instructions  to  push  us  for  ner  with  all  his  force.  In 
a  few  minutes  we  were  alongside,  mounted  her  deck,  and  demanded  *^ 
surrender,  which  was  instantly  complied  with.  Securing  their  arms, 
eoiTespondence,  etc.,  I  found  Iti  men  on  board  of  the  vessel,  she  being 
entii"efy  rMiiptv,  and  proved  to  be  the  Churiit^  Captain  Titus,  frcmi 
Nassau,  New  Vrovidence.  Ordering  the  sails  hoisted,  we  found  on 
our  Ihiw  a  vej^scl  some  distance  from  us.  I  dctennincil  to  run  her 
down  at  all  hazariis,  and  came  ni'ar  doing  so,  wlii'ii  wc.  were  inf()rnicd 
it  ii'tfs  a  sloop  loaded  with  cotton,  and  no  one  on  board.     Placing  2 
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mon  on  her — rcdueiug  my  party  t<*  o— ran  down  for  the  inlet,  distant 
HOliio  IS  uiiU's,  rf^acliitifiT  there  on  the  nioniing  of  the  27th,  iH'inj; 
seventy-two  hours  tm  mw  feet  and  with  very  little  refreshment. 

On  tho  morning  of  the  :i8th,  findiujr  our  i4t*?umer  gone,  and  quite 
exliausted,  hailed  the  bark  (/r/it  of  th*i  S^t  and  asked  assistance.  At 
the  retjuest  of  (.'aptain  Baxter.  1  reported  to  hiui  and  turned  over  the 
provisions,  sehoooer,  and  cotton  sloop  to  him,  who  quite  urjjently 
advised  my  remaining^  until  the  arrival  of  our  steamer;  our  condition 
made  rest  desir:ible.

Sik:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  the  Department  that  on  the  niyht 
of  the  ii:M  ultimo  a  detach cci  expedition  of  six  meu  under  charge  of 
Acting,'  Ma.'^ter'f*  Mate  Henry  A.  Crane,  bi»loi]cin^'  to  this  vessel,  cap- 
tured in  Indian  Kiver.  at  a  place  called  the  Sarrows,  some  liO  miles 
nlx>ve  the  mouth  nf  the  inlet,  the  Kngli.sh  t^ehooner  i'hann;  she  was 
hound  to  Nicssiin,  New  Providence,  with  a  cargo  of  cotton.  Had  on 
boai'd  at  the  time  of  capture  the  nm-stcr  of  schooner  and  crew  of  4  per- 
sons; likewise  T  paswcngers.  most,  if  not  all. armed.  Tbe  [>assengers, 
with  two  exit'ptioris.  expressed  themselves  endeavoring  to  cHLiipc  tho 
late  nilxd  cunscript  act. 

Upon  their  arrival  at  tho  moutli  of  the  inlet  the  priaoners  were 
delivered  over  to  the  C.  S.  bark  Otrix  0/1/1*"  Sm  for  safe-keeping,  and 
assistiuice  was  rendered  by  her  boats  in  getting  the  schooner  over  the 
Uir. 

Enclosed  I  send  a  correct  list  of  the  officers  and  crew  of  this  vessel 
entitled  to  shiire  in  the  prize.

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with  the  U.  S.  bark  Oetn  of  the  Sea  to  that  date,  and  to  my 
had  nothing  to  rc|>ort  of  much  interests 

I  now  have  the  trfttifit-atiou  to  inform  vou  that  on  the  morning  of 
the  2Sth  day  of  tebruary  we  discoveiNxI  a  man  on  shore  at  Indian 
River  Inlet  waving  a  white  flag:  on  sending  one  of  our  boats  into  the 
inlet  in  charge  of  Actiiig  Master  P.  F.  Coffin,  it  proved  to  be  one  of 
Acting  Ma«ferV  ilate  Henry  A.  Crane's  p«irty.  He  infomied  Mr. 
Coffin  tlml  Mr.  Crane  and  the  balsmee  of  his  party  wore  at  tlie  hfiid  (►f 
the  inlet  and  retiuiit^l  iw.si.stan<*e,  ils  they  had  in  cluirge  a  schooner  and 
sloop  with  21  balBH  of  cotton  and  12  prisoners  on  Iward,  which  they 
captured  IS  uiile.s  up  the  Indian  Kiver  fi*oni  the  inlet. 

^fr.  Collin  went  inunediuti:*ly  X*t  their  (issistauce  and  took  chaise  of 
the  jvri^oriers  and  brought  them  on  Imard  of  our  «hip.  Our  boat^ 
were  unable  to  gi)  into  the  inlet  again  that  day  on  account  of  the 
heavy  se^i  on  the  bar. 

The  followtrg  morning.  March  I,  I  went  into  the  inlet,  where  I 
found  Mr.  Crane  and  [wirty,  witli  their  prizes  aground  on  the  inner 
liar.  The  V.  S.  gunboat  Stujamm-f  being  ub.scnl  from  lliis  station, 
Mr.  Crane  turned  the  prijies  and  priiHJuers  over  to  me,  as  he  was 
anxious  to  proceed  on  his  expedition. 

I  sent  Mr.  Coffin  with  a  crew  of  11  men  into  the  iulet,  witli  orders 
to  take  charge  of  the  prizes  and  get  them  over  the  har  if  ix>ssible,  and 
advised  Mr.  Crane  and  his  paity  to  remain  here  until  Captain  English 
returned,  us  he  left  herewith  the  Sagtiiniyri-  on  the  morning  of  tho 
:i7th  of  February,  and  went  up  the  <'oaett  and  wa.s  exptu'ted  here 
momentarilv. 

Captain  £ngUsh  returned  here  with  tJie  U.  S.  gunboat  Saganwre  on 
the  morning  of  the  3d  of  March,  and  has  taken  charge  of  the  prizes 
captured  in  Indian  River  during  bis  absence  by  Mr.  Henry  A.  Crane 
and  bis  parly^  claiming  them  us  prizes  to  the  gunboat  Sagamore,  after 
we  had  worked  at  them  day  and  night  for  six  days,  getting  them  over 
the  Hhoals  and  bars  in  the  river,  which  act  is  discouraging  to  the  offi- 
cers and  crew  of  this  ship. 

I  therefore  beg  mo«t  respectfully  to  say  that  in  my  opinion  the 
Satjamfire  has  no  claim  on  them  as  they  were  captuivd  during  her 
absence  from  this  station,  and  turned  over  to  the  U.  S.  Imrk  (rem  of 
the  Sea  by  Mr.  H.  A.  Crane  two  days  previous  to  the  SagavufrJs 
arrival  off  here.  I  also  respectfully  be^,'  to  .sav  that  in  my  opinion  the 
Gem  of  the  Sea  is  entitled  to  the  credit  of  tlic  capture  of  the  above 
prizes  instead  of  the  Sagamon^  although  Mr.  Crane  and  his  party' 
were  not  regularly  transferred  to  the  Gem  of  the  Sea;  still  1  dcemedl 
them  as  a  portion  of  her  crew,  in  the  absence  of  the  Stujamore^  as  we 
had  them  to  look  after  and  to  furrnsh  with  pi-ovisions  the  greater  ]ttirt 
of  the  time  for  the  last  two  months:  nor  do  1  think  they  could  have 
remained  in  Indian  Uiver  during  the  absence  of  the  >S'(///(/mw;-t  without 
the  protection  of  the  Gem  of  the  S'.'a,  which  vessel*  has  not  been 
altsent  from  this  station  since  the  30th  of  Dwcmber  lust. 

I  think  the  blockade  running  at  this  station  is  about  broken  up  for 
the  present;  tl»ero  has  not  a  vessel  run  in  at  either  of  the  inlet* 
without  being  eaptui-ed  since  wo  came  on  this  station,  and  but  two 
have  got  out;  they  were  two  small  sloops  Imving  on  board,  ejich  of 
them,  13  bales  of  cotton  and  a  few  jHisj-engers. 

Those  sloops  nin  t)Ut  at  this  iidet  while  we  went  lo  Juniper  Inlet  (o 
furniah  Mr,  Crane  and  his  paity  with  provlsiona,     I  am  informed 
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that  there  is  but  one  vesHel  at  Sand  Point,  ami  nhe  draws  too  much 
water  to  come  down  the  riv«r  hiifoni  it  rit^cw. 

I  herewith  ent-lose  u  i-opv  of  Ac;tin^  Master's  Mute  Henry  A.  Crane's 
report  of  the  capture  of  tlie  above  veriseln.

Mr.  Clapp,  the  U.  S.  marshal,  bej>ides  the  i*eetor  of  the  Episcopal 
Church,  and  the  Catholic  priest,  all  comphiininff  of  the  illegality  and 
inhumanity  of  the  orders,  which,  if  carried  out,  will  deport  into  the 
rebel  lines  whole  families  of  law-abiding  Union  people,  whose  only 
offense  is  their  having-  disloyal  relationa  in  the  rebel  oraploynient.

Sir:  1  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report,  viz:  I  disjxitch 
for  Key  West  this  day  the  Spanish  sloop  litlampago^  tojjethor  with 
cargo  taken  from  schooner  Ma^  a  list  of  which  is  enclosed,  ia  chai-ge 
of  Acting  Master's  Mute  William  A.  Smith,  with  a  prize  ercw  of  (i  men. 

The  circumstances  uf  the  ciipture  are  us  follows:  On  the  evening  of 
the  3d  instant  a  sail  was  reported  from  the  masthead,  apparently  enter- 
ing the  passage  between  i*ine  and  Captiva  islands,  about  6  miles  to  the 
south  of  our  anchoi-age.  1  dispatched  two  armed  boats  in  charge  of 
Acting  Master  William  H.  McLean  and  Acting  Master's  Mate  Wil- 
liam A.  Smith.  About  11a.  ni.  the  following  (uiy  a  sail  was  reported 
to  the  south  of  us,  seaward;  I  gitt  underway  and  ran  out  to  her.  She 
proved  to  bo  the  sloop  above  named  in  cHarige  of  my  ofhcers.  Mr. 
McLean  reports  that  after  proceeding  xo  a  point  where  he  could  oom- 
loand  tl)e  inlet  between  Pine  and  Captiva  islands  he  landed  and  waited 
for  daylijrht,  when  he  discovered  a  sloop  standing  iu  for  the  entrance. 
The  wina  at  the  time  was  blowing  strong  from  the  north,  and  a  rough 
Bca,  the  tide  setting  out.  She  not  l>eing  able  to  enter,  bore  away  a  few 
miles  down  the  coast,  and  came  to  anchor  1^  miles  from  the  Ireach.  He 
then  put  out  witEi  the  bouts  and  ptcllcid  im  her,  and  Ixiarded  her.  They 
were  not  aware  of  the  approach  of  our  iKjats  until  they  were  boarded. 
They  then  threw  their  flag  overlH>ard,  which  was  recovered  by  our 
boats.

AUjut  i  p.  Ml.  on  the  4th  instftnt,  while  lyingr  hy  the  sinop  takiuj^ 
off  some  of  the  men,  a  sail  was  rrported  to  the  south  of  ns,  standing'' 
iu  for  the  land;  I  loft  the  shiop  in  ehiu^e  of  Mr.  Smith  and  went  in 
chase  of  the  sail,  which  prtrt'ed  to  he  n  m*hooner.  Wlien  within  a  mile 
and  a  half  I  threw  a  nhot  iU'-ros«  her  )hiw,  which  she  did  not  rejjanl, 
hut  continued  her  courw  for  the  bearh  (distant  about  2  miles)  witli- 
outwhowing-  any  colors.  1  continued  the  ehase,  tiring  at  her,  until  she 
was  l»eached.  A  few  moments  after  she  struck,  men  were  seen  run- 
ning  for  the  woods,  leaving  her  with  her  sails  8t't.  She  was  lx*aohed 
about  midwav  of  vSanibel  Inland.  ir>  mile.-*  to  the  south  of  this  place.

West;  she  had  the  name  of  A/m  on  her  stern,  but  her  place  of  hailing 
painted  out.  We  took  sevenil  boat  loads  of  her  cari^o,  which  con- 
sisted principally  of  liquors;  wc  set  lire  to  her  and  left  her.  There 
were  no  papers  found  on  board;  a  small  rebel  Hag  was  found  on  board, 
which  I  send.  After  we  Imd  pot  underway  a  man  was  seen  coniinj? 
down  to  the  wreck,  and  waived  bis  blanket  to  us.  1  sent  a  boat  una 
took  him  on  board.  He  represents  lumself  as  a  passenger  on  tward 
the  schooner,  named  James  b.  Bishop,  of  Florida;  that  he  left  Havana 
the  :i7th  of  February  in  the  schooner,  bound  for  the  Suwaneo  llivcr; 
that  whe  was  formerly-  named  Entjcon.,  of  Key  "West,  commanded  at  this 
time  by  u  man  named  De  Coste,  formerly  of  Key  West.  I  sent  the 
said  .lames  S.  Hishop  in  the  sloop  to  Key  West;  I  also  sent  a  correct 
liut  of  tiie  earg^)  taken  from  the  schooner.

Crosman,  and  tlie  practicahility  of  an  expedition  for  capturing  or 
deatroyiug  the  rebel  gunboats  on  the  Apiilachicola,  etc. 

1  have  made  tho  enquiries  and  tiiid  that  the  river  ha*^  a  bar  at  tho 
mouth,  whoro  it  empties  into  St.  Georjje's  Sound,  with  only  ti  feet  water 
on  it  at  the  hig^hest  spring  tides;  therefore  the  jfunboats  liuiltling-on 
that  river  can  not  he  formidable  as  ocean  steanters.  1  think  they  aro 
intended  for  nver  defense  only,  for  the  re:uson  that  the  legishiture  of  (he

TaKin^  ailvantaf,M;  of  a  l»lull'  whirli  coin-t'ah'd  us  from  their  ,sitj;ht.  1 
fhurgrd  within  tin  or  70  yard?.  i»f  thi^ni  hefoi-c  \vc  wt-ro  diM-oveitwl, 
when  hc^injf  tho  f<trony[!r  j>iirty.  I  >unnnon(.'d  thorn  to  surrondi-r,  whtt-h 
they  refused  to  do  by  utteuipiinif  tuCMape  to  thoir  t)out, and  knowing; 
that  their  cannon  would  give  tnom  a  (^rcnt  advantage.  I  ordered  my 
num  to  tire,  whioh  was  kept  up  with  such  etfect  that  hut  few  eoiild 
board  the  boat.  After  tirin^j  ^uiiie  time  the  flajf  wnti  lowered  and  one 
of  the  men  called  out,  "Do  not  tire  on  us  any  more;  we  surrender/' 
whereupon  I  immedtately  g>ivc  the  ordt-r  to  eeasc  firing,  and  orrlercd 
my  men  out  of  the  water.  There  beinjj  some  apparent  hesitation  in 
(heir  condii^''  iU<hoi'e,  tliey  were  asked  why  they  did  not  come  ashore, 
and  the  answer  as  understood  was.  *•  We  will  as  .soon  as  we  pick  up  a 
di-owninj;  inim."  whirh  privilejfe  was  j.'nitited  tiiem.  Tliey  pulU>d  out 
to  tile  nam.  anrl  irinnetliately  made  sail  on  the  boat  and  e^eapetl.

2  itffirorH.  antl  a  pilot,  to  pntceed  to  the  C)('kl(K'koneo 
Kiver,  for  tfie  pnr^jose  of  cutting  ont  ana  capturing  a  srhooner  8ui>- 
|>osed  to  W(  Itmdcd  with  cotton.  At  iOa.  ni.»  fairly  iiiiderway;  at  12, 
thick  fog,  loxt  >(ight  of  lHun<'h;  at  2  p.  ni..  clearing  otT,  made  the 
luuni^h  to  windward  and  found  our'4clve.s  ahnul  halfwav  along  Dog 
Island,  winil  CiLst:  heut  up  to  t-ost  end  c)f  the  inland  and  found  the 
wind  and  tido  ahead  and  too  strong  Ut  umke  wav  against.  At  H  p.  ni. 
made  a  harl>or  for  the  night;  at  daylight.  Marcd  21.  underwav.  strong 
breeze  eastward,  working  to  windward;  t^ca  heavy  for  boats,  causing 
mo  to  work  up  inside  shoal.  At  Turkey  Point,  when  t-hisc  inshore. 
Iind  three  shots  tired  at  uk  from  siilt  work^i.  .-Jiiid  to  Itc  workeH  hy  a 
man  named  Jackson;  after  clearing  shoalw  worked  uj)  to  Smith  Point 
[S.  W.  Cai>eJ;  wind  still  ahead  and  too  much  distance  to  linish  tiiy 
work;  ancnorcd  for  the  night.  March  22,  at  daylight,  worked  up 
to  Baldhead  [Uald]  Point,  and  waited  for  night  tide;  .started  again 
at  S  and  got  foul  of  a  nuantity  of  oyster  banks;  at  11  worked  dear. 
took  launch  in  tow.  and  with  a  fair  wind  sailed  for  the  mouth  of  the 
OcklorkoniM'  RiviT.  About.  2  a.  rn.,  Mun-li  2H,  arrived  at  the  head  of 
the  bay  and  rould  not  Iind  the  cnlnince.  licating  about,  till  daylight; 
Iwat  ground)Kl  some  do/.i-n  of  limes.  1  lieejuni- fearful  of  disciivery. 
and  Instrucled  the  pihvt  to  Iind  his  way  out  of  a  loinptete  trap,  ami.  If 
possible,  get  ticc])  waU'r  and  run  back,  (hisl  then  the  mouth  of  the 
river  appeared  i»ix*n,  and  all  hantb.  wishing  and  agreeing,  concluded 
to  steer  for  and  proceed  in  search  of  the  schooner;  wind  fair.  About 
8  fl,  m.  came  in  sight  of  a  dismasted  vessel  lying  close  to  starboard 
bank;  at  saTue  time  found  wewere  discovered  by  tlie  people  on  board, 
who  nuinne<l  their  lioats  and  made  for  the  shore.  1  dispatched  the. 
launch  to  cut  the  boat  off.  but  found  her  a  little  too  late.  The  launch,

had  to  let  the  ves,sel  lay  until  returri  of  tidi*:  .set  the  watches  and 
allowed  the  men  to  take  the  lirst  good  slcej)  since  leaving  (lie  ship:  at 
daylight.  March  24.  tide  suiting  early.  ves.s<d  all  atloai;  started  again 
ir///i  uhtnil  two  hours'  work  to  clenr  all  danger,  when,  aflermoving 
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about  a  half  niilo  and  sounding  in  the  boat,  /ound  we  had  taken  the 
wronj;  chaiinc),  and  yroiirnli'd  a^iiin;  t^ot  out  the  aiu-hor  and  lines  to 
the  hIkuv  and  workf(l  lianl  to  jjcl  Iht  off.  but  <if  ni»  avail;  inatli!  ready 
to  iiiv  lh«  ve.H.s»'l,  and  cleani'd  up,  ivcapncd,  and  [ninu'd  afresh  all  sniuu 
aniLs,  huwilzcr  liwded  willi  crajust^T.  and  all  fnllv  pn-paifd  for  dff(Miwe; 
the  ffn Mind  Ix-fore  us  hoiiiya  pine  forest,  an<l  with  f^oiuc  kn()wledj^<^ 
{from  the  oUI  man  taken)  of  the  tivitps  Iwiujirsomp  di.stunce,  concluded 
to  wait  the  next  tide.  About  ll:3i.>a.m.  discovered  horsrmcnapproat^h- 
inif  at  some  distance;  thev  whtv^lod  otT  and  apjioaredto  he.  >foiiig  away; 
all  hands  to  rpiarters,  tfie  tide  goiajr  down  so  low  as  to  ground  the 
boats;  ftlxjiu  12  found  the  horsemen  alx>«t -i".  and  various  isquads  of 
foot  (in  ail  aUmt  :iOo)  cominjf  (luiti?  near,  running;  from  tree  to  tree  and 
takin^.^  position  to  attack.  At  this  time  one  j;un  tired  from  the  shore 
was  answered  with  10  raunkets  from  the  vessel,  at  the  neare^^t  persons; 
the  Itatth^hrtd  l>e>r'in;  sharp  tire  from  the  shore  with  Minie  rifles,  every 
shot  Mtrikinj";  on  }K>ar<I  the  vessel.  The  howitzer,  with  canister,  was 
then  tired,  hut  with  what  effect  wsu-t  not  known,  the  rshore  party  betnj^ 
ronce^iled  behind  tiVes.  Our  tirinjj  was  kept  up  brisk  when  anything 
appeared  to  hi'  .shot  al.  One  man  was  shot  by  our  ninsketry.  when  a 
Miuad  apjieared  of  some  20;  we  dropin-d  a  slini])nel  union^  them;  the 
effect  muMt  have  been  severe,  us  all  that  i-ould  ^et  iiway  h-fl:  .some  of 
them  remiLiiied,  and  1  ha\e  e^ery  reason  to  lieliexe  a  numljei-  were 
wouiKEed.  The  howitzer  not  havinjj  a  gooil  i-hanoc  to  work,  1  lire<I  but 
few  jihots  with  it,  but  depended  more  on  luusketry,  the  little  breaf^twork 
that  we  were  enabled  to  pet  up  keeping  our  men  safe  un  to  this  time. 
The  tide  flowing  fast  and  boats  tlnatmg.  I  conehtded  txi  hre  the  vessel, 
embark  howitzer,  and  retreat  in  iaiats:  having'  the  anchor  out  astern 
and  the  vessel  drawing  but  3i  feet  of  water,  was  fearful  of  her  swing- 
ing close  inshore,  as  we  were  not  moi"e  tban  250  vards  from  the  shore 
then.  After  holding  on  about  one  and  one-half  houj*s.  unlind)ered 
and  embarked  howitzer  under  mver  of  musketry,  embarked  lannch's 
erew,  applied  the  maleh  at  four  different  tires,  jumped  into  tlie  shK)p 
umi  attempteil  to  leave.  On  swinging;  from  ttie  vessel  foun<l  that  the 
boats  t4Mi(-hed;  till  hands  jumi>ed  out  and  dragged  them  about  half  a 
mile  ttver  mud  (hits;  dui'ing  tnis  time  the  whole  force  of  the  etiemy 
playing  upon  us  in  good  style.  .Innies  Mooney  at  this  time  was  killed 
in.stantly;  shot  through  the  heart,  the  ImH  passing  through  his  body. 
At  the  same  tune  I  ivceived  a  rifle  ball  in  the  right  side  of  the  neck, 
passing  around  the  ba<.'k.  and  lodging  in  the  left  side,  deeply  imbedded 
in  the  muscles.  Other  men  were  struck  about  the  same  time,  hut  no 
man  except  one  failcil,  every  one  doing  his  l«'st  imder  all  circum- 
stances, working  ()r  lighting,  and  being  ably  a-ssisteil  by  Mr.  Shaffer. 
After  hard  dragging  and  perfectlj'  exhausted,  we  succeeded  in  getting 
in  deep  water  and  out  of  danger.  I  would  call  your  attention  to  lien  ry 
Leavey,  who,  after  h  severe  wound  in  the  chest,  and  losing  his  own 
boat,  caught  mine  and  remained  on  boanl  soini-  five  minutes  before 
giving  up.  After  getting  In  the  cbainiel  1  c<mcluded  to  make  for  the 
St.  -Abtrkfl  }^]oc^kade  for  assistance,  and  arrived  on  hoainl  the  V,  S.  S. 
Ih-iidnrk  limlHtm.  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  David  Catc.  about 
3  p.  m..  where  every  comfort  and  attention  that  lav  in  the  power  of 
eoinmander,  othcers.  and  men  were  given  us,  particufarly  the  wounded. 
Myself,  with  .Mr.  Shaffer  and  crew,  do  offer  our  thanks  for  the  kind- 
nea*  received  on  lx>ard  the  Ileudrieh  llmh'm.

Thofollowingai-o  theiiartieulars:  On  the  19th 
instJint,  at  3:30  p,  ui.,the  lookout  at  tne  mastheiul  reported  a  sail  stand- 
ing in  for  the  bay.  At  41).  ni.  ahe  ow.ned  out  paj*!  the  woodland  on  the 
point,  bringing  lier  in  full  view  of  this  vessel  from  on  deck,  and  about 
3  miles  distiint.  LShe  immediately  altered  her  cour^^e  to  the  westwar-d. 
I  got  underway  and  gave  cliasc.  The  wind  being  light  and  the  Hhip''a 
bottom  very  foul,  1  did  not  come  up  with  her  untiinextniorning.  when 
I  made  her  out  close  inshoi'e.

On  tJie  27th  ultinnt,  as  the  hark  Pnrmat  wa«  lying  oft  Gadsden's 
Point  in  Tampa  Jiay,  on  hloi-kade.  a  finioke  was  discovered  on  the 
beach,  and  shortly  afterwards  three  persons  ma<le  their  appeanmce, 
wavinga  white  dag.  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Itanda  II,  in  ('(imiiiund 
of  the  Pifr/ftiil.  supposing  them  to  ho  escaped  contrahimds  or  othcr.H, 
wishing  to  communicale  witti  the  vessel,  sent  a  h<tat  in,  in  chargt!  oF 
Acting  Master  H.  K.  TjHiiham,  with  a  tlag  of  trui-e.  flying.  On  the 
boat  neuring  (ht-  ticacli,  Iwii  of  tlie  parlies  were  seen  to  l>e.  clothed  In 
feoiale  apparel,  with  their  hands  and  faces  hIackentKJ,  and  one  uf  them 
api»eared  to  he  overcome  with  joy,  exclaiming,  *'Thank  God!  Thank 
(jod!  I  am  free."  On  tlie  hoat  t*>uciiing  the  heach.  the  fcuialc  dres^ses 
were  thivwn  off,  and  it  then  U-canic  evident  that  they  were  white 
men.  disguistnl  for  th<'  piirj>i[ist'  of  decttying  the  )»oat  on  shore.  Immc- 
diately  afterwards  about  liMtarmed  men  ai-ose  fitmi  the  hushes  amiind 
about  and  demanded  the  surrender  of  the  boat,  which  being  refused, 
they  tired  a  volley  of  musketry  into  her,  wounding  the  officer  in  charge 
ancf  three  of  the  cn-w.  The  fire  was  returned  by  the  boafs  crew, 
some  tiring  and  the  rest  hauling  the  boat  off  until  they  were  out  of 
range.  As  soon  as  the  finng  commenced,  the  Pnf>*itit  was  sprung 
and  her  Imttery  brought  to  bear,  and  four  shells  fired  amongst  the 
reliels,  but  probahly  without  effect. 

The  gunhojit  Tiik'nna^  arriving  at  Tampa  Bay  the  next  day,  her 
oonimander  having  been  informed  of  the  treacherous  conduct  of  the 
reljels,  ordered  the  Purmtif  down  thc^  }>ay,  and  procet«led  wllh  the 
U.  S.  schooner  Benur^^gurd  up  to  hombanl  the  town.  It  hlowing  u 
norther  at  the  tinie.  It  wil-j  impossthle  to  do  anything  more  than  to  try 
the  range  of  the  /imnrnjiu-d'n  rifle,  which  wa.s  done  with  satisfactory 
resuIUi.  On  the  2d  instant,  the  commander  of  the  Tohoma^  while 
returning  to  his  vessel  from  a  closer  inspection  of  the  battery,  had 
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three  shots  tired  at  him.  The  Beauregard  was  then  sent  as  near  the 
biitU'rv  as  wiLH  |>ossible,  ami  l»oth  vessels  commenced  tiring-  on  the 
town,  liittiiiff  wonic  of  the  houKcs,  hut  what  other  danni^e  wa^  done 
i-ould  not  Ije  a>it:*ertj»ined.  I  herewith  pnclosn  the  actinjr  a»MiHt&ot 
eui'gcon's  report  of  the  wounded  on  iMinrd  On-  hark  I^tifKutt.

Ijtist  night,  at  atK>ut  10  p.  nu,  a  8mall  fire  was  discovered  on  the  beai^h 
at  Gadsden's  I'oint.  which  i».'uv>  N.  i  \V'.,  2  mites  distant.  SupiJosinjj 
it  to  have  been  made  by  escaped  contrabands  who  were  desii-ous  of 
coming  to  tlie  shin,  I  was  about  txi  send  n  bi>at;  but  on  further  consid- 
eration 1  deemed  it  mon;  prudent  Ut  wait  until  <hLylight.  In  the 
morning  no  signs  of  anyone  could  be  seen  on  Kliore.  Alxmt  noon, 
however,  a  .small  smoke  was  discovered  on  the  beach,  and  thi-ee  per- 
sons were  seen  waving  a  flag  of  truce,  It  being  evident  that  they 
wished  to  conununii^te  with  the  ship,  I  sent  the  tirst  cutter  with  an 
armed  crew,  under  chaise  of  Acting  Master  Henry  K.  Ijftjibam,  who 
pulled  toward  them  with  a  white  handkerchief  flj' ing  as  a  ^nf^  of  truce. 
()n  Rearing  the  iH'ach  two  of  th«  [HTsons  were  found  to  be  clothed  in 
female  uupiuvl;  their  faces  and  hands  were  black4'ned.  and  one«tf  them

1  bej;  k-ave  to  slate  that  I  witnessed  tlit;  whole  anair,  and  deem  it 
most  miraculous  that  any  uf  the  boat'8  civw  should  luive  e.seaiwd,  as 
the  rebels  were  no  less  than  liK>  in  number,  and  not  over  :iif  yarda 
distant  from  the  ixml.  She  eould  easily  have  Ix-un  i-ujitun-d  were  it 
not  for  the  cool  and  determined  manner  in  which  sht.'  was  defcmded.

This  vt'ssel  ha.s  lu'en  mentioned  a^  suspicious  in  the  extnu-Ls  from 
eonrtuliir  and  other  dispatches  furnished  to  me  by  the  Dejjflrtnient, 
and  alwo  wa  Imvinjr  sailed  from  Krij^laiid  for  Mat^mKinif*  on  the  )ith  of 
tlmmarv.  She  was  cHptured  by  thp  f.  S.  S.  Onwfinf  rthI  wnl  in  here 
for  adjuditration;  l>ur,  on  February  2S,  iht*  district  attorni'V  addressed 
tlie  followinj^  ofiJi'ial  eonnnunication  t<i  the  prize  cnmmiHjiionerH,  and 
j*he  was  aefordin<;ly  ri'Icii-sed:

I  do  not  know  what  evideniti  was  j*u}nuitl*d  in  the  ciLse;  but  assum- 
ing that  her  rarpo  may  liavf  consisted  wholly  or  partially  of  contra- 
band of  war,  it  mij»'ht  Iw  urged,  in  view  of  the  existing'  iiostitities 
lietween  Mexico  and  France,  that  it  does  not,  therefore,  follow  that 
stich  articles  were  intended  to  Ik'  smuo-j^|p<l  into  Texaj*  for  the  use  of 
t!ie  rid)els,  but  that  it  is  fair  to  suppose  I  hey  were  destined  for  the 
Mexicans,  and.  in  support  of  such  a  sup|>osition,  it  has  b('eu  noticed 
tliat  vessels  are  ronstantlv  Udny  ehiiired  fntm  our  Northern  ports  for 
Malamonis,  laden  with  afl  sortH  of  articles,  even  including  such  as  arc 
clearly  contraband.  It  is  somewhat  remarkable,  however,  that  the 
rwpiiremeuts  of  a  legitimate  trade  with  this  port  should  have  increa-ie*!

It  IK  |)ro|i  n*  to  Htatt^  tlmt  (I  iiiidiTstand)  the  i-argoof  the  J/ay/VvV-nn* 
waj*  not  lii[>k('n  out  and  examined  in  thi.s  port;  and  althou«;h  the  fact 
of  lier  havirijf  <-(jntainedeoiitiaHuii<l  of  wai' nmy  have  Ijet-n  fully  shown, 
an<l  may  havr  bi-en  i-onsideivd  in>uflii-ient  for  her  detention,  yet  an 
exuniinuli()n  mijjht  have  revealed  (for  example)  clothing  or  accouter- 
mcnti*  marked  ""C  S.  A.."  which  i-ould  hardly  have  Iwcu  intended  for 
the  Mexicans.  And  in  this  connection  I  would  remind  the  DcjMirtmeTit 
that  the  mere  fact  of  contraJiund  would  he  .sutHclent  to  warrant  her 
lieiug  .seized  hy  oiir  cruiser-s  and  s-ent  in  for  adjudication,  and  that  a 
Beairli  for  such  further  proof  of  iwrnjilicity  with  tlie  rebels,  as  is  sug- 
j^sted  abuve,  would  be  jmpossihle  at  !?ca,  as  all  such  proof  would  nat- 
urally be  stowcil  well  out  of  reach.

•This  vejksel  was  bnilt  in  Ixmisiana  iind  wiw  f()rmerly  owned  there, 
hut  now  shnw-i  h  provii^ional  regiister  sijnied  hy  the  Briti>h  eon(*ul- 
(;eueral  at'llavaim.  ()u  a  lii-st  eximtinatjon  of  her  papers  tlie  distriet 
attoraoy  was  of  opinion  that  no  cause  of  action  could  He  aj^inst  her, 
but  on  further  consultation  with  him  I  hin'e  dinn-ted  (he  ve»^el  to  ho 
lih<ded  af<  a  prize  in  order  to  make  it  a  test  case  for  the  future  jjuidanco 
of  our  cruisers  in  nmlcinp  aiptures.  The  reasons  that  impelled  me  to 
thi.s  coursie  are  that  from  intercepted  c<uTej*pondpnce  lately  found  on 
board  a  prize  I  learn  (hat  the  reliel  (lovfrniiieiit.  arc  seizing  all  the  cot- 
ton they  cjiii  lay  liands  on  in  Kiorida  )uid  payint,'  tin*  planttT.s  for  it  at 
an  arbitrary  rate  Hxed  by  themselves,  and  i!mt  they  are  expoilrn^  it 
at  their  own  risk  in  order  to  inect  the  detriands  for  foreign  loans. 
Officers  are  appointed  for  llii>  purjioM'.  and  pirat  discontent  is  uiani- 
fested  l)y  tliti  profe-ssed  sjuMruhitors  in  Uiis  line  at  the  interference  with 
their  business.  It  is,  therefoi-e,  fair  to  suppose  that  these  provisions 
are  eoext^jnsive  with  the  authority  of  the  rebel  Government,  and  that 
in  this  iiLse.  as  in  the  other,  the  real  ownership  U  covered  up  from 
observation  by  falsi^  papers. 

I  learn  also,  from  passenj^crs  taken  in  the  A(fne»^  that  there  are  at 
present  fr<jm  180  to  *J00  vrs.scls,  of  all  natiipns  (many  of  theru  Ameri- 
can, and  haviiii(  rej'ular  t  Icai'iinces  from  the  Northern  i^xjrls  of  the 
United  States),  off  tlie  mouth  of  the  Uio  (Ininde,  waiting?  to  discharj^e^ 
their  carg(»cs  aud  receive  cott<'n  instead,  and  tliat  previous  to  thii}. 
rebellitm  there  were,  at  most,  hut  half  a  tlozcn  vessels  trading  with 
that  port  duriu^j  the  whole  year.  In  view  of  all  thesd  facts,  I  would 
reiterate  my  opinion  as  to  the  necessity  of  jjonie  immediate,  action  in 
close  this  port  for  all  purposes  of  general  (nide,  eitlier  !)V  nnlibiry 
occupation  of  our  own  irt<>rior  frontier,  or  by  institutinj,'-  a  joint 
blockade  with  the  French.

Sir:  So  soon  aa  the  vessel  under  your  conimand  is  ready  for  Kca, 
you  will  Tcceive  frum  this  vessel  two  linmche-s  (with  howitzei-s  Bnd.the 
Civwrt  (ithorwise  iirincd),  and  you  will  p^K-oed  with  all  dis])iit4-h  to 
Cedui-  Keyti,  avuidinj;  ;ill  conmiunic'iitiuti  }iy  which  the  uhjcrt  of  your 
expedition  can  be  known,  or  even  .surmised,  without,  however,  suffer- 
ing any  attempt  to  evade  the  blockade  that  may  fall  under  your 
immediate  ntjlioo  to  |iass  unheeded. 

On  urrivinjr  at  tV<lar  Keys,  you  will  couimnniwitn  with  Acting 
Lieutenant  Kilward  Y.  McC'jiuley,  ronnniindiii^  thn  V.  S.  S.  J^oH

In  the  mciintime  you  will 
manage  youi"  own  vessel  so  as  t<)  render  the  most  ».'(ncient  .supi>ort 
possible  to  tin-  expedition.  Passing  to  the  southward  nf  tVdar  fcevs, 
j'ou  will  e<mtinue  the  proee.ss  aliove  indicivted.  paj'iiig especial  attention 
toC'rysta!  Hiver.  C'bassahowitzku  Rivcrandltiiyport.  After  the  IkirLs 
shall  Kave  passed  inside  of  JSt.  Alartiu'd  Ueef .  it  would  s':'era  the  best  plan 
for  vou  to  'jiv,  in  the  S»J*jauiort\  to  cnuse  between  the  southern  i>OTnt 
of  that  reef  and  Noiih  Anclot4i  Key,  initil  rejoined  by  the  expedition. 

.Should  infornmlion  reach  you  Inducing  a  t>elief  that  greater  damage 
fonltl  1ki  done  to  th«  i-ebels  by  liret  scouring  tlie  coiist  inside  of  ht. 
Martin's  Ueef  befini'  visiting  the  Suwanee  River,  you  iire  at  liberty 
to  do  so,  and  you  can  not  too  highly  appreciate  the  iuiiMirtant-e  of  tak- 
ing the  enoniv  by  surprise,  whereby  a  greater  blow  can  be  inflicted  on 
them  iiud  with  less  probiibility  of  loss  on  our  side. 

Much  must  necessarily  be  kft  to  your  discretion  in  the  matter,  and 
I  confidently  expect  no  insignilieant  i-esiilts  frf>m  the  expedition  if 
arranged  with  judgment  and  executed  with  the  celerity  and  dsish  which 
1  look  for  in  yourself  and  LieutATiai't  MK'aulev,  for  llien;  is  reiiHtm  to 
believe  that  all  this  portion  of  the  coast  is  thickly  lined  with  vu^hoIb 
whose  only  object  \^  to  run  the  bUx-kadc  with  valuable  ougoes. 

On  the  accomplishment  of  this  dnly.  and  having  left  Lieutenant 
Mt<.'ftuley  and  his  portion  of  the  expedition  on  board  their  own  vessels, 
you  will  ivtuni  to  this  jxirt  with  the  launches  of  the  St.  Ijtwrf^ice 
and  repoit  to  ni*>.

Sin:  In  olwdicnco  to  your  letter  of  instruction  dated  March  24,  I 
i*eceived  from  the  frijrute  .SV.  Loionucf  her  first  and  seeorid  launches, 
accompfluiod  \vith  a  jmrty  of  +<J  men  and  iiiarine.s,  under  eharpo  of 
Acting  Master's  Mate  Boyle,  and  (intmiT  I-Vr^i-non,  and  proceeded  to 
Cedar  Keys;  arriving  here  on  tlm  ysth  nlthno,  contrnnnieiiletl  with 
Lieiitenanl-ConuiiarKier  K.  Y.  McC'auley,  and  iinide  all  r>repanilions 
for  startinjT  the  i^xpedition.  Ft  wa^  not,  however,  until  tln^  2<I  instant 
that  (he  weathtT  would  adtnit  of  hnat.-*  leavJnjf  the  vessel,  upon  which 
day  I  look  them  in  UiW  and  proci^iMh^d  <lo\vn  the  coast  and  disiml*-hed 
them  inshore.  Kuelosed  I  send  Lieutenaiit-Conimunder  MeCuuIey*.s 
report. 

1  am  satisfied  had  it  not  blown  a  pale  of  wind  at  the  time  the  party 
arrived  otf  Biiyport,  pvery  vessel  in  there  would  have  been  c-apturc<l 
or  destroyed,  notwithstandin;^  the.  battery  a»d  rifle  pit-s. 

It  is  not  often  we  hear  of  open  boats  atliwkin^  a  battevy  on  shore, 
protected  as  this  was,  and  succeed  in  sileuciny  and  driviiij;  tlicui  from 
their  guns. 

The  contrabands  that  made  their  escape  from  Crystal  Kiver  report 
the  courier  broiL«rht  news  of  the  attack  the  same  afterikoon,  and  that 
the  rebels  had  four  killed  and  many  wounded,  and  that  he  had  Im-cu 
dif^piitehod  along-  the  cofust  collecting-  troops  at  contemplated  points  of 
attack. 

During  the.  time  the  expedition  M'as  inside  of  St.  Martin's  K4>ef,  and 
HO  on  up  to  the  mouth  of  the  Suwanee  River,  this  vessel,  aocumpanied 
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by  the  schooner  Kzilda^  cruised  offshore,  and  I  aiu  ciertain  notliiii;; 
could  or  did  osciipo  our  \'i^i]3iiic(>  and  ^et  to  sea.

Snt:  In  nbedinncB  to  yonr  orders  and  directions,  I  took  chur^o  of 
Uh!  aricied  bout  expedition,  coiisinting  of  the  .SV.  /./iwrrnws  two  first 
luuncbcs,  the  Sagai/ufren  launch  and  rultcr,  the  Fort  Ilenrifx  luiimli 
and  cutter,  and  a  cutter  ambulance  in  ehurg'e  of  Ai^sistant  ^^urgeou  J. 
Stevens. 

On  the  evcniiigrof  the  2d  instaut.  at  7  i>\toL-k.  we  k^ft  the  Sa*fumom 
and  stood  in  for  liayport  and  anchoi-ed  in  1  feet  water  at  1  o'clock 
a.  ni.  At  daylight  wo  found  ourselves  ii  miles  to  looward  of  Hoyport, 
with  a  stronj?  westerly  breeze  and  ebb  tide  ng^ainst  us.  The  fii-st 
launch  proved  so  sluggish  and  heavy  thiit  we  spent  two  hours  in  i*eacb- 
ing  the  entrance  of  the  hRrlx>r  throuf^^h  il  most  intricate  and  r^hallow 
channel.  This  waste  of  time  gave  the  re}>els  leisure  tvj  make  all  prepa- 
rations for  our  ivceptiou.  The  outer  anchorage,  where  vessels 
usually  tjike  in  their  c*arg<xis,  was  clear  of  sail.  Two  small  schooners 
and  two  sloops  were  run  intx>  a  bayou  and  grounded  on  the  hanks, 
which  were  tfiickly  covered  with  trees,  but  a  large  schooner,  laden 
with  cotton  nntl  riMuly  for  sen,  was  at  anchor  in  the  Imy,  evidently  of 
tfKj  great  draft  U>  he  movnd.  I  dispatche^l  the  S'lgamurei^n  second 
cutler,  in  ehai^  of  MiwterV  Mate  Flciuing.  to  ca]>ture  a  sloop  lying 
inshitre  t-o  tin'  southward  of  the  harbor.  Thi'V  dashed  afu>r  In'r.  car- 
rying their  iMiats  tivei*  tin*  tiats.  and  took  pos.-M's.si<}ii  of  her.  She 
pii>ved  to  Ik'  the  IMf-n,  of  Crystal  River,  loaded  with  corn.  She  was 
destroyed  by  tire.  Her  crew  wils  lirouj'ht  on  board  tlie  lirst  launch. 
They  informed  nie  that  liayport  was  defended  by  a  battery  of  two 
guns  and  a  company  of  rebel  soldiers,  bedsides  other  auxiliaries,  and 
jfave  the  alxjvo-mentiont'd  infonuation  of  the  cotton  schooner.  Ilav- 
ing  cleared  boats  for  m*lion.  I  led  the  launches  on  to  capture  or  destroy 
the  schooner.  On  reaching  within  UW  vftrds  the  Itattery  opem^i  on 
us  with  round  shot,  and  the  wixids  arouixl  the  harlK>r  eunt-fulcd  u  gocnl 
numltcrof  riflemen,  who  kept  up  a  brisk  (ire  upon  us.  all  eciually  imdly 
aimed,  for  although  wo  were  from  twcnty-tivo  to  thirty-five  minute's 
under  lire,  but  <me  nmn  was  wounde<I  on  our  side. 

On  getting  within  ■!<-'  yards  the  launches  opened  lire  with  their 
howitzers.  A  man  was  then  seen  to  leave  the  schooner  atid  in  n  few 
seconds  after  the  flame*«  spread  ovei'  her.  For  about  fifteen  minutes 
the  battery  answered  our  tirn  with  gmpe,  but  the  fire  from  the  Sftffii- 
mores  Inuncli  was  so  rapid  and  well  cfin'cted,  and  tinully  a  shrapnel 
from  her  gun  falling  in  tlie  niid-^t  of  the  enemv  there,  their  gun:*  were 
deserted  and  our  attention  was  turned  to  shelling  the  littemen  in  llm 
woods.

Tho  Fc^rt  /Ifiny^  launch's  iiowitzer  broke  iU  clamp  plnte  after  the 
semiKl  disihiirj^i'  unH  wiw  tJIsiiMocl.  After  tin-  thirteenth  round  the 
Kpromi  liiiinch's  pun  wiis  (lisafilod  by  the  sinne  kind  of  accident.  She 
diti  not  withiii-hw  frnin  undi-]-  liri',  liu(  helil  hor  position  and  kept  u]i  a 
warm  rifle  diwhur^'e.  Thii  lirst  launch  was  .so  unwieldy,  llie  tide, 
wind,  and  sea  so  «tr«njf,  that  we  could  not  keep  litiw.-i  on  to  the  bat- 
tery; cou»tantly  jji*oundiug.  She  seemed  hardly  to  lie  atlcf-ted  by  the 
oary.  I  got  her  anchur  out  astern,  l)ut  she  dmjjjjed  it,  and  broujjht 
up  about  '^iiO  yards  froui  the  tmttery,  where  she  was  Imively  followed 
by  the  S<t</amoreit  latuich,  to  whosi;  effective  tire  she  is  indebted  for 
getiing  otf  unstuthed. 

The  loader  of  our  htjwitzer.  J.  RaptiHte.  of  the  Sagainore,  had  Iwen 
flhtit  throtijfb  the  .shoulder;  his  place  was  promptly  supplied  by  IjouIu 
Vus<!oni,  whost^  conduct  under  tire  and  aftiirwurdi*  was  [a]  .subje4:t  of 
pniLM!  from  all  who  witne.ssed  it. 

ity  thi.'i  time  the  sehoouer  was  ignited  to  such  an  extent  that  ren> 
dered  extinguishing  impossible.  Ijaviug  gained  my  objeet  in  her 
destruction  and  the  elearm^  of  the  battery,  the  disabling  of  two  of  my 
ffuns,  the  unwieldinos8  of  the  tirst  launch,  which  made  it  dlQicialt  to 
bring  her  gun  t^i  bear;  the  uncertainty  of  aim  in  the  sea  that  was  run- 
ning, and  conhCtjucnt  wa.ste  of  iiminunitii>ii.  and  the  warnings  of  Mr. 
Artldey.  the  pilot,  that  if  the  ebb  tide  fcnwid  us  there  we  should  be 


left  aground,  made  me  give  up  my  design  of  trying  to  set  the  vessels 
in  the  hayou  on  lire  by  -ihellintf.  We  tneii  began  a  heavv  pull  out  of 
nuige,  n  feat  which  we  a^^-oniplished  in  the  first  launch  in  half  an  hour, 
during  which  time  the  relnds  returned  to  their  guns  and  .saluted  us 
with  a  steady  tire  from  a  rifled  Heldpieee  they  brought  up. 

We  anchored  outside  the  range  of  their  guns  for  re.st  and  food.  1 
found  the  tirst  launeh'.s  bow  hiul  suffered  from  the  stmin  of  the 
3+-piiunder  to  such  an  extent  that  two  rounds  more  would  have  disn- 
b|p(l  her  entirely.  The  Stif/at/um'x  gun,  having  stranded  its  breeching, 
wa.s  the  only  gun  I  could  depend  ujxui  for  future  serviie.  ,Iury  titlingu 
were  skillfuEly  made,  but  were,  of  course,  unreliable. 

My  course  wa-s  then  f<jr  the  mouth  of  the  Ohas-sahowit^ka.  whieh 
wo  Iwirely  reached  that  night  in  time  to  find  a  slight  shelter  against  the 
N.  W.  g»le.  which  blew  with  violemr."  filling  the  light  iMwts  and 
launches  with  water,  and  reduidug  our  howitzer  aumuinition  by 
drowning. 

The  men  and  oflieors  who  spent  that  cold  night  baling  and  pulling 
about,  with  the  usual  aecorapaniment  of  loss  of  kedges.  etc.,  without 
a  murmur,  deserve  to  bo  n*mem'jered  l>y  the  roar-itdniiral  when  he 
re*]nires  the  services  of  iiardy.  resolute  siiunen. 

Without  delay,  at  daylight  we  got  underway,  and  by  taking  the  first 
launch  in  tow,  forty -eight  hours  after  leaving  linyport  we  rcache<i 
Crystal  River,  a  rolwl  exprps.s  having  precedea  us  there  by  forty-one 
hours.  The  first  launch  having  been  rendered  still  more  unwieldy  by 
the  alteration  of  her  trim,  consequent  to  consumption  of  iinmumition, 
1  did  not  think  it  i>roper  to  proceed  up  the  Crystal  Kiver  to  any  dis- 
tance. 1  sent  Mr.  Babson  iu  with  the  Sfu/amoft*)*  launch  and  second 
cutti»r  to  reconnoiter.  He  renortecl  the  river  clear  of  sail  and  the 
channel  so  shallow  that  even  hia  light  launch  had  ditUcnlty  In  getting 
by  tlu^  chiinnel  slakes. 

W*;  left  Crystal  River  tiiat  afternoon  and  passed  the  Homosa.ssa.  a 
small  creek  with  a  boat  channel  uf  about  4  feet  water.

Next  night  we  entorcd  tbo  Withlacoouhee,  where  I  took  posf^cssion 
of  n  Heserteil  house,  and  sent  half  the  crews  of  the  hoats  a-shore  at  u 
time  to  obtain  rest  «nrt  dry  their  clothing  and  arms. 

Next  day  «■«•  visited  the  tnotilh  of  IIh-  Wnit-iLsa-ssfi  iind  n^turnrd  to 
the  jhort  fltmnj  at  S  p.  iii.,  haviiijr  tiigjjed  that  first  launch  against  heutl 
winds,  and  for  thc^  ino^t  jmrt  of  the  time  adverHe  tides,  a  distamv  of  at 
least  75  miles  iii  five  days. 

On  tht^  Sth  we  stnrted  for  the  Suwanee  and  f-nter^d  the  river;  niffbt 
cotuiniT  on,  owiti^  to  dt'IavN  oi't^usioned  hy  the  tirst  launch,  we  did  nut 
have  time  to  prot-ced  up,  hut  found  here  as  elsewhere  that  tlu'  news  of 
our  a|)pr<)ach  liad  preceded  us,  and  not  a  Mjiil  was  visible.  We 
attempted  to  return,  but  the  tirst  launch  rnathi  us  puss  another  nig-ht 
in  the  hoat^. 

In  your  report,  prav  mention  to  the  rear-admiral  that  if  the  expedi- 
tion ha.-  bfcri  iKM>r  in  it-*  results,  he  will  plea.se  take  into  consideration 
the  fai-t  that  liu;  weather  has  been  most  adverse  for  a  boat  ex|H'dition. 
1  waii  amply  .supplied  with  force  and  material,  and  the  menandofliu(>rti 
.seconded  me  in  a  manner  to  have  iusured  success  in  ruiy  undeitakinjj. 
My  ordcre  were  obeyed  with  the  greatest  preeision  and  alacrity,  and 
not  asinpledisagreeabln  ineidentoccurredauriugthe  live  days  wo  were 
toilinj^  along  umler  the  hot  sun  against  head  winds,  tides,  and  hitter 
cold  nights. 

Will  you  please  mention  to  Captain  Schenck,  commanding  U,  S. 
tlug^hip  Sf.  j^ivvviH-r,  the  notiee  of  Tx}uis  Vasconi's  cotiduirt.  also  the 
coxswain*  of  the  Hrst  launch  for  perfe<'t  attention  to  his  duty. 

I  recouuneiid  to  you  tin*  raptaiti  of  the  S'ltjinwri'^i*  luimcfj's  howit- 
zer.    Where  all  behaved  well,  these  men  were  remarkable. 

This  is  the  second  time  that  I  have  to  report  to  the  commander  of 
the  Sitgumnre  tlie  notico  I  have  taken  of  Mr.  Babson's  conduct  under 
fire. 

1  find  I  have  a  valuable  oflicer  in  Acting  Third  Assistant  Engineer 
(Miarles  Minuerly. 

I  enchisi!  yon  Acting  As.sistant  Surgeon  .1.  Stevens's  rejwrt  of  the 
wounded  man.  A  man  on  the  Furt  ifftiryx  launch  was  also  struck  l>y 
a  spent  ball;  the  injury  was  very  slight. 

Mr.  Ashley,  the  pilot,  was  infallinle  in  his  knowledge  of  the  sboala 
and  bars.  Out  of  sight  of  all  landmarks,  ho  found  his  way  through 
shonis  where  the  liest  water  wus  but  -1  feet  ivith  a  confidence  and  skdl, 
which  enable<l  hini  to  jrerform  every  pnunise  he  mode  me, 

W'hen  the  news  of  onr  attack  ivarhed  Crystal  River.  "  contrabnnds 
took  advantage  of  the  excitement  to  e-seajx'.  and  arrived  sjifely  on  l>oard 
the  Fint  Uriirif.  Will  you  please  takelhenit<j  Key  AVest,  as  also  two 
prisonei"s  captured  in  the  pnze  Annk^  and  two  others  captured  in  the 
prize  Hanger. 

You  have  furnished  this  vessel  with  provisions  for  twenty-five  days. 

Allow  me  nU«>  Uy  thank  you  for  the  valuable  advice  you  gave  mo  on 
starting.

lielicved  luuuy  8Utalt  ei'uft  were  engaged  in  evading  and  violating  tbo 
blwkade. 

A  biiineh  and  eiitter  from  the  Sfit/amnrt-  and  othern  fi-oni  the  /T*r^ 
l/ryiri/^  together  with  lui  amlmhinee,  boat,  w^ere  added  to  tiie  force,  and 
the  wlioh;  proeeeiled  direct  to  Baypt)i*t,  whih;  the  Sdt/a/n'u-c  reniainod 
in  the  olUng,  to  prevent  the  escanf  of  tlie  rebel  vesseU.  The  weather 
throughout  was  most  unfavorable,  and  many  unforeseen  obstaclea 
pre-sontcd  themselve.s  at  every  step:  hut  yet  the  niaiu  objeet  of  tho 
exiK'ditiou  wa>  biuidsomely  aecompli>>hod.  The  sloop  J/eI<ni,  of  Crystal 
Kiver,  loaded  with  conj.  was  burned,  and  then  the  boats  made  a  move- 
ment toward  a  largo  yehooner  at  anchor  in-side.  loaded  with  cotton 
(rtiid  to  contain  :W.i  bales),  but  were  arretted  l>y  the  tire  of  a  2-gun 
battery  on  ^hi>re  and  of  a  ;{o<Klly  number  of  rilVmen  concealed  in  the 
womls.  A  brisk  engagement  of  half  an  hour  ensue<l,  ar»d  tlie  relwls 
wei-e  driven  from  their  guns  and  ride  pits,  with  Home  loss  certainly 
1  killed  and  ;i  wounde'b  and  probably  more  althongh  our  htimelii3H 
and  tlieir  guns  were  partially  disabled  by  their  own  rapid  tiring  and 
conseoueut  violence  of  the  recoil;  fortunately  tho  enemy's  aim  wa-s  so 
wild  tnat  their  shot  went  mostly  over  tho  heads  of  our  i«irtv.  and  but 
one  man  vaas  hurt  on  onr  Hide,  and  ho  nnt.Heriously.  This  littloat^ion 
geerns  to  have  been  eondiuti'd  with  eoolne^H  and  judgment  and  to  have 
Ihhmi  fought  with  spirit  and  bi-avery. 

Meantune  the  rebelf*  had  wet  fire  U>  the  schooner,  and  (Ik  engage- 
ment was  continued  on  our  side  by  shelling  the  wooiU.  until  all  posdi- 
bility  of  their  extinguishing  the  llames  had  disappeared,  when,  as  our 
object  had  been  aecuntplislied,  as  ^levenil  of  our  guns  had  been  dia- 
abled,  and  a»  the  pilot  gave  warning  that  the  tide  would  soon  leave 
tbo  boat.s  high  and  dry,  ^cy  retired  beyond  the  range  of  tho  battery 
and  waited  there  until  tho  ma^^td  of  the  schooner  fell  and  until  the  ves- 
sel hei-self  had  entirely  d  letup  pea  rt-d. 

The  expedition  then  proceeded  to  the  Chossahowit^ka  River,  thence 
to  Crystal  River,  the  Honiositssa,  tho  Withlacooehee,  and  tho  \Viikajm*R 
fWact^Lsassu];  but  they  were  so  much  delayed  by  head  winds  an<l  eur- 
i-eiit.s.  and  by  the  sluggishness  of  one  of  the  launches  that  they  neces- 
sarily made  but  slow  progress,  only  75  miles  in  tivp  days,  and  eonse- 
(juently  the  news  of  their  coining  preceded  ihem.  and  of  course  noth- 
ing was  found  within  their  readi  ahtng  the  const.  The  naiue  cfttises 
prevented  their  effecting  a  surprise  on  extending  their  openitions  to 
the  Suwanee  River. 

Lieutenant-Conmiander  McCauley  speaks  in  the  highest  terms  of 
the  conduct  of  his  men,  tlieir  alacntv,  spirit,  arnl  coolness.  iHith  while 
under  lire  from  the  enemy  and  while  laboring  ahtng  the  coast,  day 
and  night,  under  every  disjidvanlage  of  wind,  tide,  and  weather.

On  the  l>*th  ilav  of  April,  1^63,  at  5:20  p.  m.,  while  we  were  lying 
at  anchor  1^  uiik-i*  off  from  Indian  River  Inlet,  with  tlie  wind  light 
from  tho  east,  wo  disuoverod  her  1*1  milo-s  south  from  iiy.  irlo*«!  in  to  the 
land,  eteering  to  tho  northward,  but  shortly  uft<;r  disrovcriti|r  her  she 
tacked  to  the  south.  Judcing^  it  was  her  intention  to  i-un  the  lilocknde 
at  Indian  Rivor  Inlet,  amlwa^  trying  to  dodge  ua  until  dark,  when 
she  would  attempt  to  run  in,  I  therefore  lowered  two  hoats  and  sent 
them  in  i-hase  of  her.  At  Ui'Mf  p.  ir],  the  hoats  returned  to  the  bark 
with  the  schooner,  having  captured  her  0  miles  south  of  the  ialet.

Simni  the 
o|>ening  of  the  i-ebt^llioii  (he  trade  with  that  |M>rL  has  increased  to  such 
an  exteut  as  to  leave  no  room  to  doubt  that  a  cuuMtaut  commercial 
iutei-course  is  carried  on  between  it  and  our  frontier. 

In  a  recent  dispatch  from  Acting  Rear-Adniiral  Theodorus  Bailey, 
ho  stAtes  that  he  learna  from  pa.sseugera  in  the  prize  schooner  Affneg, 
from  Matamoras,  that  there  are  at  present  from  1K<)  to  200  vessels  of 
all  nationtt,  many  of  them  Auiericaiis,  and  ha\  ing  i-egular  clearances 
from  the  Northern  ports,  off  tho  mouth  of  the  Kio  Grande,  wailing  to 
discliargc  and  receive  their  cargoes  and  receive  cotton  instead,  and 
that,  previous  to  this  rebellion,  there  vporo  at  most  but  half  a  dozen 
vciisels  trading  with  that  port  during  the  whole  year. 

There  appears  to  be  no  means  at  pi-esent  of  checking  the  abuse  in 
queBtiou,  except  by  occup3'iug  and  holding  tho  frontier;  but  our  own 
vessels  and  our  own  citizens  sliould  not  take  advantage  of  this  condi- 
tion of  nffaii-s,  rmd  indirectly  aid  tho  insurgonlH,  by  shipping  men^han- 
diso  to  Matainonw  ]>eculiarlv  adapted  to  the  Southern  market,  and 
which  IS  tmns.shipped  or  resold  to  tue  insurgents,  and  receive  in  return 
tho  pi-oducts  of  tho  South. 

I  have  nnide  this  communication  to  j-ou  so  that  any  measure  which 
may  suggest  itself  to  you  to  restrict  the  trade  l>et.woen  Northern  porta 
and  Matamoras,  and  check  the  growing  and  injurious  illicit  intercourse 
witli  the  insurgents,  may  lie  adopted,  if  you  think  proper.

Sir:  I  tmnsrait  horcwith  copiosof  repoi-ts  from  Captain  WilliamM. 
Walker,  fOiiimuiKliii^  >teainer  JJe  Soto,  and  from  two  of  his  oHiccrs, 
relative  to  a  very  reiiiijirknhlc  oecurrenco  between  that  vessel  and  ^onio 
other  one,  oalliu}^  liiT.self  the  French  eorvetto  Si{fWn,  and  1  wtmM 
urge  the  j^peecij*  attention  of  tbe  Government  to  tho  inrcuinstancea  of 
tho  caye.  lest  serious  results  should  grow  out  of  its  repetition. 

In  view  of  the  incidents  attending  the  destruction  of  the  stoamor 
ITait^'raft^i  not  npon  general  prinnple-s  alone— it  can  not  bo  expected 
that  the  comnittnding  officer  of  a  United  Stat<»s  cruiser  will  bo  conteut 
with  a  mere  assnrunce  fin  answer  to  a  hail^  of  the  friencllv  or  neutral 
charaeter  of  an  armed  vessel,  particularly  in  the  dark;  and  if,  in  addi- 
tion»  the  strange  vessel  should  TOnnit  himself  to  indnlgn  in  »n  iirrogant 
or  ins(»lent  tone,  approwclung  in  ap]icar)ince  to  tin-  audiicitv  oft^^n  dis- 
played by  the  re  bins,  it  can  not  be  wondered  iit  if  mlstukc-s  sliuuld  arise, 
and  if  a  damaging  broadside  should  be  the  next  feature  of  the  case.  1 
iaiaglue  there  are  many  biipuhiivc  oflivers  who  would  fail  to  show  tho 
forl>eamnoe  exenispd  by  (Vptaiii  Walker  in  this  instance,  and  who 
would  h&\G  resorted  to  nioro  emphatic  means  of  enforcing  his  rights 
than  by  the  discharj^o  of  a  miisket  across  the  stranger's  bow. 

If  tlie  rule  of  action  in  similar  oasc-s  is  to  conform  to  this,  the  object 
for  which  our  cruisers  are  sent  out  will  scarcely  be  aot'onipHshcd;  but  I 
trust  the  French  admiral,  when  the  matter  shall  bo  brought  to  his 
notice,  will  lieasraindfulof  our  belligerent  nghtaas  was  Vicc-Admiral 
Sii'  Alexander  Milne  in  his  circular  of  February  15,  and  also  that  our 
own  officers  may  exercise  due  firmness  in  ascertaining  the  character  of 
all  vessels  found  near  our  coast.

Sm:  On  the  night  of  tho  2d  instant,  between  11  and  la  p.  m..  when 
in  latitude  23-  50'  N.,  and  longitude  83-'  65'  W.,  and  steering  to  the 
northwnrd  and  eastward,  a  steamer  was  reported  crossing  our  wake; 
we  immediately  stood  to  the  southward  to  intercept  her. 

As  we  ran  toward  her  it  was  discovered  that  she  was  burning  bitu- 
minous coal,  and  s<.M>n  sho  seoniod  to  be  increasing  her  speed.  Our 
intention  of  communicating  with  her  must  have  been  apparent,  butas 
she  did  not  regard  it,  we  hrcd  »  musket  to  indicate  our  purpoiMi  more 
decidedly;  to  this  she  paid  no  attention  whatever,  neither  stopping  nor 
slowing  her  cnffinc  \V'o  then  hailed  her  and  directed  her  to  heavo  to, 
hut  no  intelligible  reply  reached  us,  nor  was  there  any  indication  on 
her  part  of  an  intention  to  stop:  wo  then  tired  anotherinusket,  hailed 
her  repeatedly,  directing  her  to  stop,  and  declared  our  desire  to  com-

muuicato  l»y  boat,   which  the  titran^r  in  vep\y  said  he  would  not 
receive. 

We  (.-onunued  to  nmiiituin  aiii*  ]K>sition  on  the  port  beam  of  the 
stmnfrer.  and  a^ain  inforiiicd  hiui  that  we  wished  to  .nend  a  iKwit 
aboard  of  him.  Finally  he  roolicd  in  French.  ""Verv  well,  bear  a 
hand.''  and  .ntopped.  \Ve  (hen  luweivd  a  boat,  and  1  directed  Acting' 
Master  Martinc  to  go  and  ascertain  what  veswol  it  was.  It  pTOVod  to 
bo  II  French  corvette,  the  Sitjfron,  we  believe. 

It  is  to  be  observed  that  J  conld  fnmi  n»i  judgment  resiwcting- the 
true  cliH meter  of  this  vessel  without  nenrinp  her;  thai  she  din  not 
rhoose  at  lirst  to  nUi\y,  nor  eould  1  for  a  long  liuii!  comprehend  any 
reply  she  made  to  our  hail.  I  um  well  aware  that  we  «in  exei'ciso  no 
autliority  over  a  ship  of  war  on  the  high  seas,  but  it  seems  to  mo  that 
it  was  due  to  the  relations  subsisting  botweon  Franco  and  tho  United 
Stales  that  the  commander  of  the  corvette  shouUl  have  immediately 
8toi>i«'d  and  satisfied  me  of  the  character  of  his  ship,  knowing  well  tliat 
it  was  mv  dulv  to  entjuire  into  it.  I  regret  to  lnOirve  tliut  the  spirit 
displayed  by  "him  on  this  cK-cHsion,  if  not  disa|>proved  by  the  French 
aihninil  commanding  in  thi'se  seas,  may  lead  lo  |Htinfid  collisions. 

The  ca.sc  here  rueiti'd  Ix-longH  to  a  class  of  extreme  didicaey,  calling 
for  the  excrcifle  of  much  forbiiiranct*,  and  with  which  we  are  liable  to 
have  to  deal  at  any  monient.  with  nothing  Iwtter  than  our  fallible 
judgment  to  guide  ua;  for  notwithstanding  that  during  two  years  post 
we  have  iieen  in  the  exercise  of  belligerent  rights,  it  is  vet  not  sur- 
prising that  with  respect  to  the  fumis  and  ceremonies  to  be  ol)servcH 
in  arresting  and  boarding  vessels  on  the  high  s<' as  such  various  and 
imperfect  notions  shouhl  prevail  an<l  that  the  rights  wo  may  or  may  not 
exercise  in  regaitl  to  them  should  still  be  so  vague  and  undetcnuined, 
for  we  have  no  convention  with  maritime  powers  on  the  subject  to 
whieb  we  might  refer,  nor  do  1  know  of  onv  general  orderorregulation 
of  tho  Navy  l>epartment  to  direct  us.  Afthough  vour  own  order  No. 
2  is  more  explicit  on  tho  subject  than  any  other  o^  which  I  am  cogni- 
zant, it  does  not  contemplate  in  its  provisions  such  a  case  as  I  now 
present  vou.  All  thiit.  I  know  liearmg  (»n  such  n  case  is  that  writers 
hare  defined  t<)  some  exti'ut  Ihe  ceremony  with  which  national  ships 
are  to  em|uire  of  and  declan-  to  each  other  their  character,  and  tliat 
all  piiblicHts  con<«de  that  the  right  of  visit,  does  not  apply  to  national 
shins,  which  are  clothed  with  imitiunitv  from  tlic  exercise  of  any 
jurisdiction  other  than  that  of  the  sovereign  power  to  which  they  owe 
allegiance.

"The  Dt  Sofo:'  He  a-sked,  '^What  is  the  7A  jSofor'  1  said,  "The 
U.  S.  S.  iJt'  SfUo."''  He  then  .said,  "Have  you  any  <li.spatehey  for 
me?"  I  answered,  "No."  lie  then  said,  "1  undt'rst<K)d  you  to  say 
that  you  had  disiwtches  for  me."  I  next  asked  wliat  .steamer  it  wa.s. 
lie  answered,  "'The  French  corvette  /S'h/W/)."  1  then  waid  tliat  I 
wished  to  eoDic  aboard,  fie  said,  ''I  told  you  I  did  not  wish  to  com- 
municate with  you,  but  if  you  wish  anv  assistance  I  "would  give  it.

Plcaao  enquire  if  the  act  eomplftlnod  of  was  conimilted  by  quo  of 
the  vessels  of  your  squadron,  and  if  so,  furnish  the  Dcpnrtmoiit  with 
a  Import  of  tne  circum-^tniices.  Tho  Dredm  hiid  left  Havana  that 
morning;. 

You  will  l>c  c-arcfiil  to  enjoin  uj>on  those  to  whom  you  entrust  com- 
missions, and  cspeeially  to  those  in  charge  of  tenders,  a  strict  oUserv- 
ance  of  the  righU  of  neutrals.  Inexperienced  and  often  uninJ^omied 
as  these  officers  are  of  tlie  iinportjint  trusts  committed  to  them,  thoy 
must  carefully  abstain  from  trespassing  upon  the  iurisdiotion  of  other 
powers  or  infringing  on  thosis  principles  which  the  laws  of  nations  have 
well  estjihlislicd  and  dpfincd.

I  enclose  herewitli  copiej*  i>f  idl  the  pjijiers  in  my  posseBHion  relat- 
in{^  to  the  tmnsjiction.  The  acc^mnts  in  tlie  Diario  de  la  Marina  are 
characterized  hy  the  exatj^ration  natural  to  tim»ii'  who  j<yniiialliizo 
with  our  enemies;  aiid  that  of  C'aptain  Simpkini*  \s  prohahly  still 
further  colored  by  the  consciousness  of  mi  inteution  (temporarily  fnis- 
tratod.  by  the  AnnUyoi  mfltorially  as«i.>iting:  those  enemies.  The  report 
of  Acting  Ensign  Williams  is  clear  and  conclusive,  and  seems  to  have 
been  (satisfactory  to  the  Spanish  officers.    ' 

Mr.  Williams  is  a  zealous  and  enpahic  officer,  but  seoms,  in  the 
ardor  of  the  chiLso,  to  luvve  pushed  his  belligerent  rijjhts  to  the  extreme 
limit;  and  to  avoid  the  possibility  of  any  niture  complications  1  have 
directed  him  not  to  extend  his  cruising  beyond  the  southern  edge  of 
the  Florida  lleofs. 

The  Annie  is  armed  with  a  light  13-pounder  howitzer,  which  ha.s 
been  magnified  by  the  emotions  of  Cftptain  Simpkins  in  the  exiict  pro- 
portion that  he  has  diminished  the  distancfl  from  land  at  the  time.

across  her  bow.  The  schooner  simply  dipped  her  colors  and  kept  on, 
when  I  tired  another  bhot,  u2>on  which  she  kept  off  dead  bcfom  the

wind  and  took  no  notice  »>f  us,  afic r  whit^li  limd  fivp  nhot  at  her,  all 
strikiiiff  rloso  hv;  andonp,  expI(Hlin»;rl<isr  t*)  hir,  paiifui  bis  main fibeet. 
When  judfriiij^  him  Uy  }h^  jilKuit  SJ  miles  fr<ini  tbn  land  and  Iwing"  very 
cautious  m)t  to  pxcecd  my  limit,  1  liaulcd  off  and  the  schooner  con- 
tinued in  and  ainhoiTd. 

At  the  time  of  haiiliti},'-  off,  the  Moito  CJastie  hore  E.  i  N.  true  and 
table-land  of  Mai'iel  S.  by  W  .  i  W..  making  my  position,  at  the  least, 
dist'int  H^  miles  from  buul.  On  tlic  :;t>th  April  at  :i  p.  m.,  bavinjj  bud 
liy:ht  winds  idl  day,  I  wa-s  JKmrded  by  an  oftii'iT  from  the  Spanish  ffun- 
boat  Genntd  hjn^  he  wisbintf  to  know  what  the  tiring  was  yest«raay, 
the  nnine  of  the  vessel,  and  also  my  name. 

I  sbowfxl  (1h'  ortifcr  my  jxtsition  on  the  cbart  and  explained  tho 
Cttu.se  of  the  lirinK".  lit-  left  apparently  Batislitd,  and  requested  I  would 
not  tire  within  t!  miles  uf  his  coast.  Through  the  night  calm,  and  at 
10  p.  m.  was  boarded  by  a  boat  from  the  Simni^sh  gunboat  S'ptmnt, 
he  wiibing  to  know  whether  this  vessel  wa.s  Federal  or  a  Confederate 
man-of-war.  and  upon  my  handing  bim  my  jiiinnis  to  bnik  at  ho 
refused,  saying  he  iinly  wished  to  know  wbolher  I-ederal  or  a  Confetl- 
erate  man-of-war,  and  then  left  me,  also  re<|ue.sting  me  not  lire  within 
ti  niileH  of  the  coast,  and  the  steamer  then  8tood  away  to  the  rtouth- 
eastward. 

On  the  forenoon  of  the  1st  May  1  was  hailed  by  a  Spanish  gunboat 
(aupposeij  to  Ih*  the  ^/V«i^n//  L'jo).  He  bailing,  wished  U^  Know  if 
that  wa-s  the  Auuu,  Captnin  Williiims,  and  on  being  answered  in  the 
aflirnuuivc,  he  replied  "(to4h1  morning,  caplaii],"  and  stood  on  to  tlie 
Houthward.  The  ;iilM>ve  is  a  correct  slatement  of  tho  chase  of  tho 
schooner  and  my  conimunicjitiouH  with  the  ISpaniNb  gunboats.

This  vessel  is  on  the  ijoint  of  returning  North  (im  aicount  of  her 
liability  to  a  relnni  of  ine  yellow  fever  on  Ixiard),  under  ortlern  from 
the  I>^|iartment,  and  no  other  ve-ssel  is  yet  sent  to  take  her  place. 

The  very  dilapidated  condition  <tf  the  Irnrk  Kt^mit  Allen  (as  shown 
by  the  enclosed  i-epoits)  has  rendered  it  npcessary  for  me  to  oivler  her 
borao  for  repairs,  which  we  are  una!>]e  to  i)nt  u]tnii  Inei-  here. 

The  Nteamer  Pvmjuiu  will  follow  so  soon  a-s  she  can  be  got  down  hore, 
in  accordance  with  your  instructions,  to  get  her  new  boilers. 

The  steamrr /I>r^  //mrj/ h  so  much  racked  and  strained  ihatsbe 
can  neither  reimir  damages  where  she  is  nor  even  venture  to  i-ume 
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hem  for  that  iiurpuso  (without  lirel  p^lliiijj  Iht  ;,'un.s  out,  antl  then 
cuuiing  down  under  convovj,  whiMi.  afUir  all,  our  rcHuiircfis  at  this 
plttro  wuuld  bo  inr^ufficiciit  for  tho  job. 

The  scliooncr  Wondrm'  is  reporlod  rotteu  in  huJl  and  spam  to  Hucb 
an  extent  ft«  U>  render  her  uni^oftworthy. 

Tho  sltamor  MofjnoHo  is  fomj^lel^'lv  disiblcd.  by  reason  of  her  lx>i.l- 
ers,  from  farther  cruisinjLr.  and  I  only  retain  licr  on  the  .station  asu 
flagship,  since  I  have  not  been  furnished  with  any  otlicr,  but  will 
shortly  have  to  send  her  also  for  a  new  boiler,  aj^reeabiy  to  your 
orders. 

Tho  withdrawal  of  these  six  vessels  has  left  me  exceedingly  erippled 
in  mv  power  to  carry  out  the  wishes  of  the  Government  (by  intercept- 
ing the  vessels  engaged  in  running  the  blockade  and  otherwise  annoy- 
ing the  enemy),  antl  although  I  nave  endeavored  to  remedy  tho  evil 
and  to  meet  the  emergcncir'  by  purchasing  snuill  craft  and  attaching 
them  as  tendei*^  to  the  various  vessf.'ls  of  the  sipiadron.  yet  they  are 
wholly  inadeiiiiate  for  the  duty  to  be  iierfornied. 

The  great  numl>er  of  prizes  bmngnt  in,  although  gmtifying  as  an 
evidence  of  vigilance  and  jutivity  on  ttie  j»urt  of  the  cruising  ve^ssels. 
ought  ratlier  to  be  considered  as  indicative  of  the  l)risk  tiTwle  carried 
on  along  this  cimxt  and  of  the  importance  of  enabling  me  to  break  it 
up  entirely. 

As  matteTH  now  stand,  1  am  unable  to  guard  the  coast  as  I  deem 
necessary,  aiid  1  would  therefore  most  urgi'ntly  request  the  Depart- 
ment to  send  me  at  once  thi-ee  steamers  and  two  barks,  all  of  light 
draft,  great  speed,  and  heavy  aniiament,  besides  a  flngrship. 

The  Maonolia  and  Jifhan  AfUu  can  always  be  employed  to  advan- 
tage on  Inis  .Mtatioii,  provided  they  are  in  good  con<lition,  but  the 
delay  in  recovering  their  services  will  be  injurious,  and  in  the  mean- 
time I  would  desire  others  in  their  places.

1  put  an  otficiT  and  crew  on  iMiard,  and  as  day  broke  discovered  two 
schoonci-s  inshoiv  of  us.  fi  to  ^  niilcH  dif*tant,  and  standing  not  toward 
us,  but  towani  thu  land. 

Supposing  thcui  (o  be  bhx'kade  runners,  I  iutniediat^^ly  gave  chase 
and  in  the  couriie  of  an  hour  carne  up  with  the  V-.  H.  nchooners  liftnt^ 
reijard  and  St<m>nraU,  neither  uf  which  wei-o  in  aight  at  the  time  of 
the  capture  of  the  Minntt. 

The  truth  of  this  staleuient,  I  believe,  you  are  aware  of,  being  on 
board  at  the  time.

The  genenil  belief  of  the  |K»o]tU'  in  that  virinty  \a  that  tlie 
ChfUUifufffch^e  will  never  eoine  down  tho  river;  one  of  her  own  crew 
made  the  8ame  assertion.  There  is  a  rejfinient  of  trtntps  at-C^hatta- 
houchee.  The  river  i.s  not  \ery  well  fortitied.  n-s  fariu  heeould  Kiam^ 
but  is  obntrueted  with  two  hulls  of  old  river  steamers,  and  roikn, 
HpilcH,  and  two  chains  stretehed  aen)s.s  the  river.  One  hundro4  i-on- 
seript-s  are  pianlin^  (be  olistruetions.  There  is  quite  a  Klroiiy  Union 
sentiment  ainonjr  the  workmen  and  farmers  in  and  alwut  Cmumbus, 
whieh  place  is  llie  great  depot  ftir  the  maimfaeturtng  of  arms  auu 
eluthiiig.  He  h:is  been  :t  resident  of  that  city  (('obunbus)  about  four 
yeors.  and  he  well  knows  that  there  is  a  strong  Union  feeling  with 
the  people  there  and  in  the  surrounding  eotintry.  He  saw  no  troops 
on  his  way  down  to  Apalnehieula  afUr  leaving  (Jhiittiihooehee,  aa  no 
avoided  thera.  On  or  aliout  the  lOlh  of  April  the  women  turned  out 
en  miL^M?  aud  broke  oi>en  the  stores  for  food  and  clothing.  Provisions 
were  very  scai-ie  and  at  very  hit»h  prii*es.  The  trooi>s  wrote  to  their 
wives  and  families  that  they  will  soon  lay  down  their  arms  and  eive 
up  lighting  if  the  rebel  (Ttivernment  (Us-s  not  provide  for  their  miii- 
ilies,  and  the  genemi  U-lief  of  tln^  troojM  is  that  the  South  will  Ikj 
whijjped  eventually.  He  viwitetl  Fosterville,  Tenn.,  on  or  alKtnt  the 
lOtn  of  last  March,  at  whieh  place  were  the  piekels  of  the  relnd  Cleii- 
oral  JtfP  tfohnstoii's  army,  at  w  hieh  pluee  he  made  an  ellort  to  jxiss  to  tlie 
Union  lines,  but  was  checked  by  the  rebel  picket**.  The  general  feel- 
ing in  Tennessee  was,  the  hopes  that  the  Union  Army  would  again 
advance  and  hold  Shelbyville  and  the  adiiieent  country.  Even  at 
Atlanta,  <ia.,  many  wei*e  praying  thai  the  t'nion  Army  would  (^>nie 
tbei'O.  There  was  a  br<'a*i  riot  at  Atlanta  on  the  day  of  his  arrival 
there,  the  women  turning  out  and  sacking  the  stores  for  food  ami 
clothing;  this  was  in  March.  After  k-avinj^  Chattahoochee  he  tmveled 
about  35  miles  by  land  to  a  place  called  Cauida  Creek:  passing  through 
the  countrj-,  very  few  men  were  to  be  seen,  but  plenty  oi  females, 
who  seemed  to  be  suffering  for  clotliing  and  food.  At  Cnnida  Creek 
be  made  a  bargain  with  two  fishermen,  who  had  come  up  with  fish,  to

This  decided  ine.  after  obcyinjif  your  oi-dei-s  au  to  ruunin{^  down  the 
cofttst  of  Cuba,  to  steer  directiv  for  this  place. 

On  leavinif  ilarami  a  lead-colored  blockade-running  steamer  followed 
nieout,  but  as  we  watched  her  closely  ."ihe  Hnally  returned  to  theharlwr. 

On  the  second  morning  out,  and  when  alKuit  halfway  between  Tor- 
tuf(us  and  St.  Andrew's,  at  daybreak  we  disc()vered  a  white  Ht<'a,mer, 
without  nmst^,  and  answcriiig'iu  every  resixjct  to  the  Uuba^  sUxv'mxq 
the  wanie  coni-se  as  ourselves. 

We  immetliately  gave  chose,  and  for  two  or  three  hours  had  every 
prospect  of  capturing  her,  as  we  steadily  merhaidod  her,  having  a 
.■strong  breeze  in  our  favor;  but  toward  noon  it  Ixjcamc  calm  and  she 
fi-rudually  outsteanied  us,  and  after  an  exciting  cbatio  of  140  nuloe  we 
lost  sight  of  her  at  dark.

Sib:  The  sehoonor  Sea  Lion  was  lately  <-aptured  coming  out  of  the 
jiort  of  Mobile  luuded  with  cotton  and  sent  to  this  port  nir  adjudica- 
tion. Slic  exhibited  at  the  time  of  her  capture  a  licence  to  bring 
cotton  to  New  Orleans  from  a  Mr.  Dennison,  who  appeared  to  bo  a 
special  agent  of  the  Treasury  Department.  1  send  herewith  enclosed, 
nmrked  iJ5-i,  a  copy  of  this  paper.  I  am  credibly  informed  that  Mr. 
Denison  has  answered,  tn  reply  to  the  question  whether  this  license 
WHS  intendi'<l  to  apply  to  blocuade  ports  as  well  n^  to  bring  the  cotton 
thn>ngh  the  niililary  lines  liy  land,  that  thi'  liecnse  wnw  gmnted  in 
j)Ui'snance  of  an  order  of  (trni'iiil  Rmks,  and  that  he  did  not  think  it 
necessarv  to  emiuire  how  the  property  should  ronie  to  New  Orleans. 
I'nder  tliis  license,  it  seems,  the  favored  parties  at  New  Orleans  sent 
their  agi'nt  to  Mol)ile,  Ixmght  the  cotton,  uad  it  shipped  in  the  name 
of  a  Mobile  firm,  anil  consigned  by  theiiapers  toaMobiliun  at  Havana. 
W'lien  cjintured,  it  wilh  dauned  that  the  vessel  was  really  going  to  the 
mouth  of  the  Mississippi  River  or  to  New  Orleans  for  the  orders  of 
Brott,  Jtavis.  and  Shons.  the  iwirties  naintKl  in  (he  licf-nse. 

This  is  not  only  tradinir  with  the  enemy,  part'  and  simple,  but  it  \» 
trading  with  the  enemy  through  a  closely  blockaded  jxjrt.  It  seems

neutral  port  by  vessels  clcarin^f  at  Northern  ijorts  f<jr  ^latamora-H  with 
cargoes  whose  true  and  ultimate  de^ti tuition  >va.H  Hrown>sville,  in 
Texas. 

There  can,  I  tnink,  bo  no  moral  and  scai*cely  a  legal  donbt  that 
nine-tontbs  of  the  cargoes  which  within  the  past  twelve  months  havo 
gone  up  the  Uio  Grande,  nominally  coubigued  to  inerchsmlM  in  Mata- 
inortw,  were,  in  fact,  destined  to  supply  the  rebels  in  Texas,  iind  were 
hecurcly  stored  ill  the  warehouses  of  lirownsyille  witEitn  Iwenly-four 
hours  after  tlu-ir  sinuilated  sale  on  the  Mexican  side  ctf  the  river. 

A  residem-e  <tf  four  years  in  Hruwnsyille,  from  October,  1S41),  to 
November,  ISj3.  and  tny  position  a.s  [iresiding  ollicer  of  the  branch  of 
the  t'ouuncrtrial  and  Agricultural  liaiik  of  Texas  there  established, 
enabled  nie  to  Wcome  well  ncijuainti^d  not  only  with  all  (he  leading 
merchaiit.s  and  tradei*s  on  hoth  t-idcs  of  the  Rio  (ii-ande  as  high  up  as 
Montcivy,  but  with  the  whtdc  commerce  with  Mexico,  whether  of 
exports  or  imports,  and  1  run  not  recall  a  single  instance  in  uU  that 
time  of  a  vessel  arriving  at  MaLainoras  with  a  cargo  y>l  proyisions, 
ffroceries,  and  other  supplies  of  such  mag^nitude  and  ynlue  us  within 
tlie  last  few  months  has  found  its  way  thither  almost  weekly,  oeten- 
sibly  for  Mexican  consumption. 

Nor  can  I  romeniber  the  iui)>ortation  duriujj  ihc  whole  of  those  four 
years  of  so  much  as  a  solitary  cargo  of  provisions  or  other  supplies  iu 
an  KnglLsh  bottom.

Brownsville  so  far  aji  this  trade  is  concerned.  The  nierchantjf  and  the 
warehouses  of  tin*  ni»e  city  are  those  of  the  other  al.so. 

From  the  ":irila  on  the  Msiljimorju'*  Imnk  of  thi*  river,  alongside 
whii:h  a  I'essel  may  lie  and  go  tlir  >ii;ili  the  forms  of  a  sale  of  her  cargo 


in  Mexico,  iL  i«  liut  n  stone's  cast  t(»  Stilliiiiiirs  Wvee  la  BrowimviUe, 
on  which  it  iimy  with  impiiiiily  Ik^  l«n»lt'd  i in mt'tl lately  after  by  the 
Tfxan  imrcliasin*.  1  have  l>ecn  tauntingly  informed  hy  porsous 
enjpt^a  hi  the  trallic  that  this  was  the  fOui*se  of  procedure,  and  have 
no  doubt  they  sixike  the  trulli.  although  owing  to  the  Hubtlety  of  tho 
precautions  taken  to  iivoid  violiiling  the  letter  of  interitutioiml  law,  it 
may  1h'  very  ditHeuU  to  oslrtblish  llio  fat-t  in  a  nmjorily  of  the  trtse,s  of 
vessels  raptured  uiul  sent  in  for  adjudiealion  by  our  cruisers,  under 
HUKpieion  of  using  the  trade  with  Matanioras  as  a  cloak  to  cover  tho 
real  object  of  furnishing  supplies  to  Texiw.  1  can  not  flatter  myself 
that  either  the  facts  or  suggestions  herewith  submitted  to  the  Depart- 
ment have  the  merit  of  novelty,  yet  as  they  are  the  result  of  personal 
otiservution.  and  in  the  opinion  of  Krnncis  11.  Vpton,  esq.,  counsel  for 
the  captors  in  the  case  of  the  I\t'rhi/f,  not  without  importance  in 
their  bearings  on  the  (|Uestion  of  the  true  chanwter  and  destination  of 
her  car^o.  1  trust  Ui  be  excused  for  occupying  so  much  of  its  valuable 
time  with  then),  and  remain.

Sir:  J  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  yesterday  at  noon  discov- 
ered tiio  smoke  of  a  steamer  and  stoml  for  it.  Soon  after  we  made 
the  steamer  and  jjre-ssed  aftei'her  to  the  very  extent  of  our^iower.  At 
6  p.  m.  she  stopped  and  two  IjoaU  iju.sbed  off  from  her.  carrying  her 
officers  and  crew.  I  immediately  lowered  and  i^jok  out  of  the  steam- 
ers boats  her  principal  oflicers,  as  a  security  for  the  lives  of  my  own 
men,  and  then  boarood  the  steamer. 

As  soon  as  the  boats  had  got  alongside  of  her  the  flames  burst  out, 
aK  I  had  anticijmted,  when  I  hoisted  tho  recall.  Afterwards,  having 
had  the  assumnce  that  there  was  no  danger  of  her  blowing  up,  1  went 
near  eiHtugh  to  the  burning  sJiip  t(»  lead  our  hose  on  board,  hut  all 
effort**  to  suppress  the  llaIue.'^  were  unavailing,  and  bv  sunset  ihe 
famous  Confederate  .ship  Vuha  wank  Ijeneath  tlic  waters  of  the  Gulf,  in 
latitude  2S  '  47',  longitude  iST'  5V. 

It  is  estimated  ui>on  reliable  authority*  (hat  the  cargo  of  the  Ctilfi 
was  wurtb  in  Havana  nearly  ^()0.(K)0,  and  if  landed  in  Alabama  wouUl 
have  la-en  worth  from  a  million  loa  million  and  a«juarter.  1  havehcr 
officers  and  crew  un  iKiuid,  and  shall  deliver  them  to  the  custody  of  the 
authorities  at  Key  West.

She  is  a  small  tuglwat  of  115  tons,  "built  in  Philadelphia  two  j'ears 
since,  and  recently  used  in  Havana  for  towing  1)^^086.^,  Her  crew 
ronftistw  of  II  jjersons.  chietl}'  Simninh,  and  3  passengers,  probiihly 
Americans,     iier  targtJ  an  assorted  one  and  of  etaif^iderable  value. 

IMease  find  onclosed  muster  roll  of  oflBcers  and  crew  on  board  at 
date  of  capture.

Sib;  In  obedience  to  your  onlers  I  left  this  vessel  in  the  launch, 
accompauicd  hy  NN'illiam  A.  Prescott,  acting  master'.^  mate,  and  pro- 
coedcfi  6  miles  up  the  Chattahoo<.hec  liiver,  where  1  secreted  myself 
in  a  small  creek  to  watch  transient  boats. 

At  2  a.  m.  on  the  iVtth  1  anchored.  At  II  a.  ni.  captured  a  small 
slotip  containing  Andrew  Wing,  whom  I  Imd  l»cen  infornicfi  had  l>een 
engaged  in  obstructing  the  ri\  er  and  ei-ecting  lialteries  theiT'on.  At 
ft  p.  rii.  captured  a  (loat,  I  man,  ^>  stand  of  arms,  2it  routuls  of  ammu- 
nition, anil  some  jjapersand  letters  lielongingto  aC!onfedei*aU>  cavalry 
tronipany.

Sir:  1  have,  the  honor  to  submit  the  followinj^  report  of  ray  cruise: 

Lea\  inj^  Key  West,  I  lotu-hed  at  Ilaiaua  and  then-  learned  that  one 
or  tvvt»  steaniei's  were  ready  for  sea  with  contraband  carg-oes,  one  of 
which  was  the  Cafxi. 

I  therefore  proeeeded  to  my  station  with  all  dispatch,  after  obejring 
your  oi-ders  as  to  running  down  the  coast  of  Cuba. 

On  the  second  day  disenveiTd  a  suspicious  steamer  standinj^  north- 
erly, to  which  we  jjave  ehuse.  lint  after  following'  her  140  niiles  she 
escaped  hy  supen^ir  speed. 

1  have  siuco  learned  she  was  the  General  B^ichuyr^  from  Havana  for 
Mobile. 

Off  Lake  Ocala  found  the  Umdri^k  Hudson,  with  whom  1  com- 
municated. 

This  place  can  hardly  l»e  one  of  much  n.so  n.s  a  port  nf  entry,  heinj; 
a  mere  inlet  on  the  bearh  rnurh  ex[Mised  to  the  sea,  with  the  surf  con- 
stantly breaking,  and  apparently  no  depth  of  water. 

Leavinj^  here,  I  steered  to  southeantward  of  Mobile  and  there,  cniised 
until  want  of  coal  obliged  mo  to  leave. 

On  May  13,  about  100  miles  to  southeast  of  Mobile,  fell  in  with  the 
Confederate  schooner  ^1.  -/.  Ifodgr.  of  Mobile,  from  Nassau,  for  the 
former  port  with  an  assorted  carjjo.  Made  prize  of  him  and  tei»fc  him 
to  Key  West  fiir  adjudication  in  cbartfe  of  a  prize  oUicer  and  crew. 

On  May  Ifl  a^ain  made  a  suspicious  steamer  and  j^ive  chase,  over- 
hauling- lier  rapidlv,  when  she  threw  overlntai-d  carg-i).  and  ni^hl  coni- 
inj^  on  she  escaped  after  a  chase  of  HO  miles. 

IJut  1  had  driven  her  into  the  track  of  the  De  iSoto,  with  whom  1 
had  communicated  the  early  part  of  the  day,  and  the  following  morn- 
ing she  fell  in  with  and  overhauled  her  so  fast  that  they  took  to  their 
boats,  having  pi-evionsly  set  Hre  to  the  steamer,  which  burned  to  the 
water's  edge.     She  was  the  notorious  Ctiha.

Britjiin  to  fumisli  the  rcl»els  \nth  supplies  l)y  vessels  cleared  nomi- 
nally forMatamf)nts,  but  with  i-ontinprit  declination  for  Browasville, 
u-s  indicated  in  the  circular  of  Itennelt  and  Wake, agents  for  the  Mata- 
morasUno  of  steamers.  Admiral  Ikiley,  in  one  of  ais  late  dispatches, 
says  there  were  over  200  ves*iels  otf  the  Rio  CJrande  when  in  ordinary 
time«  there  arc  hut  (I  or  s.  Of  course  thv  tnitfic  in  which  they  arc 
engaged  is  principally  for  the  relwls  ihroujfh  Texa.*^. 

Whether  anything  can  he  done  'Mu  defeat  these  nmciiinH(ions,''and 
poivent  this  Illicit  trjuic,  except  as  iTidicatcd  in  the  clcxsiuif  iiura^raph 
of  Mr.  AdaniH'«  Irtlcr.  "tlin  possession  of  ihe  eastern  lunik  of  me 
river,"  is  d(>ul)tfiil.

It  apjK^ars  to  !ue  desinible  on  many  accounts  ttiat  then*,  should  Iw  a 
military  force  in  western  Texas,  and  that  we  should  havu  possejwion 
of  Brownsville,  at  as  early  a  day  as  possible.  The  possesMon  of  the 
Mississippi  Uiver  will  bo  some  check  on  smugjfEiiifif  opcrati'uis.  but 
until  the  Idockado  runners  are  stop^jcd  entirely  on  the  Kio  Grande, 
we  shall  experience  dilhcully  in  Texas  and  Arkansas.

Sir:  I  havo  the  honor  to  infonn  yon  that  on  the  lltth  instant  I  seized, 
for  vit)lation  of  the  blmkaclc,  proclaimed  and  instituted  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Unit<Hl  States,  the,  schooner  MimUstppian  of  Hilnxi,  laden 
with  187  bales  of  cotton  and  4  Uirrela  of  turj>entine,  from  Mobile, 
bound  to  Havana. 

On  Inmrdin^  her,  1  found  in  all,  six  persons,  not  one  of  whom  would 
ackiiowlrtljfe  himself  l4i  he  her  mail^'r  or  supercargo,  nor  one  aiuonj; 
them  who  at  first  would  admit  that  he  spoke  or  comprehended  Knjflish. 

Her  colors  and  papers  had  no  doubt  lieeu  thrown  overboard.  The 
only  paper  of  itnporljincc  that  I  found  was  a  porinit  u>  sail,  tii^ed  by 
F.  Uuchanan,  adminil.  I  supplied  her  with  jjrovisioiiK,  gave  her  u 
IxMit,  placed  a  iirize  nisister  and  crew  on  board  of  her,  and  ordiired  her 
to  Key  West  for  adjudication. 

On  the  ^Oth.  at  5:45  p.  m.,  bein^  about  QX  miles  southea.st  of  I'onsa- 
cola  light,  wo  descried  the  smoke  of  a  steamer,  gave  cha<e,  and  soon 
got  sight  of  the  vessel  and  gained  on  her  so  rapidly  that  she  throw 
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overiiottrd  portions  of  her  i'uri,'i>,  ))ut  she  Himlly  escapod.  by  f«vor  of 
the  night.     There  is  reason  to  believe  that  this  steamer  was  the  Matn- 
ffordn,  well  known  iis  ii  blm-kude  nintier  at  llavftim  aud  Mobile.

AssisUint  Payuiaster  (tLiorge  A.  iSawyer  with  tlie  fin-t  ruller, 
Acting  Master's  Mate  William  Y.  Ilaynoldk  with  a  captured  Iwat, 
carrying  iiu]  all  41  men,  and  piT)ceeded  upApalachicoluKiver,  intend- 
ing Co  capture  the  ^loop  Fashion^  loaded  with  oU  bales  of  sea-island 
cotton. 

As  I  learned  Fort  Gadsden  contained  a  nimabcr  of  troops,  I  deemed 
it  necessary  to  pa-ss  under  cover  of  the  night.  The  current  being  very 
strong  against  us,  compelled  a  prt»lonjj;ed  jjull  of  eight  hours,  '\\  o  suc- 
cee'led  in  t>assing  at  2  o'clock  after  midnight  of  tlio24th  without  Iteing 
discovered.     At  10  a.  m.  we  reached  Canida  Creek,  45  miles  up  the 
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river,  at  whit-h  plm-c,  ufter  prcKMicdiii^j  '2  luUos  up  itnd  sutisfyitiff  our- 
aelvoti  tbut  it  wiis  iiupossilito  for  a  sloop  to  eo  faitlior,  we  coniinenced 
our  ivtiirn.  At  Pcvil's  Elbow  we  siiw  \vberc  the  vi'-ssol  had  been 
icimirei).  iiud  burnod  everything-  there.  Farther  down  tlio  river  wo 
saw  a  haive,  wbicli  iudiiiitcd  the  near  wherenbovitw  nf  tlie  Kloop. 
After  rtcndinuf  Williiim  F.  lljiynolds  in  the  raiilurcd  boat  Ic»  tbe  mouth 
and  up  Owl  (Irfi'k,  1,  with  tin*  laumh.  and  AK-^istant  Pjiyniastt-r 
Georpe  A,  Sjiwyer  with  Ihr  first  cutltT,  ]»roc-eeded  ii  mile.s  uj>  the  tin*l 
creek  above  Owl  (Ireek.  where  wl-  di.-ifoven'd  and  tapture*!  lier  with- 
out any  resistance.  We  learned  a  rebel  eantp  wa.*^  within  G  niih*.s  and 
of  eai*y  at^cess  to  her  defeiiwe.

Raynitlds  rendered  mo  all  the  assi&tanee  possible,  both  with  advice  and 
energ:y:  also  1  beg  leave  to  mention  the  patient  enduranec  and  meri- 
torious zeal  of  all  the  men  under  my  charge,  hiiviiii^  during  the  week 
pulled  liO't  miles  agaiuKt  and  with  a  turrent  of  '3  miic.s  per  hour.  At  7 
o'clock  a.  m.  of  the  \ioih  arrived  alongside  of  the  vessel  with  uo 
casualties.

Thpir  names  wore  the  Rapid 
and  frt-nvi'^i!  /V/?'>,  sclmonprs,  and  the  Jh'Ujhf  and  .ItDn  Aih:iir, 
Hl(M>pK,  and  all  were  loaded  with  cott{»n.  On  the  ynili  (llie  succeedinic 
day)  the  Ih_  Snto  niptured  the  schooner  Cfarit'i^  and  tm  (he  IStS 
instant,  the  scluioncr  St-a  Bird.  A  few  days  since  she  made  her 
seventh  prize,  the  J//jm*V/j*}^«V/«,  loaded  with  187  bales  of  oottou. 
She  has  just  returned  to  this  port  for  coal.

S.  bark  Aunmdfiy  Ai-ting 
Volu?itccr  Ijicutcnantticorye  IC.  \\'<'!<-h,  near  Ka-t  I'ilss,  in  Si,  (teorge's 
Sounil,  Florida,  May  2i',  lS«;:i,  having  api>eiided  thereto  extiw^ts  from 
the  log  books  of  the  U.  S.  S.  //r/n/r/rt'  IJnditfm  and  biirk  Amund^t,  with 
certain  noteti  that  passed  between  their  commanders  upon  the  occasion. 
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From  thw  evidoiwp  it  will  Im'.mcch  that  the  wratlM-riind  fullhiy  fmroui- 
eU^r  indicatiMl  it  lilow  t'nr  .st>veral  days  lioforc.  it  finiLlly  i-uliiiiiiiit<Hl  in  h 
Imrriimni'  or  cyclone,  whicli  was  the  primary  ciiuhc  uf  tlie  final  loss  of 
t\w  Ain/indti. 

It  U  also  in  ovidencc  tliat,  notwithNLindinj''  these  unfavorable  indica- 
tions and  the  .seventy  of  iht;  gale  on  the  :27th  and  :i8th  of  May,  many 
of  tie  usual  precautions  were  neijleeted  for  tht?  safety  of  the  vessel. 

For  iiistanco,  aftor  the  Anmndn  hud  struck  un  Dog  Island  her  expc- 
utive  otfit-er,  Actinjr  Muster  Jones,  testlties  that  she  had  'M*  fatluuiis 
of  chain  in  either  chain  locker,  and  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant 
|.Samuol|  Howard  testifies  that -10  fathoms  were  left  in  the  port  and 
75  fathoms  of  chain  in  the  starboard  locker. 

And.  although  the  court  are  in  some  doubt  {owing  principally  to  the 
violouce  of  the  giile)  whether  the  Amand<i  conld  liave  ridden  out  (he 
blow,  even  with  the  additional  precaution  of  veering  more  cable,  hiick- 
itig  anchors,  pending  down  yards,  masts,  ete.,  yet,  fi"on]  the  partially 
sheltered  cove  in  which  she  lny.  (he  good  holding  ground,  and  the 
length  of  time  one  of  her  anchors  liad  l»een  onil>ed(lea  in  the  mud,  she 
may  jHiKsilily  fiave  held  on,  and  the  court  think  it  not  only  imforlunal*, 
but  lii<rhly  culpable,  that  these  precautions  were  not  taKcn. 

AVhilc  on  shore  on  Dog  Island,  and  afler  biding  driven  4)tr  by  a 
sudden  change  of  wind  and  driving  acrohw  the  sotniu  toward  the  main- 
land, the  evidence  is  contlicting  in  i-egard  to  hercondition,  her  mnnner 
of  driving,  as  well  as  wliether  she  was  dragging  one  or  more  anchors. 

The  court  are  therefore  still  in  doubt  whether  during  thii*  time  (a 
period  of  fixim  one  to  one  and  one-half  hours,  acconling  to  the  tostl-'j 
mony)  any  additional  precautious  would  have  brought  her  up. 

It  appeal's  that  the  streum  anchor  wad  let  go  during  this  tinio  and 
tho  hawsers  at tadied  to  it  inuaediutcly  j«irtetT,  and  site  finally  struck 
a  second  time  on  the  shtml  flats  of  the  mainlaiul.  where,  from  the  com- 
bined eirccts  of  the  hurricane  and  high  water,  she  was  Unully  left 
standing  in  an  upright  position  some  iiOO  to  300  yards  from  the  beach, 
with  her  head  to  the  eastward  and  her  port  battery  commanding  tho 
shore,  having  the  Ilendrick  Jludnt/n  in  company  to  afford  protection 
in  case  of  necessity. 

The  court  are  unable  from  these  facts,  or  anything  adduced  in  the 
testimony,  to  see  any  juslifia})Ie  rea.son  ft)r  Himndoning  and  destroying 
the  vl/«rt/i<A7.  and  much  lewsfor  doing  lliis  until  her  battery  and  ever)'- 
Uiing  of  value  had  been  rem(jve<l  from  hfi'. 

From  anvthing  that  appeal's  to  the  contrary  in  the  evidence,  or 
within  the  knowledge  of  the  court,  she  might  have  maintained  her 
position  without  the  assisitance  of  the  lltndruk  JJuds'f/t.  and  with  her 
ijattery  of  six  32s  of  4*2  hundredweight,  one  20-pound  Parrott  rifle,  and 
a  12-pounder  howitzer  defied  all  the  guns  tlie  rebels  could  have  prob- 
ublv  brought  against  her  for  a  week,  if  not  for  a  month. 

There  is  no  cvidenire  other  than  of  Captain  Welcli  that  any  consid- 
erable nmnlter  of  rebels  were  seen  from  the  Aniam/n,  und  from  lh« 
weight  of  testimony  it  is  doubtful  if  they  were  armed.  No  artillery 
vraa  seen,  and  from  the  testimony  of  the  executive  ofUcer  of  the 
Ar/nffida  then'  was  no  military  force  ktunvn  to  be  stationed  nearer  than 
Shell  Point,  some  io  miles  distaut,  and  these  had  nothing  lar^^er  than 
tt-pounder  tieldpiecen.  It  is  well  known  that  the  country  adjacent  is 
low  and  nmrshy.  intei-seeted  by  crooked  rivers  and  bayous,  making  it 
diJQicult  to  transport  men  and  supplies,  much  less  heavy  guus,  aud  if 


it  Iiiid  l>eeii  pos*iiblc  for  tlui  ciiviilry  force,  bcfoiTulltitkHl  to,  with  their 
small  ffuiis  to  huvo  occupied  the  most  advantageous  [joint  on  the  inuiu- 
land  near  the  wre^^k  (known  as  Topsail  Uluff  and  distant  about  1  luile) 
two  days  after  the  wreck,  the  court  do  not  believt-  that  they  could  have 
done  any  hami,  or  for  any  time  withstood  the  replies  of  tte  Amanda'g 
gninis. 

How  far  this  c»tn.strophe  may  have  finally  been  brouj^ht  about  or 
intliiencfd  hy  the  iLppurent  iiid^'clMion  of  Captain  Cate,  who  was  the 
henior  ntlii^er  prcsf^nt  in  (•oiuiuand  of  the  V.  S.  S.  Hendro'l:  Hudaont 
may  better  appear  by  reference  to  the  record  and  Iho  wotjaa  appeuded. 
tbiTeto. 

Although  Captain  Welch  appears  tinally  to  have  assumed  the  respon- 
!ail>ility  of  not  otdy  d^'stroyinjf  his  j^uns,  but  of  tirinjj  and  abandoning 
his  vessel,  it  does  not  satisfactorily  apiM'iir  to  the  court  that  Captain 
Cate  sulCciently  intercf^ted  himself  in  preventing  this,  either  by  t4iking 
and  prewer\injf  a  nearnr  iM>sition  to  the  wreck,  or  by  jfivinjf  some  defi- 
nite ami  deeideil  orch't-s  after  or  while  on  Inmrd  of  the  Amandoy  thereby 
tacitly  t-onsentliiy  I<j  his  junior  usstiniin^  responsibility  tbnt  more 
prowrly  tM'longed  to  him.  Ca]iUiin  Ciilc. 

What  took  puice  .sulj^etjuetitly  on  Imai'd  of  the  ffetidrick  HndjumjCm 
her  spar  deck  and  in  the  presence  of  all  bauds— see  the  record — (and 
which,  under  the  precept,  occamo  a  proper  subject  of  enquiry)  will  go 
far  to  show  the  rcvishig  power  the  weight  that  was  attachM  to  rank 
and  seniority  in  this  instance,  and  it  does  not  satisfactorily  account 
for  the  reticence  of  Captain  C«te  of  assuming  all  his  prerogatives,  but 
will,  to  a  ccrtniu  extent,  account  for  and  palliate  the  only  instaneo  of 
insubordination  reported  on  theimriof  iijjortionof  the  ylw3«rfrt*«  crew. 

Such  a  jinblic  and  disgraceful  exhibition  is  destructive  to  all  oi-der 
and  discipline  on  shipboard,  and  the  court  hope  and  believe  of  very 
rare  occiirrence  in  our  Navy.  So  far  as  the  kngu^c  of  Captain  Gate 
applied  to  his  senior  olficcr,  Lieutenant-Commander  Crosman  (who  was 
not  present  at  the  time),  he  is  cxonoiute<l  by  a  note  from  the  latter, 
who  is  not  willing  to  Iwlicve  ho  applied  such  language  to  liini.  and  no 
other  witness  but  CuptJiin  Welch  ap[)eHrs  to  have  lieiird  it. 

Having  thus  fully  examined  into  and  presented  tlic  main  point"  in 
this  case,  the  c^Mirt  will  not  perha|w  be  expected  to  iiidicnlc  more 
decidedly  than  tbev  hiivc  already  <lone  an  opinion  of  its  merits. 

They  certainly  tlfrnk  tt  both ''expedient  and  pi"oper"  that  further 
proceedings  shoidd  follow,  therefore  ventui-o  to  submit  it  with  the 
remark  that  botli  (Captain  Cate  and  Captain  Welch  have  t4»stific<l  to  the 
faithful  performance  of  duty  on  the  [Mirt  of  their  res|iecti\*c  olliccrs  and 
citjw  throughout  this  gale.

Up  U>  Ibatdalf  T  had  not 
succeeded  in  forming  an  opiiuoii  in  n>pii*d  to  tho  acljoii  taken  hy  Aot- 
iiijj  Vcdunteer  Ijlentciiatit  (Vminiaruliiif^  \Vehh  in  destroying  th4>  vessel 
undt^r  his  comuiaiid,  ami  shall,  in  oheilience  to  (he  orders  received 
from  Lieiitemitit,-('oniin:uul*'r  Morris,  send  a  boat  to  hiin  with  the  sub- 
staiire  of  the  report  I  make  to  you. 

Yesterday  I  U>ok  my  steamer  up  to  within  half  a  mih'  of  Topsail 
Blutf.  1  lowered  two  boats  and  visited  the  wreck.  She  Mas  in  18

At  diiylight  I  found  Ibc  Sinmrnrl  had  not  drugged  a  jmrticle,  and 
after  the  (Jtln-r  half  of  the  gale  hiul  subsided,  I  found  lite  only  injury 
she  had  sustained  was  some  two  or  three  of  the  live  sponsons  urnler  the 
bowslightly  splintered.  Thesel  have mnco removed  and  replaced  with 
gotnl  and  sUvuti'r  one.-^. 

I  lm\e  Irt'en  thus  verlioae,  inaj^mucb  as  it  may  be  g]*atifyjng  to  you 
to  learn  that  the  S</inffrst:t  proves  to  be  so  staunch.  At  sea  it  is  a  dif- 
ferent matter.

Snt:  Roffirrintf  to  my  letter  of  April  2S,  1  would  aak  to  I>o  informp<l 
if  it  in  the  poIi<v  iin<l  intention  of  the  Uepiirtiucnt  to  grant  my  reqiK'-'l 
for  tlio  rcinforcenient  of  this  suuiidroii,  uh  otherwiw  1  wish  to  aviiil 
tuyself  «f  uddiiionul  lenders,  although  less  efficient  for  my  purposes. 

The  Hteaui  tuj;.V((/j/A'i/^r>'has]irrivodouton  the  station,  and  aithouj:fh 
of  l2-feet  draft  and  carrying  but  tivo  diivs'  fuel  and  ten  days'  water,  I 
have  sent  her  to  cruise  within  u  hundred  niilcM  to  the  northwest  of  i\\f 
Tortugiis,  at  which  plaec  hIic  tan  ^ct  supplies  of  coal  and  water,  until 
obliged  to  return  hero  for  provisionti.  But,  although  1  hope  sheiuay 
do  good  ser\'iee  there,  it  would  cnibaiTass  me  to  employ  protitably 
another  similar  vessel  with  the  same  defect^ii.  It  U  essential  that  the 
otfshore  cruisers  between  the  Tortuj*as  and  Mol)ile.  and  within  tiiat 
line  (by  whom  nearly  all  the  aiptures  are  made),  should  lx>  able  to  keep 
atseatneureuter  partof  the  time:  :irul  the  inshore  rruisei-s  on  this  coa»t 
nnist  e<>mT>ini^  svith  this  quality  :l  li^Iit  draft  of  water. 

Of  course  ]  would  prefer  the  reinforc-euii'iit--  l<>  U'  siMit  out  from  tiie 
North,  when;  thi'lr  armament  and  <iuttit  can  In;  more  eflielcntly  sup- 
plied and  ari-aueed;  Imt  should  1  be  compelled  to  resort  to  the  more 
imperfect  expedient  of  purchasing  additional  tendci-s.  X  shall  require 
at  least  20  :«camcn.  25  ordiiniry  •*eamou,  and  55  landi^men  to  bo  sent 
out  to  nie.  Indeed,  t^evcral  of  the  vessels  are  ali-eudy  short  of  theii' 
complement  of  men,  partly  from  furnishing  crews  for  their  tenders 
and  partly  from  sending  home  their  sick;  and  I  would  request  that 
one  fourtn  of  these  numbers  be  sent  out  fts  soon  as  possible. 

If,  in  addition  to  this,  the  Department  would  order  a  bund  to  be 
brought  out  in  the  flagship,  1  should  not  only  be  gratified,  but,  judg- 
ing from  the  statisticfi  of  the  British  army  and  navy,  I  am  of  opinion 
that  important  hygienic  results  would  bo  secuiwl  for  her  ship's  com- 
iny,  which,  in  this  climate,  is  well  worthy  of  serious  consideration; 
i>ut  1  would  not  desire  a  iHind  to  thu  exclusion  of  other  reeruitH.

(loorgf'w  Soiuid,  iiHcertainiiig  the  changes  wrought  by  the  recent  hur- 
ricane and  replacing  the  Ijuoy;-  that  had  hcen  swept  uwav-  Having 
srttisfuctorily  completed  this  work,  he  sent  the  bouts  of  the  Sm/tefutt 
to  reconnoitor  the  sound  to  the  eastward,  sound  out  some  chattuels, 
and  pppcially  to  determine  the  proeise  locality  of  !4omc  extensive  salt 
works,  wbicli  had  been  in  opemtion  since  the  eoinniencement  of  the 
rebellion  near  Alligator  IJay  [Harbor].  This  duty  was  well  performed 
by  Acting  Master  Thomas  Chatficld.  and  on  the  information  gained 
Licutenant-CoTunmn<ler  Crosinnn  determined  to  attempt  the  dostnic- 
tion  of  tlie.sc  salt  works.  For  this  |>urpose  the  S"nU'rA':r  was  brought 
ivithin  1,1(H>  yards  of  the  Hhore  and  within  rango  of  the  works,  the 
woods  wore  shelled,  and  the  Inrnts.  with  tin  seamen  and  marines,  were 
senton  shore,  together  with  a  parly  from  the.  engineer's  division,  anued 
with  sledge  hanmiers  to  breaK  the  salt  boilers,  all  under  the  inmiedi- 
aU?  <-onunand  of  .Acting  MiuHt4>r  Chattield.  Those  arrned  with  niusketfl 
were  depUncd  us  skinnisliers  In  the  rear  of  the  sett  lemenls  to  protect 
the  working  ijartv.  who  in  their  turn  perfortned  tlm  duty  entrust^-d  to 
them  in  a  thorough  manner.  Four  distinct  stations  were  deniolisluHi, 
til}  salt  kettles  destroyed,  more  tiian  ^00  bushels  of  salt  scattered  over 
the  sand,  and  about  30  huts  and  houses,  with  all  their  appurtenances 
for  constructing  and  repairing  the  works,  burned  to  the  ground. 
Lieutenant-C'onunander  Crosinan  conipliinenls  Acting  MiLster  Chat- 
tield  uixin  the  ollicerlike  ability  displayed  in  the  nmniigenient  of  his 
suiull-aruis  men,  owing  to  whict  ana  to  the  jirevious  and  effective  shell- 
ing of  the  woods  no  resistanee  was  attempted  by  the  enemy.  Infor- 
mation, however,  was  brought  that  some  cavalry  were  i^n  route  for  the 
place,  but  the  work  was  handsomely  accomplished  Itefore  their  arrival, 
and  our  foix-e  was  withdrawn  without  the  los.^  of  a  single  man. 

Lieutenant-Conunander  Oosman  also  citutirnis  the  report  recwved 
din'ctly  from  Lieulenant-(_V»nnnander  (i«H>rge  t'.  Mi>rris,  of  the 
steamer  /Wf  lifnjul,  and  indirectly  from  sevend  other  soun-e-s,  of  the 
di.sasU*r  of  the  ivbel  gunboat  ('/utltuhtKH-het',  Her  boiler  exploded, 
killing  and  disabling  iitl  o\\  board  but  18.  .Vnmng  the  killed  were  4 
ofHcers.  The  ves>cl  is  sunk  and  shattered  past  the  possibility  of 
recovering  and  making  future  use  of  her. 

The  vigdance  and  activity  of  this  scpiadron  are  atlcated  by  the  fact 
menti(me<l  in  some  intercepted  reljel  tx>rres|H>ndpnre,  that  out  of  .55 
vessels  which  have  left  Havana  since  ihv  1st  of  .\])ril  foi-  the  ]niriH)se 
of  running  the  blockade,  but  T  have  succeeded,  and  the  re.st  have  been 
brought  into  this  port.  This  statumeut  .speaks  well  for  the  otlicers 
and  men  under  my  command.

Sik:  On  the  4tb  instnnt  f  stonnicd  up  toward  the  wreck  of  the 
Amanda.,  soiiiidinjf  caivl'ully  lill  witliiii  I.OIM*  yntxh  of  the  Imrk, 
when  1  came  to  at  low  wuUt  in  II  fiM'l.  The  shoro,  in  a  piTiIan^ilitin 
of  that  lino,  was  l.iiiHJ  yiircls  disiuut,  as  I  fount!  Iiy  two  sliots  wiUi 
■s-hit'h  I  scnri'hed  tho  woods. 

Thi>  morning;  of  the  5th  my  boats  got  to  work. 

I  havt'  lundfd  u]K)n  Dog"  Island,  oppo3it<»  tho  stP*^post  part  of  ihfi 
bank,  wlicrc  ii  vessel  can  haul  in  most  easily  all  six  of  tuo  wnwktMl 
barks,  3i-pounders  of  4:i  hand  red  weight,  a  (jimntity  of  kentled^,  253 
solid  shot,  some  spars  and  ironwork.  Tho  guii>  have  their  eiLseabelw 
broken  <»tf  and  nre  spiked:  3(»  shell,  whose  fuzes  only  are  damai;ed,  1 
have  re-fnzed  and  retained  for  the  use  of  this  vessel;  also,  two  c^ainn, 
one  of  4.%.  the  other  of  tiO  fathoms,  and  n  very  sninil  kedj^.  About  a 
harrelful  of  Kwsn^  gnipe  aiul  canister  were  also  found  among  the 
d^bri.s,  which  1  am  fitting  for  my  jjun.^. 

Six  water  casks,  scjnie  small  eliain  l)elonginj;  to  topsail  and  topgallant 
.sheets,  s|»iirs,  imnwork,  and  a  few  sheets  of  yellow  metal  were  also 
removed;  }mt  owing  to  the  fact  that  nothing  of  value  to  the  reliels 
now  ivmained  upon  the  wrerk  and  that  many  of  my  men  hud  retHtived 
ugly  cuts  and  bruises  frum  the  sheets  of  yellow  (nelal  and  composition 
spikes,  besides  Imping  to  work  at  times  up  to  tlu-ir  waists  in  water,  I 
did  not  wreck  the  vessel  <|uite  so  completely  a-«  1  should  have  done 
otherwisR. 

Nothing  remains  but  the  yellow  metal  and  the  cf>in{K>Hilion  spikes, 
1^  except  some  burned  spars  and  a  little  bent  and  twisted  ironwork. 

Such  is  the  condition  of  my  men's  health,  in  eonse(iuence  of  luiving 
been  one  year  and  a  nionth  uwny  from  a  \nn-t  where  they  could  have  a 
run  on  shore,  that  the  slightest  cuts  or  bruises  turn  to  ino-^t  malignant 
80i*cs  ^nd  I  have  a  number  upon  tlie  list  at  present,  as  well  as  several 
who  are  treated  by  the  doctor  without  being  excused  from  ordinary 
duty,  for  nothing  ijut  these  causes. 

I  enclose  a  letter  from  the  assistant  surgeon  of  the  vessel,  written 
by  my  order,  ndating  t/>  the  health  of  the  crew,  and  1  myself  re<iuest 
the  S</jner'ivf  I «•  allowed  :i  short  respite  at  Key  H'est. 

Upon  m}'  arrival  at  this  i)ass,  in  atlenijiling  to  run  in  by  the  liar 
buoy,  I  g*>t  asimre.  No  harm  was  done,  and  I  backed  off  easily  with 
the  engine  and  waited  till  the  IlmUim  cnrne  tiut.  when  I  followctl  that 
Htoamer  in.  The  Inioy  had  ilrifted  in  ihe  gale  more  than  a  mile  to  the 
westward. 

I  have  replaced  the  Imr  buoy  in  it«  original  and  pi-oper  position  and 
have  put  down  also  the  casks  "of  the  Auifitu/n,  slung  with  stout  chain 
and  anchon><]  with  from  a(11>  to  (HW  pounds  of  kenthnlge.  In  the  posi- 
tions of  those  buoys  placed  hert;  by  the  (Vjost  Survey  and  still  marked 
upim  the  chart. 

1  enclose  a  traeiug  of  the  pass,  tho  position  of  the  wi-eek,  with  u  buoy 
marking  the  spot  where  the  Swner^ct  lay,  which  was  pliicod  there  by 
me  for  fntiire  guidance. 

The  morning  of  the  12tb  I  sent  my  executive  officer,  Mr.  Chatfield, 
in  the  launch  upon  a  reconnoitcring  trip  to  the  eastward,  with  iustruc-

Piwt  end  of  Dog- Island,  stood  to  the  oastwaro.  felt  my  way  witli  the

[Harbor]  within  l,loO  yanlsof  the  snore,  and  having- within  easy  rang© 
of  my  guns  tho  most  extenaivo  ael  of  salt  works  1  havo  yet  seen  upou 
the  coast. 

I  shelled  the  woods  and  i^iRnt  Mr.  Chatfield,  the  executive  officer  in 
coiDiunnd  of  all  the  \K>atti  and  .siinill  arms  men,  lushore  to  dcj^troy  the 
work.". 

My  Intatfl  were  protected  witli  iron  plating. 

Two  conlrabaiiciH  came  down,  were  picked  up  by  a  Txiat  I  sent  on 
ghcin>  afl<>r  I  hem,  and  g)iv(^  me  some  infoniiatiou  ndative  to  other 
W()rkw.  These  were  ul,s«i  de.sti-oyed,  I  going  to  (me  in  the  launch  and 
Mr.  ('hulfield  lini^liing  the  otliors. 

1  enclose  his  reportj*. 

The  expedition  was  entirely  .successful.  The  largest  range  of  works 
upon  tho  coast  1  think,  whicl»  have  beeu  ."jo  long  .spuken  of  us  in  (he 
vicinity  of  Eiast  Pass,  is  at  liiist  thoroughly  broken  up. 

Sixty-five  sjilt  kettles  were  destroyed,  juore  than  :^00  bushels  of  salt 
scftttei'ed  over  the  sand,  four  distinct,  stations  demolished,  and  ahon; 
ao  hut.s  iind  houses  with  all  their  apptmitns  for  const  meting  and  repair- 
ing the  works,  burned  to  the  ground.  \Vc  were  not  opposed  by  any- 
one, all  the  whites  having  fled.  The  horse  company,  however,  was 
expected  there  by  the  contraljauda. 

Acting  Master  Chattield  displayed  much  officer-like  ability  in  his 
management  of  the  small-arms  men  on  shore,  where  more  tact  and 
prudence  ur*  necessary  than  is  generally  conceded. 

One  of  the  contrabands  iiltove  mentioned,  who  sought  protection  at 
Alligjilor  Ray  [Harbor],  informs  me  that  at  the  time  he  was  at  work 
near  the  akstruetions  of  the  Apalachicola  Kiver,  the  guciiM)!it  Chiittd' 
homh^e  eauie  down  to  them  with  the  intention  of  forcing  her  way 
through  and  capturing  the  I'frt  Iioi/^if^  lK>als,  tiicn  upon  an  expedition 
up  that  river;  that  finding  her  means  insufficient,  that  vessel  steaniiKl 
Itturk  toward  the  town  of  Chattahoochee  to  get  niorc  boats  with  which 
to  achieve  that  object,  and,  owing  to  some  fault  of  the  engineer,  blew 
up,  killing  and  disabling  all  hut  18  souls  ou  board. 

His  story  is  consistent,  and  he  states  having  himself  seen  the  guns 
at  the  town  and  the  graves  of  the  men.  l?our  officers  were  kilted. 
One  of  the  gun.s  is  at  Tallaha-sscc. 

He  also  stat».\sthat  the  officials  abandoned  for  the  present  all  attempts 
to  recover  the  spars  and  rigging,  but  devote  all  their  nieuns  towanl 
the  completion  of  the  ironclad  building  at  Columbus,  which,  according 
to  my  notion,  will  be  of  alxjut  ils  nuich  service  in  getting  down  the 
river  as  the  fumed  (.%Utoh*MK'h>'<.  ib*elf. 

Various  iviwrt^^  are  curnint  altoul  this  tronelad.  and  the  prevalent 
idea  now  is  thai  she  draws  7  or  8  feet  water.  If  uo,  she  can  not  cross 
the  bar  off  the  town.

Following;  your  instructions,  I  iirocetuifKi  to  thn  eastward,  in  the 
diri'ctioii  of  AlIi;jalor  Hay  [Harbor].  At  T  a.  ni.,  u  hravy  .s(|ua!I  rom- 
in(f  up.  1  was  obliy:fd  to  run  iuto  a  .-*iuall  cove  at  the  oust  end  of  Dog 
iHlatiu,  where  I  niichored  and  awaited  the  pa;»sa{;e  of  the  t>toriu. 

At  11  a.  m.,  the  weather  elottrinjf  up,  1  continued  my  eoui-we  to  the 
eastward,  observing  the  loeuJity  of  the  sboalsj,  tnkinj;  wundings  iu 
from  ^k  fathoniH  to  8  feet  water,  noting  them  upon  the  a4^cuni[)unying 
chart. 

At  the  distance  of  about  3  miles  from  th(;  mouth  of  Alligat^ir  liay 
fllarlior]  di^tcovered  a  range  of  salt  works,  hut  was  uimhlr  to  lind  more 
than  lu  feet  of  water  at  the  distance  of  li  mile-i  from  Uie  .thore. 

Keconnoiterin*;  the  shore  at  t-ho  distance  of  from  fnie-half  to  three- 
quarters  of  a  mile,  I  discovered  several  other  ninge-^  of  salt  works,  tlio 
most  extensive  of  which  uni  situated  at  tlie  mouth  of  Alligator  Hay 
fHarI)or],  at  which  jjIjicc  there  is  good  anchorage  in  12  feet  water  at 
the  di^Iimre  of  about  u  mile  from  the  beach. 

Continuing  my  cours*!  some  distan<'e  farther  toward  South  Wej^t 
Cape.  an4l  finding  no  more  works  of  any  kind.  I  llnished  my  observa- 
tions at  T  p.  m.  and  worketl  off  to  i)o^  Island  Kcef,  where,  the  wind 
hieing  ahead  and  the  night  coming  in  dark,  I  anchored  and  lay  until 
daylight. 

Getting  underway  at  daylight  next  morning,  I  was  on  my  yjussage 
returning  to  the  ship  when  1  discovered  her  underway  standing 
towanl  UM.     I  reported  on  board  at  K:;-JO  o'clock  a.  ul. 

1  am  of  the  opinion  thut  an  expedition  to  break  up  the  salt  workn 
would  be  attended  with  but  little  danger,  as  the  ground  is  too  o|x!n 
for  an  nnibush  to  I>c  successful  and  the  operationt^  of  the  men  cun  be 
oouducted  under  cover  of  the  gum*  of  the  vesHcl.

Sib:  I  enclose  hemwith  copies  of  a  letter  from  her  Britaonif  Majesty's 
vice-consul  at  thin  plat'o,  a  hst  of  aiticlo-s  allege'  to  have  l»een  niisHiiig- 
from  tho  British  schooner  Ctmut  when  in  charge  of  thu  prize  crew 
from  tho  U.  S.  gunlioHt  Ixonmelia^  a  letter  from  myself  to  C/aptain 
Goldshoroiig^h.  a  letter  from  I^ieutenant-Commandcr  \V.  K.  Mayo  to 
C-aptain  GoTtishorough.  and  a  report,  from  Acting  Miuster  Thomas  C. 
Dunn  to  Lieutenant-Ct^mumTidcr  Mjivo. 

Wlien  this  matter  wiis  rciHtrtf^d  l4»  nie  the  Kanmphfi's  people,  hftving 
been  dischargwl  hy  the  district  court,  were  on  iKmrd  tho  steamer  ^i/^<v)<V, 
to  return  to  this  vessel.  I  had  issued  the  order  to  detain  them  that  the 
proper  investigation  should  l>e  had,  when  the  prize  master  came  to  me 
with  the  fornier  ca,ptain  of  the  prize  and  represented  that  the  alleged 
depredations  Imd  heca  coimiiilted  hv  others  than  this  prize  crew,  also 
belonging  to  the  Juniairlm^  who  had  iK-en  in  charge  of  the  ^Wc/ dur- 
ing the  night  previous  to  her  leaving  for  this  place.  Of  course,  there- 
fore, no  investigation  conld  he  had  here,  and  I  referred  the  question 
to  tiie  commanding  ofliccr  off  Mobile,  not  only  a;*  being  an  alleged 
*»rcuch  of  naval  discipline,  but  a«  a  matter  which  would  be  referred  to 
.0  British  Government. 

The  statement  of  Acting  Master  Dunn  appears  perfectly  satisfactory 
to  me.  although  the  whole  affair  hiis  pjisso<l  out  of  my  hands;  but  the 

Iwculiar  t()ne  <if  LieutenantC'onnnander  Mayo's  letter  (together  with 
il»)  injudicious  use  of  adjei-tives,  his  int^orrecl  statement  ofpiiints,  bia 
wild  reasoning,  and  his  arbitrary  conelusions)  has  induce*!  the  Indief 
that  he  is  intellectually  incH|>abIe  of  giuspiiig  the  fact  that  the  a<'euiiia- 
tion  ("omes  from  others  than  myself,  and  that  he  requircf*  some  i"di- 
cions  advice  as  to  the  proper  temjier  to  be  preserved  in  his  official 
tt»rre.sHK»ndencc.  I  would  therefore  leave  tho  matter  in  your  bands, 
as  Ilia  iinnHHliate  siifierior  an<l  conmiandirg  officer,  for  such  action  as 
will  i-orrect  these  little  defects  iirid  enhance  the  value  of  Lieuteiiant-

Admiral:  Having  had  need  of  an  extra  boat  to  relieve  those  of  thla 
vessel  wat<.^hiug  along  the  coast  between  tlii.s  and  the  Crystal  River,  I 
bad  the  sloop  l>o«t,  captured  on  the  9th  instant,  littcd  up.  Orderly 
Sergeant  C.  Nugent  supcrintcndexl  the  work  with  stdil  and  zeal.  On 
the  11th  inntant  she  wvlh  manned  by  (i  of  the  guard  of  this  vessel  and 
sent  in  charge  of  Sergeant  Nugent  to  the  Withlucoochee  with  orders 
to  watch  for  the  ajipeanimB  of  tha  T'/vVm*. 

On  the  15th  iui^tant  h«  reconnoitered  (i  niilea  up  the  Crystal  River; 
a  log  breastwork  attracting  bin  attention,  lie  lanae<l  with  4  men  and 
drove  a  guard  of  11  relnil  soldierM  into  the  swamp.  One  shot  waw 
fired  by  the  officer  in  conunaud,  whith  took  effect  in  the  sergeant's 
waist  pouch.  The  fire  wa«  not  returned  by  the  guard,  the  sergeant's 
gallantry  not  permitting  it,  as  there  was  a  woman  among  the  fugitives. 

A  nunilK?r  of  papers  were  found,  which  I  forward.  The  deserter 
mentioned  in  one  is  tlie  Hy.  Sellwootl,  ordinary  Hcanian,  deserter 
from  one  of  uiy  boats.  Ai}[)arently  the  squad  numlwrcd  13  men  on 
the  rolls. 

The  oi-der  given  by  Captain  Chambers  in  another  paper  alwut  call- 
ing on  the  crew  of  the  Frolic  to  defend  the  place  in  case  of  our 
attack,  [isl  iuterostiue,  if  it  be  true  that  she  sails  under  British  coloi-s. 

Enclosed  please  lina  list  of  the  marines  who  manned  the  guard  bout 
and  of  the  arm^f,  etc.,  brought  ofl.    They  had  no  means  for  brlugiug 
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off  (ho  tents  and  caaip  equipage.     1  will  forwar*!  tho  anas,  etc,' 
Key  West  by  the  V.  I?,  schooner  Ttco  Si«Urei.

Iwinga 
vessel  of  the  second  class,  would,  1  suppose,  as  flagship,  )*c  ossitrnpd  to 
a  commander;  1  would  thpreforo  request  that  one  "f  the  foHnwing 
ofticcrH,  viz,  Conunandc'r  James  II.  Strong,  Conuuandpr  R«ed  Warden, 
Commander  FMward  Donaldson,  Commander  John  (■.  Howell,  Com- 
mander (jeorge  H.  Cooper,  Commauder  John  C.  Febiger,  Conunander 
Somerville  NiehoLson,  be  ordered  to  command  her,  if  consistent  with 
tho  views  of  the  Department  and  nut  distasteful  to  tlic  oflicer  himself. 
Among  these  I  would  prefer  to  have  Commander  Howell. 

Should  such  an  arrangement  be  impossible  or  inexpedient.  I  propose 
to  transfer  Lieulcnant-Conuiiandcr  K.  Y.  McOaulcy  t<i  the  cinutiiand 
of  this  vessel  and  to  ndieve  him  with  Lieulrenaiil-Couiumnder  Quackcn- 
bush  in  th«  coummnd  of  tlie  J'^ort  J/enn/.  In  that  event  I  would  dcsnv 
to  have  a  lieutenant  sent  out  as  executive  officer  of  this  vessel,  aud,  if 
possible,  a  graduate  of  the  Academy  as  a  drill  officer.

fiiK:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  at  1:^0  p.  m.  of  the  tJth  instant, 
having  learned  from  two  refugees,  named  James  Henrv  Thompson 
and  Milledge  Rrannen,  thnt  two  vessels  were  seen  at  daylight  thut 
morning  on  Cape  Haze  attempting  to  run  fuit.  lomled  with  cot- 
ton, I  iliKpiitchiHl  Acting  KnnignH  Eas(tn  and  Ru-ssell  and  Acting  Mas- 
ter's Mat4'  Hrownt".  witri  the  hrst  and  sei-ond  cuttei-s  of  this  ship  with 
33  of  our  civw,  and  the  refugees  as  pilots,  all  armed  and  equipped,  to 
the  tender  sknip  liomdie.,  which  was  at  that-  time  stationed  behind  Pine 
IsUnd,  with  written  instructions  to  Acting  Knsign  Charles  V.  Clark, 
connnanding  the  Rmaiit.  The  surgeon  of  this.ship.l)octor  I*ajre,  accom- 
panied the  expedition.  Our  boat.^,  not  tinding  the  linno/U  at  Pine 
Island,  proceeded  up  Peace  Creek  to  Punia  (iorda  and  anchored  until 
the  next  monnng  (the  7th).  when  they  discovenid  the  R»mii!e  about 
b  miles  above  them.  It  appears  that  the  Rmatie  had  changed  her 
position  to  the  mouth  of  Peace  Creek,  when,  discovering  the  two  ves- 
sels some  miles  above  at  anchor,  she  attempted  to  go  to  them  and  had 
gone  thus  fur  when  si>e  grounde<l.  the  vessels  meanwhile  g*'tling 
underway  and  sailing  up  the  creek  out  of  sight.  The  bcmts.  together 
with  the  sloop,  now  slowly  {proceeded  np  the  creek,  the  sloop  frequently 
grounding.  Abcmt  sunset  it  Ijeing  impossible  to  get  lartlier  with  the 
sloop,  the  boats  anchored  for  the  ni^ht. 

At  ([  o'clock  the  following  monnng,  the  8th  instant,  the  first  and 
second  cutteis.  in  command  of  Acting  Knsigns  Eason  and  Uussell.  pro- 
ceeded 5  miles  farther  up  to  Horse  Creek,  where  they  found  the  two 
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veHsels,  the  soliooner  Aruiy  of  Nassau,  Kew  Providence,  and  a  small 
nloop,  l>oth  apixiiciitiy  loaded  with  cotton.  No  one  was  on  Imard  of 
them.  Ml".  E;lsuii  with  5  raeu  took  possession  of  the  HcliCHiner,  and 
Mr.  Russell  with  2  men  of  the  sloop,  and  towed  them  with  (he  boaU 
to  the  JiofalU'.  By  means  of  polin^j;,  towing,  and  tiailinjf,  the  /itMah'e 
the  boats  and  the  two  prizes  arrived  at  Punla  (Jiorda  at  dark,  where 
they  anchored  for  the  nig^ht.  At  davlitrht  on  tlie  niorinjj  of  (lie  IHh, 
the  prize  schooner,  in  charge  of  Acting  Knsign  Ka.son,  and  the  priKe 
sloop,  in  charge  of  Acting  Ensign  Uusnell,  got  underway  and,  with  tbej 
Momlic  and  the  Iwits,  arrived  at  this  ve«seTal)oul  2  o'clot-k  p.  m.;  the 
/iosafw,  on  account  of  the  rough  weather,  talung  the  prize  sloop  in  tow 
off  Cape  Haze. 

1  have  the  honor  to  enclose  a  copy  of  my  instructions  to  Acting* 
Ensign  Chnrlefti  P.  Clark,  commanding  the  Iii>mlie. 

The  commanding  officer  of  the  Or-iH  iff  the  Sm,  which  haw  relieved 
thiB  vest^el  at  this  station,  having  occiu^ion  to  ^end  the  lifmalu  to  Key 
West,  I  embrace  the  opportunity  of  8eiidiug  the  prizes  in  cimrgeof 
Acting  Ensign  Clark  conuiiandiug  her.

Sia:  In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  passed  the  night  of  the 
5th  near  Pine  Island  Passage  [Sound],  in  this  harbor. 

On  the  moniiijg  of  the  0th,  fearing  that  Mr.  Thompson  would  pass 
us  unobserved  (the  water  being  s>hoat  for  about  a  mile  from  C«pe  Haze), 
1  got  underway  and  mn  over  toward  the  mouth  of  Peace  Creek,  that 
we  might  be  certain  of  falling  in  with  him,  tis  you  directed. 

Just  inside  at  about  i*  a.  m.,  seeing  a  schooner  and  a  sloop  at  anchor, 
I  stood  for  them.  They  made  siiil  innnediately  and  I  followed  for  about 
10  miles,  when  this  sloop  tcxik  tlip  gnmnd  and  remained  ashore  for 
several  houi>.  On  getting  her  off  I  anchored  for  the  night,  the  wind 
compelling  us  to  defer  our  return  to  the  hark  till  dayligHt. 

About  S  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  7th  vourordera  of  the  6th 
reached  me,  and  I  proceeded  to  execute  tbeui  so  Jar  as  the  change  in  the 
situation  made  them  applicable. 

After  putting  the  arms  in  order  1  got  underway  at  9  a.  m.,  having 
Acting  Ensigns  Easun  and  Kussell,  Doctor  Page,  Acting  Master's  Mate 
Browne,  Thompson,  and  Hrannen,  and  the  lirat  and  second  cutters  and( 
38  men  fi-om  the  Rentlftu'  with  this  sloo]). 

At  sunset,  being  unable  to  get  over  a  bar  between  Foita  Ogden  and 
Winder,  we  anchored  for  the  uight  about  45  miles  from  Boca  Grande  | 
[Charlotte  Harbor]. 

At  daylight  this  morning,  leaving  the  sloop  in  charge  of  Acting 
Master's  Mute  Browne.  1  went  about  5  miles  farther  up  the  river  with 
all  the  boats,  and  diijcovcrcd  in  a  narrow  creek,  hidden  among  the  treesi 


without  kpppors,  the  .schooner  ^Ih/i.  of  Nawfli;,  New  ProvidcDcc, 
and  a  sloop,  Uitli  (if  wliich  appear  to  Iw?  lotuictl  with  cottou. 

Thkiu^'  rliaifie  of  them,  I  Imve  hroaght  them  down,  with  the  assist- 
ance of  y*>ui'  oIlicerH  and  iin*n^  and  uwait  youv  further  orders. 

From  the  continuous  rain  I  have  been  unable  to  mnkc  an  iDvontory 
of  their  tackle  and  the  loose  effects,  hut  tliey  are  as  I  found  them, 
exceptini^  st>nie  stores  uece.s.sary  for  the  use  of  the  expedition. 

It  may  be  pro[Xir  to  add  that  on  our  iMiswage  down  we  met  »  lx)at 
froui  the  L".  S.  Iiark  (rtr/i  of  the  iSVa,  and  were  politely  offered  any 
asaiytuncc.  but  needed  none. 

The  ^uerriliafi  who  followed  ua  down  the  river  for  aevend  miles 
were  all  that  we  j^aw  of  the  enemy.

Sik:  As  1  have  already  Informed  the  Department,  the  prize  sloop 
Homlif.  was  taken  into  the  service  on  the  appmiscmeut  of  the  couit, 
wa«  placed  under  the  command  of  Acting  Ensign  Charles  P.  Clark, 
and  attjiched  as  a  tender  to  the  blockading  vessel  at  Charlotte  Harbor. 
During  the  month  that  she  has  been  absent  from  this  port  she  has 
captured  four  prizes,  one  being  a  sponging  vessel  cleared  from  here 
that  was  endeavoring  to  slip  in  past  the  blockade,  and  whose  crew  I 
have  sent  north  as  prisoners;  another  being  the  schooner  Ann^  of 
Nassau,  cut  out  some  2U  miles  up  Peace  Creek  with  about  13  bales  of 
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cotton,  and  the  other  two  JK-ine;  snmll  eraft  uf  but  little  vahie.  By 
these  ea])tures  more  ihmi  doiiTile  the  value  of  the  Ii'mi/n-  has  l»eeii 
realized,  apart  from  the  siitirifaclion  of  closinji^  up  effectually  one  of 
the  many  small  chuimels  of  this  coast.  This  result  is  nniiiily  due  to 
the  remarkable  zeal,  energ'v,  and  ability  of  Acting'  Ensign  Clark,  who, 
in  iiddition  to  his  unusual  professional  qualities,  is  «n  educated  gvntle- 
Dian.  I  have  therefore  appointed  him  an  acting  master  iu  the  Is'avy, 
subject,  of  courne.  to  the  approval  of  the  Department. 

A  ptvrtjon  of  the  credit  is  al*io  duo  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the 
parent  vej^el  (Acting  Ma-sler  William  R.  Rrowne,  ai  the  Imrk  Jif^f- 
leHti),  under  whose  onlers  (he  /imtfh'r  acted^  and  to  her  own  officern 
and  crew.  u»  well  as  the  tletachiuent  from  the  RestUxi*  who  a.ssiuted 
in  the  expedition.  But  ^till  I  think  Mr.  Clark  is  worthy  of  hus 
promotion.

then,  she  has  not  yet  arrived.  The  army  schooner  Matchltm  was  also 
to  have  started  from  there  on  the  5th,  and  she,  too.  has  failed  to  arrive.

Sir:  In  sending  the  Jfi^jutlia  north  for  new  hollers,  agreeably  to 
the  orders  of  the  Department,  1  woiJd  most  urgently  retjut'st  that  .she 
may  be  returned  to  tai.s  scjuadruu,  an  from  her  great  sj>ecd  and  capacity, 
together  with  her  light  draft,  she  is  emiuently  adapted  to  tho  auty  of 
carrying  supplies  to  the  vessels  on  permanent  blockade  along  the  coast, 
and,  incidentally,  also  of  capturing  blockade  runners  while  passing 
back  and  forth.  I  know  of  no  vessel  that  could  perform  thi.s  service 
with  e(jual  advantage  to  the  public  interests,  and  her  temporary 
incapacity  has  been  of  }*erious  detriment  by  obliging  mc  to  charter 
merchant  vessels  or  to  withdraw  the  fa-st  crui.sen*  from  tho  important 
duty  of  the  offshore  blockade  in  order  to  keep  the  others  supplied. 
I  therefore  hope  that  the  necessary  work  to  rendtu-  her  eflicieut  may 
be  hurried  as  much  as  possible. 

I  would  abo  request  that  two  additional  24-pounder  howitzers  b© 
added  to  her  armament. 

1  would  further  remind  tho  Department  that  the  Jftffrwlh  is  a  fourth- 
rate,  and  would  gtjit*  tlmt  in  consequence  of  thin  a  commander  is  natu- 
rally averse  to  be  ansigned  to  her;  at  the  satue  time,  I  consider  it 
inuiortant  for  ninny  reasons  that  she  should  he  in  charge  of  a  regular 
officer.

All  pcn*omi  i-aptnrwl  on  lH>ard  of  vf«9f>lfl  rnnnioR  or  attempting  to  ran  the  bIwbaHe, 
exMupt  foreigTiere,  will  be  retaioed  att  pri^onem  ami  ht'Ul  iiorlli  by  the  firet  o]iportii- 
nity.  Persons  though  foreipn  bom,  if  naturaliw^d,  or  if  thi-y  hav«  ejiemiieil  'ho  ritfht 
of  ritixcnship,  such  am  voting  ut  vlec'tioiu),  will  be  retained  iu  custody  like  nativti 
dtJKenB.

Sib:  I  have  to  report  that  an  expedition,  con.siHtiiig'  of  h  iiruKxl 
boat^  from  tin'  Htejinicr  Snmrrxct  ana  '\  from  the  steiimer-  Sfar^  and 
Siriprn^  together  with  an  amfxilance  lioiit.  the  whole  nndi-r  Lieiitenucit- 
OimnmndiT  Crosumn,  and  rnimlHM'in;^  ISO  personM,  ^ltarted  up  tlie  St. 
Mark.s  River  on  the  nijfht  of  llm  l^th  itista.nt,  mainly  with  a  view  to 
makini;  a  thorough  reronnoiHsance.  and,  incidpnliilly,  alM>  (o  itiflit-ting 
sUfh  (lamagc  upon  the  enemy  as  the  circumstances  might  render  feas- 
ible. Every  preeaution  was  taken  to  avoid  obiiorvation  until  such  time 
a.-^  an  opportunity  should  present  itself  for  striking  an  unexpei'ted 
blow;  hut  the  promise  of  rain  was  not  kept,  and  this,  together  with  the 
unfortunate  vigilance  and  promptness  of  a  picket  stationeO  at  Port 
Leon,  rendered  further  secrecy  impossible.  A  few  shots  were  ex- 
changed, and  one  of  our  men  wa.s  slightly  wouudert,  and  a-s  their  fjigual 
fires  and  alarm  guns  showed  an  instant  state  of  readiness,  as  also  it 
was  known  that  (JOtf  lebel  troops  could  bo  conccntmted  at  an  hour's 
notice,  the  boat;*  were  withdniwn,  having  first  ascertjiiived  that  the 
channel  was  obstruc-tetl  a>iout  I.tHKlyards  l)elow  Port  T-*(M)n.  so  that  the 
vesselscouUl  not  pjiss  up.  I'nder  tliecircumslancesany  further  opera- 
tions in  that  direction  were  wisely  altumloned.  beyond  throwing  a  few 
shell  at  the  trains,  which  were  hringing  in  troops  from  TKUaha.-*see.  and 
burning  (he  stairway  of  the  light-lious«^,  where  a  lookout  is  kept. 

Lieutpnant-C'onmiander  Crosman  then  turned  his  attention  to  some 
salt  works  on  Mat-sh's  Island,  near  the  Ocklockonee  Kiver,  from  which 
it  was  supposed  the  men  had  probably  been  calh^d  in  for  the  defense 
of  St.  Marks,  and  where  consequently  our  men  destroyed  50  salt 
boilers,  together  witti  the  buildings  attached  and  some  iV)  bushels  of 
salt,  without  opiK>sition  or  loss,  beside  capturing  8  prisoners  and  roa- 
cuing  d  contratiaiids. 

LieutennntC'onmiander  (Yosmau  is  warm  in  his  coninieudation  of 
the  oflicei's  and  meu  of  both  vcsesels  acting  under  his  orders,  l>oth  as  to 
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tli«ir  spirit  and  pffiriency,  antl  1  am  i^nHtmitit^d  t«  express 
opinion  of  hini.

U.  S.  S.  SOMEBSET. 

Ea^t  Pa**,  St.  G&vffig  Sound,  July  16,  IS&3. 

Sir:  On  the  5th  1  requested  Lieutenant- Commander  Morrife  to  send 
me  the  Chamhrrs  at  this  place,  Miat  I  niicfht  leave  that  vessel  t^  main- 
tain the  blockade  while  I  wert  lo  St.  XIarki  to  relieve  the  S(ari>  oud 
StriptM  in  case  Bho  needed  coal,  as  I  expected,  and  to  destroy  all  the 
aalt  workn  in  that  vicinity. 

On  the  Sth  the  Ch<tmher/t  anchored  in  East  Pass. 

The  morning  of  the  12th  got  underway  for  St.  Marks,  anchored  off 
Ocklockonec  Nioal  at  about.  3  p.  ni.,  13  niiles  from  the.  light-honrte.  and 
tired  a  gnu  upon  mv  arrival.  The  Star»  and  Stn'jh'M  was  8(K)n  along- 
side. Captam  Wilfcomb  (old  rae  be  bad  plenty  of  coal,  and  I  wmml 
have  returned,  hul  il  occurri'd  u*  nie  that  no  tnooii  would  be  up  that 
nighl;  (bat  it  wiu*  nearl}  change:  that  there  wius  gvuerally  a  wniart 
breejce  during  the  night;  that  the  lidew  wen- .spring anil  neap,  or  neurly 
so,  and  I  orf»>red  him  to  pn^inre  all  his  men  and  boats  for  a  niglit 
ext>edition. 

After  the  shade**  of  evening  had  »ihut  in  the  vessels  from  the  vigilant 
gaze  of  the  rcliel  picket-.*i  in  the  light-house  both  ships  got  underway, 
steamed  up  U*  the  bar.  and  anchored. 

At  11  p.  m.  five  hoats  from  the  Sfrmcrfnt  and  three  from  the  .S7./r« 
arid  .S/r//;c«  shoved  olf,  fi>riue<l  line  ahead,  ujid  pulled  for  the  mouth  of 
the  river.  The  oars  were  all  mufllcd  and  a  spare  set  of  mufller.s  was 
in  each  boat.  Eauh  man  had  his  metal  Uiyonetscabbard  covered  with 
blue  llttunel  and  a  white  lap  to  be  put  on  at  the  order.  Handcuffs  and 
spare  trailing  line.-<  were  also  jnovided  to  secui-e.  the  prisoners. 

Before  starting  the  o!fi(y*rs  were  told  the  object  of  the  exjH'dition, 
which  WHS  thi-  first  intinmtion  they  retieived.  This  was  to  piss  up  the 
iSt,  Marks  to  the  Wakulla  Kiver  altuve  the  hospital,  land,  storai  the 
battery  and  spike  the  guns,  then  embark,  make  a  dash  at  Newport, 
a»pture  the  S/^r/tt/,  make  prize  of  all  (lie  cotton  in  that  neighburhood, 
burn  (he  Government  liuildings,  which  are  extensive  and  valuable,  and 
comedown  the  river  in  the  o^^rwy,  whose  two  guns  beside  our  own 
rifles  would  effectually  st^our  the  banks. 

No  precaution  wai*  neglected,  and  all  were  enthusiastic  and  sanguine 
of  suci-eaa. 

With  the  young  flood  tide,  at  9  p.  m.,  wo  pulled  for  the  mouth  of  the 
river.  On  entering  it  the  pilot  cnine  into  my  boat  and  the  line  pro- 
ceeded slowly  and  silently,  threading  its  way  among  the  oyster  bars 
and  numerous  shoals  of  the  channel.  1  led  the  boats,  and  the  St/tuTset'tr 
boats  preceded  thf^we  of  the  Stn/'/t  und  Sfn'jX'j*,  the  nrabulance  boat 
bringing  up  the  rear.     We  numbered  VH),  all  told. 
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Th«^  pirket  liros  couhl  be  soen  dimly  burning  ncur  tho  lijrlit-houso 
and  abuuL  the  solid  (jround  to  the  east  of  the  river,  mid  one  faint  light 
showed  itself  at  Port  Loon  ubout  li  miles  from  the  battery  at  St. 
Market,  near  which  li^ht  we  miLst  pass  within  less  than  lOti  yards. 
The  clouds  which  in  siartinK^  had  obscured  the  stars  were  fast  fading 
away,  and  the  fresh  bi"eezo  too  had  died  entirely  out.  Yet  thei-e  was 
no  moon,  and  1  hoped  we  might  pa.ss  unobserved  by  keeping  close 
ao^inst  the  west  bank,  where  the  iKiat^  would  bi^  projected  against  the 
high  [iwanip  grasw  of  tht*  «hnre.  I  had  given  or(iei>i  that  if  wn  .-ihould 
bt"  tirrd  npon  by  a  jiirki't.  nu  one  was  to  ri-lurn  it  without  an  order. 

Pulling  silently  and  slowly  clost^  in  to  the  graHH,  no  noise  could  be 
heard  save  the  plash  of  the  water  a^  it  struck  the  liows  of  the  boats 
and  rippled  jwwt,  and  we  reached  Port  Leon,  when  the  picket  hailed 
us.  All  the  l>oats  laid  on  their  oars.  I  replied  to  his  hail,  that  I  had 
Iteen  fishing  down  the  river  and  was  going  up  to  St.  Marks  to  sell  the 
fish. 

He  hailed  again  and  told  nie  toronie  on  shore.  \  iTplied  that  I  was 
corning,  ami  whi."*j»enng  to  my  executive  officer  to  keep  the  bonlM  in 
their  pn-sent  [K>sition,  went  toward  the  lire  w  ith  the  intention  of  cap- 
luring  the  guard  before  Ihey  could  give  the  alarm.  Presently  a  brand 
was  thrown  in  the  air,  the  fire  eommenced  to  burn  brightly,  two  or 
three  caps  snapixnl,  then  apparently  having  found  one  that  would  go, 
the  picket  sent  a  bullet  through  the  biceps  muscle  of  one  of  my  men 
in  the  launch.  Four  or  five  shots  were  given  us,  and  seeing  the  signal 
fires  blazing  up  brightly  all  about  the  east  part  of  the  river,  knowing 
tho  surprise  was  now  over  and  no  chance  of  effecting  our  purpose 
renmiiied,  I  gave  onlers  to  return  tho  fire. 

Two  .signal  guns  were  tired  fi-om  the  Imttery.  and  everything 
denoted  consternation  and  alarm  upon  the  part  of  the  enemy.  Had 
I  kept  on  [  should  have  pulled  through  a  narrow  river  exposed  for  1 
mile  to  the  raking  fire  of  the  battery,  to  the  fire  of  skirmishers  upon 
the  east  bank,  and  probably  by  the  time  I  arrived  my  force  would 
have  been  so  reduced  as  to  make  an  assault  the  result  of  more  folly. 
T  therefon^  ivith  nmch  i-egrel-  gave  the  order  to  retifat,  fonned  the 
line  in  iwernii  order,  bringing  up  tlie  rear  myself,  ami  pulled  ([uietly 
Iiack;  the  Sftirn  tnid  Sfrifhs"  launch  whii-h  I  had  oniered  to  lead  the 
retreat,  on  account  of  her  jrreat  draft  of  water,  nipturing  a  }«aillK>at 
with  compass,  provisions,  cigars,  charts,  etc.,  on  the  way.  Two  men 
who  wero  in  the  Uoat  iunii>ed  out  and  hud  to  wade  dome  2  miles 
through  swamps  Iw  reacn  solid  ground. 

We  reached  the  ships  at  5  a.  m.  on  tho  13th. 

Meade,  the  man  wounded,  will  soou  be  well  again,  as  bis  wound  \a 
quite  slight. 

The  afternoon  of  tlie  13th  two  caix  were  seen  to  come  into  St. 
Marks  and  shortly  after  another  tnun,  no  doul>l  bringing  troops  from 
Tallahu-ssce. 

I  steamed  in  toward  Spanish  Hole,  ;*helling  the  troops  about  the 
light-hfiuse,  the  Star»  a />'/  Sfr/pe^  du'in^  the  same.  The  morning  of 
the  nth  1 'anchored  in  Spanish  Ilole.  sent  a  Ijoat  on  shore  to  pull  to 
pieces  a  «hed  at  the  light-house  that  I  might  have  material  to  build  a 
coal  bill  around  my  steam  drum,  and  also  stakes  to  put  down  upon  the 
bars  of  the  river. 

1  went  myself  then  to  the  last  slake,  which  marki^  the  point  of  an 
oyster  baralMtut  l.sHH)  yards  to  the  southward  of  Port  I^ecm,  and  found 
a  scow  sunk  with  about  1*K)  tons  of  stone,  right  in  the  channel.     My 
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vessel  was  all  ready  t*"  g"*^  "P*  ^nd  had  it  not  been  for  thisoKslniction, 
iDsunnountuhle  iu%  it  is,  1  am  ijuile  Ktire  1  could  have  whipfH'd  tlie 
rebels  from  their  Imt.terv,  spiked  the  guun^  captured  the  S/frat/,  and 
deetroj-ed  Xewixirt. 

I  ne"glected  to  state  that  the  Spray  came  down  on  the  13th  within 
altout  4  mile-K  of  my  vessel  and  hoisted  a  flag  of  truce.  1  responded 
with  one  at  the  fore,  and  when  a  boat  came  from  her,  sent  Mr.  Chat- 
tiold.  the  cxeoutive  officer,  in  the  launch  witli  a  flag  of  truce  to  com- 
nmnicutc  with  her.  The  object,  J  think,  was  to  reconnoiter,  bat  the 
only  que^^tion  they  desired  to  propound  was  in  relation  to  the  white  and 
yellow  llaff  at  the  main,  which  they  had  supposed  to  be  a  flag  of  true^?. 

The  Sjtnnjit  boat  met  mine  "equally  distant  from  the  ressek.  No 
infonnalion  whatever  was  elicited. 

On  the  15th  1  landed  and  burned  out  the  stairway  of  the  light-house, 
besides  a  quantity  of  com  stored  there.  1  think  it  will  l>e  some  time 
before  the  rebel  pickets  can  use  the  light-house  as  a  lookout. 

Giving  up  alt  idea  of  taking  the  battery  on  account  of  the  obstruc- 
tions, I  got  underway  at  1'  a.  in.  of  the  15th,  and  in  company  with  the 
Stars  and  Strijh'Jt  steamed  down  to  the  northward  of  Ockloekonee 
Bay.  Here  we  arrived  at  l:i:30,  and  all  the  lM>ats  were  sent  on  shore 
to  destroy  the  salt  works.  My  cxerntive  officer,  Mr.  (  luUfield.  had 
command  of  (he  expedition,  and' prrfomied  lii^duty  in  a  highly  creditji- 
ble  and  offieer-likf^  manner.     I  enclose  Ins  rejHjrt: 

Some  BO  bushels  uf  salt,  a  number  of  shanties,  and  50  salt  boilers 
were  destroyed. 

Three  white  men  and  six  negroes  were  also  captured,  the  latter 
coming  off  voluntarily. 

I  will  send  them  to  you  by  the  first  opjx>rtunity- 

On  ihc  I6th  I  got  undei-way,  parted  company  with  the  Stars  and 
SirijHn,  and  arrived  here  in  the  evening. 

During  the  night  expedition  up  the  river,  ashore  at  the  salt  works, 
and  during  the  time  Captain  Willcomb  was  cooperating  with  me,  1  was 
much  pleased  with  the  activity  and  ardor  with  which  he  obeyed  my 
instructions.  His  officers  and  men  also  did  their  duty,  and  the  execu- 
tive officer  of  the  Sfar^f  »ind  Sfript's  was  always  careful,  energetic,  and 
attentive.  .\s  regards  my  own  officers,  I  have  frequently  writt^in  of 
Mr.  (.'haltietd,  who  inerit.H  the  favorable  consideration  of  the  Depart- 
ment, and  all  did  their  whole  dutv. 

1  regret  the  failure  of  a  long-cherif*iied  scheme,  hut  would  not  have 
regretted  it,  I  am  i'onlidcnt,  had  the  weather  proved  propitiouH.  Had 
that  mswtUy  picket  cot  proved  eo  vigilant  mid  wakeful,  the  att'cmpt 
would  have  been  a  complete  succe*«s,  and  1  should  have  had  the  pleasure 
of  sending  you  perhaps  6()()  or  7W  Iwiles  of  cotton.  Or  had  the  night 
proved  what  the  clouds  seemed  to  presage,  a  dark  and  rainy  one.  the 
talc  would  have  been  difl'erent. 

I  enclose*  a  sketch  of  the  battery,  a  tiwlng  of  the  river,  and  have 
drawn  a  diagram  illustrating  the  position  of  the  scow,  or  oi»stniction 
in  the  channel. 

I  am  still  convinced,  sir.  that  with  my  men  drilled  as  £hev  are  so  as 
to  be  obedient  to  the  bufjle  call  when  acting  as  j-kirmisbcrs,  I  can  whip 
the  leltels  oil  of  the  point  at  St.  Marks.  But  to  ai.-hieve  any  great 
result  I  would  like  200  or  300  soldiers;  witli  them  and  my  own  men 
1  could  march  up  to  Newport,  capture  any  quantity  of  cotton,  perhaps

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1,000  bales,  then  come  down  the  river  to  St.  Marks,  storm  the  fort, 
cut  tlio  win'H,  i-cjir  up  tlio  railroad  track,  and  throw  the  guna  into  the 
river,  returiiintr  to  tlie  ships  in  the  Spray.

Sm:  1  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  ol)ediencc  to  your  order 
directing-  me  to  organtzo  an  expedition  for  the  purpose  of  destroving 
the  salt  worku  un  Marsh*H  Inland,  Apuluohee  Bav,  1  left  the  ship  at 
1  o'clock]),  m.  July  15,  with  the  two  cutters  and  laiincbe^,  carrying  a 
force  of  (0  officers  "and  men.  The  ^i^  accompanied  the  expedition  as 
an  ambulance  boat,  in  charge  of  Assistant  Surgeon  Cooke. 

Having  asccrtAined  that  there  were  two  ditfercnt  sots  of  works  iipon 
the  island.  1  landed  my  whole  force,  threw  out  pickets  and  deployed  a 
line  of  skirmishers  to  protect  the  working  parties. 

1  found  lit  thi-i  place  some  contrabands,  wlio  informed  me  that  there 
were  no  troops  upon  the  island,  all  having  left  one  week  before. 

We  hero  de?itroycd27  salt  boilcrti.  about  60  bushels  of  salt,  and  burned 
all  the  buildings,  etc..  thus  thoroughl  v  breaking  up  the  establishments. 

Six  of  the  10  or  12  contrabands  found  at  this  place  claiming  my 
protection,!  brought  them  off  with  me,  and  they  are  now  on  board. 

The  boats  from  the  XJ.  S.  S.  Stars  and  Stripes  landed  about  one-half 
mile  to  the  right  of  us,  destroyed  23  boilers,  etc.,  and  captured  3 
prisonere. 

ITniting  our  forces,  we  reconnoitored  the  whole  island,  and  ascer- 
taining that  there  were  no  more  workn  of  any  kind,  we  returned  to  the 
ship,  arriving  on  l)oard  at  7  o'clock  p.  ni. 

The  combined  result  of  the  exi>edition  was  the  destruction  of  50  salt 
boi]ei*8,  together  with  their  builaings,  etc.,  and  BO  bu»hok  of  salt,  tho 
capture  of  Sprisouerw,  and  bringing  off  of  6  conti-abands. 

Wo  met  with  no  opi>OHition  and  returned  without  any  accident.

At  h;45  p.  ni.  my  tinst.  second,  and  third  cutters, 
under  foiimiaiiil  of  Acting  Msial-or  L.  W.  ilill,  at-tonipiinied  by  Acting 
MasterGeoi'g«Ashbury,  Acting  Assistant  Siirgponl^njaniin  Marshall, 
Acting  Assistant  Paynia>itpr  John  J.  Pratt,  Ai:tiiiE'  Ma.stpr's  Mate 
Hpnry  B.  Conklin,  and  4^  armed  iiirti,  h-ft  this  vessel  and  went  alon^- 
Hide  the  iSounTHfiL  .Vliout  1*  \}.  \n.  tliry  left  tlie  Samertuit  and  pro- 
ceeded up  the  St.  Marks  River.  Unfortunatelv  they  were  diiicovorod 
by  the  enemy's  picket,  aliout  2J  miles  below  t^ir  fort,  and  were  tired 
at  by  the  picket  as  well  a.s  the  fort,  and  were  obliged  to  ahnndon  tho 
expedition  ami  return  to  the  ship. 

The  object  of  the  expedition  was  to  surprise  tho  fort,  .spike  the 
guns,  and  make  prisoners  of  the  garrison  antlpi-oeeed  up  to  St.  Marks, 
capture  the  rebel  steamer  Spniy  and  such  other  vessels  as  they  might 
find,  then  proceed  up  to  Newport  and  destroy  the  foundry  and  machine 
»hop  at  that  place. 

(aplain  Crosman  imd  mysRlf  the  following  day  took  my  first  cutter 
and  un  arn)cd  crew  and  proi-n'cded  up  the  ri\t*r  to  .sound  and  stake  out 
the  channel  and  t<»  try  imd  fj;ft  our  ^liipt*  up,  hut  we  found  a  large 
harge  full  of  i*t4ine  sunk  acros.M  the  channel  about  li  tiiiles  below  Pt>rt 
Leon,  w)  that  it  iy  impossible  for  any  ves.sel  dmwing  over  4  fei-t  of 
water  to  pnss  by  it,  even  ut  high  tide. 

On  the  morning  of  the  Ifith,  at  (» a.  m..  Captain  Crosmati  and  myself 
went  on  shore  in  my  gig  at  the  liglit-house  and  wt  (ire  to  the  woodou 
steps  and  burned  all  the  woodwork  inside,  so  as  to  prevent  them  from 
using  it  art  a  lookout  station.  At  9  a.  m.  I  got  underway  from  Spanish 
Hole,  the  S'mo'rfd  following,  and  proceeded  close  up  to  the  mouth  of  the 
Ocklockonee  Kiver,  and  came  to  alwuta  miles  from  Pawtuxett  Point, 
armed  all  fiur  hoat-s,  and  landml  in  two  division's;  Smaersi'fs  boats 
landed  alajut  I  mile  outside  of  mine.  For  the  hiu"{h*ss  of  this  exjwdi- 
tion  I  rosimclfully  refer  you  to  the  eiu-Iowed  report  of  Acting  Master 
L.  Vi .  Hill.  They  destroyed  alwut  $30,UOU  worth  of  property  and 
captured  three  white  prisoners,  which  1  turned  over  to  ('aptala 
Crosman. 

At  2  p.  m.  Captain  ('rosman  and  myself  went  on  shore  in  my  gig 
and  landed  at  another  point  luid  set  tire  to  and  destroyed  several 
buildings. 

1  have  no  casualties  to  report.  I  aliould  have  landed  and  destroyed 
these  salt  works  before,  hut  did  not  think  it  prudent  with  k<}  small  a 
force  as  I  had  at  my  command,  as  they  have  always  kept  one  or  (wo 
companies  at  that  place;  but  they  were  recalled  to  iSt.  Marks  tho  day 
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before,  08  they  were  nnticipating  nn  attack  up  there.     The  Somttrsii 
left  here  on  the  liltli  for  her  station.

•yj  copper  tubes  for  a  boiler),  cleared  from  Havana  July  10,  1863,  and 
bound  to  Matamoras. 

We  flaw  her  nt  daylight  alK>ut  7  miles  to  the  eastward  of  us,  stand- 
ing to  the  northward  and  e^wtward  with  th«  wind  from  the  Kouthward 
and  eastward. 

When  we  came  within  range  of  uur  guns  we  hoisted  our  colors  and 
fired  a  blank  cliarge,  ujion  which  nhe  hove  to,  but  did  not  show  any 
colors. 

Her  answer  to  the  hail  of  "Where  are  you  bound?"  was  '^'"Key 
West" 

Her  captain,  William  Hudson,  come  on  board  with  his  papers, 
among  which  1  could  not  find  any  register.  While  I  was  examining 
his  papcs  a  steamer  burning  black  smoke  was  reported  in  sight,  and 
wo  went  in  chase  of  her.  After  chasinc  her  six  hours  I  gave  up  the 
attempt  and  returned  to  the  tiloop,  which  1  took  in  tow  for  Key  West

18th.  Juhj. — About  1  o'clock  a.  m.,  while  at  anchor  off  the  Swaah 
Cliannel,  trie  Aruodook  and  Kemifhec  at  tlieir  positions  to  the  east- 
ward, they  Huido  signal  "A  steamer  running  out  this  pass,  standing 
S.  E.''  \V'c  got  underway  and  stood  in  ehasc;  o^  eriuLulcd  and  passed 
tlie  gunboats,  smoke  of  cliase  in  sight;  ut  daylight  discovered  ner  to 
bo  a  side-wheel  steamer,  and  also  another  steamer  on  our  port  beam 
umkitig  blaek  smoke;  signalized  the  IiftmSr^c  to  niti  for  her;  discov- 
ered a  third  steamer  alniut  standing  for  uh;  soon  aft*^r  she  stood  for 
the  steamer  we  were  in  pursuit  of  aud  tired  several  guns;  the  ehiised 
vessel  hove  to  and  wo  sjiw  her  boai-ded  and  seized  as  a  prize  by  the 
V.  S.  S.  iJe  Sot'f,  she  showing  her  number  in  answer  to  ours;  we 
closed  in  and  found,  about  70  miles  southeast  of  our  anchorage  off 
Mobile,  the  prize  to  be  the  Jamis  BattU\  from  Mobile  for  Havana, 
cargo  i.i(>i)  ur  more  bales  of  cotton,  rosin,  crew,  anil  passengers.  I 
told  Captain  Walker,  of  the  De  Soto,  we  had  ehascd  her  fi-om  off 
Mobile  and  that  1  would  send  to  the  honorable  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
our  list  of  crew  and  otlicers,  and  directed  hiiu  to  send  the  prize  to  New 
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Orleans  for  adj^udieatioii,  saying-  it  was  your  order,  there  lh?ing^  no  dis- 
trict court  at  Key  ^Vp8t, 

While  we  were  in  ehiwe  of  the  prizy  she  thnm-  nvcrlxMird  some  50 
bales  of  cotton;  leiirn  tiince  timt  the  Arft/mtook  picked  uji  forty  odd 
Imles  of  it. 

The  OHxipfig  then  stood  to  the  eji-stwiird  to  intercept  the  steamer  we 
bad  seen  and  left  Ktntn<^)ec  in  cIhlsq  of.  At  sunset  the  hull  of  said 
steamer  was  full  in  night.  Wo  continued  to  ^in  on  her.  At  11  o'clock 
n.  ni.  Hred  30-pouiidcr  sit  her,  and  nhc  iuiniediately  hove  to  and  showed 
lights  a  ^ho^t  dis^taiicc  ahead  on  our  port  bow  (her  master  says  the  shot 
struck  on  st*'Uiuer"s  stiirboard  cjuarter  and  ricochetted  across  her  bow). 
Ah  we  were  lowering/  a  bout,  having  liailed  her  to  take  possession 
(which  we  did,  und  diwtriliutcd  nris4»ners  to  this  ship  and  Ktufieher)^ 
the  I)e  Soto  ran  up,  dropped  a  Koat,  and  sent  on  board  of  our  prize 
Lieutenant-C'ommander  Bmdford  as  prize  master,  and  took  on  boaixi 
I)e  Soto  the  master  of  steamer,  with  dls  papers:  on  learnin^i'  which  X 
bailed  the  Dt-  Sofo^  saying  to  Captain  Walker.  '"The  prize  is  ours," 
and  sent  on  hoard  ordei's  for  him  to  send  me  the  master  of  steamer, 
with  the  papers  of  the  priz<*;  also  to  wend  on  board  of  her  for  Lieu- 
tenant-Con  inlander  RolK'rt  F.  Rmdford.  which,  after  some  delai',  he 
did.  I  received  from  Captain  Walker  the  accompanving  letter  (copy 
herewith),  tlie  propriety  and  justice  of  which  reuiiiuls  me  of  the  cor- 
nionint,  definci!  hv  Worcester  as  *■*»  voracious  atpiatic  bird." 

The  De  Soto  hatl  overhaided  us,  liaving  great  siwcd,  but  a  very  short 
time  l>efore,  or  about  the  time  we  captured  tlie  st«iuuer,  and  it  is 
doubted  whether  slie  ^aw  her,  but  bad  followed  in  our  track,  knowing 
we  wei-e  in  pursuit  -seized  clandestinely  the  opportunity  iu  the  dark- 
ness U>  throw  on  l>oard  a  prize  master  and  receive  steamer^  luipers. 
The  prize  steamer  is  the  Williaot  BatjU-ij,  3i>S3J  tons  burden,  Charles 
FrisK,  master,  from  Mobile  to  Havana,  with  700  balc^  of  cotton  on 
board;  master  and  crew,  29  in  number.  We  captured  her  17G  miles 
S.  34  ^  E.  of  Moljtle  liar.  She  is  one  of  the  two  which  mu  out  in  the 
night  of  tlie  ITth-lSth  instant,  crossing  the  swash,  and,  keeping  very 
close  under  the  land  (and  in  breakers,  8  feet  water;  she  draws  but5i 
feet)  to  the  eastward,  very  difficult  to  detect  from  color,  and  settiag 
low  in  the  water.  Both  vessels  taiptured  on  the  18th  instant  seized 
and  taken  possession  of  for  violation  of  blockade  under  the  President's 
prochiniation, 

I  learnCaptain  Walker  did  not  n^nAH^eJomesBntth'  to  New  Orleans, 
but  to  Kev  West,  and  can  not  account  for  bis  singular  conduct  in  con- 
nection with  tlic  WifilaiN  Ii<i'fh-y.  unless  it  was  to  deprive  you  of  vour 
portion  of  prize  money.  Allow  me  to  refer  you  to  Uptou  on  f  riae 
Courtfi,  page  114.    lx>rd  StowcH  says:

Sir:  The  morning  of  Saturday  the  18th  found  u«  lying  to  in  lati- 
tude 29^  21',  longitude  87'^  08',  the  ^jositiun  I  had  selected  at  night. 

At  5: 15  discovered  a  smoke  bearing  ucarly  west;  stood  for  it.  At 
0:15  made  another  smoke  on  the  beam,  heaving  N.  by  K.,  aud  at  6:30 
a  sail  abaft  the  beam.  l*ressed  on  our  course,  when  at  length  it  wa.s 
believed  that  the  steamer  ahead  was  an  anned  vessel  mounting  heavy 

funs  cleared  for  action,  We  now  ganuMi  very  slowly  upon  her.  At 
;15  showed  our  colow,  to  which  she  did  not  reply;  after  which  threw 
a  shot  in  her  direction,  to  which  yhe  paid  no  attention,  but  changed  her 
c4Hirse,  increuaed  her  speed,  and  commenced  throwing  cotton  over* 
board. 
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Thp  uwi'syary  orjjanizatjon  of  llic  prize  wa.s  InMiig  carried  on  on 
board  of  her  hy  my  orders,  when  Captain  Gillis  Hcnt  an  officer  direct- 
ing nie  to  send  the  ma^stcr  of  tlic  WtUlam  B'tgleu  with  his  papers  on 
b^rd  to  him,  claiming,  without  rijjht,  1  think,  the  WiW^mi  MagUy  oa 
a  prize  to  the  Ompec. 

With  this  order,  as  in  duty  twund,  1  conipliod,  and  at  the  same  time 
diixicted  the  prize  steamer  WUlUim  Ba^ih-y  to  \vs  surrendered  to  the 
custody  of  the  otficers  sent  on  board  by  C-uptain  Gillis. 

What  disposition  was  made  of  the  prize  I  know  not,  aH  I  immedi- 
ately resumed  my  cruise. 

At  the  time  of  the  capture  of  the  WtUiam  Bagh^j  h\  this  ship  the 
U.  S.  steamers  Ogv/jne  and  Keim^ec  were  within  signal  distance.

Sik:  I  gather  from  what  Captain  Walker,  commanding  tho  De  Sof<t^ 
tells  nic,  that  there  existed  some  misunderstanding  at  the  time  of  the 
taking  of  the  prize  steamer  WUlUiin  BuijUxj  Ix'tween  hini.>iclf  and 
Ctti>tHUi  (iillis  a**  to  which  was  the  reatoaptor,  and  accordingly'  I 
enclose  a  copy  of  his  i*oport  (jf  the  affair  at*  best  expn'ssing  tho  view 
that  ho  takes  of  the  matter,  though  the  question  as  to  which  is  tho 
actual  captor  is  perhaps  of  more  theoretical  than  practical  importance; 
at  least,  it  does  not  affect  the  distribution  of  the  pnze  money. 

It  seems  that  both  the  Lk-  Soln  and  the  Osaipe<  were  in  chase  of  the 
BftpUy:  that  about  midnight  thu  De  >Sot/>^  by  reason  of  hor  superior 
8000x1,  ovnrhauleil  her.  the  Otisipet'  then  being  astern  of  the  De  Soto; 
tnat  in  thai  pusititm  she  fired  a  gun,  tliough  for  this  act  thera  existed 
no  real  ne<Mwsitv,  the  /)f  Soto  ncing  close  abo:ird  the  prize;  that  on 
approaching  sufticiently  near  the  chase  the  D*^  Sato  sent  a  boat  on 
board,  and  jjut  an  officer  and  prize  crew  in  possession,  and  sent  tho 
master  of  the  prize  with  his  papers  on  board  the  De  Sofo.  all  of  which 
was  accomplished  before  the  Osjtipee  had  so  much  as  lowered  a  bc«t. 
Matters  standing  in  this  position  Captiiin  Gillis  thereupon,  by  virtue 
of  his  superior  lunk,  dispossessed  Oanlain  Walker  of  his  prize,  and 
put  his  own  othcer  and  prize  crew  on  board.  1  think  the  proceeding 
was  not  in  accordance  with  cither  the  custom  of  the  service  or  with 
legal  precedent.  1  ho]*  this  action  of  Captain  Gillis  will  not  raise 
questions  that  will  delay  and  embarrass  the  court  in  determining  tho 
case. 

Upon  this  state  of  the  case  I  trnst.  I  r«hall  not  l>e  found  to  be  in  con- 
flict with  any  views  you  may  have  of  (he.  case,  when  1  add  that  it 
seema  clear  to  nie  that  this  is  a  capture  in  which  the  Ih  Soto^  Onsipee^ 
and  Kenjit'htc  arc  e({ually  entitled  to  share,  anti  that  while  yon  are 
entitled  to  one-twonticth  part  of  such  sum  as  may  be  awarded  to  the 
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KfinnfhtT.  and  Ostttpee^  \  am  entitled  lu  uiie-twentietb  pari  of  Aucb  sum 
as  mav  be  awardea  t(i  Ibe  fh  Soto.     I  wend  a  stUitement  to  tbat  effect. 

If  you  coincide  witb  me  in  tbis  view  of  our  t*elative  rijfhl.s  in  the 
cawe  and  tbo  rig;ht.'i  of  our  respcctivo  vessels,  will  you  be  kind  euougb 
to  sign  and  forward  the  statement  to  whatever  prize  court  you  may 
httvo  sclcct^'d  for  the  adju'dit^tion  of  the  case.  I  refer  you  to  the 
opinion  of  .ludgr:  Alanin,  which  1  sent  you  a  few  days*  since,  tu^  t-o  the 
ncrc-wity  for  a  statement  of  this  character,  absented  to  by  the  respec- 
tive parties  entitled  to  share,  being-  submitted  to  the  prize  court  in 
cases  of  contikting-  claims  before  any  decree  for  distribution  can  be 
made.

Sik:  The  Jamen  Batth  arrived  here  on  the  21st  instant  with  600 
bales  of  cotton,  a  prize  to  the  I)e  Soto.  She  is  one  of  a  lar^e  fleet  of 
blockade  riintiers  carrying  on  a  steady  and  successful  trade  between 
Mobile  anrl  Havana. 

The  BaitU  was  the  finest  packet  on  the  Alabama  River  and  was 
altered  to  Huit  her  for  a  blockade  runner,  at  a  largo  expense.    The 
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WaiT^n^  /a*in/<',  Willmvi  lia^ley^  W.  II.  Smithy  AJnhamtT-^  Atia 
Vivum-^  and  Si.  Murun  nrpr  (»t  her  vessels  of'thfi  Hainc  class.  The  JJr.  Soto 
is  the  only  vessel  I  have  with  sufficient  s]>eed  to  (ivertake  »n_v  of  these 
traders.  I  have  stationed  her  to  thfi  northwest  of  Toitufjas  in  Iheir 
track,  Hnd  a  week  never  passes  tJml  she  does  not  aij;ht  some  one  of 
them.  At  the  time  of  tlie  eapture  of  the  Batth:  another  was  in  sight, 
to  which  the  De  Sottt  gave  chast-.  The  Sunjltrw^rr  is  alsf)  olF  Tortugaa 
iLtid  has  chased  several,  hut  in  most  case.4  they  escape  both  those 
cruisers  by  superior  speed.  I  foel  confident  that  if  the  Department 
will  send  nio  two  swift,  steamers  like  the  Dc  St}to,  I  can  effeotually  put 
a  stop  to  this  lucrative  traffic.  1  have  directed  that  the  cotton  on  the 
BatUe\wi  sent  north  in  the  ship  Genenil  CM.,  if  the  umrshal  can  make 
hia  Hrrangernents  with  the  captain«  and  that  the  litttlU  herself  Ite  sunt 
t«  New  (Jrliwns  for  sale  at  the  marshal's  convenience,  she  being  par- 
ticularly adapted  to  tbe  carrying  of  plantation  produce. 

I  should  have  stated  alKJve  that  the  Hendth-k  IJuilnon  aud  JJunt^viUc 
have  both  at  various  times  given  chase  to  one  or  other  of  the  above- 
named  steamers,  but  failed  to  make  capture  by  reaaoa  of  their  inferior 
speed.

Admisal:  In  ob^»dience  to  tbe  order  contained  in  your  dispatch  of 
tbe  39th  ultimo,  1  communicate  the  following  as  the  details  of  the 
reconnoisaance,  in  which  P.  Dornn  (seaman)  and  .T,  6i.shop  (seaman) 
lost  their  lives: 

On  the  2<>th  ultimo,  at  early  daylight,  the  lnnn<'h  was  fitted  out  with

of  n  fourth  for  other  duty.  I  wan  olili^jed  to  pnt  the  launch  in  charpc  of 
the  rhi<'f  iKwiLswain'-s  mate.  I  forlmde  tht^  iwcent  of  C'rvntal  RivRr, 
little  inia*,'iniiijj  a  nceessitv  of  the  kind  in  rcwjwct  t^>  the  ^VaccasaHsa.

Coniinj^  to  a  narrow  part,  they  wei-e  liretf  into  from  both  hanks  by 
nlwwt  60  or  CO  rifles.  Poran  and  Bishop  sprtirg  to  their  gun.  The 
former  received  a  ride  ball  through  the  nerk,  t*(!vering  the  carotid 
artery,  and  expired  instantly;  Bishop  was  .shot  throuyh  tlie  iKxly,  and 
li\-ed  about  half  an  hour.  The  launch  beinj^  protected  by  her  spars 
in  cranes,  none  nf  the  rest  of  the  crew  was  materially' hurt.  On 
receivinjf  u  rntnm  firo,  the  rebels  decamped,  and  in  a  few  minutes  the 
launch  pulled  out  of  ranpo  and  r*'turno<l  alongffide  at  niidnigfht. 

On  the  aftertKxin  of  tfiii  tilst  the  deceased  wore  buried  in  the  ceme- 
tery on  Sea  Hoifte  Key  with  the  cuHlomarj'  ceremonies.

Sib:  I  feel  it  ineunilwnt  uiwn  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the  very 
grave  detriment  that  in  resulting  to  the  pubfii-  servi<'e  by  reason  of  the 
vacancy  that  now  exist.M  in  the  judgeship  of  the  V.  S.  district  i-ourt  for 
this  district. 

The  fact  that  the  Iwnch  of  thi.s  ctotirt  is  iintilled  embarrasses  every 

5roc*eedingof  a  judicial  character,  for  the  remaining  U  S.  officials,  the 
istrict  attorney,  the  marshal,  the  clerk  of  tho  court,  tho  prize  com- 
misHionerM,  arc  unable  to  take  any  importiuit  step  without  the  sauctioD 
of  a  judge  unless  they  choose  to  assiuiie  a  considerable  degree  of  judi- 
cinl  responsibility  and  to  exerctso  doubtful  powers. 

Mwiutiroe  prize-s  are  arriving  every  few  days  which  should  1)©  adju- 
dicated upon  here—  high-piVHsure  Mississippi  steamers,  for  instance, 
Huch  UM  the  JtiiittM  BtittU,  s**ul  in  yesterday  by  the  7>^'  -SV'j'o,  with  6<>0 
ImIbh  of  cotton.  The^e  utt'Oiuers,  though  itdminihly  adapted  to  tho 
Southern  waters,  ai-e  ur^eletHH  at  the  North  and  ill  lilt^il  to  make  the 
voyage.  Thev  nmst,  however,  be  sent  on  or  else  the  responsibility  of 
transferring  the  cargo  and  making  proper  disposition  of  tho  vessel 
mu8t  be  taken  by  those  not  properlj'  chargeable  with  nuch  dutie^^. 

In  view  of  these  facts  and  also  of  the  greatly  increased  expenditure 
in  prize  cases  resulting  from  the  absence  of  t1ie  prize  judge,  I  wotdd 
res[M!ctfuIIy  suj'gnst  tlnit  an  apiHiinlnient  be  uuide  of  some  {wrson 
comjH'Ient  to  fill  (he  ollii-e  and  who  will  at  oiu-c  iissiuuc  its  dutie>s.  As 
Key  West  was  never  heulthier  than  now,  I  do  not  think  that  any  con- 
sideration as  to  the  season  should  deter  a  judge  from  coming  down 
forthwith.  ]f  none  otlicr  can  be  found,  1  am  of  opinion  that,  should 
the  Pt^ident  request  it,  Judge  Manin,  who  is  now  in  New  York  and 
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who  has  filietl  the  position  nf  admiralty  jvidj^o  for  twenty  years  with 
such  unfalU-'rinjf  rectitude  and  rare  ability,  would  resume  the  office 
until  a  lit  aui-^-c^sor  could  !)C  oUained.

Dear  Admiral:  Your  dispatch  in  relation  to  the  stealinj^  of  certain 
articles  from  the  passenger  Don  llic'eua,  of  the  fomL-t,  captured  hy  the 
K'lnuwha  and  sent  to  Key  West,  has  been  received.  1  rcj^rct  that 
Lioutennnt-Commander  Mayo  should  have  allowed  his  judgment  to 
pive  way  in  the  manner  he  did  in  his  letter.  Althouf^h  I  afjrcc  with 
you  that  the  ofticerV  8tat«ment  is  perfecth'  witisfactory,  still  jt  was  an 
official  representation  of  a  foreign  consul  and  called  for  circunispee- 
tion  on  your  part;  but  I  have  ni>  <louht  that  tliet^e  men  would  say  any- 
thing' to  give  ti-ouhle,  as  they  almost  invariably  do  when  you  meet 
with  a  perverse  disjiosition,  and  I  helieve  the  whol«  pejinMnentation  a 
fabrication,  and  that  all  thf^se  articles  were  for  i;ornnn?rcial  ]>urp()se3, 
and  not  entitled  tu  re.sp('ct  as  privaU?  pro|)efly. 

Our  war  has  tieen  ciHidiicled  with  the  greatest  libenilily  on  our 
part,  while,  si>  far  as  I  know,  w«  have  lieen  taken  advantage  of  when- 
ever it  wiw  possible  for  them  to  do  it. 

The  part  that  the  KnjfliHh  people,  if  not  the  (lovernment,  is  playing 
in  this  struggle  with  us  is  as  great  a  disad^'antage  to  us  as  the  re1>eld, 
and  we  arc  unable  to  help  ourselves;  hut  I  trust  it  will  not  be  so  iong. 
I  regret  that  I  am  not  twenty  years  younger  and  could  livp  to  sec  it 
all  fairly  settled.  But  God  will  settle  it  all  right  in  His  good  time. 
1  will  say  this  for  the  British  officers  whom  I  havo  met,  that  they  do 
not  approve  the  conduct  of  their  countrymen  and  regret  that  tnere 
should  be  such  just  cause  for  complaint  against  them.  1  suppose  they 
are  mtich  as  the  good  and  honest  people  of  our  country  were  on  the 
subject  of  fililmstering. 

I  shall  attend  to  your  letter  and  admonish  Ijieutenant-Conunander 
Mayo  of  his  impn>priety  in  addressing  such  a  letter  to  his  conuuaiid- 
ing  officer  when  a  superior  officer  is  a  party  in  the  i^mplainl.

1  then  b*!carae  convin<wd  that  most,  if  not  all,  of  it  had  been  carried 
to  the  eastward,  and,  being  nejir  St.  Andrew'**  and  St.  -Joseph's,  and 
having  stores  for  the  vessels  at  those  places,  1  concluded  to  proceed 
and  deliver  them  and  at  the  .same  time  hnd  how  the  wind  hud  been  for 
the  past  week. 

The  Rothuck  1  comnmnicated  with  carlj-  on  the  2iith,  and  about  noon 
of  the  same  day  I  also  supplied  the ./.  L.  Dttri't,  at  St.  Josefih's,  with 
what  1  had  on  fioard  for  her.  Fi*om  these  vessels  I  ascertained  that 
the  wind  had  iieen  from  tho  southward  and  westward  for  tho  week^ 
previiuiH,  whitrh  convinced  inc  that  a  part,  if  not  all,  the  cotton  waa  in 
the  neighborhood  of  Cape  San  Blu.s.     An  soon  an  I  tiniabed  with  the 
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*T.  L.  DaiH*<  \  got  uHiiHrwiiy  riiiil  priK'tH»do<l  down  tho  land  and  closi? 
to  the  shore  in  ^^  futhoiiis  wiiter.  Alnnit  4J  inih's  to  tlio  northward 
of  Cape  San  Hlaw  the  first  hah^  wa.s  disi-overed  on  the  beach  just  at  the 
water  s  edi^o.  and  from  that  {xiint  cotton  rxjuld  he  .s(>en  all  alon^  the 
Mbore.  The  mcti  and  hoats  wpit  at  once  .set  to  work  and  by  nij^ht  we 
liad  on  board  33  hal^s.  The  next  inornhi^,  the  21«t,  we  comnieneed 
o^in  at  daylight,  and,  working-  down  the  l>each  with  the  sto«nier. 
succeeded  in  getting  off  72^  fmU?3. 

The  next  dav,  the  aild,  we  recovei*ed  28  bales,  the  last  20  of  which 
we  got  on  St.  Vincent's  Island.  .Tutst  as  we  s<»curod  the  last  f«Ie  the 
Pftrt  Royal  made  herappeamnce  from  the  West  Pass,  supposinjf  us  to 
be  an  English  steamer  discharging'  cargo.  Having'  scoured  the  lx>ach 
around  and  l>eing  sntisticd  no  more  cotton  rcmainc<l,  1  followed  the 
Port  lioyal  into  Wc:st  Pass.  doHvcrcd  mails  and  etore.s  both  to  her  and 
the  soluHiner  f.  'hinnhcru^  and  i,>ftrly  next  morning  (the  illjfl)  pi-Oficedod  to 
Kast  Pass,  coinnumic-ating  and  delivering  store.-*  to  the  Somerfiet,  and 
then  kept  on  to  St.  Marks,  where  I  anchored  alt  night,  comniunit^tiog 
with  the  Stfirtfoiuf  Sfrh>t-s, 

I'^rly  next  uiorning  I  got  underway  and  returned  to  the  West  Pass, 
.stopping  a  short  time  at  F^ist  Pass  and  overhauling  the  American 
schooner  Anna  A/aiu'a,  on  a  cruise  from  Pensacohi  in  seandi  of  cotton. 
The  next  day  (the  2oth),  it  being  very  ))ad  weather,  1  remained  at  West 
Pasy,  and  on  tlie  morning  of  tie  26th  got  underway  and  again  pro- 
ceeded off  L'ape  San  IJlos  to  see  if  any  more  cotton  had  come  on  shore. 
1  succeeded  m  getting  4  more  Imles,  and  am  satisfied  that  no  more 
remains  in  that  neighl>orhcu)d.  Possibly  some  might  have  gone  as  far 
to  the  eastward  as  Ce<hir  Key.s,  l)ut  my  coal  getting  short,  and  the 
engineer  complaining  so  nmt-n  of  the  engine,  1  decided  on  returning 
to  this  place,  which  1  did.  after  stopping  at  West  Pass  for  the  mailB, 
and  arriving  here  yesterday,  the  21>th  instant. 

From  the  Po/i  jRwjal  I  received  for  passage  to  this  place  the  follow* 
ing  men: 

John  Conley,  Kdward  Smith,  and  John  Cnlalian,  deserters  from  the 
First  Heginient  of  (Jeorgiu  l^'guhirs,  and  .ro.si>j)}i  Delano,  a  refugee, 
all  of  whom  have  taken  the  oath  of  allegiHn<e. 

I  also  brought  from  the  Poyt  Rutjal  one  sick  man  for  the  hospital, 
who  was  transferred  thcro  yesterday.

Acting  8<'cond  Assitttant  Engineer  William  D.  Peters,  in  charge  of 
the  engine  of  tUia  vessel,  reported  to  uic  some  live  days  uj^u  that  the 
riveb*  fastening  the  ends  of  the  12  Ilues  to  the  inner  casmg  of  the 
boiler  wei-c  nearly  rusted  awaj",  and  that  the  material  of  tnc  flues 
through  which  the  rivets  piwsed  was  eaten  so  thin  by  the  rust  that 
what  are  eiillcd  soft  patchoiii  would  have  to  he  put  on. 

By  the  skillful  manner  in  which  he  has  r(>paired  them,  iwrforming 
suctressfuUv  a  piece  of  work  generally  beyond  tlie  ability  and  resources 
of  a  vessef  of  this  size,  ana  for  the  cnre  and  prudence  exhibited  by 
him  ever  since  I  have  had  command,  I  think  he  has  shown  himself  a 
capable  and  reliable  officer,  and  re«i»ectfully  recommend  him  to  the 
favorable  notiie  of  youj-self  and  of  the  honorable  Secrelary  of  the 
Navy.  He  now  ginirant«M'ji  the  l>oiler  lo  last  upon  lilockade  sor\'ioe  at 
least  six  months. 

The  health  of  my  craw,  mnee  liorrowing  the  seiue  of  the  Hudson^ 
has  mpidly  improved,  arid  I  attribute  the  change  to  the  altemtion  of 
their  food.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  but  8  arc  to-day  upon  the  list,  and 
at  present  very  few  symptonw  of  scurvy  are  apparent.  Yet  I  must 
return  the  seine,  and  then  expect  to  see  a  relapse  into  their  fonuor 
8tatc  of  health.  1  earnestly  request,  therefore,  tnat  enough  fruit  for 
a  week's  serving  b*;  sent  up  to  me,  and  think,  with  my  doctor,  it  will 
have  as  good  an  t'lTect  as  retr-uiting  in  Key  West. 

Hiul  la  good  launch  and  howity.ei-  and  a  tender  I  could  scour  the 
coast  between  thin  pass  and  Suwanee  River  without  interfering  in  the 
least  with  LicLitenant-C.'omnmnder  McC'iiuiey  or  Acting  Master  Will- 
comb.  Aui  illjv  Uiver,  Deudman's  liiiy.  antl  the  various  bights  and 
curves  of  that  |Hirt  of  the  coast  present  facilities  to  the  Idockade  run- 
ners which  are,  I  think,  well  taken  advantage  of.  I  am  thankful,  sir, 
for  your  kbidlv  ai-ct^ding  to  the  numerous  renuests  I  have  already 
made,  and  would  not  now  usk  for  thi>  t^-nd^'r  ana  thi^  laimch  did  I  not 
feel  the  want  of  them  and  know  I  can  nnike  a  good  use  of  iMith.  If 
you  will  i)leaso  cour^ider  that  this  vessel  ought,  from  her  size,  to  have 
a  i-egularly  fitted  launch  with  its  howitzer,  mat  uimh  any  boat  expedi- 
tion it  may  be  u  formidable  auxiliary  to  tho  cx^wsed  small-arms  men, 
and  that  the  tender  is  entiii*ly  inde^wndont  of  the  ship's  l>oats,  1  am 
8nre  you  will  grant  my  request.     It  may  appear  a  little  grasping,  but 


that  is  on!}'  ho  l)e€aut>o  I  have  never  had  eitlier  nn<l  make  a  rciiuest  for 
liotli  at  tin-  sitnip  time  Here,  whero  1  uni  alone,  my  only  onanfc  of 
doing  unyLbing  ik  hv  means  of  ray  boats,  and  it  is  hardly  pnident  to 
let  such  HUiall  cuttars  K'ave  the  ship  upon  n  distant  expedition. 

If  for  nolhinjj  else  the  ftx|>t*dition  I  cdn  thu.s  send  cruising  ahout  the 
cottKt  will  have  an  ext-nllfnt  Htlect  upon  the  eisprit  du  corn«  of  nffiiwrH 
and  men,  g^ivo  theui  a  chance  to  recover  the  energy  all  or  us  have  loat 
iu  this  monotonous  inactivity,  and,  X  hope,  pleuiie  yourself  very  much 
by  the  work  they  ought  to  ijcrform. 

la  regard  to  uiy  St.  Marks  escapade,  I  am  aware  I  may  l>c  liaMc  to 
censure  for  acting  without  your  orders,  and  if  it  haij  dt.sptcascd  you  or 
injured  any  plan  ycm  may  have  funned,  regmt  it  very  much. 

But  there  wan  no  immediate  ebanre  of  a  vens^el  arriving  from  Key 
West  with  your  reply.  The  health  of  my  men  was  getting  woi-se  each 
day;  all  my  prcpamtioufi  were  made;  it  was  near  tiie  time  when  the 
moon  would  change  (change  ou  the  I5th);  it  did  not  rise  then  on  the 
12th  till  near  daylight;  the  tidcjs  were  nearly  spring,  and  if  1  got  my 
vc^ssel  tushore  at  top  high  water  the  next  title  would  float  her  otf;  the 
wind  gcnemlly  blew  frorih  during  the  night,  which  I  thought  would 
hide  tlie.  noise  of  the  oars  in  the  river;  evei-j'thing  looked  favorable, 
and  on  Iho  12tb  1  put  niy  project  into  execution.  I  had  received  intel- 
ligence that  2<K>  men  were  Ktationed  at  St.  Marks,  that  4^)0  more  were 
in  Tallahu.MHe4;.  and  that  50  niih^s  fruin  St.  MarkH,  at  liainbridge,  were 
acomiMiny.  or  part  of  a  i'om|tanVt  while  at  Quincy.  some  30  mile>,  I 
think,  wen:  stationed  the  remainder,  making  in  alt  T"0  men  as  the 
entire  availahlL-  force  to  be  got  into  St.  Marks  within  a  day.  Two 
hours  would  be  perhaps  sufficient  for  the  4CM.»  men  to  arrive  from  Tal- 
laha.'iwe,  >>ut  1  aid  not  expei-t  to  have  Ijeen  expwed  to  their  (ire  until 
I  should  have  disabled  the  guns  of  the  Imttcry  and  captured  the  Spj-ay. 
After  that,  which  certainly  would  not  have  occupied  more  than  half  an 
hour,  I  would  have  sent  my  boats  down  to  Port  Leon,  gone  up  with 
the  main  body  to  Newport,  which  I  could  have  reached  before  infantry 
could  march  the  distance  on  a  corduroy  road,  as  1  should  go  in  the 
steamer  Spmi/,  and  by  at  once  burning  the  bridge  and  destroying  the 
IjOftts,  prevent  any  reinforcements*  gettinir  to  the  point  or  ])eninsular 
upon  which  stood  Port.  I^eon  and  the  lignt-hiniso.  The  work  t)f  cap- 
turing cotton,  burning  all  puldic  worksliops,  put  ting  cotton  bales  ujion 
the  Hpraij  to  protect  my  men,  and  nmking  all  other  necessary  armnge- 
inente  would  lie  done  probably  liefore  the  troops  could  arrive  at  New- 
port. Then  u.sing  the  guns  of  the  Si/nty  to  scour  the  one  l>ank  of  the 
river  upon  which  I  could  Im?  attacked,  together  with  my  own  rifles,  all 
the  time,  if  disabled  by  artillery,  having  the  option  of  i-unning  the 
vessel  into  the  gi-a.'W,  setting  fire  to  her.  and  marching  safelv  down  to 
Port  Leon  without  any  hindrance,  having  a  liattery  U*  jmss  wliose  guns 
were  harmless.  1  tlilnk  the  plan  does  not  seem  nish  or  foolhardy. 

Hut  1  ex|MMtcd  to  get  quite  dost!  to  the  battery  that  night  Ijcfore  I 
was  discovered  and  then  carry  it  by  a  coup  de  main,  a  work  sadors  are 
specially  tit  for,  as  you  know,  sir,  aud  that  done,  all  else  was  easy. 

As  1  am  the  only  officer  who  has  had  the  opportunity  of  ftttcmpttng 
this  project,  and  as  I  have  failed,  I  shall  deem  It  an  especial  favor  if 
you  will  let  me  try  again,  sure  of  doing  all  that  any  equal  number  of 
men  on  the  station  can  do. 

The  pickets*  are  dtniblleMs  more  u]K)n  the  alert  now  than  liefoi*e,  aitd 
tbey  may  have  been  alarmed  into  making  arrangements  for  a  more 
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rapid  mciin.**  of  jjcttin^  rftnfon-pnifiiljs.  I  would  like,  ihnivforo,  the 
c*Hij«»nUic)ii  tif  (wo  nr  Ihr*'*'  liiindn><i  tnions.  wbt)  niig-ht  Itmd  »l  Lhe 
light-house,  pufsli  up  to  NewjKJit,  hold  tlio  liridgc,  dp-stroy  the  «>tlon, 
and  either  wait  for  tiie  or  push  on  to  St.  Marks,  where  I  would  be 
witii  the  Sj»niy  and  the  battery. 

Tbi-s  would  create  a  diverttion  and  would  allow  of  our  more  thor- 
oughly fiiii.sliini^  the  work. 

ft  is  a  scheme  I  have  chcrii^hed  most  fondly,  and  had  the  olcuients 
proved  propitious,  atii  conlidenl  timl  nij^ht  would  have  witnessed  a 
success.  As  it  is,  1  ardently  hope  you  will  permit  me  to  load  another, 
since  it  is  impossible  to  ffet  up  the  river  in  ships  now.  and  until  tho 
Rtoncs  have  fjcen  removecf  hy  aivers,  which  will  read  hotter  than  the 
account  of  a  retreat. 

If  it  is  determined  on  to  attack  by  vessels,  tho  Somerset  is  the  only 
vessel  upon  the  station  fit  to  go  up.  for  the  river  is  too  narrow  to  turn 
in  above  Port  Leon  execpt  at  the  Forks,  and  my  vessel  steers  equally 
well  at  eitlnu-  end.  Excuse  me,  sir,  if  I  have  been  guilty  of  had  isusXA 
in  Hiijffjestinif  what  vou  already  know. 

Shoidd  you  permit  this  exti*'dition,  and  kindly  allow  me  to  retrieve 
my  lackof  siiccrss,  I  would  be  much  griititie*!  if  Ijleutenant^Commander 
McDoug-HJ,  of  llie  Ihuhtm^  coidd  ad  in  the  place  of  tho  Stars  and 
iStripf.'i,  if  it  HH'ets  with  your  approval.

Sir:  1  have  aj^in  to  repre,sent  to  the  Oepartrnent  the  sorely  crip- 
pled condition  of  the  wjimdron  under  my  eonimand.  The  st^^niers 
J't^igiiin  and  Mtujiutlln  havinjr  gtjne  N(H*th  for  new  boilers,  I  have 
reeeived  in  their  stead  the  Suvftm\rmvX  the.  M<irigfild;  but  their  very 
limited  eapaeity  eomix'ls  me  to  ivslrid  their  sphere  of  action  within 
exceedingly  narrow  limit*,  namely,  to  cruising  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
TortugftB,  where  they  can  obtain  coal  every  few  days.  In  tte  mean-

1  now  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  that  on  the  8th  instunt  Act- 
ing M&stcr  Peter  F.  Coffin  returned  to  this  place  with  the  !*Ioop 
Ronalie  from  his  station  at  Point  [Puntal  Ra'*a.  brinj^ring  with  him  a 
small  sailboat  and  three jprisoneis.  namoN  as  follows:  Richard  Kolierts, 
Wiliiani  Addison,  and  William  Curry,  which  prisoners  and  boat  he 
captured  on  the  7th  instant  near  that  place. 

There  was  nothing*  found  in  the  boat  hut  the  priaoncrs*  wesrin? 
apparel  and  their  provisions  for  a1>out  three  weeks.  The  Ttoat  is  old 
and  of  small  value. 

The  ubovc-named  prisoners  stated  to  mo  that  they  were  from  Mano-] 
tec,  Fla;  that   they  left  that   place  on  the  3d   instant  itt  their  boat 
bound  for  Sanibel  River  for  the  purpose  of  escaping  from  the  rebel 
con.>teript  ofiicer?^,  and   that  they  intended   to  return  to  Muiat«e  in 
about  tive  weeks  from  the  time  they  left  there. 

In  my  opinion  they  either  are  spien,  or  c^me  here  for  the  puriM>se  of 
taipturinff  tlie  refufrecs  on  the  islundN  in  thin  vicinity,  or  wcm  attempt- 
ing to  run  the  blockade,  us  they  pa>sed  our  ship  at  nit^lit,  and  when  they 
saw  the  sloop  H'maiie  they  secreted  theniselvt'.'*  in  :i  snmll  creek,  but 
were  discovered  from  the  ^'>«(///(?  previous  to  theirentering-  the  creek. 

The  following- named  refugees,  Henry  Thompson,  MilJcdge  Branncn, 
and  Mr.  Cason,  who  are  now  living  on  the  i-slands  in  this  vicinity, 
informed  me  that  they  are  acquftinted  with  the  prisoners  William 
Addition  and  William  Curry;  that  William  Addison  lives  near  the 
Myacca  Ri\er,  alK>ut  50  miles  from  thi.-i  place,  where  he  owns  a  large 
i*toek  farm  and  altout  l,0<Kt  hea<l  of  cattle,  and  is  exempt  from  the 
rebel  conscript  law;  that  William  Curry  lives  at  Manatee  and  has 
nm  the  blockade  twi<'e,  and  that  they  are  both  rebeU  and  Imitorv*  to 
the  United  Stales  Government. 

The  alHJve-mentioned  information  I  have  every  reason  to  IwHeve  is 
the  truth,  a.s  they  have  uttered  reliellious  senlimentH  in  presence  of 
and  to  the  crew  of  this  ship,  and  have  poftitively  refuiied  to  take  the 
oath  of  allegiance  to  the  I'nited  States. 

Acting  ftfaster's  Mate  H.  A.  Cmnc  infoniied  me  that  he  is  act^uaintcd 
with  the  prisoner  Itichard  Kotierti*;  that  he  Uvea  at  Manatee,  but  has 
lived,  at  Key  West  w^me  twenty-Hve  years,  whore  he  conunanded  a 
wrecker  and  other  snuiU  vessels,  and  is  well  acquainted  with  the  west 
an<l  south  coasts  of  Florida,  from  Tampn  \k\\  to  Capo  Florida,  and 
that  his  Kentimentw  were  always  for  the  Union;  but  I  look  upon  him 
as  a  traitor  and  reliel  to  the  United  Stales  Clovernment,  as  he  has 
positively  refused  to  take  Uie  oath  of  nllegiance. 

The  above-named  prisonci"s  and  one  refugee  nanjed  Thomas  Sains- 
l>en*y^  who  came  from  Fort  Myers  on  the  JSanibel  [or  Caloosahati'hee]

belonging  to  this  ve8»el  and  the  .sch<K)ner  Para^  which  veswi  waM  sta- 
tioned off  blockading  that  place.  The  0/f?aw</<r  took  the  Hr^vrt-gard 
in  tow,  crossed  the  bar  and  anchoi-ed  ahrea-st  the  place  givinj'  it  a 
gtiod  shelling,  the  boats  going  up  fWHt  the  (own.  We  caplurRd  one 
Sloop  loaded  with  cotton,  one  st-ht)oner  not  laden;  caused  them  to 
destroy  several  vessels,  some  of  which  were  loaded  with  cotton  and 
about  ready  to  sail.  They  burned  large  (|uantitieH  of  it  on  shore, 
which  we  could  not  prevent.

On  the  afternoon  of  tlic  saaie^ 
day,  off  <Tilbert's  Har,  I  ra))lured  the  English  schooners  Southern 
Rights  and  Sfu*i;  at  the  same  time  and  place  I  captured  the  American 
schooner  Aim,  of  Key  West.  Fla.     1  am  ^atisttca  his  intentions  wore, 
to  have  run  in  nt  Jupiter  Inlet  or  Indian  Kiver,  according  to  circnm-' 
stances,  with  those  vessels.     She  sailed  from  Al»co  on  Monday,  tho 
3d,  arrived  at  Sand  Cuy  Thursday  night,  sailed  from  Sand  Cay  on 
Friday  ui^ht  in  couipauy  with  the  two  schooners  above  mentione<L, 
aud  remained  with  them  until  the  time  of  capture. 

1  have  stationed  the  Beafirrg'ird  at  the  Ilanl  Over,  13  miles  above 
Cape  Canaveral,  where  cargoes  have  been  landed  and  others  taken  in, 
with  orders  for  him  to  proceed  to  Jupiter  Inlet  when  i(  is  nwcAsjirj* 
to  communicate  with  the  Imrk  I*urHHit  for  stoi-Hs.

Sir:  You  will  please  receive  on  board,  from  the  prize  .■*teaincr  Alice 
Vivian  w>  a  i)i-isoner  of  war.  Dr.  T.  T.  Pratt,  an  assistant  surgeon  in 
the  Confederate  Army,  who  was  captured  en  route  from  Mobile  to 
Havana. 

Dr.  Pmtt  rcpresentrt  himself  jus  iH-ine  under  military  ordora  for 
Texas,  and  says  that  the  diffiruUies  or  getting  there  tiy  land  had 
indured  the  i-pl)el  iiuthoritli's  to  allow  him  to  attempt  this  uuide  of 
reaching  his  destination:  but  be  urges  the  existence  of  a  cartel  or 
agri^eini'Tit  (tf  some  kind,  by  which  medical  tffiiccrs  are  exeiujited  from 
the  onlitutry  results  of  aiptui-c.  as  applied  to  otbei-s.  I  have  received 
no  notice  of  such  arrangement,  and  if  it  exists,  I  conceive  it  to  apply 
only  to  such  mediwi  omcers  as  way  be  taken  on  the  field  of  battfe 
an<{  in  the  exen-ise  of  their  professional  duties.  In  addition  to  this 
tlie  U.  S.  consul-general  at  Havana  writes  me  under  date  of  July  28 
as  follows:

1  hmi*  niLMin  to  Ih'Iicvc  iiro  on 
lK»nrd  the  prizo  **U*anicr  .VV/(/.  broii^^bt  in  here  yoNtorday),  nnd  in  that 
ca«e,  as  Or.  Piatt  wrmld  ha\o  heoii  employed  in  a  coninu-rrial  tiipat-ity 
by  the  rebel  Government,  of  com-ee  his  I'otnrai^.sion  would  not  carry 
any  iminnnitv  with  it.

She  mus  hiirrJedl y  titteo  out  with  two 
rifled  and  two  rfmootlilwre  lij-pounders,  luanncd  /rom  t^c  crew  of  tho 
Tahoma,  place<l  under  charge  of  Lieutenant -Com  n)ander  Semmes, 
and  disjMitched  up  the  cx>a.st  on  the  Slid  of  August.  Information  sub- 
s('<]uei]tlv  reaf.he<i  me  that  one  of  (he  remrted  steamers  had  been 
repeateiily  chafed  off  the  coast  hy  our  bfoekading  vessels,  and  had 
returned  to  Havana;  and  it  appears  that  another  attempted  to  get  into 
the  Suwanee  River^  hut  was  previ'iileil  hv  the  proKonec  of  the  Bottle: 
Owing  to  the  HaliU'  linking  gut  aground,  and  reniained  so  for  twelve 
days,  slu-  wan  ui>al»K?  to  continue  the  exj>edttion  up  thn  Suwanee, 
where  a  .small  st<^ajuer  was  sup|H>sed  to  be;  but  by  a  sudden  descent 
upon  JiayiKjrt  she  perfonued  a  more  inii>tirtant  service,  by  frighten- 
ing the  rebeU  into  destroying  (by  fire)  a  wtill  larger  steamer  and  a 
large  warehouse  tilled  with  cotton.  There  was  no  loss  of  any  s<irt  on 
our  part,  and  I  consider  the  expetlition  as  sufUeiently  successful.  I 
enclose  Lieutcnant-Conmiander  .'^eniraes's  ivport.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  a  cruise  in 
this  ve-Hsel: 

August  '23,  at  noon,  having  received  on  Imanl  ofJirers  and  crew,  I 
staited  out  the  North  West  Passage;  during  the  afternoon,  the  wind 
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and  sen, "both  ahcat!,  increasing:,  and  the  weather  Itvoking  bad,  J  returned 
(o  an  am-homgo  insido  of  tho  li^ht.  At  S  p.  m,,  the  weather  i»eine 
more  promising.  1  started  again,  and  on  the  followine  day  8ig'ht«a 
Sanibel  Island  and  Charlotte  Harbor.  The  st5th.  at  daylight,  then  off 
Tampa  liay,  called  out  the  UunUvHU'  by  using  bituminous  coal,  with 
the  view  of  delivering  provisions  and  getting  some  firemen  from  her, 
but  it  being  too  mugli  for  itoal  work  we  were  obliged  to  ^o  Insidei. 
Tht>  same  night,  at  midnight,  left  for  CVdar  Keys,  near  the  bar  of 
wliif'h  !inch(H"age  we  were  obliged  to  run  for  shelter  the  following  day 
in  a  gale  of  wind.  On  the  3Tlh.  having  re<-«'ived  reinfoiTemenLw  from 
liiG  Fi^rt  Ilcnn/y  we  left,  intending  to  go  up  the  Suwanee  Uiver  aft<^r 
an  Enghsh-bnilt  steamer  Heen  on  that  sti-eani.  Here  our  ditticultiej* 
commenced.  The  pilot  upon  whom  1  relied  to  rarry  the  vessel  into 
the  mouth  of  the  river  did  not-  (experience  subse(tupntly  proved  it) 
know  where  to  look  for  it.  Thn  result  waj*  the  vesM-l  was  nm  a.shoro 
twice,  and  gotten  off  at  next  high  water  following,  hut  on  runnin^l 
a.shon-  a  third  time  she  lay  twelve  davw. 

Whilst  ashore,  feeling  tloubtful  of  the  pilot's  competency,  1  sent  a 
boat  to  the  northwest  to  sound,  and  to  took  for  the  mouth  of  the 
river.  When  the  boat  was  about  5  or  6  miles  distant  a  steamer  was 
discerned  standing  in  toward  the  land.  Bituminous  coal  was  burned 
)>y  us  to  det'ov  her,  hut  the  stranger,  discovering  <mr  iKtat,  turned 
seaward  ant'  out.     That  night,  as  the  steamer  appeared  to  stop 

a  long  distance  offshore,  sent  two  armed  bt^ats  to  the  mouth  of  the 
river.  The  morning  of  the  30th,  the  st«amer  having  left,  the  boats 
sounded  the  |)ass  through  the  reef  and  one  of  thent  went  up  to  the 
ftirks  of  the  river.  I  afterwards  stunidini  it;  want  rt  feet  i^m  be  ear- 
ried  tlinjugh  a  passage  (which  nuwt  be  pa.ssed  at  high  slat^k  water) 
varying  from  70  to  HH)  feet  in  widtii,  until  the  river  is  entered,  when 
there  apiMMirs  to  l>e  plenty  of  room.  No  other  passage  into  the  river 
was  found. 

Lightening  vessel  of  ctml  and  the  use  of  steam  and  anchors  was 
resorted  to  to  get  afloat,  but  to  no  purpose,  fi-ora  the  "iKth  August 
until  the  10th  instant.  From  the  10th  to  the  12th  the  erew  wera 
getting  <'oaI  off  the  reef.  The  afternoon  of  the  1 2th  I  went  to  Cedar 
Keys.  S*areity  of  coal,  the  length  of  time  ashore  in  sight  of  the 
rebels,  and  a  longer  absence  from  this  place  than  was  anticipated  com- 
pelled me  to  abandon  the  idea  of  entering  the  Suwanee.  The  after- 
noon of  the  !4tlij  taking  the  I'^ryrt  //.7)/*vVlauneh  and  the  tenders  Ttr^ 
Sijttrra  and  Amite.  (Lieutenant-Coniniander  ^fc-Canlev  in  the  latter)  in 
tow,  we  went  to  Bayport,  anchoring  (mtside  the  inner  reef  at  II  a.  m. 
the  16th.  Finding  the  channel  stakes  with  few  exceptions  removed, 
immediatelv  set  to  work  to  HOund  the  |WMi*age  up  U>  the  battery  with 
the  view  of  an  attack,  as  a  steamer  was  reported  as  lieing  in  the  bar- 
lH>r.  Two  luiHi-ined  i-utlers  and  an  armed  launt-h  pulled  in,  generally 
in  a  line  abreast,  em-h  provided  with  a  sounding  rod.  Whilst  going  in 
I  was  keeping  a  bright  lookout  for  the  steamer,  but  did  not  see  any- 
thing to  Ije  certain  of.  although  using  a  good  glass,  until  within  a  mile 
and  a  quarter  of  her.  Whcu  she  was  clearly  seer,  it  was  found  that 
.she  had  been  disguised  with  bmnches  of  trees.  She  was  an  Iron 
stwinier,  one  mast  and  one  funnel,  apparently  over  200  feet  long,  and 
decidedly  English  in  appearance,  aflhough  reported  to  me  as  having 
|fone  in  under  French  colors.  Having  made  her  out,  1  continued  pulP 
log  toward  her  until  within  aliout  800  yards  of  the  battery,  when  it

b4M.-anio  iippkroiit  that  the  R^ttels  had  ael  her  on  tiro.  Within  h:ilf  an 
hour  of  the  tioie  of  tiriiiu*  her  they  also  tired  a  lai"ge  warehouse  stored 
with  eotton  (if  one  coum  jiidgro  from  the  smell)  near  to  and  in  rear  of 


the  l>iitt<'ry.  I  sjicnt  three  hours  inside  of  the  harbor  with  the  three 
boats  within  half  a  uiiie  of  tlie  Imttery  to  sec  that  there  was  no  ?*ham 
about  tbo  tiriug  of  the  steamer.    Tlie  tsouudingij  convinced  lue  that  I 
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could  have  taken  this  vessel  and  the  Anitir  wiiliin  easy  shelling  dib- 
iunue  of  tbe  Uittory.  which  it  wiis  my  inU-ntioa  to  do  until  the  rebels 
saved  nio  tho  time  and  truuhle  by  startia^  the  lire»  already  mentioned. 
1  was  also  pi-eparcd,  iu  addition  to  the  use  of  tho  (ninson  board  tho  ves- 
sels, to  threat<?n  the-  steamer  with  ttve  armed  lioat-s,  one  of  them  oarry- 
injf  a  howitzer.  Almnt  5  p.  m.  we  returned  (o  tho  vessels  out-side, 
took  thi*  ^niall  craft  in  t«w,  and  relurned  to  Cedar  Keys.  It  was  (juile 
u  ilisH|i|K)intntent,,  I  a-sriiirft  you,  to  the  officers  and  men  under  rnv  fom- 
nmnd  to  see  the  destrui-tion,  as  tliev  were  eajjer  for  a  tijjht  for  the 
possession  of  the  stoamer.  To  Lieutenant-Connnunder  MrC'auh'V  I 
am  deeply  inctchted  for  hi.s  vultiai>le  assistance  while  nsliore  and  bin 
siiggpstioiis  and  hearty  c(K)|}eration  with  men  and  veswels  in  the  deiiion- 
»l.ration  made  at  Bayp<)rt.  Leaving  Cedar  Keys  the  ITth  and  Tampa 
the  18th,  I  returru'3  here  to-day,  oringing  Ronie  conlnibands  from 
Tampa  and  lumber  and  iron  Fnnn  Cedar  Keys. 

This  sketch  is  enclosed  to  eive  you  an  idea  of  the  place  and  of  the 

plan  of  attack  hud  not  the  rebels  saved  us  the  trouble.     The  i^^siliond 

outMdo  show  the  anchorage  of  tho  vessels;    those  inside  what  they 

would  have  been  had  the  attack  been  necessarj-.

Sir:  1  have  the  honor  to  rejwrt  that  I  left  Key  West  July  27,  in 
obedience  to  jour  instructions,  and  priK-eoded  to  my  cruising  ffround 
between  the  AuciUa  and  Suwanee  rivers,  stepping  to  deliver  mails  and 
dispatches  to  the  I/imt^i't'/h  at  Tampa  Bay.  the  Jutrt  Ilenrt/  at  Cedar 
Kevs,  and  the  StatJi  and  S'fnpfv  at  Nt.  .Nfarks, 

On  the  loth  instant  at  7  a.  ni.  the  lcM>kout  raisofl  black  smoke  and  I 
niadf^  all  sail  in  chase.  At  10  T  made  Inni  iml  to  be  a  Icad-cidored  river 
steamer  wilh  a  white  smokestack  and  one  niiisl.  The  wind  dyineaway, 
however,  he  }>;iiiiied  on  uie  rapidly,  so  that  at  noon  he  was  bull  down, 
and  at  2  p.  in.  his  smok^  liad  disapiieared  entirely. 

His  course  was  about  N.  N.  E.  Mv  position  at  merldiftn  was,  by 
olmervation,  latitude  21*^  Ot>'  N.,  lonjrit'ude  S4=  25'  \V. 

Standing'  to  the  noiihwanl  throuj^Ti  the  afternoon,  the  lookout  raised 
black  ;inioKc  to  the  northward  and  eastward  at  5  o'clock  and  1  made  all 
sail  in  chase.  At  5:30  raised  another  smoke,  and  this  appeuring  the 
nearer  of  the  two,  Ikeptotf  for  it.  At  6  made  out  two  steamers  stand- 
injf  in  the  same  direction,  the  second  one  resemtdinj;  the  ouo  we  had 
chased  in  the  morning.  At  ti:30  o|)ened  on  him  wilh  the  liHe  at 
extreme  elevation,  using  Hotchkiss  shell  with  ao-second  fuzes,  but  the 
shells  in  every  instance  burst  high  in  the  air  and  not,  I  should  judge, 
at  more  than  two-thirds  range. 
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1  theu  tired  some  of  the  siuue  shell  uiifuzed  unci  HIicd  with  sand,  but 
from  the  uiuertain  iipht  i-ould  not  see  with  wliut  etfeet.  1  also  threw 
a  couple  of  Dahljf  ren  slielU.  hut  in  tlioir  range  ami  ncciiraoy  I  find  thorn 
t<i  lie  fnr  inferior  to  th«  IlntchkiMH  projectile.

/Stars  and  .S?riy^.s,  tired  a  c-ounlf?  of  g'tinn,  but.  williont  effi'ct.  and  dark- 
ncHs  (^oininj^  oii,  I  was  cunipellett  to  pve  u])  the  cliuHe,  ItMinj;  Bij^ht  of 
both  Hteaniers.

Sir:  T  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  that  on  the  night  of  the  3l5t 
ultimo  I  captured  the  t*loop  ni/:/inrd.  of  5  tons,  hailing  from  Niissau, 
New  Proviaence,  laden  witli  s^  Uiles  of  rotton.  Her  crew  made  their 
csi-uiK"  on  shore,  except  Henry  Brown  (colored),  who  belongs  to  Nas- 
sau, New  Providence. 

1  have  sent  the  at>ove-named  sloop  to  Key  We^t,  in  charge  of  Act- 
ing Knsigtt  W.  11,  Winslowand  a  prize  crew,  for  adjudication,  with 
Henry  Brown  as  a  witness. 

The  following  is  a  detailed  account  of  her  capture:  Having  received 
infcirination  from  refugees  that  the  above-named  nloop  wa.s  lying 
abfiut  In  mili'.s  up  IVacc  Creek  and  40  niilcn  froni  thJH  ship,  laden  with 
<'(»lfnn,  intending  to  run  the  hlockade.  on  I  he  3lst  ultimo,  at  noon,  1 
sent  an  expedition,  consisting  of  the  launch  and  firf<t  cutter,  armed 
arad  manned  with  20  nn-n,  In  clmrgt?  jjf  Acting  Knsign  \V.  H.  AVin«low 
and  Acting  Master's  MaleCharli's  A.  Kdgcomb,  accompanied  ]ty  Henry 
West,  a  refugee,  lu-ting  as  their  pilot,  with  orders  to  Mr.  Winslow  to 
proceed  up  Peace  Creek  and  bring  tfie  sloop  out  if  jMinsible. 

Mr.  Winslow  returned  on  biiani  the  following  morning  at  (i  a.  ni., 
Ist  instiint.  from  the  cxnt'ditJon.  having  found  the  sloop  lying  at 
anchor  tiT  inilc-j  up  Charlotl^i  Harlior,  near  the  entrance  to  Peace 
Creek,  and  captured  her,  linding  no  one  on  board  but  the  abovfi- 
nauied  negro. 

Tht'  above-uamed  sloop  has  au  English  register,  but  is  owned  by 
John  Mooiicy  and  James  Fuell,  both  Iiviug  in  West  Florida. 

1  am  sorry  to  have  to  state  that  John  A.  Smith,  seaman  on  board 
this  vessel,  was  severely  wounded  in  the  right  hand  while  on  the  expe- 
dition to  capture  the  within-named  sloop,  l^y  the  accidental  discharge 
of  a  rifle  in  the  bands  of  AVilliam  Smart,  seaman,  also  belonging  to  this 
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vessel.     The  hand  was  so  badly  shattered  that  the  surget»n  was  obliged 
to  aiii|)ututo  it,  Hiid  he  is  now  doing  well. 

It  gives  mo  pleusuie  to  call  your  attention  (c>  thi?  zeal  which  Aitinjj 
Ensign  William  JI.  Winslow  exhihilcd  thnnighimt  tho  expedition  ana 
the  ftduiirable  behavior  of  the  men  vnider  him,  atid  also  of  Henry  West, 
a  refugee,  who  voluntoei*ed  hin  scnice.s  Jts  tlnnr  pilot

Winslo 
returned  on  board  from  the  expedition  up  Peuce  Creek,  without  meet-' 
iug  any  casualties,  having  burned  tlohnsotrs  buildings  and  destroyed 
four  boats  that  were  known  to  be  up  that  creek. 

1  tlunk  this  expedition  will  have  a  tendency  to  break  up  tbe  block- 
ade running  and  stop  ttie  regulators  from  coming  down  here  to  molest 
the  refugees  in  this  vicinity.

S.  7ennnQ<t:t\  was  ahle  to 
outer  this  sound.  She  met  the  '/achmm  and  Calhoun  near  Kouiul 
Island,  and  1  learned  from  a  refugee  from  Uiloxi  was  burned  up.  Thia 
was  the  Confederate  blockade  violator  Ftxe. 

The  Tvnut-^Mit.,  after  tho  J'ox  entoi^ed  the  sound,  headed  off  the  other 
steamer,  which  took  refuge  and  escaped  from  both  her  and  the  San 
Jaci7ito  by  running  into  the  shoal  water  behind  Iho  Chandeleurs. 
From  my  lookout  at  the  masthead  of  this  ship  I  was  witnfss  to  this 
chB«e  and  the  escui>e.  I  iraniedialely  dispatched,  the  Kugt-nit,  armed 
steamer,  under  Aetinjf  Ensij^ii  N.  M.  Dyer,  havinjr  Lieutenant- 
Commander  Charles  H.  Greene  on  I>oard  as  prolwiblc  prize  nmstcr. 
The  Euyc/iU-  ciime  up  on  west  side  of  the  Chundeleurs,  in  less  than  7 
feel  water,  and  ptissessed  as  pi"ize  tho  Confederate  steamer  Alabama^ 
from  Havana  for  Mobile,  carffo  assorted.  The  TentKSHtt.,  Acting^ 
Volunteer  Lieutenant  George  Wiggin,  sent  Ixwts  also  to  Lieutenant- 
Commander  Greene.  This  vessel  was  now  in  pcwsession  of  tlio  Kug^ni-e 
and  T'lififMMtY^  having  escaped  from  thii  Sait  ./»rr//i^*,  thennt  anchor  near 
to  the  Chamh'leur  liglit-honse.  Thn  route  of  the  Hun,iiit'  and  prize  to 
this  place  laj'  near  to  the  Sun  Jacinto.  LieuUnant-ixiinmauder  liidph 
(Chandler  ordered  LieulenuntCtimmandcr  Gi-ceiio  to  yield  the  priKO 
to  him,  and  he,  without  commurucating  with  this  established  naval 
station,  although  only  11  miles  off,  stood  away  for  Key  ^Vost.

On  the  llth  instant,  at  2  o'cloi-.k  p.  m.,  latitude  29^  02'  N.,  longi- 
tude 87^  32'  \V.,  the  masthead  lookout  re|X)rted  black  smoke,  bearing 
alioutBouth.  1  steered  for  it  under  full  steam,  and  soon  discovered 
that  the  soioko  onginatod  from  a  steamer,  and  that  tho  steamer  was 
steering  to  tho  nortn  ward.  As  soon  as  she  discovered  the  San  Jacmto 
she  kcptawav  to  the  westward,  and  the  chase  was  continued  until  7 
p.  m.,  when  it  became  too  dark  to  neiB  lier.  1  felt  confident  that  the 
steamer  was  a  blockade  runner  and  that  she  was  bound  to  Mobile,  and 
accordingly  shaped  such  courses  during  the  night  as,  in  my  opinion, 
would  intercept  her.  On  the  morning  of  the  12th  instant  slic  waa  dis- 
covered from  aloft,  bearingN.

She  wiw  iimking-  hlat-k 
8iiK>k<'.  iiiid.  fnim  the  dtrrrtiou  it  tmil^d  I  was  undnr  thr  impniMKion 
that  the  vessel  wan  .steering  about  S.  E.  As  Moon  as  thi>.  rhasp  after 
the  A/'tffttmtt  was  discontinued  for  the  nii^ht  I  dcterniincd  tost^-crsuch 
a  course  as  in  my  judgment  would  during  the  tir^t  [mvi  of  the  uiu:ht 
inti:^ruept  the  steamer  bearing  N.  W'.,  ajid  if  uiisureeAsfiU  in  tLat 
to  endeavor  to  ImvG  ih(^  Al/iha /mi  in  sight  in  tlie  inorninjj.  The  ship  was 
aeeordin^rly  steered  E.  N.  E.  i  E..  and  not  meeting  with  iinythinEr,  at 
midiii<{ht  the  course  was  ehitnjced  to  N.  W.  k  ^V.  1  hud  no  apprehen- 
sions of  the  Al(ihain(t'if  trying  to  ffot  into  Mobih>  that  night,  as  she  wiw 
too  far  off,  and  my  idea  wnt*  that  sho  would  steam  slow  up  to  within 
easy  distance  and  remain  until  the  next  night  to  run  thi-  HUk  kade. 
On  the  morning  of  the  12th  the  AUthana  was  in  sight,  and  during  the 
chuse,  which  1  reported  in  my  communication  to  you,  at  2  p.  m.  on 
the  12th,  the  same  steamer  that  I  had  endeavored  to  cut  off  tno 
before  hove  in  sight,  steering  toward  Horn  Island. 

The  SariJaci/it"\  course  was  no  directi?d  that  neither  steamer  could 
escape  to  the  eastward  of  the  Chandeleur  Islands,  and  at  )i  \*.  m.  the 
Tenm'Mtee  hove  in  sight  to  the  nothwartl  of  us,  thus  rendering  it  ii!ii)0(<- 
sible  for  the  smaller  steanier,  which  I  was  afterwards  informed  wjus  the 
J^&jiy  to  escape.  I  therefore  directed  alt  my  energies  to  the  capture  of 
the  A!ahnmi.  The  conunandiiig  officer  of  the  Tt'n)ifi/<Het'  informed  me 
on  the  evening  of  the  12th  instant  tliat  the  steamer  running  for  Horn 
Ishmd  was  the  luu-;  and  that  he  knew  her  well;  that  he  ran  us  near  the 
i-eef  as  he  dared  to  go  in  chase  at  her,  and  that  slie  had  got  tlirough 
the  jMissagc  to  tlio  eastward  of  Horn  Island,  where  the  gunboat 
Valh'mn  and  another  one  had  pressed  Iier  so  hard  that  ahe  was  run  on 
shore  In  her  own  jK-ople  and  tired.  I  am  conlidi^nt  tluit  the  steanierseen 
by  me  on  the  11th  at  t):3i>  p.  m.  was  the  same,  ijur  that  mn  into  Mis- 
sissippi Sound  on  the  evening  of  tlie  l'2th,  and  ns  soon  as  it  wiis  dark 
a  brif^it  lii^ht  as  of  a  vessel  burning  was  distinctly  in  si^ht  from  the 
deck  of  this  ship,  bearing  from  our  aiuhoi-agc  about  N.  N.  H  I  also 
feel  L'onfident  that  the  San  Jneinto  was  the  cause  of  the  steamer's  run- 
ning int<)  Mississippi  Sound,  and  consequently  of  her  being  chased  by 
our  gunboats  and  subse<juently  burned.

I  feci  ^i*eat  sutisfaction  in  announciiig"  thin  sncce-s.H,  for  when  (lie 
littHffnu  a  very  much  infenor  vessel,  was  carried  off  some  months  ajjci  by 
a  siniiliir  efiterpri.>«e  we  soon  fell  upon  her  track,  ami  thus  hud  the  oppor- 
tunity of  witnessing  the  desolation  she  had  spread  in  her  mth,  blwk- 
enin^;  the  seas  in  her  wake  with  the  charred  uiemorials  ui  many  tine 
ships.

Sent  a  boat  alongside.  I'pon  examination  of  the  papers  she  proved 
to  be  the  schooner  AiNUfinth,  of  Boston,  with  a  cargo  of  ^(>U  lK>xe8  of 
sugar,  ll,UOit cigars,  and  4  cases  nf  merchandise,  I  opened  her  bat^'bcs 
and  examiniHl  tJie  character  of  the  cargd,  which  I  found  all  thearticlej* 
the  bills  of  lading  t-alled  for.  The  only  thing  that  I  condemn  her  on 
is  her  lurgo  and  nnt  heaving  t<i  wheti  tired  at.  1  took  her  in  tow  and 
brought  her  into  this  place,  and  1  tbhik  it  my  duty  to  send  her  to  Key 
\Vej<t  for  adjudicjitioii.  In  Ioi()kiiig  t»\'er  her  papers  1  found  some  of 
tbem  signed  by  two  captains,  which  look-s  very  suspicious.  Not  hav- 
ing anyone  aci|uainted  with  the  i*eef,  I  therefore  sent  my  pilot  on  Ixiard 
to  titke  her  to  Key  West.

U.  S.  Tender  Two  Sisters, 
Kt-j/  Wejit,  Scptemher  — ,  J86.i. 
Sir:  I  liiive  the  honor  of  making'  (lio  followiug-  report.  Having 
received  infonuatiun  on  the  5th  instant,  while  lytnj;  in  Cedar  Keys,  oi 
the  presence  of  a  steamer  in  liayport,  1  iuimefiifltcly  proceeded  to 
cruise  otf  that  phice,  arrivinjir  (here  on  the  morninp  of  the  Cth,  On 
tiie  7th  8aw  two  sails  inshore,  and  on  standing  for  them,  found  them 
to  bo  two  boats  from  the  Jfort  Jleiiry  in  charge  of  Acting  Master's 
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Mate  Hancock,  who  Imtl  boon  spnt  down  (he  const  ttt  wuti'h  the  move- 
menus  of  the  Hleiiinor  inshore.  I  toitk  thp  i>out-s  in  tow,  tiiu]  tlio  next 
morning,  (akintr  advantage  of  a  flood  tide,  stood  inshore  to  endeavor 
to  discover  the  main  eliann^l  tlirc>iij;h  8t.  MarthiV  Re<'f.  Having 
arrivfHl  wltliin  ahoiil  4  miles  of  Bavpoit,  I  anrlmrt'd,  fiavin^,' harely 
sufficient  water  lo  tloat  the  vessel.  \\  ith  llie  aid  of  a  jjtaj*s,  I  stjon  dis- 
covei-ed  the  steamer  Ivtng  near  the  shore,  partly  covered  wjtli  hiislies. 
She  was  painted  lead  rohir,  had  side-wheels,  one  pi|w  painted  white, 
one  mast  with  a  standing  galF  upon  it,  and  her  afb^r  end  wa.«4  coveivd 
with  a  rounding  top,  apparcntlv  l«iinted  yellow,  lli  ttig  urialilc  lo  do 
anything  more  that  tide,  stoo^  otTshore  to  a  sutHeient  depth,  and 
feeling  assured  t!iat  she  could  never  leavtr  the  harlwir  in  the  night,  as 
SOOD  as  it  was  dark,  stood  for  CV'dar  Keys  to  "■i\  e  infonuation  of  her 
whereahouts  to  Captuin  Me(?au]ey  of  the  I'urt  Il,nrif.  I  wejglied 
again  tEie  same  evening  to  return,  taking  the  Fori  llfurtjK  armed 
launcii  with  nic.  At  daylight  saw  a  sai[  offshore,  which  pi-ovird  to  l)o 
the  tender  Annit,  Acting  Ensi^Ti  Williniiis  in  conmiand.  and  whom  1 
detained  to  carry  any  information  that  I  could  pi-oeure  to  Cedar  Keys. 
Stood  inshore  witli  hoth  vessels  until  within  lo  niile>  of  Bnyix»rt, 
when  the  wind  failing  I  took  the  F'rrt  Ilmn/K  launch  and  the  7'«vj 
Sittt^fi'  bouts,  and  went  inshore  to  within  4  miles  of  Bayport,  discov- 
ering the  steamer  to  Iw  still  there,  hut  the  weather  being  very  stpuillv 
and  rainy  was  nnahle  to  accfuuplish  my  purpose  of  finding  the  channeK 
everything  lH*ing  ohseurcd.  On  returning  on  huai*d.  dispntvhcd  the 
Atnu'c  to  C«dar  Keys  with  the  information  that  the  steamer  was  still 
there.  On  the  12th,  the  wcatln'r  being  again  clear,  stood  jn  toward 
liayjKjrt,  taking  advant;ige  of  a  Jhiod  tide,  and  wlieii  within  -U  iiiiledof 
Bayport,  saw  tlie  re^'f  and  the  channel  slakes.  Anchored  near  the 
reef,  and  si'ut  an  anned  Iwat  in  cJmrge  of  Acting  Mastiir's  Mate  Mon- 
tague to  sound  out  the  chaiini'l,  which  duty  lie  perfonnetl  in  a  satis- 
fat^tory  manner,  going  within  1  juile  of  the  battery.  As  the  boat  was 
returning,  the  rebel  flag  was  hoisted  on  the  Imtt'ery,  when  1  tlirev.'  a 
shell  in  tf>wuT-d  it.  hut  found  we  were  out  of  j-ange.  The  tide  failing 
I  stood  out  again,  The  steamer  had  been  hauled  in  l>ohiud  the  island 
on  which  the  town  of  Raypoi't  stands  since  my  last  reconnoissance, 
and  wo-s  still  further  disguised  with  hushes. 

On  returning  on  board  Mr.  Montague  reiMirted  hiiving  found  no 
lejj8  than  G  feet  of  water  at  anv  place,  and  tbi'  channtd  through  the 
reef  not  less  than  lt)0  yards  wide.  T  ))UH;kaded  the  place  during  the. 
next  dav,  and  in  the  evening  stood  fur  (3edar  Keys,  arriving  the  14th, 
and  finding  an  expedition  just  sturtitig  for  KayjMirt,  consisting  of  the 
steamer  .hiiiuH  Battlt-.  schooner  Annie,  witli  boats,  etc.  The  steamer 
iumiediately  took  the  Ttrit  StMUrx  in  tow,  and  I  went  on  board  the 
?>t*iampr  to  render  what  iissistance  I  could.  ^Ve  arrived  off  Bavport 
the  next  day,  and  had  the  pleitsure  of  witne.'^.siMg  the  destnictfon  of 
the  steamer,  and  a  larg*'  warehouse  apparently  containing  cotton,  and 
uf  participating  in  a  bloQdlo»±i  victory,  won  froui  the  fears  of  the 
enemy.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  that  on  the  evening  of  tho 
30th  idtimo  1  <'aptiired  the  British  sehmwier  Director,  2A"o.  of  nnd  from 
Nassau,  New  Providenee,  laden  with  :i(>  small  b(^  of  BahHrna  sail  and 
1  Iwrrf'l  luni,  manned  witli  two  men,  viz,  Uohort  Johnson  (captnin) 
and  Thomas  Valentine  (colored  seaman),  while  attemptiii''  to  run  the 
blockade  at  Punta  Rasa,  bound  for  Pence  Creek,  but  i-ieared  from 
Nassau  for  Key  West.  The  schooner  being  old  and  unseaworthj',  I  tlo 
not  deem  her  and  her  cargo  of  sutticient  value  to  authorize  me  to  send 
her  in  for  a<ljndiratton;  I  therefore  shall  destroy  her.

U.  S.  sloon  /jf«W/*'(liMKh'r  to  (his  vessel),  under  the  com 
mand  of  Acting  Master  Peter  F.  Coffin,  blofkading  the  passage  wJiicb 
runs  intAJ  this  narl>or,  and  also  to  (he  ontnmcc  of  SmilR'I  Uiver.  thoy 
discovered  a  small  schooner  coming  out  of  Tcrraceia  Cix-ek  and  makinjj 
for  the  entrance  to  Sanil>el  |C-nIoosa|  Hiver.  Mr.  Coffin  immediately 
sent  his  boat  in  chaso  and  captured  her.  She  proved  to  be  the  abovc- 
tiamed  schooner,  and  brought  her  to  this  vessel,  agreeable  to  my  order. 
Her  crow,  Robert  Johnson  and  Thomas  VaicDtioc,  1  will  send  to  Key 
Wpst  hy  the  fnttni  for  your  dis{>osa]. 

This  kobifft  .lolinstm  in  the  man  whosi!  huildinirs  I  burned  on  Peace 
Creek  the  2d  of  Sept*?mbor  last,  thev  JM'in^  a  rendezvous  for  guerillas. 

I  have  good  authority  in  saying  tfmt  this  flobnson  is  an  old  blockade 
runner  and  a  notorious  villain.  He  has  been  captured  and  paroled 
twice,  once  at  Philndph>hiu  and  once  al  Key  West,  and  am  informed 
that  he  broke  his  parole  Uith  times.  1  am  also  informed  by  Captain 
Wade  S.  Uigbyand  Knoch  Daniels  (refugees  living  on  the  islands  in 
(lie  vicinity  of  this  harbor)  that  this  Holtert  Johnson  is  the  man  who 
captiired  the  schooner  /^?/rr/ atthpeiilranee  to  Saniljel  River  in  Oecom- 
l>er,  lSti2.  The  Ztiuni  wm*  from  Key  We.st,  with  the  mail  for  this 
squadron  and  stores  for  the  V.  H.  S.  Penguin 
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1  h»vc  deemed  it  adriHablo  to  send  Captain  Kighy  to  Key  West  by 
the  r'uwji  Hs  u  witi»eH.s,  he  wishing  t<>  go  to  Key  \\'eHt  to  jiurchii-se  a 
few  articles  fur  his  family.  Witli  your  i^rnilsMion  Captain  Kighy 
woiihl  wish  Ut  i-eturn  to  t"his  harbor  by  too  first  opportunity  to  ma 
family.

Sir:  Your  letter  of  October  7,  relative  to  raptured  cotton,  has  Iteen 
rotwived.  After  a  careful  considenition  of  the  circunistancv.-*  (in  c€»n- 
net-rtion  with  my  General  Order  No.  y.  dated  fJanuary  1,  and  niy  two 
Hi^cial  order-s  to  yourself,  dated  August  2S  and  September  :*!)  It  has 
been  found  iiupossible  iit  this  utlice  to  seize  uixju  and  duly  appreeiate 
the  precise  dilBcuUy  tbat  bu^  presented  itself  to  vour  miiid,  unlcsa  it 
be  a  doubt  whether  by  proceedinj^  h.s  in  a  rase  (»?  salvage  you  uii{rht 
not  receive  a  larger  unnmnt  uf  money  than  if  treated  tut  prize  of  war. 
If  this  is  the  cause  of  your  enibarius-snient,  I  would  refer  you  to  sec- 
tion y  of  the  act  for  the  better  government  of  the  Nav^v.  approved 
July  17,  1862,  aud  lest  that  should  not  be  sufficiently  explicit,  1  would 
:}tatc  further  that  in  case  of  salvage  there  is  either  an  aaditional delay 
(over  prize  eases)  of  a  year  and  ti  day,  or  else  the  iiuiouut  divided  i^ 
ODiy  one-eighth  instead  of  ouo  half. 

Should  u\\»  explanation  fail  to  cover  the  ground  of  your  doubts, 
perhaps  a  recapitulation  of  the  facU  and  regulations  may  rearh  the 
desired  |>oint. 

On  August  21  you  Urst  rei>orte.d  the  cirruinstanee  of  the  capture, 
and  on  the  28th  you  were  directed  to  send  the  cotton  here  for  adjudi- 
cation as  prize,  with  the  usual  reports  and  crew  lists,  and  with  an 
oifiocr  who  was  cognizant  of  the  facts.  This  required,  among  other 
thingH.  a  letter  \^^  the  judge  of  the  United  States  ilistrlct  court,  con- 
taining the  full  particulars  of  the  seizure,  a  letter  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy  containing  the  like  information,  and  a  letter  to  the  admiral 
commanding  the  Hijuadr()r,  detailing  the  circumstances  of  the  <'apture; 
also  General  Order  No.  12,  of  the  Navy  De|Mirtment,  dale<l  April  H, 
1803.  requires  that  the  prize  list  required  by  law  to  be  transnutted  to 
the  Na\'3'  Department  (viz,  one  to  the  Seeretarr  and  oue  to  the  Fourth 
Auditor,  which  last  you  have  not  sent)  will  exhibit  not  only  the  name 
and  rank,  or  niting,  but  also  the  rate  of  annual  or  monthly  pay  of 
each  person  borne  on  the  list  at  the  time  of  the  capture  to  wliich  the 
lut  refers. 
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At  that  tiuic  information  had  been  rocoived  at  this  office  which  ren- 
dered it  certain  that  this  cotton  was  a  portion  of  that  thrown  over- 
board from  the  rebel  steamer  AMuima  when  rha.sed  by  the  fj.  S.  S' 
C'u}/h-r,  and  a  large  quantity  of  the  Haiiie  lot  had  already  l>een  con- 
demned iw  prize  in  this  iniirt,  of  which  vo"  wert^  inffirmed. 

On  Septendier  21  you  wei-e  directed  to  wend  the  cotton  in  thft 
Ri>,'htirh  to  this  place  and  to  comply  with  all  the  re|ridiitions,  laws, 
and  cirenlars  relating;  to  prize  mattei-y,  copies  of  which  nave  tKH'n  duly 
furnished  ti»  you,  and  you  were  i-ecommended  to  ^tudy  such  mutLcra 
diligently  in  order  to  avoid  mistakes  and  con.scr|uent  delay. 

It  was  Hupposed  that  these  instructions  were  adapted  to  the  meanest 
capttcity  and  that  no  niiHUndei-standing  of  them  was  possible,  but  if 
the  matter  is  not  sufficiently  cleai-  to  you  now  the  case  would  apiK'ur 
ho[>eless.  As  this  is  not  the  fii-st  insljince  where  ithas  been  necessary 
Ic)  i-all  your  attention  to  <irticrs  and  circulars  duly  furnished  you,  and 
lis  ihi!  time  of  this  offict-  can  ntit  be  (M-cupied  in  the  constant  reitera- 
tion <)f  such  mat  Icrs,  as  alst)  sevenil  minor  omissions  or  inaccumcieis 
on  your  part  have  l)et;n  permitted  to  pass  unnoticed,  you  am  hereby 
admonished  that  any  similar  case  hereafter  will  cause  your  being 
deprived  of  your  commaud  and  i-cturncd  to  your  previous  subordinate 
position.

The  veHwel 
proved  to  l>e  tun  UrltiHli  Kteaiuer  .l/<//7,  from  Baytwrt,  V\a.,  for  Havana 
with  a  eargo  «f  i-otton,  then  in  t-harge  of  a  prize  master  fi*om  I,'.  S.  iS. 
IltmduraM.  In  atiordaiK'e  witli  orders  fi'oni  Acting  Master  (lonld, 
eonunandiiig  Uomiunis,  I  sent  an  oflicerand  live  men  on  board  toa-ssi^jt 
in  tiiking  the  prize  into  Tanijni.

Am'loUs  in  company  with  V..  8.  (tender)  schooner  Twn  Sint^rn,  we 
iiiado  out  blat'k  unioke  by  N.  W.  at  about  3  o'clock  this  afternoon. 

(letting  underway  with  u  westerly  wind,  J  stoml  otT  to  the  S.  W., 
while  the  Two  Sittttfm  went  to  the  northward.  We  soon  made  out  a 
steamer  runniug  about  south,  with  another  steamer  in  ehaso  of  her. 
As  we  worked  out,  the  chase  hauled  to  the  westwaixl  until  she  made  a 
whooner,  which  provctl  to  bo  the  U.  S.  schooner  F'kt.  (Tlie  Ttto 
SisltTft  had  by  this  tucked  ship  and  followed  us  on  to  the  S.  AV.)  The 
chof^c  then  hauled  to  the  northward,  and  at  0:15  was  brought  to  by  a 
gun  from  the  U.  S.  S.  Ho^ndiiras^  to  whom  she  bivame  a  prize.  The 
tender  s<hconei-s  Fojc,  Two  Si»terg,  and  Sea  liiid  were  in  sight  at  the 
time  of  capture.  The  prize  proved  to  bo  the  steamer  Mail.,  ii-om  Bay- 
port,  with  IfiO  bales  of  cotton  and  some  spirits  tiupentine.

Sir:    I  have   to    report   the  destruction  of   the   blockiide-runuing 
ateamer  StyMis/i  Chief  and  of  the  sloop  Kate  JMh,  in  Hillslwiro  Kiver, 
by  un  armed  expedition  from  the  U.  S.  gunboats  Tahoma  ami  Ad^a. 


Having  Icai-ned  thitt  thPse  vessels  wore  louding  with  cotton  and 
alK>ut  10  sail,  and  beiii^  apprehensive  tbat  by  ieayon  of  tbeir  light 
draft  thev  would  escape  iho  blockading  vc8,scl,  1  sent  Lieutenant- 
Commander  Soinmcs  to  Tampa  Bay  to  destroy  thcin.  It  wat>  planned 
between  myself  and  Captain  Scmnu-s  that  he  should,  with  the  Tahrmia., 
assisted  l>y  the  Adehi,  divert  attention  from  the  real  object  of  the 
expedition  by  shelling  the  fort  and  town,  and  that  under  cover  of 
the  uight  men  should  be  landed  at  a  point  on  old  Tampa  Bay,  distant 
from  the  fort,  to  proceed  ovci'Iand  to  the  point  on  the  Ilillsboro  lliver 
whei"e  the  blockade  ninnerrt  lay,  there  to  destroy  them.  This  plan 
was  successfully  carried  out,  but  not  without  a  considerable  loss. 

Ou  llie  lt}th  instant  the  Tdfumia  Kv\A.Adel<i  i*an  in  abreast  of  the 
batteries  and  shelled  them  slowly  during  the  day;  the  tiring  was  in 
an  unusual  degree  accurate  and  precise.  At  dark.  a.i  soon  as  the 
moon  went  down,  a  fon-e  corisisting  of  Acting  Ersigns. I.  P.  Randall 
and  J.  (i.  Koehlcr,  with  (JO  men  from  the  TrtAom-:;,  and  of  Acting  Knsigns 
StrandbcrgandBalch  and  A<'ting  First  Assiwtant  Engineer  [George  M.J 
Bennet,  with  40  men  from  the  AdeJa,  and  Acting  Master's  Mate 
Crane  and  Mr.  .1.  A,  Thompson,  guides,  was  landed  at  Ballast  Point. 
The  expedition  was  under  the  inmiediato  command  of  Acting  Master 
T.  R.  Harris,  executive  officer  of  the  Ta/u»mi.  The  lino  of  march 
was  quietly  taken  up  for  the  river,  under  the  guidance  of  Mr.  J.  A. 
Thompson,  who,  being  too  ill  to  walk,  wa-sljoine  iti  a  litter.  A  march 
of  14  miles  (rendered  circuitoiLs  Ijy  the  necessity  of  avoiding  houses, 
creeks,  etc.)  broughttho  party  before  daylight  to  the  river  bank.  As 
soon  asitwaslightthe  vessels  were  discovered  on  the  opposit-o  bank;  the 
force  was  thcroupn  moved  to  a  point  opposite  where  thcv  la},  and 
those  on  hoard  brought  under  aim  of  the  rifles  and  oitlerecl  to  send  a 
boat,  which  they  did.  A  detachment  thereupon  was  sent  to  bring  over 
the  vessels  and  to  make  prisoners  of  those  on  board.  At  this  time  two 
men  succeeded  in  escaping  from  the  vessels,  who  carried  the  alarm  to 
the  garrison.  The  vessels  meantime  were  tired  effectually  and  the 
foi-ce  thereupon  set  out  upon  its  return.  Encountering  an  aimed 
party  near  the  beach,  a  charge  was  made,  and  two  relets  made  pris- 
oners. The  Ihesich  tinnlly  was  safely  reached  without  loss,  and  pickets 
were  stationed  and  the  party  restetl,  waiting  the  arrival  of  the  Iwiats, 
then  being  dispatched  from  the  Tahmia  and  AtMit.  While  so  rest  ing, 
word  was  brought  that  a  detachment  of  cavalry  and  one  of  infantry 
was  advancing;  the  party  was  formed  to  resist  an  attack,  and  the 
lioats  having  arrived  the  embarkation  (roouneneed.  While  this  was 
proceeding  the  rebels  opened  fire.  The  tirst  and  second  divisions, 
with  7  prisoners,  proceeded  in  an  orderly  manner  to  the  boats; 
the  third  division  (spread  out,  that  the  rebels  might  not  tire  into  a 
mass)  returned  the  tire  energetically  and  with  j^reat  coolness  and 
bravery.  The  A<IrJa  meantime  shidletl  the  W(KmU  fin  winch  the  reliels 
were  concfaled  and  from  which  they  tired)  with  shrapnel.  The  tirst 
and  sec()nd  divisions  having  emtmrked,  the  rear  guard,  on  receiving 
the  order  so  to  do,  followed.  This  rear  guard  stood  nobly  to  their 
post,  protecting  the  retreat  under  an  extremely  severe  tire  from  a  con- 
cealed enemy-  loading  and  tiring  with  the  coolness  of  target  piuctice, 
and  liually  leaving  quietly  at  the  word  of  command,  hearing  with 
them  their  wounded.  The  rebels  were  under  the  command  of  Oitptaiu 
(lato  LL  S.  Senator)  Westcott,  and  were  so-called  regulars. 
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Tho  retrofit  to  ihe  l>oals  whk  aflniii'uliiy  conducted  by  Acling"  M«st<T 
Hnms.  iiik!  IIip  i-xpeililiiin  lliroujjliout  wn-t  rhiinirtprizfd  lij*  a  dU- 
cipliiu':<l  j-ouraffp  on  th(^  i«irl  of  both  olKci*!*?*  »iul  men.  Thi»  force 
aiiffciTd  si'vi'iclv  lit  Ihe  ltr*acli^  and  Iioth  twiirajjt'  antl  discipline  were 
willed  fcir.     Our  loss  was  as  fullows:

Sik:  I  bnvc  the  honor  to  submit  the  following-  reptirt  for  your 
informati<in: 

I'pon  our  arrival  here,  on  the  13th  instant,  tindinjf  that  tlie  steaiuor 
Scfdtttih  Cf'tef  and  the  sloop  Kaie  Jhd^  were  lujuled  witJi  cotton  and 
ready  to  run  the  blockft<le,  1  had  to  chau^^e  the  place  uf  landing  a  force 
from'  Old  Tamim  Hay  to  Rallast  Point,  ahout  5  miles  l)olow  tl»e  town 
of  Tampa. 

On  the  ItUh,  the  Ad^a  in  companVT  wo  went  abreast  of  the  luitteries 
and  shelled  them  nt  oiir  leisure,  "fhe  practice  with  the  L'Wpounder 
Purrolt.  wius  lieautifnU  hut  the  fuzes  acted  badly.  While  in  thin 
position,  witli  11  view  of  <le<-eivlnj;  the  rebels,  I  placed  s(»nie  stakes  to 
Ihe  northward  and  eastward,  us  if  Intendinj;  to  land  then*.  This  had 
ihe  desired  flTect,,  for  that  ni^lit  quile  a  force  was  sent  tliere  to  opjxisc 
a  landing.  Toward  4oVIock  in  the  afternoon  I  backed  otl  into  deeper 
water  aniL  at  ilark  received  on  board  officers,  men,  and  boats  from  the 
AdrUi.  As  soon  as  the  moon  went  down  this  ves>sel  was  nu>ved  abreast 
of  Ibllost  Point,  and  a  force  of  100,  excluHivc  of  officers  and  gxiidca, 
was  lauded. 

When  the  boats  rotiirned  I  moved  about  midnight  abreast  of  thfl 
iBittiiries  aj^in.  Tlie  foUowiny  morning,  at  daybght.  we  fin^l  the 
heavy  rifle  ijun,  simplv  to  keep  the  retwds  busy. 

For  the  dt'tails  of  the  expeditiou  on  shore  I  respectfully  refer  you 
to  the  report,  herewith  enclosed,  of  Actini^-  Master It.  K.J  Harris,  the 
executive  ofliccrof  this  ves-sel,  who  was  in  command. 

I  am  satistied  from  the  way  in  which  the  vessels  were  cjcattercd  about 
the  river  that  more  could  not  have  l»ccn  aoconiplisbcd. 

Tho  Adal-a  bavinji^  sijjnalized  me  aliout  noim.  the  17th,  that  our  force 
was  on  the  l>each,  I  sent  boats  to  take  thoin  olT  as  soon  as  possible. 
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Froiii  tlin  tfj^tiiuony  of  witneriseH  I  fcvl  nt^surtMl  tlmt  the  most  effectual 
iiuyiiis  wen*  adopted  by  Actiug"  Master  iJarris  for  the  proteetion  of  his 
(.■oininaiul. 

The  officeifi  iitid  men  mentioned  in  the  enclosed  rejMirt  of  Acting" 
Miuster  HjirriM^-iuistitutediiiVJirguitrd,  iinduccordiiii,'-  to  verbrti  irportH 
liehaveil  nobly. 

'rho,*;*'  not  [mrtUubu'ly  meutionod  remained  in  line  of  battle  until 
ordered  to  tlieir  bouts, 

Aetinfj  Ma-ster's  Mate  [H.  A.]  Crane  and  Mr.  J.  A.  Tliomuson, 
ifiiides.  did  their  duty  well,  though  the  hiltcr  had  to  be  carried  in  a 
litter  ti  long^  lime. 

The  amrch  to  the  river  and  Intek.  1  am  informed,  was  made  in  good 
time  and  very  ([uietty.  The  escape  of  two  prisoners  from  one  of  the 
vessels  burned  wa-*  tlie  only  thing  that  showed  the  presence  of  our 
force. 

The  niuniinx  of  the  iNth  I  («mmunieated  l>y  ilu>f  of  truce,  meeting: 
Captain  [John]  ^Vesteott,  the  eomniandor  at  Tampa,  from  whom  1 
learned  tne  rondition  of  the  men  left  on  shore. 

We  have  in  our  jK^sfleasion  2  prisoners  of  war  and  tt  hhtckade 
runners  (ime  of  them  sevi'relv  wounded),  :ill  of  whom,  except  tho 
wounded  man.  I  send  bv  the  ihnithertnt. 

The  vissi'ls  d<*stroyiMl  wen;  of  light  di-aft,  not  over  4  feet,  and  would 
have  ])ri>tMibly  eluded  me.

Sni:  I  hnvc  the  honor  to  make  the  followinj,!"  i-eport  of  an  cxix-dition, 
under  my  comiuund,  made  u  few milca  into  the  interior  of  Floritk,  which 
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resulted  in  the  capture  and  burning  of  the  steamer  Sfoitinh  Chu'fM\A 
.sloop  KaU'  ZkiU;  both  loaded  with  cotton  and  ready  to  run  th«  bhickade. 

The  foree  landed  consisted  of  Acting  Ensig-iirt.!.  P.  Kandul)  and. I,  G. 
Kocliler  with  'i*'  men  from  thi.s  vessel,  and  Actinjr  KnsignH  Strandl»erg 
and  Balch  and  Acting  First  Assistant  Engineer  linnet,  with  40  men 
from  the  U.  S.  S.  A'hhi,  and  Acting  Master^  Mate  (Irane  and  Mr.  rl. 
A.  Thompson,  guides,  nil  well  armed  and  supplied  with  three  days' 
rations. 

.At  1 !  J),  m..  October  Ifi,  having  quietly  lauded  on  the  western  shore 
(if  the  buy  in  six  iMjal.s,  1  took  up  tlic  line  uf  march  for  the  llillsboro 
River,  t^arrying  along  a  small  boat  to  be  used  in  crossing  the  river  or 
any  creek  should  it  be  noceHsary  to  do  ho.  I  avoided  llie  roads  and 
houses  Rs  much  as  jxjssible  so  as  to  (tn^vent  discovery.  After  march- 
ing +  or  .")  miles  we  were  4)hliged  Ui  abandon  the  boat,  she  delaying  ils 
too  mueh,  and  I  had  her  f4>ncealed  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  our 
trail.  After  this  «e  moved  along  very  rapidly  under  the  direction  of 
our  rxwllenl  guides,  and  readied  the  )>anks  of  the  Hillsbonj  Kivor 
about  4  a.  m.  Ortol»er  IT,  having  maivhed  about  14  miles.  Ihtviug 
statioru'd  lookouts,  the  party  lay  down  till  daylight.  Shortly  after 
daylij^ht  we  discovered  the  steamer  and  sloop  on  tlio  opposite  .side  of 
the  river  about  2  miles  alM>ve  us.  The  force  was  imuieoiatelv  moved 
to  a  point  opposite  where  they  lay  and  those  on  boai'd  ordered  Ui  send 
a  boat  to  us.  When  the  boat  reached  [us]  I  sent  Acting  Ensigns  Ran- 
dall and  Balch,  with  a  suitable  number  of  men,  on  board  of  the  ves- 
sels, where  ihev  tmide  i>risoners  of  all  except  two,  who  e.si-jiped  on  the 
Tampa  side,     flanling  the  vessels  over.

The  other  steamer  liaving  l>een  represented  to  nvc  ay  being  6  miles 
farther  up  the  river,  and  too  far  gone  to  be  repaired,  and  the  schooner 
Neptnne  being  sunk  in  the  river  near  Tampa.  1  determined  not  to 
attempt  any  more,  and  inmie<liately  took  up  the  line  of  march  for  the 
beai'h,  hopmg  to  get  there  before  the  garnsiin  in  (he  town  of  Tnmpa 
cuuld  lie  alarmed.  No  one  was  encountered  until  near  thi!  )M'ach,  when 
a  scouting  party  was  distnivered  in  citizens'  dress,  on  foot  and  armed, 
and  upon  whottJ  we  iiumediately  charged,  capturing  twu.  Having 
reached  the  beach  and  plai-ed  out  a  picket  guartf,  wc  halted  and  rested. 
Very  soon  the  piiket  guai*d  informed  me  of  the  pi-esenre  of  a  party  of 
cavalry  lurking  almnt.  the  woods,  uixm  which  information  I  ordered 
the  party  tt>  be  prejMircd  for  a  tight  should  the  i-cl>cls  attack  us  before 
our  boats,  then  approaching,  could  arrive.  When  the  boats  had  ncarcd 
the  beach,  and  1  had  oi-dered  all  but  about  twenty,  including  officei^.  to 
embiirk.  the  rebels  opened  a  sharp  tire  with  tteir  ritlea  on  the  bi>itt8 
and  those  left  with  rae  on  the  boaco,  which  was  returned  for  tiitcen  or 
twenty  minutes. 

Finding  that  the  enemy,  concealed  by  the  brush,  had  the  advantage 
of  position,  that  nearly  ail  of  those  ordered  to  the  boat.s  had  embarked, 
and  that  those  with  me  were  suffering  severely,  I  retreated  to  the 
boats,  liringing  otf  all  but  tJ,  1  of  whom  was  killed  in  the  water  and 
6  who  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  ralwls,  1  of  theni  bcinf^  severely 
wounded.  (One  of  these  wounded  died  the  following  morning  in  the 
hospital  at  Tanijm.)

It  lieuiy:  necessary  for  tlie  boats.  ciMwded  as  they  were,  to  niovp  n^ 
a  short  distance  tn  avoid  the  lire  of  the  cnoniy.  some  of  the  uniLs  wen- 
lost. 

I  am  pleased  to  stAte  that  all  ixinvorned  reniaineil  in  position  until 
thev  were  oi*dered  to  rniUark. 

Tlie  Fon-e.  (jf  the  enemy  was  between  TO  a!]d  SO  men,  40  of  whom 
were  cavalry,  nil  under  the  eomiuand  of  Captiiln  Westcott,  ils  wo 
afteiwarda  learned  by  a  flag  of  truce  from  the  commanding  officer  at 
Taull^a.

Klic-itin^  no  reply  from  the  battery,  lired  at 
intervals  until  4  p.  ra.,  when,  in  ol>edienee  to  signal  made.  drop|>cd 
alongside  the  Tufioina  and  sent  three  boats  in  charj(e  of  First  Awftist- 
nnt  Engineer  tieorge  AI.  Rennet,  Acting  Rnsiens  1''.  A.  .Strandberg 
and  lulward  Baleh.  with  40  men,  armed  ann  etpiijiped.  Having 
olttjiined  [wrinission  from  yomself,  on  (he  morning  of  tl»»  iTthat 
8  a.  ni.  proceeded  toward  llie  western  shor4'  of  the  bay  in  onler  to  get 
my  vessel  nean^r  the  battery,  but  iinfortunalely  run  aground  and  w:i.s 
unable  to  get  otT.

'Plu!  men  heln^'  vt-ry  inu<-h  fatigued, 
I  allowf^d  the  Iwiat  to  lay  iiloni^Hidc  lhrf->uj;h  the  iii^hl.  At  1  a.  ni.  of 
this  dalf?  anule  si-hoont'i'  to  the  southward  standing  northward  and  irave 
cliase,  tojjether  with  the  launch,  the  schoouer  ^initt^  fast  on  the  cua.se 
until  10  a.  ai.,  when  1  fued  several  shots  at  her.  At  1  p.  ui.  it  fell  calm, 
wheu  1  scut  my  boat  with  four  men  in  charge  of  Quarlfimiaster  James 
Peterson  to  board  her  (the  launch  just  in  sight  asloru).  At  2  p.  m.  my 
boat  boarded  her  and  found  her  to  Itc  the  British  schooner  Mfff't;  from 
Havana  on  the  IMth  instant,  hound  to  St.  Marks  with  a  general  assortt'd 
cargo,  in  charge  of  and  ownc<l  hy  Captiun  Anthony  Bado.  At  3:iI0 
p.  m.  the  launch  came  uj>  and  I  gave  the  schooner  in  charge  of  Acting 
Knsign  Chester  and  inaife  sail  in  compmiy  for  Cedar  Keys.

Jn  oljedieiue  to  your  ordeiM  I  left  this  ship  on  the  ^StJi  ultimo  with 

the  launch  and  light  howitzer  and  was  taken  in  low  of  the  s<'hooner 

Antiif.  tender  to  this  vessel.     We  arrived  ofl'  Hayport  at  '^  p.  ni.  the 

same  day,  and  came  to  off  the  harlmr,  int*'n<ling  to  reconnoiter  the  Iwiy 

fuid  harbor  at  nights;  shortly  after  we  made  nsaiil  standing  (o  the  south- 

ward  and  eastward.

At  daylig-ht  on 
thn  ii'.Hh  tiUnxl  in  alon^  ihe  land  with  the  hope  of  discovp-rinj^  the  Hloup, 
bui  not  seeing  her  1  st<X)d  out  S.  W.  and  arrived  ah>ii^dc  the  Anrtta 
at  8  a.  ni.  At.  4  p.  ni.  1  t'm>k  the  lauiieh  and  stood  in  for  ]ia%'port.  1 
proceeded  i'h>sc  enou[,'li  to  see  plainly  that  there  were  no  vessels  in 
that  jwrt.

At  1 1  a.  ni.  tin*  wind  died  away  to  a  calm  and  1  }muled  up  and  stood 
for  llic  ihane.  At  A  p.  m.  1  catiie  within  nui^je  and  tired  a  shell  and 
she  lowered  her  jib,  and  1  boarded  her.  She  proved  to  bo  the  schooner 
Metoci\  fi*om  Havana,  bound  to  St.  Mareo  |St.  Marks,  Fla.  ].  Fiading 
she  was  a  prize  I  took  her  in  charge  and  proceeded  with  her  to  this 
place.

In  my  opinion  the  real 
owner  did  not  make  his  appearance.  I  have  sent  the  cotton  to  Key 
West  by  the  V.  S.  S.  /A/»*/?//v7j*,  and  respectfidlv  forward  the  prize 
list  of  tfiis  ve.ssi'l  at  the  time  of  the  capture.  Thell.  S.  S.  ./.  S.  Cfmw- 
hers  was  at  am-hor  at  West  l^ous,  but  not  within  signal  distauce  when 
tho  cotton  was  captuivd.

1  left  Key  Wost  S('i>t*»nilH'r  -28  and  proceeded  up  the  coast.  On 
tli«  ;U>th  ancliored  in  Tani[)!i  Buy  and  ((iiiiinunii-aU'd  with  tlie  steamer 
AdeJ^i.  October  1  proc^-eded  to  sea  cruising;  vii  the  4lh  spoke  the 
tender  Anjii''  on  a  cruise,  and  proceeded  to  the  northward  in  company. 
At  4:JiO  p.  m..  Bayport.  Iteannjf  S.  S.  E.,  tin  mile.'*  distant,  saws 
sloop  FttandiiijT  alon^  to  the  Mouthward  in  shoul  water,  or  St.  Martinis 
Reef.  JVtade  all  Kail  in  chase,  the  tuloop  liaulin^  his  wind  as  soon  as  he 
.saw  US,  rntuuntr  inshore;  chased  her  until  we  were  in  7  feet  of  water, 
gairiirg  on  \wv  r.'ipidly.  Finding-  the  water  t(K>  Hhoal,  1  imniediiitolv 
armed  \hp  boat  and  st^iit  her  in  t^hase,  in  diarffo  of  Ac^ting  Mfvsters 
Mat^  .7.  A.  Mejtitagui'.  Night  fietting  in,  howi'vcr,  he  hwt  sight  of 
hiT  in  ihp  darknii\>*H  mid  ;j1u'  (?.sea(M'd.  although  ho  continued  the  chase 
ill  I'vyrv  available  direcliuii  until  midnight. 

On  the  Olb  aiu-hored  at  Cedar  Keys  to  make  neoesaary  repair.^  on 
sails;  lay  thei-e  until  the  l»th,  when/taking  the  Fort  lUumjit  second 
cutter,  with  an  officer  and  crew,  proceeded  on  a  cruise  down  the  coast. 

On  the  10th,  having  anchored  off  Bayport^  just  in  sight  of  the  land, 
1  took  the  Fort  Ilciiry'if  I>oat  and  proceeded  in  to  reconnoiter  the  coast 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  town.  When  within  3  miles  of  the  town  saw  a 
boat  coming  out  containing  2  men,  who  evidently  mistook  us  for  a 
Hinull  blockade  ruiuicr.  I  ran  for  them,  intending  to  capture  them  if 
possible,  but  they  ran  for  the  battery,  not  letting  us  get  within  musket 
range  of  them.  Having  aceompUgbed  my  object  of  coming-  in,  I 
returned  to  the  vessel. 

On  the  11th,  sent  a  boat  ashore  on  Anclote  Keys  to  reconnoiter  the 
coast  in  the  vicinity  of  Anclote  River.  Discovering  nothing,  1  pro- 
ceeded down  the  coast,  and  on  the  13th  dispatched  both  boats,  in  charge 
of  Acting  Master's  Mates  >Iancock  and  Montague  into  Clearwater 
Harbor  to  reconnoiter  the  mainland  inside  the  Tceys  twrdering  that 
portion  of  the  foast.  They  [ircx-eeded  along  a  mngtwif  10  miles  of 
coa-st,  discovering  no  vpshcIh  or  evidences  of  breach  of  the  bltK'kade 
at  that  place.  A  party  of  about  3i)  men,  armed,  were  observed  in  the 
bushes  watcliing  their  movements,  but  as  1  had  ordered  them  not  to 
land,  unless  for  some  necessary  purpose,  no  attack  was  made.  The 
next  day  I  l»at  down  the  coast  until  Tampa  light-house  was  in  sight, 
at  which  |K>int  1  tonnnuniealed  with  the  I  .  S.  schtwner  Siti  Bird^MXCi 
returned  with  her  to  an  aiK'horage  off  Anidole  Keys.  On  the  15th 
jissisted  In  the  e:uiture  of  the  steamer  Mail^  the  jjaiticulars  of  which 
1  have  given  in  a  tonner  report.  On  the  nn>rningof  the  Kith  anchored 
in  Cedar  Keys.  On  tht?  morning  of  the  18th  ituTeived  the  nniils  and 
stores  for  the  tleet  from  the  U.  S.  S.  f/omlurm.,  having  received  oixlers 
from  Lieutenant-C'onmiander  Mc(Jauley,  commandingthe  Fort  I/tfiry^ 
to  deliver  ttiem  at  their  several  destinations.  Frocewled  on  this  duly, 
coumiunicatiug  with  the  iSf^trs  and  StrijjetioS  St.  Marks  the  30th;  the 
Sagamore  at  East  Pass  ou  the  lilst;  the  Sornvrset  uud  J.  6'.  Chamhera 
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at  the  West  Piu*.-*  on  the  *22d;  tho  J.  L.  Dam«  at  t>t.  .Joseph^s  on 
28<1,  und  the  R'Hthns  ut  St.  Andrew';*  on  the  suuie  day. 

On  tlic  2ith  slftrtod  on  my  return  to  Cedar  Ivoys,  and  having 
received  the  mailn  from  the  J.  L.  Dmuj*  in  passingj  arrived  at  Lledar 
Keys  on  the  2Cth,  scndiu(»^  the  mails  by  the  Stti  Bird,  On  the  ;^tith 
sailed  for  Key  West  to  accompany  the  Fort  ffenry^  and  render  as8i(*t- 
ance  if  nocc-ssary,  hut  as  she  trtarted  ahead  of  us,  on  aeeount  of  calms, 
we  saw  no  more  of  her.

performed  by  the  lilorkading  fiirce  at  St.  Andrew's  Sound,  under  the 
command  of  Ai^linjr  Master  \\*illiani  R.  Browne,  in  destmyinga  very 
extensive  and  valuable  quruility  of  sailt,  works,  both  ;it  Lake  Ocala  ana 
in  St.  Andrew's  Bay.     The  citTuuiHtances  are  as  follows: 

On  DetxMiiher  2  a  Imal  was  diHiuitcbed  from  the  burk  Restf^eMy  then 
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lying  lit  St.  Andrew's  Sound,  to  Lake  Ocabt  (some  *<>  niilcs  to  the 
weslward),  when*  Artiiig  Kiisij^n  Jame-s  J.  KitfMcll  lutidcd  with  hk 
iiKMi  and  iimn*ln*d  soiiu*  h  inilt's  iiil&iid  lo  Knnt's  nalt.  workw — «^n- 
sisliiig  of  ihifP  different  e(;tMbU''l»nicnt**^ttnd  utterly  di-slroyed  Limm. 
There  were  (J  steiiinhoAt  hoilci-M  ni  this  place,  rut  in  half  long^thwise, 
and  7  kettles  made  ('xi>ro.ssIy  for  (he  purixjse.  each  holding-  ii(t**  ^1- 
lons.  They  were  in  the  pnietioe  of  turniniK  out  KW  biLsht-lH  of  ^'!lIt 
duily.  Beaidc  destroying  ihesf?  Ixdlers,  u  lftr>i;e  »|uiuitity  of  .salt  wus 
thrown  into  the  lake.  2  largo  flatlwats,  and  6  oxeart-^  were  dcEuoJif^bed. 
and  17  prisoners  were  tiiken,  who  were  paroled  and  released^  as  the 
boat  wnt*  t<K>  small  to  bring  tltem  aw«v. 

On  the  loth  of  IXvember  Acting  t^nsign  Kdwin  Crissey  arrived  at 
St.  Andrew's  Sound  from  the  East  raAsofSanta  Kosa  Stuuid,  with  the 
ytern-whi'ol  t^tfamer  liUtimter  and  her  tender,  the  sloop  Cuntfi/it,  iiav- 
iug  lieard  of  the  expedition  to  I^akc  t^K-aln.  and  placed  his  rommand  at 
the  disposal  of  Acting  Master  Browne  for  more  extniMve  o|x'ratioDS 
near  St.  Andrew's.  Accordingly.  ',\  officers  and  48  men  were  sent  from 
the  Iiffifl<-j*s  to  the  Hhioinfr^ and  nhe  pi-ocoeded to ^^'est  Bay,  wlioi*o  the 
i-ebel  (lovemment's  salt  w(trks  were  hrst  de.stroved,  which  produced 4O0 
biishels  daily.  At  thin  pla*-e  there  weiv  2T  hinldings,  "I'l  large  Iwilefs. 
and  HHHiie  ii(X)  kettle.s  avoraglng  iiOlt  giillonw  each;  all  of  which  were 
destroyed,  together  with  i:,*Kio  liiiKhelsof  .saltand  Honie.ston'hou.se.H  con- 
taining three  iiionth-^'  prnvisions,  tin*,  whole  estimateil  at  half  a  million 
of  tlolUuw.  V'rom  this  p<»iiit  the  expe<liti<)n  proceeded  d<»wn  tlic  bay. 
dcflroying  private  .sjill  works,  whieli  lined  each  .•^ide  for  a  distance  of 
7  miks,  to  the  number  of  I'.'h  diffL-rent  f-stahlishments,  averaging  2 
boilei-s  and  2  kettles  each,  together  with  largo  quantities  of  tialt;  507 
kettle?^  werft  dug  up  and  rendered  u.*eU'ss,  and  over  HtHi  huildingB  were 
destroyed,  together  with  27  wagons  and  .'>  large  t1al)ioHl.s.  Tlic  entir« 
damage  to  the  enemy  is  estimatetl  by  vVcling  Master  Browne  at  three 
milliouH  of  dollars.  Thirty-one  contnihands  emph»ycd  at  tliese  works 
gladly  availed  thrnwivcsof  this  c>{)port unity  to  cscaix\  and  were  of 
great  sc^rviee  in  puUiting  out  tlie  placuj?  where  the  kettles  were  Iniried 
tor  concealment. 

Ill  the  meanthue,  while  these  opcmtions  were  going  on,  Actinjf 
Ma.ster  Ili-owne  got  underway  in  the.  bark  Re«fft:«^  and  ran  up  to  within 
iM)  yardi*  of  the  town  of  St.  Andrcw't;,  which  had  been  i-eportod  to 
him  hy  dcserten*  as  (jiMug  occupied  <n)ly  by  a  uulitank'  force  for  tho 
last  tefi  months,  and  ctHurnenced  shidling  tke  place  and  fonio  soMiery, 
who  made  a  speedy  retrfat  to  the  wochIs.  Selecting  the  weathemin^t 
houses  fora  targt-t,  the  town  was  lin'd  by  the.  third  shell  and  33  hoiuotj 
were  noon  reduced  to  asiies.  No  n'sistance  was  ollered  Ui  our  jieople 
throughout  the  affair. 

A(rting  Master  Browne  report-s  that  his  work  is  not  yet  half  done, 
as  there  an*  over  1)X>  salt  workrf  in  East  and  West  Imys,  which  ho  con- 
templates destroying.  >lc  also  speaks  in  high  terms  of  Acting  Ensigns 
flumes  ,J.  Uiisscll  and  t'liarles  N.  Hicks  anil  the  4H  men  from  the  Rent- 
/<*«,  as  also  of  Acting  Knsigii  ^Aiwiri  Crisscy  and  the  H  men  lielonging 
to  tho  Blinfincr^  for  the  prompt  uiauncr  in  which  they  tarried  out  hm 
orders.

]M-o*ocd  up  tlio  (_*art  road  which  loads  from  the  wa  to  Keut's  salt  work\ 
5  miles  inland,  and  destroy  tho  whole  affair,  and  well  did  h«  ncooni- 
plish  his  nii.ssiou. 

After  reaohitig  the  lake,  no  vessel  being  in  sight,  he  landed  his  partv 
and  niarchoH  to  tho  works,  and  cffechmlly  destroyed  them,  tronsistinj: 
of  three  different  t^tahlishments.  huvintr  i>  steamboat  Ijoilors  cut  in 
half  leiii''tlnvHy,s.  and  7  iron  kettles  nmne  expressly  for  tho  j)iii-|K»sr, 
earh  holdinjr  MOO  pillons,  and  tiirninj^  out  i;Jn  bushels  of  salt  jM-r  dav. 
He  als<t  hovr  u  lar^je  i{tmntjtv  of  sail  into  the  lake,  and  on  hi.s  return  Id 
the  boat  he  deniolisluHl  'J  larj^*'  flatboals  and  tJ  ox  earts,  used  for 
hauling  salt  or  eargo. 

Seventeen  pristmei's  were  taken,  hut,  tho  Ijoat  Ijcing  too  small  to 
convey  them  to  the  whip,  it  wits  thought  advisable  to  release  them, 
after  mluiinistering  an  oath  never  to  take  up  arms  against  the  I'nited 
Stales  (iovernment.  You  will  please  find  enclosed  a  chart  of  the  lake; 
also  2  ( Vtnfederate  newspapers  found  upon  tie  pers4in  of  one  Jordon, 
overstier  of  the  works. 

I  would  rcspeetfully  fall  vour  iittenlion  to  Acting  Ensign  J.  J. 
UusHell  and  the  men  under  liis  cotnuiand  who  composed  this  expedi- 
tion as  deser\ing  great  praise  in  destroying  so  effectually  one  *»f  the 
most  extensive  salt  works  upon  thia  coast,  to  accomplish' which  took 
ten  hours  of  hard  labor.

Sih:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  on  the  morning  of  December  10  the 

U.  S.  S.  Blfiovwy,  Captain    BMwin   Crissey,  and  sloop  Ch/v}li»e,  her 

tender,  came  to  this  place  from  East  Pn-ss,  Santa  Rosa  Island,  to  render 

us  atf&u^~tance  in  the  destruction  of  the  numerous  salt  works  on  this

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Tmv,  liavinj^  ln"ar<l  of  our  dash  u  few  dnyn  tM»forc  on  thi^  Government 
Halt  wurks  at  Lake  Ocahu  7  miles  fi'om  >>ai)ta  Ho^a  Bar. 

Cvaptain  C'ri.srtcy  tendered  mo  the  /y/^-w/w/r  and  Carolinfrior  the  fu-com- 
plinhmoTit  of  that  object,  informing  me  if  I  would  place  men  and  arms 
on  btmitl  of  hin  vessel  he  would  stuv  and  render  me  all  the  a^sit^tanee 
he  jjossibly  could.  I  gladly  availed  myself  of  the  opporttinity,  and 
placed  4S  'men  and  8  offictM-s.  armed  and  provisioned  for  4  days,  on 
board,  and  ordered  him  to  proceed  to  Hear  ('rook  (at  the  head  of  S'orth 
Jluy)  and  if  jKissible  out  outa  schooner  loaded  with  IW  bales  of  eotton, 
which  lay -li  BnJes  upthecreeic,  Thisaceomplisheil,  to  proceed  to  West 
Bav  and  destroy  the  extensive  Government  wait  works,  which  yieldtnl 
daily  MM  huHhels  of  salt,  while  I  would  destroy  the  head()uarters  of 
the  rebel  companies  stationed  at  St.  Andrew's  (to  protect  the  numerous 
salt  worka  on  Kast  and  West  Uav),  numbering  277  men,  who  held  it 
with  one  ticldpiece  to  keep  the  hands  emploj'ed  nt  the  Government 
solt  works  supplied  with  fish,  oysters,  etc..  and  to  prevent  <"onti'a- 
bands  and  refu;i;ees  from  cominp;'  off  to  the  blockmle.  These  men 
were  always  upon  the  alert  for  an  op|>ortunity  to  shfmt  our  men  who 
land  forwoo<l  on  the  main,  there  being  none  on  thi'  island.  At  Sp.  m., 
the  wind  freshening  nheud^  I  cnme  to  and  order<'<l  the  sti'ainer  to  pro- 
ceed on  her  misHon.  At  daylight  next  morning  1  got  underway  with 
the  biirk  and  ran  up  t"  within  Sf*0  yanls  of  the  town,  lleforc  opening 
ujH>n  it  wc  saw  3  cavalry  officers  and  numerous  infantry,  who  <]ui<rkly 
flfd  after  our  .second  Huot  Ut  the  wooda  where  their  cum[Hinions  lay 
et)n(:ealed. 

S'h'<-ting  the  largest  group  of  house.-*  we  succeeded  in  tiring  it,  oxir 
third  shell  bursting  iu  one  of  the  houses  at  the  southeast  end,  The 
wind  bfiiig  K.  S.  K.  comiminimtcd  the  flames  (luiekly  to  the  others, 
oonsi.sttiig  <tf  32  hnu.'^ea  and  shanties,  which  were  .speedily  reduced  to 
ashes,  and  will  no  more  afford  shelter,  as  heretofore,  to  the  enemy, 
from  which  they  watched  the  procecdiugt^  of  all  which  took  pluuc  in 
or  alK)ut  this  harbor. 

I  would  now  most  i-espectfully  call  your  particular  attention  to  the 
expedition  on  iKwrd  the  /f/<«wir/-and  the  almost  incalculable  destruc- 
tion of  salt  works,  salt,  provisions,  materials,  etc.,  pertaining  to  the 
manufacture  of  this  essential  article,  which  they  accomplishetl. 

The  Government  works  [were]  under  the  command  of  a  Mr.  Olen- 
denin,  which  turned  out  daily  lUU  bushels  of  salt.  This  was  one  of 
the  best  locatwl  in  West  Bay,  Iteing  situated  in  a  mai-wh,  the  water  of 
which  yielded  75  gallons  of  salt  to  10*)  gallons  of  water.  It  was  in  fact 
a  complete  village,  covering  n  s])ace  of  three-fourths  of  a  s<]uare  mile, 
employing  nniny  hands  anti  1)1  ox  and  nmie  trains  constantly  to  haul 
salt  to  Kufaula  Soiiml.  and  from  thence  conveyed  to  Montgonu-ry,  at 
which  T>lace  it  is  selling  at  fabulous  prices— $40  and  $4.*)  per  Inwhel. 

At  this  place  were  27  buildings,  and  2*2  large  steam  lioilers,  and  300 
kettles  averiiginp  2<M(  g^dlons  ejich,  which  cost  the  (Jovernment  $5  per 
gallon,  all  of  which  were  totally  de-^troyeil,  besides  2,tHH>  bu.shels  of 
salt.,  and  .-(to rehouse."*  filled  witfi  corn  nnati,  Imcon,  sirup,  and  other 
provisions,  enough  to  supply  those  eniploye<l  three  tuonlhs,  the  whole 
of  which  was  so  effet-luulfy  destroyed  that  every  ye.stige  of  this  salt 
villagi!  has  entirely  dis:ipp<>ared,  the  whole  of  which  can  not  be  esti- 
mated of  a  less  value  than  $.">(M'.(JO0. 

After  which  they  proceeded  down  the  bay  and  destroyed  the  suit 
works  which  lined  each  side  for  7  miles  (belonging  to  private  indi- 
vidual), numbering  ut  least  VJS  diflercut  works,  averaging  2  boilers 
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and  10  kettles  each;  also  d&stroving  a  lar^re  quantity  of  salt.  Fire 
hundred  and  heven  kettles  were  (tup  up  and  rendered  nseless;  orer3«."' 
buildinjf^  of  variout'  sizes,  used  as  storehou8ei«,  etc ,  wore  deotrojed, 
tof^ether  with  •Jl  wagon.s  and  carts  and  5  large  llatlioats. 

These  works,  with  the  Goveniraent  work*,  could  not  hare  cost  lew 
thHn*y,(KX»,(M)0. 

Thiily-one  contnihandH  (two  of  whom  wer«  fenmlei^)  beIong"ine  to 
thtute  workn  gladly  gavt>  tluMust'lveH  uji  lu  us  and  ausiKted  nuitf  ruUr 
in  destroying  iho.  works  and  digging  up  kettles,  which  were  l»uried  in 
the  Hwanip  and  would  never  have  eonie  to  light  bad  they  not  pointed 
ihfui  out  to  us. 

Ttiis  hay  was  considered  a  safe  place  to  pursue  the  making  of  ^alt,  and 
on  either  sidi-  for  7  miles  there  could  Ima  seen  one  coiitinupcl  string  of 
saltworks,  A  Mr.  Blunt,  an  itiljidligciit  man,  wh*)  hml  iM-i'ii  engaged 
in  this  InisincMS,  aaid  the  swamps  in  tnis  Imiv  wi^re  tht;  iH-st  ailupted  in 
the  whole  Confederacy  for  tht>  hx-ution  of  .salt  workf4,  as  the  <TontinuHd 
drought  in  this  region  for  the  pUJ^t  three  years  liatl  caused  Uio  p%*apo- 
raliim  of  nearly  all  the  fit*.sh  water,  lea^  ingat  legist  75  percent  of  H&It 
in  the  water  remaining.  IJrstdes  this,  the  salt  made  here  was  of  hntler 
(jualitv  than  that  procured  at  any  other  place,  not  excepting  the  cele- 
l)mtt^a  salt  works  in  Virginia,  and  the  destruction  we  had  made  would 
he  ^'a  greater  blow,  and  more  severely  felt,  than  the  falling  of 
Charleston." 

But  our  work  is  not  yet  half  done.  There  arc  over  HM)  salt  works 
in  East  and  \Vest  hays,  which  I  contemplatei  destroying.  I  send  for 
your  disposal  21  conlraliands,  retrying  the  remainder  for  hoat'a  crew 
and  to  ftspist  in  lindin}^  Imried  kettles,  etc.,  of  the  other  workd. 
Enclosed  please  find  various  letters  collected  at  the  destroyed  work& 
1  woidd  must  respectfully  caJl  your  attention  to  Acting  Ensigns  JamoH 
J.  Kussell  and  Charles  N.  Hitks,  of  this  vessel,  and  the  men  under 
tlieir  command,  for  the  prompt  manner  in  which  they  carrie*!  out  my 
orders  and  cooperated  with  Captain  Crissey,  of  the  Bi"Ouu-r^  whose 
force  of  t>  men  made  the  total  of  5+  men  ami  4  otficers  engaged  in 
this  e3n>edition.

Imvjnjf  finished  repairinjir  t^© 
boik'i-s  of  tlio  l^  S.  S.  Bh»min\  which  wero  wo  niiicli  out  of  repair  that 
wecnuld  not  pro<'Pe(t  to  tiu'  tiiiiil  d^'stniction  ot"  thf  rfinaininjfealtworkfi 
in  this  hay  until  they  hud  uiider^oiin  \\  \\\\xi\  ami  iwirtial  n-pairinu;  and 
Hiippliod  with  four  pxtm  dnys'  fuel  (pirn'  W(»od(,  1  iTpaired  011  iKmitl 
with  ActiiifT  Knni^nH  JanirM  .).  KiiNHt'TI  and  II(>nrv  I'^soti  and  4^7  inrii. 
Ah  thr  iiiuon  wufl  quilts  lureo,  I  concliidml  not  to  iiiaku  a  Hturl  until 
after  siio  had  set.  but  thii  wiiui,  which  had  IttM'n  light  from  tho  N.  \V., 
suddcidy  fn^shcno<l  to  a  douhle  it^f  top^ail  hrt-ezo.  At  ll';:il>  it  blew 
still  iiiirder,  so  much  so  that  it  won  tnoiiglit  hy  Captitiii  Crissoy  and 
the  pilot  that  the  steamer  would  not  ho  ulilo  to  stem  the  strong  ehl» 
tide  at  that  time  nmning-,  especially  aw  the  boilers  leakiHl  so  badly 
on  the  expedition.  The  tirei  wcm  nearly  extin<;uishe<l,  JieHides,  we 
had  her  t^'nder,  a  .sloop  of  some-  tift  tons,  alongside  U>  tow,  tho  wind 
iKiin^  drad  ahead.  But  as  my  men  were  all  on  hwird  aJid  provisioned 
only  for  fmir  days  and  L'aptaia  C'rissey  anxious  to  return  to  his 
station,  his  time  of  nhsenee  havinjj  already  expired.  1  detertnined  to 
make  tho  attempt.  At  11:30,  steam  beini;  up,  we  weighed  and  pro- 
ceodeil  on,  and  so  strouj^  wus  the  wind  ana  the  tide  n}^ainst  us  that  wo 
j^aininl  only  1  mile  in  three  hours,  tho  captHin  and  pilot  saying  wo 
nuist  ;^'•i^■^■  it  up.  I  urL''cd  them  to  lici-p  on,  ii.s  after  iniilnij^ht  I  wus 
conlident  tlm  wind  would  nnxlerat^',  and  at  'A  a.  m.  the  tide  would  turn 
in  our  favor.  At  1:30  a.  ni.  the  wind  Itegan  to  abate,  and  at  3  a.  in. 
the  tide  turned. 

We  liad  now  only  pot  as  far  as  Rod  Fish  Point,  a  distance  of  4  milea 
from  ourstartinj;  point,  at  11:30  p.  m.  Hy  dayli[^ht  we  were.  throuy:h 
the  narrowest  jMirt  of  the  bay,  and  at  the  cummenecnient  of  the  salt 
works,  1(1  miles  above  St.  Andrew's. 

The  olficers  and  men  were  landed  under  the  cover  of  our  guns  and 
(M'cupied  the  rest  of  the  chiy  in  destitiving  the  remaining'' salt  works, 
110  in  luuulier,  with  a  large  number  of  liettles  and  Ixiilei'^and  30  build- 
ings or  .salt  sheds. 

The  pickets  stationed  at  Parker's  houso  seeing  us  gave  tho  alarm, 
and  the  reljcls  destroyed  tho  reuiaiuing  works  by  setting  them  on  lire 
to  keep  them  from  being  destroyed  by  us. 

We  skirted  this  bay  for  a  distance  of  15  miles,  10  of  which  wero 
covered  near  the  lieach  with  some  ii'.Wf  s»lt  works,  all  of  which  the 
enemy  destroyetl  with  the  exception  of  the  IHl  we  demolished. 

Having  cleared  tlie  threi*  arms  of  this  extensive  liuy  of  saltworks 
we  i-eturueil  to  this  ship.     On  our  way  Imck  we  Mi.w  large  lires  in  West 
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Ray  in  the  direction  of  smiin  suit  workH  we  hud  not  destroyed  tuid 
supposed  the  rol>el,  Captain  Rohinwin,  hnd  orden-rd  theui  to  l>ede«troved 
to  prevent  us  from  doin^  It,  which  pmvwl  to  Im  the  case.  Uikju  my 
arnviil  at  the  ship  I  found  threw  de-serters  from  AnderHon"'!4  conitiany 
had  come  off  and  delivered  up  their  arms  and  said  they  were  n*]uiy  t<> 
take  tiie  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  United  States  (loverninent  and  ihaJL, 
all  the  privates  in  the  c(>ni|ianies  of  Anderson  and  Hohini^on  we 
heartily  tired  of  the  war;  even  (^i))tuiii  AnderfK>n  had  rcsij^ned  Hnd 
gone  home,  and  33  men,  and  now.  all  the  salt  wurkn  in  (IiIn  vicinity  were 
destroyed,  many  wmild  Htjir\  e  to  death. 

The  oath  of  allegiance  was  u<lministered  to  three  of  thchc  men,  and 
who  joined  this  ship,  having  enti^red  the  service  for  ore  yejir.  Within 
the  past  ten  days  3!H)  salt  works,  33  rnven'.d  waji^onH,  13  flatUtaU,  3 
sloops  (5  tons  each),  t>  ox  i-artw,  4,i>f»fl  busln'lH  of  salt,  SfiS  huildinpt  at  i 
the  different  salt  works,  o^O  iron  kettles  aveniging  i.50  pillons  each, 
ItfS  iron  boilei-s  for  hoilinji;'  brine  |wen?  destroywl],  and  it  is  helieved 
from  whnt  we  saw  that  the  enemy  destroyed  iis  muiiy  more  to  prevent 
us  from  doing  so.  Forly-eigbt  contmhands  and  jtrisoners  have  l>eeu 
taken  and  live  deserters  from  the  army  have  come  and  delivered  them- 
aelves  up  and  entered  our  service.  So\eDtccn  pci-sous  have  iM>en 
paroled  after  taking  the  oath  of  allegiance  not  to  take  up  arms 
against  us. 

In  conclusion  permit  mo  to  add  that  53  men  and  4  officers  were 
employed  in  the  destnietion  of  these  works — 47  men.  3  officers,  and 
nivw^lf  from  the  It/'sfli-nx.  5  men  and  1  officer  from  the  B!"fnner — all  of 
which  deserve  great  praise  for  the  prompt  manner  in  which  they  car- 
ried out  my  every  order,

Sra;  Bri^dier-freneral  "Woodbury  has  commanded  thoor^nization 
of  a  company  of  refugee  rangers,  intended  to  operate  on  the  main- 
land in  the  vicinity  of  (Imrlotte  H«rlx>r  and  'Innipa  Bay,  in  ronjunc- 
tion  with  some  regular  troopw  and  under  his  own  iiiimcdiate  oraors. 
Some  25  or  30  men  are  aheady  enlisted  and  pla<H'd  in  rharge  of  Lieu- 
tenant Meyers,  of  the  Forty-seventh  Keginient  iVnnsylvania  Volun- 
teers. This  detachment  is  sent  up  in  the  Stinjloircr  io  he  landed  on

Bcport  of  Acting  Mnster  SAem'U^  U.  S.  Nnvp^  cmtwiandino  U.  S.  hark 
Roebuck^  rt-garding  the  capivro  of  the  British  schooner  Ringdove. 

U.  S.  Bark  IIoebuck, 
Of  Indian  liivtr,  De^mht^r  VJ^  IS63. 
Sir:  1  have  the  honor  to  ^e^)ort  the  rupture  of  the  British  schooner 
liimjdmu'.^  2H  tons,  of  and  from  Nassau,  with  a  crew  of  five  men,  on 
the  17th  instant. 

Soon  after  davlight  a  sail  was  discovered  to  southward  standing 
apparently  for  this  ship,  the  wind  being  fresh  from  S.  E..  rugged  sea, 
and  passing  squalK.  At  H:  15  he  ihanged  his  course  as  if  to  run  past^ 
when  I  tire<l  tnrci'  ^hell  from  the  rillon  giin  and  made  read^'  to  follow 
him,  upon  which  he  haulwl  in  for  the  Iwach  anil  ran  aground  near  the 
liarotf  Indian  River  Inlet.  I  dispat^^hed  two  armed  boats  in  charge  of 
Acting  Knsigii  I*ul.«ipber  and  a  ina-ster's  mate.  [William  H.]  Rnwlfonl, 
who  succeeded  in  Iwarding  the  schooner  and  after  a  while  in  getting 
her  afloat  and  inside  the  bar  in  snnK^th  water.  Her  cargo  [consisted 
ofj  1S*0  lings  salt,  3  bags  coffee,  2  half  cliests  tea.  and  3  Iwnvls  whisky. 
The  only  jjapei's  found  on  lH*ard  were  ivgister,  i-rew  list,  and  clear- 
ance. No  log  book  or  colors.  Got  the  schooner  out  safely  this  a.  m.j 
and  will  dtspaUh  her  to  Key  We.st  in  charge  of  Acting  Ensign  Puisi-' 
pher  and  a  prize  (Tow  for  adjudication.  1  enc-lose  a  list  <}f  tlie  officers 
ukI  crew  attached  to  this  vessel  at  Itmi^  of  almvc  cajiiure.

Sir:  It  gixca  mo  ^roat  plcaj^urc  to  call  the  uttention  of  the  Dcpart- 
mont  to  a  very  import-ant  service  perfornit^d  hy  the  schooner  T'o^r,  a 
tender  to  the  San  Jaciitk\  under  the  command  of  Acting  Master 
George  Aahbury.    The  ciremnstances  are  us  (oIIowh: 

Oil  the  20th  of  Doccinbor  ii  steamer  was  discovered  in  the  mouth  of 
the  Suwunee  Hiver,  apparently  at  anchor  or  aground.  The  F»av  imme- 
diately beat  up  toward  her  until,  when  within  about  three-quarters  of 
a  mile  of  the  steamer,  .she  grounded  in  8i  feet  water,  find  onened  upon 
her  witii  the  howitzcre.  at  the  same  time  siendin^  an  arntco  bont  in  to 
capture  the  steamer.  An  attempt  was  made  to  mtimidate  our  j)eople 
hy  mounting  a  piece  of  stovepipe  on  u  chair  to  represent  a  forecaetlo 
gun.  and  a  log  ot  w<x>d  on  a  camp  stool  for  a  stern  gun,  but  this  device 
of  the  enemy  failed  in  it*>  object,  and  Acting  Ensign  Marcellus  Jack- 
son Ixwrded  the  steamer,  from  which  everybody  had  made  their  escape 
to  the  shore.  She  proved  to  1m>  a  Hide-wheel  vessel,  painted  lead  color, 
with  black  sniokcstaek,  two  masts,  and  a  walking- l«'arn  engine.  Neither 
cargo,  [wrsniml  cffeit-*,  jtapers,  nni*  anytliiiig  to  inilical*!  her  name 
were  fouml  on  Ixwird,  Itut  from  the  description  she  is  suiiiio.«(>d  to  have 
licen  the  IJttU  I.!ly>  formerly  tlie  yan-Nnu^  and  luiforc  that  ttie 
Fhuthinff.  The  watei-  wtis  found  running  rapidly  into  the  engine 
room;  non*!  of  our  peoplt'  were  rompetcrt  to  st.op  the  leak  or  work 
the  engine;  the  rhannel  was  exceedingly  intrieate  and  narrow,  and 
night  was  nipidly  eoining  on.  lender  these  circumstances.  Acting 
Knsign  fJn<.-kson  set  tire  to  the  vcshcI.  agi-ceably  to  or(iei*s  from  .\eting 
Master  Ashbury;  and  in  returning  to  the  Fiki;  pulled  U|>all  the  stakes 
by  which  the  ehunnci  wtis  marked  out  for  about  a  mile  and  n  half. 
'rhc  destruction  of  this  steamer  is  reporto<l  as  having  been  compleu?, 
and  if  it  prove  to  have  bceu  the  Little  LUy,  it  is  a  most  fortunate  cir- 
cumstance, as  her  speed  was  suptwsed  to  be  greater  than  that  of  any 
vessel  in  this  squadron. 

Again,  on  Deeemljer  *i4,  a  vessel  was  discovered  b}-  the  Fox,  stand- 
ing in  for  the  Suwance  River,  and  after  a  chase  of  two  hours,  and  tho 
firmg  of  several  shells,  sho  was  hove  to.  Being  ordcrwl  Ijy  Mr.  Ash- 
bury  to  send  II  Ixjat  on  Iwwrd,  the  stranger  put  his  helm  up.  with  the 
evident  intt'ntion  of  running  the  J''"j-  down,  and  came  down  upon  the 
starboard  quarter,  carrying  away  the  boat  dnvit**,  but  <ioing  little 
other  damage,  as  the  /■!«  was  inunediately  kept  away.  While  nis  ves- 
sel was  paving  olT  Mr.  Ashbury  directed  a  rille  shot  to  be  tired  for  the 
purpose  o?  intimidation,  but  a  hejivy  sea  wns  rimning  at  the  time  and 
the  bullet  tcHik  elTect  on  the  captain  of  the  strange  vessel,  who  Wits  at 
the  wheel,  ])a.-*sing  through  his  leg,  but  without  touihing  an  artery. 
The  vessel  was  then  boarded  anil  proved  to  be  the  Britis}]  schooner 
ICdword^  from  Havana,  bound  t«>  the  Suwanec  River,  with  a  cai"gt>  of 
lead  aud  salt,  and  was  accordingly  seized  as  a  prize. 

In  addition  to  these  achievements,  I  would  remind  the  Deimrtmcnt 
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that  the  I'^ot  was  one  of  the  throe  tenders  that  lUfsisteU  the  Ihmdura*

Sir:  1  have  the  honor  to  report  thai  I  lefl  this  port  in  ottwlience  (o 
your  insLnictions  nn  the  *MU  instant,  the  repaii's  to  the  vessel  havinjj 
rwen  ronipleled,  aiul  ])rocee(le(i  to  my  iruisin^  gronnd.  On  the  loth, 
in  a  tjale,  I  iiail  thr  mis/ortuiu'  to  lose  the  starb«tar()  <|Urtr[er  IkhU.  a 
heavy  f*ea  Hlrikinj;;  it.  On  the  liltli,  }iavinga  favoiabh'opportunil y,  I 
stodd  in  t^o  ^  falhoniH  otT  (he  iSiiwani>i>  and  anrhnred.  On  the  20th  at 
1 1  H.  ni.  the  ItiukiMit  rth)ft  cit-m-riiHl  a  sl^'ainiT  nonir  niilrs  up  the  rciast. 
1  |juL  undiTwav  at  mni' ami  heat  np  (DWiini  her.  .\L  \'2,  U'lny  in  2 
fathoms,  i  unehnri'd  at  S  niili's  liistanrr,  the  ^^telltnerhavin^'■  apparently 
auchoi-ed  or  ((ot  a-^huri?.  Sending  a  l>uat  abt^ad  to  sound,  and  tiiidin)^ 
enough  water  for  .sonif  distance,  1  st^tod  in,  hut  al  12:30  struek  iu  8^ 
feot,  but  suofceded  in  jjettinj;  otF  without  luueh  ditiiculty  or  any 
iujurj'.  At  this  time  lM)ftt.s  eould  l»e  plainly  seen  passing  and  repass- 
ing from  the  steiiiucr  to  the  .shore.  I  opened  tire  on  her  and  at  2:3tl 
sent  Acting  Knsign  [MurccllusJ  Jaekson  with  an  armed  boat^s  crew 
with  instructions  to  destroy  her  if  iHissihle,  her  situation,  being  almost 
surrounded  with  oyster  beds,  rendering  any  attempt  to  got  nor  out 
with  ray  imperfci-t  facilities  nearly  hopeless.  The  bout  returned  at 
sunset,  having  accomplished  the  object.  Mr.  -lackson  repoits  her  as 
being  a  sideuheel  vessel,  painted  a  light  lead  color,  with  blackismoko 
stack,  two  niast-s,  and  a  walking  beam.  Neither  cargo.  perK*>nal 
etfetlj^,  papers,  nor  anything  to  iiuiiintr  her  name  were  fount!  on  IkhihI. 
She  wjw  apparently  of  Knglish  build.  Sljt*  wius  entii-ely  de-^erted, 
although  her  machinery  was  stiil  warm;  a  couple  of  ''quaken*''  were 
bearing  on  the  .sehtmner,  water  •was  running  into  her  engine  room,  and 
she  wivs  anchored  in  the  channel  leading  to  the  month  of  the  Suwanee. 
Mr.  .lacksoii  report-s  thi.s  charmel  as  being  very  narrow  in  places  and 
extremely  intricate  although  well  staked  mit. 

In  returning  to  the  schooner  he  followed  this  channel  and  pulled  up 
nearly  all  the  stuki?s  from  a  >hoi  I.  di.-tanie  above  tin;  steamer  to  its 
moutli,  a  distance  of  a  mile  and  a  half  or  more  I  have  no  doubt  llmt 
thcf^teamcr  is  rendered  peiCeetly  useless,  the  tlumes  having  enveloped 
the  hull  in  a  lihurt  time  after  tiic  lire  was  ignited.  After  dark  I  put 
to  ^ea  and  tbo  next  day  stood  up  the  coast  sighting  the  land,  but  saw 
nothing. 

On  the  22d,  off  St  Marks,  I  spoke  U.  S.  S.  Siarm  and  Stripes  and 
received  from  her  a  supply  of  water. 

On  the  24th,  at  4  p.  m.,  the  lookout  aloft  raised  a  .sail  to  the  S.  E. 
Made  all  sail  in  chase, and  after  a  chase  of  two  hours,  firing  several 
shells  at  her,  the  chase  hove  to,  by  hauling  down  his  jib.  nunning 
netir  him  I  ordered  him  to  lower  his  foresail  and  send  his  boat  on  board, 
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our  boat  iioing  (insafp  in  so  heavy  a  spa  as  was  thon  running'.     Ihk 
of  I'oriiiilyiii}^  with  Ihw  order  his  hphn  \va.s  put  up  Hnd  he,  crauift  down 
tijHKi  imr  .starhoiird  (Quarter,  carrying  away  ImihIV  davits,  hut  doingj 
lirilo  iithei'  daniat^c.     Seeing  him  t-oming  I  direclcd  a  shot  to  he  fired 
for  tin-  pur|m>o  of  iiitinitdating  thcin  whiU'  wo  were  jKiylng  off. 

I  regret,  however,  that  the  shot  took  effpct  on  thr  ca[}tnin,  who  was 
at  the  whool,  pussin^^  throuj^h  hi>  ii'^,  thouf^h  tourhing  tio  arlery.

I  sent  Acting-  Knsif^n  Jackson  on  board  to 
take  charge,  with  a  prize  crew  of  (J  men,  taking  all  but  2  of  tho  prize*9 
crew  oil  boaixi.  Layiiijf  bv  him  all  uig^ht  on  the  liotlj  I  j;avo  him 
instructions  to  proceed  to  Key  West  with  all  possible  dispatch,  with 
peniiission,  however,  to  put  into  Tampa  for  surgical  assistance  if 
ncccMsaiy. 

My  provisions  ninninff  low  I  started  at  the  same  time  for  this  port 
and  arrived  at  my  unohornj^e  this  day  at  lo  oVlock.

1  sent  on  the  ■J4Eh  ultimo  the  launch  and  second  cutter,  armed  aqd 


manned  with  14  men  and  provisions  for  eight  dnvs.  in  churjfe  of  Act- 
ing-Ensipn  J.  H.  .Icnk.i,  with  oi-ders  to  procred  to  Ijseppa  Island,  [Flor- 
ida], iherclake  on  hoard  CftpUtin  Daniels  and  15refuji"eeniingers.  imder 


hiit  command,  and  also  to  take  two  small  boats  for  the  use  of  the 
refugee  rancors,  and  proceed  with  them  lo  the  mainland  at  a  point 
desipriated  by  Captain  Daniels  in  the  mouth  of  the  Myn<'ca  Rivor, 
[Florida],  and  land  them  for  the  pui'jK>Ne  of  ^conlinjf  thronjfh  the  conn- 
try  for  recruitinjji-,  and  then  to  remain  there  or  in  the  vicinity  with 
his  men  and  lumts  until  Captain  Daniels  imd  his  men  returned,  or  his 
provisions  were  exhausted,  for  the  pvirpose  oi  coverinjf  their  retreat 
and  lakini;  thrMu  away. 

On  the  liiJth  lUtimo  the  sloop  ii^<«fl/?VHrrived  from  Key  West,  and  on 
the  morning  of  the  ilSth  ultimo  I  sent  her  up  to  the' mouth  of  tho 
Myaccft  to  Took  after  our  boata  and  lutsist  them  hi  case  they  wore 
attacked  hy  the  rebels. 

On  the  SOth  ultimo  at  .s  o'elot-k  \i.  m.  Acting  Knsign  J.  H.  .Tcnks 
returned  on  hoard  witli  the  launch  from  the  expedition,  reporting  tho 
other  hojits  and  Il'milit  on  their  way  to  this  vessel,  and  hrmjjinjj  with 
him  John  Brown  (seaman),  who  was  severely  wounded  in  the  groin  by 
a  riflcball  that  morning  while  in  a  skirmish  witti  the  rebels. 

On  Mr.  Jenks's  arrival  at  the  point  designated  by  Captain  Daniels, 
he  lando<l  the  ivfugee  ninpcrs.  who  left  for  the  intenor.  having;  an 
understjuiding  with  them  that  they  were  to  return  to  that  point  within 
seven  davs.  lie  then  landed  with  his  men  and  encamped  within  50 
yards  of  his  boat.»<  for  their  c<iinfort  and  convenience  and  making 
every  preparation  to  avoid  ii  surprise  by  the  reliels. 

On  the  8(tth  ultimo  at  alMmt  4:.*t<)  a.  m.  the  camp  was  alarmed  hy 
Imaring  noises  in  the  bushes  in  ditTerent  directions,  ils  though  men 
weix^  i-i-awlinif  toward  them.  At  (irst  Mr.  .lenks  thoujiht  they  were 
Captain  Duxueb'  meu  coming  in,  and  on  being  hailed  by  oui'  pickets, 


**  Wlio  comps  tlien»?''  they  nnswerrid  '*CapUiin  DftnieU  and  his  mon." 
Mr.  »I^iiks  then  ord«!iTil  them  to  liult  ano  iidvanrn  onu  iit.  a  time  anc] 
eive  the  cimnteraig-n.  On  jjivinjj  ih'in  artlor  hn  whm  aiiHwomtl  l)y  Iho 
discharge  of  alH)Eit  M)  niuskets  and  rifles  Into  UU  vamp.  Mii  llu^n 
returned  their  lire  with  Hpirit  nrul  fell  hjick  U>  ihe  t>oub«,  when  tli« 
litmiiie  opened  lire  and  routed  the  rebels.  Mr.  tJeiiks  then  manned 
his  l)oat.saiid  weiitalonpiide  the  Rfnudh'.  .\t  10o\*l(>ek  a.  in.,  (*j4ptain 
Daniels  and  his  men  not  having  made  tlieir  ap[>eniiinre,  and  Iteinj' 
short  of  provisions  and  havinji;  one  nmn  wounded,  Mr.  Jenks  returned 
to  this  ship  with  his  liotits,  iteeoiupnnied  hy  the  Rinujlir,  Mhere  they 
all  arrived  the  following-  uioniinR.  Hist  ultimo. 

1  imine<liat4'!y  provisioned  tlin  two  I  Km  ts  and  Romili'  \\x\<\  sent  (hem 
back  to  ihv.  mouth  ai  tin-  Myaeni  Uiver,  with  onlei-s  to  i-emain  there 
six  days,  unless  (^aptjiin  Daniels  and  his  men  made  their  appeamnto 
sooner. 

The  RoMilU  and  l>oats  returned  to  the  ship  the  following  mominp, 
1st  instant,  with  Captain  Daniels  and  five  of  his  men,  six  bavin); 
deserted  him  the  thini  night  after  iaiiiling,  and  the  remaining  four  he 
had  left  up  the  cnnntry.  not  knowing  where  they  were. 

I  con  not  close  this  report  without  ealHng  your  attention  to  the  adrai- 
rable  l>ehavior  and  bravery  of  Acting  Ensign  J.  H,  .Tenks  and  the  men 
under  him  on  this  occasion.  Tlie  coolness  and  bravery  of  Mr.  JenkR 
and  the  gallant  men  under  him  have  elieited  my  warmest  ene^imiuuks^ 
and  as  an  evidence  of  their  efficiency  I  beg  leave  t^i  state  that  Ihey 
saved  tlieir  four  boats  and  camp  c()uipage  and  bninght  them  o(T  safi\ 
losing  but  one  ritle. 

I  enclose  heiTwitb  Acting  Ensign  J.  H.  ilenks'  and  Acting  Miutcr 
Peter  F.  CoRin's  detailed  reports  of  the  above  affair.

Sik:  Agreeable  to  3'our  orders,  I  left  thiu  ship  on  the  24tli  inslunt  at 
1  o'clock  ]).  m.  with  launch  and  second  cutter,  nrme<l  and  manned  with 
14  men  and  pro^'j.sioned  for  eight  tlavrt,  and  pnicocdcd  lo  llsi^pjia 
Island,  where  I  took  on  board  Captain  h'.  Daniels  and  l.'>of  the  n-fiigee 
mngi'is,  and  pi-occcdcd  for  iipoint<lesignated  by  Citptnin  Danitds  on  the 
nminland,  5  miles  from  the  mcmlli,  on  the  Myucca  Uiver.  where  wo 
arrived  on  the  25t]i  instant,  5;3U  p.  m.  Landed  with  Captain  l>aniels 
and  5  of  his  men,  under  cover  of  the  boat-s,  and  recoimoitered  the  gnmnd 
for  half  a  mile  anuind  there.

Gave  the  signiil  for  tho 
Jiosaii<'  to  oiM-n  tire.  Kept  up  the  fire  for  aVtout  tive  minutes,  and  tind- 
ing  it  imi>ossible  to  ro.sist  tladr  superior  nnmliers,  ordered  the  l)oals 
to  be  manned,  which  was  done  in  good  oi-der,  still  keeping  up  a  fire  on 
them.  In  the  act  of  shoving  oiT,.I<>hn  Brown  (seaman)  wa.s  wonndi-d  in 
Uie  leg.  The  enemy  was  within  U*  yards  of  the  boats  at  the  time. 
Went  alongside  of  tbc  HiM*ulie  with  my  boaUs,  and  had  it  not  liwn  for 
her  our  loss  would  have  iteen  very  heavj';  hor  shells  burst  over  and 
aiDong  them,  driving  them  liack  from  the  beaeb.  Kept  up  a  brisk  lire 
on  tiieni  imlil  they  were  out  of  range.  At  daylight  went  on  shore 
with  IxHit.s  and  tiKikoirall  catnpcipiiiiage  left  there.  Claptain  I>:inielH 
not  having  arrivi'd  acciirtling  to  agnM'mcnl,  and  Iwlii^ving  that  he  had 
been  captured.  1  started  for  the  ship  with  the  boats,  in  i-ompanv  with 
the  /i''w///(,  but  the  wind  dying  away  I  It'ft  the  AW/ZyV-,  auu  with  the 
launch  and  wounded  arrived  on  boar<l  the  shij)  at  8  o'ekak  p.  in.  Saw 
sevora!  rebels  on  dilferent  i>i>ints  of  the  mainland  on  our  way  down, 
who  saluted  u-*  with  yells.  1  should  judge  by  the  line  of  tire  that  the 
enemy  numlKred  ao  or4(Jmeu.  armed  with  Colt's  revolving  rifles,  shot- 
guns, ete.     I  »hould  judge  their  loss  in  killed  and  wound^  at  least  6 
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or  S;  li  tuiiiihcr  were  sefu  to  {aU  hv  my  men  (in  .hIioit;  I  khw  '^  full 
myself;  sovoml  of  tlie  men  wcm  .struck  in  dilTerent  jKirtH  of  their  rlotli- 
ing*  ftnd  received  .slight  »cnitcbe8  from  .shot.  Mv  )>o]its  and  t!i)uipinenlH 
were  alrufrk  iu  munv  pliu-es.  The  men  Ix-hiivc^  wilh  the,  uUuohL  cim)!- 
ncss  and  prceinion  during;  the  entire  utTHtr.  t-ourtintj  the  enemy's  firt% 
louding  and  tirinj;;  rapidly,  and  only  retreating  when  ordered  liefoi-e 
vastly  superior  numbei's.  Jobu  Uutli>r(gunner\s  nmt4-))"id*lobii  Mul- 
hnllnnd  (I:»oat^wi\in'!3  mate)  were  conspicuous  t'<ir  during,  reodoring  git>at 
a^isiritancy  in  scouting,  oven  inside  tne  enemy's  lineu.

Sra:  Agreeable  to  your  orders  I  left  tho  hark  ut  C'harlotte  Ilarhor, 
on  the  2.SU1  instant,  to  go  up  the  Myacca  Kivcr  in  search  of  your  boats, 
and  upon  finding  them  to  openito  with  them. 

At  4  o'clock  p.  m.  [arrived  in  the  MvaccaKiverand  found  the  launch 
and  second  cutler.  Acting  Knsign  J.  II.  Jonks  in  command,  and  refu- 
gees' boaLs  nt  an  encampment  almut  one-fourth  of  a  mile  from  the 
mouth.  I  anchored  alnrnt  80  yards  off  the  breastwork,  which  had 
been  thrown  up.  At  8  o'clock  p.  m.  tho  cimip  was  alarmed  by  rcl>cl 
soout**,  but  iw  nothing  could  be  seen  of  tliein  jUI  ijuietcd  away  again. 
At  U.y"  p.  n).  we  were  aroused  again  by  the  camp  Iw^ing  ularnicd,  but 
nothing  was  seen  of  those  prowling  about  in  tho  vicinity  of  tho  camp. 
About  Ihft  t<4inie  lime  a  lig]it  was  seen  about.  'A  miles  nlf,  which  appeared 
like  a  torch.  During  the  remainder  of  the  night  all  remained  quiet. 
On  (he  :;ntii  in.Htant  Mr.  .Iftiks  and  my  pilot  went  up  tln^  river  to 
reconnoIU'r  and  returned  at  ;i:H(i  p.  m.,  and  hiving  loiind  a  more 
sbebered  position  for  a  camp  we  agreed  to  move  up  to  it.  It  waa 
about  \\  miles  from  the  first  (*amp  ground,  on  a  point  of  land  about 
r>0  yardn  wide,  and  extended  ek)  fur  out  in  the  river  that  it  affordtHl  mo 
a  ciuuicc  to  put  tho  sloop  In  a  position  to  nike  across  in  front  of  the 
cnnip  and  cover  then),  should  tney  Im  attacked  and  have  to  fall  back 
to  the  lioaU,  At  -i  oVhK-k  alt  things  had  hoeu  removed  to  the  new 
camp,  anil  the  sliKjp  was  anchori'd  about  li^)"  yards  off  the  shore  in^ 
position  for  shelling.  During  th«  early  part  of  the  evening  noises 
were  heard  in  the  ueighljoriug  jxilmettocs.  us  if  some  one  stealing 
through  towanl  the  camp.  The  picket**  were  doubled  and  the  grcateat 
vigilance  was  kept,  the  men  under  urnw  all  the  time.  At  8:15  n.  m.  a 
largo  tire  was  seen  at  the  deserted  camp  ground,  and,  supposing  it  to 
l)e  friends  returning  from  the  scouting  exi>odition,  u  fire  was  mmie- 
diately  kindled  in  our  new  canii>  to  acquaint  them  of  our  position,  but 
instantly  the  fire  was  extinguished  and  suspecting  .lometliing  wrong 
our  camp  tire  was  ])ut  out  and  all  stood  in  readines-s  for  action.  Dur- 
ing the  afterntMU  the  sloop  J/(///AA/,  with  refugees  Ili-annen,  Thomp- 
son, and  Arnold,  came  alongside  and  supplied  us  with  b<M>f  and  vefiisim, 
and  stating  that  thoy  had  iMtrnudsiou  to  hunt  in  tho  vicinity  I  allowed 


them  lo  cross  the  river  and  land  on  the  opposite  side.  Throiijrh  the 
night  wc  lepoatpilly  heanl  the.  iioiso  of  persona  crawling  through  the 
hushes,  hut  could  not  find  their  exiirt  position.  At  4:45  n.  m.  tijo 
pickets  hi'iird  noises  ncnr  them  und,  though  they  ooiild  t^ec  nothing, 
they  chalh'ngt'd  them  twiee,  hut  received  no  anKwer.  I  thnn  heard 
Mr.  .tlenks  thftlU-nge  them,  siinl  he  re<-*^ived  im  unswer  that  it  whh 
Captain  Daniels  ana  hi.s  nit-n.  Mr.  .Teiik-s  then  -••aid.  "vVII  rigiit,"  and 
oraercd  tlK-m  to  Itnlt  and  one  at  a  tiinr  to  advance  and  give  the  couu- 
tei!*iKn.  lie  had  liaidly  M[H>ken  when  he  was  saluted  witii  a  volley 
from  an  extended  hne  of  reheln  aeross  our  whole  front  line  of  picketi*. 
The  fii"e  wa.s  rcturneii  l>ri.skiy.  and  then  they  were  onlered  to  fall  bttck 
on  the  eiunp.  On  reaehing  the  camp  a  .-imart  lii*c  whh  kept  up  for  a 
minute  and  a  half,  and  then  our  nn-n  closed  uu  and  I  o[>nned  tire  from 
the  howitzer  with  .shrapntd  and  eanister.  Ihe  reliels  fell  Irack  and 
the  Itoat.s'  nn-w.-i  euiharkcd  and  t^iiie  alongside,  having  one  nmn  (.Tolin 
i5roH  n,  >wunan)  wounded  in  tht?  leg.  1  conttnuixl  shtdling  the  hui^hi'.s 
and  using  yiiiall  aniis  for  about  twenty  minutes,  and  then,  until  day- 
light, J  oeeaLsionally  sent  a  shell  in.  At  daylight  the  boat**  wi^nt 
ashore,  collected  all  the  camp  equipments  and  returned  to  the  sloop, 
and  then  I  wcighe<l  anchor  and  t*tood  down  the  river  to  the  mouth, 
where  I  anchonti  and  got  Ineakfa.'jt.  It  was  then  Iti  o'clock  in  the- 
foix'noon,  and  at  J 1  o'clock  I  weighed  anchor  and  started  for  the  Iwrk, 
to  have  the  wounded  attended  to.  At  3  oxlork  it  died  away  calm  and 
I  was  obliged  to  anchor,  and  Mr.  .Tenks  took  the  launch  an^.  with  the 
wounded,  started  for  tlu^  bark.  About  4  o'clot^k  p.  m.,  light  Tireeze 
springing  up.  weighed  anehoi-  and  stntnl  tm,  and  9:80  p.  in.  anehore<l 
near  Pine  Key  jlshind]  for  the  ni"ht.  December  31  at  <hiylight 
weighed  anchor  and  stood  for  the  hark,  antl  came  to  at  7:^lt  a.  m.  near 
by.  Please  allow  nic  lh(^  pleasure  of  }>ringing  to  your  notice  thi>  con- 
duct of  Mr.  Jenks,  who,  (hough  dcprivi'd  of  sleep  for  two  days,  over 
kept  the  strictt'st  vigilani^*^  about  the  camp,  and  in  the  engngement 
with  the  rebels  waj^  foivmost  in  the  ranks,  encouraging  hw  men  to 
action,  and,  when  conn>eIl(Hi  l<i  leave  the  camp,  was  the  last  man  to 
leave  the  shore.  Also,  tht5  men  under  his  connimnd  can  not  he  sur- 
paasiid  in  bravery,  for,  though  hejivilv  pressed  by  suixsrior  numbers, 
thev  stood  their  ground  and  fought  t{cy|K'rut(.'ly  until  ordered  to  fall 
back.

Sir:  1  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  night  of  the  '2Sth  instant, 
at.  .'i  p.  ni.,  we  (liscovenHl  a  ves-sel  in.side  of  tl»*lmrat  tbn  nmutli  of 
the  Ocklockuuee  River.  I  iuiuiediately  jfot  underway  and  steamed 
for  her. 

At6;30p,  m.  came  to  and  dispatched  the  (ii-st  and  second  cutter 
(one  up  the  north  and  other  the  south  chuniiel),  under  coniniiind  of 
Acting  Master  Thomas  Smith,  accompanied  by  Acting  Ensign  C. 
Carvcti,  Acting  Master's  Mutes  Henry  B.  Coukliii  and  CImncs  P, 
Turner,  the  pilot,  and  Acting  Assistant  Paymaster  J.  .1.  Pratt  and 
Acting  Third  Assistant  Enguicer  William  Ilupkins  as  volunteers, 
with  20  armed  men,  with  orders  Uy  capture  and  orinj^  the  vessel  out. 

At  2: HO  ft.  m.,tlie  29th  instant,  Acting  Third  Assistant  Engineer 
William  Hopkins  came  alongside  with  13  prisoners  from  the  prize, 
which  he  reported  to  he  the  Confederate  schooner  Car"/t'nt  Gt-rfrtide^ 
with  a  atrgo  of  61*  bales  of  cotton,  t>ouud  to  Havana,  Cul>a,  and  that 
she  was  aground  about  100  yards  from  the  beach  on  an  oyster  hank, 
and  also  stated  that  Mr.  Smith  thought  that  she  would  tloat  off  at 
high  water. 

At  8  a.  m..  hnding  that  the  vessel  was  not  afloat.  I  dispat^'hed 
orders  and  lines  to  Mr.  Smith  to  raft  the  (ieck  load  of  cotton  and 
prepare  n  breastwork  of  the  same  material  for  shelter  to  his  men  in 
case  of  an  att^u-k  by  the  enem^-  and  to  send  all  papers  and  colors  found 
on  Iwiinl  this  vessel. 

At  1  ]).  m.  Mr.  Sutith  sent  me  won!  that  he  hiul  rafted  4t>  bale^  of 
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cotton  to  thf!  mouth  of  tho  river  and  pi-epawd  a  hi-eastwork  of  rot- 
ton.  AlKxit  llii-s  tiint^  the  enemv's  CHViilrv  iiiiwie  their  :iii|H'Hniuce  in 
hirge  tiimihcrs  ami  l>e<^ui  a  brisk  tire,  which  w:is  letunien  hy  our  men 
from  l)ehind  the  rottoii,  the  enemy  heiiiy  Ijehind  trees  and  stuniiis, 
etc.  The  lire  v/as  kept  up  so  lively  tliat  uiir  men  eould  not  show  tlieir 
beads  without  heinjjf  a  tai^ct  for  at  least  50  rifles.  After  a  sluirp 
engagement,  of  two  buui-s  with  tlieui,  and  Hnding  we  uould  not  save 
tho  vessel  (an  old  atl'air)  or  any  more  of  the  cotton,  iit  H:3^.^  .set  tire  to 
her  and  she  was  totally  destroyed,  with  hahiiiee  of  her  i-arj^t. 

At  8  p.  m.  the  limits  returned  to  this  vessel  with  43  bales  of  cottou 
(2  Itein^,'  lost),  whiih  I  now  have  <»n  board  and  shal!  send  lo  Key  West 
iiy  lirst  opjwrtuiiitv,  with  all  the  papers  fomid  on  board  and  the  pris- 
oners. 14  in  all.  So  coloi-s  weie  found  on  board  and  nu  other  vesttcl 
was  in  sight  at  the  time  of  eapture. 

In  conelusion,  1  would  add  that  the  oflieci's  and  men  on  the  expedi- 
tion acted  with  jjallantry  and  coolness  and  my  orders  were  promptlj- 
obeyed  ard  executed  by  tho  officers  in  comuiaud  of  the  boats. 

I  liiive  no  casualties  to  i-eiwrt. 

The  officer  in  eonimaiid  of  the  rel:M?lK  was  killed  in  the  engageinent, 
and  <»iie  <if  the  pa8sengei"s  was  slightly  wounded  while  attempting  to 
eseape. 

Had  I  wailed  to  SAve  the  schooner,  even  if  it  could  have  been  duue, 
I  slioiild  have  lost  all  the  (•otl<)n  outside,  as  the  weatluT  In-gan  to  be 
verv  Imd  by  tlie  time  the  Ixml  reached  the  ship,  and  it  blew  a  gale  all 
night.

Sir:  Sfwn  after  my  arrival  at  this  place  1  Ixx-auie  convinced  that 
there  were  two  salt  works  in  active  operation  at  the  head  of  the  bav, 
about  14  miles  distant  from  our  anchora^.  1  availed  myself  of  tlie 
first  opportunity  to  reeonnoiter  thcra  and  visited  one  of  them  in  pei-son. 
It  was  t  ne  smaller  one  of  the  two,  and  of  nunor  Impoi'tajiee,  as  the  imple- 
ments employed  were  six  kettles  of  about  l.^Ogidlonseaeh.  They  were 
biiiken  and  can  never  Im  made  of  much  use.  Not  having  time  lo  visit 
the  vVustin  work.s,  the  more  imporlnnl  of  the  two,  I  returned  on  board 
and  suhse(|uently  st-nt  an  exjK'dilion  under  eommund  of  Acting  ICnsign 
Norman  AicLeod,  who  entirelv  tlcstroyed  them.  1  have  tho  honor  to 
forward  to  you  his  report  of  t)ie  cxiwdition.

Sib:  In  obedience  to  your  oi-ders,  1  left  this  vessel  on  tlie  30th  in- 
stiml  for  the  purpose  of  destroyiiiff  the  Austin  salt  works,  situated  at 
the  head  of  St.  Joseph's  Utiy.  Tne  expedition  consisted  of  2  armed 
boats  and  'J-J  men,  one  of  llie  Iwrnt-s  Iteing  under  the  chargii  of  Acting 
Mast<»r*s  Mute  Henry  W.  Hichtlale.  A\  f  left  the  shi[)  at^'i^^O  a.  in. 
and  arri\ed  opiionlte  liu'  .salt  work.s  iit  I  p.  m.,  hut  owin)Lj  to  the 
CxltMisi\<'  thit-s  (fmt  make  out  i?i  that  vicinity  it  wjis  i]ii[K)M.sihlt!  to  jjet 
the  )nnils  within  ihrce-fiiurths  of  a  mile  of  the  sliuix'.  Leavinfjf  a  stif- 
ticient  j^uai'd  with  the  hout.'^.  we  proceeded  to  the  works,  whirh  we 
found  to  consist  of  thiee  hoilers  from  ll*  to  ir>  feet  in  len^h,  set  in 
brick.  At  alH>ut  :iO  yards  from  (!ie  lH>ilers  was  an  artificial  jkhhI  or 
vat  alK>ut  4(»  feet  in  diameter  from  which  water  was  fonxni  t(t  tho 
l)oilers  thnjugli  .5  couplings  of  llincli  piiM-.  Owing- to  the  weight  of 
the  Iwihirs,  it  was  impossinic  to  remove  tnej:i,  but  thev  were  ivndeitKl 
iMitirelv  useless  bv  ha\*ing  holes  liroken  in  tliem  hy  the  sledjre.H  which 
we  took  fur  that  purjxjse.  The  masonry  work  wa^  also  demolihhed 
and  the  pipcM  rendered  useless.  Ijy  twistinc'  them  ai'ound  trees.  Con- 
nected with  the  establishment  was  a  siualT  house  and  several  cords  of 
■wood,  which  we  destroyed  hy  tire.  We  met  with  no  opposition,  and 
it  is  evident  lhi»t  the  place  was  evacuated  on  our  approach.  We 
arrived  at  the  ship  at  8  p.  m.

Admirai,:  This  morning  at  10  o'clock,  whilst  laying  off  S.  W.  point 
of  Great  Bahama  Island,  a  schooner  was  rejiorted  in  sight  nndsliortly 
afterwards  was  distinctly  seen  coming  down  Ijcforo  the  wind,  heading 
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about  N.  W.  As  soon  njs  we  started  in  chose  she  hniilcd  by  tho  wind, 
hpndin^  towanl  S.  E,  point.  On  coming  within  mnffo  i\  blank  car- 
tridjfo  wiLs  tirod  i<>  bring  lior  to.  M  r.  Brisco  boarded  and  ivport^-d  her 
as  having  on  bonrd  a  cargo  of  salt,  liquors,  eoffot-,  unns,  shoet*,  and 
cigars,  iMnind  fn>ni  Nas-siiu  Ut  Havana.  I  have  seized  ner  on  tiie 
gnmuds  that  she  was  out  of  the  route  for  vewsels  Iionnd  (o  the  south- 
ward f mm  New  Providence,  that  her  cargo  is  manifestly  contrjilmnd 
of  war  and  of  exj)ort  in  Ha\aim,  uol  import,  that  she  hauled  hi'r 
wind  wh4-n  chtLsed,  evidently  with  the  intention  of  getting  within  the 
liniit-s  of  foreign  jurisdiction  to  evade  capture,  and  also  that  informa- 
tion received  by  uie  points  lo  hiT  iw  one  of  five  schooners  wbich  have 
Ijeen  preparing  to  nin  the  Idockade  from  Nassau.  The  master's  asser- 
tionH  about  having  been  obliged  to  stand  otT  to  northward  in  tM)nse- 
quenee  <tf  (*ahns,  etc.,  which  \iv  \um\v  to  me,  are  untrue,  as  during  the 
past  night  the  Tioya  was  hovi'  to  otf  the  Isaacs,  when  it  blew  a  mod- 
erale  breeze.  The  Tifxja  and  her  prize  were  over  5  miles  fnun  the 
nearest  land  at  tlie  time  of  the  capture  by  bearings  and  estimated  gun 
range,  and  was  about  80  miles  to  the  northward  of  the  port  of  elear- 
ance.  standing  directly  for  the  blockaded  coast  a^^wnt  Indian  Kiver.

Sir;  F  have  the  honor  to  report  that  while  passing  down  the  coast, 
off  the  mouth  of  Suwanee  lliver,  at  4:45  p.  m.  saw  a  f*ail  Iwaring  W. 
S.  W.  linmediatelv  gave  chiL^e  and  soon  discovert^d  that  she  was  a 
schooner  and  that  ste  wns  steering  in  a  northerly  direction,  trying  to 
pas8  to  windward  of  uj^  and  get  nearer  the  land,  niul  using e\ery  means 
to  avoid  commiinieating  with  us.  The  wind  dying  out.  I  dispatt'rhod 
an  armed  ttoat  in  chaise  of  Acting  Knsign  Montiigiie.  who  sueeee<led 
in  Inmrding  hiT  at  about  7  p.  ni.,  after  tir^t  hailing  and  then  tiring  in 
order  to  bring  her  to.  In  an.swf'r  to  Acting  Knsign  Mnntugue's  mies- 
iions,  tlio  i^aptain  informed  him  tjiat  he  was  in  l>allaj-l,  bound  to  New 
Orleans,  imci  that  he  waw  upon  the  coast  in  conMetpicnce  of  his  vessel 
being  in  a  leaky  condition.  Upon  examining  his  papers,  she  proved  to 
be  the  schooner  Wiflinia,  of  Na-ssau,  New  Providemre,  with  salt,  bag- 
ging, and  rope,  ini^tcad  of  ballast.  Mr.  Montague  informs  me  that  the 
captain  hesitated  to  exhibit  hi.s  manifest,  and  it  was  only  when  be 
demanded  it  that  he  gave  it  up.  The  papers  appear  to  be  correct, 
except  that  the  shipping  articles  are  not  ccrtitied  and  he  has  no 
crow  list.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following'  report:  On  the  15th 
instant,  at  7 :30  a.  m..  while  on  a  cruise.  I  discovered  a  sail  close  insboii-, 
about  20  miles  to  the  soulhwKrd  of  Mosquito  Inlet.  I  immediately 
gave  chase,  the  vessel  making  all  sail  and  steaming  about  N.  l5. 
During  the  chase,  which  lasted  six  houi-s,  I  fired  14  shot  and  shell 
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she  showed  no  colors  and  aiade  every  effort  to  escape.  I  boarded  her 
about  noou;  she  proved  to  be  the  British  schooner  Minniej  of  Nassau, 
New  Providence,  from  Nassau,  bound  to  Halifax,  Nova  Scx>tia,  with  a 
cargo  consiHting  of  salt,  liquors,  and  earthenware,  and  as  she  had  a 
suspicious  appearance,  I  seized  her  as  a  prize  of  war  and  send  her  to 
Key  West  for  adjudication.  There  were  no  other  vessels  in  8ig:ht  at 
the  time.

Sir:  The  prize  steamer  Laura,  hailing  from  St.  John,  New  Bruns- 
wick, was  captured  by  this  vessel  near  the  mouth  of  the  Ocklockonee 
River  under  the  following  circumstances: 

At  4:35  p.  m.  of  the  18th  instant  a  sail  was  reported  iu  a  S.  W.  direc- 
tion, and  1  immediately  got  underway  and  gave  cha.sc. 

At  4u)0  p.  m.  another  vessel  was  reported,  apparently  in  pursuit  of 
the  first-mentioned  sail,  which  convinced  me  that  the  pursued  vessel 
was  a  blockade  runner.  I  stood  to  the  AV.  by  S.  with  a  view  to  cut 
her  off,  and  fired  several  shots  at  her,  which  fell  short;  she  then  hauled 
in  for  the  South  West  Cape  and  both  vessels  were  soon  lost  sight  of  in 
the  darkness  of  night;  but  I  continued  standing  in  U>ward  the  river, 
and  at  6:50  p.  m.  a^in  discovered  her  about  1  mile  distant,  when  I 
anchored  my  vessel  in  lOfeetof  water  and  dispatched  two  armed  lx)ats 
to  capture  her,  which  they  succeeded  in  doing.  At  ti:io  p.  m.  she  was 
aground,  but  soon  and  easily  got  off  and  brought  alongside  this  ves- 
sel, where  she  arrived  at  11  p.  m.  She  proved  to  he  a  blockade 
runner,  the  steamer  Laura,  hailing  from  St.  John,  New  Brunswick, 
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and  puiportitig  tu  he  from  Huvaiia,  loaded  with  merchandise  and 
(;ipii"s.  Five  prisoners  were  found  on  hoard.  She  was  hound  in  [to] 
a  Coiifedcmto  port  in  this  vicinity.  'I'ho  captain,  with  15  others, 
csai^x-d  in  a  boat.  At  daylight  on  the  litth  instant  the  other  vchscI, 
which  1  look  to  hi'  one  of  our  gunboats,  proved  to  be  U.  S.  S.  //r«- 
dr^'A'  J/udewi.  and  was  discovered  in  a  S.  E.  direction  and  within  .sig- 
nal distance.  1  have  concluded  to  send  the  cotton  captured  on  the 
schooner  Caroline  Gertrude  by  the  steamer  Laura  to  Key  West,  sub- 
ject, to  adjudication;  also  all  papers  found  on  hoard  the  latter  vessel 
and  lier  colors  (Eng'Iishj. 

There  heing  a  quantity  of  spiriU  and  wines  on  Iward,  and  for  the 
better  preservation  and  for  fear  of  its  causing  any  trouble,  have  put 
it  on  board  the  U.  S.  S.  UendrUk  Il'/'itot,  to  be  delivered  to  the  order 
of  the  judge  of  United  States  district  court  at  Key  West. 

I  herewith  rnclose  u  full  list  of  officei-s  and  ciow  attached  to  tJiis 
veiwel  at  the  time  of  capture  of  the  bloclcade- runner  steamer  L/iura.

Sib:  T  have  to  report  the  capture  of  the  blockade -rmming  steamer 
Laura  by  the  U.  fe.  S.  Stairs  and  Stripes  imder  the  following  cir- 
cumstances: 

Yestenlay  morning,  at  about  S:30  a.  m.,  when  about  3  miles  off  the 
mouth  of  the  ?:iuwane«  Kiver,  a  steamer  was  di*x)vered  about  6  miles 
distant  frum  us,  hearing  al>out  N.  W,  by  W.  if  W.,  apparently  at  a 
stand  an<l  evidently  waiting  for  the  weather  to  clear  up  before  running 
into  the  river.  C^>nceiving  at  once  her  true  character  I  inunediatcly 
gaveeha.se,  which  she  Hbortly  imrceiving,  kejit  to  the  W,  N.  W.  and 
steamed  at  herljest  rat«,  1  following.  At  this  time  it  was  calm  and  we 
did  not  seem  to  gain  any  on  the  stranger,  though  stcauiiug  ah  hard  as 
was  nrudont.  About  10  a.  m.  a  fresh  breeze  sprung  up  rin^hl  aiiead, 
wiiicii  gradually  increased  in  strength  until  it  was  blowing  alialf  a  gale 
of  wind,  a(:coiin>unied  hv  a  heavy  head  sea.  I  then  peireived  that  we 
were  gaining  on  lier.  in  thi.s  manner  I  clia.si;d  her  (0  miles,  drawing 
gradually  nearer,  and  waw  getting  anxious,  le^t  in  the  dark  and  among 
the  shoals  off  ^50uth  West  Capi:  he  might  ew-aiw,  when  to  my  great 
delight  the  Stars  and  Strij^is  was  discovered  on  the  starUiaid  l>ow  in 
full  chase  and  steering  so  as  to  cut  him  off  to  the  eastward.  .lust  at 
dark  I  was  near  enough  to  bring  him  in  range,  and  tired  T  shots  at 
him  with  the  i^O-pounder  Parrott  ritio,  all  of  which  could  be  seen  to 
strike  in  his  immediate  vicinity.

I  \vh»  tlicn  on  the  point  of  sending  my  boats  in  to  her,  hut 
refleeting  that  long  bofore  tbey  could  i*cach  her  »be  would  be  in  the 
pw^ifcs^iou  of  the  Starti  and  Stripf*^  I  refrained  from  so  doiugf.  At 
this  time  aud  dui-iii^  the  entire  uight,  1  bad  both  vessels  in  plain  sigbl 
from  the  deck  yf  thiti  vessel.  At  about  It  o'clock  p.  m.  I  saw  a  t'odlou 
light  Itunied  on  bt>nrd  the  prize  which  was  answered  from  the  SOirs 
and  /SVWyAtw,  which  con^nnccd  me  that  the  capture  had  been  made.  A 
dani^rous  shoal  extended  Iwtween  my  vessel  and  the  Stars  and  StripM^ 
and  1  therefore  concluded  to  wait  until  moraing  before  moviuff.  lo 
the  morjiing  the  Sfara  ami  Strl^rs  came  around  to  where  I  was  lyiug 
and  piloted  mo  to  where  the  pnzo  was,  the  prize  crew  having  in  the 
meantime  gotten  her  atloat.  She  proved  to  be  tbo  I/tura^  with  an 
assorted  cargo  and  evidently  from  Havana,  bound  to  some  Confederate 
port.  I'ndouhtedly  her  original  destination  was  the  Suwanee  River, 
l)ut  being  cha-sed  frotn  (hence  by  thisvesseK  her  next  effort  was  to  get 
into  thc^  Oi  klockonee  Uiver  or  the  nearest  uvailabic  place.  Acting 
Mji,st<'r  C'lmrli's  L.  Willconib,  who  made  the  capture,  will  send  her  to 
Key  West  and  pn^pare  the  neci'ssjiry  n^|>ort.M,  etc.  I  henrwitli  enclose 
a  list  of  ulii(*rs  and  crew  of  this  vessel  entitled  to  shan^  as  joint  cap- 
tors with  the  Stunt  ajid  Stri^tex  in  any  piize  money  accruing  from  her. 

Jn  justice  to  Acting  Master  Willcomb,  I  have  to  »ay  that  he  niani- 
fest«a  ^reat  skill,  energy,  and  judgment  in  the  part  he  took,  and  it  la 
due  mainly  to  him  ana  the  discretion  he  displayed  that  the  steamer 
was  captured.  In  the  night,  and  with  her  light  draft  of  water,  Blie 
might  ciLsily  have  eluded  me,  among  the  shoals  tliat  exist  hereabouta, 
and  I  desire  that  his  services  may  be  fully  appreciated  and  tilist  they 
may  be  rewarded  ac<:ordingly.

StH:  Referring  to  mir  letter  (No.  9)  of  the  6th  instant,  relative  to 
the  exi>editi(tn  to  the  vfcinity  of  Charlotte  Harbor  under  the  personal 
dii-ection  of  Brig!idier-(Jenei-al  Woodbury,  I  have  to  re^wrt  the  return, 
of  the  Homhtrm  with  the  general  on  l)onrd,  after  havmij  established: 
:i  military  post  at  Fort  Myers,  on  the  Chattahoochee  [C'altmsahatchec] 
liiver.  As  yet,  however,  the  expe<'tation  of  receiving  nx'ruils  for  the 
refugee  rangers  from  the  Hurrounding  country  baa  not  been  justified 
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by  the  event,  for  not  only  had  a  month  passed  at  our  Ifttc-st  aUviccs 
without  any  accession  to  their  force,  but  six  of  those  already  enlisted 
had  desert(?d  to  the  enemy  and  had  combined  with  them  to  attack  our 
men.  In  spite  of  these  clivmnstauues,  which  occurred  before  the  gen- 
eral'a  arrival  there  with  a  company  of  the  Forty-seventh  Kegiment 
Pennsylvania  Volunteers,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  this  defection 
appeal's  to  have  been  nrninj^'ed  among  the  deserters  before  leaving  this 
place,  I  am  not  prepared  t«>  sav  that  our  hopes  of  rousing  the  countrj' 
to  violent  opposition  against  tlie  burden  ana  onpri'M-sion  of  rebel  rufe 
arc  wholly  unrwi.sf>nablc;  but  I  jun  inclint^d  to  tue  opinion  that  tliH  dts- 
affe^rtf'd  population  of  that  rej^ion  will  reipiirtf  I  be  support  of  a  nmch 
larger  force  tlian  can  possiblv  be  sjmred  from  here  in  order  to  induce 
them  to  incur  the  risk  of  joining  us  in  sufficient  nuuiU^rs  to  produce 
any  important  results.  From  :j,(»0(»  to  5,(X)0  men  em^mrked  in  steam- 
ers of  light  draft  would  undoubtedly  insure  to  us  the  possession  of  the 
whole  )>eninsula;  but  in  the  tneaiitirnc  the  project  will  be  thoroughly 
tested  with  the  nieans  at  our  dis{>osBl.

Sir:  1  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report: 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  l^th  insbint  a  person  appeared  on  the  main- 
land at  this  i>liu*e  with  a  Hag  of  trnco.  He  wiwa  mile  or  more  distant, 
and  was  HUpposed  to  \w  u.  refugee  or  contraband,  many  of  whom  have 
lately  come  off  to  this  ship.  I  disiMtclied  Acting  Knsign  Micks  in 
a  boat  to  him.  and  he  was  allowed  to  come  on  Ixmrd  without  my 
knowledge. 

He  representee!  liimself  a  gootl  Union  man  having  l>usiness  with  me 
on  U-lialf  uf  good  L'nioti  men  of  Marianna.  I  took  tiim  into  my  cabin, 
when;  he  ivuiuiued  during  his  stiiy  on  boai-d.  He  made  substantially 
the  following  statement:  That  there  was  a  schooner  of  l>*)  tons  burden, 
named  the  Aam,  lying  at  Bear  Crcek,  North  Bay,  about  ^0  miles  from 
bore  and  partly  loaded  with  cotton  (of  this  fact  1  was  already  awaits); 
that  she  would  cairy  alxjut  120  bales;  that  ho,  George  W.  Maslin.  was 
the  agent  in  this  mission  for  four  Union  men  of  Marianna,  named  John 
T.  Myrick,  Alderman.  Moore,  and  Burnett,  one  or  two  of  whom  owned 
pait  of  the  cotton  on  board  the  vessel.  All  had  detemiined  to  get 
away  from  the  Stjutbern  Government,  if  possible,  except  Burnett, 
whom  domestic  affairs  coinpciled  to  remain. 

Myrick  also  wished  to  pay  for  some  goods  purchased  in  New  York 
just  Iwfore  the  war.  As  tlie  only  way  to  accomplish  these  objects 
they  projK>sed  to  buy  with  Confederate  money  the  vessel  and  some 
cotton  they  could  procure  to  complete  the  cargo,  together  with  the 
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remaining  interest  in  thftt  already  on  board,  and  brin^  the  vessel  and 
cni^  to  this  place,  Maslin,  who  dciiiired  to  leave,  acting  on  ouptain, 
and,  if  poi'yiblc,  obtain  my  perniisj*ion  to  proceed  to  Pcnsncola  or  Key 
West,  where,  on  proof  of  their  loyalty,  they  hoped  to  be  allowed  to 
sell  their  vessel  and  cargo,  or,  if  1  should  ivfuse  such  permission,  to 
land  their  cargo  upon  the  island  here  and  await  your  action. 

The  four  men  are  known  bv  refugees  here  to  be  true  and  loj'al  men. 
Captain  Maslin  says  he  is  an  Engli^hniiin  who  has  been  in  this  country 
alwul  twelve  yearw,  residing  mo-st  i»f  ihitl  time  ut  Koj'  West,  and  has 
taken  out  his  tirst  pa|>erK  ofnaturalixaLiun.  While  on  lioaitl  ha  took 
the  oath  of  allegiance. 

I  told  Captain  Mnslin  1  could  make  no  promise  whatever,  or  in  any 
wa3*  compromise  myself  or  Government;  that  if  the  vessel  came  down 
to  me  1  should  take  iwssession  of  her,  in  the  sauue  way  as  if  she  were 
lawful  prize,  and  refer  the  whole  matter  lo  you.  Captain  Masliii  nmd 
he  would  report  my  answer  to  hiis  principals  and  thought  they  would 
be  willing  to  bring  the  cargo  and  .«*chooncr  down  and  deliver  Ihem  into 
my  po»HCsHiuu,  tu  await  the  action  of  the  proper  authorities^  in  the 
nmlter. 

1  warned  him  against  attempting  to  run  out,  and  in  order  to  guard 
against  surprise,  f  told  him  where  to  anchor.  He  brought  two  lett*^rs 
with  him,  which  1  enclose.

Sir:  In  forwnrtling  the  enclosed  report  of  Acting-  Master  Browne? 
comitmndtngLhe  U.S.  Imrk  A*tf«^^tf»^,  of  this  squadron,  I  feel  it  h  pleasure 
to  iidd  my  comnicndiition  nf  tht?  Hpiriteii  cnrduct  of  Aclirig  Knsiyii 
Jame.'«  .1.  Kussi-lj,  thu  cjflii-tT  td  who^n  tnd  and  couni^'o  thi;  capture 
therein  detailed  \s  justly  due.  It  is  not  uftrn  that  a  surccas  occure 
move  sipmil  ixnd  romplete.  or  that  un  o(U<H'r,  almost  siii^Io-banded.  cap- 
tures and  bringfs  away  in  custody  7  prisoners  and  a  valuable  prize  out 
of  tbc  very  hands  of  the  eneniy. 

Mr.  Kussell  had  been  sent  on  shore  with  instructions  to  cross  n  neck 
of  land  a  mile  or  so  in  width,  to  Eawt  Bay,  to  reconnoitcr  the  position 
of  a  large  schooner,  loaded  with  cotton  and  toUu-co.  siipixwed  to  be 
concealed  In  a  bayou  on  the  other  side  of  the  bay.  This  rcoonnoifi- 
sance  was  pieliminary  to  an  attack  in  force  with  aiiued  bouts.  One 
seaman  and  a  man  w^o  had  deserted  to  us  only  the  dny  previous,  and 
was  still  in  his  rebel  uniform,  were  detailed  to  accompany  hira. 

While  proccedinjf  acroHs  the  neck  of  land,  througrh  the  woods,  Mr. 
RuHsell  came  suddenly  upon  the  owner  and  one  of  the  crew  of  the 
schooner  ci-owsin^  for  the  purpose  of  watching  the  movements  of  the 
JietftteHn.  With  a  promptness  and  presence  of  mind  that  chnracterixed 
all  his  conduct  on  this  occasion  Mr.  Kussell  at  once  made  the^e  men 
his  jirisoners.  lie  Itmrned  from  them  that  thcv  had  come  over  from 
the  mainland  in  a  boat,  which  they  had  left  waiting  for  them  in  charge 
of  three  uieT).  Mr.  Rus-^ell  at  once  marched  his  prisoners  with  his  own 
imrty  to  the  Iwat  and  took  prisoners  the  three  men.  Ho  determined 
to  push  on  the  enterprise  and  ascertaining  that  the  schooner  lay 
moored  in  a  i*cniot-o  bayou  on  the  other  side  of  the  bay  in  charge  of  two 
men,  he  ordered  his  (ive  prisoners  into  the  !)oat,  lirst  disanuing  them, 
and  ron)pelle<l  them  to  row  him  across  the  Ijay  and  up  a  creel 
approachable  only  bv  a  difficult  channel,  to  the  place  where  tt, 
schooner  lay  ronc^nlet^.  Boarding'  her  he  found  himself  with  his  tw( 
men  in  the  enemy's  oountry  in  i)ossession  of  a  vaUmble  prize  and  s<»ven 
])rison('rs.  Niit  venturing  to  tnist  to  the  pilotage  of  any  of  the  cap- 
tured l>arty,  Mr.  Kussi>ll  sent  two  negrii  l>oys.  who  werp:  oysterinjj  near_ 
by,  for  their  father,  wIk»,  it  appran-d,  knew  the  channel  well,  am 
assisted  by  him  and  the  y^risoners.  gt)t  Ihi-  schooner  underway  and  oul 
into  the  bay,  where,  it  falling  ailm,  he  was  comiielled  to  anchor  ovi 
night,  during  which  he  kept  constant  guard  ot  er  his  seven  prlsonei 
Jest  u  recapture  should  l>e  attempted.     The  next  morning  he  again  got 


wmj  am]  hroughc  hi^  bold  exploit  to  a  8aco«ssful 
cooclasion  h\  ani-horiD^  her  under  the  g^utu  of  the  R<»tUMi, 

Tbe  DepartoieuC  will  retuembor  thai  jlr.  KunsoU  if  tbDotficor  uoder 
whose  ehargv  tbe  expedition  wa^  placed  that  dv^iitroyeil  tbe  salt  works 
at  liike  Ocala  on  the  2d  of  December,  and  who  was  so  wartulv  com- 
meDded  by  hi^  coroiDandin^'  ufficer  for  the  skill  and  jud^^ii^nt  lie  dis- 
played on  that  ocoftsioa. 

A^tn.  on  tbe  I'Xh  of  December  Mr.  Ku&sell  bore  a  eonspioHoiis 
part  in  the  expedition  that  destroyed,  on  thiit  day,  the  exteusive  and 
valu&)>le  salt  works  at  St.  Andrew':s,  owned  in  great  part  by  the  relvl 
Government,  and,  finally,  on  the  l>th  tif  r>efeiul»er,  ne  ajjain  won  the 
favorable  report  of  hi>  conimaodiDg:  officer  by  the  enorgj"  that  ho  then 
displace*!  in  completing  the  work  of  breaking  up  the  inimeuse  salt 
factories  that  extended  for  milest  alon^  the  coasts  and  in  the  interior. 
In  (.'on:*ideration  of  these  .ser\ioes  I  would  recommend  that  for  the 
ability  ^hown  in  the  destruction  of  the  silt  works  of  such  g-reat  value 
to  the  relH*!.-*  \!r.  Kusj^ell  be  promoted  to  the  gnwie  of  acting-  master, 
the  appointment  to  liear  dale  December  2,  1863,  and  that  for  his  i*erv- 
iceH  in  takint^  a  prize  from  an  enemy  more  thuii  double  his  t^upi^rior  in 
niiml^rs  he  lie  promoted  to  the  grade  of  acting  volunteer  lieuleuaut, 
tbe  appointuiuiit  to  bear  date  January  22,  18C4. 

The  prompt  rei^ognitions  of  zeal  and  ability  heretofore  ^iren  have

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  reptirt  the  capture  of  the  schooner  WUluim 
A,  JiaJyi  and  (itrgo  l)v  this  vessel  under  Iho  following  circumstances: 
1  had  for  ^MM■eral  weeks  been  aware  that  a  schooner  loaded  with  c(»tlon 
was  lying  in  liear  Creek,  several  miles  up  the  boy.  I  had  sovend 
timeH  attempted  to  <-iiptuiv  her,  hnt  the  creek  was  long,  narrow,  and 
crooked,  and  the  chnnnels  intricate,  and  I  had  been  unable  to  lu'irom- 
plish  her  capture.  Within  the  pi(«it  week  the  schooner  had  come  out 
of  the  en-^'k  and  down  into  \Vat*«>n's  Bayou,  there  to  watch  for  an 
opporturutv  to  run  the  l)locUade.  lioii»g  informed  of  this  fact  I  <li'lor- 
mined  to  send  Acting  Kn^ign  .lauu's  .1.  Uussell  and  Acting  Knsjgn 
Henry  Eason  in  coumiand  of  tlie  first  ami  necond  cuttern,  aruu'd  and 
mann'e<l,on  the  night  of  the22dinsljinMoi'iIert  her  capture.  I  thonj^ht 
beet  to  first  send  Mr.  Russetl  in  the  daytimtf  with  two  men  to  the  main- 
land, to  ascertain  if  possible  the  exact  position  of  the  vessel,  fearing 
that  unless  this  precaution  were  taken,  the  moon  being  iiiiitt;  bright, 
the  cuttt^rs  in  their  seaii-h  might  bo  diticovered  and  the  si-hooner  tired. 
1  instructed  Mr.  HuHsell  thnt  iifter  ascertaining  her  ixwition  he  should 
return  if  possible  before  dark  to  take  command  of  the  timt  cutter,  uiid 
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in  conjunction  with  Mr.  Eiisoii.  in  command  of  tho  Aocoiid  outter,  to 
i*ai>turo  hor.  Mr.  Uusscll  was  to  nmko  a  »i^ul  fix»m  the  Ijoiioh,  from 
wliifli  the  lii"st  cutter  was  to  take  him.  In  acuordanoe  with  my  ordci-s 
Mr.  Ea-son  and  tho  two  ^»oats  left  the  .ship  at  dark  and  proceeded  to 
stations  aj^ced  upon,  where  they  waited  all  night  fur  Mr.  Russell  and 
returned  to  th«'  ship  this  niorutnj;.  1  tlien  Ix^jfan  to  entortjiin  stmng 
feJirH  thai  Mr.  KuhscII  had  hern  taken  prisoner.  AlK)ut  10  o'cIo<*k 
a.  ni.  the  schnoner  jip[M'arcd  in  si^^ht,  loniiag  down  the  Itay.  Mr. 
Knssell  with  the  (wo  men  hud  <'ir('ct<-d  her  capture.  H«  roiM»rt.s  that 
while  reconnoileriny  lie  found  two  men  in  a  yawl  un  the  ^hure,  whom 
he  captured,  and  who  j)roved  to  be,  t)no  the  nunei-cargo  of  tho  schooner 
and  part  owner  of  her  cargo,  tho  other»  one  or  her  crew.  From  tfae^e 
he  learned  that  the  captain,  mate,  and  another  of  the  crew  were  on 
shore  [*pying^  out  the  po.'<ition  of  the  Iwirk  preparatory  t-o  ninning  out. 
Keeping  tlie  twM)  already  captured  with  him  he  f(uind  and  captured 
i\u'-  t)ther  three.  From  tliem  he  Iciirni^d  the  iKi^ition  of  tiu*  .'i^hooner 
and  determined  to  take  her.  lli;  <-ouiiH'Iiod  !us  prisoners  to  row  him- 
self and  men  to  the  schooner,  of  which  he  toi^k  possession.  On  board 
he  found  two  more  of  her  crow.  Seeing  two  young  negroes  in  a  boat, 
who  were  the  sonif  of  an  old  negro  pilot  near  by  named  Mazaliua,  ho 
sent  them  for  their  father,  who  soon  came  off.  Mr.  Russell  then  got 
underway  and,  with  tho  asHistance  of  the  negro  pilot,  brought  the 
Hchooner  out  of  the  bayou  into  Etist  lioy,  where,  for  want  of  wind-  he 
wa^i  c^smpelled  to  anchor  tuitil  this  niorning,  when  he  again  got  iinder- 
wav  and  came  to  the  ship. 

Hv  nsqM'i-s  found  on  lM)ard.  it  appears  that  the  Wtllrfint  A.  Kaln  is 
loadcj  with  'ol  bak':^  of  cotton  iintl  i;,(>:iti  {jouud-^  of  tolwcco,  Itouml  to 
Ilavsna.  The  name  of  the  captain  is  George  IC.  Saylor,  and  that  of 
tlie  su]iercargo,  Henry  Mctauley.  Upon  the  pci^son  of  the  super- 
cargo was  found  Confederate  Imnds  for  $10,000,  with  S-jwr-cent  cou- 
pons attached. 

1  shall  forthwith  forward  the  vessel  and  cargo,  together  with  all  her 
papers,  to  Key  West  for  adjudic-ation. 

I  beg  leave  to  present  to  your  favorable  consideration  Acting  Knsign 
Jauies  ,1.  Kuswell,  who  caiiturc^  the  vessel  and  7  men  with  only  two, 
one  of  whom  was  u  re!>el  deserter,  who  had  that  very  day  enlisted  in  tlie 
Navy;  also  Acting  Ensign  Henry  Easou.  whohas  rendered  very  etlieient 
service  and  displayed  great  daring  on  many  occasions  while  attached 
to  this  vessel,  and  wonld  have  cooperated  in  the  capture  of  the  schooner 
had  (he  occa.«i(m  allowed;  also  tho  two  men  who  accx>mpanied  Mr.  Rus- 
>sell  on  tliis  ex[]edition,  viz,  John  Oxford,  seaman,  and  Andrew  C.  Jor- 
dan, land.sinan,  who,  in  the  words  of  Mr.  Russell's  report,  **.\fler  a 
toilsome  march  through  the  woods  during  tho  day,  were  vigilant  and 
active  all  night.''  The  hitter  {Jordan)  is  a  deserter  from  the  rebel 
arniv,  had  just  enlisted  in  the  Navy,  and  at  the  time  had  on  the  rebel 
UDiIurni.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  in  obedience  to  vour  ordei's,  I 
landed,  acconipaniod  by  two  men.  and  proceeded  across  the  mainland  to 
Ferrjf  Point  for  the  purpose  of  a^i-ertaining  the  position  of  the  schooner 
repiirti?*!  to  h«  in  n  atxon's  Bayou.  On  my  arrival  there  I  found  a 
yawl  fnijit,  witli  Iwf)  men  In  lip.r,  on  the  lookout  down  Ea-it  Ba}*.  T  took 
them  pri.'<oner.s,  and  found  one  of  tlnMU  to  be  the  owner  of  the  nir^o  on 
Ixmrd  llip.  KctuxKH'r  and  the  otlier  one  of  (lie  crew.  From  ihem  I 
learned  that  the  captuin,  mate,  and  another  of  the  crew  were  spying 
the  position  of  the  bi»rk,  preparatory  to  runninu-  the  blockade.  Keep- 
ing; the  two  in  custody,  1  proceeded  to  capture  trie  other  thre<*,  in  which 
att«uipt  1  was  successful.  From  them  1  learned  the  exact  position  of 
the  schooner,  anil  determined  to  capture  her.  Compellin<r  the  pris- 
oners to  pidl  nu\  I  went  on  boiird,  where  I  found  two  more  men,  and 
getting"  underwav,  proceedtnl  from  Wnb'cnrM  Bayou  (wliere  she  was 
then  lying)  into  ^j:ust  Biiy.  -There  Uniig  no  wi'nd,  I  whs  obliged  to 
anchor  until  morning.

1  obtained  the  vessel's  register,  mauifost.  clear- 
ance, and  other  papers,  and  #10,iXK>  in  Confederate  bonds.  1  learned 
from  the  captain  and  owner  soon  after  their  capture  that  it  was  their 
intention  to  run  the  blockade  the  tirs^t  opjwrtunitv.  1  will  heiT  men- 
tion that  Mr.  Georgi*  K.  8aylnr,  the  captain,  and  \fr.  Henry  MrCanley, 
the  owner  of  the  schooner,  us  well  us  her  cntiiv  ci*ew,  rendered  mc 
material  assistance  in  bringing  the  schooner  to  this  vesricL  I  csm  not 
close  without  recommending  to  your  favorable  notice  John  Oxford, 
seaman,  and  Andrew  C.  Jordan,  landsman,  who  accompanied  mc  on 
the  expedition,  and  who,  after  a  toilsome  march  through  the  woods 
during  the  day,  wt>r(^  vigilnnt  and  Hctive  all  night,  thus  mntorially  aid- 
ing the  sticcessful  accomplishment  of  mj'^  plans.

She  sailed  about  dark  under  charge  of  Acting  Ensign  Pulsipher 
and  prize  crew  for  Key  West.  Mr.  Pulsipher  reports  that  al.»out  half 
ail  hour  after  sailing  lie  discovered  she  was  making  water  very  fast, 
and  iinniedintcly  turned  back,  but  soon  tilK'd,  becoming  unnmnagc- 
able.     Seeing  tlic  inipossibilily  ttf  fetching  this  ship,  he  let  go  both 
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anchorw,  Imt  tho  cuhlo  of  one  parting,  driftctl  mpidly  toivnrd  the 
wind  Itlowiug'  on  n  strong  bi-oi'zo.     When  the  biiinch  reached  the  eU 
she  was  near  the  lircakors.     The  people  were  nil  taken  off  and  liroughl 
ou  board  this  ^hip.

Sik:  It  gives  me  utJUMual  ^ratilii-ation  to  rcp>rt  the  capture  of  the 
Anglo-rebel  steamer  CumheHund  on  the  5th  mstant  by  the  V .  S.  S. 
iJf  Sitto^  not  only  because  she  is  so  valuable  a  prixo  a.s  Ui  constitute  a 
serious  loss  to  those  engajfed  in  violating  the  blockade,  but  also  because 
her  cargo  consisted  largely  of  arms  and  nmnitiou>  of  war,  and  still 
more  because  it  is  contidcntly  reported  that  she  wa«  intended  to  beeorae 
a  rebel  privateer. 

She  arrival  in  Havana  late  in  September  last  and  commenced  mak- 
ing extensive  repairs,  wiiich  did  vnA.  appear  to  be  al  all  n(!<-esMJiry. 
Since  that  time  1  have  rectnvcd  nini-  ililTiirent  dinntili  hcs  from  the 
U.  8.  viff-ronsiil-general  lit  Havana  (Mr.  iSavage,  whowe  untiring  zejil 
in  conHnunicHling  valuable  iuforniatioii  tuis  been  of  infinite  service  to 
me  throughout  the  period  of  my  command  here),  giving  me  the  details 
of  her  movements  and  preparation:*.

200  gnllcfns,  making  an  aggregate  of  30j7(.t6  gallons,  which  eost  in 
Montgomery  $.')..*>(»  \m'v  gallon.  These  boilers  and  kettles  were  cut  up 
or  broken  to  pieces,  wime  ((UO  bushels  of  salt  were  thrown  into  the 
Imy,  all  llie  diimneys  and  furnuccs  hauled  d(»wn,  and  everything  ren- 
dppt'd  completely  iiselesr*  for  any  further  operations.

This  work  covered  a  space  of  half  a  square  mile,  the  boilen*  and 
kettles  ahme  costing  li^I4tt.sS3. 

Our  parly  returned  lo  the  ship  next  tia}",  bringing  7  cnnlrahands 
and  4i  .shotguns.  Vou  will  jih>u.s(>  tind  encloseil  a  drawing  of  the  bollerH 
and  kettle.s.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  of  nisikiiig  the  following  report: 
Havirij^  jjained  iitforniatioii   that  a  large  hxwsQ  would  leave  the 
Wctnppo  Hivcr  on  or  about  the  18th  iii.stant  for  lyist  Bay,  with  nil  the 
iiiatenal  on  Iroard  necessary  for  erecting  a  largo  Mftit  work,  and  on  her 
return  iiitendinu*  to  bring  back  a  cai'go  of  salt  (her  capacity  1,500 
budhclH).  I  titted  out  tho  second  cutter  with  11  men.  under  charge 
of  Actinjj'  Ensien  Henry  Eason,  and  gig  with  7  men,  under  iharge  of 
Maater'H  Mate  r .  Grant,  to  etfect  her  capture  on  her  passage  down, 
and  with  orders  if  after  waiting  five  day«  and  not  seeing  the  barge,  to 
land  and  deatroy  all  the  salt  works  in  the  vicinity. 

According  to  my  instnictions  the  boats  left  the  shij)  at  S  p.  m.  tho 
17th  instant,  and  proceeded  to  a  bayou  on  the  S.  W.  side  of  East  Bay 
selei'tcd  as  a  place  of  ambush  and  which  the  bargo  must  ne<;es-sarily 
pass.  After  lying  in  wait  the  uppoinU^d  time  and  seeing  no  appear- 
ance of  the  l)Qrge,  the  men  were  landed  and  destroyed  all  the  works  at 
hand.  15  in  number,  among  which  were  some  of  the  largest  Oovern- 
ment  salt  works  ever  erected  in  Floritia,  the  whole  of  which  were 
succes-sfully  destroyed,  consisting  of  5  large  steanibitat  boiler?*and  23 
kettles,  together  with  IfJ  log  houses,  I  llatl^Hmt,  a  large  iptanlity  of  salt, 
vats,  tanks,  anil  other  inutcnals  connected  with  tlie  nianufiu'ture  of  tbia 
article.  Aft^rde.stroying  the  above  tiiey  returned  t«  the  ship,  bringing 
with  them  \\  rtintrabunds  found  at  this  place.

See:  I  have  tho  honor  to  report  the  result  of  an  expedition.  «ent  by 
me  on  the  17th  instant  to  clesti"oy  Horne  .«alfc  works,  about  40  miles  to  the 
eastward.  On  the  morning  of  tbe  IMth  1  nent  Mr.  Weeks,  tbe  execu- 
tive officer,  on  shore  to  confer  with  (be  leading  men  among  the  refu- 
gees, and  find  out  whether  tbev  wonid  assixt  nie  if  1  wi^fhed  tbcni  to 
tlo  so.  The  same  evening  thp  lH):it  relttrned  wllh  a  note  from  him  ray- 
ing that  the  refugees  to  tln^  tnnnhi^rof  IKi  had  cxiiri-ssfd  a  dusire  to  go 
with  hini,  requesting  uie  to  stmd  rations  for  two  days  for  100  tnen,  and, 
if  possible,  some  fine  [jowder  for  shotguns  (the.  only  arms  those  men 
oil  shore  hftve).  The  next  morning  (ITth)  I  sent  two  boat-:*  In  charire 
of  Acting  Ensign  J.  (Jreen  Koehlcr,  with  20  armed  men,  and  all  the 
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tools  I  |i:id  (HI  Ixmrd  to  destroy  iho  kowies,  boilers,  f'tc,  used  in  mak- 
iuj;  Milt;  (il>o  sent  the  mtious  «.nd  5  pounds  of  priming  powder.  AcS- 
it>j;  Master  Weeks  wiw  to  have  met  the  \x)&U  at  tha  mouth  of  the 
W  arrior  Kivcr.  It  bad  bceu  blowing  a  stitf  gale  from  the  north 
during-  the  night,  and  was  still  blowing  very  frosh  when  I  sent  the 
boat,s  off;  the  wiml  had  blown  the  water  from  the  month  of  the  river, 
and  (hey  were  unable  to  get  closer  to  the  Iwach  tlmn  within  4  miles 
(Ihe  lH)at«  }w?ing  unable  to  gfit  in).  Mr.  Week.-*,  with  N  men  from  this 
ship,  and  liie  !>tj  refugees,  then  jmshed  on  for  the  works,  reach- 
jtijr  there  Fridav  morning  at  early  daylight,  having  marched  fully  45 
miles.  They  all  set  to  work  at  once,  working  all  that  d:iy  and  night 
until  Saturday  morning,  dejitroying  everything  that  eotdd  in  any  way 
l>e  used  at  the  salt  woi-ks.  Mr.  Koehler,  in  the  nu^anwhile  (witli  com- 
mendable energyl,  under  sail,  ran  down  about  35  miles  farther  to  the 
eastward,  detenuined  to  Hnd  a  landing,  and  then,  with  the.  thermome- 
ter down  to  29-  watied  with  his  buats  crew  several  hundred  yanls  to 
tiie  shore.  In  his  b<jat  were  all  the  provision.s,  etc.,  I  hud  mmt  on 
shore.  He  commenced  de.stroying  on  lie  eiwteni  end  of  the  lung  line 
of  works,  which  extt'nded  about  7  miles,  working  up  to  where  the 
other  party  were  employed.  After  eirectually  destroying  everything 
they  could  lay  hands  ujx)u,  the  party  started  to  return  at  about  10 
a.  m..  Saturday,  marching  all  uight.  arriving  here  this  morning  at 
about  y  o'clock,  having  marched  over  80  railetj  by  forced  marches,  and 
rowed  Home  30  railcs.  This  includes  going  and  returning,  in  a  direct 
road.  I  suppose  the  place  they  went  to  was  not  over  30  miles,  but 
the  swamps  they  were  compelled  to  cross,  and  rivers  to  head,  increased 
the  disljint-e  from  10  \t>  L">  miles  each  way.  Not  an  article  was  lo»t, 
and  no  one  was  injured  except  a  refugee,  whose  gun  accidentally  going 
off  put  H  couple  of  buckshot  in  bis  leg.  He  is  not  seriously  hurt,  I 
am  nappy  to  say.  I  append  herewith  a  list  of  articles  desti*oyed  and 
captured. 

In  conclusion,  I  am  not  speak  in  too  high  terms  of  Acting  Master 
E.  C".  Weeks,  who  commiinded  the  exix>iiition.  This  officer  jM'rfonued 
the  duty  aKMigned  him  witfi  iilacrity  and  rheerfulnes«.  1  take  gre«t 
pleH-siin-  in  bringing  hiin  to  yuur  notice  as  an  ()flicer  of  courage  and 
.skill,  and  most  heartily  reconuneiid  him  for  pi'omotion.  He  has  lieen 
in  the  Navy  since  the  war camnienrcd.  and  ha.-*  scon  nmch  hard  servii-e; 
wa.s  honorably  mentioned  in  action  with  Forts  St.  I'hilipand  Jack.son. 

Acting  Ensign  Koehler  also  deserves  much  credit  for  /.oal  and 
energy.  Second  Assistant  Engineer  J.  L.  Vanclain  volunteered  for 
the  affair  and  rendered  good  sevvice.  The  men  all  behaved  adiuir- 
alily.  and  express  the  greatest  anxiety  to  go  again.  All  of  them  have 
sore  feet,  and  I  will  Ixave  to  let  them  lay  by  for  a  few  days,  when  I 
shall  send  them  over  to  some  ^alt  w«.>rks  about  10  miles  fi-om  hei-e. 
Those  works  we  destroyed,  and  those  1  intend  destroying,  have  been 
in  full  operation  for  sevend  months  past,  and  ought  to  have  been 
de.stniyea  long  ago.  The  conmmnding  officer  of  the  Sfar'^atK/  Sii'tpen 
knew  of  them,  but  made  no  effort  to  do  anything,  nlthrmgh  some  of 
them  were  within  plain  view,  and  lie  could  get  his  ship  within  4  milea 
of  tliem.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  of  the  successful  result  of  ao 
exi>editioii  to  (ioasc  Creek  to  destroy  u  liirfi;e  nuniher  of  salt  works, 
wliiflt  btivc  l>oeD,  att  I  um  infoioncd,  in  active  oporution  for  several 
months  pu^t. 

From  a  man  who  eamo  off  from  St.  Markw  about  a  week  ajfo  1 
thoroughly  informed  myself  as  to  the  localit}'  and  also  the  station  of 
picki'tw,  sevemi  of  whom  I  hud  -seen  from  the  ship.  I  coDcluded  from 
the  iiifonuution  mu  obtained  that  1  could  seud  a  force  on  a  fojjj/y  ni^rht 
between  the  points  without  being-  obscn'eii,  and  that  they  uiig'ht  (inish 
their  work  before  any  information  could  be  sent  to  the  cavalry  com- 
pany encamped  some  C  niiles  back.  This  company  numbered  about 
35  men. 

Last  nig-bt  proving  favorable,  I  dispatched  three  boat^j  with  Acting 
Ma-stcr  L.  W.  Hill,  Acting  Ensijjn  Shaw,  and  Pilot  \X .  Wells,  all 
under  command  of  Acting  Master  E.  C.  Weekj;!,  executive  officer,  to 
attcTupt  their  destruction,  directing  him  not  to  make  the  attempt  if  he 
was  seen  by  the  pickets  w\  Shell  Point,  which  he  had  to  psws  within 
1,(XI0  yards.  Fortunately  he  wiu*  not  discovercil.  and  pushed  on  to 
the  scene  of  his  work.  Inunediatclv  on  landinj^  ht'  took  hxa  whole 
force  and  surrounde*!  the  dilTercnt  houses,  capturing  all  the  iieople 
who  were  in  tht^tn.  He  then  thi-ew  out  a  nu[uf)erof  pickets  ana  com- 
menced the  work  of  destruction.  Havinji;  h^ard  from  one  of  the 
nejrroes  that  there  were  S  whit*?  men  in  some  houses  alK>ut  ii  miles 
liiuk,  he  sent  Mr.  Shaw  with  rt  men  to  capture  them,  which  duty  that 
officer  performed. 

After  they  had  entirely  destroyed  everything-  that  could  f«  of  any 
use,  the  party  disembarked  on  their  jmss:igc  out  of  the  creek.  They 
weit,^  observed  by  the  pickets,  but  fortunately  when  too  late  for  them 
to  do  any  injury.  The  boats  arrived  on  board  the  ship  at  1  o'clock, 
having  been  absent  nineteen  hours.  They  brought  off  Iti  prisoners, 
one  of  whom  is  a  captain  of  an  infantry  company  raised  for  coast 
service,  another  a  man  who  has  been  in  the  Army  o-s  a  lieutt^nant,  who 
lost  his  leg  and  was  recently  discharged;  his  wound  has  not  yet  hi^aled. 
The  Jjtlter  iind  2  other  men,  who  iire  over  50  years  of  age  and  sick,  1 
shall  |Birole  Hn<l  send  up  to  St.  Marks  Ui-niorrow.  They  t-an  Ije  of  no 
UMB  to  n-i,  nor  can  they  do  us  any  injury  in  the  rclH-l  States.  To  keep 
them  will  be  an  unnecessary  cxi>enM>  and  lroui>le.  The  ollieei-son  the 
expedition  deserve  credit  for  the  effectual  manner  in  which  they  per- 
fnrnii'd  the  work  assigned  them.  1  send  heiewith  .-i  list  of  articles 
dr>tit)yecl.  The  effect  lA  my  work  on  the  .silt  works  to  thi^  e!Lstwai*d 
and  those  on  Goose  Creek  will  induce  these  peopk^  to  lieljevf!  that  we 
are  dispostrd  to  annoy  them  when  wt>  can  get  at  them,  notwithstanding 
tlieir  nivalry  patrols.  The  prisoners  inform  me  that  the  force  along 
the  coa.st  has  been  inci*ea.seU  whei-e  there  arc  any  workw,  and  would 
have  beiMi  in  a  day  or  two  at  the  point  wc  Iande<f  last  night.  They, 
however,  luul  felt  quite  secure,  as  they  supposed  we  knew  of  the  cav- 
alry company  so  near  them.  I  have  <le.stroved  works  so  far  nt  which 
y,4D0  bushels  were  mode  daily.  t,r''">  nt  the'tirst  and  m«i  nt  the  latter. 
This,  at  ♦I2.5t'  a  bushel,  U  quite  an  item,     Tbi.s  is  the  i»ric4i  at  which 
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it  h  sold  For  ut  thfi  works,  which  fact  I  dificoverod  by  ovorhautinj 
their  account  hool£^^. 

Every  nmii  who  is  oiijfajred  in  iimkinif  salt  h  exempt  from  niilitarj 
service  if  he  mnke^  20  busheU  daily,  which  the  Governineiit  takes  at^ 
the  market  price,  ft2.50.     Hence,  all  who  aro  cAptwred  are  legitimate 
nrirtonorrt  of  wiir,  jih  they  are  aiding  and  ahetting  the  enemy.     TJ 
iKtats  lirr)u«;ht  iitT  'J  f'i>ntr:ihandM.

Sik:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  at  daylight  on  the  morning  of 
Febniary  ^4,  while  at  anchor  off  the  West  Pa*^**  of  the  Suwanee  River, 
I  dis<'<)vered  a  .steamer  in  tin*  Kast  PasH  Imund  out.  I  immediately 
stait^d  in  purnnit,  going  around  the  intrnt-nin^'  shojil-  witli  (he  ship 
and  sending  both  my  htiiil,-^  acrows.  In  tlie  cxcitenienl  she  trot  iwhore 
and  tlnvw  overV>oard  aljout  rti>  Imlcs  of  cotton  to  lighten  ncr.  Tho 
tide  WHS  ebbing,  and  seeing  escape  impossible  the  oflieers  and  crew 
abandoned  her  at  7:20  a,  m.  At  7:35  I  perceived  tluit  she  was  on  lire, 
and  in  five  minutes  she  was  one  solid  sheet  of  flame  from  bow  to  .stern. 
At  8  a.  m.  the  boats  arrived  alongside  her,  but  could  not  board  on 
account  of  the  intense  heat.  About  the  same  time  1  anchored  in  5^^ 
feet  water  and  recalled  the  boats  and  commeDced  collecting  the  float- 
ing cotton.

The  <7i/*^r.  has  remained  to  hloekade  the 
river  during  ray  absence.  1  shall  return  to-morrow.  1  have  shipped 
the  cotton  by  the  schooner  Vai».tr  for  $100,  to  ho  discharged  within 
twenty-four  houi-s  after  hw  importing  to  the  proper  autliority,  unless 
he  amves  on  Sunday  or  a  Sunday  intervenes,  or  very  stormy  weathe-r. 
1  have  also  to  report  that  while  running  for  the  above  steamer  1  got 
ashoro  twice,  but  can  not  perceive  that  the  ship  is  injured  at  all, 
except  that  probably  her  copper  paint  is  sicrape<l  off  somewhat.

got  underway  again  for  Suwaneo  Kiver  and  came  to  anchor  at  10  in 
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2  fathoms  water  off  the  mouth  of  Suwanee  Kivcr;  :i5th,  at  day- 
light, gaw  the  V.  S.  S.  yi/'f  iihout  '2  miles  inshore;  got  undcrwKV  and 
nin  into  7  feet  of  water  and  anchored  atonj^tile  of  her.

Leavinff  ii  men  in  charge  of  the  cotton,  I  went 
on  Ixiard  the  Ann'ie  for  the  purpose  of  getting  a-wistanre  in  cane  Mr. 
Palmer  should  fail  t<}  return  to  the  slnp  and  notifv  you.  Acting  Mas- 
ter WillianiM,  comnmnding  the  Aniiii\  Hinted  that  he  was  unalilt*  to  take 
the  cotton  on  lunard  his  \css('l.  lint  promised  lo  n-main  wlicm  he  could 
pn>tect  nv  until  a^sif*|juicu  canm  frnm  ytni.  lie  refreshed  both  me  and 
my  men  with  cotTco  and  food  and  1  returned  to  the  raft.  At  about  1 
o'i'loek  p.  m.  tJio  Clytle  hove  in  f<iglii,  and  noon  after  Acting  Master's 
Mat*'  Dexter  arrived  with  a  fresh  crew  iiiul  orders  for  me  and  my  crew 
to  return  on  tioai-d  the  ('ly(U'.    I  accordingly  reported  on  board  about 

2  o'clock  p.  m. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  state  tliat  Mr.  Palmer  and  all  the  men  p!ace4 
under  mv  command  oljeyed  my  orders  promptly  and  labored  with 
great  zea^  and  energy  to  aci-omplish  the  object  of  the  expedition. 

\N'hilc  among  the  islands  at  the  mouth  of  tlie  river  I  discovered  a 
boat  with  a  number  of  men  in  it.  lieing  unable  to  satisfy  myself  they 
were  not  enemies  endeavoring  U>  recapture  the  cotton  I  had  taken,  I 
ordered  some  rifles  to  Iwj  discliarged  at  tliem,  after  which  I  heard  no 
oTore  from  them.

Sib:  1  have  the  honor  to  tmosmit  herewith  a  letter  written  by 
Charles  Parker  and  AujfUstus  Stevens,  two  de,scrters  from  the  rot^el 
Army,  who  deserted  from  one  of  tho  i'el>el  couipanies  stationed  ut  St. 
Andrt^w'a  la-st  year  and  came  off  to  the  Rothnct:  and  enlisted  in  thafc 
VfiHsel  and  deserted  from  her  and  were  cx^nscripted  into  the  rebel  ser- 
vice again  shortly  after  they  left  the  RoSiicky  and  were  serving-  in 
Robiii8on''H  company  when  I  arrived  liere.  I  am  well  satisfied  that 
tbey  have  long  ago  re|MMit(ul  of  having"  left  our  Hervice,  and  have  done 
all  they  could  to  mduce  liobiiiKunV  {rouijmny  to  desert  and  <'umc  to  uh. 

The  mothers  of  each  are  t^ood  Union  wonkcii  and  solely  dependent 
uiKHi  them  for  i4up|>urt.  I  huve  Icaiiied  from  refugees  and  de.serters 
wno  have  since  cnnie  off  that  this  was  their  motive  and  object  in  leav- 
ing. Mrs.  Parker  is  one  of  the  strongest  Union  wonicn  in  Florida, 
and  froui  time  to  time  has  yiven  us  valuable  information.  The  other, 
Stevens's  mother,  is  too  old  and  feeble  to  take  care  of  herself,  but  a 
good  and  tioio  Union  woman. 

Parker  and  Stevens  aiv  now  .secreted  in  the  woods  and  have  been 
there  three  weeks  with  -12  other  deserters  from  Robinson's  coiupany, 
and  immodintely  sent  their  musketd  and  cartridge  boxes  to  me,  afraid 
to  como  themselves!,  fearful  they  would  have  been  treated  as  deserters, 
which  would  most  assuredly  liavo  Ijeen  the  case,  and  they  would  have 
been  sent  t<>  Key  West  for  your  disposal. 

At  present  it  is  next  to  an  impossibility  to  capture  them,  as  their 
place  of  conwahuent  affords  a  surveillance  of  the  ships  and  plenty  of 
tiine  to  secrete  themselves  Jti  some  of  the  irn{>enetrable  swamps  or 
morasscM  on  the  approueh  of  our  boats. 

Mrs.  Parker  handed  me  the  enclosed  letter,  through  Acting  Knsign 

Henry  t<)ason,  who  saw  her  on  I*^t  liay  the  ^Tth  instant.     1  tiierefore

1  came  to  anchor  at  9  a.  m.,  with  a  strong  norther  Howingf.  distant ^^ 
about  5  miles  from  land,  and  at  11  a.  m.  made  a  nmall  boat  Htanding'^H 
out  for  US.  Set  Kngli.sh  colorsat  inaMlhoad.  At  I'J  t^v  txiat  put  IwicS  ^^ 
and  I  gave  chaw:  with  the  selmtmer,  milling  the  Aniericaji  ensign.  At 
12:3t>  p.  Ml.  made  a  hcliooner  ini^ide  the  reef-^  and  stood  for  her  until 
1:10  p.  m..  when  wo  an<'hore<i  in  U  feet  of  water  (having  gained  rapidly 
on  the  small  boat),  manned  our  Iwat  with  5  men  in  charge  of  Alaster^s 
Mate  .lanietJ  T.  Bowling  to  board  the  schooner.  At  1:45  the  chaaed 
boat  wa>t  seen  to  go  on  Ixmrd  and  after  stopping  a)H)tit  ten  minutei} 
wei-e  aeen  to  tiro  the  schooner  and  leave.  At  2  our  boat  boarded  the 
schooner  and  found  her  to  be  u  new  nrhooner  of  almut  80  tonus  (lying 
ashore)  and  loaded  with  an  assorted  (^argo,  amongst  which  was  a  lai^ 
ij^uantity  of  atnmunitioii.  Our  boat  ri-'mained  on  Inmrd  but  a  short 
time,  as  the  tire  was  making  ^reut  headway,  and  iti  about  three  minutes 
after  their  leaving  a  heavy  explosion  took  place  blowing  out  her  decks. 
At  3:31.1  boat  returned  on  board,  and  at  4  a  jiimall  skiff  waa  seen  comiug 
ofi  witli  a  white  flag  Hying.  At  4:15  the  skiff  came  alongside  and 
contained  1  man,  calling  himself  Allen  A.  Stephens,  and  wish^  ammu- 
nition, saying  he  Iwlonged  to  a  company  of  20  men  about  to  rise 
Xinst  the  rebel  Government.  I  allowed  the  man  Stephens  to  go  on 
re  again  and  told  him  1  would  report  the  case  up  the  coaat.

Uunning  down  for  her  immediately,  and  mancuvcriDg  to  speak 
and  ascertain  her  chaiuctor,  her  captain  suddenly  luffed  across  my 
bows,  and  in  spite  of  all  1  could  do  to  prevent  it,  by  backing  and  usinj*- 
the  helm,  I  ntrurk  the  schooner  directly  amidshiiw,  sinking  her  in 
HlK>ut  three  minutes.  All  the  crew  were  wivcd  excepting  one  man, 
who,  in  a  friglit,  jumped  ovorbnard  and  drowned  lH^f()re  1  could  lower 
a  b  »at  to  picK  him  up,  In  the  collitiion  tin-  ntcin  of  tluH  ves.sel  wa« 
nlightly  damaged.

Canipbell  to  have  all  ready  to  start  up  the  l>ay  when  the  cutto 
i-eturned;  "jot  underway,  sent  cutter  aiiead  to  sound,  got  lialfwa 
across  the  bar.  when  .schooner  grounded;  ran  out  a  ke<.lgi>  and  haulc 
the  schooner  off:  a  .'«uil  in  sight  standing  down  the  coast  At  ll:3i 
a.  m.  apoke  U.  S.  S.  Smijimft-r:  went  on  board  and  reported  to  Act- 
ing Master  Ed.  Van  Sice.  Expended  three  i-oundsof  howitzer  ammu- 
nition. I  would  l)eg  leave  to  state  that  I  received  every  assistauco 
from  Acting  Ensign  G.  C.  C^npl>ell  in  forwarding  the  object  of  th 
expedition.

Sin:  1  have  the  honor  to  repot  t  thiil  on  ibf  luoriiin^r  of  the  iSth 
ulLinio  a  wcbooner  was  distiovcrwl  ljy  our  iimslboad  lookout,  bearitig 
to  the  southwaid  and  eastward,  and  us  she  was  in  shoalor  water  than 
this  ves^M>l  could  nin  iu  I  sent  three  boats  to  int*'riTpt  her,  as  she  vets 
evidently  bound  in  to  one  of  the  rivers  that  empty  on  this  part  of  the 
coast.  Toward  nijjht.  two  of  the  l»o8t-s  retiirnea  after  an  iinxuccessfid 
chase  of  live  huurs  and  a  half,  and  n.i  the  weather  looked  thi"eatenin^» 
with  the  I>art)nictcr  falling.  I  felt  tnueh  concerned  about  the  hafety  of 
the  erow  in  the  al>sent  boat,  and  ihis  was  (■onHideral>ly  ini'iY'a.M*d  by 
the  state  of  the  weallicr  diirinjj"  that  ni^jht,  the  next  day,  and  the  sue- 
eeetlin^  one,  for  it  blew  furir)u-<ly.  witli  heavy  rain  wjualls  and  ho 
uglv  »<'a  running. 

On  the  morning  of  the  :llst  the  Injal.  returned  to  the  ship,  the  crew 
having  undnrj^one  .severe  Mulferinj;  fn)ni  Imnirer  and  expoHure,  but 
they  did  Iheir  duty  n«bly  un<ler  all  their  trials,  and  moreover  were 
successful  in  destroyinir  two  Mliooners(with  their  cai^ocs)atIoinpting 
to  run  the  blockade.  '1  be  oHiter  in  charge  of  the  hoat,  Actinjr  Master  a 
Mate  Francisco  Silva.  is  entitled  tfl  jrreat  credit  for  the  skill,  pei-se- 
vcrance.  and  energy  he  displayed,  and  I  lake  pleasure  in  commending 
him  to  your  favomlile  nolice.  Pleast*  find  enclosed  heivwilb  a  copy 
of  his  rept>rt.  The  sliij/s  j>a|jers  of  the  whooner  Etta^  with  .somo 
other  articles,  tojjether  with  two  men  taken  from  her.  I  send  to  Ker 
West  by  the  steamer  II(wdun/j<.  Oue  of  the  men  (Thomas  Martin^, 
you  will  observe,  has  bis  name  entered  on  the  shippinj;  articles  as  mate, 
but  he  says  he  diil  not  ?iervo  in  that  capaiilv;  the  other  one's  namo 
(William  Kelly)  does  not  appear  there  at  all;  they  both  claim  to  be 
British  subjecU.

Sir:  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  William  K.  Browne,  comrnanding- 
the  bark  Ii,t(fl,M<  at  Si.  Andrew's  Sound,  rt^ports  the  n>sult  of  two 
more  expeditions,  made  under  his  orders,  to  harass  the  enemy  in  that 
vicinity. 

The  Hrst  consisted  of  ^  refugees,  in  a  dugout  canoe,  who  ascended 
the  VVetappo  Kiver  some  ao  miles  to  White  Bluff-s  [White's  BluffJ 
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wid  thei-c  dostioyecl  nUdit  :i,»H)0  l)ushols  of  .sail.  Iimught  nwuy  the 
sat'ks,  and  eapturcd  a  hartfo  'M\  feet  loii^'.  11  futt  iK-ani.  and  ;j  feet 
dei»p,  sloop  rig^tjod  niid  iloi-Kwl.  whii-li  ho  is  titting-  up  with  a  howitzer  | 
for  furlher  operations.  A  heavy  raiii  had  fnrUinately  driven  the  cav- 
alry gfimrd  away  from  the  place  for  shelt4^r,  so  thai  no  rcsistftncc  was 
offered.     Twenty-tbrw  refugees  weii*  hroii^ht  olT. 

The  oilier  expedilioa  eonsist-ed  of  ^2  men  in  the  houlsof  the  TieslfeKi^ 
who  prtK-eeded  up  KR.st  Bay  diniTij^  another  heavy  niiii  Mtorni,  which 
had  again  mciiI  the  ffuard  to  look  for  shelter.  They  .siicceede<l  in 
destroying  two  Cioverninent  nalt  works,  with  300  huMhels  of  salt  and 
about  the  same  ipmnlity  of  corn  and  meal,  witbont  o])|M>sition  and 
brought  off  one  eonrrahand. 

A4^ting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Bmwne  i-eportu  that  ihnro  are  five 
coni[>anied  of  rebel  trtM»ps  in  that  vicinity  to  guard  the  tail  works,  and 
that  these  work;*  are  rebuilt  an  fast  as  he  destroys  them.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  repoi't:  Ascertaining 
that  a  salt  barge  wo  have  attempted  to  capture  sevci-a!  times  but  failed  — 
from  our  ignorance  of  her  exa<-t  locality —  wjis  mo<»red  up  the  \Vetftpj>o 
Itivor.  near  the  Government  salt  house  at  White  Bluffs.  <il  miles  from 
this  ship,  I  determined  to  make  another  trial  in  hopes  that  bv  the 
assistanieof  some  Union  refugees,  who  knew  the  exact  position  and  who 
volunteered  to  accompany  n-i.  we  might  acci>niplish  ourol)jei't  this  time. 
Accordingly  T  lilted  out  an  exiH'dition  of  refugees,  J>  in  nnndier  i}\  of 
which  had  previously  4'ntered  the  scrvicej,  deeming  it  more  prudent  t<i 
intrust  it  to  them  than  to  exiwse  my  own  otli<*ers  and  men  in  an 
enemy's  country  so  far  from  the  vessel,  where  J  was  satislied  that  at 
least  one  company  of  cavalry  and  one  of  infantry  were  to  he  either 
attacked  or  shumied,  they  serving  as  a  guard  at  the  salt  house,  in  which 
were  stored  from  1,500  to2,0iX)  bushels  of  salt.  Having  provided  the 
men  with  shotguns  belonging  to  themselves,  with  the  exception  of  3 
attai:hed  to  this  vessel,  who  were  furnished  with  rifles,  and  taking  the 
precaution  to  suppiv  them  also  with  3  axes  to  cut  away  trees  which 
were  felled  across  the  ri^  er  at  short  distances  for  5  or  tJ  miles  l»elow 
the  tjarge,  they  proceedefl  on  their  mission  on  the  evening  of  the  31st 
of  March  in  a  canoe  or  dugout  we  had  previouslv  captured.  Thev 
did  not  arrive  at  the  bend  of  the  Wetapp*>,  where  tne  harge  lay,  until 
the  morning  of  the  2d,  owing  to  the  obstructions  in  the  river',  which 
had  to  l>e  cleared  in  order  to  bring  her  out.  Fortunately  for  our 
party,  a  heavy  rain  storm  set  in  and  the  cavalry  company  had  just  left 
the  premises  for  a  place  of  more  shelter  from  tlie  storm  and  were 
absent  the  whole  day.  which  enablrd  our  party  to  cniptv  all  the  salt 
from  the  storehouse  in  the  river  a.ul  bring  olT  the  sacks,  which  occu- 
pied nearly  the  whole  day,  not  one  person  appearing  to  molest  them. 
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Iluviit^  iu'ciiiiiiiMsIumI  t)ieir  ol)jtfl,  tlicv  jiiin|HHl  iiitu  llu'ii-  imU^ai 
(which  jMillt'd  4  ourH  :iti<l  is  fiistl  luitl  the  n'liiaiiiin;^  iiti'it  in  llic  liar^*, 
And  pHMTi'di'd  on  Ihcir  way  tiowii.  slowly  |x)lin<^  juu!  lowiiij;  ibe  Imnri? 
down  !i  very  iiiiirow  utui  (-iijokcd  riv+T  fttr  inoro  lliiiii  i^»  iiiilos.  On 
thoir  way  »lnwn  tliey  weir  dctaintMl  In  soiiiu  plaws  two  hours  by  new 
olistnu-'tioos  <X"ca.siom'd  by  the  hciivy  Htorm.  but  biiving  pic*k<Hl  up 
some  23  persons,  men.  women,  and  cKildtfn  (I'nion  rcfngeos)  in  tlwxv 
niid»  they  were  enabled  to  surmount  all  difficulties  imd  arrived  ttafely 
in  Hi^ht  of  the  ship  at  rundown  of  the  4th.  One  of  the  party  having 
pi-eviouKly  landed  and  walked  io  the  seal>onch  in  sipht  of  the  sliip, 
coiiimuninited  the  iitrtiir  to  nie,  when  1  iniinediati'ly  sent  uW  the 
first  and  Hccond  cutter  to  their  a."<sistance.  The  wind  beinii^  ahead,  ^be 
was  towtni  from  r>avi.s  Point  tn  the  Ireland  abreast  of  the  ship  and 
anehored  at  midnight.  The  next  monuTijj  I  examined  her  and  found 
her  to  \to  just  !*uen  a  vetwel  as  we  are  in  iie4'd  of  for  this  plaee,  beiiij; 
oblijje<l  to  go  with  the  ship  up  the  different  anuK  of  the  hfly  when  we 
want  wood  to  cover  our  wooding  jiarty,  as  it  baa  eome  to  my  knowl- 
ediia  that  (MTsoiiHare  secretexl  in  the  woods  wiitching  an  (tpjxirtunily  l« 
kill  some  of  our  men  in  retaliation  for  the  injuries  we  have  done  thnm. 
She  is  nearly  a  new  barge,  .StJ  feet  long,  3  feet  deep,  and  1 1  feet  lH>am, 
built  of  2-inoh  yoUow-pino  plank,  and  is  perfectly  tight,  sloop  riggi'd, 
and  ha.s  an  open  hateh  amia;>hips  J:.^  feet  long,  in  which  J  have  built  a 
platform  and  laid  a  cirele  for  our  I'Jpounder  howitzer,  wbii-h  I'an  be 
tired  from  almost  any  j.>oint  of  the  compass.  She  ha-*  new  lug  main- 
sail, whiili  1  have  altered  to  n  U>oni  mainsail,  and  have  made  a  new 
mast  and  Ijowsprit  and  given  her  a  jib.  I  liavc  also  built  lee  Uianis  4 
feet  wide  and  5  feet  deep,  and  think  that  she  will  work  admirably. 
She  will  be  ready  by  the  8lh,  and  would  Ik*  just  the  sort  of  ei-aft  for 
covering  pirties  of  men  landing  to  destnty  the  extensive  salt  works 
which  are  constantly  being  put  up  on  the  numei-ous  amis  of  this  Imv, 
her  dnift  being  only  i:i  inehe-s,  with  MO  men  provisioned  for  one  weelt. 
I  have  further  to  report  that  IkmUs  are  lieing  built  up  the  bay  for  the 
pur[)os<!  of  keeping  de.serters  from  rtiming  io  u-s.  On  tlie  evening  of 
the  liJth  1  (itLe(l  out  an  exjiedition  of  '22  men  to  go  up  Kasl  IJay  forthe 
purpose  of  destroying  some  boat.*«  and  2  large  (iovernment  salt  worka. 
They  saw  no  btHits.  but  learned  they  were  in  M'cst  Bay  and  that  there 
were  5  companies  of  rebel  suldiers  — 3  of  cavalry,  and  '2  of  Infantry^ 
there  to  jirotect  thorn  and  the  salt  works  (which  are  being  put  up  aa 
fast  as  we  destroy  them,  the  location  being  no  good).  The  expedition 
proved  a  success  as  far  as  the  salt  works  were  concerned,  and  Acting 
Knaign  Henry  Ea.-.on  deserves  great  credit  for  the  ntannor  in  which  he 
condueU'd  the  exiXMlillon.  They  succeeded  in  destntying  two  large 
(iovernment  worka  whl<-li  employed  a  large  nuin))er  of  hand^.  They 
also  destroyed  a  .storchouae  containing  30')  bushels  corn,  300  busheb 
salt,  and  50  bushels  meal.  One  contraband  joined  the  expedition  and 
claimed  our  protection.  Theydid  this  during  a  heavy  nunstomi  with- 
out expending  a  single  cartridge.  I  have  also  pleasure  in  spejiking  of 
Rodney  H.  Powers,  .-iiirgeon's  steward,  and  tlonn  Fort,  yeoman,  who 
look  a  very  active  part  in  the  destrn<'tion  of  the  sidl  work^  and  store- 
bouse.

I  left  the  bark  at  9 
o'clock  R.  ni.  with  the  lirst  and  second  cuttei-s.  manned  with  2i'  anncd 
men  and  with  Acting  Ensien  S,  G.  Tootbaker.  Proceeded  up  St. 
.loscph's  Hay  and  laiiaed  in  the  vicinity  of  [Cape]  San  Rlas»  about  dny- 
lig-ht.  Left  the  Inputs  properly  manned,  and  with  18  men  pro<-eeded 
acrosH  tlie  |>eniiisula  to  the  lijjht-bouse.  Found  no  tnices  of  anything 
except  wibi  talLle.  Proceeded  up  the  Iwarh  some  diHtJince  to  avoid  the 
dense  swaiiips  through  which  we  struggled  on  our  way  over,  and  on 
returning  found  salt  works,  consisting  of  a  boiler  30  fe*'t  long,  about 
S^  feet  in  diameter,  of  heavy  wrought  iron  and  divided  into  three  sec- 
tions, beneath  which  were  tdivc  furnaces  of  brick  and  mortar.  Mere 
wore  also  two  shanties,  with  a  quantity  of  provisions,  also  carpenter's 
tools,  spyglass,  wagou,  and  tirewood.  1  ordered  the  destruction  of  said 
property  and  saw  it  accomplished,  except  a  few  articles  which  1  thought 
rnignt  be  weiTiceable  on  boanl,  and  nccordinglv  brought  with  ine  to  the 
lierk. 

As  it  was  now  getting  late  in  the  day,  the  men  were  inueli  fatigued 
with  the  march,  and  I  was  expc<tej:l  on  board,  1  thought  H  injudiciouH 
to  proceed  farther,  therefore  mn<le  my  way  back  to  tho  l>oats  and 
returned  to  the  })ark,  arriving  alK>ut  :J:;-H>  o'clock  p.  m. 

I  desire  to  add  Ibut  from  obs<*rvations  made  on  the  sjxtt,  my  imprea- 
Kions  are  tlial  other  salt  works  may  Ih*  found  in  that  vicinity  and  easily 
deatroyed.

Sir:  1  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report:  At  U  p.  ra.  on 
the  18tb  instant  1  rw^eived  informfltion  f rem  some  tishcrmen  that  there 
was  a  schooner  inside  the  bar  at  Matanzns  Inlet,  some  20  ttiiles  to  the 
southward  of  this  place.  1  immediately  dispatched  tho  ffig^  and  cut- 
t*?r.  in  charge  of  Acting'  Ensign  H.  B.  Colby  and  K.  M.  Clark,  taking 
one  of  the  tii^hcmicn  na  pilot.  They  proceeded  to  the  inlet  through 
the  night  and  arrived  there  at  daylight.  Found  the  schooner  attempting 
to  get  out  over  tlio  bar,  hut  a  few  tnunket  ^hnt.s  from  tho  Imat**  brought 
her  to.  They  boarded  and  captured  her  ixiul  brought  her  to  St.  Augus- 
tine for  adjiidicalinn.  She  proved  to  be  the  English  hchtwiner  Ornmo- 
«*'///,  of  NaiiHau,  New  Pnividenw,  fmm  (ireen  Tiiiilo  C'«y.  Buhamaw. 
bound  to  [New]  Smvrnii,  Fla.  tShe  had  no  cargo  of  any  amount,  only 
fiO.OlM'  [jprcnysion  c:iiw,  a  few  sack(*  of  salt,  ami  one  roll  of  bagg-ing. 
There  wern  no  v^'amcIji  or  boat^  in  wight  at  the  time  of  thi-  capture,

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  an  expedition  sent  by  mo  from 
this  vessel  on  the  21st  ultimo  to  Clay  Landing,  on  the  Suvvsuiee  Uivcr, 
has  returned  successful,  having  captuicd  at  that  place  and  brought 
here  41  l^alesof  sea-island  cotton  andtjb  bales  of  upland,  besides  destroy- 
ing upwards  of  'MX)  bales  it  was  impossible  to  remove,  as  so  much  time 
would  have  Iwen  c-on-sumed  in  thn  attempt.     The  cotton  not  being  im- 
mediately on  tho  river  and  the  enemy  looked  for  at  any  moment,  our 
party  prudently  retired,  le«t  Ndng  taken  at  disailvantage  in  the  nar- 
row parts  of  the  river  l)elow,  they  would,  to  secure  their  own  safety, 
have  be<*n  cnniptilled  to  abandon  the  cotton  they  had  already  secureci. 
Acting  Ensign  C.  Carven.  the  officer  in  charge,  a«'ted,  I  tfiink.  with 
dtscn^tion  and  promptitude,  and  the  satisfactory  manner  in  which  the 
duty  was  iH-rfonncd  will,  I  trust,  entitle  him  and  those  who  were  with 
him  to  favorable  notice. 
Herewith  enclosed  please  find  copy  of  his  rejiort  giving  particulars.

Sir:  In  (jliodienci^  to  your  nnlcrs  nf  thp  21st  iiL-)tttnt.  I  left  this  vi-s- 
sbI  on  tliiil  d:iy  ut  iihout  II  u.  in.  in  tbe  tuunrli  wUti  ihv  howitzer  Hiid 
crew  of  l.T  men,  buvittg  ul-so  in  my  (-oiiinmnd  Acting  Maxtor's  Alii te 
F.  i^ilvH  and  4  rt-fuj^cps  (the  latter  to  act  us  ^'uides  and  u-iinyf  their 
own  JK>at)  on  an  expodition  up  thi*  Suwancc  Kivcr.  1  arrived  at  the 
mouth  of  the  river  alxiut  1  p.  m..  proeooded  up  the  same  about  8 
miles  and  cneomy>od  fi?r  thiTC  noui>.  I  then  eontmued  \>  miles  farther 
and  rojicht'd  Fowler's  Bluff,  whei-c  I  landed  the  refugees  and  siint 
tbem  to  Clay  I^ndiny  to  reionnoiter.  I  then  proceeded  up  isome  3 
mile^,  where,  enterinjj  ii  bnyou.  I  W)neealed  the  Uiatn  anion^  I  lie  t,n>€'s 
and  remained  durinj»  the  day.  At  dark  1  sto<Kl  up  to  Old  t'lay  Ijaiid- 
irig-  (some  4  miles),  which  was  fornierlv  a  rebel  post.  There  wert^  siyiw 
of  a  Imttery  having:  l)een  nuitrntf^l,  I  landed  in  person  and  PxaminiHl 
tbe  pla**c.  Finding-  notiiin^  worth  capturing  I  i4t<xKl  np  witli  boat-s, 
pjkwirjr  spile.s  across  the  river^  with  passage  in  center  for  vessels. 
Two  milej^  farther  I  pissed  sonm  lU  liales  cotton  which  bad  boen 
thrown  in  liy  the  rpfnj,''eeH  of  my  party.  w!io  had  landed  below.  One- 
lialf  mihi  farther  up  I  met  the  refugees  tbmtinir  down  on  Iniles [of  {cot- 
ton. They  told  tue  the  i-el)el  agent  at  the  liLtidiiig  bad  gone  furnssist- 
anco.  1  took  them  in  the  boats  and  started  fur  the  landing,  with  the 
intention  of  burning  the  cotton.  1  arrived  at  that  place  (isitiiatcd 
some  So  or  4o  miles  from  the  mouth  of  the  river)  at  about  1:3<>  a.  in., 
on  the  23d  instant.  Finding  no  one  there  1  stationed  picket**  and 
rafted  ItM)  balea  of  cotton  belonging  to  the  relwl  Government,  which  I 
found  stored  in  houses.  The  men  being  very  much  fatigued,  and 
daylight  near  at  hand,  1  set  tiro  to  from  3tH')  to  5iK>  bales  cotton, 
which  were  stored  in  four  houses,  one  of  which  was  a  steam  cotlou  gin 
and  press,  I  s[>ared  one  empty  storehouse,  as  I  underst(xi<l  fnnn  the 
refugees  it  lielonged  Ut  a  sfmnd  Tnion  man.  I  then  manned  tlie  iMwts, 
took  the  raft  in  tow,  and  prtK-eeded  down  the  river.  At  daybreak,  on 
ncaring  Old  Clay  IJindiug,  I  made  preimmtionsto  repel  an  attack  in 
case  information  had  been  conve^'ed  to  the  onemv.  Finding  no  on© 
there,  I  directed  Mr.  Silva  to  go  on  shore  and  set  tire  to  the  tmrnicks. 
Immediately  on  our  getting  well  clear  of  the  landing  a  magazine  con- 
cealed in  one  4)f  tbe  buildings  exi>lc«led,  blowing  ittoatoni.s.  I  reach»«J 
Fowler's  Bluff  about  1)  a.  m.  J  sent  Mr.  Silva  anil  4  men  in  i\w  refu- 
gees' Iwat  down  to  the  mouth  of  the  river  to  i>reveut  cotton  floating 
out  to  sen.  I  then  landed  to  rest  and  refn'sh  tlie  men.  I  seizini  a  lot 
of  old  riggine  stored  here  (l*eionging  to  the  blockiide  rumier  /Vu»- 
rrfuf^  which  had  been  liurned  some  time  since  off  the  luouth  of  the 
river)  to  secure  ray  raft  of  cotton.  At  10  a.  m.  1  started  down  the 
river,  pickuig  up  i»  We»  of  cotton  lodged  along  the  Ixmbf.     I  rea4.'hed 
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tho  mouth  of  ihii  river  at  7  p.  di.;  was  tln'ro  joined  by  Mr.  Silva. 
Kucaiupt'il  fur  the  nighl  aioiii^side  of  the  bunk.  On  tbe  morniug  of 
the  a4tli  1  dropped  down  the  Ktwt  Piw**,  rcaehing  the  t'litrancc  of  the 
pass  at  1 1  u..  111.  Spent  the  balance  of  the  day  relashinfir  and  seeuring 
ivjttoii.  On  the  25th  I  startt^d  for  Cedar  Keys.  At  dark  onearupea 
on  a  >utaU  key  alx>ut  8  mU&s  from  the  ubip.  This  mornine  at  ^:3U  I 
got  underway  and  rea<-hed  Sea  Horse  Key  at  7  a.  ni.  I  left  cotton 
there  .secureif  to  the  wharf  and  carue  on  board  with  all  hands  safe. 

J  licg  leave  to  stiite  that  Acting  Ma-itcr's  Mate  Francisco  Silvti  ren- 
dered the  nio.'ft  valuable  ai:i.sistance  in  foi-warding  the  object  of  tho 
expedition;  also  tlie  men  under  my  command  conducted  theuiaelvet^  in 
their  usual  adjinrablo  manner.

Sir:  Information  (apparentlv  autlientif)  ha»  lieen  received  here  tliat 
tlie  rcbpl  G<)V(*rnniPtil  had.  in  firpnieii,  two  sailing;  ships  imdor  Kn^lish 
rolon*,  vi//,  tlm  AWjr x/Zw, ,  Captain  Pet4'r  Williams,  lomlcd  with  miiHkoLs 
rillcs,  sabers,  and  anununition;  and  the  Kdinhniuj,,  ("aptain  -I.  Unldwiu, 
loaded  with  touts  and  nn;dieini*.  ALso  a  schooner  under  Italian  colors 
(name  not  given)  U)aded  with  opium,  tjuinine^  chhMoforni.  and  olht^r 
medicinea,  together  with  dryjfuods  and  surgical  and  mathematical  instni- 
nients.  AH  the.se  vcsm-Is  wcra  to  have  sailed  trctwcen  the  1st  and  otb 
of  April  for  Sisal,  Yuuitnn,  and  arninyemcnl!*wcro  commenced  by  the 
rebclGrovernmcnt  to  obtain  permission  (from  General  Bozaine,  com- 
mander in  chief  of  the  French  fon.-es  in  Mexico)  to  hind  these  cargoes 
at  Tampico,  and  to  trunsn>ort  them  thence  by  land  to  Texas.  Such

Sm:  I  b<ig  to  report  to  you  the  capture  of  the  Enj^Ii^h  schooner 
Miriatn^  of  Na.s8au,  New  Providence,  oy  this  vessel,  un<hu*  the  follow- 
in^r  circuujstjniiyw:  April  27,  I8tJ4,  latitude  2.'5' .'jti',  lonjfitude  K;i-'09', 
txiattiod  the  schouoner  Miriam  from  Havana,  bound  to  Is'ew  Orleans. 
The  officer  that  Uwrded  her  re|x>rted  the  papers  correct,  but  the  c-argo 
looked  suspicious:  allowed  her  to  pi-ocecd  on  her  voyage  with  the 
determination  to  watch  her  movements.  Parted  company  and  stwred 
to  the  S.  W.  I,ost  sight  of  the  schooner.  At  -1  p.  m.  steered  N.  W. 
by  N.  and  at  ti  p.  ni.  sighted  her  again.  At  that  tmic  she  wa.s  .steering 
by  the  wind  N.  N.  W.  During  the  night  we  kept  htT  in  sight.  April 
2S  watched  her  movements;  found  that  at  niglit  all  lights  were  con- 
cealed and  a  lookout  was  kept  at  the  masthead  during  the  day,  April 
2»,  at  lu  u.  m..  took  bearings  of  the  Miriam  and  went  in  pursuit  of  a 
schooner  Iwanng  E,  N.  E.  At  11  a.  m.  spoke  the  schooner;  then  went 
in  pursuit  of  the  Miri/tm,  but  could  not  tind  her  on  the  bearing  left;

It  is  my  melancholy  duty  to  report  an  accident  which  happened  on 
the  cutter  when  about  ixisady  to  start,  by  which  I'Mward  Delaman. 
ordinary  seaman,  lost  his  life  by  the  a^-cidental  discharge  of  a  tirearm 
he  was  moving  from  one  part  of  the  biwt  to  another,  catt-hing  the 
hammer  afoul  of  an  oar,  discharging  the  piece  and  HIging  the  con- 
tents in  bii^  right  breast,  pa-ssing  through  his  lungs  and  out  his  Imck. 
He  expired  a  moment  or  two' afterwards.  The  cutter  inimediat*'lv 
returni^l  to  the  ship,  arriving  alx>ut  0  oVIock  on  the  night  of  (he  fitli 
instant.

1st  Bona  fide  foreign  aubjecLs  t-aptured  in  neutral  veascU,  whether 
paHSi'iigcrs^  offirery,  or  crew  ran  not  l>e  treated  as  prisonern  of  war, 
imle.sH  ^ilty  of  iM^lli^nrcnt  su:tA,  but  an>  entitled  to  iinincdiat^'  t-eU'ttfte. 
Such  aH  are  required  u-s  wUrie.sseH  may  1h?  dftainiKl  fur  that  ^mi-powe, 
and  when  their  testimony  is  secured  they  must  he  imconditionally 
released. 

ad.  Foroien  subjects  captured  in  vessels  without  papers  or  colors, 
or  those  sallinc'  under  the  protection  and  flag  of  the  insurgent  Oovcrii- 
ineiit,  or  employed  in  the  wrvic©  of  that  (iovcrnment.  are  subject  to 
treatmenta.spri.sonersofwar.and  if  in  the  capacity  of  otficers  or  crew, 
are  to  be  detained.  If  they  were  pasHengcrs  only,  and  have  no  into|«st 
in  the  vessel  or  cargo^  and  are  in  no  way  connected  with  the  insurgent 
Government,  they  mav  be  released. 

3d.  Citizens  of  the  t'nited  Stales  captured  either  in  neutral  or  rebel 
ve«K<dH  are  always  to  be  detained  with  tlie  following  exceptions:  If 
they  an^  passenpet-M  only,  have  n4»  interest  in  ves-«'l  or  cargo,  have  not 
been  »cli\e  in  the  rebellion  or  engaged  in  .supplying  the  insurgents 
with  munitions  of  war,  etc.,  and  arc  loyally  disposeil,  they  may  be 
relc-a.'sed  on  taking  the  oath  of  allegiance.  The  same  privil^e  may  l>e 
allowed  to  any  of  the  crew  that  are  not  seafaring  men,  of  lite  antece- 
dents, and  who  are  loyally  disposed. 

4th.  PilotJ*  and  sea/aring  men,  excepting  bona  fide  foreign  subjects, 
captured  in  neulnil  vessels,  are  always  to  be  detained.  These  are  the 
prmcipal  instrument*'*  in  maintaining  the  sy.Mlem  of  violating  the  block- 
ade, and  it  is  important  to  hold  them.  IVrsons  habitually  engaged  in 
violating  the  blockade,  although  tliev  may  not  be  serving  on  board  the 
vessels,  are  of  ihi-^  class,  and  are  to))e  likewise  detained. 

5th.  When  (here  is  reason  to  doubt  that  tiiose  who  claim  to  Jje  for- 
eign .subjecLs  are  in  n-ality  such,  they  will  be  reipiired  to  state  under 
oath  that  they  have  never  been  naturalized  in  this  country,  have  never 
exeivised  the  privileges  of  a  c.ilist4>n  then'of  by  voting  or  otherwise. 
and  have  never  lieen  in  the  pay  or  employment  of  the  insurg(»iit.  or  ttie 
Ho-called  "(Confederate  <TOveruraent.  *  On  (heir  making  .such  stal^v 
ment  they  may  be  released.  pro\ided  vou  have  not  evidence  of  their 
having  s>worn  falsely.  The  examinatiou  in  ca^M^^s  that  arc  doubtful 
should  be  rigid. 
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6tb.  WliPn  thp  neutrality  of  a  vcspri  is  doiibtfiil.  or  when  a  vessel 
elaintiii^  to  l»o  neutral  is  l>elieved  to  Ik*  enjiaged  in  transporting  sup- 
plier Hful  nitiiiitionH  of  war  for  tlw;  insurgent  (Tovernment.  foreign 
sulijeots  captured  in  such  vessel  mav  be  detained  until  the  neutral- 
ity of  the  vessel  is  satisfactorily  esta\»liahed.  It  is  not  advisable  to 
detain  such  persons  under  this  int^truetion  unlc«a  there  is  good  ground 
for  doubting  the  neutrality  of  the  vessel. 

7th.  Parties  who  may  he  detained  under  the  forogoino-  instructions, 
are  to  ho  sent  to  a  Northern  port  for  safer  custod}-,  unTeisr*  there  is  a 
suitable  place  for  keeping  them  wilhin  the  limits*  of  your  command, 
and  the  Uepartraent  luraished  witli  a  memorandum  in  their  rauett, 
respectively.

S. , l<A/«,  but  who  weiv  altogether  fomstalled  by  the 
action  of  Captain  tiudd,  which  turned  the  tables  upon  them,  capturing 
their  boats,  rifles,  cutlasses,  ammunition,  grappling  irons,  medicines, 
signal  flags,  haversacks,  an<i  «  of  their  7  boats,  together  with  7  pris- 
oners, viz:

Silt:  t  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  nti'hl  of  the  12th  in- 
stant 1  Hent  the  lii;bt-tlmft  lM>al.s  of  this  ve»«e!  Hn<l  of  the  U.  S.  sfhooner 
C/ui7nhr«  t*>  laiiu  a  detachment  of  troopH  under  command  of  Lieuten- 
ant [Thomas]  Hunter,  One  hundred  and  tenth  Xew  York  Vohinteers,  a 
few  miles  below  the  town  of  Apalaehioola.  Aft«r  landing  the  troops, 
the  officer  in  oharjfo  of  the  boats  (Actin^f  Ensign  E.  l\.  Smith)  was 
instructed  to  proceed  slowly  alonefbhorc,  jso  as  to  Iw  in  communication 
with  them  during:  their  march  andappruach  to  the  t^wn.  in  the  ivar  of 
which  the  whole  force  was  to  arrive  at  daybreak.  Taking  two  hiunches 
from  this  ship,  1  arrived  in  front  of  the  place  about  the  same  time,  and 
discovered  a  force  of  about  7t>  or  yo  of  the  enemv  nttemptinjf  to  embark 
in  boats  from  the  upper  end  of  the  whatTCM.

They  jHts-Hed  within  h  short  distance  of  a  p4trti<m  of  our 
ti'(K>ps  under  Lieut4'iuiiit  Hunter,  who  nnfnrtuinitely  tlmu<;lit  that  tlu*y 
were  ]>art  af  his  command,  and  [M>rmitted  them  to  ^in  time  and  eiKaipn 
by  the  up-river  mad  without  moleclatitjn. 

W'c  followed  th<'m  about  '2  mile>,  btii  the  density  of  the  underj^rowlh 
and  number  of  jmlhs  leading  through  the  woods  in  all  dii-ectious*  ren- 
dering any  further  pursuit  unwise  and  futile,  wo  returned  to  the  boater. 

Aseertainingthatthe  commandingolKeer  of  the  expedition  (GeorgeW. 
Gift,  lieutenant,  G.  S.  Navy)  was  in  the  sound  with  almut  3Q  men. 
I  dispatched  l)oats  and  tn>ops  after  him,  but  the  swiftness  of  his  lM>]it 
and  the  uppi-uach  of  night  enabled  him  tt*  escape,  having  bct-n  ehiuned 
by  our  tii-bt  launch,  under  wmmand  of  Acting  Ensign  t'.  II.  llmnting- 
bam.  who  captured  oiie  of  his  snmll  iKMits  and  thret)  of  his  [mrty.

U.  S.  Bark  Rf-stless,  May  36,  ;.V6'4. 

Sik:  In  oliedience  to  your  orders  of  the  23d  instant,  I  pi-oceeded  to 
the  mouth  of  Kayou  (i-eorge  [(jookb  Bavou'll  with  Ijieutenant  Mercer 
and  a  dctjK'hmont  of  34  of  the  Sc^cond  Ploriaa  Cavalrv,  at  whi<'h  place 
I  arrived  in  the  uiorning^  of  the  24th,  landed  the  sofdiei's,  and  rixxni- 
noitered  the  barge  [bavou]  with  the  socond  cutter,  hut  saw  no  Ixnitsof 
any  account,  they  having  l«on  destroyed  by  the  rebels.  1  d^stroyexl 
Captain  Robitison's  picket  house,  aitd  at  the  head  of  North  Bay.  a  new 
log  houftc.  On  the  afternoon  of  the  24th  we  proceeded  down  the  bay 
and  «henolT  Alligator  Bay  [Bayoii|  1  heard  a  bugee  [bugleifj.  We 
stood  in.sttorc  and  landed  all  the  soldiers  and  10  of  uiv  men  to  capture 
a  squad  of  cavalry,  as  we  suppo.scd,  but  learned  tKero  wore  none. 
Being  near  the  numerous  salt  work.s.  I  destroyed  11  works,  containing, 
as  near  as  1  can  recollect,  al»out  (SO  kettles.  I  should  think  by  the 
tires  that  2tX)  works  still  i-cniaiii  on  the  bay.  1  also  learned  from  good 
authority  that  the  salt  makers  have  a  large  quantity  of  new  boilers  on 
hand  to  replaco  the  ]>roken  ones  as  soon  a-s  possible  after  we  left  the 
bay.  I  also  learned  thai  all  the  rebel  troops  had  been  ordered  to  the 
Army  of  Tennessee. 

We  left  North  l^y  on  the  nuirning  of  the  25th  and  arrived  at  the 
Restkm  the  same  evening.

Sir:  T  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  ol>edience  to  orders  I  pro- 
ceeded tc)  c'rui.«H  between  Tampii  Buy  and  Ilomona-ssa  River.  On 
May  25,  in  ('learwaler  Harbtir,  (Kiarded  an  army  boat  containing  10 
men  belongiuif  to  the  Second  FItu'ida  Uegiinent,  under  the.  i-^ommand 
of  Sei'geaiit  \l.  M.  tMwai-ds,  who  was  nndci'  orders  to  [iroceed  to 
varioui^  plaeesi  on  the  eoujit  to  protect  and  hiinjj  otT  H«venil  refugee 
families.  Wishing  to  ai-4|uaiut  my-self  with  some  of  the  prominent 
localities  of  my  cruising  ground,  i  embraced  the  opportunity  of  so 
doing  by  nceompanying  the  detachment.  Wc  landed  at  Clearwater 
and  learned  that  the  rebels  were  obstructing  the  Ilomaias^a  Kiver. 
J  determined  to  proceed  theiv,  and  at  inv  request  the  sergeant  fl<K'om- 
panied  me  (as  it  did  not  conflict  with  ^lis  ordei-s).  On  May  27,  off 
Andotc  Keys,  jspolce  the  schooner  7i/w  .Sw/rrs.  Informing  Acting 
Master  ChfttHcld  wliere  I  was  going, "ho  kindly  lent  me  the  ussi^tauee 
of  Acting  Knsign  Montague,  t>  men,  and  his  boat  to  assist  me.  1  pro- 
e(»e<le{i  acToss  tit.  Martin's  reef,  on  my  way.  Icuriug  the  Tuv  Sistert] 
at  Chassahowitzka  l>eacou. 

On  May  a8,  at  f>:20  a.  m.,  made  a  sraall  sloop  under  sail,  standing 
inside  <tf  un  island  to  the  nortJiward  of  Chassahowitzka  River.  I  sent 
two  boats  to  intercept  the  sloop,  which  they  succeeded  in  doing,  but 
not  until  the  ciiw  htul  set  Wvr  to  her  and  esrap(^d;  but  the  fire  was 
promptly  extinguished  by  Acting  Kn.sign  Moutuguc  before  it  had  doae 
ftuy  damage  wmitever. 
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Tho  sloop  proved  to  ho  tho  GituTtjl  FiUtyiiu  {Mmhjt)^  from  Ci'ytitiir 
River  to  Iiiivaiiti.  TIio  ctirjj^o  conf«ic<t<Hl  of  S  Imkvs  ('2jt3S  jKiutid*:*)  of 
scH  i.-ljiiid  cotlon  iind  2  liiiirolh  (if  tiiriM>ntino.  Tho  mIooivis  ]Mipprs,  a 
wiiihII  iimil  for  Havuim.  u  rclM'l  (laj^,  ana  sn%'eral  other  artirles,  f>f  whic-h 
1  oiHrlow  a  lisl,  wnru  found  on  boiird.  The  7i/v>  SUU-rif  lM»injj  onlv  15 
liiile»  distiint.  i  ^^nt  the  sloop  in  chHr^rc  of  two  men  to  remain  there 
until  I  i-otunied. 

On  May  2S,ftt  5  p.  in.,  arrived  at  the  mouth  of  the  llomoi^nsxi  Htver 
and  arn-hored.  At  8  p.  in.  1  went  ujp  the;  river  with  3  l)oats  and  •i'\  men 
to  reconnoitcrancl  lind  the  chiumef;  suoeeeding  in  doing  so.  Chi  the 
Slith,  at  daybreak,  1  ^<A  underway  with  tho  Arid  for  Ticer  Tail 
Inland,  wliiuh  \^  situatitd  u}>out  10  niilcH  from  the  mouth  of  tne  river. 
When  within  about  2  miles  of  Ihu*  plare,  a  rebel  flaj;  was  ol^seni-d  fly- 
ing. I  t?ent  the  army  boat  ahead  to  reeonuoitcr,  while  1  followed 
slowly  wilh  the  schooner.  \Vhen  the  boat  wa^j  within  about  C(Htor7'»0 
yards  of  where  the  flag  was  Hying,  two  boats  eontaining  nl>out  8  or  10 
men  ejtcli.  pulled  off  in  great  ha^te.  The  nnny  boats  pursued  tbem 
and  Jiie<l  at  them,  when  tliey  iim  their  boats  on  tin-  lj«>aeh  an<l  eHcapc<l 
to  the  woods;  we  obtained  the  IxMit^. 

I^intliriff  on  the  island  1  took  possession  of  the  rebel  flag",  a  small 
qiuintity  of  iininiunition,  a  Hinall  brass  one-pouniler,  and  rionie  other 
artii'les,  of  whirh  I  i-nriosf!  a  li«t.  About  ItiO  yanls  from  wliere  the 
rebels  had  been  wa.s  the  rewidenee  of  Ex-Sfnator  D.  L.  Vulee,  which 
was  unoei-u|jicd  at  the  time. 

1  found  uljout  150  piles,  Intended  for  the  olxittruction  of  the  river. 
Thoy  were  about  1^  or  15  feet  long,  and  sharp  at  one  end.  There  were 
also  a  ijimnlity  of  them  at  ii  point  about  a  miles  from  the  mouth  of  the 
river. 

I  set  iiro  to  them  all,  also  to  the  buildings  where  the  reWl  flag'  was 
flyinp.  But,  sir,  1  have  to  add  that  the  flumes  spremling  ntjHdly,  com- 
municated themselveH  to  ^Ir.  Yulee't*  residence,  and  it  wa6  burucd  to 
the  ground, 

I  got  underway  and  proceeded  to  rejoin  the  7W>  ^tAer»„  meeting  her 
on  Slay  SI.  otT  BayjKirt.  In-aeon. 

Acting  Master  C'liatru'ld  informed  me  that  the  prize  «loop  be  had 
considered  unseaworthy,  and  she  was  leaking  Itadly,  so  he  took  the 
cargo  out  and  sank  her. 

1  took  the  I'argo  from  the  Ttw?  Sisier/f  and  bring  it  to  this  place  for 
adjudicution. 

On  my  way  down  I  stopi>ed  nt  several  places  to  gather  up  refugee 
families  and  their  effe<?ts,  wlio  were  on  their  way  to  Fort  Myers.  1 
omitted  to  mention  that  on  mv  way  to  Homosas^  Uiver,  several 
refugees  who  intended  going  to  r'ort  Myers  willingly  Joined  me  in  the 
expedition. 

The  ortieers  and  men  whom  1  had  the  honor  to  command  deserve 
great  praise  for  their  energy  and  efticiency. 

Acting  Volunt*'er  Lieutenant  liockwelf,  sent  on  board  for  passage 
to  Key  West;  Acting  Master's  Muto  \V.  II.  Howard,  and  Acting 
Masters  Mute  C.  A.  fcidgcomb  (under arrest).  1  also  bring  the  mails 
from  Tumpa  and  (_!harlotte  Harbor.

Sir:  T  have  the  honor  to  infonu  j'ou  tliiit,  the  U.  S.  Hchooner  ArUl^ 
Actiiij^  Ma-ster  J.  iF.  UuHst-ll  <(>ininiiiidiii[j,  ttrrived  at  this  port  on  the 
liJth  iiwtHtit,  and  reports  that  on  May  2s,  hoing  near  tho  entrance  to 
th<;  Hoinot^assa  Kiver,  a  rebel  sloop  waw discovered  lying ajjroiind  on  a 
shoal,  and  before  the  Ariti  could  got  near  her  the  crew  set  her  on  fire 
and  left  in  three  boats  for  the  iihore,  but  the  Artel  soon  boarded  her 
and  oxtingtiinhiMl  the  tiiv  and  took  out  the  i-ar^o,  consisting  <]f  5  Imles 
of  cotton  and  3  barndw  of  turpentine.  The  vessel  wa-s  found  to  be  very 
old  and  unseuworthy,  and  it  \va«  decided  to  destroy  her. 

On  tbf^  tilHli  day  of  May  the  Arit!  wQwi  on  au  expedition  up  the 
lioniosasMii  Kivcr.  us  far  as  Tiger  Tail  Island,  where  they  surprised  a 
party  of  rotwls,  who  ran  away  and  left  the  following  articles,  viz:  1 
1-pouuder  and  carriage,  iis<;)  rifle  nuiskct  eai-tridges,  700  pcrt^ussion 
caps,  3  twgs  f>hot,  1  small  bale  army  blankets.  1  hale  wool,  5  kegs  nails, 
one-half  box  tobacco,  one-lmlf  barrel  sirup,  and  I  yawl  iHtat. 

They  also  took  from  the  hoiLse  of  David  L.  Yulee  a  large  (juantity 
of  letters,  and  before  they  left  the  place  they  destiiiyed  the  prepara- 
tions in  course  of  constniction  to  obstruct  the  river,  and  they  also  had 
the  pleasure  to  see  the  \\imm  burned  to  the  gi-ound. 

\V  ill  y<m  have  thp  goodness  to  give  iustruc'tions  as  to  the  disposition 
of  tiif  articles  which  arecontruljuiid;  they  huvc  been  put  in  store  and 
will  await  your  order, 

I  have  also  to  report  the  capture  by  the  IT.  S.  supply  steamer  Uniim^ 
on  the  lOth  day  of  June,  of  the  sloop  CuroHnf,  ttt  Nassau,  with  no 
cargo  on  boanl.  Stif-  was  captured  one-quarter  of  a  mile  from  .1  upiler 
Inlet  anil  brought  here.

Sir:  In  obedience  to  ^yonr  ordera  of  June  6,  I  proceeded  with  Art- 
injf  Master's  Mate  F.  Sflva  on  an  expedition  up  the  Suwauee  River  to 
sei^te  some  cotton  belonging  to  the  rebels,  supposed  to  he  in  thnt 
vicinity. 

Our  launcli.  howitzer,  and  12  men,  two  boats  from  tho  U.  S.  S. 
Clyde^  with  Acting  Ensign  II.  Jones,  Acting  Master's  Mate  C.  F. 
Palrnei,  and  12  men.  formed  the  expedition.  Wo  wore  joined  while 
on  oui  way  toward  the  river  by  7  rciugces  in  their  own  boat. 

At  5  p.  m.  on  the  7th  instant  wo  arrived  in  the  vicinity  of  Clay 
Landing  and  secured  about  100  bales  of  cotton,  principally  sea-island. 
AVe  nifted  it  and  started  that  same  evening  for  Cedar  Keys  with  it 
in  tow. 

During  the  passage  lo  this  station  wo  experienced  head  winds  and 
cunrent.s,  obliging  us  to  reraft  the  cotton  three  times,  and  debiyin^ 
our  uriivnl  tintil  to-day. 

1  beg  leave  to  state  that  the  above-mentioned  ofBi!«!rH  used  every 
exertion  to  forward  tho  cjbject  of  the  expedition.     The  men  were 
prompt  and  obedient,  performing  their  duties  cheerfully.

Sir:  T  havo  tUc  honor  to  iimko  t!in  followiii;^  report: 

Ou  tho  22(1  April  wo  d'lHjMitchcd  the  barge  up  East  Bay  to  destroy 
all  Malt  works  in  opcmtiun.  Only  one  wa^  discovered,  and  tJiat  was 
destroyed.  There  were  at  that  time  some  ^niall  concerns  in  Weyt 
Bay  making  salt,  but  hearing  they  intended  to  erect  extensive  ones 
again  for  the  Govornnicnt  on  the  ofd  Mito  destroyed  by  us  in  DeecTuher 
last,  I  concluded  not  to  rntth'st  Ihi'in  until  they  were  more  nuniert>us. 
In  tlic  meantime  C'aptatn  Woods,  <;oinmanding  the  Federal  post  here, 
desiring  our  cooperation  on  an  expedition  to  desti-oy  some  roljel  (iov- 
erumont  property,  on  tho  23d  of  May  1  ciispatched  Acting  Ensign 
Kason  in  tho  rxirgc  with  a  crew  of  11  men,  with  howitzer  and  rifle**,  to 
cover  tho  soldiers  landincf  and  i-etrcating  if  necessary.  In  the  mean- 
time our  men  landed  and  destroyed  some  H)  or  12  salt  works  io  that 
vicinity,  which  see  in  his  report,  enclosed. 

On  the  2Tth  of  Mav,  hearing  that  another  extensive  salt  work  had 
been  ei-ected  ui)  EastlJay  since  April.  I  determined  to  destroy  it,  and 
if  iwHsible  to  no  so  as  fajst  aH  thov  bnild  new  ones. 

I  therefore  dispatched  Acting  V-nsign  Kttsan  again  in  the  bai*go  with 
u  ln)wit7.cr  ;ind  H  men,  acrompanifnl  by  the  ^*w<^rld  cutti-r  with  11  men 
armed  with  howitzer  and  rifles,  tlic  result  of  which  is  detailed  in  bis 
reiM>rt..  enclosed. 

Again  on  the  Hth  of  «fune  the  Kedeml  soldiers  hero  under  (llaptain 
Woods,  Vx'ing  otit  of  provisionH  and  no  prospect  of  a  supply  from  Key 
West  for  some  time,  iio  consulted  with  nie  the  feasiljililyof  procuring 
supplies  of  corn  and  l:>acon  by  making  a  raid  on  the  saltworks  up  West 
Hay,  Feeling  assured  thattbts could  be  accomplished,  I  directed  Act- 
ing Ensign  A\  .  B.  Kankin  to  m-oceed  in  tho  barcc  with  5  men  from 
this  vessel,  ntrrying  Captain  Woods  and  IC  of  his  men,  taking  our 
howitzer.  We  hoard  there  was  u  company  of  cavalry  in  that  vicinity. 
The  expedition  wii.s  successful  and  returned  the  next  day,  having  niuSe 
a  very  successful  raid;  97  salt  works  were  totally  dcr^lroyed,  with  nil 
their  tools  and  equipments,  etc.  The  Imrge  was  Utjided  with  corn  and 
bacon;  of  the  former,  tMHi  rations,  and  of  the  latter,  320.  Enclosed  ia 
Acting  En-sign  Runkitr«  reiMirt.

I  Bent  the  prize  in  charge  of  the  acting  gunner  Dceausc,  in  my 
opinion,  of  the  two  lu^ting  ensigns  remainiDg  on  board  thid  ship,  neither 
u  competent  to  take  a  command. 

On  the  1st  iniiitant  we  chased  for  six  hours  a  fine  steamer,  supposed 
to  he  the  L'f  Met-  Mr,  fi-om  Niissau  to  Wihnington;  in  that  time  Hhe 
gained  upon  us  at  the  lea-st  12  miles. 

I  take  this  orcjision  to  say,  from  information  I  have  obtained  and 
froiti  my  kriowh'dye  of  the  gitmnd,  that  if  1  ronld  have  a  gtKjd  sea- 
going slenuicr.  cajMibKi  of  11  to  1^  knols  speed,  and  of  remaining  bL 
aea  fifteen  dayH  in  every  month,  I  eould  do  nmeh  toward  breaking  up 
the  illegal  trallic  between  Na^jsuu  and  Wilmington.  The  J*niteta 
wautj)  speed.  During  this  cruise  in  .search  of  tne  Kloridn,  and  of 
blockade  runners,  we  have  boarded  and  spoken  24  vesselB,  have 
steamed  nearly  4,0U0  mile^.  and  made  1JJ70,0W  rcvolutioDS  of  tbo 
engines.

Sra:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  vou  that  on  the  li1)th  of  June  I 
dispatched  the  launch  of  thirt  ve^t^el,  witf)  an  armed  crew  of  ten  men  and 
acoxMwain,  under  conunaiul  of  Acting  Enxijrn  E.  H.  Watkevs,  to  Jupi- 
ter Inlet  to  blockade.  On  thrSOtliof  June,at  11:30  a.  m.,  Ke*«.plured 
the  sloop  ImmI  Re-tort^  John  Doujyherty,  master,  attenipling'  to  mn  out 
of  thi!  inlet  with  (i  Imles  of  cotton. 

The  captain  escaped  into  the  bushes.  No  papers  or  flag  have  been 
found.  There  were  two  passengers  on  board,  viz,  Robert  Day  and 
Georgt)  Coulter. 

At  8  o'clock  on  the  evening  of  the  2d  of  July  the  prize  sloop  arrived 
alongside  the  bark  with  one  poi^tnenger.  In  charge  of  John  Finalay  (cox- 
8wain),  and  one  seaiuun.  The  next  morning  di-schnrged  the  prize.  Mr. 
Watkevs  and  the  balance  of  his  crew  remained  at  the  inlet  to  endeavor 
tx»  raise  a  sunken  schooner  supposed  to  contain  6  bales  of  cotton  and  1 
liarrel  tui-pentine. 

On  the  evening  of  Jul\*  11,  at  8  p.  m.,  Mr.  Watkeys  returned  with 
the  launch  and  a  prize,  tli«  st^hooner  Terrapin.,  of  Naswau,  IVl«r  Cnin- 
mings,  master,  and  three  men,  one  of  whom  represented  himself  iw  a 
pajwenL'cr and  ownerof  the  cotton,  Sanmel  Kennard.  Hercai*go  cun- 
sjstti  of  3  bales  of  cotton  and  8  liarrels  turpentine,  captured  July  10, 
at  5  p.  ni.,  attempting  to  run  out  at  Jupltor  Inlet. 

Mr.  Watkcys  also  brought  two  men  and  a  small  boat  which  he  liad 
taken  on  the  river.  They  claimed  to  be  llnioti  men,  and  lusserted  that 
they  had  never  been  engaged  in  biwkade  running;  all  that  they  Inid 
was  wrecked  stuff.  They  both  took  the  oath  of  allegiance  before  me, 
which  I  enclose  to  you.  One  of  them  had  previouj-ly  taken  it  in  Key 
West  (George  C  IJrantley). 

After  a  rigid  examination  I  could  tind  nothing  that  would  warrant 
my  detaining  them;  therefore  I  gave  them  their  l>out  and  things  and 
let  them  go. 

I  would  also  respectfully  report  to  you  the  arrival  at  Indian  River 
Inlet  (tf  '•1\\  refugees — 7  men,  6  women,  13  children.  They  wish  to  be 
sent  to  8t.  .\nguHtine. 

Mr.  Watkcy^j  reports  that  out  of  the  aunkcn  schooner  he  vuuXA  only 


decayed.

Stii/nmon,  with 
which  I  returned  to  the  Suwanee,  repacked  the  cotton,  brought  it  to 
Cedar  Keys,  and  delivered  it  to  Lieutenaut-Comraandor  Flembg,  to  be 
forwarded  to  Key  West. 

The  bit  consists  of  15  round  bales  (or  Hags)  marked  F(Ke,  and  is  all  in 
a  wet  and  damaged  condition.

Sir:  E  Imvc  the  honor  to  report  tbm,  in  olwdicnco  to  your  onlcrs,  I 
proaK*<l('d  to  cruise  between  Tampa  l^y  and  C'-ednr  Keys.  Stopping 
at  Fort  Mvcrs  to  procure  a  pilot.  I  received  a  communication  from 
Captain  J.  M'.  Chims,  commanding'  officer  at  that  post,  rei|ue^tiiij'  the 
means  of  tnin-sporting  some  -^U^)  troops  to  a  jroint  convenient  to  Ijay- 
port.  Meeting  the  schooner  St-a  y?m/off  Anclotc  Keys,  1  requested 
Acting  Flnsigii  ItoMbins  to  aceomimny  me  to  Point  Ai'ra.s«iiil*nutji 
Rajsa]  to  assist  in  that  sendee.  Stopping  at  Tampa  Bay.  I  re<nie~stetJ 
the  tt.ssi.stanro  of  Capbiin  Chandler,  of  the  UuuitriHv.  who  immedi- 
ately (ii.s|>att-hed  the  schooner  .SV(wt*)f(/// to  I'oint  Arrassa  jPimta  liaMa] 
for  the  same  pun>o«e.  The  tlirec  schooners  took  on  hoard  2G0  troojis, 
Captain  .1.  \A  .  Ctiilds  heiiig  in  comntand  of  them.  We  pi'ocecded  to 
Anclot<o  Keys,  the  sloop  RimtUt-  taking  part  of  tlie  troops  from  the 
SUmmtsiU.  On  July  7  we  landed  them  on  the  north  side  of  tho 
Anclote  River,  tho  StonetmU  and  Jion/i/i',-  returning  tn  'I  ampa  Bav. 
The  expedition  left  for  the  purjuwc  of  making  a  raid  on  Brookaviue 
and  then  fallin)^'-  Imek  on  Iiay|H>rt.  I  wius  to  nie^-t  them  at  that  pla(*o. 
on  the  12th  instant,  ('aptaiu  Childs  and  H  men  heing  unable  to  march, 
remained  on  board  the  Arte/. 

On  JnW  li*,  in  conipanv  with  tho  Stu  Bird.,  I  proeceded  to  Bayport; 
the  Sc<i  Bini,  being  unable  to  get  in  that  place,  anchored  about  i  miles 
off.  I  ran  up  within  lUO  yards  of  whore  the  battery  had  been  loeatecl 
and  anchorca  at  5  p.  m.,  observing  some  few  men  retreating  from  the 
town  by  the  road. 

I  then  dispat<:hed  Acting  Ensign  Bacon  under  a  flag  of  truce  to 
demuid  the  surrender  of  the  town,  if  he  found  anyone  there,  or  to  tako 
possession  of  it  if  they  had  evacuntwl  it.  At  H  p.  m.  Acting  Ensi^ 
Bacon  returned  and  reported  that  the  male  inhabitant.s  Iiad  all  tied,  and 
that  there  were  five  or  six  famliiex  residing  there,  and  also  that  there 
were  also  a  few  hales  of  cotton  on  the  wharf  i*eady  for  shipping. 
Acting  Ensigns  Kolibins  and  Dundei-dale  arrived  at  this  time  witn  ten 
men.  1  inunediately  dispatched  thorn  on  shore  and  requested  (^aptain 
Cbilds  to  picket  tho  road  with  the  six  soldiers  wlio  were  fit  for  that 
duty. 

I  then  proceeded  on  shore  and  examined  the  town,  visiting  the  fam- 
ilies, whom  I  found  greatly  friglitened,  but  having  no  knowledge  of 
the  expedition  that  at(is  opernling  against  l^rook^i^ille.  The  two  guns 
which  I  had  expected  to  find  there  had  I)een  removed  to  Br(x>ksville 
for  some  time.  Eleven  Irngs  of  cotton  ready  for  shipping  1  took  pos- 
session of  and  commeni'cd  getting  it  off  that  night.  There  was  also 
some  20  or  cM>  )>ales  of  cotton  that  were  lying  loose  in  a  building  for- 
merly used  as  a  schoolhouse,  and  32  >)ales,  ready  packed,  on  the  road 
aliout  li  miles  from  the  town.  There  were  also  some  large  scows  and 
a  numbpr  of  small  lK)ais  thei-e,  but  no  bivM-kade  runners.  The  ppnple 
ajssured  me  that  hut  fwii  vessels  had  run  the  blo<'kade  from  that  place 
for  the  last  five  months.  Kour  contialmnds  that  were  there  placed 
themselves  under  my  proteetiun.  Statioiiing  extra  pickets,  with  strict 
orders  not  to  enter  a  bouse  oi-  molest  anyone.  I  waiU^d  until  morning. 
On  tlio  nth  at  7  a.  m.  our  military  forces  cutei-cd  Bayport,  when

I  wilhdrcw  my  pickettn,  and  Ihcy  took  po.s;(e88ioii  of  tho  town.  I 
requcstod  a  drtail  of  soldiers  from  tlie  coiiinmiulinir  odiccr  for  the  jiur- 
po.se  of  bnn^niijf  alt  tho  lottoii  off  with  nir,  whirh  I  cinili!  Imve  aone 
m  the  larye  scows  that  were  there.  The  detail  whs  furnished  me.  but 
ill  the  meanwhile  all  the  eottori  near  tlie  plaee  was  tired  hy  the  soldiei-s, 
althoiij^h  the  conimaiidinff  officer  had  as-sui-eil  me  that  ho  would  protect 
it  and.  assist  ine  to  remove  it  from  the  place. 

On  the  lUh  at  .5  p.  m.  the  niililur^'  wishing  to  evacuate  the  place,  1 
took  CiO  men  on  the  Arnl,  liPnideH  the  cotton  Iliad  on  Iwrnrd,  and  trans- 
ferred them  to  thfl  St  a  If  in/.  On  the  1 2th  the  sloop  Jii>i(filit:  arrived, 
and  not  eoniiiitj  innide,  I  sent  40  men  to  her  for  transportation  to  Fort 
Myers. 

Before  leavinjf  the  place  I  destroyed  the  liuildinff  u.sed  as  a  custom- 
house, als<]  nil  }>oals  and  lighlers.  On  the  niornin^^  of  (he  I3th  wo 
succeeded  in  rrnutvinf;;  lh(^  IroopH  from  l^iy|M»r(.  arriving;  at  Anelote 
Keys  on  tlu'  same  day. 

Ijeaviui,'"  the  cotton  at  Anchjte  Keys  we  proceeded  to  Tampa  Bay, 
and  at  that  place  traaaferrcd  all  the  troops  and  piisoneri^  to  steamer 
EUft  Morse. 

I  returned  to  Ancloto  Keys  to  bring  the  eotton  and  arrived  at 
Efifmont  Key  with  it  this  day. 

Acting  Ensijfns  Robbins,  Bacon,  and  Dunderdale,  and  the  crewa  of 
the  Serf  Jiti'd  and  Aritf.  are  entitled  to  nuich  coniniendation  for  their 
untiring  energy  throughout  this  iitfair. 

I  also  bring  two  de-srrtiMs  from  the  n»bel  annv,  who  have  taken  the 
oath  of  allcgmiicc  and  wish  to  j(»in  the  .Second  Florida  Regiment,

Sir:  In  obedience  to  the  orders  uf  (.'aptain  T.  1^.  Greene,  command- 
ing L'.  S.  S.  Sun  Jaiunfn^  dated  the  'll^t  of  June.  1  proceeded  to  sea  on 
the  22d  ultimo.  On  the  littth  I  (jomnumicatcd  with  Acting  Master  J.  J. 
Kus.sell.  comnuinding  tender  Ari'l,  and  received  from  him  orders  to 
accompany  huii  to  1  unta  Rjisa  for  the  pnrjwse  of  conveying  ti'oot>s 
from  timt  place  to  a  point  near  Uay|Hut.  I  immediately  got  under- 
way and  arrived  at  I  unta  Kasa  oti  IIk;  28th  ultiuto,  in  company  with 
the  tenders  Arid  and  Stonoro/l.  July  1  received  on  board  110 
troop-s.  including  otCeersi.  I  then  got  underway  and  proceeded  to  sea. 
Arrived  at  Ancloto*  Keys  on  the  morning  of  the  Mli  instimt.  At  6 
p.  m.  the  same  day  the  whooner  Stitiwwall.  und  the  slo(.>p  Rf/^idiii 
arrived,  the  fio/talif  having  tjiken  on  hoard  jwirt  r>f  the  troops  from  the 
Stf'iit'inilL  I  then  s*>t  underway  and  mn  inside  the  key,  and  tm  the 
morning  of  the  Stii  instant  landed  the  tnH)|»s  above  Anelote  River. 

The  object  of  the  exiMditiou  wa.s  to  make  a  raid  on  Rrookdville  and 
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then  to  fuU  hack  on  Uuyport-  After  liiiiditig  lh«  Lr(«)i3.-*  1  then  Mto*id 
up  the  cottpt,  and  on  the  lUth  insljinl,  in  connMiny  with  lu**  ArirJ^  ^UnvX 
in  toward  Hayport  and  aufhon-d  alMiiil  4  inilcfi  from  tb«  town,  not 
iMMng"  able  to  gel  ni'jirer  on  lu'ctmnt  of  ihi- Hbullowno^M  i>f  the  wat4*r. 
Taking  10  men  (aniiml)  in  the  )K>ut:iti(l  witli  Arting  Knsign  L'.  F.  Diin- 
dttrdnlu,  [HilU'd  in  toward  tlie  town.  In  tlu'  nicttntiino  thi>  .!/■/</  stoc»d 
in  and  anrhori'd  within  20i'  yards  of  the  luiidiny.  railing  ulongfttdi;  of 
the  Art*:l.  Captain  UushoU  infunucd  niothut  be  had  {4eut  Aotiiig  Kn^ign 
tiiu'oi)  to  rcroiinoitcr  under  u  llag  of  truce,  lie  noon  returned  with 
the  infonnution  that  all  the  male  portion  of  the  inhabitants  had  left, 
leaving  only  the  women  and  children,  consisting  of  four  families*.  On 
landing  wt-  found  11  Imles  of  cottou  near  the  mnding,  which  was  sent 
on  board  the;  Ariil^  together  with  four  eoutraVjonds  captured  in  the  lowii. 
W«  al^o  found  a  large  quantitv  of  loose  cotton  in  an  old  luiilding, 
and  about  32  balc^  in  another  Ituilding  at  alwut  a  mile  and  a  quarter 
f  j-oni  the  landing  phu-e. 

On  the  morning  of  the  1  llh  instant  the  troops  came  in  and  took  ]>os- 
8e»Hion  of  the  town.  The  conuiiaiiding  officer  detailed  u  party  of  men 
to  a8sii*t  in  getting  the  cotton  to  Ihe  landing,  but  before  wc  arrived  at 
the  place  where  the  cotton  was  Htorod  Ihu  buildings  were  act  tire  to  and 
all  the  cotton  deHtroye<l. 

On  the  t3th  histatit  took  on  board  110  troops  and  5  officers  and  pro- 
ceeded to  Tiinipa  liay.  There  we  tmuHferred  them  to  the  stA*amer 
EUai  Mftrto:.  The  eontrabands  were  sent  to  the  U.  S.  S.  J/unt^t'tlU 
by  oitlcr  of  Lieutenaut-Coninmndor  H.  Chandler. 

After  watering  ship  1  prtKieeded  to  my  cruising  ground  and  iliere 
cruising  until  tno  25th  insUint,  when  I  procei'dcd  to  Tampa  Ilay  to 
intereeiit  the  iSan  Jacinto.

In  the  aK-^ence  of  the  judge,  district  attorney,  and  lunrshal  of  the 
United  Slates  district  court,  Mr.  Nathaniel  French,  of  Nassau,  New- 
Providence,  lias  called  iiiMin  me  in  i-eferenee  to  hi.s  schooner,  the  li.  S. 
Hood^  and  has  platH'd  botore  me  documents,  oflicial  and  otherwise,  that 
leave  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  .said  Hchnoner  wa.s  .stolen  and  run 
away  with  from  the  port  of  Na.ssau  without  a  clearance  and  by  parties 
not  authorized  to  undertake  a  vovaifc.  Cnder  the  eireumstauce?-  of 
proofy  that  said  Nathaniel  French  had  no  complicity  with  the  sailifig 
of  said  schooner  from  Nas.sau  or  the  attempt  to  run  the  blockade,  1 
shall  interpose  no  objections  to  her  being  dcHveivd  up  to  her  owner, 
bo  signing  such  receipt  on  bond  as  will  protect  the  captors  and  United 
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5tntc8  from  fiitino  reclamBtion  nnd  paying  all  expenses  accrued  in 
this  port.

•  Sik:  In  lay  letter  of  June  IV)  (Nos.  195,  196)  1  stated  to  the  Depart- 
ment that  iiidtcatioii!^  hod  foived  mc  to  the  conviction  that  wc  were  to 
have  a  season  of  yellow  fever  at  this  port.  My  worst  fears  have  been 
more  than  ronllzed.  and  for  more  than  two  months  the  disease  has 
held  its  course  without  ahiitement  and  i.s  now  a.^  virulent  as  at  any 
time.  The  season  of  epideniir  lusted  in  lS6:i  nearly  till  tiie  Ist  of 
Kovpnilier,  and  tliere  nei'nis  no  leastiii  to  believe  that  it  will  dJMiqijM'Ar 
sooner  the  present  year,  except  it  «hall  have  exhausted  all  the  material 
for  disease  Iwfore  that  time. 

I  propose  to  detail  to  the  l)('i>art»ient  IIh*  cimrwii  the  epidemic  bftB 
taken  and  tlie  nieaHure.-*  that  I  have  adopted  Ui  save  liurnitcss  the  ves- 
sels of  this  squadrnn  from  its  clTert-*. 

It  was  evitlent  that  the  tirst  preeaution  tA  he  taken  was  to  get  tho 
ve-sselsawav  from  Key  We-it^  thec-enlerof  thedisBa.se,asi|uickly  as  pos- 
sible, and  t^ie  second  to  provide  some  otiier  wrt  than  this  for  coaling 
purpc)sef*.  Within  forty-ei^ht  hours  of  the  sailing  of  the  Tioga^ 
accordingly,  the  harbor  wa.s  cleared  of  all  vessels  except  such  as  must 
remain,  viz.  tliir  jjuanl  schooner,  the  ordnance  ship,  and  the  tu^.  The 
Jlmif/tviifi'  was  sent  to  Tampa  Ility.  and  I  directed  Lieutenant- Com- 
mander Chandler  to  proceed  at  once  to  erect  a  wharf  at  which  the 
vessels  could  coal  and  a  hospital  that  coidd  be  used  in  case  of  need, 
capable  of  accommodating'  3)*  patients.  Fortunately  the  lumber  was 
at  hand,  it  having  been  cut  at  West  Pass  and  St.  Annrow's  Ray  by  the 
blockmlinj^  vessels.  Piles  were  sent  iip,  and  a  pile  driver,  and  Mr. 
L4ine.  a  professional  wharf  builder.  Tjieutcnant-Commander  Chand- 
ler entered  upon  the  work  with  \-i{;or  and  in  three  weeks  a  wharf  waa 
built  of  the  most  Kubstjintial  chai'H4-ti'r,  at  whii-h  two  vesstds  c^an  lie  at 
a  time,  and  w  tth  a  depth  *»f  water  of  4  fathums.  The  hospital  has  also 
been  completed  and  equipped.  All  thia  has  been  done  at  a  very  incon- 
uidorahle  expense. 

I  have  sent  the  coal  vessels  up  to  digoharge  and  the  sfceamera  of  the 
s<|Uftdron  (except  those  at  St.  Marks  and  St.  George's  Sound,  which 
coal  at  West  Pass)  are  directed  to  coal  at  Tarn [w.  Mfantime,  while 
tliis  work  has  l>een  progressing  at  Tam|>a,  l\ut  yf'lk)w  fever  ha-?  been 
raging  at  this  post  with  a  violenc**  that  has  cxi-eeded  that  of  18d2.  or  1 
believe  of  any  previous  year.  Tins  \(*.h.si'1s  that  have  l>eeu  detained 
here  perforce  have  suffered  severely.  The  steamer  AV^i  was  under 
repairs  that  rendered  it  impossible  for  her  to  getaway-  Every  pcr- 
»on  on  iKiard  hut  two  officers  has  been  taken  ill  of  the  fercr  and  so 
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fftr  some  U*n  or  nu>rc  hav(*  dii'd.  Ou  llic  ortliuuici;  ship  /Ai/*  I  twlievc 
every  person  hiis  l)i.'<'ii  taken  exccpliiij^  ( Vniiuiiiuder  Handy  and  a 
boatswain's  mat*-.  The  executive  ollicer,  Aetiitg  Kn^ij^n  Joseph  A. 
Dennian,  the  master's  mate,  Robert  W'lsner,  Acting  Jlaster  Miller  H. 
Johnson  (on  traard  under  iirrest),  and  Surgeon's  Steward  Purrell.  the 
only  (ifficcrs  excepting  tin*  conunanding  iiftirer  living  on  IxMird,  wvre 
tjikeii  and  all  died.  1  lost  aUo  four  of  thi'  barge's  rrew  who  were  on 
board,  and  (itliersof  the  /A//f\  crew  als<j  died.  The  H/fH^A^vrlmd  liut 
Ihreeiiieti;  all  wri-e  taken;  one.  died;  (he  olJiers  are  in  aeritieal  coiul!- 
tion.  The  guard  silmoner  Kiujunu  has  also  last  perhaps one-f<iurtli  of 
her  men.  On  shore  the  sickness  and  mortality  haee  Iwen  even  greati-r. 
The  provor-t-guHrdtjf  4r>  men  has  Inst  more  than  half  it-n  nuinhor,and  tho 
mortality  among  the  citizens  and  refugees  has  (jeen  alarmingly  great. 
AlniiHtt  everv  nnaccMmated  jwrsoii  <»n  the  island  has  b»H*n  attacked.  I 
myself  had  llie  disease  in  ii  H<'ven^  form,  :w  did  also  Mr.  Zeller,  tlic  (leet 
engineer,  Mr.  Howiniin,lhese<-relarv,  rassedA!»si.-*l«nt  Surgeon  [>V.  K.] 
UichardsoM.  the  c|uarterma.>*ter.  all  the  servants,  and  indw-d  every  perj*<>n 
altached  to  those  headi|uarters  hut  one.  Of  these,  only  two  have  died, 
lir.  Hiehardsoii  and  the  printer's  a<f.istnnt.  Tho  d»x:tor  was  attaehed 
for  general  dutv  to  the  />'//<  and  lived  at  the.so  headouarters.  He  wn.{« 
taken  the  fourth  day  after  his  arrival  and  died  the  tnird  day  after  his 
attack. 

The  mortality  on  the  island  I  am  told  has  n-aehed  as  high  as  \'l  to  15 
in  a  day.  I  concluded  early  in  the  progress  ot  the  dwease  that  it 
would  1)e  iH'st  for  me  t^>  reniain  at  this  station.  It  is  the  only  one 
fn)m  which  the  moveinenls  uf  the  stpiadron  can  Ije  proixfrly  directed 
or  (rtMnmuuicatiuri  kept  up  with  the  Nurtli.  1  have  ac<*onUngly 
reninined,  causing  those  vessels  ihiir  ni-^eded  to  <*nuHnunicat^*  with  riio 
to  anchor  al  Stin(i  Key  and  sending  out.  llie  tng  Mari<jiiid  lo  them.  I 
believe  the  well-being  of  thi!  suuadrou  has  not  in  the  least  sutTeivd. 
The  lii'fhnrk  has  been  stationotf  as  a  sloreship  at  TamiM.  The  coal 
vessels  have  dis<'harge<3  there  atid  the  i-ommunication  with  the  squad- 
ron, hy  means  of  the  y/o;iir/r/r««  nniking  her  regular  trips,  ha**  been  unin- 
terrupted. Meantime,  in  spite  of  every  effort,  the  fever  has  manifested 
itself  on  several  of  the  vessels.  Tho  lluntm^tlh-  has  had  from  ^0  to  3(t 
eases.  Her  sick  list  for  to-day  shows  14  cases,  and  those  assuming  a 
more  malignant  type  than  the  i)revious  ones.  I  can  spai*e  this  vessel 
as  well  n<tw  as  a  fortnight  hence.  A  portion  of  her  shaft  is  Iteing 
forged  at  New  York  aiul  nmst  Ih"  nearly  ready,  so  that  u  week  or  two 
sooner  or  later  is  wvA.  of  itniK^rlance,  as  she  wtjuld  necessarily  go  north 
to  receive  the  machinery.  I  am,  liowever,  very  sorry  to  part  uitli 
tho  MciTntuH:  I  amadvisofl,  however,  by  the  surgeons,  ami  my  t>wn, 
ol>servation  of  the  natuii?  of  the  disease  and  its  intensity  this  Noason 
confirms  their  advice,  that  unless  the  vessel  goes  north  every  peiNon 
on  Imard  will  in  all  pmbability  have  the  dis<'ase  and  very  many  nnist 
necesMirily  die.  I  have  thei-efoi-e  concluded  that  In  the  interests  of 
humanity  the  vessel  should  be  .sent  north.  She  ha"  lost  so  far  but  one 
oflT<'er^ — Acting  Third  Assistant  Kngineer  Thomas  Cunningham^ 
but  several  of  them  arc  now  siek,  tliere  being  at  present  8  au-*es  in  all, 
as  appears  by  the  surgeon's  report  cticlosed  with  another  eomnmniira- 
tion  on  this  snbjwt. 

The  other  vessels  in  whiidi  the  disease  has  ai)i>eare<l  are  the  Ui^ndn- 
rtf*,  tho  /m^'/,  tho  Mnriijolif,.  the  //ontyttuci-h^  and  the  Stw  Jacinto. 
Deaths  ha^e  occurred  of  othcers  and  men  on  these  vessels.     When  I 
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lu-st  hoarti  frfun  tlio  Sun  '/urintu  slu'  hud  had  luil  four  rasfts,  of  which 
but  one  hud  UTniiimled  fatally — that  of  Liiniteiuuit  'rpcuinsfli  Sloece, 
who  diet!  at  sea  on  tho  15th  of  July.  I  tm.st  that  no  »ioi-e  voksoIh  will 
have  to  go  nortli.  The  l>l<M>kadc  of  thi.-*  coit-it  shull  1m'  presprvctl  at  all 
events,  whatever  the  sickness.  The  Hcjnadron  i.s  much  crippled,  and  its 
cruisers  that  have  served,  to  brenk  up  in  so  jfreat  a  dej^i-ee  the  com- 
niereo  between  Mobile  and  Havana,  but  the  i.oa.st  is  as  thorouj;hly 
blockaded  as  at  any  pTcvious  time  and  the  squadron  ns  effective  to 
pn-vent  all  egrcKs  and  ing^rcss.

The  first  was  nmdc  on  the  llth  July,  and  resulted  in  the  de«tnirtionof 
some  salt  work;*  holonginff  to  "strong- soceriHioniKtH"  of  Taniiia,  McAHrn. 
Haygood  and  Carter.  They  had  hecn  employed  hy  the  reheJ  author- 
ities for  some  time,  and  were  titte<l  with  pumps,  vats,  and  H  boilers,  and 
produced  a^wut  VA)  bushels  of  salt  per  day. 

The  second  wtus  made,  on  the  Um\  ultimo,  to  the  factory  of  anotlier 
**stron)if  i-ebi'i/'  named  McCloud,  containinj^  4  boilers,  with  all  the 
appliance^*,  tools,  etc.,  necessary  for  the  busine-ss,  all  of  which  were 
destroyed. 

Mr.  Griswold  confesses  himself  indebted  to  a  resideiitof  OUl  Tampa 
(Johnson)  for  the  inforniation  on  which  lie  acted  during  thesi;  ex- 
peditions. 

Tlie  third  exiwdition  was  made  on  the  2d,  3d.  and  4th  August  by 
the  tender  schooner  iSVwi«/v///,  attached  to  the  J.  L.  lAirlx.  and  com- 
umnded  by  Actinj;  Master  Heury  13.

Learning  here  that  about  3  miles  up  the  river  wad  a  HUgar 
mill  belonging  to  Jefferson  Davis,  of  Uiehmond,  the  (wi'ty  a.'it^cnded 
the  river  and  found  an  establishment  which  nmdc  last  your  over  l,.i1)0 
hogsheads  of  sugar,  of  which  two-thirds  was  sold  to  the  rebel  t-omrais- 
sary  department.  After  breaking  as  much  of  the  machinery  as  was 
possible  with  the  force  at  hand,  loaded  shell  were  placed  in  various 
parts  of  the  engine  and  the  building  fti*cd.  The  shell  exploded  and 
the  factory  was  burned  to  the  ground. 

These  oxpiedilions,  without  ios^i  of  life  or  limit,  show  a  very  com- 
mendable spirit  on  the  part  of  officers  and  men.     Mr.  Griswold  par- 
ticularly i'onunends  the  conduct  of  Acting  Master  Carter  as  highly 
creditable  and  i>lejising.

Thei*c  arc  a  number  of  others  1  have  bnt  little  hopes  of.  The  few 
remaining  who  have  tlius  far  escaped  are  much  worn  down  by  nursing 
the  sick.  I  can  raise  barely  enough  well  men  to  man  a  tx)«t.  i  do  not 
think  it  is  yellow  fever,  Itnt  never  saw  persons  suffer  so  much  and 
Ijecomc  so  reduced  in  such  sliort  time.  The  symptoms  a.-**  nuich  the 
Hauic  as  those  of  that  disease.

Of  these,  the  prize  steamers  are  untit  to  cruise,  a^  thcv  can  carry- 
but  live  and  eight  days'  coal,  and  imfit  for  blockade  excepting  at  port« 
where  coal  can  l>e  lauded  without  ri.sk  of  capture. 

Of  the  river  steamers  one  is  constantly  engaged  in  supplving  tho 
squadron;  another  is  a  small  vessel  purchased  nnd  fitted  in  Kev  West 
for  the  stnlion  at  the  mouth  of  Suwanee  Kiver.  when'  she  Is  very 
useful,  while  the  third,  the  J/a^uolur,  is  a  fast  lH>at  and  cu|Hible  of 
doing  good  service  in  fine  weuther.

The 
contrabands  brought  by  the  tug  wci-e  retained  on  l>oard,  their  services 
iti  working  the  ship  bcin;^  mwaed.  Ou  our  passage  at  9  a.  m.  of  the 
Ilth  instant,  a  seaman  died  of  tlie  fever,  and  at  1  a.  m.  of  the  IGth 
instant  Captain  Nickcrson  also  died.  But  two  or  three  new  case», 
however,  were  reported,  and  at  present  writing  our  men  are  all 
convalescent. 
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At  i>oa  at  1  p.  m.,  on  tbc  15th  instant.  Acting  Assistant  Surg-eon 
Williuiii-*  wiLs  seized  with  nervous  debility  and  insanity,  broujjlit  on  by 
over  exertion,  anxiety,  and  attention  to  tbc  sick  for  many  days 
previous.  At  6  p.  m.  on  the  18th  instant.  Aotingf  Master's  Mate 
J.  F,  Van  Nest  iu,  it  is  supposed,  a  tit  of  deranj^ement  jumped  over- 
board and  was  drowned  in  spite  of  every  effort  made  to  sjive  him.

St<n'fi  amf  SfriptiSj  Acting  Volimtcor  Liou- 
tcnHiit  John  tShorrill,  coinniiiiiiiing,  and  desired  h  pa.s»af;f>  north,  nri 
thev  ''wi.shed  to  leave  tliR  Confederacy  for  gotJtl."  One  of  l)ieiii, 
Kdwiii  S.  Voun^jf.  who  i>epreKHiitri  hiuit^elf  to  have  U*n  bom  iu 
Brooklyn.  N.  V.,  to  have  been  in  the  South  since  a  year  previous  to 
the  war,  and  to  have  )>een  prevented  by  cliroidc  ilhie.-^s  from  leaving, 
took  the  oath  of  allegiance  and  ha;<  l)een  releaj^ed  on  parole. 

I  now  de.-iire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Department  to  the  cjwo  of 
the  other.  Kwlpnek  McLciman.  Mr.  iVfclAMinan  states  that  he  wuh 
born  in  (-*unad».  and  ii*  a  BritiHh  ^^iibject;  that  he  is  a  civil  engineer  by 
profesMion  and  ha--4  been  in  the  South  since  IStio.  In  his  possession 
was  found  about  $2,4U0  in  gold  and  over  $60,000  in  (Confederate  bonds 
and  coupons. 

Among  the  papery  found  are  his  exemption  from  military  sennco 
on  the  ground  of  hit*  employment  by  the  Southwestern  Railroad 
(dated  Macon,  February  IS,  is04).  "iiis  services  I)cJng  essentiallv 
necessary  to  the  successful  tntnsiiction  of  our  (it.s)  ordinary  business.^* 

He  brought  also  lettei's  which  state  that  the  company  "''  hu.s  consi-ntod 
to  his  going  for  three  months"  and  tliat  he  has  *'  lieen  bei"e  engineering 
the  radroad  that  is  bnilding  to  Eufaula*^  (6th  August,  18t>4),  and  also  a 
request  to  "bring"'  back  certain  urticled.and  ab>o  a  ti^t  of  articles  tbut 
he  '*niay  bring  on  a  venture  for  himself  (yourself)  to  make  money." 

In  view  of  tnewe  circtinistances  1  have  taken  possession  of  his  «(joeie. 
Confederate  securities,  and  pajx'rs,  and  have  sent bim  toFort.Ietleraon, 
Tortugas,  to  he  detained  until  further  orders. 

Mr.  Mcljennan  denies  that  he  knew  tbe  contents  of  these  lettcre, 
and  claims  that  his  intention  is  to  Itwve  the  (%infederacy  ]>ermatiently.

The  De|>artment  will  endeavor  to  j>rovido  you  with  a  si|undron  suf- 
ficiently aiiiplo  to  maintain  an  effective  blockade,  and  ^ive  protection 
to  the  eomnirrcml  interested  of  the  United  States  withui  the  limits  of 
your  command.  Vou  can  exeretsc  your  discretion  in  sendinjj  borne 
vessels  that  are  compelled  to  have  repairs  which  can  not  be  executed 
on  the  station.

yourself  and  the  otlicers  of  your  squadron. 

A  strict  regiLr<l  for  neutral  rights  and  nentml  water^^  is  earnestl] 
impressed  uiKJn  vim.  The  Krilish  {nlonial  port.-4  slH)uld  not  Ixi  visitei 
by  tiie  vesHids  of  your  siiuadron  if  it  ran  Ims  avoided,  and  wlien  neces- 
sary It)  enter  them,  or  the  (Hirtsof  any  other  neutral  nation,  the  estab- 
lished regulations,  whateMT  they  may  1k',  must  be  complied  with.  If 
the  treatJiient  be  such  as  to  warrant'complaint,  the  facts  and  circum- 
stances vxin  be  communicated  to  the  DejHirtinent.  The  pnu-tice,  iu  a 
liberal  and  ^^enerous  spirit,  of  all  customary  courtesies  aud  civilities 
goes  a  jrrcflt  way  towai-d  allaying-  irritations  which  may  exist  and  pro- 
serving  friendship.  Your  patience  and  forbeaiunce  may  at  times  be 
taxed  under  the  present  slate  of  atfaire.  but  tlio  DeiMutment  looks  to 
your  prudence  and  intelligence  to  guide  you  into  the  proper  course. 

The  observance  of  the  neutral  proclamations  of   foreign  powe 
especiall)'  as  to  the  iwe  of  their  waters  by  belligerents,  is  a  matter 
great  importance  and  one  that  should  never  1hi  lost  sight  of.     Tl 
Government  adheres  to,  recognizes,  ami  insists  upon  the  principle 
the  maritime  jurisdiction  of  every  nation  covers  a  full  marine  leagii 
from  the  coast,  and  acts  of  Imstifily  or  authority  witbin  that  limit  can 
not  l)c  legally  exercised,  and  if  (*ouimitted  or  exercised  will  certainly 
bring  upon  the  olfeiiding  |Kirty  the  displeasure  of  this  (roverruuent. 

A  vessel  within  a  uuirine  league  of  a  neutral  coast  is  iTgartled 
free  from  iiiterruptiun.     It  is  not  lawful  to  chase,  tire  at,  bring  to, 
captuiT!  any  vessel  within  the  waters  or  jurisdiction  of  a  neutral.     Nori 
is  it  proper  to  make  a  convenience  in  any  uianner  of  neutral  [lort^  o 
neutral  territory  for  the  purjxjse  of  exercising  in  the  vicinity  lheiw>; 
the  belligereut  right  of  search  or  seizui-e.     The  captain  ol"  a  ves.se 
after  standing  off  and  on  in  neutml  waters  or  l.nng  in  wait  witJiin  the 
same  for  the  purpose,  although  the  capture  may  nave  been  actually 
made  iK'vond  the  jurisdiction  of  the  neutral,  might  not  be  rccoguized 
as  valid;  and  the  right  of  search  can  not  be  properly  exercised  when  it 
is  known  previously  that  whatever  the  result  of  the  seurch,  the  capture 
would  not  he  lawful. 

Your  atteatiuu  is  particularly  called  to  the  circular  letter  of  tl 


Department  (copies  herewith  ciielosed).  issued  August  18,  1863,  rcca- 
pttuhilin;;  tfic  histructions  Ihat  hail  bpou  given  from  time  to  liino,  and 
the  iT^^Iriciions  mid,  proouilioim  to  l»  oh-^nod  by  our  cruiscrH  in 
reference  to  the  blockade,  and  the  exercise  of  the  riglU  of  si-an^h  and 
rtciznre.  These  instructious  restrictions,  and  precautions  ninst  l»e 
faitlifuily  i)bst^rvcd.  Dintsat  is  faction  hss  fM'en  cxjuvKsiHi  hy  foi-eij'n 
governments  that  onr  vessels  of  war  on  .sevemi  occasions  liaVH,  with- 
out (fiving"  the  customary  notice,  tii*e<l  shotted  guns  acnws  the  Ik>ws  of 
vessels  approaching  the  blockaded  coitst,  and  sometinie.4  on  the  high 
seas.     The  recognized  pnu-ti<'e  of  ascertaining  the  character  of  n  sns- 

Eicioiis  vessel  or  of  expn'ssing  a  dp.sire  to  comnmiiicale  hv  firing  a 
lank  cartridge  should  l>c  adiierecl  !<).  A  vessel  approadiing  (he 
blockade  at  night  without  making  the  usual  signals  can  not  Iw  regaixied 
as  entitled  to  the  customary  courtesies  of  the  sea. 

Proper  disjxisition  of  iiei-sons  found  on  iHmrd  ve>isels  scizcxl  for 
breach  of  blcx-kade  is  a  matter  reipiiring  close  attention.  That  v*>u 
may  un<ierstand  dearlv  the  practice  in  such  ca.ses  and  not  l>e  eiiinar- 
rassed  in  yonr  action,  1  transmit  herewith  printed  instructioim  sent  in 
May  last-  to  tlu'conunandingolliccrs  of  the  several  blockading  squadrons 
on  the  subject.  Jt  must  l>e  particularly  remembered  that  bona  tido 
foreign  subjects,  merely  chargi-^d  with  violating  the  blockade,  can  not 
l>e.  trejited  as  prisonei's  of  war  when  captured  in  neutral  vessels.  Thej' 
may  be  detained  us  witnesses.  The  fact  of  their  having  repeatedly 
violated  the  blockade  gives  no  authority  for  their  detention.  But 
when  such  persons  are  captured  on  board  relx'l  vo-ssel.s,  and  are  serving 
as  oJKcors  or  crew,  they  can  be  treated  as  prisoners  of  war  and  are  to 
he  held  as  such,  subject  to  exclmnge,  however,  if  coming  within  the 
class  of  passengers  autl  have  no  interej^t  in  vessel  or  cargo,  and  are  not 
connected  with  the  rebel  (iovernruent. 

I  transmit  herewith  copies  of  various  printed  general  orden*  and 
circulars  issued  by  the  Departtuent  within  the  i«ist  vejir  or  two,  copiett 
of  laws  of  last  session  of  Conpi-ess,  uniform  n-gulations,  and  [)lates. 
I  also  transmit  extracts  from  mstructions  that  havn  been  given  from 
time  to  time  to  the  commanrling  officers  of  the  blockading  wjuadrons 
in  relation  t-o  matters  and  in  answer  to  ipiestions  which  may  arise  in 
the  course  of  your  conunand.  They  may  assist  you  much  in  com- 
ing to  a  correct  <!onctusion  in  |Kimllel  caa*is,  and  you  may  rcgaixl  tbeni 
as  a  Imsis  for  your  action. 

The  Department  desires  you  to  keep  it  advised  of  your  proceedings 
and  lu  communicate  to  it  anything  that  may  suggest  itself  to  you  for 
tlie  advancement  of  the  Navy  and  the  put)Iic  good. 

Forward  to  the  Department  on  the  1st  and  loth  of  each  month  a 
statement  4if  the  position  of  each  vwsel  of  the  M|uiidron^  similar  to 
that  herewith  enclosed,  with  an  additional  column  showing  the  iium- 
Ijer  of  guns  c-arricd  by  each. 

It  is  scarcely  necessary  to  remind  you  that  the  paramount  duty  with 
which  you  arc  intrusted  is  the  luaintenance  o^  a  strict  blockade  of  the 
insurgent  coast  within  the  limits  of  your  commaud.

bark  Ro^mcl\  under  niv  coruniand.  and  in  o^>edience  to  ordci*8  re- 
ceived from  Captain  TLeodore  T.  Greene.  L'.  H.  Navv.  1  would 
respectfully  Hubmit  a  detailed  report  of  tnc  sicknesa  (yellow  fever) 
which  has  prevailed  on  board  this  vessel. 

July  2 1,  having  been  relieved  at  Indian  River  Inlet  bv  the  U.  S. 
schooner  J.  S.  CTiamhi'/:'',  in  obedience  to  orders  1  proceetfiKl  with  the 
JRot^Hck  under  my  connnand  in  tow  «f  I'.  S.  transport  Ifu-nMur  toward 
Key  West,  where  we  arrived  .luly  34  at  7  a.  eti.  Anchored  3  niilftH 
outside  the  fort  At  10  a.  m.  the  U.  S,  tujr  Mar></o(d  came  down  to 
us,  bring-ing  orders  for  mo  to  eome  on  shore,  and  not  to  have  any  other 
communication.  Having"  two  small  prizes  in  tow,  tbo  next  morning,  in 
obedience  to  orders,  took  tho  officer  and  two  men,  who  were  among  the 
captor.-*,  up  to  the  prize  r()nnnis?*ioner(^;  the  name  afternoon  received 
on  board  lo.lHHf  fert  of  henilm-k  luinlwr;  at  8  jj.  ni.  received  onlers  to 
Ifet  underway  anil  proceed  to  Tauipa  Buy  In  tow  of  the  l'.  S.  S.  Ilo/ir-g- 
Hurkh.  Up  to  thi.s  time  the  Itark  wu.s  remarkably  healthy,  nut  having 
a  man  on  the  yick  list  for  four  days  proviouis. 

The  .same  night  wo  left,  alwut  1  :J  or  1  o'clock,  two  men  were  attacked, 
and  before  night  again  we  had  ti  cases.  On  the  ^8th  wo  arrived  at 
Tampa  Bay,  with  y  more  cases  of  fever  on  board.  1  immediately 
went  on  board  the  U.  S.  S.  Sftn  Jacinto^  Captniu  Theodore  P.  Greene, 
for  medical  a.s8idtance,  there  being  no  medical  otficer  on  Ixmrd  the 
bark.  Captain  Greene  imniedialelj*  sent  assistance  and  all  care  taken 
of  the  sick;  tlie  officers  and  crew  continued  to  }>e  taken  down,  from  1 
to  5  every  day,  and  at  one  time  we  had  only  5  men  and  1  officer  not 
on  the  sick  list  or  abb*  to  do  duty.  A  few  davs  after  the  S'ln  Jticlnf^ 
left  the  U.  S.  S.  Jltudrick  I/ud^m^  Captain  JlcDoupil,  .senior  officer 
of  the  division,  [arrived].  He  iumiediately  rendei'ed  me  all  assist- 
ance; everything  was  done  that  possibly  could  l>e  to  check  the  infec- 
tion, but  impassible.  Some  of  the  crew,  after  returning  on  board 
convalescent,  were  tjiken  the  second  tJnie.  A  medicnl  survey  was  held 
on  th(i  bark,  and  September  12th  we  received  oidei>  to  proceed  to 
Port.-^mouth,  N.  H. 

On  the  morning  of  the  13th  we  were  towed  to  sea  l>y  tlje  U.  S.  S. 
SttuffmctT.  and  proceeded  on  our  way.  On  the  13th  one  new  case  of 
fever;  Hth,  three  of  the  nui-scs,  who  had  been  at  the  hospital  toudinx 
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on  the  sick  nil  throi]{;h  tbn  worn!  .ntagei*,  werv  taken  down  with  the 
fever,  &n;l  on  the  i^lst  on<>  of  them  oied.  All  the  elolhiiij;  of  the 
officer.^  and  men  thiit  have  died  Im.-i  Ueen  destruyed.  Kverytliiiig' in 
the  way  uf  dihinfeetants  Iiils  heen  uw^d  that  could  b«^. 

Coppenis  dissolved  in  water  ha.'^  heeii  titined  down  the  f)um|>R,  peak, 

and  run,  and  the  vo.ssol  .smoki-d  thront^hout  every  iiiornin);  with  ivd 

hot  bolt  dipped  in  tar.     Vessels  eontaiiiinfj  ehloridc  of  lime  and  olhun* 

of  the  copperas  have  been  plentifully  distributed  about  the  4*hip.

I  think  that  you  will  join  with  nie  in  regjirding  those 
by  whom  the  exiiedition  was  m*  efticiently  carried  out  aw  entitled  to  tlie 
favoniblc  con'iiueration  of  the  proper  aulhoritiew. 

To  tlie  entcrprisf!  iind  clear  judgment  of  Mr.  Hill  the  june^ess  of  the 
expfdition  is  euit'fly  due,  and  for  this  atid  his  long  and  faithful  services 
in  the  Navy  I  would  nmat  cordially  recommend  him  for  promotion.

Mrs.  Kelley  is  a  Scutch  woman,  whose  himboud  loft  CoUituhus  in 
Au^et  and  was  forwarded  from  here  some  time  in  i>cptcmber  liy  the 
Union,     Mi's.  Kelley  is  following"  her  husband. 

The  other  refugee  i.s  'Sir.  Peter  Farrell  (a  bailor),  who  has  his  cer- 
tificate of  foivi^  birth.  From  tlio  Htalemont  of  this  man  I  find  that 
forcitrners  are.  iM^injj  forired  into  the  (-(inscription  for  the  Snulliern 
Aniiy.  Th«  umrintT  in  which  thii«  is  «fferted  in  vkn  follows:  The  for- 
eigner is  directed  that  in  the  course  of  the  followinjj-  ten  <iHy8  he  mast 
enlist  in  one  of  the  companies  organized  (ostensibly)  for  the  defense 
of  the  cilv.  or  leave  the  State;  if  he  joins  a  company^  us  soon  as  it  id 
thoroughly  organized  it  is  sent  to  the  front,  and  he  finds  himself  a 
soldier  of  the  (  Vmfederac.y  witlionT  any  hope  of  relief,  tf  he  chooses 
the  other  alteniative  and  leaves  the  Slate  he  receives  a  similar  waming 
as  soon  as  ho  is  domesticated  in  his  new  abode.  In  this  dilenuna  fhoso 
who  are  desirous  to  leave  the  country  turn  their  attention  to  the 
I'ninn  fleet,  but  their  movement**  itt  this  directiuii.  I  fear,  will  be 
retardc<l  by  the  ciroulur  relating  to  refugees,  of  May  13,  is»U,  the 
jMirport  of  which.  I  i)erc<'ive,  is  known  on  !*hore.  They  will  fear 
toeing  refitsed  by  the  fleet,  even  if  they  should  succeed  in  reaching  the 
coast. 

I  respectfiilly  suggest,  in  this  connection,  that  the  only  effect  that 
can  be  prodiict^d  ny  the  rjircidar  refern^d  to  is  to  ad{f  men  to  the 
ranlis  of  the  (Miemy.  If  we  nij^eivr  all  llmt  offer,  coining  willi  or  with- 
*)ut  their  fiimilies,  no  matU-r  whether  they  enter  the  serviti!  or  not, 
we  must  reduL-u  the  rank-s  of  the  enemy  one  able-b(xlied  mun  for  every 
family  ivo  receive.  1  respectfully  o^k  the  attention  of  the  commander 
iti  chief  to  this  circular. 

The  two  foreign  I'cfugees  that  I  now  forward  have  been  residents 
uf  Columbus,  Ga.,  f(^r  some  time,  and  their  statements  embrace  the 
following  interesting  facts:  Columbus  bad  a  )H>pulation  of  about 
ll,OtMl  or  1^,000  inhabitants,  which  is  now  nmch  increased  by  the 
influx  of  i-efugees  from  Atlanta  and  that  region  of  country.  These 
n'fugees  are  mostly  women  and  chil<lren.  the  men  having  boon  con- 
scripte^d.  Hcjts  arc  built  iilxjut  the  city  for  their  uc^Himmodation  and 
are  extenth'd  for  a  distamt*  of  loii  miles  along  the  railroads  frorn  Fort 
Valley  t<i  Columbus  Htid  from  Fort  Vallev  to  Kufaiila.  Son  hi  of  the 
uU\  r<dling  stock  of  tliR  roads  is  u^d  for  ()ie  purjHise  of  sheltering  the 
refugees.  Their  condition  is  described  as  ^H-rfcctly  destitute;  they  are 
supiMted  by  the  State  with  enou;rh  c^irn  meal  to  prevunt  them  from 
starvinu.     0>luml>us  has  scvcnd  factories  in  operation^ — 

1st.  Naval  Iron  \Vork.s,  employing  -loO  white  men. 

2d.  llayiuan's  factories,  one  of  which  is  devoted  ti>  the  mamif acturo 
of  pistols  and  the  other  to  that  of  swords,  liayonets.  etc.,  employing 
1T6  white  men. 

3d.  Ordnance  Uepartment,  under  Major  Humphreys,  C.  S.  Army, 
divided  into  two  establishments,  one  for  the  manufacture  of  .saddles, 
bridles,  harness,  and  equipments  for  artillery,  while  the  other  estab- 
lishment is  devoted  to  casting  shot  and  sbelts.  and  to  the  work  of  a 
hdjomtory.  The  dejiaitment  of  Major  Humphreys  employtt  about  150 
white  men  and  1.^0  women. 

■ith.  Major  Dillard,  (Quartermaster.  C.  S.  Army,  has  a  large  tannery 
and  shoemakingpstablishnuMit..  in  which  are  employed  alK>ut  225  white 
men  detailed  from  the  Army.  Major  Uillard  tiaa  alijO  about  25  men 
employed  at  tailoring  for  (he  army. 
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In  addition  to  thi-  e^itablir^luiientjH  ulivadv  rnumi-ntli^d.  therv  arct&^rep 
cotti^n  fiK'torii'^  ill  operation,  ont*  iK!longin}r  l*t  <irunt.  workiui:  ubuut 
75  white  men;  one  J»fIoiiginj^  to  Urown.  working  about  :J<.Ni  whiti*  tUftn; 
one  tielon^in^  to  Fountain,  workinjr  aboul  tK>  wmtc  men. 

Tbere  is  nI'*o  a  paper  raill  worked  by  a  man  named  Winters,  who 
employ!)  aliout  '2^  white  men.  It  i.s  to  Tbc  understood  that  in  all  these 
factories,  workshops,  etc.,  the  working  force  U  increased  by  a  Ur^ 
number  of  neeroeii. 

The  Naval  Iron  Works,  mentioned  first,  are  occupied  ^xrlusirely  in 
the  manufacture  of  uiachinerj' Hnd  boilers,  and  it  w  from  here  that 
these  valualtlp  equipments  have  been  provided  for  the  rebel  ironcljuls 
in  the  South. 

As  far  as  1  can  discover,  there  are  no  guns  being  cast  in  Columbus 
at  the  present  time. 

There  are  engineer  officers  employed  on  the  defeTises.  wnrkin^a  large 
force  of  negroes;  the  works  are  intended  t*»  surmuml  the  entire  city, 
tho»e  designed  for  tho  prntc>ction  of  the  city  in  Tninl  Ix'ing  conslntctecl 
in  Alatiama  on  the  west  Hide  of  the  (^hatlahoocbee  Kiver. 

There  are  no  regular  irooijs  stationed  at  Columbus,  but  for  the 
defense  of  the  town  all  the  workmou  in  the  ditforent  factories)  and 
workshops  are  organizc<l  into  compauie«<  and  battalions,  supposed  to 
make  up  a  force  of  :i)K>ut  *ij»0ti  men. 

The  Jluncogef  (ironclad)  and  Cftattahoochee  (wooden  gunlioat)  i\n>.  at 
Columbus.  The  MuMc^ee  was  originally  constructed  snorter  than  the 
other  rebel  vesnels  of  tliis  clas.8,  and  her  casemate  wa^  carried  down  to 
the  rail  forward  and  aft.  but  the  armature  has  never  been  placed  on  it. 
An  effort  whs  made  lo  IhumcIi  her  lant  Df^-einber.  biil  a  ptiwerful 
steamer,  tugging  at  her,  could  not  drag  her  otf  the  ways  in  Hi  feet  of 
water.  Her  aiKeninle  was  re<lured  in  .size,  uncovering  a  portion  of  the 
original  deck;  her  liuU  hiw  also  lieen  lengthened  in  bo|jei*  to  give  her 
moH!  buoyancy;  the  new  casemate  has  an  yet  no  armor  on  it,  nor  is 
there  any  anuor  on  the  new  portion  of  the  hull;  there  is  difiiculty  in 
procuring  the  iron.  All  seem  ho  well  satistied  that  she  is  a  failure  that 
there  seems  little  prol>ability  that  the  work  of  completing  her  arma- 
ture wilt  tfc  continued,  or  that  anv  further  attempt  will  be  made  to 
luuneh  her.  Work,  however,  is  still  continued  on  her,  the  woodwork 
not  Iteing  all  contpleted.  The  Cfinttahoochtx-  has  been  of  no  use  since 
her  rirst  boiler  bui-st  on  her  way  down  the  river.  At  pre.sent  she  bos 
no  Iwiler  in  her,  or  she  has  Iwilers  not  nt  all  adapted  to  the  engine  that 
\h  in  the  iKmt  (iiccountj*  ditler  on  this  point),  but  whichever  arcount  is 
correct  it  is  certain  that  she  rei|uires  a  new  Iniiier  }>efure  she  ran  Im*.  of 
service.  She  now  lies  at  t'olumbus  waiting  for  a  new  l>i>iler,  but  all 
the  work  of  this  kind  which  is  complelRl  at  the  Navul  Iron  Works  is 
at  once  tnins]K)rled  Xu  Charleston  or  Snvanniih.  and  the  C/uitfrtAi'TH'/u'^ 
still  waits  unprovideil.  Him*  engine  is  in  nnler.  hut  she  has  no  guns  on 
board. 

Thei-o  are  no  troops  on  tlie  river  between  Columbus  and  Chatta- 
hoo<.-hee.  but  nt  tlie  hitter  place  there  is  .stationed  one  large  cum]Htnyv 
underC4iptain.I.  L.  Ihinhrtin.C.  S.  Anny.  numbering  (it  is  said)  14i>me'u, 
and  having  with  theni  a  bntterv  of  4  gun^,.

S,  S.  Xit<t,  of  an 
expedition  sent  to  destroy  rebel  salt  works  in  Tampa  Bay.  in  which 
one  man  was  wounded  and  i-aptui-ed  and  five  men  suppo.sed  to  have 
deserted.  I  presume  these  men  stnijifgled  from  tim  pJirty  sent  on  shore 
and  were  captured  by  the  relMd«.  Sudi  rxjH'ditions  must  of  necessity 
be  left  to  the  disci-etion  of  comnmnding-  officers  ut  the  blockaded  i^rts, 
and  are  too  frequently,  T  fear,  undertaken  without  due  caution  and 
without  regard  to  cx>ns<.Hiuences,  in  iio|M>  of  doing  something  to  bring 
themselves  prominently  intti  notice. 

I  take  occasion  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Departmentthe  fact  that 
at  thi.s  time  all  the  vessels  on  the  blockade  are  commanded  Uy  vohint4>er

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  iimkc  I.hc  following  re[)ort:  On  tlie  10th 
intstant  J  proceeded  up  thw  l>ay  on  a  iwonnoixsance  in  ordor  to  ascer- 
tain tlie  funsi'  of  niiiny  firoa  in  tlio  vicinity  of  Uatt-«.li'n's  Point  and  Old 
Tun»|)tt  lioy.  llH\in^  ret-oived  from  the  Ihnilriek  llmison  Actiuj; 
Master  Alex.  Wallaoc  and  10  men,  and  the  woatht-r  iKMng  thick  and 
rainy,  on  tho  11th  instant  I  advanced  nearlj-  to  the  head  of  Old  Tnmpa 
liay  and  landed  there.  Finding  no  indicationi^  of  any  moveinenis  on 
the  part,  of  the  enemy  In  that  direction,  I  s4'ouled  for  some  didtanco 
inland  and  pave  the  order  to  return  on  Iioaitl.  The  weather  at  this  tirao 
was  very  thick  and  rainj'.  On  musterinjif  the  shore  party  five  of  the 
J/'idfian^ft  men  were  niir^ing',  and  as  I  kept  my  position  all  night  and 
made  t)if,rnHl  f  rotii  time  to  time,  as  well  as  nendiri^  several  \Hi&tA  in  (|iiedt> 
of  tlien],  it  is  to  he  pii'j^unied  that  they  have  deserted.  Karly  on  the 
mnrningof  the  I*2th  mstanl.  I  pri)feeded  slow Iv  down  the  Itay,  and  when 
near  Rocky  Point  di.sc:avered  evidences  of  (juite  extensive  suit  works  a 
short  distance  iidaiid.  I  anchored  an  near  the  t-horc  as  posj*il)lc.  and  dw- 
patched  a  force  in  charge  of  Acting  Masters  Partridge  and  Wallace  to 
rocoimoiter.  They  found  tho  water  so  ehoal  as  to  omi^c  them  to  leave 
the  lx)ats  and  wade  for  some  distance  in  order  to  reach  the  shore.  Tho 
necessary  picket*  having  Iwcn  thrown  out.  they  advatjced  throujfh  a 
dense  underjjrowth  and  swamp  in  the  direction  of  the  salt  works,  hut 
after  ihvy  had  proceeded  some  distance  a  hody  of  horsemen  were  seen 
from  the  maxthead  of  this  ship,  endeavoring  to  cut  them  otT.  A  (^in 
was  immediately  tired  and  a  re<^all  set,  and  Mr.  Partridg-e  ordered  a 
retreat.  Tho  picket  on  the  right,  Francis  Lnpke.  seaman,  hy  a  direct 
disohedience  of  the  orders  given  him,  came  out  in  the  open  ground  and 
WBS  wounded  and  captun;d.  With  this  exception,  the  whole  party 
reached  the.  hoat^  in  safety  and  returned  on  iKmrd,  During  the  return 
of  IU3'  force  I  caiwed  the  hushea  to  l>n  shelled  vigorously,  and  Iwdieving 
that  my  force  wan  too  small  to  effect  the  destruction  of  the  salt  works, 
i  returned  to  this  station.  The  works  are  quite  extensive  and  l)elong 
to  the  rebel  (Tovornment.  It  is  my  intention  to  attempt  to  destroyg 
thciu  tbi.s  week.

Abaco,  Bahamas,  and  myself,  in  reference  to  the 
exi>enses  incurred  in  dispatching  a  vessel  from  (ireen  Turtle  Cay,  the 
scene  of  the  wreck  of  the  V.  S.  IS.  San  Jacinto^  conveying  the  irHelli- 
gence  of  the  dlsanler  to  the  U.  S.  consul  and  to  the  governor  of  the 
Bahamas  at  Nassau.  New  rrovidcnce,  and  in  relation  thereto  1  respect- 
fully submit  the  following  statement: 

Tuo-L'.  S.  S.  San  JaiAnUt  grounded  upon  the  reef  off  Green  Turtle 
Cay.  Bahauia.s.  at  nearly  1  o'clock  ii.  m.,  January  1,  18G5.  The  usual 
signs  of  distress  were  exhibited,  and  wei-e  answered  some  time  aft«r 
daylight  l>y  the  appearauee  on  l>oard  of  James  Niblxs  Brown,  cs<|., 
police  magistrate,  of  Abaco,  at  great  i-isk  to  himself,  resulting  in  serious 
injurj"  to liis  leg  and  foot,  from  which  he  is  suffering.

The  s-pecitication  of  the  se<*ond  charge  is  pr()vcn,  except  the  words 
"fail  to  make  his  orders  fur  tlic  iinviifHtion  of  the  ves«el  intelligible 
to  ihow  to  whom  they  were  given,  and  did." 
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And  the  said  Captain  Uicburd  W.  Meade  is  {^ilty  of  the  Mecond 
charge. 

And  the  court  doth  Hentenco  iho  miid  Captain  Richard  W.  Meade  to 
be  suspended  from  lunk  and  cuiuumnd  for  the  tenn  of  three  years. 

In  corainjjT  to  this  lonclasion,  the  oouit  would  remark  thi^'t,  fr<>m  a 
careful  review  of  all  the  evidence  in  this  case,  it  appt^r;*  that  the 
accused  did  not  exerctsp  proper  care  and  vigilanci*  in  trie  nuvigation  of 
the  shin  in  thn  vicinity  of  n  dnnfjeT'ons  (x>ast  at  liight.  in  not  keeping 
the  lead  g^ing-  when  ntnning-for  the  land.  Actine  Master  [William  G.J 
Wright,  the  navigating^  oHicer,  provej^  thiit  ttic  Kedgt>  wa«  let  w  in  4 
fiitliuniH  water,  SO  or  !(">  falh<ims  frcnn  the  ship  after  she  HtrucJt;  and 
that  soundinjfs  could  have  Ik-cii  obtained  at  tiljout  S  shi])'s  lengths  from 
whei-e  she  wa^^  aground. 

Notwithstanding  the  .-state  of  the  weather  was  such  that  n  light  could 
liave  Ijpcn  seen  at  a  greater  distance  from  aloft  tJmn  t'roni  the  deck  of 
thi!  ship,  a  loo^kout  was  not  stationed  aloft;  nor  doi'.s  it  ap{H'ar  that 
orders  were  given  to  the  officer  of  the  deck  or  to  any  of  the  look- 
outs to  keep  a  bright  lookout  for  a  liglit-house,  nor  was  the  direction 
of  tlie  light-house  given.  The  jwsitioii  of  the  ship  was  not  ascertained 
by  eighth  for  the  chronometer  on  the  afternt>on  of  the  31st  of  Decem- 
ber, 18G4,  although  it  appears  that  they  might  have  |bcen|  taken  up  to 
3  o'clock  p.  m.  The  speed  which  the  vessel  is  hhown  to  have  made  by 
the  revolutions  of  the  engine,  m*  testiliiMi  to  by  the  enginf^ers  on  xtatch 
on  that  night  and  by  the  log,  would  not  have  brought  her  to  the  reef 
if  the  iMJsition  indicated  on  (he  chart  at  H  o'clock  p.  nl.  of  that  day 
had  been  correct,  as  from  the  testimony  of  Acting  Master  Wright  the 
ship  could  hiire  been  run  from  there  for  26  miles  un  u  S.  by  W.  course 
witli  safety,  and  if  she  had  been  run  iio  milessho  would  then  have  been 
11  miles  from  the  jjoint  of  <lttnger.  It  further  apix-ars  that  when  the 
accuwd  came  on  deck,  after  1((  o'clock  cm  that  night,  he  did  uotolwerve 
the  eounse  the  ship  was  ht^afiiug  by  rnniiniss.  Kitlier  the  commanding 
oflicer  himself  or  <ine  of  the  masters  on  boar'd  sliould  have  been  oiideck 
on  the  lookout  while  runniitg  for  tlur  light  on  '"  KIbow  Key."  esiKM-iallv 
when  from  the  dangei-ous  character  of  the  navig:itiori  in  that  vicinity, 
a-s  testltied  to  by  Acting  Master  Wrigiit  (*efore  the  court-martial  at 
Urooklyn,  whore  he  swore  that  he  would  not  venture  himself  within 
^20  miles  of  the  coodt  U)  the  nij^ht,  it  was  not  proper  that  the  vessel 
should  then  have  been  left  entirely  in  charge  of  an  acting  ensign  as 
officer  of  the  deck.

M.  C'adieu,  acfO!nimnie<l  by  Actiiiij  .Assistant  Snrj»eon  K.  \V.  Avory, 
Ajting  Knsi};n  W.  H.  (iriibb,  Arlinj,'  ManterV  Mate  .1.  \{.  Mitohell. 
with  the  hiunrli,  howitzer,  and  second  riilter.  roritainiiijr  !i*'  uraied 
men.  The  object  of  the  exix^dition  wits  to  cantnre  the  .steamer  that 
runs  fioiji  Cohmibu-s,  (ia.,  to  Rieoes  [Kickoe*]  ItUiff.  with  :^iijiplies 
for  the  t!onfedenite  Army.  The  det^nls  of  the  expedition  I  sttile  here- 
under as  ^\\v.\\  to  urn  by  vV<rtin^  Mu.H(«r(JharU^  H.  Codieu.  They  are 
(w  follows: 

On  the  l«Jth  instant,  in  obediem-e  to  your  ordi^rjs,  at  2  p.  ni.  I  left 
tlie  ship  with  the  exix-dition.  taklntr  yonnj^r  man  Parker  (refugee)  hh 
pilot,  r  |n-o<eeded  up  St.  Andrew'>*  Oay.  and  at  10;  3t)  p.  ni.  landeil  at 
rmrjre  BliitT,  situated  on  Wetapp*«  Creek,  1  mile  frcnn  the  hejid  of 
I'asl  Kay.  Ileri'  we  mraniped  for  thi3  nijjht,  and  at  dayliyhton  tin- 
following  tnorning  prm*eede<i  up  the  Wetappo.     At  «  a.  m.  wc  arrived 


nt  the  Injjoon.  where  I  oont-'eaM  the  taitnob.  Tninsferriogf  the  bowitaer 
and  ftnimiinition  to  the  i^nonH  i-utt«r^  I  sent  it  up  thf)  creek  to  what  u 
known  HH  the  old  suit  bouse.  I  prr>creded  hy  land  with  the  halani-e  i>f 
the  party,  and  rejirhed  the  flullboiiseat  noon  un  the  17th  instant.  Here 
I  was  joined  by  three  tleserten*,  who  met  me  hy  a  previouB  appoint- 
menL  Having  sent  a  party  to  ^uard  the  uld  telegraph  rood,  which 
the  rebel  cav:ury  were  .naid  to  inLrul.  1  started  in  company  with  one 
of  thedescrters,  by  the  itaiiieuf  Tate,  fur  tlie  hoiLseof  hi,H  fatiicr,wh<ii>i:i 
strong  t'nion  niHn.  I  prwured  fn*iu  hiniaw>i<ron  and  two  yoke  of  oxen. 
6o  aa  to  tmn^jK^rt  the  .-MH-ond  cutter  acres*  the  country-  to  the  Chipila 
Rirer.  I  then  returnitd  to  the  muIi  house,  when.'  I  arrived  at  11  p.  in. 
At  5  a.  m.  [  got  the  boat  ready  for  tran«rportation.  and  at  H  o\-loc\  wc 
started.  The  road  ninning  froui  the  salt  bouse  to  White's  IMuff  was 
in  a  very  bad  conditiun,  so  that  our  proj;ress  wae  slow.  We  arriiwl 
at  the  Bluff  at  10  p.  m..  a  distance  of  14  miles.  The  Chipola  enters 
the  Apalacbicola  2i>  miles  below  White's  Bluff;  but  8  milcw  above  the 
bluff  tncrc  is  «  cut-off  which  connect*  with  the  Apnlachicoli*. 

At  dHyli);rht  we  took  in  the  pickets  from  the  old  Telejjruph  road, 
and,  having  embarked  part  of  the  men  in  the  Hecond  ciiltiM*  and  the 
remainder  in  canoes,  we  procccdwl  up  the  river.  We  landed  at  the 
hou8e  of  Mr.  Whilehard.  wh{i,H<*  con  whh  with  uh,  and  remained  there 
for  the.  day  and  night.  1  here  found  a  runaway  negro  who  was*  well 
acquainted  with  the  country  and  who  promised  to  l>e  our  guide.  At 
3  J),  ni.  1  Htailed  for  the  house  of  Mr.  Oraway  to  get  inforniatioD  in 
regard  to  a  .steamer  said  to  ply  in  the  Aiwbichicula  l»etween  (.Imtta 
hoochee  and  Hicoe-  |Kickoe's]  Ulaff  and  which  I  wa.'^  hoping  to  cap- 
ture. I  renmined  ihei-o  the  night  and  returne<i  on  the  morning  of  the 
2f>th.  At  'J  p.  III.  we  end>arkcd  and  proceeded  througli  the  cut-off  into 
the  Apnlachicola.  The  river  being  very  hi^h  and  weather  rainy,  we 
made  slow  progress.  At  8  p.  m.  we  arrived  ut  Atkin's  Ijundintr  and 
encamped  for  tho  night  At  10  a.  m.  ou  the  21st  we  i-cemliarkcd  and 
kept  up  the  river  to  a  place  which  1  learned  from  our  guide  was  stiit- 
uble  for  concealment.  Here  the  ticldii  were  overflown  to  a  depth  of  3 
and  4  feet.  Accordingly  wc  took  the  boat  and  canoes  acros.'^  the  field 
Indtind  »  rlninp  of  trees,  where  tliey  were  concealed  from  the  river. 
Leaving  a  guard  In  the  Inrntw,  I  proci'cdcd  with  the  remaindiT  of  the 
parly  along  a  high  ridge  a)>ont  a  mile  and  sidccted  a  very  dense  plaeo 
Tor  our  1-amp.  .\t  4  p.  in.  I  left  the  cuuip  with  two  men  una  tho 
guide  to  reconnoiti'r  tlie  vicinity  of  Kicocs  [l{ickoe"s|  Uliiff.  7  miles 
difitant.  We  went  up  the  Apalachicoln  'J  ntile^<  and,  turning  into  the 
Florid)!  Uiver,  proi'eeded  to  the  jun^rtion  of  the  WepaluxetC'i*eek;  pro- 
ceeding up  tho  ci'eck  •')  miles,  we  landed  at  a  place  I  mile  in  the  rear 
of  Kickoe.s  Hlutf.  On  the  Iduff  i.s  the  re>idence  of  a  planter  named 
Nixon.  My  guide,  l)eing  aripiuiuled  with  all  the  negroes  ou  the  plan- 
tiilion.  called  out  one  that  w:is  dceme<l  trtLstwoilby,  and  from  him  I 
re^'cived  the  following  information,  viz;  That  the  stcnnier  was  cxjiected 
daily  iiiid  that  there  vva>*  a  picket  of  1:3  men  at  the  lilutf.  commanded 
bv  n  lieutenant.  1  approachtnl  so  close  to  the  picket  station  as  to  be 
nhli'  to  see  the  ^el)til>e[  on  duty  and  ascertain  where  the  guard  slept. 
1  then  returned  to  tho  cainn,  arrivinjj  at  U  p.  m.  We  remained  in 
ramp  during  the  following  day  and  night.  On  the  ii.3tl  at  2  n.  m.  we 
einbarke<l,  and  at  5  p.  m.  we  arrived  at  on  old  gin  houso  on  tliu  Itankg 
of  tlie  Weiialnxel  (.Ireek,  1|  miles  from  HickoeV  Bluff.  Hern  we 
reiuiuned  tXuough  tltu  night,  intending  to  return  to  our  eiicumpuiunt

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the  following''  day  if  thu  sttianier  did  not  arrive  tiiut  nigfat.  At  T  p.  m. 
on  tbc  24th  a.  little  negro  girl  camo  in  sicht  of  our  pirket,  and.  t>eing 
frightcnf^d,  ran  awa^v,  cootmry  to  our  orders  to  stop.  Seeing  that  wc 
were  dineovercd,  I  immediately  held  a  i-onsultation  with  the  officersi. 
W'e  concluded,  that  the  be«t  coui-se  to  pursue  under  the  circiiuistances 
wajs  to  capture  the  pickets  and  retuni.  Acxordin^Iy  at  dusk  we  started 
for  the  camp,  whicn  is  ab<>ut  a  mile  from  the  binn.  Arriving  in  sight 
of  the  cjimpriros,  we  hiiltod  and  concealed  ourselves  imtii  about  8  p.  m., 
when  everything-  sm'uhhI  favorablp  for  the  attm-k.  After  «ta(ioninff  5 
men  oa  picketw  to  prevent  any  escape,  I  divided  the  remainder  of  the 
Iiarty  into  four  siiuiuU,  each  under  coumuuid  of  au  offi(;er,  with  instruc- 
tions to  quietly  surround  the  houueM  that  had  lij^htrt  and  fire«  in  them. 
In  t-his  way  we  charged  together  iiiMin  the  houses,  bnrst  open  the 
doors,  and  took  everyone  prisoner  without  firing^  a  gun.  We  captured 
here  1  lieutenant,  1  sergeant,  and  3  privates;  also  10  horses,  8  car- 
bines, 2  shotguns.  1  muHKet,  and  1  rifle.  Tjeaving  our  prisoners  under 
guard,  we  started  for  the  bluff,  where  a  picket  of  4  men  was  stationed. 
At  the  same  time  Mr.  (Jrubbwith  4  men  surrounded  the  house  of  Mr. 
Nixon  and  succeeded  iu  capturing  his  son,  who  is  a  sergeant  iu  Smith's 
cavalry  company,  he  beiug  home  ut  the  time  ou  a  furlough.  With 
the  remainder  of  the  party  1  captured  the  picket  at  the  bluff.  We 
then  returned  to  the  camp  with  our  prisoners.  Leaving  the  camp. 
Or.  Aver}*,  mywif .  and  a  l>oy  an  guide  started  for  a  house  a  mile  and  a 
half  di.'^tant,  where  weca^itured  the  only  remaining  picket  at  the  station. 
Returning  to  the  camp,  we  remained  there  until  daylight,  when  we  left 
forthebuiff.  Here  upwanis  of  30  negroes,  men,  women,  and  child- 
ren, were  collected,  desiring  to  go  with  us.  On  the  bluff  was  u  (!ov- 
crnment  Jstorehousc  contaming  a  large  quantity  of  corn,  which  I 
de,stn>Ted  by  fire.  Kmbarking  all  the  prisoners  and  negroes,  I  pro- 
ceede<f  down  the  creek,  taking  the  precaution  to  r-emovc  all  boats  at 
Kickoe's  Bluff  and  on  the  ereelc,  to  prevent  pursuit.  I  was  obliged  to 
leave  the  horses,  having  no  means  of  transjxjrting  them  a<*ross  the 
river.  Arriving  at  the  mouth  of  the  creek,  I  sent  Mr.  Gnibb  with 
the  negroes  and  prisonei-s  down  the  river  to  White's  Bluff.  Taking 
4  men,  I  staitetl  for  Freeman's,  a  planter,  who  owned  about  a  dozen 
negroes.  I  arrived  there  at  4  p.  m.  and  took  every  negro  on  his  plan- 
tation, also  one  rifle  and  one  double-barreled  fowling  piece.  1  imme- 
diately proceeded  down  the  river  to  White's  Bluff,  arriving  on  the 
following  morning  at  S*:30  a.  m.  I  found  that  Mr.  Gruhb  had  sent 
the  prisoners  ana  ncgi*oes  across  the  countrj'  toward  th«»  salt  house, 
keeping  a  boat's  crew  with  him  at  the  bluff.  Procuring  a  team  from 
M  r.  Tate  t^i  trnnsjiorl  the  baggage,  I  sent  tlie  remainder  of  the  negroes 
across  the  country.  1  then  ordered  Mr.  (inibb  to  proceed  down  the 
river  with  the  seiond  cutter  and  a  crew  of  11  men  to  cstpture  a 
picket  of  K  mnn  which  was  -(tationed  at  old  KortCiadsden,  and  pro<'eed 
il<)wn  the  river  ami  r('|)ort  to  bliH-kading  vessel  at  AjMilachicola  Bay 
and  iT'^turn  to  the  .\fid7ttfjhf  along  the  coast.  I  then  returned  to  the 
salt  house  ami  down  the  creek  to  the  place  where  the  launch  was  con- 
cealed. Here  1  encamped  for  the  night.  On  the  morning  of  the  STth 
1  sent  the  contnibimds  down  the  creek  in  cliarge  of  Mr.  Mitchell  witli 
orders  to  land  them  at  Barge  JHuff.  The  prisoners  were  sent  down  to 
the  ship  in  charge  of  Dr.  Avery  with  order*  to  report  to  you  to  send 
back  the  launch  in  tow  of  the  tir^t  cutter.  I  r<*mained  at  the  salt  bouffe 
with  two  men  to  forward  the  baggage  to  thu  bluff,  where  1  amred  on 
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thf  iiKirning'  of  thn  2Hth.  At  5  p.  ni.  t\w  ladiich  uih!  riii*t<*uttppBrrived 
fiMiii  Ihi'  whip.  Al.  *i  p.  111.  wi"  I'mliarkfd  iiiiH  proccodi'tl  lo  ihe  Hittp, 
where  wp  »rrivt'<i  at  4  a.  in.  on  tlie  2!tth.

IlaviuK  (Iriflcd  puut  the  fort,  I  lande*!  inv  party  one^half  mite  below  and  Mlteinpttsl 
lo  nmn'h  np,  but  wiw  titopped  by  n  wiile,  deep  ereek,  which  we  r^nld  not  cto*^. 
KmbarkinK  my  party  ngirin  and  luutHinK  tlie  oar>i,  pnlled  np  the  river  about  1  mile 
and  landeil  at  Brit-k  Ynrd  Bluff.  MovinK  quiekly  aerom  the  lielde,  wecaptunxl  ihe 
MfUtry,  and,  t<nti>rin^'  the  KU^ritboum-*,  found  a  tfuiyvaut  and  one  mail,  which  waa 
all  (hut  wen-  on  the  titiitton  nt  that  lime,  ihnt;  men  bnviii];  pt-rmiseiou  (••  jafcn  ibe 
ni((bt  at  thfir  boniea.  Taking  iha  tlin-*-'  prisonera  and  their  Brm«i,  we  went  t«»  the 
boutfu  of  a  Mn»,  Bin'kle8  oiid  fnLiiiii]N-d  fur  the  rviuainder  of  the  night.  -At  8  a.  n>. 
of  the  27th  1  ftartKl  for  the  hotuK*  of  a  man  named  Wellington,  6  milcfl  down  the 
nv<?r.  A(<  wi'uiipnjai-bt.-il  ibu  liou»i  be  start^l  (or  the  woodmand  eacaped-  I  Hyurud 
bi^  carbine,  nhot  bin  horve,  and  ntarted  for  a  place  called  Blofwiy  Blnff,  where  two 
men  Uvcl,  Wlonginjr  to  the  same  coiujuinv.  We  found  tbeiii  at  home  and  t'.Mik  tbeui 
and  their  arnut.  At  1:M  p.  ni.  we  ptart/-(^  for  the  blockade  at  A palAehicnla.  Arriv- 
iiiK  at  Kl  p.  in.,  1  reportdi  immediately  to  Acting  Vuliuitt.'er  Lieutenant  Baxter,  euni- 
niandin^  the  \'.  S.  S.  Ftirt  llfiti-ti,  who  ordered  the  V.  S.  S.  •Suuffuufr  lu  take  iw  tn 
St.  Andrew's  Bay.  We  left  West  Pac*  at  lioO  p.  in.  lA  the  Iftftb'inaUint  and  arrivfx) 
at  8  a.  In.  next  morning,  bringing;  5  prietmera  and  0  etand  of  annii. 

The  result  of  the  above  expeditions  are  briefly  thiA,  vix:  TIic 
capture  of  1  lieutenant.  3  iicrgcunts,  12  privates,  and  111  stand  of 
arniH,  betiides  bringin)?  uway  43 conimbands  mid  destroying  agovcrn- 
luent  storchouyc  wnich  eontaiiiod  ioO  busholi>  of  corn  behmging  to  tho 
Confederate  Goveruniont.  1  would  further  state  that  1  can  not  spt^ik 
too  highly  of  the  officers  and  men  (without  exception)  Ijelonging  to 
this  whip  for  their  hniverv  and  the  amount  of  good  judgment  i>bown 
on  their  mitneroun  cxiH'ditions.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  i-eport  my  lirrlvul  iit  lliis  place  Monday, 
tlu'  iKtli  instant.  I  founil  Ih^'  H^'hoornT  AnW  liere  from  Tampa  Bay, 
will]  n'fugoe.s  for  Fort  Myers.  Hnviiig  no  means  of  transjwrljition 
at  my  dispiKsal  Imt  tlu'  chip's  hnatit,  I  aceordinglv  armed  and  manned 
till'  first  cuttor  next  morning'  and  sent  them  down  under  charge  of 
Acting  Eiisigti  Ah'x.  Hinckley. 

The  fir«t  cutter  returned  to-tlay  (20th)  and  Mr.  Hinckley  i-eported 
to  mc  that  thi'  raptain  of  the  .^cliooner  Mn/f/i/^Mi^  l.V'"J?  '^'-  ^'(►i'lt  Kosa 
[Pmita  IJa-'^a  i|.  informed  him  "tlrnt  almiit  lii  miles  to  the  northward 
of  Cape  Uoman  he  passed  tlit-  wreck  of  a  s<'lMM»rH'r  with  lier  niainniiu^t 
gone  and  foremast  ttrokeii.  and  that  niglit  he  saw  a  large  lire  ashore." 

The  wreck  I  concluded  to  be  that  of  the  sehoonor  ,-lrt/i;V,  which  left 
Kev  West  for  this  port  about  two  weeks  ago.  1  again  and  immedi- 
atoh"  armed,  manned,  and  provisioned  the  first  cutter,  under  charge  of 
Acting  Ensign  Alex.  Hinckley,  to  a.sccrtain  if  my  suiiuises  were 
correct,  and,  if  so,  to  render  assistanee  or  succor  to  those  of  her  sur- 
vivors that  might  need  it. 

Captain  [Jonathan  W. )  Childs,  cotrminnding  post  at  Koit  Myers, 
infoniis  nil'  of  his  intention  of  sending  a  party  across  to  Cape  liomau. 

Hoping  my  action  in  this  matter  may  meet  with  your  approval,

Sir:  Keferring  to  your  letter  of  the  15th  of  October  last.  The 
honomia  was  immediately  withdrawn  from  the  blockade  at  West  Pass, 
and  has  since  made  two  unsurceysful  cruises  in  the  vicinity  of  Nassau 
and  the  Bahama  Banks.  In  lioth  cruises  blockade  runnera  were  chased 
and  escjiped  by  superior  speed  or  running  within  neutral  territory.  In 
both  cruiHes  much  of  the  time  was  spent  under  shelter  of  the  cays  in 
the  I^ahauia  Banks,  and  it  was  only  when  the  weather  was  moderate 
she  could  keep  the  open  sea.     On  her  last  cruise  the  Imnoniia  i-eceived 
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coiiHidorablo  damajro  to  her  sponsons  and  whcclhousos.  IIftvin|r 
received  information  from  thec-onsiil-gcneral  at  Havana  that  a  steamer 
was  about  to  attempt  to  enter  the  port  of  St.  Marks,  I  Higpatohed  the 
Igonotnia  to  cniise  near  that  place  in  the  hope,  with  her  speed  in 
smooth  water  the  vpwhcI  niiglit  be  cnptureil.  t'pon  her  ivtum  from 
this  service  niio  will  iiavf  to  Im>  n'[«iin'<i.  The  iiiafiility  of  the  /•nonotnw 
to  keep  the  sm  In  rou^h  wealbcr,  iind  takliij;'  ^lll*lter  nnder  the  cays  on 
the  liahaniH  l^inkf*,  and  wani  of  Mpi^ed  cxrcpt  in  very  Hnioolh  spn,  ivn- 
der  her,  in  inv  judj/nierit,  unlit  for  tb«  Kervife  for  which  hIip  was 
intended  by  tiie  I)f|>artmerit.

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mftiiit<>pnia.st  was  found  fust  to  ihi-  jilt  slay.  iIip  iK'niiant  hnlyaiils  I>eing 
wound  ai*ouiid  it  wilb  Ihe  tn^glc.  and  liond  nf  tbi;  [H'nnant.  On  the 
port  side,  from  the  fore  rij;jjiii(;  aft,  bcr  rail  wius  t'litirclv  gone,  but  1 
think  ber  plank-slu'Cr  was  wliob^  uu  tliat  sidt>  an  far  nn  tlic  cabin.  A 
more  complotc  wreck  could  Miircely  be  imaj^fiiicd.  Everything  that 
could  1)0  found  was  saved.  Hor  <^un  could  not  be  discovered,  and  1 
am  satisfied  was  not  on  board.  The  foresail  and  everything  connected 
with  it  was  gone.  I  prncured  ber  anchors  and  chains  with  the  jib  aud 
a  few  other  artirU'8— a  list  of  which  I  enclose  and  which  J  hold  subject 
to  your  order.  An  oilant  in  its  ai-se  was  found  with  tho  chains  for- 
ward. On  tlip  ()lh,  at  J*  a.  ns.,  finding  that  nothing  more  ronid  be 
saved,  1  caused  the  wi*eck  to  be  liung  by  the  mast,  and  cutting  the 
rigging  as  far  down  an  it  could  be  got  at  (he  Ina^t  drew  out  and  was 
.saved,  and  the  ill-fated  schooner  sank  in  0  fatlionis  of  water.  With 
the  grapnels  and  other  appliuiues  the  whol«  hull  wiw  felt  over  to 
ascertain  if  any  of  the  bofhes  of  the  rrew  could  be  discovei'<*d,  but 
nothing  mh-s  found  except  n<mie  clothing  and  bedding.  Nothing  rouM 
Iw  found  t<J  throw  any  light  on  the  manner  of  her  loss.  Ax  I  di,'^- 
cflV4^red  her  no  vessel  could  liavo  nui  her  down  and  injure  lu'r  to  the 
exl^^^nt  seen  by  a  single  blow,  although  nuich  may  have  wiwheil  off 
fnun  her  .^ince  her  loss.  Fnuu  all  I  coidd  see  I  think  she  must  have 
been  blown  u]i,  and  can  account  fiir  it  in  no  other  way.

Comniander  Gilisoii,  iind  the  vessels  with  the  troops  under  the  com- 
mand of  Gcncnil  Nmvton,  arrived  sinuiltnncou&l}'  on  St.  Marks.

— H cad i|im iters  were  enilwrked  on  the  uteamor  Tfon- 
duras.  Acting  Volunteer  Ijieutenftnt  Harris,  coiimmiiding',  and  ItkewiHO 
three  companicH,  A,  R,  and  K,  of  the  Se(x>nd  U.  S.  Colored  Infantry, 
destined  for  Ptinta  Haisa. 

I'^Sruwy  ^4. — lleached  Punta  Ra«ii,  where  the  Ma^mdin  wart  found. 
Both  HteainerH  -sailed  for  Odar  Keys  at  3  p.  111. 

/rAz-j/rtny  :?■■'.— Arrived  at  Cedar  Keys  at  fi  p.  in.  Major  Weeks, 
oonunaiiding  {XMt,  lieing  absent  oti  a  raid,  he  wa^  din>cied  to  return. 
No  chain:o  to  cut  off  or  intercept  the  oneiny'N  force  in  the  South  Penin- 
sula appeared  to  offer  itjself, 

Ffhj-nanj  i?7.— Major  Weeks  returned.  Companies  C,  D.  and  E, 
Sct^ond  Florida  Cavalry  (dismounted),  and  Companies  p],  G,  and  H, 
Second  U.  S.  Colored  Infantry,  were  enibarke<l  on  the  Miujnolui..  leav- 
ing at  C^ffdar  Keys  a  Kiiffirlent  detail  from  the  eompaniej*  alwve  men- 
tioned to  prot4MTt  thi'  pla<'e  in  our  alwcnce,  TninHferred.  headqtmrtcrH 
to  the  A/tianrt',  wlii^-h  had  arrived  from  Key  WcmL 

/^rtwry  i/(*?.^Arrived  off  Ocklockonre  buoy,  neiir  St,  Marks  Itar, 
13  miles  from  land,  where  the  naval  force  wa«  directed  to  asHeuiljlc, 
The  fog  was  dense. 

Mart'h  I  and  2, — Steamers  Mahattkn^  JIondutuH^  MiujmAiti^  Starn 
and  iStrijH'ji,  Spirfu^  Fort  Ilenn^;  ^cbooucrs  O.  JL  Lee.  J/'i/f/wtr 
I  awwr.  and  Tuy*  S/'uhrs  as8emble<f  together,  lleavv  fog,  Lieutenant- 
Commander  William  Gibson  commanded  the  uaval  force.  After  full 
and  free  consultation  the  following  plan  of  operations  was  adopted: 
First,  to  land  a  mrty  of  fieamen  and  of  the  Second  Florida  Cavalry  on 
Lipht-Housc  ]i>iand  on  the  night  of  the  3d  to  take  possc-ssion  of  the 
bridge  over  East  liivrr.  and  U*  surprise  and  rupture  the  pickets  there 
if  [KJ-ssiblc;  second,  to  hnid  the  troops  on  the  same  night  111  readine&s 
to  start  at  dayli^^ht  on  (he  4th;  third,  the  lurid  expedition  wa8  to  niai^'h 
to  I^ewport,  deytroy  the  public  estabji.shnicnts  tuere,  cross  the  river 
St.  Mark»,  take  St.  Marks  in  ri-iir  or  strike  the  railroad  Urtwecn  St. 
Marks  an<i  Tallaha.sM<>e.  attjicking  isolated  )x)dies  of  tbc  enemy  to  pre- 
vent a  concentration  and  destTOving  and  capturing  such  property  as 
might  Im?  useful  to  the  oneniy;  fourth,  in  order  to  effect  these  objects, 
partice  wore  liinded  to  destrov  the  railroad  and  other  bridges  over  tiie 
Ocklockonee  River,  the  trestle  or  bridge  over  the  Aiicilla  Jtiver,  and 
to  break  up  the  niilrond  between  St.  Marks  an<l  TallahasscMj;  fifth, 
thn  naval  force  wits  to  endeavor  to  silence  the  butteries  at  St,  Marks 
and  captuiT  it,  t()  lund  a  force  of  5(K)  t^»  lifM)  seamen  at  Poi-t  Leon 
to  cover  the  land  expetlition,  to  prevent  the  enemy  crossing  in  its 
rear  In-.tween  Si.  Marks  and  Newpoi-t,  and  to  threaten  St.  Alarks. 
There  was  no  doubt  entertained  that  this  landing  at  Port  Leon  would 
Ije  effected. 

March  J. — The  fog  having  risen,  the  whole  8eet  put  to  sea,  Mailing 
until  after  dark  in  oriler  to  deceive  the  enemy,  .shounl  he  have  discov- 
ered the  presence  of  the  ve.-fsels.  After  dark,  returned  to  the  Ijar, 
which  the  pilot  in  vain  endeavored  Ui  ci'oss,  though  he  had  indicate 
no  difliculty  jireviously.  A  heavy  gale  sprang  up  und  the  vessels 
were  of  necessity  anchored  unlil  luorutng,  by  which  the  landing  <)f  tiie 
troopa  was  unfortunately  delayed,  in  the  meantiuK'  Major  >Vt^ek«, 
with  00  men  of  the  Florida  cavalry  and  30  seamen  under  Acting  Kn- 
sign  Whitman,  surprised,  bait  did  not  succeed  in  rupturing  the  enemy^s 
picketti  at  the  bridge  over  Ea^-t  Hiver. 

March  ^.— Early  in  the  morning  the  fleet  got  underway  (the  Spirca 


Tpftdint?)  for  the  lij^hl-huiiso.  Tbe  pilot  ran  the  Sphaj  hard  anH  fft*it 
uffrouiid:  the  IltmilumM^  coutaining  troops,  likewise  ffrouiified.  In 
the  inoaDtimo  Major  Weeks'  expedition  i-etunicd  to  the  tighl-hoTiKp, 
because  his  position  at  the  bridge  was  too  advanced  in  the  absence  of 
the  main  force.  The  enemy's  eavalrv  followed  him,  Hkinnii^hing. 
The  steamers  IIihU<.'us^  Protem^  and  htl'a  arrived.  The  la,st  two  an- 
chored and  i-emained  outside.  Af(-er  the  delays  arising  as  above  stated 
frnin  tbe  fn^  anrl  from  (ho  gronnding  of  the  vessels,  llie  t3'(K>ps  were 
iinally  cichiirkpd  by  4  p.  ni.,  and  I  he  wluile  runinuiiid  was  nioveil  for- 
ward iilHuit  ■1\  miles  iJjHm  a  s[»)t  of  elevat-ed  L'rouiid  miitable  for  an 
Rn<-ainpnicnt,  where  we  were  to  await  the  lanoiriy  of  tlie  artillery,  am- 
munition, and  amtuilancert.  This  l>eing  effeeted  alx>ut  S  a.  m.  on  the 
Sth,  the  whole  command  a<lvanced  upon  the  road  leadinjf  to  the  bridge 
over  Flast  Uiver,  where  we  found  the  planking  of  tlie  bridge  tnken  up 
and  the  enemy's  cavalry,  wilh  one  piece  of  artiilerj-,  upon  Uie  opposite 
bank  prpp:u'ed  to  disjmLe  the  pH.s.sH}je.     »     *     • 

The  exiM'.dilion  rpturned  ln'cause  tbo  navy  whs  unable  to  eotHK^iiite 
in  any  manner;  the  uinnunuti<ui  wilm  nearly  expended,  and  our  com- 
nnuileatiiHis,  owing  to  the  fiiiluiv  to  land  a  furce  tjf  seameti  at  Port 
Ia'uu,  as  agreed  ujmn,  would  have  been  assuredl}'  cut  in  less  than  eight 
hours.  'iTie  whole  force  of  the  expedition  was  81*3  enlisted  men.  2 
navy  btmt  howitzers,  and  1  light  I'i-pounder  captured  from  the  enemy. 
The  artillery  was  drawn  byliand  the  whole  distance.  Our  wounded 
were  all  brought  otf  with  the  exception  of  S  fatally  wounded,  left  at  a 
house  2  miles  fr»un  the  Held  of  battle.  Our  lojss  was  14)S  killed, 
wounded,  and  missing,  of  whii-h  'Aa  are  missing.  This  number  will  Iw 
fvirther  reduced,  it  is  reas(Hiaf)!e  to  iintieipatc.  The  foree  uf  the 
enemy  is  stated  by  a  prisoner  (uii  officer  of  militia)  to  have  bren  from 
l,5t«»  to  2,000,  and  further  reinforcements  were  coutinuMllv  arriving. 
The  enemv  was  lilicrally  supplied  with  field  artillery.  The  bridges 
over  the  Orklockonee  and  the  Aucilla  were  not  damage<l,  nor  the  |-ail- 
road  obstrufted,  so  far  as  known.  IndetHi,  the  party  for  the  Ock- 
luckonee  returned  without  niiiking  a  serious  attempt  to  reach  the 
bridge.  The  men  sent  were  picked,  and  had  u  gmul  knowledge  t>f  the 
country,  and  they  would,  with  little  risk  to  themselves,  have  obstructed 
for  .several  days  *tbc>*c  railroad?*.  A  n;fugee  is  known  to  have  left  one 
of  the  blwkading  vessels  and  to  have  given  the  enemy  two  weeks' 
notice  of  tbe  expedition;  heiico  their  largo  conceutration  of  force,  a 
party  of  which  is  said  to  have  come  from  Georgia  and  from  the  vicin- 
ity of  Pensacola.  The  expedition,  though  it  did  not  effect  all  that  wiw 
anticiiMvted,  was  far  from  Wing  unfruitful  in  its  resullj*.  Two  iiniK)r- 
tant  bridges,  one  foundry,  and  two  large  mills  were  burned;  extensive 
saU  wtirks  ^Hirtially  destwyed.  and  laid  ofMrn  for  the  futum  to  raiding 
jmrtii^s.  It  is  proper  to  state  that  tliis  ex|>edition  has  likewise  estab- 
lished the  blockade  vessels  off  the  lighldiou.se  instead  of  outside  the 
haras  before.  St.  Marksisnowthoroughiy  blockaded.  Theenemy  has 
little  toboai^tof  in  the niilitaiy  operations  of  this  exi>edition.  Though 
having  two  weeks'  rolice,  he  was  oljjiged  to  burn  tlie  important  bridge 
at  Newport,  so  useful  (o  him,  and  was  tinally  driven  oil  the  tield  near 
the  Natural  Bridge,  having  allowed  au  inferior  foive  to  march  25  miles 
into  his  territ^jry  and  return  without  losing  an  article  of  public  prop- 
erty, but,  on  the  contrary,  carrying  ofl'  one  captured  piece  of  artillery. 
It  fs  unnecessary  to  state  that  wc  were  in  ignorance  of  the  fact  that  in- 
formation had  been  furnished  the  enemy  until  the  cxpcditiou  wa^j  over. 
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Wi!  would  otherwise  not  have  landed.  St  Marks  and  i»'ijjbhorlio<Hi  prff 
.sented  Lli4>  irreaU-Hl  if  not  thi^  soU*  iiidiu'emtMit.-^  for  a  nii<l  or  i>x|M<(Iition 
within  tlio  Fiinits  of  tlii.sdiHtnrt.  TheabM'iu-(<of  Itirtro  iiiiiiiberdof  ridiel 
troops  ill  thb  SoiUl)  l^*nin^•ulu,  its  )»efore  slated.  ti\o(rt.h«;  proper  iiiouitint 
for  liic  iiUoinpt.  and  it  wu>  not  f^uitabli'  to  piLss  unnotii-ed  tlit'  attoiiipl 
of  tin:  rebels  to  capture  Fori  Mycrw  and  annoy  the  garri.«on  at  LVtlur 
Keyt«.  The  rebel  troops  al  Chuttabooi^hec,  Tallahib^ce,  8l.  M»rkt«,  luid 
as  far  eiwt  as  Madisonville  were  by  unaniniou»  testimony  put  at  !«*«» 
than  fMMt  mi!n.  It  whs  likewise  thou^^ht  that  tlie  expedition  fnnn  IVn- 
sacola^  of  which  1  tiad  beai*d,  would  nutundly  draw  the  rebt^lH  from  the 
nei(;hborhood  of  Tallahasseo  and  tit.  Murks,  thuu^^h  it  is  now  known 
that  the  information  of  our  intended  opi;nilions  in  that  vicinity  drew 
their  troops  in  the  opiKwItedircction:  a  gnuit  advantaj^e.  at  all  cveut.s, 
to  t)ur  coluuiii  -itartinjf  from  l*enj*acola  into  tbc  interior.  After  the 
expedition  uab  over,  all  the  troops  were  returned  to  the  past^  at  (.;«idiir 
Keys,  I'unlJi  lia^^a,  and  Key  West,  Fort  Myers  has  ()eeu  bmkoii  up. 
The  oiiicert.  and  men  of  the  expedition  behaved  nobly  under  the  luitA 
tryiuj(  circumstance*!,  luarchini/  50  miles  in  forty-four  hours,  of  which 
they  rested  only  five  hours,  and  fought  or  skirmished  most  of  the  tirue. 
Wlien  Tie  recro«sc<i  the  bridge  nt  Kast  River  wo  found  there  a  guard 
of  -if)  eeamon  tuidcr  t*onuuand  of  Actinp  Knsi^  Whitman.  For  this 
precaution  wo  wore  indebted  to  the  foresight  of  Commander  .Sbufuldt, 
who  in  my  absence  b[id  ndieved  Lieutenant-Commander  Gibson  of  tho 
command  of  tho  nav:U  force. 

I  can  not  close  this  conununication  without  cxpressin|f  tho  oblitra. 
tion.s  r  am  under  to  Kear- Admiral  Striblinjf  for  tho  hearty  coopcnition 
whicii  he  orden^l  bis  oIKcena  to  afi'ord,  and  his  own  endeavoi*s  to  make 
the  cxjK'dition  a  lumplete  success.  And  this  desire  of  the  admiral  was, 
so  far  as  I  could  perceive,  eheeifiilly  responded  to  by  liis  ollicers.  I 
will  forward  a  list  of  recommendations  for  gallant  services  in  tlie  ti<«ld.

St.  M.frHv  R:r.r^  Fhn'Uhi,  Jtftrc/>  2h  J^Gft, 
Silt:  I  have  tho  honor  to  forward  a  conimuniuition  received  on  thfi 
ISth  instant  by  a  fla^  of  truce  from  Major-Goneral  Sam  Jones,  com- 
manding'' at  Tallalmssee,  with  a  ropy  of  my  reply.  On  Ihc  20lli  the 
enemy  sent  another  tlaj;:,  only  to  say  that  if  we  wished  to  communicate 
we  should  tire  a  i;un  at  y  a.  m.  and  they  would  meet  us  at  Four-mile 
Points  Quite  a  mimber  of  refugees,  white  men  and  contraband-s.  havt; 
recently  come  on  board.  From  two  a  onc-lej;:^ed  wliite  man  noiaed 
James  ^Vetzol.  who  claints  to  have  been  tukeu  prisoner  from  tho  IT.  S. 
Army,  and  a  colored  man  named  Charles  Amos— 1  have  iufonnntion 
wbicn,  a:i  it  wiw  received  at  different  times  and  clo-scly  tallies,  may  bo 
considered  reasonably  reliable.  I  send  you  the  men  that  you  may  per- 
sonal!}^ question  them.  On  the  16th  instjint  Captain  Strickland  and 
one  privat«  of  his  paity  were  executed  by  the  relxds  (shot).  The  salt 
works  here  are  of  vital  importance  to  tho  rebels.    Aiter  our  attack  t«lt 
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wont  from  fco  to  ijnSO  per  bu»hoU  Confederate  money.  About  iJ.iHN>  of 
the  enemy  encountered  Geneinl  Newton  at  the  Natural  liiidjfc,  near 
Newport.  A  moiety  was  collected  from  the  vicinity*  old  men  and 
young  Ikjvs  im-liidod,  and  l.iXXl  well-drilled  volunteer  troopf*  from 
Cieorgia  arrivcci  toward  the  tlo.sn  nf  tlie  tight.  Aliovit  S^SlWl  men  are 
all  that  they  nin  gather  now  ut  TallahaxKce.  Their  drserinlion  of  tlio 
fort  agrees  with  that  given  iih  l)efnrn  thn  attack,  with  iidnitioniil  pir- 
ticiilarK.  'Yhti  mngii/.ine  !«  at  the  eawt  end  of  the  fort  and  is  higher 
(Imn  the  top  of  (be  |}ara]>et.  It  i.s  made  of  logs,  7  feet  tliink.  A  Hmall 
magazine  for  the  largest  rille  gun  i.s  at  the  other  extremity.  In  antici- 
pation of  theattaek,  all  the  guns  had  lK>en  removed  from  the  Sjfrni/ and 
mounted  on  the  fort.  Two  smootli-hore,  old-iMittern,  ringed,  caaeahel 
Sii-poiinders  were  left  on  the  lighter  alongside  the  Sprrn/.  The  arma- 
ment of  the  fort,  thus  increased,  was  two  aSi-pounder«,  rilled;  one  rillc 
pun,  dewrihedaj^  a  Parrott  (pn>hably  I^li-ponnder),  and  one  l*J-poun<ler 
ritle  gun,  captured  from  uh,  and  two  smoothbore  S'J-iJonnderw,  simihu* 
to  those  on  tne  lighter.  Hut  al  the  time  of  the  attaick  (Ihev  .>^tate)  there 
were  only  three  nn'U  left  in  the  fort,  and  trainN  were  hiid  and  onlen* 
left  to  hldw  up  iHJtIi  thn  fort  and  vessel  on  thi?  near  apprnach  of  the 
gunbi>ats.  \V  ptzel  says  there  are  no  gotxi  artillerisLH  in  the  fort.  Aa 
n'gard>i  oh.'*tructions,  a  tiatboat  was  sunk  in  the  river  a  shurt  distance 
below  Port  Leon  a.  long  time  since.  Keceutly  (as  our  i)wn  jM'opIc  had 
8oen)  many  of  the  stones  were  taken  out  of  her  and  she  wnn  tloating  to 
one  side,  leaving  a  chuunol,  the  soldier  says,  to  the  Jeft  of  her  g<»ing 
up.  At  the  time  of  the  fleet  moving  up  there  were  no  obstructionn 
between  Port  Leon  and  the  fort.  Pens  (to  bo  sunken  with  j^tones) 
were  being  nmde,  and  jiine  logs  chained  together,  with  spearheads 
pointing  down.stream  {such  a.**  they  bail  at  Charleaton),  were  to  b<'  sub- 
merged in  what  wa-^  intended  to  \)e  an  inviting  channel  }>etweeu  the 
pen.s.  These  were  not  In  ivadinejss,  and  witlml  would  have  iM^en  only 
I'HI  yards  from  the  fort.  We  iwve  reason  to  believe,  from  watching 
tlie  movements  of  the  Ayrni//**  boat  and  from  the  talk  of  some  of  the 
contrabands,  that  they  are  dropijjng  torpedoes  in  the  river.  They 
have  thrown  up  ritle  pits  in  rear  of  the  fort.

The  cxiM'dition  stniloa  with  K'J3  men,  but  the  dotacbmrnts  iii  New- 
port and  outijost-i  up  and  down  the  river,  toti"rther  witli  Umsoh  in 
action,  hud  rmincrd  Uiis  iinmber  to  fioii  men  at  th«  moment  when  the 
enemy  btMimm  ri'infor<'«l.  \Vith  .^(lO  men,  thei-efore,  a  force  of  four 
to  Bve  timoH  \\»  number  wa.^  decitsively  ntpuliwd.  All  the  troo[w 
eiigajjinl  at  tht*  Natuntl  Brid^je  were  lilack  troops  of  Second  and 
Ninety-ninth  t'oluriMl  Infantry.  Tlie  t>uhln('.>4.-<  of  onr  atta«-k  j^avn  the 
enemy  the  idea  of  a  inucli  sni^-rior  force  on  our  part,  which  tlicy  actu- 
ally believed  to  have  been  nearly  ii.'Wi).  The  distHiMition  made,  of  <»ur 
troops  wa.s  such  that  the  cueray  could  use  but  a  portion  of  their  avail- 
able men.  and  their  pa|X'rs  declared  that  one-half  at  leuf^t  did  not  (ire 
a  s}3ot.  The  result  was  that  the  rebels  could  moke  but  little  um-  of 
va^^lly  sujM>rior  forces.  The  enemy  evacuated  St.  Marks,  leaviujuf  Init 
three  men  to  blow  up  the  fort  there,  destroy  their  gunboat,  the  Spmy^ 
plyin^r  V'tween  St.  Marks  aD<l  Newport,  and  burn  5*.K)  Iwles  of  cotton 
at  tlie  depot  at  St.  Markfi;  and,  had  the  navy  advanced,  all  the  obiec^tji 
cont4Miir>lale<l  jii  the  expedition  could,  I  think,  have  c<'rtainly  f»en 
accomplished.

Hula  of  I'lorlda,  an  i>hj«i-t  which  has  Itpcn  fully  ari-otinilishctl.  T  learn 
also  that  it  cfTeclcd  a  powerful  divei'sinn  in  favor  of  Steele's  column 
marcliLiijj  from  I'dwucnla,  which  wiis  a  i-<)ntemplattMl  lH>nefit  of  the 
expedition.  The  iia\al  force,  wln<'h  cxa;£j;enited  the  imiMtrtanceof  the 
expedition  in  the  public  eye,  bcint:  unable  toi>erforai  the  partassig-ned, 
was,  to  Hay  the  leiLst,  of  no  lK>iu>ht  to  our  o^Huutions.  Ine  ex|ie(Tition 
wa.*«  not  tmdertaken  to  ^  to  ThomaHville,  capture  Tallahassee,  or 
occupy  atiy  part  of  the  cioutitry,  unless  it  should  afterwards  aj)|)ear  that 
St,  Mftrkw  ptssessed  p-reat  advantages  for  the  hitter  purpose.  A  great 
deal  of  the  mrnrmalion  im^mrtcd  ifi  this  communication  has  Ijeen  gained 
since  tny  rei)ort  to  (Jenei*al  Canby's  hcjidquahers.  I  siuul  herewith  a 
sketch*  of  till'  country.

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a  vessel  to  pass  up  to  St.  Marks.  The  ^S(»n^rfiet'')i  boilerscan  not  be  used, 
and  she  is  reported  to  be  otherwise  in  a  very  bad  condition.  I  have 
ordered  her  to  this  place  and  will  repoH  result  of  the  examination  of 
her  as  soon  as  uiade.  The  I^(^rt  Ilmry  is  the  onlv  other  vessel  of  li^ht 
draft  and  heavy  battery  fit  for  either  of  thcMO  places.  The  Hendrick 
Iludmn  and  Si-ar«  and  StriptJf  are  the  next  best.  The  Talhipotmt  and 
Muhaaka  have  powerful  batteries,  but  are  too  long-  to  be  managed  in 
the  narrow  and  tortuous  channels  of  St.  (ieorg-e's  Sound  and  the 
entnincc  to  St.  Marks.  Under  these  circumstances,  as  none  of  the 
vessels  recently  ioined  the  squadron  have  heavy  batteries  and  light 
draft  of  water,  1  respectfully  request  that  three  or  four  vessels  of 
light  draft  and  heavy  batteries  may  lie  ordered  here  as  soon  as  prac- 
ticable.

Sir:  The  destruction  of  the  rebel  ram  and  ironclads  so  long  pre- 
paring at  Columbus,  Ga. .  to  oppose  which  we  have  had  tbe  Fort  J/ffiri/ 
and  Soinfrtit:t  stationed  off  Afmlachicola,  renders  these  vessels  useleBS 
for  that  purpose.  These  vessels  were  originally  Now  York  ferrylKiats, 
and  are  only  tit  for  such  service  aa  that  upon  which  tliey  have  been 
employed.  I  would  rcspoctfulty  request  two  small  steamers  to  be 
sent  here  to  replace  them,  as  they  both  require  extensive  repairs.

Excellent  Sin:  I  have  T*eceircd  n  coinmunication  si^jned  >>v  youF 
oxcelleiu'v  and  Mr.  John  Newton,  hrij^riuiior-general  of  the  United 
States  Army,  eouinmnding  the  district  of  Key  We8t  and  Tortugas,  in 
which  you  state  that  in  consequence  of  the  arrival  in  this  port  of  the 
r»m  Sf'wcwtt/ly  that  if  this  vesfsel  is  |)erniitted  to  proceetl  to  sea  that 
the  Spanish  Government  will  Iwheld  responaihle  for  tolerating  piracy, 
a**  the  Confetlerat©  Government  hiw  no  representative,  eiUier  civil  or 
military. 

Through  the  newspapers  of  the  United  Stales  I  have  learned  that 
the  Confederate  tr<x»ps  connnanded  hy  (lencnil  I^ee  and  othcrn  have 
Burrcndcrcd.

Frank  C.  An(lei»on,  Frederick  Moho,  RicliartI  S.  M{-Cnllork,  Thomas  A. 
Harris,  .hilius  C.  Pratt,  Isaac  A.  tlomcr.  Henry  W.  McCormick.  Not 
having  been  received  at  Key  M'cst,  it  i>  not  known  who  they  aiT. 
Their  conduct  looks  suspicious  and  leads  to  the  .supposition  that  they 
were  men  of  importance  in  the  so-called  t'onfcderacv,  and  that  many 
of  the  names  given  arc  tictitious.

Sir:  I  re.'jjM'ctfuIIy  hep  lt»ave  to  lay  before  the  Department  the  fol- 
lowing phm  of  operations  a^rainst  Ihc  enemy's  commerce  in  the  f^at 
Northern  lakes.  To  su^^ycst  the  field  is  alonf  sufhcient  to  startle  one, 
and  aJthoujrh  the  scheme  nmy  be  a-s  Quixotic  as  it  is  audacious,  yet  I 
trust  there  is  no  Impropriety  in  stating  the  matter. 

My  plan  would  he  to  jiroceed  to  Canada  by  the  most  practicable 
route  with  a  full  complement  of  oflicei-s  for  n  vessel  of  about  this  class. 
I  would  direct  the  officers  to  pnrt  off  into  small  siumds*  and  proceed  to 
the  iHUtlicrn  shore  of  Ijake  Krie.  There  I  would  purchase  a  swift, 
light-draft  propeller  steamer  in  some  |htit  *>n  tlie  lake.  At  another  1 
would  procure  two  heavy  guns  and  carriages;  at  another,  shot  and 
shells  and  amnmtiition,  eipii[»nnMits.  f'tc.

1  think  that  an  outlay  of  $100,(H*U  would  be 
amply  suflicientto  t>et  tho  affair  in  motion  and  pay  the  otticors  and  crew 
for  M'vei-ftI  months.  I  will  not  protend  to  say  what  t-onsternation 
mijrht  bo  created  or  damage  done  in  one  short  month  by  a  Confederate 
cniiser  energetically  and  Iwldly  handled  in  the  midst  of  the  immense 
wealth  afloat  and  ashore  along  the  lakes. 

If  tho  Department  should  think  favorably  of  this  matter,  I  bog  to 
be  allowed  the  privilege  of  being  one  of  tho  officers.

My  Deah  Jones:  Vour  letter  of  the  8th  has  just  reached  rae,  enclos- 
ing a  letter  to  Gift.  A«  he  has  left  here  permanently  with  ordcra  to 
Mobile.  1  have  done  as  you  directed,  opened  the  document  aud  for- 
warded the  Iett4'rs  of  recomnu'iidatinn,  ttirough  Pembroke  Jones,  at 
Savannah,  with  a  request  that  he  will  hand  them  to  the  men.  1  will 
go  on  to  I'xpliiiii  and  endeavor  tn  furnish  y<jn  with  all  the  infoniiation 
connect^'d  with  the  lamenlahh*  anrtdtMit  which  happened  to  the  ili-fated 
ateanier.  Tin*  iu-ct>unt.s,  such  as  we  get,  arc^  most  (■onni<'liiig.  but  Gift, 
having  biken  an  active  (nirl  in  placing  the  informution  before  the  pub- 
lic. I  think,  has  prevented  the  matter  fi*um  l>cing  as  freely  diHcurtHe<i  aa 
would  otherwise  have  l>een  the  c«se. 

The  oidy  ollicers  on  Imani  at  the  time  were  Guthrie,  Midshipmen 
Craig,  iMallory,  and  Gihbs,  liolder.  Hr.  Ford,  and  the  gunner,  and  the 
engiiu'ci-s.  whose  names  have  already  appeaivd  in  print  with  theexc*p- 
tiun  of  'I'hitd  .\s.sistnnt  II.  (if)  Hlanc.  of  New  Orlean?*,  who,  not  l»eiiig 
on  duly.  t'S4-aiH'tI  uninjured.  The  vessel  had  started  ft>r  the  obstruc- 
tions, and  had  goni'  but  20  miles  when  it  wa.s  found  there  was  not  suf- 
licient  water  on  the  bar  Uj  admit  of  \\v.r  crossing.  Tht?  vessel  was 
unchori*d.  The  next  morning  it  was  as<-ertained  that  the  river  had 
Kwolh-n,  when  orders  weie  given  to  niLst?  »team,  and,  as  nenr  as  I  c-an 
learn,  iht-y  couuiieuccd  tiring  up  at  oi''  near  10  o'clock  with  wood. 
At  12  m..  when  the  relief  ciirjn*  down  (wJiich.  by  the  way,  aciouiit.-*  for 
the  number  of   dcatb.s),  the  .^tcani  gauge  was  .showing  T  pouud.s  of 
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steam.  It  U  now  nndorstood  that  it  was  out  of  onlf  r  the  <lay  iimvitmii. 
A  discui^^ion  now  iiro;*!'!  with  n^pinl  In  (lio  i|iiaritily  of  waliT  in  the 
Ixiiler.  Mr.  Fiigiin,  thi*  siMiiin'  imjrinfKT,  lit»ing  iit  thf  tiiin-  in  Wis  >nink 
with  ft  chill,  ht'-iirinj;  the  diMputf,  anil  fi-arinjf  from  thi»  Ifojjth  of  time 
since  the  tire«  had  Ikhmi  slurU'd  that  Hoiiiflhiiijj'  wjij*  wnm^,  hastened 
tfl  thi?  pnjjint'  rocin  and  wa-s  dcwct^ndinjj  th«>  ladder  when  the  oxpluHion 
took  place.  ('ufNJsity  had  taken  the  |iih»t  to  the  enjfino  r<X)in.  and 
Honie  ttiink  it  wsls  he  wliu  started  tlie  pump.  The  explosion  was 
itistuiitiith>on.>i  witii  titc  .stnttii]^''  of  the  puuip.  Guthrie,  ut  ttie  time, 
wju*  in  h\it  nit>ii].  There  is  scjine.  difference  of  opinion  afH>ut  the  tiuio 
of  liin  arrival  on  deck.  Otherwise  1  do  not  henr  of  hiw  name  Ihmiij^ 
mentioned,  except  by  Dr.  FoI^],  wiio  speaks  of  his  adniini&tonn^ 
baptism  to  thone  who  liad  been  wounded  and  wern  alHiut  to  die. 

It  being  reported  that  uri  explosion  of  the  nrnj^azine  wjui  inninnent, 
caused  a  pitnu'  ainou^  the  crew.  ThnH',  1  ^M'licve,  were  4irowned  in 
trying- 1)>  reach  the  shore.  Anion(j  tlie  nuinJH^r  was  n  (puirtertini^t'er 
by  the  luiine  of  Kerry.  No  descri[>tii)ri.  1  am  told,  could  iKjssibly  l»e 
given  of  the  scene  on  the  deck  of  the  ChatiahthH-hf,.,  men  ruiininK* 
alfout  frantic  with  pain,  leaving  the  impres«ou  of  their  bleediti(r  fcjit, 
and  sometimes  the  cntli'e  Hesh,  the  nail:^  and  nil,  remain  behind  them. 
The  dead  and  wounded  were  taken  on  shore,  where  tliey  remainiHl 
until  the  next  afternoon,  most  of  the  time  a  torrihio  storm  i*aginj;. 
Finally  they  were  taken  on  board,  the  Yountf  and  reached  Columhiut 
on  Sunday  night,  just  five  days  after  tlie  aceiilent.  No  attempt  wa« 
made  to  (tross  the  wounds  until  aft^r  their  arrival  here,  vvhich  eouhl 
not  lie  iivoideil.  Poor  Mallory!  I  shall  never  forget  his  ftpi»enranep. 
I  would  not  have  known  hiiu  hatl  he  not  spokon.  Ills  facejiands.  and 
feet  were  scalded  in  the  most  terrible  manner;  he  plead  pileously  to 
have  his  wounds  attended  to.  1  urgefi  the  doctor,  who,  ny  the  wav, 
was  aEmost  used  up  himself,  to  pay  Mallory  some  attention,  lie  then 
told  me  that  be  would  have  to  wait  for  some  assistance.  He  then  snid 
that  Mallory  could  not  live.  Yoii  would  ha\e  thought  ditferentlvhiuJ 
vou  seen  liim.  1  could  not  make  up  my  mind  that  he  would  die. 
When  they  first  commenced  to  remove  the  cloths  he  was  talking  cheer- 
fully, hut  the  nervous  system  conhl  not  stand  the  sliock.  He  com- 
menced sinking  iind  was  a  corpse  before  they  had  gotten  half  through. 
I>utl'y,  the  tireujan,  i'xjiired  on  llie  next  day.  You  would  have  lieen 
Hurprist'd  to  have  seen  the  i-ffccl  protUu-ed  on  Mr.  Craig  and  (lolder, 
who  were  only  slightly  injured,  Mr.  Craig  in  the  foot,  Mr.  Golder 
aide  of  face,  arm,  and  hand.  They  were  so  pr()slnile(I  after  their 
wounds  wei"o  drossed  that  they  were  only  roused  by  tiie  nseof  slinm- 
lant;4.  It  seems  almost  useless  to  inentiiHi  that  they  leceived  all  the 
attention  that  could  jwhsibly  have  been  Iw-stowed.  The  Home  was 
literalh*  Iwsieged  with  ladies,  and  for  one  week  the  street  in  front  uf 
the  Home  wa-s  hIo<^ke*l  up  with  vehicles  of  all  descriptions.  I  reuHy 
looked  on  with  astonishment.  The  four  worst  ca.seswereplaced  together 
in  the  r<K)m  upstaii-s.  directly  in  front  of  the  stefw.  It  was  with  the 
utmost  diHicully  that  I  couhl  remain  in  l1ie  r(w>m  sntliciently  lon^  tci 
ascertain  what  was  retpilred  and  to  see  what  s«^r\i<'e  I  could  render, 
the  atmosphere  was  so  unpleasant,  yet  the  ladie.s  did  not  seem  to  notice 
It  and  ii'mained  at  their  post  till  the  last. 

(tuthrie  came  up  on  the  boat,  bringing  the  guns,  which,  xtninge  to 
sjiy.  he  turned  over  t^>  Major  Huiuphrevs,wilh  a  retpiest  that  he  would 
hold  them  nubjcct  alone  to  his  oidcr  or  that  of  the  Secietary  of  the 
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Navy.  T  iminrdiatrly  nmilc  h  rft|H>rt  of  tlin  iitTnir.  The  Spci-etary, 
throuEjh  the  Office  of  Orciniini-c,  n-plicJ  proniplly  hy  If'lfjjrapli,  direct- 
ing-  lliR  j^un«  iind  cvei^'thinjr  iMM'Uirsinjr  to  tlifiii.  as  wtill  iw  ship'S 
stores,  U"  turned  over  to  me.  The  niutU'-r  caiiseil  ronniderable  tulk 
uiiioM}^  the  peopl4'  in  town.  It  was  not  uiulHi-stood  why  naval  {^unH 
.should  not  have  )wei\  plat-ed  under  the  control  of  naval  oHlcei-s.  it 
doe,s  :i.p{)etLr  to  tne  that  (iiilhrie's  L*onduet  throii^rhoiit  the  whole  atfiiir 
has  IjL'en  nio.st  sinjfular.  He  hits  jriven  leave  of  abseneo  to  Home  of 
hiM  ercw  to  visit  a  plaec  in  pO!*t-esMion  of  the  enemy,  and  some  13  of 
his  men  left  hitii  iit  Chattahoochee  with  the  intention  of  not  returning. 
Anumg  the  nucuUer  was  u  man  hy  the  name  of  Ijoe,  whom  you  will 
no  dom)t  recollect.  After  plHcinj^  tlie  jruns  in  cliarjjc  of  Makir  Hum- 
phn'yshe  to(tk  his  family  and  sturU'^d  for  Clmttahowhee.  where  Ihe] 
rtnuuinexi  four  or  five  day?*,  wheti  he  again  emlmrked  for  Oilumbuii, 
briniring  the  crew,  minus  the  13  mentioned  a}>uve.  At  that  time  1 
had  m  my  msscfsion  a  telegram  fi-om  Hichniond  to  (JuLhrie,  directing 
him  to  send  the  crew  to  Savannah.  He  remarked  he  would  turn  them 
over  to  me,  and  I  uii^ht  do  what  1  pleased  with  them,  but  he  thou;^ht 
I  had  better  wait  for  further  iustruetions.  As  Guthricappeared  to  Iw 
laboring  under  some  Iwdily  iutirmitv,  1  gave  the  men  t|uartcr.s  in  my 
mold  room,  and  sent  4<>  of  them  the  next  day  to  Savannah.  They 
arrived  on  the  day  the  ^'^'Ji'aittta/i  was  put  in  commission.  The  men 
were  all  nicely  dressed  when  they  left  here,  and  on  their  arrival  at 
Savannah,  l>etnjf  all  straight  and  in  good  condition,  were  the  cause  of 
many  i-eniarks.  It  van  certaiidy  reflecting  great  credit  to  those  who 
hat!  organized  and  disciplined  the  crew.  I  felt  proud  of  tbeni. 
During  their  stay  with  me  there  wa-*  not  one  guilty  of  the  Blightest 
iniijivjpriety.  Cronin  (i).  May.  and  lto*iler  expressed  deep  i-egret 
tJaat  thoy  had  not  time  to  put  a  piet-e  in  the  paper  thankino^  the  lailies 
for  their  many  kindnesnes.  bnt  said  Ihcv  would  do  ho  on  their  arrival 
at  Savannah.  The  crew  of  the  ('htittiih<nnJu.t'  will  ever  remember  the 
Inttorand  the  naynia.ster.  They  would  have  Im-cu  willing  to  have  gone 
anywhere  to  nave  gotten  rid  of  the  vewsel.  Webb  was  exceedingly 
anxious  to  get  hfdd  of  some  of  the  men.  He  will  have  some  of  the 
landsmen;  tlie  remainder  will  reiimin  on  the  Snninnah.  I  ordered 
Dr.  Jones  and  Mid.shlpumn  (iibbs  and  ilr.  Golder  with  tlic  crew. 
They  aie  now  attached  to  the  SnniHnah. 

Tlie  0.4-inch  rifle  belonging  to  the  ChntfMho'tv.hee  I  was  directed  to 
send  to  Charleston.  It  is  to  l>e  doublc-banded  and  returned,  to  be 
used,  I  suppose,  on  the  MvttaHfe*:  I  am  doing  very  well.  The  calkers 
have  comntcncod  to-day,  and  I  am  laying  the  .spar  deck.  The  engine^j 
arc  aTxtut  being  placed  in  position.  I  will  keep  youadvi^ied  from  time 
to  time  of  the  progrefw.

The  jmyniaster'M  «'lerk  <fave 
furlouj^h  to  tho  men.  some  of  which  are  still  away.  There  was  ii  n'f»'ular 
coniiuunieation  kept  up  with  Apalachicohi  by  means  of  the  dinyey, 
which  was  at  the  disposal  of  Father  Somebody,  the  ('atholic  priest.  I^o 
doubt  the  enemy  have  been  kept  fully  posted  with  regaiil  to  nioveiui>nt8 
in  the  Confederacy,  more  particularly  with  Diattcrs  on  the  river. 

Guthrio  has  made  one  round  trip  on  the  Advimr,  a  vessel  *»elonginff 
to  the  State  of  North  Carolina.
